Special  Field  Orders,  ) Hdqrs.  Dept,  of  the  Mississippi, 

No.  90.  J Corinth , Miss.,  June  10,  1862. 

I.  The  order  dividing  the  army  near  Corinth  into  right  wing,  center, 
left  wing,  and  reserve  is  hereby  revoked.  Major-Generals  Grant,  Buell,, 
and  Pope  will  resume  the  command  of  their  separate  army  corps,! 
except  the  division  of  Major-General  Thomas,  which,  till  further  orders, 
will  be  stationed  in  Corinth  as  a part  of  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee. 
General  Thomas  will  resume  the  immediate  command  of  his  division 
on  its  arrival  at  Corinth,  and  Brig.  Gen.  T.  W.  Sherman  will  report  to 
Major-General  Buell  for  duty  with  the  Army  of  the  Ohio.

No.  36.  J Chewalla , June  10,  1862. 

Commanders  of  brigades  and  detachments  will  at  once  reduce  the 
baggage  of  their  commands  to  the  minimum. 

All  officers’  trunks,  all  surplus  tents,  and  extra  baggage  of  every 
kind,  will  immediately  be  deposited  in  the  depot  at  Chewalla  and  from 
there  will  be  sent  to  Pittsburg  Landing  and  by  boat  to  Cairo,  there  to 
await  orders. 

Hereafter  40  rounds  of  ammunition  must  be  carried  in  the  cartridge- 
box,  two  papers  on  the  person  of  each  soldier,  and  one  box  in  each  com- 
pany wagon  ; also  the  ammunition  wagon  of  each  regiment  to  be  full. 
The  remainder  on  hand,  together  with  surplus  arms,  will  be  deposited 
at  the  depot  for  conveyance  to  Corinth.

I.  General  Morgan  L.  Smith  will  move  his  entire  command  early  to- 
morrow morning  on  the  State  Line  road  to  Pocahontas  and  beyond,  so 
as  to  have  a strong  working  party  employed  repairing  the  bridge  across 
Muddy. 

II.  Colonel  McDowell  will  march  his  whole  brigade  about  2 p.  m.  to- 
morrow to  Pocahontas  and  then  bivouac.  He  will  follow  the  State  Line 
road. 

III.  Colonel  Dickey,  Fourth  Illinois  Cavalry,  will  cross  the  Tuscum- 
bia  at  Captain  Young’s,  make  a circuit  to  the  south  and  west  and  reach 
Pocahontas  by  night.  His  trains  will  follow  McDowell’s  brigade  and 
train. 

IV.  Commanders  of  brigades  and  detachments  will  hereafter  see  that 
in  making  their  encampments  they  leave  the  roads  entirely  clear. 
Wagons  must  be  parked  in  the  woods  and  fields,  and  horses  and  mules 
placed  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  any  trains  or  column  on  the  march.

Island  No.  10,  and  all  other  works  on  the  river  except  New  Madrid 
and  Columbus,  will  require  only  guards  to  take  care  of  public  property* 
Have  the  telegraph  line  repaired  to  Humboldt  as  rapidly  as  possible. 
The  workmen  repairing  it,  guarded  by  a good  cavalry  force,  can  with 
hand-cars  push  forward  without  waiting  for  the  repair  of  the  bridges. 
I hope  to  reach  Humboldt  with  supplies  within  the  next  two  days.  Push 
forward  your  cavalry  force  rapidly  ; they  may  be  able  to  save  some  un- 
burned bridges.

Col.  T.  L.  Dickey,  Fourth  Illinois  Cavalry,  is  hereby  assigned  to  the 
command  of  a cavalry  brigade,*  which  brigade  will  be  composed  of  the 
Fourth  Illinois  Cavalry  Volunteers,  Fifth  Ohio  Cavalry  Volunteers, 
one  squadron  Second  Illinois  Cavalry  Volunteers,  one  squadron  Thiele- 
mann’s Independent  Cavalry,  Eleventh  Illinois  Cavalry  Volunteers,  Cur- 
tis’ Horse,  First  Nebraska  Cavalry  Volunteers,  Stewart’s  Independent

Major-General  McOlernand,  Bethel : 

It  is  reported  that  some  500  rebel  cavalry  are  marching  on  Decatur- 
ville,  Decatur  County,  to  burn  the  cotton  at  that  place.  The  gunboat 
Robb  has  been  ordered  down  the  river  for  its  protection.  You  will 
move  a sufficient  cavalry  force,  with  an  infantry  and  artillery  reserve, 
from  Jackson  or  vicinity  in  the  direction  of  Decaturville  to  cut  off  their 
retreat.  If  you  capture  any  of  these  incendiaries  you  will  order  a com- 
mission to  try  them  and  immediately  carry  into  execution  the  sentence. 
Give  them  summary  justice. 

Move  up  to  Jackson  any  part  of  your  division  you  may  require  there.

Camp  near  Booneyille,  June  12,  1862. 

Major-General  Halleck: 

A spy  whom  I sent  some  days  ago  to  Okolona  has  just  returned.  The 
enemy  is  scattered  along  the  whole  road  from  Columbus  to  Tupelo,  16 
miles  below  Gun  town.  They  are  disorganized,  mutinous,  and  starving. 
He  reports  the  woods  full  of  deserters  belonging  to  the  northern  coun- 
ties of  Mississippi.  Nearly  the  whole  of  the  Tennessee,  Arkansas,  and 
Kentucky  troops  have  left.  A large  rear  guard  has  been  strung  along 
perpendicular  to  the  road  for  20  miles,  driving  the  stragglers  and  all 
the  cattle  of  every  description  before  them.  The  spy  reports  thnt  the 
whole  army  is  utterly  demoralized  and  ready  to  throw  down  their  arms; 
the  Alabama  troops  have  heard  of  Wood’s  and  Negley’s  movements  and 
are  clamorous  to  go  home.  From  all  accounts  I do  not  doubt  the  utter 
disintegration  of  Beauregard’s  army.  A small  rear  guard  is  at  Tupelo, 
16  miles  south  of  Gun  town,  and  the  nearest  troops  to  us  of  the  enemy. 
My  command  is  now  encamping  here  and  will  be  in  position  by  sunset.

Headquarters  Army  op  the  Mississippi, 

Near  Danville , June  12, 1862. 

Major-General  Halleck  : 

If  any  portion  of  Beauregard’s  army  has  left  this  country,  except  the 
numerous  deserters  who  have  returned  to  their  homes,  the  testimony  of 
agents  and  deserters  is  worthless.  I myself  do  not  doubt  that  of  what 
is  left  of  his  army  two-thirds  are  now  scattered  along  the  road  to  Colurn 
bus,  for  60  miles,  in  no  condition  for  service  anywhere.  Beauregard 
may  possibly  have  35,000  reliable  troops,  though  I consider  that  a large 
estimate,  but  they  are  fully  occupied  in  securing  his  rear,  protecting  the 
artillery  and  supplies,  and  preventing  the  entire  dispersion  of  the  re- 
mainder. Without  abandoning  everything  they  have  except  their  arms 
no  considerable  portion  of  them  can  now  be  transferred  elsewhere.  Such, 
at  least,  is  my  opinion  from  all  the  information  1 can  obtain.

Near  Danville , June  12,  1862. 

Brig.  Gen.  A.  Asboth: 

You  will  take  post  with  your  brigade  and  battery  of  artillery  at  Ri- 
enzi.  As  you  will  probably  occupy  that  position  for  some  time  you 
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will  be  careful  to  select  a strong  position  for  your  command,  and  throw 
up  such  earthworks  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  you  to  make  a vig- 
orous defense  against  any  assault  until  the  troops  from  this  place  can 
be  advanced  to  your  support.  The  cavalry  is  posted  in  front  of  you  as 
follows  : At  Blackland  one  battalion,  with  a strong  picket  at  Baldwyn; 
one  battalion  at  Booneville,  with  a strong  picket  at  the  lower  crossing  of 
Twenty  Mile  Creek,  and  one  cavalry  regiment  at  Jacinto.  I send  you  a 
sketch  * of  the  country,  exhibiting  the  positiou  of  the  forces.  The  com- 
manding officers  are  instructed  to  keep  you  informed  of  all  matters  of 
importance  which  may  become  known  to  them.  You  will  keep  me  ad- 
vised fully  and  frequently  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  your  command, 
and  transmit  any  important  news  from  the  cavalry  advance  by  telegraph. 
I have  directed  a telegraph  operator  to  report  to  you,  and  open  an  office 
at  Bienzi.  Although  there  is  little  to  be  apprehended  from  a flying  and 
demoralized  enemy,  I nevertheless  enjoin  upon  you  the  utmost  vigilance. 
You  will  keep  your  command  well  in  hand,  and  adopt  every  precaution 
usual  in  the  face  of  an  enemy.

Brig.  Gen.  J.  A.  Louan,  Commanding  First  Division  : 

General  : It  is  reported  that  some  500  rebel  cavalry  are  marching 
on  Decaturville  for  the  purpose  of  burning  the  cotton  at  that  place. 
The  gunboat  Robb  has  been  ordered  down  to  prevent  it.  Although 
doubting  the  accuracy  of  the  report  as  to  the  existence  and  movement 
of  such  a body  of  cavalry,  yet  in  order  to  render  compliance  with  in- 
structions from  general  headquarters  and  to  meet  such  a contingency  you 
will  immediately  cause  a detachment  of  cavalry,  supported  by  infantry 
and  artillery,  to  move  from  Jackson  in  the  direction  of  Decaturville 
under  instructions  to  cut  off  the  retreat  of  the  enemy  and  capture  him. 
As  distance,  character  of  road,  and  the  importance  of  rapid  movements 
will  make  cavalry  the  most  efficient  arm  of  force  in  the  execution  of  this 
enterprise  you  are  at  liberty  to  increase  the  cavalry  now  at  Jackson  by 
transferring  a portion  of  that  here  to  it. 

If  either  you  or  the  officer  in  immediate  command  at  Jackson  should 
have  information  showing  the  inutility  and  needlessness  of  sending  in- 
fantry and  artillery,  or  either,  with  the  cavalry  you  are  at  liberty  to 
dispense  with  both  or  either  of  these  arms.  If  you  should  capture  incen- 
diaries of  the  class  described  you  will  immediately  order  a military  com- 
mission to  try  them  and  promptly  execute  the  sentence  of  the  court,  even 
if  it  be  the  extreme  penalty  of  death. 

Whatever  force  may  form  the  expedition  will  return  upon  executing 
its  object,  or  upon  proving  the  report  upon  which  it  is  founded  to  be 
untrue.

Sir:  The  occupation  of  Memphis  by  the  United  States  forces  will 
probably  result  in  changing  the  transit  of  military  supplies  and  mails 
from  the  Tennessee  River  to  the  Mississippi,  and  via  Memphis  and 
Charleston  Railroad.  In  this  expectation,  as  well  as  for  the  immediate 
accommodation  of  the  troops  and  citizens  at  Memphis  and  vicinity,  it 
will  be  desirable  to  reopen  that  office  at  an  early  date.  It  is  expected 
that  Col.  Lucian  Buttles,  now  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  will  be  invited  to  take 
temporary  charge  of  that  office  (under  your  general  supervision)  until  a 
fit  candidate,  approved  of  by  Governor  Johnson,  shall  offer  for  the 
place. 

For  the  present,  military  transportation  will  be  employed  as  hereto- 
fore from  Cairo,  and  the  Cairo  postmaster  should  be  advised  by  you  or 
by  the  commanding  officer  at  Memphis  of  the  regiments  which  will  re- 
ceive mail  matter  at  Memphis  in  case  the  entire  mails  are  not  sent  that 
way. 

Your  experience  will  indicate  the  further  action  to  be  taken  for  the 
proper  re-establishment  of  mail  service  to  Memphis.  Your  past  action 
has  been  generally  warmly  approved  by  the  Department.

The  First  Brigade  will  march  forward  about  12  miles  and  select  a 
good  camping  ground  on  the  waters  of  Spring  Creek. 

The  Third  Brigade  will  move  forward  about  8 miles  and  select  good 
ground  for  camp  on  the  west  side  of  Porter’s  Creek. 

The  Second  Brigade  will  move  forward  about  10  miles  and  camp  on 
east  side  of  Porter’s  Creek. 

General  Hurlbut’s  division  will  move  its  camp  forward  to  the  large 
fields  about  3 miles  from  Newland’s,  with  strong  advance  guard  thrown 
forward,  and  will  send  an  expedition  toward  Jonesborough.  More  at- 
tention must  be  paid  on  the  march,  especially  as  to  the  train.  Each 
regimental  quartermaster  must  be  with  his  regimental  train  and  stay 
with  it. 

The  brigadier  will  make  frequent  rests  and  assure  himself  against 
gap  in  the  column,  and  if  any  soldier  is  found  in  a wagon  the  teamster 
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will  be  fined  $1,  and  any  soldier  who  puts  his  gun  in  a wagon  must  be 
severely  punished. 

The  wagon  guards  must  march  by  its  side,  armed  and  ready  to  de- 
fend the  train.

Please 
send  me  by  mail  a full  description  of  the  vessels  composing  your  fleet  5 
its  armament,  force,  equipment,  and  where  you  prepared  it,  and  the 
cost,  suitable  for  a report  to  Congress.

Headquarters  Reserves,  Camp  Bethel , June  13, 1862. 
Maj.  Gen.  H.  W.  Halleck,  Corinth: 

General  Wallace  reached  railroad  station  on  Memphis  and  Ohio  Rail- 
road, 11  miles  from  Memphis,  on  the  12th  instant.  He  reports  a great 
scarcity  of  water  from  Bolivar  to  Somerville  j chiefly  wheat  and  corn 
fields  on  the  way.  In  some  districts  no  cotton  burned,  and  in  others 
nearly  all.  He  chased  a party  of  cotton-burners  several  miles  5 cap- 
tured some  horses  and  equipments,  but  no  victims.  Bridges  toward 
Jackson,  probably  meaning  Humboldt,  burned.  Road  from  station  to 
Memphis  in  running  order.  Saved  a passenger  and  box  car  and  pre- 
vented bridge  across  Wolf  River  from  being  burned.  Had  sent  a hand- 
car  to  Memphis,  and  understands  there  are  three  locomotives  and  prob- 
ably freight  cars  in  Memphis.  Was  sending  his  wagons  to  Memphis 
for  supplies.  I am  communicating  with  Bolivar  by  telegraph.  Shall  I 
move  my  headquarters  to  Jackson,  a more  central  and  convenient  point?

General  Asboth  reports  to  me  from  Rienzi  that  the  woods  and  swamps 
east  of  him  are  swarming  with  deserters  from  the  enemy.  They  are 
making  their  way  homeward.  What  is  to  be  done  with  them?  Had 
they  not  better  be  suffered  to  go?  It  would  take  reams  of  blanks  to 
administer  oaths  to  them.  I have  not  hitherto  meddled  with  them. 
Thousands  have  passed  on  their  way  home,  and  as  many  more  are  com- 
ing every  day.  They  endeavor  to  pass  without  coming  into  camp.

Hon.  E.  M.  Stanton, 

Secretary  of  War  : 

Sir:  I have  received  your  dispatch  informing  me  of  your  appoint- 
ment of  Dr.  Roberts  as  surgeon  and  Dr.  Lawrence  as  assistant  surgeon 
of  my  fleet,  and  requesting  a detailed  report  concerning  the  rams  for 
the  last  few  days.  After  receiving  my  wound  my  mind  was  not  capa- 
ble of  transacting  business.  Since  then  great  nervous  prostration,  with 
pain  and  fever,  have  rendered  me  entirely  incapable  of  mental  labor.  I 
now  have  measles  superadded.  I will  prepare  the  report  you  ask  for 
as  soon  as  I am  able  to  dictate  it,  which  I hope  will  be  in  the  course  of 
two  or  three  days.* 

I did  not  send  a detachment  to  White  River  to  act  in  conjunction 
with  the  guuboats,  as  Commander  Davis  requested.  Brown,  the  com- 
mander, was  not  willing  to  receive  my  co-operations  unless  I placed  my 
vessels  under  the  command  of  one  of  his  officers.  This,  of  course,  I 
could  not  consent  to  do.  Our  success  at  Memphis  was  by  acting  inde- 
pendently. 

Mr.  Brooks  has  arrived  with  supplies  for  my  fleet.

in  the  neighborhood  for  negroes,  oxen,  wagons,  or  whatever  is  necessary 
to  a speedy  restoration  of  the  road. 

Two  companies  of  Dickey’s  cavalry  will  be  ordered  to  report  to  you 
this  evening  for  orders.

Sir  : The  chief  purpose  of  our  being  here  is  to  cover  the  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  Memphis  and  Charleston  Railroad,  so  as  to  open  up  commu- 
nication from  Corinth  by  way  of  Jacksou,  Grand  Junction,  &c.,  to  Mem- 
phis. To  this  end  I have  called  on  the  planters  here  for  a force  to  repair 
two  pieces  of  trestle-work  destroyed  here,  and  to-morrow  General  Denver 
will  move  forward  to  Moscow  to  commence  the  repairs  there,  and  in 
anticipation  of  your  arrival  at  Grand  Junction  I instructed  Mr.  Smith, 
an  extensive  planter  there,  to  call  upon  his  neighbors  for  a force  ade- 
quate to  repair  the  road  up  till  he  meets  a party  coming  down. 

I have  already  had  a messenger  at  Bolivar,  who  reports  two  regiments 
of  Lew.  Wallace’s  command  there  under  command  of  Colonel  Sander- 
son, but  his  information  about  the  railroad  and  telegraph  repairs  is  so 
scant  that  I wish  you  would  sefld  up  another  party  on  that  especial  busi- 
ness and  to  urge  forward  telegraph  as  rapidly  as  possible.  I look  to 
you  to  picket  strongly  the  Ripley  road  to  the  southeast  and  the  Holly 
Springs  road  at  Davis’  Mill ; also  at  once  open  a direct  road  from  your 
camp  to  La  Grange,  if  there  be  not  already  one.

General  : Yours  of  this  morning  has  been  received  and  read  to  the 
general,  who  is  quite  unwell  and  trying  to  keep  quiet.  He  is  glad  to 
know  that  you  have  got  through  so  well.  Forage  you  must  obtain  by 
purchase  from  the  people  of  the  country ; give  receipts  for  the  articles 
taken,  which  the  owner  will  hand  to  the  division  quartermaster  and  re- 
ceive vouchers.  We  can  send  you  a portion  of  our  train  to  furnish  sub- 
sistence until  communication  opens. 

General  Denver  has  moved  his  entire  brigade  up  to  Moscow,  where 
he  will  attend  to  the  repairs  of  the  road. 

Move  your  cavalry  and  one  of  your  brigades  this  afternoon  toward 
Holly  Springs ; take  none  but  the  best  marching  men  that  you  have 
and  as  little  baggage  as  possible.  Go  10  miles  to-night,  and  to  morrow 
morning,  starting  very  early,  move  15  miles,  reaching  Holly  Springs  at 
10  o’clock  to  morrow  morning.  General  Morgan  L.  Smith  and  Dickey’s 
cavalry  will  move  at  the  same  time. 

Destroy,  if  not  already  destroyed,  an  important  trestle-work  which 
you  will  find  below  Holly  Springs. 

General  M.  L.  Smith  will  receive  similar  instructions,  and  will  be  di- 
rected to  meet  the  commander  whom  you  delegate  to  carry  out  these 
orders  at  10  o’clock  to-morrow  morning  at  the  depot  in  Holly  Springs. 
When  the  brigades  come  together  they  will  act  in  concert  and  the  senior 
officer  will  assume  the  command,  but  when  the  objects  are  effected  the 
troops  will  return,  each  command  under  its  own  leader. 

General  Wallace  has  gone  on  to  Memphis.  Send  one  section  of  artil- 
lery, picked,  with  an  extra  team  to  each  gun.

General  : The  general  commanding  directs  me  to  say  that  the  objects 
and  intentions  discussed  this  morning  by  him  and  you  will  be  carried. 
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out.  General  Hurlbut  has  been  instructed  to  detach  his  cavalry  and 
one  brigade  to  march  10  miles  to-night  and  15  in  the  morning,  so  as  to 
reach  Holly  Springs  depot  at  10  o’clock  to-morrow  morning.  He  will 
take  one  picked  section  of  artillery.  Your  instructions  are  nearly  the 
same  as  his.  You  will  select  your  best  marching  troops  and  as  little 
baggage  as  possible.  Use  your  own  judgment  as  to  artillery,  but  the 
general  advises  that  you  take  only  one  section,  and  that  the  best,  and 
put  to  it  two  extra  horses  to  facilitate  movements  in  case  of  rough 
roads.  Endeavor  to  reach  Holly  Springs  at  10  a-  m.  to-morrow  and 
meet  General  Hurlbut’s  troops  at  the  depot  there. 

After  the  junction,  and  until  the  trestle-work  below  the  town  is  de- 
stroyed and  the  object  of  the  expedition  effected,  the  troops  will  act  in 
concert  and  be  under  the  command  of  the  senior  officer  present.  When 
the  return  commences  they  will  march  under  their  own  officers.

Hon.  E.  M.  Stanton: 

The  railroad  east  has  been  repaired  to  near  Tuscumbia,  and  troops 
are  at  work  from  that  point  to  Decatur  $ it  is  open  to  the  north  as  far 
as  Trenton,  84  miles,  and  to  the  west  via  Jackson  to  La  Grange,  within 
49  miles  of  Memphis.  General  Quiuby  is  working  south  from  Columbus, 
and  is  reported  to  be  within  30  miles  of  Trenton.  Our  troops  are  in 
possession  of  the  road  from  Humboldt  to  Memphis,  but  cannot  yet  as- 
certain its  condition.  The  repair  of  captured  locomotives  and  cars  is 
progressing  rapidly.  I am  mounting  our  heavy  siege  artillery  in  bat- 
teries, so  as  to  enable  us  to  hold  this  place  with  a smaller  force  and  to 
send  a part  of  our  troops  elsewhere.

General  : The  general  is  unwell,  but  has  read  your  letter.  He 
directs  me  to  say  that  you  can  use  discretion  in  making  the  repairs, 
but  that  in  forage  and  provisions  the  usual  custom  must  be  adhered  to, 
viz,  give  vouchers  payable  after  the  war  on  proof  of  loyalty.  You  can 
explain  that  the  people  on  the  road  having  permitted  the  destruction  of 
property  must  now  put  up  with  the  inconvenience  of  our  presence  while 
repairing  the  injury. 

Continue  to  use  every  precaution  against  surprise  and  to  learn  all 
that  is  possible  about  the  country  and  roads. 

General  Smith,  of  this  division,  and  one  brigade  of  Hurlbut’s  division 
have  gone  to  Holly  Springs.  They  marched  light,  each  with  one  sec- 
tion of  artillery  and  extra  horses.  They  were  to  meet  at  the  depot  in 
Holly  Springs  at  10  o’clock  this  morning  and  jointly  to  destroy  trestle- 
work  and  bridge  or  to  otherwise  render  the  railroad  impassable  to  the 
enemy  at  that  point ; after  that,  to  return  to  their  respective  camps  at 
Grand  Junction  and  this  place. 

The  train  from  Bolivar  arrived  last  night,  but  brought  no  mail  or  news 
of  any  kind.  When  the  regular  trains  will  arrive  it  is  impossible  to  say, 
but  it  will  be  soon. 

There  is  no  further  news  from  Richmond.  The  town  is  quiet  and  the 
people  apparently  well  satisfied  with  the  conduct  of  our  men.  The 
greater  part  of  Captain  Smith’s  train  is  up  and  the  remainder  is  ex- 
pected to-morrow.

Colonel  : The  Crescent  City  has  at  this  moment  arrived  from  Mem- 
phis, and  by  her  your  dispatch  of  the  15th  is  received.*  I fully  appre- 
ciate the  difficulties  of  your  position,  and  .wish  it  was  in  my  power  to 
send  you  a sufficient  force  to  enable  you  to  overcome  them  at  once  and 
effectually.  I have  been  waiting  for  the  last  week  for  a transport  by 
which  to  send  you  five  companies  of  cavalry  from  this  place.  The  Cres- 
cent City  will  start  with  them  so  soon  as  they  can  be  placed  on  board 
and  the  steamer  be  coaled. 


* Not  found. 
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I fully  approve  your  course  so  far.  Be  mild  but  firm,  and  do  not  by 
any  means  yield  your  position  on  the  currency  question.  This  policy, 
if  adopted  in  all  the  places  we  occupy  in  which  the  Confederate  money 
has  obtained  circulation  by  forcing  its  immense  volume  within  narrow 
limits,  will  finally  cause  the  bubble  to  burst  and  help  to  open  the  eyes 
of  the  reflective  people  of  the  South  to  see  not  only  the  hopelessness 
but  also  the  wickedness  of  their  cause. 

The  insubordination  of  Colonel  Fitch  has  become  too  marked  and  is 
too  clearly  intentional  to  be  longer  tolerated  without  serious  injury  to 
the  service,  and  it  must  be  instantly  checked  and  punished  with  even 
more  severity  than  it  would  be  necessary  to  show  were  he  a private 
soldier  instead  of  holding  the  commission  and  exercising  the  functions 
of  the  colonel  of  a regiment.  You  will  if  possible  send  an  order  of  ar- 
rest after  Colonel  Fitch,  but  if  that  be  not  advisable  or  practicable  you 
will  place  him  in  arrest  immediately  on  his  return  from  the  expedition 
undertaken  by  him  in  direct  violation  of  your  orders.

We  have  information  that  the  rebel  rear  is 
covered  by  all  his  cavalry  massed  under  Chalmers,  base  at  Tupelo,  and 
hovering  around  Baldwyn  and  in  the  Tippah  Hills,  west  of  Blackland. 
General  Elliott  knows  the  Fulton  and  Iuka  road.  He  says  there  is  a 
creek  15  miles  south  of  Iuka  which  is  a very  strong  line  of  defense.

Captain  Hotchkiss,  Acting  Assistant  Adjutant- General : 

Sir  : On  the  16th  instant  I dispatched  my  cavalry,  scouting  from 
Union  Depot  toward  Germantown,  a village  33  miles  distant  from  that 
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point,  negroes  having  informed  me  that  rebel  troops  had  encamped 
there.  At  night  the  party  returned,  and  Captain  Burbridge,  command- 
ing, informed  me  that  as  his  advance  guard  went  into  the  town  the 
enemy’s  pickets  went  out  of  it;  that  a large  force  of  cavalry  were  en- 
camped a short  distance  off;  that  Union  men  living  in  the  place  had  in- 
formed him  that  the  force  was  the  advance  guard  of  a heavy  body  of 
troops  then  marching  from  Holly  Springs  and  other  points  contiguous, 
to  attack  me  or  burn  Memphis. 

As  several  days  had  passed  without  receiving  dispatches  from  you — 
my  messengers  having  gone  to  Bethel  on  the  Thursday  previous,  and 
only  this  morning  returned — I supposed  my  communication  interrupted, 
and  fearing  the  enemy  had  designs  upon  Memphis,  defended  at  the  time 
by  but  three  regiments,  two  companies  of  cavalry,  and  a section  of  ar- 
tillery, I at  once  moved  down,  arriving  here  about  noon  yesterday. 

Colonel  Slack,  commanding  at  this  place,  received  the  same  informa- 
tion about  the  same  time.  A Bev.  Dr.  Joseph  Warren,  chaplain  of  the 
Twenty-sixth  Regiment  Missouri  Volunteers,  captured  at  Corinth  but 
released  a short  time  ago,  reached  the  city  yesterday  and  reports  rebel 
pickets  within  6 miles. 

I concluded  that  Memphis  was  a place  of  greater  importance  than 
Union  Depot,  and  that  under  the  circumstances  I would  be  justly  sub- 
jected to  blame  if  I did  not  go  promptly  to  the  support  of  Colonel  Slack, 
whose  force  was  hardly  sufficient  to  resist  the  horde  of  foes  within  the 
city,  much  less  those  without.  I have  no  doubt  for  my  own  part  of  the 
correctness  of  my  action.  There  is  unquestionably  a rebel  force  within 
striking  distance  at  this  moment.  Within  the  hour  past  citizens  have 
given  me  notice  that  they  have  information  of  an  intention  on  the  part 
of  Forrest  and  Jackson  to  make  a raid  on  the  town  to-night  to  destroy, 
if  possible,  the  Government  stores  now  unladen  and  unloading  on  the 
levee  in  vast  quantities.  At  the  same  time  I was  informed  that  the 
Government  property  on  the  levee  was  in  danger  of  being  burned  by 
the  rebels  infesting  this  city.  To  confirm  my  opinion,  also,  since  my  ar 
rival  I have  ascertained  that  there  is  a scheme  on  foot  to  smuggle  salt, 
supplies,  clothing,  &c.,  through  to  the  rebel  army.  Colonel  Slack  had 
not  the  means  to  stop  it.  I hardly  know  whether  I have,  but  will  try. 

As  to  the  Memphis  and  Ohio  Railroad,  I wrote  you  its  condition. 
The  11  miles  of  it  intact  from  Union  Depot  to  this  city  I can  as  effectu- 
ally guard  from  the  city  as  to  it. 

The  government  of  the  city  I have  not  assumed,  nor  will  I until  so  or- 
dered. Military  direction  for  the  security  of  the  post  is  all  I have  un- 
dertaken.

The  commanding  general  must  call  attention  to  the  duties  of  officers 
and  men  toward  the  slaves.  The  well-settled  policy  of  the  whole  army 
now  is  to  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  negro.  “ Exclude  them  from 
camp”  is  General  Halleck’s  reiterated  older.  We  cannot  have  our 
trains  encumbered  by  them,  nor  can  we  afford  to  feed  them,  and  it  is 
deceiving  the  poor  fellow  to  allow  him  to  start  and  have  him  forcibly 
driven  away  afterward.  For  these  and  many  good  reasons  the  general 
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now  especially  directs  the  colonels  of  regiments,  captains  of  companies, 
and  regimental  quartermasters  to  give  their  personal  attention  to  this 
matter,  to  remove  all  such  now  in  camp,  and  to  prevent  any  more  from 
following  our  camp  or  columns  of  march. 

The  laws  of  Congress  command  that  we  do  not  surrender  back  to  the 
master  a fugitive  slave.  That  is  not  a soldier’s  business  nor  is  it  his 
business  to  smuggle  him  away.  Let  the  master  and  slave  look  to  the 
civil  authorities  and  not  to  us.  Also  the  laws  of  war  make  the  property 
of  the  enemy  liable  to  confiscation  if  used  for  warlike  purposes,  such 
as  horses  and  wagons  hauling  stores,  slaves  making  forts,  &c.  In  such 
cases  the  commanding  officer  would  rightfully  appropriate  his  labor 
through  the  quartermaster  and  let  the  title  to  freedom  be  tried  as  soon 
as  a proper  civil  tribunal  can  be  reached. 

If  wagon-masters  or  teamsters  carry  away  in  their  wagons  runaway 
negroes  it  is  made  the  duty  first  of  the  regimental  quartermaster,  next 
of  the  brigade  quartermaster,  and  last  of  any  commissioned  officer,  who 
will  cause  them  to  be  summarily  turned  out  and  the  facts  reported  to 
headquarters,  that  the  actual  offender  may  be  punished  by  fine  and 
imprisonment  as  he  deserves.

Too  much  looseness  exists  on  the  subject  of  foraging.  The  articles  of 
war  make  it  almost  a capital  offense  for  an  officer  or  soldier  to  pillage, 
which  means  taking  private  property  for  his  own  use.  It  makes  no 
difference  if  that  property  be  of  friend  or  enemy.  Pillagingdemoralizes 
the  soldier,  allows  him  to  straggle  from  his  ranks  and  neglect  his  duty, 
which  in  many  cases  heretofore  have  proved  fatal  to  whole  armies.  The 
general  can  communicate  to  any  officer  the  history  of  many  such  cases. 

When  an  army  moves  in  an  enemy’s  country  it  is  entitled  to  draw  from 
that  country  within  limits  certain  articles  of  forage  and  provisions,  but 
as  it  is  a delicate  right  it  must  be  exercised  by  as  few  as  possible. 
Brigade  quartermasters  needing  forage  will  apply  to  their  commanders 
for  suitable  escorts  to  the  wagon  train,  and  will  accompany  it  them- 
selves, and  will  use  all  possible  forbearance,  explaining  to  the  party  the 
necessity,  and  giving  a receipt  for  quantity  and  price  with  a promise 
to  pay  at  the  pleasure  of  the  United  States  on  proof  of  loyalty  at  the 
time;  certificate  not  transferable.  In  meritorious  cases  the  division 
quartermaster  may  pay  cash.  All  forage  and  provisions  thus  taken 
must  be  taken  up  on  the  usual  property  returns,  giving  the  date  and 
name  of  the  party,  that  the  transaction  may  be  traced  in  the  future 
settlement  of  accounts.  The  regimental  quartermaster  of  the  cavalry 
and  the  acting  quartermaster  of  batteries  of  artillery  may  give  receipts 
and  instruct  the  parties  to  carry  them  to  the  division  quartermaster, 
who  will  give  the  formal  account.  No  other  persons  than  those  above 
specified  can  lawfully  take  or  appropriate  private  property,  except  con- 
traband of  war,  arms,  ammunition,  &c.,  which  it  is  the  duty  of  the  pro- 
vost-marshal to  collect  and  deliver  to  the  ordnance  officer.

General  Halleck,  Corinth: 

The  expedition  sent  to  Holly  Springs  is  now  returning,  having  scat- 
tered all  the  loose  fragments  of  the  enemy  and  pushed  them  toward 
Grenada,  doubtless  their  center  for  this  field  of  operations.  I will  re- 
port more  in  detail  when  the  columns  come  in.  The  quiet  of  a New 
England  Sabbath  prevails  at  La  Grange,  and  our  men  are  pretty  well 
behaved. 

There  is  a point  on  Wolf  River,  6 miles  south  of  Grand  Junction, 
where  the  Mississippi  Central  crosses,  where  there  is  a good  road  bridge 
and  three  large  mills  (Davis’).  I am  satisfied  the  point  from  which  I 
can  best  cover  the  road  lies  west  of  this,  and  I think  we  should  burn 
these  mills  and  several  of  the  bridges  by  which  guerrilla  parties  could 
dash  in  and  out  on  this  part  of  the  road.  Of  course  I knowT  you  do 
not  want  any  destruction  of  private  property,  unless  the  public  service 
demands  it.  In  the  case  of  Davis’  mills  I think  they  should  be  utterly 
destroyed. 

The  people  here  are  known  to  be  secesh,  but  thus  far  have  made  not 
the  least  manifestation  of  it.  There  are  very  many  highly  intelligent 
and  influential  men  residents  of  this  place.

Bridges  as  far  as  Moscow  will  be  done  to-morrow  night.  I think 
Grand  Junction  should  be  occupied  by  a small  force  detached  from  Boli- 
var, and  that  my  forces  be  limited  from  Moscow  to  Memphis,  in  which 
case  I would  leave  some  small  guards  along  the  road  and  take  post  with 
my  whole  force  at  some  point  about  25  miles  east  of  Memphis  and  4 or  5 
miles  south  of  the  railroad,  commanding  Holly  Springs  on  the  one  hand 
and  Hernando  on  the  other.  I will  send  an  expedition  to  Hernando 
and  break  that  road  at  some  point  south  of  Hernando,  so  as  to  prevent 
an  attempt  to  run  a superior  force  by  cars  between  me  and  Memphis. 
We  have  provisions  on  hand  to  include  the  30th  instant,  and  I can 
easily  send  into  Memphis  and  have  a supply  come  out  and  meet  me  in 
season.  The  breaks  west  of  Moscow  are  all  trivial  and  we  can  repair 
as  fast  as  we  march,  viz,  10  miles  a day.

Our  forces  under  Major-General  Sherman  have  occupied  Holly 
Springs,  pushing  his  cavalry  as  far  south  as  the  Tallahatchie  River 
and  destroying  several  railroad  bridges.  The  enemy  having  appeared 
in  considerable  force  he  fell  back  to  Holly  Springs.  Prom  captured 
telegrams  it  was  ascertained  that  the  machinery  for  manufacturing 
arms  at  that  place  has  been  removed  to  Atlanta,  Ga.  Railroad  will  be 
opened  to  Memphis  by  Monday  and  to  Columbus  by  Wednesday  of 
next  week.  It  is  reported  that  Beauregard  turned  over  his  command 
to  Bragg  on  the  15th,  but  all  deserters  and  negroes  say  that  no  troops 
have  been  sent  south  or  east.  This  is  positively  asserted  by  a servant 
of  the  Confederate  master  of  transportation,  who  left  the  enemy’s  head- 
quarters at  Tupelo  on  Sunday  last.

General  Halleck,  Corinth , Miss. : 

I am  afraid  of  being  caught  on  the  question  of  rations.  My  orders 
were  for  twenty  days’  from  Chewalla.  This  may  prove  a little  short, 
but  must  last  till  the  30th.  I have,  say,  14,000  men,  including  Hurlbut, 
who  eat  near  20  wagon  loads  a day.  It  is  50  miles  to  Memphis  direct 
and  65  around  by  Somerville,  the  only  safe  way  for  a small  escort.  It 
will  take  seven  days  at  the  best  for  a wagon  train  to  make  the  round 
trip.  I think  I can  get  the  track  through  in  all  next  week,  but  it  is  a 
blind  chance,  too  uncertain  to  risk,  as  my  facilities  for  work  and  prog- 
ress are  of  the  commonest  kind.  If  you  would  send  me  a telegraphic 
order  to  the  commanding  officer  at  Memphis  to  work  out  to  meet  us  our 
progress  would  be  double.  I can  send  such  an  order  through  by  courier. 

Might  it  not  be  well  for  me  to  move  the  bulk  of  my  division  half  way 
in,  then  establish  our  system  of  supplies,  and  return  to  this  neighbor- 
hood? 

You  know  that  Holly  Springs  is  some  10  miles  nearer  Memphis  than 
the  Junction,  and  all  roads  to  and  from  Korth  Mississippi  center  in 
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Holly  Springs.  We  should  either  hold  Holly  Springs  or  select  a point 
whence  it  could  not  threaten  our  road.  We  can  never  expect  to  be 
advised  of  the  movements  of  our  enemy,  because  all  the  people  are 
with  them  in  heart;  we  can  only  endeavor  to  anticipate  them.  1 don’t 
think  there  are  50  organized  secesh  within  30  miles,  but  there  will  be, 
and  this  is  not  the  point  where  the  whole  road  can  be  guarded. 

Am  I to- understand  your  telegram  of  to-day  that  I hold  the  bulk  of 
my  division  in  front  of  the  Junction,  or  merely  take  it  as  one  of  the 
points  under  my  protection? 

The  bridges  here,  and  I suppose  at  Moscow,  are  done,  and.  my  work- 
ing parties  must  push  west,  and  the  want  of  provisions  may  also  compel 
me  to  move  the  bulk  of  the  forces  westward  within  reach  of  supplies. 
I could  leave  one  regiment  at  the  Junction,  one  at  Moscow,  and  halt 
the  main  army,  say  10  miles  west  of  Moscow,  whence  it  would  be  com- 
paratively safe  to  dispatch  wagons.  Would  this  meet  your  approval?

Your  forces  will  guard  the  road  at  Grand  Junction,  while  Wallace’s 
division  will  probably  take  position  near  Hernando.

I hope  soon  to  be  able  to  cut  the 
railroads  as  far  south  as  the  Tallahatchie  River.  The  forces  of  McCler- 
nand  and  Quinby  have  met  and  are  working  on  the  last  bridge.  Road 
to  Columbus  will  be  open  to  Columbus  by  Wednesday  next;  McCler- 
nand’s  division  will  then  be  available  for  other  duty.  Deserters  and 
contrabands  report  the  main  force  of  the  enemy  at  Tupelo,  Okolona, 
Aberdeen,  and  Fulton — headquarters  at  Tupelo.  They  have  been  tak- 
ing up  the  rails  between  Baldwyn  and  Tupelo  and  transporting  them 
south,  probably  to  complete  road  from  Meridian  to  Uniontown.  Tele- 
graph line  east  still  down,  and  nothing  from  Washington  since  17th.

I will  therefore  have  all  of  Hurlbut’s  di- 
vision here  and  depend  on  a few  supplies  from  Corinth  till  the  way  is 
opened  to  Memphis.  I will  to-morrow  move  with  my  division  to  a point 
near  La  Fayette  Station,  7 miles  west  of  Moscow,  and  thence  dispatch 
a wagon  train  under  cavalry  and  infantry  in  for  supplies.

I.  General  Denver  will  detail  one  regiment  to  remain  as  a guard  to 
the  bridge  at  Moscow  and  to  complete  the  work  beyond  there,  and  with 
the  remaining  regiments  will  move  forward  about  10  miles  and  select 
ground  suitable  for  a camp  to  the  whole  division ; such  ground,  if  possi- 
ble, to  be  south  of  the  road  and  covered  in  great  part  with  shade  trees, 
water  being  of  course  the  first  consideration. 

Colonel  McDowell  will  move  his  brigade  forward  to  the  same  place, 
beginning  his  march  this  afternoon.  General  Morgan  L.  Smith  will 
march  early  to-morrow  morning  forward  to  the  camp  to  be  selected  by 
General  Denver.

The 
absence  of  further  instructions  from  general  headquarters  has  made 
it  unnecessary  to  communicate  with  you  for  a few  days  past.  Major- 
General  Halleck  has  been  advised  of  your  entrance  into  Memphis  and 
the  reasons  for  it.  You  will  remain  there  or  at  any  point  on  the  line 
occupied  by  your  division  at  your  discretion  until  otherwise  directed. 
It  is  desired  and  expected  that  you  will  continue  your  efforts  to  prevent 
railroads  within  your  reach  from  being  injured. 

A detachment  General  Sherman’s  division  (General  Smith’s  brigade) 
has  been  to  Holly  Springs  and  even  beyond.  No  enemy  is  reported  to 
be  there.  Maj.  Gen.  U.  S.  Grant,  commanding  district  of  West  Ten- 
nessee, is  on  his  way  to  Memphis,  where  he  proposes  establishing  his 
headquarters  when  Memphis  shall  have  been  secured.  Would  not 
Bolivar  or  Grand  Junction  be  a desirable  and  suitable  place  for  your 
headquarters  ?

Your  dispatch  just  received ; will  be  advised  at  once.  A regiment 
and  battery  will  be  sent  to  take  post  at  Danville  and  cover  the  passes 
of  the  Tuscumbia,  our  front  and  right. 

Our  cavalry  have  been  employed  to  the  south  and  east,  as  I advised 
Colonel  Kelton,  so  as  to  have  very  little  disposable  for  the  west  and 
south. 

Were  it  possible  for  a battalion  of  the  First  Ohio  Cavalry,  which 
Buell  detached  from  this  command,  to  be  sent  to  Kossuth  and  Nolin’s 
below  it  would  secure  you  and  our  right.  We  cannot  watch  that 
point  now,  but  must  content  ourselves  with  drawing  in  from  Blacklaud 
and  watching  the  roads  near  there  by  light  patrols.  If  that  Kossuth 
scout  can  be  furnished  as  suggested  it  will  be  eminently  useful.

Sir  : The  matters  herein  referred  to,  being  special  in  their  nature,  I 
think  should  be  addressed  to  you  without  going  through  the  head- 
quarters of  General  Grant,  now  in  motion  for  Memphis.  The  general 
aud  staff  passed  my  camp  this  morning  and  will  reach  Memphis  this 
evening. 

On  the  9th  instant  I received  at  Chewalla  General  Halleck’s  instruc- 
tions by  telegraph  to  move  with  my  own  and  Hurlbut’s  divisions  on 
Grand  Junction,  thence  to  detach  strong  working  parties  forward  to 
repair  the  Memphis  and  Charleston  Railroad,  to  use  great  care  in  secur- 
ing my  working  parties,  and  to  assure  the  inhabitants  taf  all  proper  pro- 
tection, &c.  The  bridges  across  the  Tuscumbia  and  Hatchie  had  been 
destroyed  by  the  enemy’s  cavalry,  so  I sent  forward  to  those  points 
Denver’s  brigade  and  Hurlbut’s  division,  and  on  Wednesday,  June  11, 
I put  in  motion  my  whole  division,  except  the  Forty-sixth  Ohio  left 
behind  as  a rear  guard  to  some  wagons  of  provisions  which  had  not 
yet  arrived  at  Chewalla. 

Repairing  roads  as  we  marched,  we  reached  Grand  Junction  after 
night  of  the  13th.  But  there  was  no  water  there  for  troops,  and  on  the 
morning  of  the  14th  I occupied  the  town  of  La  Grange,  3 miles  west  of 
Grand  Junction,  with  my  division,  and  General  Hurlbut  encamped  his 
on  Scott’s  Creek,  about  2J  miles  south  of  the  Junction.  There  were 
two  pieces  of  destroyed  trestle-work  in  the  town  of  La  Grange  which 
I caused  to  be  repaired  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  learning  that  the 
bridge  across  Wolf  Creek,  10  miles  west,  was  destroyed  I sent  General 
Denver’s  brigade  forward  to  repair  it  and  to  ascertain  what  damage  was 
done  beyond.  Whilst  the  work  was  being  done  at  La  Grange  and  Mos- 
cow I dispatched  General  Yeatch’s  brigade  of  Hurlbut’s  division  and 
Morgan  L.  Smith’s  of  mine,  with  all  our  effective  cavalry,  to  Holly 
Springs,  with  orders  for  the  cavalry  to  push  on  as  much  farther  south 
as  was  prudent,  and  if  possible  to  force  the  enemy  to  destroy  the  bridge 
across  the  Tallahatchie  River.  This  expedition  was  well  conducted  and 
cleared  our  flanks  completely  of  an  enemy  thus  far.  Their  pickets  were 
at  Lamar,  retreated,  burning  a trestle  there.  At  Holly  Springs  there 
was  the  remains  of  an  infantry  and  cavalry  regiment,  which  escaped  in 
cars  and  by  the  railroad.  Our  cavalry  brought  in  of  these  about  8 pris- 
oners— officers — whom  I paroled. 

Our  cavalry  reached  the  vicinity  of  the  Tallahatchie  Bridge  and  had 
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quite  a brisk  skirmish,  driving  the  enemy  across  the  river,  where  he 
had  cars  and  re-enforcements,  and  the  officer  did  not  deem  it  prudent 
to  push  his  venture  farther,  as  the  men  of  the  Fifth  Ohio  Cavalry  have 
no  carbines.  Some  of  the  enemy  are  reported  as  killed.  We  had  4 
wounded,  2 of  whom  were  doubtless  mortally.  They  were  brought 
some  distance  to  the  rear  and  sent  to  a farm-house. 

The  two  brigades  remained  in  Holly  Springs  two  days  and  returned 
to  their  respective  camps. 

On  the  21st  instant  the  two  pieces  of  broken  trestle-work  in  La  Grange 
being  done,  and  being  unable  to  hear  definite  information  of  breaks  west 
of  Moscow,  and  our  stock  of  provisions  being  reported  to  me  as  expiring 
the  27th  instead  of  the  30th,  I determined  to  move  forward  myself  from 
La  Grange  to  hurry  up  the  repairs  and  send  into  Memphis  for  supplies. 
Even  if  the  track  was  done  the  scarcity  of  cars  may  prevent  our  being- 
supplied  in  that  way.  Accordingly  yesterday,  the  22d,  I moved  forward 
my  whole  division  to  this  point,  except  one  regiment  left  at  Moscow  to 
finish  up  that  bridge  and  guard  it.  I find  two  other  bridges  destroyed, 
one  3 miles  west  and  another  3 miles  east  of  this  point.  I now  have 
strong  working  parties  on  all,  and  I feel  confident  cars  may  safely  come 
through  to-morrow  evening.  This  morning,  most  agreeably  to  our  sur- 
prise, a train  of  cars  arrived  at  the  break  3 miles  west  of  us,  from  Mem- 
phis, with  the  Fifty-sixth  Ohio  Volunteers,  Col.  P.  Kinney,  with  orders 
to  co-operate  with  us  in  repairing  the  road.  This  now  establishes  the 
communication. 

We  know  exactly  what  is  to  be  done,  and  not  a minute  shall  be  wasted. 
We  labor  under  difficulties  for  want  of  tools,  tackle,  &c.,  but  I feel  con- 
fident in  promising  a through  road  after  to-morrow.  This  morning,  at 
3 a.  m.,  I dispatched  a heavy  train  of  wagons  for  Memphis,  to  bring  us 
out  provisions;  distance  is  30  miles.  They  should  be  able  to  reach 
there  and  load  to-morrow,  and  come  out  in  two  days,  arriving,  say,  the 
evening  of  the  26th,  by  which  date  I have  no  doubt  there  will  be  unin- 
terrupted communication  between  Corinth  and  Memphis,  and  then  I 
can  move  to  Coldwater,  Holly  Springs,  Mount  Pleasant,  or  wherever 
the  general  thinks  best. 

There  is  now  great  dearth  of  water  in  the  country,  and  we  have  been 
forced  ^o  keep  near  the  Wolf;  but  our  expedition  found  excellent  water 
in  Coldwater,  5 miles  north  of  Holly  Springs. 

My  engineer  has  been  so  hard  at  work  on  bridges  that  I have  not 
been  able  to  compile  many  maps,  but  I have  some  sketches,  which,  at 
some  more  leisure  moments,  I will  have  him  compile  and  send  to  Colonel 
Thom.

Sir  : Remain  with  your  whole  division  at  or  near  La  Grange.  Don’t 
move  on  Moscow.  I expect  after  getting  provisions  to  effect  a junction 
with  you  somewhere  in  front  of  La  Grange,  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Holly  Springs.  Grant  went  into  Memphis  to-day  and  will  order  Lew. 
Wallace  out  toward  Hernando,  which  will  be  a threat  on  the  flank. 
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Keep  out  your  cavalry  pickets  well,  at  least  to  Lamar,  always.  I have 
mine  to  north  Mount  Pleasant.  We  must  expect  all  sorts  of  ruses.  I 
am  not  certain  but  that  Tallahatchie  Bridge  was  burned ; at  all  events 
quite  a break  was  made  in  the  trestle  near  the  bridge.  If  we  are 
threatened  we  must  effect  a junction  at  some  point  between  La  Grange 
and  Moscow.  Moscow  is  not  a suitable  place.  I will  not  remain  here 
an  hour  after  my  provision  train  arrives. 

I wrote  you  to-day  where  I was,  and  sent  a letter  to  be  forwarded  to 
Halleck.  La  Grange  is  the  most  agreeable  and  defensible  camp  thus 
far  discovered,  excepting  one  on  Coldwater  near  Holly  Springs. 

Hire  through  Mr.  Shelton,  the  mayor,  one  or  two  good  spies  to  go 
down  and  stay  about  Holly  Springs  and  report  to  you  and  me  any  sus- 
picious movements.  I had  a man  who  drove  the  buggy  and  met  Gen- 
eral Veatch,  who  can  play  the  part  well. 

We  are  working  our  very  best  on  the  road  and  will  have  it  done  to- 
morrow night  I hope. 

My  train  should  be  back  on  the  26th. 

Do  not  move  in  this  direction  unless  forced,  and  keep  out  all  possible 
spies  and  scouts.  I will  do  the  same,  and  on  authentic  intelligence  of 
the  approach  of  danger  T will  use  all  possible  energy  to  effect  a junc- 
tion.

Have  the  following  information  direct;  believe  it  to  be  reliable: 
Rebel  forces  concentrating  in  Tupelo,  Miss.,  about  60  miles  below 
Corinth.  The  division  and  brigades  commanded  by  Generals  Hardee, 
Polk,  Breckinridge,  and  Yan  Dorn  now’  there.  Price’s  division  re- 
ported on  the  way  to  East  Tennessee.  Beauregard,  Price,  and  Breck- 
inridge started  for  Richmond.  All  the  forces,  estimated  at  100,000, 
quite  healthy;  supplied  with  two  days’  bacon,  two  days’  fresh  meat,  and 
three  days’  pickled  beef  per  week,  with  plenty  of  flour,  rice,  sugar,  mo- 
lasses, and  coffee.  Cavalry  in  very  bad  condition ; horses  do  not  get 
over  a quart  of  corn  per  day;  great  many  dismounted  and  made  to 
serve  as  infantry.  One  Texas  regiment  of  cavalry  lately  dismounted. 
All  the  troops  greatly  dissatisfied,  particularly  Tennesseeans.  If  prac- 
ticable, most  would  leave  after  16th  of  July.

I arrived  here  yesterday  afternoon  after  a warm  ride  of  three  days, 
coming  through  from  La  Grange  with  an  escort  of  12  men.  The  entire 
road  is  in  good  order  and  a very  fine  one. 

Affairs  in  this  city  seem  to  be  in  rather  bad  order,  secessionists  gov- 
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erning  much  iu  their  own  way.  I have  appointed  Colonel  Webster  j 
commander  of  the  post ; Lieutenant-Colonel  Anthony.  Twenty-third  In- 
diana Volunteers,  provost-marshal  for  the  city,  and  Colonel  Hilly er  j 
provost-marshal-general.  In  a few  days  I expect  to  have  everything  in 
good  order. 

I inclose  you  herewith  report  of  J.  A.  Duble,  of  gunboat  Conestoga, 
relative  to  the  disaster  of  the  Mound  City.*  The  prisoners  spoken  of  I 
are  now  here,  and  such  disposition  will  be  made  of  them  as  you  may 
direct.  I have  not  been  here  long  enough  to  determine  the  practica- 
bility of  furnishing  General  Curtis  by  the  way  of  White  River;  but  on 
consultation  with  Captain  Phelps,  of  the  Navy,  I think  it  can  be  done 
by  preparing  two  light-draught  steamers  so  that  the  boilers  would  be 
proof  against  musketry,  and  arming  them  with  two  howitzers  on  the 
bows.  An  infantry  escort  would  have  to  accompany  each  boat,  ready 
to  take  the  shore  and  march  past  threatened  points. 

On  my  arrival  General  Wallace  applied  for  a leave  of  absence.  I 
granted  it  to  the  extent  of  my  authority,  the  command  being  left  with 
General  Hovey,  who  is  fully  qualified  to  fill  the  place  of  the  former 
commander.

All  the  troops  in  Memphis  not  enumerated  above  will  immediately 
go  into  camp  outside  of  the  city  on  the  line  of  the  railroad  to  Grenada, 
Miss.  They  will  also  picket  all  the  roads  leading  to  the  city  from  the 
southeast  quarters  and  enforce  such  orders  as  have  been  or  may  here- 
after be  published.

X.  The  corps  heretofore  known  as  theEeserve  Corps  of  the  Army  of 
the  Tennessee  is  hereby  dissolved. 

Maj.  Gen.  J.  A.  McClernand  will  have  immediate  command  of  all 
troops  occupying  the  country  south  of  Union  City  and  north  of  the 
Memphis  and  Charleston  road  and  on  the  line  of  the  railroads.  He 
will  make  all  needful  rules  for  the  protection  of  the  different  lines  of 
road  and  for  the  preservation  of  order  within  the  district,  commanded 
by  him. 

Tri -monthly  returns  will  be  required  as  heretofore.  The  Third  Di- 
vision will  drop  from  their  reports  the  command  at  Bolivar,  and  it  will 
be  taken  up  by  General  McClernand.

Major-General  Halleck  : 

My  outside  cavalry  pickets  have  been  driven  in  or  fallen  back.  I 
have  no  doubt  a heavy  force  is  concentrating  to  attack  us.  I have 
called  in  Colonel  Cushman’s  regiment  from  Grand  Junction  and  con- 
centrated my  infantry  in  this  town.  If  I am  satisfied  that  a consider- 
able force  is  approaching  I shall  move  in  the  morning  to  Moscow  to 
join  Sherman;  it  is  a flank  movement  of  10  miles,  and  dangerous  against 
so  large  a cavalry  force  as  the  enemy  is  reported  to  have.  I fear  they 
will  cut  the  Moscow  bridge  to-night,  as  it  is  only  defended  by  a single 
regiment,  the  Seventieth  Ohio.  Unless  I receive  other  orders  from  you 
I shall  probably  move  west  in  the  morning.

All  bridges  done  except  the  one  at  Moscow,  which  is  promised  to  be 
ready  for  the  passage  of  cars  to-day.  I trust  you  will  order  a train 
through  from  Corinth.  There  is  a train  at  Memphis,  but  they  will  not 
permit  it  to  come  to  my  camp  ; also  I have  110  telegraph,  the  machine 
and  operator  being  at  La  Grange,  and  all  my  cavalry  is  guarding  pre- 
vision trains,  so  I am  cut  off  from  all  communication.  My  provision 
train  will  be  back  to-morrow  early.  The  road  will  then  be  done,  and 
I can  then  take  position  at  Coldwater  (6  miles  from  Holly  Springs)  or 
at  the  Junction  or  at  La  Grange,  wherever  you  may  order. 

We  have  vague  rumors  of  a heavy  force,  30,000  men,  coming  up  from 
Grenada.  I know  that  the  Tallahatchie  Bridge  is  destroyed;  that  one 
regiment  of  infantry  and  one  of  cavalry  were  there  last  Sunday;  that 
a small  detachment  of  cavalry  came  into  Holly  Springs  and  to  Cold- 
water  Creek,  6 miles  this  side,  and  then  returned  to  the  Tallahatchie, 
18  miles  south  of  Holly  Springs.  Cars  come  that  far  north,  but  no 
farther.

Colonel  McDowell’s  brigade  will  bring  up  the  rear  and  occupy  the 
town  of  Moscow. 

The  chief  of  artillery  will  distribute  the  batteries  as  heretofore. 

The  division  train  and  all  wagons  not  needed  by  the  regiments  can 
cross  the  Wolf  River  here  and  proceed  to  Moscow  by  a road  lying  on 
the  north  side  of  that  stream.  The  Fourth  Illinois  Cavalry  will  bring 
up  the  rear  of  and  guard  that  train.

General  : I have  the  honor  to  report  my  arrival  at  this  point  yester- 
day with  the  First  Kansas  Begiment,  Seventh  Wisconsin  Battery,  and 
four  companies  of  Sixth  Illinois  Cavalry.  I have  divided,  the  Sixty - 
second  Illinois  Begiment  into  three  detachments  and  stationed  them 
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with  a small  cavalry  force  at  Crockett,  Kenton,  and  Rutherford  Stations 
with  instructions  to  clear  the  weeds  off  the  track  between  the  stations5 
and  also  guard  every  bridge  and  trestle-work  from  Big  Obion  to  and  3 
miles  south  of  Rutherford  Station. 

General  Mitchell  has  ordered  me  to  remain  at  this  place  with  the  bal- 
ance of  my  command  for  the  present.  He  refused  to  assign  the  Fifteenth 
Wisconsin  Regiment,  Colonel  Heg,  to  my  brigade  temporarily,  as  re- 
quired by  instructions  from  your  headquarters  at  Columbus,  dated  June 


The  Second  Illinois  Cavalry,  Eighth  Kansas  Regiment,  and  Second 
Kansas  Battery  leave  this  a.  m.  for  Humboldt. 

I was  compelled  to  halt  for  nearly  three  days  at  South  Fork  of  Obion 
River  in  order  to  send  some  teams  back  to  Union  City  for  supplies. 

I will  send  in  a consolidated  report  of  my  command  in  a few  days.

At  Union  City  a foraging  party  under  command  of  Captain  Parrott, 
formerly  a member  of  Congress  from  Kansas,  arrested  Rev.- Mr.  Koyle 
a union  citizen  of  that  locality,  and  were  about  to  rob  him  of  his  mules 
and  buggy , when  he  told  them  that  he  was  then  in  charge  of  a funeral 
lliey  abused  him  very  much,  called  him  a d— d liar  and  broke  open  the 
coffin,  and  on  discovering  that  it  contained  a corpse  they  told  Mr  Koyle 
to  go  to  hell  with  his  d— d secession  corpse.

Additional  cav- 
alry would  enable  me  to  partially  clear  the  country  of  these  men.  There 
are  five  companies  of  the  Sixth  Illinois  Cavalry  at  Humboldt  and  some 
here.  Can  they  all  come  here  $ Steamer  for  White  River  starts  this 
morning,  taking  two  regiments  to  re-enforce  Colonel  Fitch,  who  will 
convey  them  to  General  Curtis.

Memphis,  Tenn.,  June  26,  1862.

Commanding  Department  of  the  Mississippi : 

General:  News  has  just  reached  me,  or  reached  me  during  the 
night,  that  Jackson’s  forces  came  in  on  the  railroad  near  Germantown 
yesterday  and  captured  the  train  with  all  on  board,  and  also  the  wagon 
train  loaded  with  supplies  for  General  Sherman’s  division;  also  cut  the 
road.  Day  before  yesterday  I heard  of  Jackson  being  20  miles  south- 
east from  here,  intending  to  make  a raid  upon  this  wagon  train,  with 
a view  of  destroying  it,  at  their  camping  place  for  last  night.  I imme- 
diately issued  orders  for  the  cavalry  here  to  accompany  this  train  to 
their  camp  ground  for  last  night,  and  if  deemed  advisable  accompany 
them  this  morning  to  beyond  danger. 

The  wagon  train  left  the  evening  this  order  was  published,  going  out 
of  the  city  to  encamp.  The  additional  escort  followed  in  the  morning, 
and  with  the  usual  cavalry  stupidity  took  the  wrong  road,  thus  leaving 
the  train  protected  only  with  the  escort  furnished  by  General  Sherman. 
As  this  last  force  followed  on  after  the  capture  it  is  not  at  all  improb- 
able that  they  too  have  been  taken. 

My  information  is  all  from  citizens  who  came  in  last  night,  and  may 
not  be  strictly  reliable, 
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Accompanying  the  railroad  train  was  a letter  to  yourself  and  one  to 
General  Sherman,  which  I am  very  sorry  to  have  (these  letters),  par- 
ticularly the  former,  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  rebels.  Colonel  Grier 
son,  commander  of  the  cavalry  sent  from  here,  has  just  returned  from 
Germantown  and  discredits  the  reports  of  the  capture  of  our  trains. 
He  says  that  Jackson’s  men  have  been  hovering  along  the  line  of  the 
railroad  in  squads  burning  cotton ; that  cotton  was  burned  yesterday 
at  three  or  four  places  visited  by  him. 

An  impression  seems  to  prevail  here  that  a force  is  collecting  35  miles 
southeast  from  here  for  the  purpose  of  making  an  attack  on  this  place 
and  burning  it. 

My  force  now  here  is  small,  having  sent  two  regiments  to  re-enforce 
Colonel  Fitch  and  to  protect  five  steamers  loaded  with  supplies  for 
General  Curtis’  command.  Three  steamers  are  now  ready  to  start.  I 
have  had  precautionary  measures  taken  to  protect  the  pilots  from 
musketry. 

I reported  to  you  the  effective  strength  of  this  command,  but  you 
may  not  have  received  it.  As  my  office  and  quarters  have  been  moved 
to  the  suburbs  of  the  city,  and  all  the  records  are  there,  I cannot  now 
give  you  the  exact  strength.  I believe  the  entire  effective  force  left 
alter  re-enforcing  Colonel  Fitch,  is  about  4,000.  It  seems  to  me  that 
one  of  the  divisions  of  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  now  at  Corinth  should 
move  west,  so  as  to  strengthen  this  point  by  another  division.  This 
would  enable  me  to  hold  Hernando  or  some  suitable  point  on  the  rail- 
road to  Grenada.

The  enemy  have  not  pressed  any  nearer.  My  cavalry  pickets  are  6 
miles  out,  and  not  disturbed  last  night  or  this  morning.  They  are  for- 
tilymg  at  Coldwater  and  impressing  all  the  negroes.  There  is  a strong 
stampede  of  thern  into  my  lines,  and  I allow  them  to  pass  north  to  cut 
otr  their  labor.  They  claim  that  in  a day  or  two  they  will  be  30,000 
strong,  under  Breckinridge,  Van  Dorn,  and  Price.  Refugees  say  they 
will  be  compelled  to  make  a stand  there  to  save  utter  demoralization. 

ntu  CTwyiim0'V1ig  from  RiPJ.ey  wiU  stampede  them,  if  in  force,  espe- 
cially  if  Wallace  threatens  their  left.  My  position  is  strong  as  regards 
the  front  ; we  are  on  the  right  flank.  McClernand’s  force,  when  it  ar- 
nves,  will  secure  my  left  and  allow  me  to  amass  my  force  here.  I have 
not  heard  from  General  Sherman  to-day.  We  want  a machine  and  op- 
erator here,  as  this  one  moves  to-day.

If  you  hear  my  artillery  you  can  start.  My  opinion  is  they  are  fortify- 
ing at  Coldwater  Creek.  They  have  seized  all  the  negroes  they  can 
catch.  I send  you  Kicker’s  last  report.  My  cavalry  are  behaving  well. 

Unless  flanked  on  the  right  they  cannot  hurt  me  much,  and  you  must 
feel  out  that  way.  Rosecrans  is  on  his  way  down  through  Ripley  to 
flank  them  with  a heavy  force  of  cavalry.  I expect  to  hear  from  him  , 
to-night.  McClern and  will  send  me  troops  by  3 p.  m.  to  hold  Grand 
Junction.  I shall  then  concentrate  here.  My  teams  are  in  town  and 
my  infantry  and  artillery  posted  to  command  the  southern  inlets  to 
this  place.  I think  they  are  well  posted  and  I know  they  will  fight  and 


fight  well.  . ^ , 

It  is  evident  to  me  that  this  nest  of  thieves  must  be  broken  up,  and 
Halleck  so  understands  it  from  his  movements.  It  will  take  us  about 
ten  days  to  get  at  them,  as  near  as  I can  judge,  but  they  must  be  cleared 
out  or  the  road  will  not  be  possible  to  use.  I am  afraid  this  cursed 
move  will  spoil  my  chance  for  going  home,  which  I grievously  want  to 
do.  Ricker  is  just  in.  Nothing  of  moment  in  the  front.  I have  re- 
lieved him  with  the  other  half  ot  my  cavalry.  I shall  keep  a very  care- 
ful watch,  but  do  not  now  fear  an  attack.  I dreaded  a movement  last 
night  on  Moscow,  but  it  is  over.

Your  dispatch  just  received.  Have  ordered  all  the  cavalry  we  have 
south  and  west  of  the  Mississippi  Central  and  Ohio  Railroad  to  move 
at  once  across  the  country  in  columns  toward  Ripley,  and,  concentrat- 
ing there,  push  forward  toward  Holly  Springs. 

Sheridan  replaces  this  force  from  the  recruiting  camp  in  rear. 

Asboth  sends  a regiment  of  infantry  and  a battery  to  Nolin’s,  inter- 
section of  Hatchie  pike  and  Blackland  and  Corinth  road,  to  support 
the  cavalry.  Should  the  country  south  of  that  be  clear  they  may  ad- 
vance still  farther.  But  ldo  not  think  it  advisable  to  send  the  infantry 
very  far  in  that  direction  until  we  know  where  the  rebels  lay.  Our  flank, 
Davis,  with  six  regiments  and  two  batteries,  has  gone  into  camp  1£ 
miles  southeast  of  Jacinto.  His  camp  equipage  went  out  to-day.  He 
has  notice  to  support  Asboth  if  needed.

General  Halleck  : 

I now  have  an  operator  here  and  communicate  more  to  let  you  know 
that  fact.  My  division  is  here ; Hurlbut  at  La  Grange,  10  miles  apart, 
and  both  about  the  same  distance  from  Holly  Springs.  I have  full  ten 
days’  rations  and  forage  on  hand.  I should  have  a good  strong  regi- 
ment of  cavalry.  All  the  bridges  have  been  repaired  and  are  guarded, 
the  most  important  one  here  a large  bridge  over  Wolf  Creek.  You 
have  heard  of  the  attack  on  the  train  west.  The  train  from  the  east 
has  never  come  west  of  La  Grange,  though  all  the  road  is  done.  This 
hot  weather  nearly  kills  our  men  on  the  march.  Some  are  actually 
dead  of  sunstroke  and  very  many  prostrated  and  have  to  be  carried  in 
wagons.  I have  nothing  new  or  authentic  from  Holly  Springs,  and  my 
cavalry  is  so  used  up  that  I cannot  push  them  out  more  than  7 or  8 
miles.

On  receiving  your  dispatch  to  re-enforce  Hurlbut  I moved  my  division 
to  Moscow,  where  I can  move  promptly  to  the  Junction  or  forward  to 
Holly  Springs.  I left  a regiment  and  section  of  artillery  at  La  Fayette 
to  protect  two  bridges  and  the  property  there.  I sent  forward  to  Ger- 
mantown the  Indiana  Railroad  Regiment  to  accompany  the  Ohio  Fifty- 
fourth,  [Fifty- sixth *2],  which  had  come  over  from  Memphis  to  assist  in 
repairing  the  road.  1 sent  a messenger  to  Memphis  this  morning  with 
a letter  to  General  Grant  telling  him  that  there  was  now  a force  at  Holly 
Springs  and  that  force  must  be  driven  away  before  we  can  expect  to  use 
the  railroad  here.  The  train  out  from  Memphis  yesterday  was  thrown 
from  the  track  by  displacing  three  rails  and  the  soldiers  on  the  train 
attacked  by  a force ; the  strength  could  not  be  ascertained  by  those 
who  reached  camp.  Judging  from  your  own  accounts  of  the  distribu- 
tion ot  the  enemy’s  force,  will  it  be  safe  in  marching  on  Holly  Springs; 
attacking,  should  McGlernand  and  Grant  co-operate?

The  regiments  should  disembark  at  La  Grange  and  not  the  Junction, 
on  account  of  water.

Commanding  Department  of  the  Mississippi : 


General  : Between  Jackson’s  and  M.  Jeff.  Thompson’s  forces,  with 
the  weak  force  here,  I fear  that  it  will  be  impossible  for  me  to  keep  the 
railroad  open  from  here  to  Grand  Junction  and  at  the  same  time  keep 
this  city  in  subjection.  There  is  great  disloyalty  manifested  by  the 
citizens  of  this  place  and  undoubtedly  spies  and  numbers  of  the  South- 
ern Army  are  constantly  finding  their  way  in  and  out  of  the  city  in 
spite  of  all  vigilance. 

There  is  every  probability  that  an  attempt  will  be  made  to  burn  the 
city,  and  no  doubt  from  the  extent  to  be  guarded  it  will  prove  partially 
successful.  This,  however,  is  a matter  which  will  operate  more  against 
the  rebels  than  ourselves. 

The  regiment  sent  from  here  to  repair  the  railroad  has  just  returned. 
I ordered  it  to  remain  as  a guard  to  the  road  until  further  orders  were 
received,  but  as  this  order  was  carried  by  the  colonel  of  this  regiment, 
and  he  having  been  taken  prisoner  before  reaching  his  command,  it 
returned  here  in  obedience  to  previous  orders.  I have  sent  out  to  Ger- 
mantown, or  to  the  point  where  the  railroad  is  broken,  to-day  a regi- 
ment of  infantry  and  five  companies  of  cavalry.  They  go  with  three 
days’  rations ; but  as  some  cars  and  locomotives  have  just  arrived  I 
will  keep  those  troops  there  if  practicable  until  troops  from  Bolivar  can 
relieve  them.  I will  make  the  effort  to  keep  the  road  and  telegraph 
open. 

As  I am  without  instructions  I am  a little  in  doubt  as  to  my  author- 
ity to  license  and  limit  trade,  punish  offenses  committed  by  citizens, 
and  in  restricting  civil  authority.  I now  have  two  citizens  (prisoners) 
for  murder,  whom  I shall  have  tried  by  a military  commission  and  sub 
mit  the  findings  and  sentence  to  you.  All  communication  is  prevented 
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south  of  our  lines  as  far  as  our  guards  can  prevent  it.  There  is  a board 
of  trade  established  to  regulate  what  goods  are  authorized  to  be  re- 
ceived and  who  authorized  to  sell.  1 think  it  will  be  necessary  also  to 
establish  some  sort  of  court  to  settle  private  claims. 

When  a direct  channel  for  mails  is  opened  I will  submit  to  you  a copy 
of  all  orders  published  for  the  government  of  the  city. 

I would  again  urge  the  importance  of  having  here  one  division  of  the 
Army  of  the  Tennessee  ordered  from  Corinth.

General  Halleck: 

The  country  is  full  of  vague  rumors,  but  our  pickets  and  sentinels 
discover  no  traces  of  an  enemy.  One  rumor  says  that  Rosecrans  is 
fighting  to-day  at  Holly  Springs ; another,  that  1,500  cavalry  went  to 
attack  my  wagon  train,  but  mistook  and  attacked  the  railroad  train. 
There  is  no  way  of  reaching  the  truth  at  Holly  Springs  but  going  there 
in  force.  General  McClernand  telegraphs  he  will  be  at  Grand  Junction 
as  soon  as  General  Quinby  relieves  him.  I fear  Rosecrans  may  attack 
Holly  Springs  without  communicating  with  us.  I know  not  the  strength 
and  composition  of  his  force ; but  Hurlbut  and  I should  attack  in  front 
if  Rosecrans  approaches  by  the  flank.  There  are  innumerable  roads 
ail  centering  at  Holly  Springs,  and  even  Grant  might  at  same  time 
reach  Hernando  until  we  occupy  line  of  Coldwater.  This  railroad  can- 
not be  relied  on.  All  very  quiet  here,  and  I have  sent  to  Hurlbut  for 
news.

The  enemy  have  concentrated  in  such  force  at  Richmond  as  to  render 
it  absolutely  necessary  in  the  opinion  of  the  President  for  you  immedi- 
ately to  detach  25,000  of  your  force  and  forward  it  by  the  nearest  and 
quickest  route  by  way  of  Baltimore  and  Washington  to  Richmond.  It  I 
is  believed  that  the  quickest  route  would  be  by  way  of  Columbus,  Ky.,  j 
and  up  the  Ohio  River.  But  in  detaching  your  force  the  President 
directs  that  it  be  done  in  such  way  as  to  enable  you  to  hold  your  ground 
and  not  interfere  with  the  movement  against  Chattanooga  and  East 
Tennessee.  This  condition  being  observed,  the  forces  to  be  detached 
and  the  route  they  are  to  be  sent  is  left  to  your  own  judgment.  The  j 
direction  to  send  these  forces  immediately  is  rendered  imperative  by  a 
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serious  reverse  suffered  by  General  McClellan  before  Richmond  yester- 
day, the  full  extent  of  which  is  not  yet  known.  You  will  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  this  dispatch,  stating  the  day  and  hour  it  is  received,  and 
inform  me  what  your  action  will  be,  so  that  we  may  take  measures  to 
aid  in  river  and  railroad  transportation.

Asboth 
sends  statement  of  man  from  Rienzi,  G.  R.  Bollard,  who  left  Columbus, 
confirming  the  following : Columbus  being  fortified ; used  as  depot  for 
conscripts;  use  of  slave  labor;  position  of  main  army  between  Tupelo 
and  Saltillo ; passenger  trains  come  to  Tupelo ; army,  40,000;  many  sick, 
many  dispirited ; Breckinridge  gone  to  Vicksburg ; purchase  of  teams. 

If  you  think  we  are  secure  from  a principal  attack  upon  the  part  of 
our  lines,  or,  if  it  comes,  may  meet  its  first  shock  near  Rienzi,  I will  ad- 
vance another  division  to  some  point  fit  for  bivouac  beyond  Rienzi  and 
threatening  an  advance  on  the  Ripley,  Booneville,  and  Blackland  roads 
there.  Will  leave  one  division  in  this  camp.

Hurlbut  and  I are 
about  the  same  distance  from  Holly  Springs,  viz,  25  miles.  The  place 
to  meet  and  act  in  concentration  is  Cold  water,  6 miles  this  side  of  Holly 
Springs;  but  we  should  reach  at  the  same  time  with  Rosecrans.  Had 
we  not  better  clean  Germantown,  a dirty  hole?  There  is  where  was 
planned  the  cutting  the  wire  and  destruction  of  road.  I am  told  they 
openly  boast  the  Yankees  shall  never  run  a train  over  the  road. 

I am  preparing  a car  for  a 12-pounder  howitzer.

Your  letter  by  Gould  received  this  a.  m. ; telegraphed  its  contents  to 
Halleck. 

I sent  the  Railroad  Regiment  to  Germantown,  intending  it  to  make 
a junction,  before  starting,  with  the  Fifty-sixth  Ohio,  but  the  latter  did 
not  wait  for  it.  I hope  both  regiments  are  at  Germantown. 

I can  hear  nothing  definite  from  Holly  Springs.  No  spy  can  get  in 
and  out  since  Gould  went.  I don’t  like  to  risk  him  too  much ; he  has 
already  exposed  his  life  some  half  dozen  times.  I want  to  move  with 
our  forces  on  Holly  Springs,  for  as  long  as  an  enemy  occupies  that  point 
there  can  be  no  safety  in  running  cars  on  this  road.  I am  sending  a 
messenger  to  La  Grange  to  find  out  if  there  be  any  news  of  Rosecrans, 
who  is  moving  on  Holly  Springs  from  Corinth  via  Ripley.  I don’t  know 
the  strength  of  his  forces,  but  we  should  act  in  concert.  Halleck’s  re- 
iterated orders  to  me  are,  “ Move  not  a mile  west,  unless  it  be  abso- 
lutely necessary.”

General  : I am  directed  by  General  Sherman  to  say  that  situated 
as  we  are,  cut  off  from  communication  with  Memphis,  you  cannot  de- 
pend on  our  train  for  supplies.  He  therefore  wishes  you  to  collect  from 
the  surrounding  country  supplies  of  meat,  meal,  and  forage ; such  sup- 
plies as  you  can  find  and  need. 

There  is  a hand-car  here  that  you  can  have  by  sending  6 men  after 
it.  It  will  be  in  repair  by  to-morrow,  and  as  there  are  shops  at  La 
Grange  you  can  easily  keep  it  going. 

There  is  nothing  new  here.  I send  you  two  papers,  the  23d  and  27th. 

The  general  further  wishes,  and  indeed  the  purpose  of  this  letter  is, 
that  you  send  him  notice  as  soon  as  possible  when  you  hear  anything 
of  where  General  Eosecrans  is,  or  any  news  of  any  kind  of  him. 

A letter  from  General  Grant  came  through  this  morning  by  courier. 
He  says  that  he  has  no  force  and  cannot  assist  us  at  all. 

Has  any  train  arrived  or  any  mails  ? The  orderly  will  await  an  an- 
swer.

Sir  : I have  long  been  impressed  with  the  belief  that  we  could  not 
depend  on  this  railroad  till  we  clear  out  all  traces  of  an  enemy  from  the 
northern  tier  of  counties  in  Mississippi. 

Send  down  40  wagons  and  we  will  share  with  you  the  provisions  on 
hand;  then  make  up  a train  of  60  wagons  and  send  to  Memphis  by 
way  of  Somerville  and  the  Stage  road  for  another  supply ; that  road  is 
more  safe  than  the  State  Line  road.  Even  with  that  train  send  a regi- 
ment as  escort,  to  ride  in  the  empty  wagons,  but  to  march  back  as  a 
guard  to  the  loaded  wagons.  I think  Grant  will  try  and  protect  that 
road. 

As  soon  as  we  hear  from  Eosecrans  we  must  move  on  Holly  Springs, 
cost  what  it  may. 

You  must  feed  McClernand’s  men.  Get  corn-meal,  beef,  &c.

Official  reports  received  that  the  expedition  from  Cassville,  under 
Colonel  King  and  Majors  Hubbard  and  Miller,  have  captured  2 rebel 
colonels,  1 lieutenant-colonel,  4 captains,  7 lieutenants,  120  enlisted 
men,  12  trains,  and  a large  quantity  of  arms,  stores,  &c.  Eailroads  to 
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Memphis,  Columbus,  and  Decatur  have  been  opened.  Rebel  guerrillas 
cut  the  repaired  road  in  two  places,  through  carelessness  in  guarding  it, 
but  damage  very  slight.  Some  skirmishing  at  outpost,  but  loss  incon- 
siderable. Enemy  has  been  making  demonstrations  against  us  for  sev- 
eral days,  but  I think  intends  no  serious  attack.  The  advance  of  Gen- 
eral Buell’s  army  will  reach  Huntsville  to-day.  It  is  believed  that  the 
enemy  is  already  evacuating  East  Tennessee.

Don’t  believe  a word  about 
an  attack  in  large  force  on  La  Grange  or  Memphis.  Why  not  send  out 
strong  reconnaissance  and  ascertain  the  facts  t It  looks  very  much  like 
a mere  stampede.  Floating  rumors  must  never  be  received  as  facts. 
Order  an  investigation  of  the  loss  of  the  train  and  capture  of  our ’men 
by  a force  of  the  enemy  and  report  the  facts.  I mean  to  make  somebody 
responsible  for  so  gross  a negligence.

I did  not  say  30,000  troops  at  Shelbyville,  but  at  Abbeville,  which 
is  south  of  Holly  Springs,  on  the  road  to  Grenada.  I made  a report  of 
all  I knew  of  the  capture  of  the  train,  and  sent  by  way  of  Columbus, 
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Ky.  I have  kept  all  my  cavalry  force  on  the  road  from  here  to  Ger- 
mantown most  of  the  time  since  my  arrival  in  Memphis.  The  balance 
of  the  cavalry  force  here  are  ordered  to  make  daily  reconnaissances  to 
the  southeast  of  the  line  from  here. 

I heed  as  little  of  the  floating  rumors  about  the  city  as  any  one.  I 
only  gave  you  the  statement  of  a man  from  Okolona,  who  has  fled  from 
there  with  no  intention  of  returning  until  he  can  go  under  the  Federal 
flag.  I do  not  credit  his  report  as  to  exact  numbers,  but  believe  the 
Tallahatchie  Bridge  is  being  repaired,  and  that  a considerable  force 
is  at  Abbeville.  I know,  not  from  rumor,  that  M.  Jeff.  Thompson  and 
Jackson  are  both  to  the  southeast  of  us.  1 have  asked  for  the  Elev- 
enth Illinois  Cavalry,  now  at  Corinth,  that  I might  do  effectually  what 
.you  now  ask  why  I have  not  done. 

Stampeding  is  not  my  weakness.  On  the  contrary,  I will  always  exe- 
cute any  order  to  the  best  of  my  ability  with  the  means  at  hand.  Im- 
mediately on  taking  command  here  I ordered  troops  from  my  command 
at  Jackson  and  Bolivar,  where  they  could  be  spared,  that  I might  have 
the  force  to  guard  effectually  the  road  from  here  to  where  guarded  by 
General  Sherman.  Your  orders  have  countermanded  mine.  It  will  be 
very  difficult,  however,  to  prevent  the  occasional  taking  up  of  a rail  or 
cutting  of  a wire,  as  troops  of  my  command  passed  the  scene  of  the 
late  catastrophe  before  it  occurred  and  after,  on  the  same  day.  I do  not 
see  that  there  has  been  more  culpable  neglect  than  was  shown  by  Beau- 
regard in  permitting  the  road  from  Corinth  to  Bethel  to  be  cut  by  my 
forces  on  the  road  south  of  him,  by  Colonel  Elliott.  As  all  the  disposi- 
tions^!' the  forces  of  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  have  been  made  with- 
out my  orders,  and  in  most  cases  without  my  being  informed  of  the 
changes,  and  as  the  running  of  the  cars  is  expressly  placed  under  the 
control  of  General  McPherson,  who  had  his  agent  here,  and  as  I have 
never  been  directed  to  place  any  troops  on  the  road,  certainly  no  blame 
can  attach  to  me.

Statement  of  J.  E.  Yowell. 


J.  E.  Yowell  lives  in  Lincoln  County,  Tennessee.  Went  on  business  to  see  bis 
brother,  a captain  in  the  One  hundred  and  fifty-fourth  Regiment  Tennessee  Militia, 
who  was  wounded  at  Shiloh.  Has  been  at  Holiy  Springs  about  ten  weeks.  Left  there 
at  9 o’clock  yesterday  morning,  27th ; just  reached  here.  There  are  no  troops  in  Holly 
Springs  now.  There  are  two  detachments  of  cavalry  out  west  from  Holly  Springs — 
Jackson’s  regiment  and  Pinson’s  six  companies — but  no  infantry  or  artillery.  Heard 
some  six  or  eight  days  since  that  Breckinridge  was  coming  to  Holly  Springs,  but  learned 
Thursday  that  he  had  gone  to  Vicksburg.  No  trains  running  from  the  south  to  Holly 
Springs.  Bridge  burned  over  the  Tallahatchie  by  the  Federals  and  destroyed  entirely 
by  the  rebels.  General  Smith  was  in  Holly  Springs  last  Tuesday  morning  (one  week) 
with  seven  or  eight  regiments  of  infantry  and  one  of  cavalry,  and  paroled  the  sick 
and  wounded.  Heard  that  Price  had  gone  to  Vicksburg  and  Beauregard  to  Richmond. 
Is  a physician  and  is  on  his  way  home.  Voted  for  secession,  but  it  was  peaceable 
secession,  not  war.  The  people  at  Holly  Springs  were  much  vexed  when  they  learned 
that  Breckinridge  was  not  coming  there.

Brig.  Gen.  0.  S.  Hamilton  will  bivouac  near  Ripley  to-night,  because 
there  is  no  water  on  the  road  for  15  miles  beyond  toward  Salem.  He 
can  pass  that  dry  space  to  morrow,  which  will  bring  him  within  13  miles 
of  Holly  Springs  by  to-morrow  night.  He  could  therefore  reach  it  by 
Tuesday  morning,  if  need  be.  With  the  partial  information  in  my  pos- 
session I must  wait  your  instructions  about  the  support  to  this  move- 
ment, as  called  for  yesterday  morning.  If  anything  serious  is  to  be  done 
a t Holly  Springs  Hamilton  must  receive  special  instructions  from  me  to- 
day, and  care  will  be  requisite  to  insure  them  supplies  for  ten  days.

General  Hamilton,  Commanding , Ripley,  Miss. : 

The  general  commanding  directs  me  to  say  that  Generals  Sherman 
and  Hurlbut  continue  to  think  that  the  enemy  is  in  force  in  front  of 
them.  General  Halleck  does  not  incline  to  that  opinion;  nevertheless, 
in  deference  to.  their  views,  Sherman  has  been  directed  to  advance  with 
Hurlbut  on  Holly  Springs,  expecting  that  you  will  be  able  to  reach 
there  by  Wednesday  morning;  you  will  proceed  accordingly.  If  you 
find  the  enemy  reconnoitering  closely,  put  yourself  in  communication 
with  Sherman.  If  you  can  make  such  dispositions  as  will  secure  you, 
fall  back  slowly. 

Colonel  Murphy,  with  five  regiments  of  infantry  and  a battery  of  ar- 
tillery, will  reach  Ripley  to  morrow  night  or  next  day  morning,  with  a 
view  to  covering  your  supplies.  He  will  be  subject  to  your  orders.  If 
you  find  little  resistance  or  no  enemy  at  Holly  Springs  you  will  imme- 
diately return  to  Ripley,  encamp  there,  and  await  further  orders;  if 
otherwise,  you  will  of  course  be  governed  by  circumstances.  Report 
frequently;  send  efficient  officers  to  keep  up  your  supplies.  You  have 
been  notified  of  the  means  taken  to  supply  you  with  provisions ; further 
care  will  be  taken  to  expedite  your  supply  trains.  Colonel  Murphy  will 
also  receive  orders  to  the  same  effect.

It  is  reported  that  Hamilton’s  forces,  from  Rosecrans’  army,  passed 
the  Hatchie  River  yesterday,  and  are  moving  on  Holly  Springs,  but 
that  there  is  not  and  has  not  been  any  considerable  number  of  rebel 
troops  anywhere  near  that  place,  Breckinridge’s  whole  command  having 
gone  from  Okolona  to  Vicksburg. 

You  will  co-operate  with  Hamilton  so  far  as  you  may  deem  it  advis- 
able, but  by  no  means  neglect  to  guard  the  Memphis  road.  The  story 
of  a large  rebel  force  in  that  vicinity  looks  to  me  very  much  like  a 
stampede,  caused  by  two  regiments  of  cavalry..  The  loss  of  the  train 
was  a matter  of  serious  neglect,  and  I mean  to  have  the  matter  thor- 
oughly investigated.

One  of  my  most  sucessful  scouts,  Sergeant  Gould,  was  in  Holly  Springs 
five  days  ago,  and  he  reported  one  regiment  of  cavalry  and  4,000  in- 
tantry  in  Holly  Springs.  He  saw  them  and  their  tents  and  was  certain 
Breckinridge  was  there. 

I will  leave  one  regiment  at  the  Junction,  one  at  La  Grange,  and  one 
here,  each  with  a section  of  artillery,  and  with  the  effective  force  of  the 
remaining  regiments  I will  move  on  Holly  Springs  to-morrow  afternoon, 
so  as  to  reach  it  Tuesday  morning. 

I have 'to  send  a wagon  train  into  Memphis,  which  I will  do  by  the 
back  road,  viz,  one  leading  to  the  Stage  road,  which  keeps  on  the  north 
side  ot  Wolf  River  and  enters  by  Raleigh.  I suppose  Grant  has  taken 
measures  to  cover  his  end  of  the  road.  I protect  it  from  the  Junction 
to  La  hayette.  By  advancing  my  whole  force  south  I do  not  uncover 
tne  road,  ino  trains  have  ever  reached  me  from  any  quarter.

They  are  within  4 miles 
of  Moscow,  and  captured  2 of  your  men  yesterday.  They  were  seen 
yesterday  evening  by  two  boys,  children  of  Mr.  Woolley,  who  brings 
me  the  information.  They  have  probably  come  over  Ammon’s  Bridge, 
and  are  either  waiting  for  wagon  trains  or  moving  across  toward  the 
Bolivar  Railroad.  My  wagon  train  has  four  companies  of  infantry  as 
guard,  and  I have  40  cavalry  with  forage  train  on  the  Somerville  road. 
I cannot  state  the  number  they  may  have  nor  can  I send  after  them, 
as  my  cavalry  is  all  on  duty  elsewhere.

I have  only  half  your  force  of  cavalry,  but  will 
send  a squad  to  McCown’s  Mill ; some  embryo  guerrilla  party  may  have 
been  there.

Try  and  keep  the  movement  a 
secret. 

Telegraph  me  to-day  when  you  dispatch  your  train  to  Memphis.  I 
have  one  ready  to  start  at  3 a.  m.

Your  telegram  of  26th  [27th]  is  just  received.  I much  regret  to  lose 
Pope  from  this  department,  but  cannot  object  to  his  receiving  a higher 
command ; but  I must  protest  against  the  transfer  of  General  Schuyler 
Hamilton  and  General  Granger  unless  on  their  own  application  or  with 
the  object  of  promotion.  I think  the  former  deserves  promotion  for  his 
operations  at  New  Madrid  and  Island  No.  10. 

The  sending  of  new,  inexperienced,  and  inefficient  officers  to  this  de- 
partment has  already  had  a very  injurious  effect.  I am  from  their  rank 
obliged  to  assign  them  to  brigades  and  divisions  which  have  been  organ- 
ized and  a long  time  commanded  by  others.  This  creates  great  dissat- 
isfaction both  among  the  officers  and  men.  In  one  case  this  has  already 
amounted  almost  to  a mutiny. 

I most  respectfully  request  that  as  few  such  transfers  be  made  as

Your  telegram  of  the  28th  is  just  received,  but  it  is  so  imperfect  that 
parts  of  it  cannot  be  deciphered  till  repeated.  The  object,  however,  is 
understood,  and  measures  will  be  immediately  taken  to  carry  it  out. 
The  condition  of  the  river  and  railroads  in  Tennessee  and  the  want  of 
rolling-stock  will  render  the  movement  very  slow.  Cavalry  cannot  be 
sent,  and  it  will  be  exceedingly  difficult  to  transport  artillery  with  horses 
and  guns.  If  artillerymen  are  sent  can  they  be  supplied  with  horses 
and  guns  there,  or  shall  I send  infantry  only  f I think  under  the  cir- 
cumstances the  Chattanooga  expedition  had  better  be  abandoned,  or,  at 
least,  be  diminished;  if  not,  I doubt  our  ability  to  hold  West  Tennessee 
after  detaching  so  large  a force  as  that  called  for.  I will  telegraph  more 
in  detail  as  soon  as  your  telegram  is  repeated,  as  I cannot  understand

Major-General  Halleck,  Corinth: 

Your  telegram  of  this  date  just  received.  The  Chattanooga  expedi- 
tion must  not  on  any  account  be  given  up.  The  President  regards  that 
and  the  movement  against  East  Tennessee  as  one  of  the  most  important 
movements  of  the  war,  and  its  occupation  nearly  as  important  as  the 
capture  of  Richmond.  He  is  not  pleased  with  the  tardiness  of  the  move- 
ment toward  Chattanooga,  and  directs  that  no  force  be  sent  here  if  you 
cannot  do  it  without  breaking  up  the  operations  against  that  point  and 
East  Tennessee.  Infantry  only  are  needed ; our  cavalry  and  artillery 
are  strong  enough.  The  first  reports  from  Richmond  were  more  dis- 
couraging than  the  truth  warranted.  If  the  advantage  is  not  on  our 
side  it  is  balanced.  General  McClellan  has  moved  his  whole  force  on  to 
the  line  of  the  James  River,  and  is  supported  there  by  our  gunboats; 
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but  he  must  be  largely  strengthened  before  advancing,  and  hence  the 
call  on  you,  which  I am  glad  you  have  answered  so  promptly.  Let  me 
know  to  what  point  on  the  river  you  will  send  your  forces,  so  as  to  pro- 
vide immediately  for  transportation.

Your  order  excluding  negroes  from  the  lines  was  recently  recalled  to 
the  troops  of  that  brigade  by  an  order  from  General  Quinby.  When 
the  order  arrived  General  Mitchell  was  absent,  and  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Anthony,  commanding  Seventh  Kansas,  was  temporarily  in  command 

of  the  brigade.  , ^ nv> 

Colonel  Anthony  had  the  order  read  at  dress-parade,  and  then  an- 
other of  his  own,  threatening  punishment  to  any  officer  or  soldier  who 
should  dare  to  obey  yours,  and  when  General  Mitchell  returned  he  took 
no  notice  of  it,  so  that  Anthony’s  order  still  stands  on  the  books  of  the 
brigade  as  law.  He  himself  boasted  of  this  to  me  a few  days  ago.  On 
Tuesday  night,  June  24, 1862,  a party  of  cavalry  soldiers  belonging  to 
Mitcheil’s  brigade— his  were  the  only  troops  in  the  vicinity— went  to 
the  house  of  a widow  lady,  residing  not  far  from  this  place,  Mrs.  Lmily 
Tyree.  They  demanded  admittance,  but  before  her  son  could  rise  and 
open  the  door  they  burst  it  open  ; they  then  demanded  her  money, 
speaking  in  a most  abusive  and  insulting  manner.  She  gave  them  all 
she  had,  and  then  they  searched  the  wardrobe  for  more.  Leaving  the 
house  they  told  her  that  if  she  informed  of  the  affair  they  would  return 
and  burn  her  son  and  herself  to  death  in  her  own  house.  They  then 
went  to  a field  and  took  two  horses,  all  she  had,  and  drove  them  off. 

I believe  it  was  the  same  night  that  a party  roused  the  family  ot  a 
Mr.  Harper,  residing  about  5 miles  from  this  place,  ^ey  ordered  him 
to  open  the  door  and  demanded  his  money.  He  had  $500,  which  he 
gave  them.  After  abusing  his  daughter  with  rough  language  they  de- 

^AJdr.  Davis,  of  this  town,  one  of  the  oldest  citizens  and  a ^staunch, 
outspoken  Union  man  from  the  beginning,  had  three  valuable  negroes 
taken  from  him  bv  Jennison’s  men  when  they  were  through  here. 

I beg  leave  to  "submit  these  plain  statements  of  facts  which  have 
come  under  my  own  observation  within  the  last  two  weeks.

A gentleman  from  Arkansas,  who  has  just  made  his  escape  from  there 
and  came  up  on  one  of  our  gunboats,  says  that  “ General  Curtis  has  lost 
several  foraging  parties ; tbe  Texas  Bangers  take  no  Pnsoners;  Lnnks 
the  rebel  force  on  White  River  cannot  be  less  than  5,000  or  6,000 , it  is 
estimated  by  citizens  as  more  than  double  that  number.  ^ The  troops 
from  Little  Rock  have  all  been  brought  over  to  the  White  River;  there 
are  some  Louisiana  troops,  between  1,000  and  2,000  from  Missouri 
four  or  five  regiments  Texas  Rangers,  and  a large  number  of  Arkansas 
conscripts;  the  number  of  the  latter  is  estimated  very  large  and  in- 

' '^seriously 'doubt  the  force  under  Colonel  Fitch,  about  2,200,  being 
sufficient  to  effect  a junction  with  General  Curtis;  he  cannot  he  re-en- 
forced from  here  without  the  troops  coming  from  elsewhere.  Bands  ot 
cotton-burners  are  now  within  12  or  15  miles  of  here, 
thing  and  arresting  citizens  favorable  to  the  Union.  I keep  the  little 
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cavalry  at  my  command  constant  employed,  but  they  are  not  sufficient 
for  the  task.  My  instructions  to  Colonel  Fitch  are  such  that  he  could 
not  permit  himself  to  be  cut  off,  but  he  may  fail  in  affording  relief  to 
General  Curtis.  I do  not  doubt  the  sincerity  of  my  informant,  but 
never  estimate  numbers  to  be  equal  to  that  reported.  * Same  informant 
says  that  he  saw  letters  from  men  of  Pike’s  command  which  said  they 
had  been  ordered  into  Fort  Smith.

The  drovers  who  were  captured  on  their  return  from  La  Fayette  have 
got  back.  One  of  them  has  reported  to  me  that  they  were  carried  about 
10  miles  south  of  Holly  Springs.  The  force  at  that  point  was  Jackson’s 
cavalry  and  one  regiment  besides.  He  heard  the  determination  ex- 
pressed not  to  permit  the  cars  to  run  or  supplies  to  be  carried  over  the 
road. 

I have  re-enforced  Colonel  Fitch  with  three  cavalry  regiments,  and 
sent  one  regiment  of  infantry  and  five  companies  of  cavalry  to  guard 
the  road.  An  escort  of  150  men  is  now  going  via  Bolla  with  beef  cattle 
for  Sherman’s  command. 

My  present  effective  force  here  is  five  infantry  regiments,  about  190 
cavalry,  and  four  batteries.  From  this,  two  companies  of  infantry  and 
one  of  cavalry  are  escorting  a wagon  train  to  Germantown,  one  com- 
pany guarding  a barge  to  White  Biver,  and  the  150  men  guarding  beef 

cattle.

My  command  here  is  four  regiments  of  infantry,  numbering  1,8/9  men , 
four  batteries  of  artillery,  322  men ; seven  companies  of  cavalry , 260  men. 
There  is  one  regiment  of  infantry,  429  men  and  five- companies  of cav- 
airy,  382  men,  at  Germantown  ; one  regiment  of  infantry  ot  525  men,  one 
company  of  cavalry,  4.5  men,  at  Bolivar;  at  Grand  Junction  tlrnie  reg- 
iments of  infantry,*!  ,700  men,  belonging  to  Wallace  s division.  The  only 
remaining  regiment  here  would  be  Colonel  Slack  s regiment,  699  men. 
Colonel 'Fitch  has  hardly  left  the  mouth  of  White  River  or  cannot  be 
far  ud  If  the  troops  from  Germantown  can  march  in  six  hours,  those 
from  Grand  Junction  can  come  safely  with  cars  by  running  a hand-car 
in  advance  of  train.

Murphy’s  brigade  left  yesterday  afternoon,  as  ordered,  for  Ripley. 
Colonel  Sheridan,  from  the  front,  reports  that  Perkins,  railroad  engineer, 
formerly  of  Corinth,  direct  from  Mobile,  with  lady  from  Columbus,  just 
reached  his  camp,  says : The  enemy  all  at  Tupelo.  Breckinridge’s  divis- 
ion gone  to  Vicksburg.  Beauregard  in  Mobile,  resigned.  Advanced 
guards  2 miles  south  of  Guntown.  Two  regiments  of  cavalry  at  Saltillo ; 
one  more  in  advance  of  that.  General  Villepigue  is  on  the  Mississippi 
Central.  Four  thousand  infantry  and  2,700  cavalry  reported  to  have  a 
skirmish  with  us,  where  there  was  a bridge  burned. 

Another  statement  from  a contraband  that  ran  away  from  Columbus 
on  the  24th  instant : Rebels  fortifying  Columbus,  but  not  much  work 
done.  Forty  thousand  rebels  at  Tupelo,  south  creek,  no  fortifications. 
Twenty-four  regiments  left  Tupelo  for  Fulton  on  Wednesday.  On  Thurs- 
day at  2 o’clock  four  regiments  of  infantry  and  six  pieces  of  artillery  at 
Saltillo.

For  the  information  of  the  commanding  general  1 telegraph  from 
General  Hamilton’s  dispatch,  dated  2.30  p.  m.  yesterday,  the  following  : 

Third  Michigan  went  yesterday  to  Salem,  returning  this  morning.  Reports  no 
rebel  troops  except  cavalry  north  of  the  Tallahatchie.  One  infantry  regiment  has  been 
at  Holly  Springs  since  our  troops  were  there,  but  had  fallen  back  on  the  Tallahatchie. 
Country  invested  by  guerrillas;  200  visited  Ripley  the  night  our  cavalry  were  iu 
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advance  of  the  place.  Two  deserters  from  Breckinridge  left  him  Tuesday.  His  forces 
were  at  Tallahatchie,  but  had  left  for  Vicksburg  on  Wednesday  morning.  Price’s 
and  Van  Dorn’s  commands  were  at  same  place.  The  impression  there  was  they  were 
maneuvering  to  get  back  into  Arkansas.  I give  this  as  my  opinion  also,  and  I think 
they  will  try  to  get  their  artillery  down  the  Yazoo.  If  they  are  at  Tallahatchie  it 
can  only  be  to  watch  for  an  advance  down  the* railroad  from  Grand  Junction,  not  to 
make  an  attack  on  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  Railroad.  They  cannot  cross  the  Tallahat- 
chie in  a hurry,  coming  or  going.  The  little  water  there  is  at  Ripley  will  be  dried  up 
in  a week;  wells  are  scarce.  The  town  could  not  accommodate  more  than  a brigade. 
There  is  no  shade  for  bivouacking  within  4 miles.  The  crossing  of  the  valley  of  the 
Tallahatchie  is  a swamp  1 mile  long  and  might  be  made  very  difficult.  It  is  my  best 
route  back.  The  direct  road  from  Corinth  to  Ripley  is  not  practicable.  The  Hatchie 
Bridge  is  destroyed  and  the  bottom  very  bad. 

I shall  send  a regiment  of  Murphy’s  brigade  to  guard  the  Hatchie 
Crossing  and  watch  Nolin’s.  The  other  four  regiments  go  to  the  best 
position  near  Eipley  to  support  Hamilton,  who  has  orders  to  move  on 
Holly  Springs,  and  if  he  finds  the  enemy  in  force  to  communicate  with 
Sherman  and  fight  them.  If  pressed  by  a superior  force,  to  fall  slowly 
back,  command  Colonel  Murphy,  and  be  governed  by  circumstances.  If 
no  enemy  be  found  requiring  his  detention  he  will  return  to  Eipley  and 
report  for  orders  from  there.

The  scarcity  of  water 
may  force  us  to  Coldwater  as  soon  as  possible.  I think  the  afternoon 
will  be  cool  and  fine  for  the  march.  Be  careful  not  to  encumber  your- 
self with  anything  but  provisions,  ammunition,  and  essentials.  From 
Lamar  you  could  detach  a small  mounted  party  to  Salem  and  beyond 
to  hear  of  Hamilton,  whose  division  is  in  advance. 

Don’t  think  Breckinridge  would  move  on  Memphis  with  its  uncer- 
tanties,  with  a heavy  force  on  his  flank  and  another  approaching.  I 
doubt  if  he  will  remain  at  Holly  Sprihgs,  and  think  he  will  fall  behind 
the  Tallahatchie. 

Have  you  heard  whether  cars  have  reached  Holly  Springs  or  not  ? I 
have  nothing  from  there.

Your  corrected  telegram  of  28th  was  received  last  night.  I had  al- 
ready acted  on  the  imperfect  copy  received  yesterday  morning.  Gen- 
eral McClernand  was  ordered  to  send  as  many  of  his  division  as  pos- 
sible to  Columbus  by  every  train.  General  Quinby  has  been  ordered 
to  detach  as  many  as  he  can  spare  from  his  command  near  Columbus. 
Light-draught  boats  have  been  ordered  from  Saint  Louis  to  take  one 
division  from  this  place  via  Pittsburg.  A part  of  Wallace’s  division 
will  be  sent  from  Memphis  as  soon  as  I can  relieve  them. 

I fear  that  you  have  overestimated  the  strength  of  the  army  in  West 
Tennessee.  Since  the  departure  of  General  Buell’s  army  and  the  detach- 
ments to  General  Curtis’  I have  less  than  65,000  effective  men.  After 
sending  the  detachment  ordered  to  Washington  I shall  have  less  than 
40,000.  We  have  repaired  and  have  now  to  guard,  between  Columbus, 
Memphis,  and  Decatur,  367  miles  of  railroad,  besides  the  posts  estab 
lished  on  Mississippi  River,  and  many  rivers.  All  scouts,  spies,  desert- 
ers, and  prisoners  without  a single  exception  report  that  no  troops  have 
been  sent  from  here  East.  The  rebel  force  in  this  State  is  not  less  than 
75,000  or  80,000  men,  and  Bragg  is  raising  conscripts  daily.  These  are 
facts  of  which  I have  the  most  reliable  evidence.  The  enemy  acts  in  a 
friendly  country,  requiring  no  guards  for  his  depots,  and  has  an  immense 
rolling  stock,  so  that  he  can  in  a few  days  concentrate  on  any  one  point. 
We  cannot  so  concentrate.  I am  therefore  satisfied  that  a detachment 
of  25,000  from  this  army  at  the  present  time  will  result  in  the  loss  of 
Arkansas  or  West  Tennessee  and  perhaps  both. 

Those  who  have  not  the  proper  data  have  been  disposed  to  underrate 
the  force  of  the  enemy  and  to  overrate  that  of  this  army.  The  facts  are 
precisely  as  here  given.  Those  who  represent  otherwise  deceive  you. 
Either  the  Chattanooga  expedition  must  be  postponed  or  a less  force 
sent  to  Washington,  or  we  have  left  the  alternative  of  losing  much  that 
we  have  gained  here  in  the  West.  To  surrender  qny  territory  we  have 
acquired  is  certain  death  to  all  Union  men  in  that  territory.  Any  loss 
on  our  part  will  be  followed  by  insurrection  in  Tennessee  and  Kentucky, 
and  we  shall  find  still  greater  difficulty  in  the  pacification  of  those  States 
than  we  have  encountered  in  Missouri.

On  the  contrary, 
it  may  be  necessary  to  withdraw  Hurlbut  or  Sherman  and  abandon  the 
road  between  here  and  Memphis.  Colonel  Kinney  will  be  ordered  to 
report  to  Colonel  Hoffman,  superintendent  of  prisoners  of  war,  to  effect 
the  exchange. 

I have  no  engineer  officer  to  send  you  at  present.  It  is  evident  that 
Wallace’s  division  cannot  be  removed  from  Memphis  till  Sherman  or 
Hurlbut  is  sent  to  that  vicinity,  and  one  is  insufficient  to  defend  the 
road.  It  is  possible  that  we  shall  abandon  the  railroad  entirely.  I will 
wait  for  further  orders  from  Washington.  Perhaps  the  Secretary  of 
War  may  be  induced  to  revoke  his  order.

Will  turn  over  camp  and  garrison  equipage 
to  quartermaster. 

Had  I not  better  leave  the  Twelfth  Michigan  and  Sixty-first  Illinois 
here?  They  are  undisciplined,  disorganized,  and  deficient  in  numbers. 
They  were  placed  under  my  command  since  Shiloh.  Will  you  restore 
the  Eighth  Missouri  to  General  Wallace’s  division. 

I will  leave  artillery  and  cavalry  here  unless  you  direct  otherwise. 

General  Logan  is  informed  of  acts  of  pillage  and  violence  by  some 
of  the  troops  at  Humboldt,  which  must  disgrace  the  army  if  not  re 
pressed.

Mizner  has  gone  down  to  Booneville  with  all  his  available  cavalry. 
A regiment  of  infantry  and  a battery  have  been  sent  by  Asboth  to  sup- 
port Sheridan.  I think  it  would  be  prudent  for  Todd  to  send  a cavalry 
scout  out  toward  Hamilton  to  meet  him  and  report  the  condition  of 
the  road  from  Ripley  to  Corinth  in  case  it  should  become  uecessary  for 
him  to  use  it.  Would  it  not  be  well  by  way  of  precaution  to  advise 
Sherman  to  communicate  with  him,  in  case  my  orders  have  been  mis- 
carried, that  he  is  to  come  back,  looking  out  for  his  left  ?

The  enemy  attacked  us  at  Booneville  yesterday  in  considerable  force, 
but  were  defeated  and  driven  back.  Particulars  not  yet  received.*  On 
the  line  to  Memphis  they  attacked  a train  and  destroyed  eight  wagons. 
According  to  reports  of  scouts  and  deserters  Bragg  is  preparing  to 
attack  us  with  the  cavalry  force  of  Beauregard’s  army.  Under  these 
circumstances  I do  not  think  I could  safely  be  absent  from  my  army, 
although,  being  somewhat  broken  in  health  and  wearied  out  with  long 
months  of  labor  and  care,  a trip  to  Washington  would  be  exceedingly 
desirable.

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Rienzi  on  tlie  railroad  to  Jacinto ; it  would  therefore  be  easy  to  supply 
them.  The  water  is  good;  the  roads  both  south  and  to  their  rear  offer 
many  strong  defensive  positions.  Their  right  flank  would  be  secured 
by  Asboth’s  positions  and  the  Tuscumbia  Bottom,  which  is  wide  and 
very  difficult,  the  Jacinto  road  having  had  nine  bridges  connected  by  a 
causeway  to  make  good  the  road  across  against  a demonstration.  As- 
both  could  be  supported ; in  case  of  anything  more  serious  he  could  be 
withdrawn.  I shall  direct  Hamilton  to  hold  his  troops  near  Rienzi  and 
examine  the  ground  with  a view  to  this  movement  and  await  your  de- 
cision.

The  enemy  have  retreated,  and  in  all  probability  to  Guntown  and  Saltillo.  There 
are  none  of  them  to  be  found  between  Booneville  and  Blackland.  I have  two  com- 
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panies  of  infantry  a.nd  a battery  of  artillery  for  support  furnished  by  General  Asboth, 
which  is  all  that  is  necessary  at  the  present  time.  We  were  attacked  by  General 
Chalmers  with  the  following  regiments : Brewer’s,  200  strong ; Adams’,  874;  Greer’s, 
800;  First  Alabama  Battalion,  180;  Kentucky  Battalion,  180 ; Clanton’s,  800 ; Batch’s, 
800,  and  probably  two  others. 

I have  issued  an  order  complimenting  Sheridan  and  his  command. 
More  cavalry  massed  under  such  an  officer  would  be  of  great  use  to  us. 

Sheridan  ought  to  be  made  a brigadier.  He  would  not  be  a stamped- 
ing general.

Immediiitely  on  the  taking  of  Corinth  you  informed  me  that  General 
Mitchel  had  been  ordered  to  cross  locomotives  and  cars  at  Decatur.  I 
telegraphed  him  the  number  I wanted.  I have  learned  that  not  one 
was  crossed  over  and  no  preparation  made  to  do  so.  I also  ordered 
locomotives  and  cars  from  Louisville.  After  a whole  month  two  have 
arrived  at  Columbus.  I can  learn  nothing  of  the  others  ordered  I 
have  demanded  an  explanation  of  this  neglect  from  the  chief  quarter- 
master atthat  place.  I understand  that  General  Mitchel  has  been  or- 
dered to  Washington.  He  should  be  required  to  give  some  explanation. 
These  delays  and  neglect  of  duty  have  greatly  embarrassed  me  in  sup- 
piymg  General  Buell’s  forces  en  route  against  Chattanooga.

As  order  to 
send  troops  to  Washington  is  suspended,  do  all  in  your  power  to  re-en- 
torce  Curtis ; it  is  very  possible  that  he  has  moved  to  Madison  to  open 
communication  with  Memphis;  if  not,  he  is  going  down  east  side  of 
Winte  River.  We  have  no  telegraph  communication  with  him  and  can 
only  guess  where  he  is.  Do  all  you  can  to  ascertain.

Other  pressing  business  has  prevented  me  from  giving  an  earlier  an- 
swer to  your  telegram  of  the  29th  ultimo. 

askiDS  you  to  report-  by  whose  negligence  the  train  which  was 
royed  by  the  enemy  had  been  sent  over  the  road  before  it  was  prop- 
erly guarded  I made  no  insinuation  that  there  had  been  the  slightest 
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neglect  on  your  part.  Indeed,  I supposed  the  whole  thing  had  been, 
done  before  you  assumed  the  immediate  command  at  Memphis.  What 
I wanted  to  know  were  the  facts  of  the  case — who  sent  it  out,  and  why 
it  was  exposed  to  destruction.  This  I directed  you  to  investigate  and 
report,  and  you  take  offense  at  the  order,  as  intended  to  reflect  upon 
you.  Nor  did  I suppose  for  a moment  that  you  were  stampeded;  for 
I know  that  is  not  in  your  nature  ; but  I believed  there  was  a stam- 
pede about  the  enemy  threatening  our  line  to  Memphis  with  30,000 
men,  and  I now  have  good  evidence  that  he  did  not  have  one-tenth  of 
that  number. 

Again,  you  complain  that  troops  belonging  to  your  general  command 
received  orders  direct  from  me  while  present  with  the  army  here.  I 
shall,  whenever  occasion  requires  it,  exercise  the  right  of  issuing  orders 
direct  to  any  detached  command,  or  to  any  undetached  command,  if  I 
deem  it  necessary.  On  moving  your  headquarters  to  Memphis,  wffiere 
there  was  only  a very  small  part  of  the  troops  of  this  army,  with  com- 
munications difficult  and  precarious,  you  could  hardly  suppose  that  I 
would  send  orders,  which  required  immediate  execution,  through  you, 
who  were  more  than  a hundred  miles  away,  when  my  direct  orders 
would  reach  them  in  a few  minutes.  Moreover,  I had  information  of 
the  enemy  which  you  could  not  possibly  have  had.  I will  further  add 
that  from  your  position  at  Memphis  it  is  impossible  for  you  to  exercise 
the  immediate  command  in  this  direction. 

I must  confess  that  I was  very  much  surprised  at  the  tone  of  your 
dispatch  and  the  ill-feeling  manifested  in  it,  so  contrary  to  your  usual 
style,  and  especially  toward  one  who  has  so  often  befriended  you  when 
vou  were  attacked  by  others.

No.  140.  $ Corinth , Miss.,  July  3,  1862.  I 

I.  The  commanding  officer  at  Columbus  is  charged  with  guarding  the 
railroad  from  that  place  to  Humboldt,  inclusive;  the  commanding  offi- 
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cer  at  Jackson,  from  that  place  to  Grand  Junction  and  Bethel,  inclusive; 
the  commanding  officer  ot  Memphis,  from  that  place  to  Grand  Junction ; 
the  commanding  officer  at  Corinth,  to  Bethel,  Iuka,  and  south  and  west 
as  far  as  the.  roads  are  opened,  except  where  they  come  within  the 
limits  of  other  commands ; and  the  commanding  officer  at  Tuscumbia, 
from  Decatur  to  Iuka,  inclusive.  Such  officers  will  be  under  the  gen- 
eral orders  of  their  superiors  in  brigades,  divisions,  districts,  and  sub- 
districts. 

II.  Military  officers  not  assigned  to  special  duty  under  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  railroad  are  simply  charged  with  "the  guarding  of  the 
roads  and  trains ; in  no  case  will  they  interfere  with  the  running  of  the 
trains,  which  will  be  exclusively  under  the  orders  of  the  superintendent, 
his  assistants,  and  employes.  They,  however,  will  furnish  details  of 
working  parties,  under  their  own  officers,  on  requisition  of  the  superin- 
tendent and  his  assistants,  and  such  working  parties  will  be  under  the 
general  direction  of  the  latter,  so  far  as  the  work  itself  is  concerned. 

III.  Officers  in  command  of  railroad  guards  or  of  troops  in  their 
vicinity  will  be  held  responsible  for  any  injury  they  may  receive.  All 
persons  found  injuring  railroads  or  telegraph  lines  will  be  immediately 
shot  down,  and  all  expenses  of  repairing  such  injuries  will  be  assessed 
upon  persons  having  property  or  living  in  the  vicinity.  Particular  care 
will  be  taken  that  our  troops  do  not  disturb  water-tanks  or  switches,  as 
serious  accidents  may  result.  In  no  case  will  any  one  be  permitted  to 
wash  in  the  tanks  or  to  draw  off  the  water.  To  this  end  no  soldier  will 
be  permitted  on  the  track  unless  as  a guard  or  marching  under  an  officer. 

IV.  No  person,  unless  traveling  on  military  service,  will  be  allowed 
a free  pass.  Military  freight  will  always  have  the  preference.  The 
charges  for  passage  and  pr'vate  freights  will  until  otherwise  ordered  be 
the  same  as  fixed  by  former  schedules  over  the  same  routes.

The  system  of  guerrilla  warfare  now  being  prosecuted  bv  some  troops 
organized  under  authority  of  the  so-called  Southern  Confederacy,  and 
others  without  such  authority,  being  so  pernicious  to  the  welfare  of  the 
community  where  it  is  carried  on,  and  it  being  within  the  power  of  com- 
munities to  suppress  this  system,  it  is  ordered  that  wherever  loss  is 
sustained  by  the  Government  collections  shall  be  made  by  seizure  of 
a sufficient  amount  of  personal  property  from  persons  in  the  immediate 
neighborhood  sympathizing  with  the  rebellion  to  remunerate  the  Gov- 
ernment for  all  loss  and  expense  of  collection. 

Persons  acting  as  guerrillas  without  organization  and  without  uniform 
to  distinguish  them  from  private  citizens  are  not  entitled  to  the  treat- 
ment of  prisoners  of  war  when  caught,  and  will  not  receive  such  treat- 
ment.

Cold  water,  July  4,  1862. 

Major-General  Halleck  : 

I came  to  Coldwater  on  Tuesday  morning  and  sent  a brigade  to  Holly 
Springs.  About  800  cavalry  escaped  south.  As  near  as  I can  learn 
there  are  about  4,000  infantry  at  the  Tallahatchie  Bridge,  18  miles  south 
of  Holly  Springs.  The  railroad  bridge  was  burned,  but  is  being  repaired. 

I have  sent  three  sets  of  messengers  to  Ripley  to  communicate  with 
the  forces  sent  from  Corinth,  none  of  whom  have  returned,  and  I have 
not  heard  a word  of  that  force  yet. 

The  enemy’s  cavalry  is  still  between  this  and  Memphis;  they  at- 
tacked my  train,  guarded  by  the  Fifty-seventh  Ohio,  and  were  repulsed. 
The  train  reached  Memphis  and  I expect  it  back  to  Moscow  to-morrow. 
Railroad  trains  could  now  run  through.  Had  a car  at  Moscow  fitted 
up  for  a gun  force  here,  and  another  about  20  miles  west,  in  Coldwater, 
where  the  Memphis  road  crosses.  It  would  cover  the  railroad  from 
Junction.  I can  hear  nothing  about  an  enemy  on  the  Memphis  and 
Grenada  road  and  know  nothing  of  affairs  in  that  quarter.

Soldiers  of  the  Army  of  the  Mississippi  : 

To-day  we  celebrate  the  eighty-sixth  anniversary  of  our  national  in- 
dependence. Let  the  sublime  recollections  which  the  day  inspires  till 
our  hearts  with  that  fire  of  patriotism  which  animated  our  forefathers 
in  their  seven  years’  contest  for  the  freedom  which  is  now  assailed  by 
an  arrogant  and  unscrupulous  rebellion. 

No  love  of  war,  no  appeal  to  passions,  no  hatred  for  those  whose 
rights  you  have  been  willing  to  defend,  and  for  which  you  are  now  in 
arms,  has  exiled  you  from  peaceful  pursuits  and  the  endearments  of 
home  and  friends. 

An  intelligent  patriotism,  duly  appreciating  the  priceless  value  of  a 
Government  that  covers  and  protects  all  that  we  hold  dear  in  this 
world,  brings  you  here.  Unskilled  in  using  the  bowie-knife  or  plying 
the  lash  on  the  backs  of  your  fellow-men,  you  did  not  come  boasting 
you  could  whip  three  to  one,  but  modestly  and  simply  offered  your  lives 
for  the  defense  of  our  common  liberties ; by  your  docility  and  patience 
in  inuring  yourselves  to  the  toils  and  hardships  of  a new  profession, 
and  by  your  courage  taught  the  enemies  of  our  liberties  a lesson  which, 
I trust,  you  will  be  still  more  ready  to  repeat  when  the  occasion  offers. 

Eemember  the  haughty  declaration  of  the  rebels  that  our  Govern- 
ment was  at  an  end ! Eemember  the  unscrupulous  lies  by  which  they 
have  maligned  your  character  and  your  motives,  calling  you  thieves, 
murderers,  plundering  hordes,  who  wish  to  subjugate  and  destroy ! And 
in  reverent  fear  of  the  Almighty  Euler  of  Nations,  in  whose  sight  we

His  Excellency  the  President  : 

For  the  last  week  there  has  been  great  uneasiness  among  Union 
men  in  Tennessee,  on  account  of  the  secret  organization  of  insurgents 
to  co-operate  in  any  attack  of  the  enemy  on  our  lines.  Every  com- 
manding officer  from  Nashville  to  Memphis  has  asked  for  re-enforce- 
ments. Under  these  circumstances  1 submitted  the  question  of  sending 
troops  to  Eichmond  to  the  principal  officers  of  my  command.  They  are 
unanimous  in  opinion  that  if  this  army  is  seriously  diminished  the  Chat- 
tanooga expedition  must  be  revoked  or  the  hope  of  holding  Southwest 
Tennessee  abandoned.  I must  earnestly  protest  against  surrendering 
what  has  cost  us  so  much  blood  and  treasure,  and  which,  in  a military 
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point  of  view,  is  worth  three  Richmonds.  It  will  be  infinitely  better  to 
withdraw  troops  from  the  Shenandoah  Valley,  which  at  this  time  has  no 
strategic  importance.  I am  doing  everything  in  my  power  to  strengthen 
our  position,  and  a week  or  two  may  change  the  aspect  of  affairs  here.

I am  sadly  disappointed  at  the  conduct  of  that  force  which  came  from 
Corinth,  with  which  I came  out  to  co-operate.  It  did  not  come  to  Holly 
Springs  and  retreated  to  Corinth  in  confusion,  losing  its  camp  equi- 
page, &e.  I am  sadly  deficient  in  cavalry,  and  the  enemy  has  a large 
force,  so  that  they  intercept  my  messengers  and  attack  my  trains.  I 
have  to  send  escorts  and  ambuscades  with  every  train,  thereby  breaking- 
up  the  main  body  into  detachments. 

The- enemy  is  accumulating  at  Tallahatchie,  18  miles  south  of  Holly 
Springs,  and  will  probably  attack  me  at  or  near  Holly  Springs.  I keep 
a brigade  there,  but  on  account  of  water  my  main  force  is  here.  If  Mc- 
Clernand  is  coming  to  Grand  Junction,  as  he  intended,  I would  like  to 
have  all  of  Hurlbut’s  and  my  division  off  the  railroad  for  maneuver. 
Halleck  and  Grant  have  not  given  me  any  orders  or  support,  and  I am 
here  in  obedience  to  Halleck’s  original  order,  to  repair  railroad  and  take 
position  in  front  of  it  to  protect  it. 

I would  be  obliged  if  you  could  get  to  me  some  message  from  Hal- 
leck, as  I have  not  heard  from  him  in  a week,  and  I ought  to  have  some 
explanation  of  the  extraordinary  movement  from  Corinth  on  Ripley. 
My  thanks  to  Smith,  the  operator,  for  his  sheet  of  news.

General  : I inclose  herewith  some  information  obtained  by  a scout 
sent  out  by  Colonel  Hatch  last  night.*  I do  not  know  how  much  confi- 
dence  to  place  in  these  reports,  but  think  it  best  to  keep  you  posted. 

I have  sent  out  to-day  a company  in  the  direction  of  Marietta  to  find 
out  something  more  positive  about  this. 

My  impression  is  that  the  enemy  are  making  a move  and  that  they 
are  moving  into  Northern  Georgia,  and  that  they  have  thrown  out  a 
column  to  cover  their  movement  and  possibly  to  make  an  attack  on 
the  railroad  to  cut  off  Buell  from  Corinth. 

Warren’s  Mill,  where  they  are  now  reported  to  be  in  force,  is  on 
the  east  side  of  the  Tombigbee  River,  a short  distance  above  where 
Macky’s  Creek  enters  into  it,  and  about  2 miles  west  of  the  direct  road 
between  Fulton  and  Xuka. 

Should  this  information  be  correct  and  their  intention  be  to  attack 
the  railroad  they  have  not  more  than  40  miles  to  march  from  Warren’s 
Mill  to  luka. 

Everything  is  quiet  here;  our  pickets  undisturbed.  No  news  from 
the  enemy,  except  that  they  are  still  about  Tupelo.  I don’t  know 
where  the  cavalry  have  gone  to.  I have  been  waiting  for  that  attack 
that  was  promised  from  Blackland  by  the  u likely -looking  colored  man.” 
They  have  not  yet  made  their  appearance. 

Look  out  for  the  left  flank ! 

I believe  they  will  go  to  Atlanta,  but  it  is  only  an  impression.

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send  a reconnoitering  party  on  the  Ripley  road  from  Dick  Smith’s  around 
toward  Kolin’s.  If  Colonel  Sheridan  has  not  a picket  on  that  road  in 
the  vicinity  of  its  intersection  with  the  Blackland  and  Kossuth  road 
one  ought  to  be  placed  there  immediately,  and  concert  of  action  between 
Colonels  Mizner  and  Sheridan.  You  should  suggest  to  Colonel  Mizner 
it  is  probable  he  can  find  a place  toward  Kossuth,  behind  Hinkle’s  Creek, 
so  as  to  watch  the  Blackland  and  Kossuth  road,  and  on  the  Rienzi  and 
Ripley  road,  while  he  can  communicate  with  Rienzi  in  such  a way  as 
to  know  every  movement  on  either  road,  and  be  able  to  cut  off  any 
moderate  patroling  force  of  the  rebels.

Sir  : Since  the  Kansas  troops  entered  this  department  their  march 
has  been  marked  by  robbery,  theft,  pillage,  and  outrages  upon  the 
peaceful  inhabitants,  making  enemies  to  our  cause  wherever  they  went. 
Brigadier-General  Quinby  reported  that  he  found  it  impossible  to  re- 
strain them,  and  asked  for  authority  to  muster  them  out  of  service. 

On  their  reaching  Major-General  McClernand’s  command  he  made 
similar  recommendations  and  reports;  and  on  their  way  from  him  to 
this  place  they  nearly  ruined  a train  ot  cars  by  refusing  to  comply  with 
the  orders  of  the  conductor,  General  Mitchell  sustaining  them  in  this 
disobedience  of  my  orders.  It  is  reported  that  General  Mitchell  took 
no  measures  whatever  to  restrain  his  men  from  robbery  and  plunder, 
while  Colonel  Anthony  actually  encouraged  his  men  in  committing  out- 
rages along  the  road,  on  the  ground  that  they  were  ‘‘slaveholders”  who 
were  plundered. 

I have  brought  these  troops  to  this  place,  and  shall  do  my  best  to  re- 
duce them  to  proper  discipline,  but  am  very  doubtful  of  success,  so  long 
as  bad  officers,  supported  as  they  allege  by  political  influence  at  Wash- 
ington, encourage  them  in  violating  laws,  regulations,  and  orders. 

I inclose  copies  of  these  reports  as  specimens  of  the  allegations  which 
have  been  made  against  these  Kansas  troops.*

Hon.  E.  M.  Stanton,  Secretary  of  War  : 

Sir:  I inclose  herewith  a copy  of  a report  of  Brigadier- General  Mc- 
Pherson, superintendent  of  railroads,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that 
we  opened  367  miles  of  road  in  less  than  one  month,  besides  repairing 
a number  of  locomotives  and  cars  which  were  captured  from  the  enemy 
greatly  injured.  Indeed  the  wood  work  of  most  of  the  cars  has  been 
entirely  rebuilt,  and  all  this  work  has  been  done  by  details  from  the 
army.  The  men  have  worked  with  most  commendable  industry  and 
energy,  and  have  shown  the  greatest  willingness  and  alacrity  in  thus 
securing  the  territory  we  have  gained  from  the  enemy.  Without  these 
roads  our  position  here  would  have  been  untenable  for  the  want  of  sup- 
plies. 

We  are  still  greatly  in  want  of  rolling  stock,  but  Assistant  Secretary 
Tucker  has  assured  me  that  he  will  immediately  give  his  attention  to 
supplying  this  deficiency.  I have  made  requisition  on  the  Quartermas- 
ter-General for  the  purchase  of  the  Rogers  locomotives. 

Brigadier- General  McPherson  deserves  great  credit  for  the  energy 
and  untiring  industry  which  he  has  devoted  to  the  repair  and  organiza- 
tion of  these  roads.

To  operate  these  roads  successfully  and  do  the  business  required  for 
the  army  we  will  need  15  locomotives,  besides  those  already  on  hand, 
most  of  which  are  old  and  very  much  out  of  repair.  I understand  that 
25  locomotives  were  ordered  for  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  Railroad  (5-feet 
gauge)  from  the  Paterson  Locomotive  and  Machine  Works,  Paterson, 
N.  J.,  and  that  more  than  half  of  them  were  completed  or  nearly  so, 
but  were  never  delivered  in  consequence  of  the  breaking  out  of  the  re- 
bellion. These  locomotives  could  most  likely  be  procured  and  placed 
upon  the  road  in  a short  time. 

We  will  also  need,  in  addition  to  what  we  now  have  on  hand,  6 first-  j 
class  passenger  cars,  16  second-class  passenger  cars,  8 mail  and  express 
baggage  cars,  and  100  box  freight  cars.

General  Halleck,  Corinth , Miss.  : 

I did  not  get  your  order  of  the  1st  till  yesterday ; the  messenger  fell 
into  the  enemy’s  hands.  A second  was  lost,  and  the  third  reached  me 
yesterday.  I am  at  Moscow  and  Hurlbut  at  La  Grange.  As  long  as  1 
was  at  Coldwater  the  cavalry  kept  below  Holly  Springs,  but  they  will 
be  again  at  mischief  with  our  trains.  Cannot  I have  a locomotive?  I 
have  never  had  an  hour’s  use  of  one  even  for  supplies,  except  in  our 
trip  to  Corinth ; although  my  division  saved  five  and  have  built  almost 
a dozen  bridges,  a train  has  never  been  at  my  disposal  and  we  have  to 
haul  everything  from  Memphis.  Send  me  a locomotive  and  I will  put 
her  through  to  Memphis  with  a gun-car  and  a strong  guard. 

To  defend  the  road  from  Grand  Junction  to  Memphis  we  should  oc- 
cupy the  line  of  Coldwater,  with  sufficient  infantry  and  cavalry  to  pur- 
sue the  enemy’s  detachments.  To  defend  it  on  the  line  of  road  McCler- 
nand  should  hold  the  Junction  and  La  Grange;  Hurlbut,  Moscow  and  La 
Fayette,  and  my  division  should  be  in  front  of  Colliersville  and  German- 
town. It  is  there  all  the  roads  toward  Memphis  debouch  on  this  line  of 
road.

Stealing,  robbery,  and  pillage  has  become  so  common  in  this  army 
that  it  is  a disgrace  to  any  civilized  people. 

No  officer  other  than  the  general  commanding  will  grant  passes  be- 
yond the  line  of  pickets,  and  he  will  grant  none  except  on  extraordi- 
nary occasions. 

Brigadiers  may  send  out  as  heretofore  the  regular  foraging  parties 
with  guard,  strictly  according  to  orders  already  issued. 

Major  Gibson  will  detail  a patrol  daily/ of  an  officer  and  10  mounted 
men,  who  will  patrol  the  country  round  about  camp.  This  patrol  will 
fire  upon  any  party  engaged  in  robbery  and  pillage,  or  who  attempt  to 
escape.  All  found  outside  the  lines  will  be  delivered  to  the  provost- 
marshal,  who  will  put  them  on  bread  and  water  until  relieved  by  the 
commanding  general. 

This  demoralizing  and  disgraceful  practice  of  pillage  must  cease,  else 
the  country  will  rise  on  us  and  justly  shoot  us  down  like  dogs  and  wild 
beasts.

Captain  : I have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  work 
done  by  the  troops  under  your  command  on  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  Bailroad 
from  Columbus  to  Humboldt: 

At  Columbus  the  overflow  of  the  Mississippi  Biver  had  damaged 
and  destroyed  a portion  of  the  track.  This  was  relaid  and  a new 
track  run  to  the  water’s  edge  for  the  purpose  of  unloading  cars.  At 
the  crossing  of  Little  Obion  Biver  was  the  first  bridge  out,  formerly  a 
Howe’s  truss,  with  90  feet  span,  the  entire  wreck  of  which,  bolted  to- 
gether, had  to  be  taken  out  of  the  stream.  It  was  replaced  by  a single 
bent  trestle  110  feet  long  and  30  feet  rise.  The  danger  of  a single  bent 
trestle  of  such  height  was  overcome  by  placing  a crib  in  the  center  of 
the  stream,  with  stringers  from  bank  to  bank,  on  which  was  built  the 
trestle-work,  all  above  the  common  stage  of  water.  The  next  bridge 
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out  was  at  the  Bayou  Des  Shay.  This  was  replaced  with  a single  beut 
trestle  of  90  feet  length  and  25  feet  rise,  making,  a substantial  bridge ; 
a water-tank  was  also  built  at  this  bridge.  Between  this  point  and 
Big  Obion  were  some  four  wooden  culverts,  partially  burnt,  and  one 
oeam-truss  bridge,  somewhat  damaged ; the  track  was  also  torn  up  in 
places,  all  of  which  was  repaired.  At  the  Big  Obion  River  a Howe’s 
truss  of  120  feet  span  had  been  burnt.  The  height  of  this  bridge  and 
the  depth  of  w ater  precluded  replacing  it  speedily  with  a permanent 
structure.  The  track  was  therefore  changed  and  a temporary  bridge 
on  the  lower  side  of  the  stream  was  put  in.  Three  large  cribs  were 
built,  capped  with  bolsters  and  heavy  stringers,  the  whole  130  feet  long. 
A new  grade  was  thrown  up  around  the  old  trestle-work  some  600  feet 
long,  thus  lowering  the  bridge  some  10  feet,  and  leaving  the  old  bridge 
in  such  shape  that  a new  truss  can  be  built  at  any  time  without  the 
detention  or  delay  of  trains.  This  temporary  work  was  put  in  in  15  feet  • 
of  water,  and  the  cribs  are  very  irregular,  but  at  the  same  time  strong 
and  substantial,  and  would  last  a long  time  if  the  stream  at  extra  high 
water  did  not  rise  above  them.  All  the  work  was  delayed  some  ten 
days  for  want  of  proper  tools.  As  soon  as  they  arrived  the  work  was 
pushed  and  completed  in  about  twelve  days;  and  by  the  time  the  rolling 
stock  arrived  the  road-bed  for  the  entire  division  was  covered  with 
weeds,  rendering  it  impassable  for  a loaded  train.  These  have  all  been 
thoroughly  cleaned  off.  The  tanks,  all  except  one,  were  damaged,  and 
in  most  cases  pumps  taken  away.  These  have  been  replaced  and  are 
now  all  in  working  order.  Section  men  have  been  placed  on  every  12  to 
15  miles  of  the  road,  and  the  troops  are  so  distributed  that  every  bridge, 
trestle,  and  wooden  culvert,  every  station  and  switch,  are  guarded ; and 
this  portion  of  the  read  is  in  a condition  that  good  machinery  will  take 
over  it  25  loaded  cars  with  ease.

I had  dispatched  a train  for  Memphis  and  escort  of  a regiment,  but 
upon  receiving  your  dispatch  that  we  could  depend  for  supplies  on  Co- 
umbus  1 ordered  the  train  from  La  Fayette.  I have  just  sent  a scout- 
ing party  of  100  cavalry  to  Mount  Pleasant  and  La  Fayette  and  propose 
to  send  a brigade  to  Rising  Sun,  where  wagon  train  was  attacked,  to 
ecover  the  6 broken  wagons  and  to  take  a number  of  mules  from  the 
leighboring  planters,  according  to  Grant’s  orders,  to  make  good  the 
oss.  There  are  small  bodies  of  cavalry  all  around  the  country,  but  I 
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can  hear  of  no  large  parties  or  any  infantry.  If  infantry  advance  from 
Tallahatchie  they  will  most  likely  move  toward  Germantown.  Weather 
is  intensely  hot  and  dust  very  bad.  We  have  abundance  of  water  here- 
in Wolf  River.

Sir:  My  last  report  of  the  operations  of  this  and  General  Hurlbut’s 
(Fourth)  divisions  was  made  to  Col.  J.  C.  Kelton  direct,  it  being  of 
date  June  23,  about  the  time  of  the  change  of  command  from  General 
Thomas  to  General  Grant.  My  future  reports  will  of  course  be  addressed 
to  your  headquarters. 

My  original  orders  from  General  Halleck  direct  were  to  move  with  mine 
and  Hurlbut’s  divisions  from  Chewalla  to  Grand  Junction,  and  thence 
repair  the  Charleston  and  Memphis  road  west  to  Memphis.  The  first 
repairs  were  made  on  some  burned  trestles  in  La  Grange ; next  on  two 
large  bridges  here  at  Moscow,  and  lastly  two  small  ones  at  and  near 
La  Fayette.  All  these  bridges  were  finished  and  the  road  ready  for  cars 
on  June  25,  but  the  accident  to  the  train  out  of  Memphis  has  prevented 
its  use.  For  some  reason  all  trains  from  Corinth  and  Columbus  stop  at 
La  Grange,  and,  as  you  know,  I have  been  compelled  to  haul  my  stores  at 
great  labor  and  risk  from  Memphis,  but  General  Halleck  now  informs 
me  that  supplies  can  be  had  from  Columbus,  Ky.;  I shall  not,  conse- 
quently, send  any  more  teams  into  Memphis,  unless  in  case  of  accident 
to  the  northern  road.  I have  little  confidence  in  railroads  running  ' 
through  a country  where  every  house  is  a nest  of  secret,  bitter  enemies.  , 

On  the  29th  of  June  I received  a dispatch  from  General  Halleck  say- 
ing that  Hamilton’s  division  of  Rosecrans’  army  corps  had  passed  the 
Hatchie  the  day  before,  and  wbuld  be  at  Holly  Springs  on  Tuesday 
a.  m. ; ordering  me  to  co-operate  as  far  as  advisable,  but  not  to  neglect 
the  protection  of  the  railroad.  I accordingly  ordered  General  Hurlbut 
to  leave  at  Grand  Junction  and  La  Grange  each  a regiment  of  infantry 
and  section  of  artillery,  with  all  the  sick  and  feeble  of  his  command,  and 
with  his  effective  force  to  march  on  Holly  Springs,  so  timing  his  march 
as  to  be  at  Coldwater  at  8 a.  m.  Tuesday.  I made  similar  dispositions, , 
leaving  a regiment  and  a section  of  artillery  at  La  Fayette  and  Moscow, 
with  all  the  sick  and  feeble,  and  with  the  remainder,  about  4,000  men, 
marched  for  Holly  Springs.  JJ 

I met  Hurlbut’s  division  at  Hudson ville,  and  we  moved  forward  to 
Coldwater,  the  first  and  only  point  where  water  can  be  had  between  jj 
the  Wolf  River  and  Holly  Springs. 

Our  cavalry  found  the  enemy’s  pickets  at  Hudsonville,  drove  them 
across  Coldwater,  and  back  toward  Holly  Springs.  About  2£  miles  out 
of  Holly  Springs  the  advance  guard  was  drawn  into  an  ambush,  was  r 
fired  on,  lost  1 man  killed  and  3 wounded,  all  of  the  Fourth  Illinois  Cav- 
alry. This  cavalry,  about  150  men,  under  command  of  Major  Gibson, 
was  dismounted  and  drove  the  enemy  out  of  the  woods,  killing  1 and 
wounding  others.  The  enemy’s  cavalry,  three  battalions,  in  all  about 
1,200  men,  under  Colonels  Jackson  and  Pinson,  formed  in  front  of  Holly 
Springs. 

General  Denver,  commanding  the  advance  brigade,  moved  forward 
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Captain  Mueller’s  battery,  which  by  about  18  rounds  dispersed  the  cav- 
alry, which  retreated  through  and  beyond  the  town.  General  Denver 
moved  to  the  edge  of  town  and  sent  pickets  through.  There  was  no 
enemy  at  Holly  Springs  but  these  two  regiments  of  cavalry,  about  J ,500 
strong.  These  kept  away  whenever  I sent  troops  into  town,  but  returned 
in  small  squads  whenever  I withdrew  the  command.  I made  mv  chief 
camp  in  Coldwater  on  account  of  water,  which  there  was  abundant 
whilst  at  Holly  Springs  it  is  scarce.  I sent  a brigade  daily  to  picket  to 
Holly  Springs.  As  soon  as  I reached  Coldwater  1 endeavored  to  open 
communication  with  General  Hamilton,  supposed  to  be  advancing  on  the 
flank  m the  direction  of  Ripley.  One  messenger  sent  afoot  in  disguise 
has  never  returned;  two  others  mounted  followed  General  Hamilton  to 
Rienzi,  and  on  the  5th  of  July  I received  a letter  from  General  Hamil- 
ton sayiug  he  was  on  his  return  to  Corinth,  having  been  within  19  miles 
of  Holly  Springs.  For  several  days  I could  get  no  dispatches  or  com- 
munication from  any  quarter;  but  on  the  6th  I received  General  Hal- 
leek’s  order  by  telegraph,  of  July  1,  ordering  me  not  to  attempt  to  hold 
Springs,  but  to  fall  back  and  protect  the  railroad.  I accordingly 
ordered  General  Hurlbut  to  resume  his  post  at  La  Grange,  and  I have 
come  here.  Each  point  is  equidistant  from  Holly  Springs,  say,  25  miles. 
Each  is  on  the  railroad  at  vital  points,  and  we  are  within  10  miles  of 
each  other.  I think  we  protect  the  railroad  from  Junction  to  La  Fav- 
ette,  but  not  beyond.  Hurlbut  has  about  300  cavalry  without  carbines 
and  much  used  up.  I had  eight  companies  Fourth  Illinois,  now  down  to 
about  200  men,  and  they  and  horses  much  used  up.  Our  infantry  has 
suffered  some  in  marching  in  the  heat  and  dust,  but  I think  I have  on 
the  line  about  10,000  good  fighting  men. 

There  is  no  large  force  of  the  enemy  nearer  than  Tallahatchie,  18  miles 
south  of  Holly  Springs,  although  I have  vague  reports  of  large  masses 
moving  toward  Memphis,  and  Hurlbut  reports  300  cavalry  and  5 000 
infantry  moving  toward  Davis’  Mill,  on  Wolf  River,  not  more  than 
( miles  south  of  the  Junction.  Of  course  they  must  not  be  allowed  to 
make  a lodgment  there;  but  Hurlbut’s  cavalry  have  already  made  so 
many  indefinite  reports,  which  on  examination  proved  unfounded,  that 
1 mistrust  them.  I also  found  the  negroes  on  our  late  march  and  so- 
journ at  Holly  Springs  full  of  false  and  exaggerated  rumors.  I prefer 
to  be  governed  by  what  I think  the  enemy  should  attempt.  If  he  has 
30,000  men  at  his  disposal  he  should  interpose  between  Memphis  and 
this  command.  He  can  do  so  perfectly  unobserved  by  an  oblique  march 
by  way  of  the  Pigeon  Roost  road  or  by  Hernando,  and  he  could  soon 
repair  the  railroad  to  his  rear  so  as  to  bring  forward  his  supplies ; while 
we,  depending  on  the  Columbus  road,  may  be  at  any  moment  cut  off*,  as 
any  family  along  or  near  that  road,  being  in  their  iuterest  and  constant 
communication  kept  up,  could  break  that  line  of  road.  I would  much 
vi  er  concentration  of  our  whole  force  on  Coldwater,  near  where  the 
Memphis  and  Holly  Springs  [road]  crosses  and  leave  but  small  detach- 
ments along  the  road  itself.  Along  and  on  the  road  our  every  move- 
ment is  known  and  reported,  while  we  can  hear  nothing.  I have  sent 
mt  no  cavalry  to  North  Mount  Pleasant,  a point  where  several  roads 
meet  to  the  southwest  of  this.  I also  picket  all  bridges  and  roads  near 
•>  iong  with  infantry.  I don’t  apprehend  attack  in  this  position,  but 
nay  be  drawn  out  on  Hurlbut’s  alarm  or  by  what  would  be  the  enemy’s 
)est  strategic  move,  the  interposition  of  a superior  force  between  us 

n°t  111  my  judgment  remain  idle,  especially 
t they  have  gained  the  advantage  over  McClellan  which  they  claim, 
r • ^ doubt  if  they  will  move  back  on  Corinth.  The  destruction  of  the 
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railroads  there  have  destroyed  its  importance  to  them  as  a point,  but 
Memphis,  if  recovered,  would  be  a magnificent  stroke,  and  in  my  opinion 
they  will  attempt  it.  I am  told  that  General  Curtis  is  in  imminent 
danger.  These  interior  operations  give  our  enemy  great  advantages  in 
their  knowledge  of  country  and  possession  of  the  hearty  co-operation 


of  the  people. 

I will  keep  my  troops  as  healthy  as  possible  in  this  warm  and  dusty 
weather,  and  try  and  fulfill  ajiy  plan  that  you  or  General  Halleck  may 
lay  down.  We  should  not  be  idle  these  moonlight  nights,  especially  it 
we  detect  the  enemy  in  motion.

Complaints  of  recent  irregularities,  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
general  commanding,  render  necessary  the  publication  of  the  following 
orders : 

I.  Officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  soldiers,  and  persons  in  the 
service  of  the  United  States  are  forbidden  to  trespass  upon  the  or- 
chards, gardens,  or  private  grounds  of  any  person  or  persons,  or  in  any 
manner  whatever  to  interfere  with  the  same,  without  proper  written  au- 
thority so  to  do.  Marauding,  pilfering,  and  any  unauthorized  and  un- 
necessary seizure  or  destruction  of  private  property  is  prohibited  by 
General  Orders  of  the  department,  Nos.  8 and  13,  series  of  1861,  and 
will  be  punished  with  the  extreme  penalty  imposed  by  the  laws  of  war, 
which  is  death. 

II.  Commissioned  officers  of  companies  will  not  pass  their  camp  lines 
without  written  permission  of  their  district,  brigade,  or  regimental  com- 
manders, and  then  only  on  official  business  or  other  urgent  and  satis- 
factory reasons,  to  be  given  in  the  letter  of  permission.  Non-commis- 
sioned officers  and  soldiers  are  prohibited  from  leaving  camp  at  any 
time,  except  when  detailed  on  duty  or  on  written  permission  of  their  regi- 
mental commanders,  who  may  grant  such  permission  to  not  more  than 
three  men  at  any  one  time  from  each  company  to  be  absent  under  charge 
of  a non-commissioned  officer,  who  will  be  held  responsible  for  their  good 
conduct. 

III.  The  pickets  and  guard  reliefs  will  remain  at  their  immediate 
picket  or  guard  stations,  unless  in  the  discharge  of  proper  military  duty, 
and  will  not  straggle  therefrom,  under  penalty  of  being  arrested  and 
severely  and  summarily  dealt  with. 

IV.  No  commissioned  officer,  non-commissioned  officer,  or  soldier  will 
be  permitted  to  be  absent  from  camp  after  retreat. 

V.  The  military  police,  patrols,  and  picket  guards  will  arrest  all  per- 
sons found  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  order,  either  by  tres- 
passing upon  the  gardens,  orchards,  and  grounds  herein  mentioned,  or 
seizure  or  destruction  of  private  property,  or  being  outside  of  camp  lines 
or  straggling  from  their  guard  stations  without  proper  authority.  Com- 
missioned officers  to  be  reported  to  district,  division,  or  brigade  head- 
quarters, and  non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers  to  be  taken  before 
the  provost-marshal. 

VI.  Officers  of  regiments,  detachments,  and  companies,  and  officers 
of  the  day,  and  of  police  are  enjoined  to  use  their  utmost  diligence  in 
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making  known  and  enforcing  all  orders  necessary  for  the  safety  of  the 
command  and  the  city.

Can  you  hire  a good  spy  to  stay  at  Holly  Springs'?  I can  find  none 
here,  which  is  an  insignificant  place.

I have  similar  reports  from 
nearly  every  town  they  passed  through,  and  numerous  reclamations 
from  the  citizens  on  the  road  are  coming  in  for  payment  for  property 
stolen  and  robbed  or  destroyed  by  them.  It  is  said  that  General 
Mitchell  took  no  measures  to  restrain  his  men,  but  rather  encouraged 
them  in  their  outrages.  Measures  have  already  been  initiated  to  reduce 
these  troops  to  order  and  discipline,  but  I have  no  doubt  that  Senator 
Lane  and  others  will  attribute  any  measures  of  restraint  or  punishment 
which  may  be  adopted  to  political  influences  and  will  heap  unmeasured 
abuses  upon  any  officer  who  shall  attempt  to  keep  them  in  order.  I 
deem  it  due  to  the  officers  of  this  army  that  you  should  be  made  aware 
of  the  real  facts  of  the  case.  Either  discipline  must  be  maintained  or 
our  troops  will  become  a mere  band  of  robbers.

Commanding  Department  of  Missouri : 

General  : In  behalf  of  the  loyal  citizens  of  the  county  of  Jackson, 
Missouri,  you  honored  me  with  a personal  interview  in  regard  to  the 
violent  and  lawless  action  of  United  States  military  forces  in  that 
county,  under  command  of  Col.  C.  K.  Jennison  and  others,  and  in  order 
that  you  might  fully  comprehend  and  appreciate  the  mode  of  warfare 
practiced  by  those  forces  I placed  in  your  hands  many  petitions  of  true 
and  loyal  men  asking  for  relief  at  your  hands  on  account  of  that  law- 
less action;  and  upon  the  authenticated  facts  stated  in  those  petitions 
1 bast'd  two  propositions  : 

First.  That  you  would  intervene  in  behalf  of  the  loyal  people  of  my 
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county  in  order  that  they  should  in  the  future  be  protected  from  such 
wanton  outrages  on  their  persons  and  property. 

Second.  That  you  would  consider  the  claim  of  each  petitioner  and 
grant  such  relief  as  might  be  just  and  proper  in  that  regard. 

As  to  the  first  proposition  you  were  pleased  to  inform  me  that  orders 
had  been  issued  to  General  Pope  to  suppress  or  drive  from  this  State 
that  class  of  military  force  of  which  my  people  complained.  To  the 
second  proposition  I was  informed  you  had  no  power  or  authority  to 
act  in  the  matter,  because  the  loss  and  injury  complained  of  by  each 
petitioner  were  done  by  a military  force  over  which  you  had  no  power 
of  control.  And  at  the  same  time  you  kindly  remarked  that  you  would 
forward  the  several  petitions  to  the  War  Department,  at  Washington, 
for  advice,  orders,  &c.,  thereon ; thereupon  I requested  they  should  be 
returned  to  me  in  order  that  I might  present  them  in  person,  which 
request  you  granted. 

Above  I have  given  the  substance  of  what  passed  between  us  in  re- 
gard to  my  mission,  and  in  aid  thereof  at  Washington  respectfully  ask 
that  you  will  honor  me  with  a written  answer,  particularly  as  to  your 
refusal  to  take  any  action  on  the  matters  of  relief  set  forth  in  the  peti- 
tions, with  such  reasons,  suggestions,  &c.,  in  that  regard  you  may 
deem  proper  to  make.

Dear  Sir  : Yours  of  the  2d  instant  came  to  this  place  while  I was  in 
Washington  City,  and  I have  just  now  upon  my  return  received  it.  I 
have  received  several  communications  in  relation  to  the  depredations 
committed  by  Lane’s  men,  and  as  I read  each  one  I become  more  and 
more  indignant  at  the  outrages  committed  upon  our  people.  I had 
written  to  the  President  before  I left  for  Washington,  urging  that  if 
Kansas  should  be  made  a military  department  Lane  should  not  have 
the  command. 

I am  happy  to  know  that  General  Hunter  has  been  assigned  to  that 
department.  His  headquarters  will  be  at  Fort  Leavenworth.  He  is 
a true  soldier,  hating  all  robbers  and  thieves.  I have  every  confidence 
that  he  will  control  Lane,  Jennison  & Co.,  and  keep  them  out  of  this 
State.  Please  keep  him  well  informed  of  the  facts.  I understand  that 
Lane  has  no  military  authority,  either  from  the  United  States  or  Kansas, 
but  is  robbing  on  his  own  account.  If  he  refuses  to  submit  to  the  au- 
thority of  General  Hunter  1 will  feel  myself  bound,  as  the  chief  execu- 
tive of  the  State,  to  see  that  the  citizens  are  protected.

Secretary  of  War , United  States  : 


Sir:  On  the  6th  instant  you  were  pleased  to  acknowledge  the  receipt 
of  my  letter  and  other  papers  touching  the  lawless  action  of  United 
States  military  forces  in  Jackson  County,  Missouri,  which  papers  you 
kindly  informed  me  would  be'  submitted  to  the  President  for  instruc- 
tions, &c. ; since  which  time,  at  great  inconvenience  to  my  private  affairs 
at  home,  I have  remained  anxiously,  though  patiently,  for  an  answer, 
satisfied  that  sickness  and  other  matters  of  great  public  interest  had  so 
intervened  as  to  preclude  on  your  part  a more  prompt  attention  to  mere 
local  matters  to  which  I called  your  aid  and  kind  consideration ; hence 
I now  make  no  complaint  of  delay  in  that  regard.  When  I left  the  city 
of  Saint  Louis  I had  reason  to  hope  from  what  passed  between  General 
Halleck  and  myself  that  the  good  people  of  my  county  would  be  en- 
tirely free  from  all  further  lawless  violence  on  their  property  at  the 
hands  of  United  States  military  forces,  and  so  notified  them  by  letter; 
but  from  information  since  received  I regret  to  inform  you  I was  mis- 
taken in  that  grateful  hope. 

It  now  appears  that  although  the  Kansas  volunteer  troops,  in  obedi- 
ence to  orders,  did  leave  the  State  of  Missouri,  the  substituted  United 
States  forces  in  that  county  have  made  no  change  in  their  mode  of  war- 
fare for  the  better ; the  same  wanton  and  lawless  violence  on  the  rights 
of  private  property  have  continued  without  check  or  hinderance.  Bands 
of  negroes,  slave  and  free,  and  clans  of  white  men,  thief  and  jayhawker, 
from  the  State  of  Kansas,  with  the  knowledge  of  that  United  States 
force  thus  substituted,  are  permitted  in  open  day  to  enter  our  county 
aud  freely  gratify  their  savage  lust  of  plunder  and  private  revenge  on 
defenseless  and  terror-stricken  people. 

One  of  the  great  causes  of  this  horrid  state  of  things  is  the  old  border 
Kansas  war  grudge,  aided  by  a few  bad  men  in  our  county,  who  here- 
tofore were  rejected  from  social  and  political  position  by  the  better  class 
of  our  population,  and  in  order  to  gratify  their  malice  and  revenge  be- 
come willing  informers  and  guides  of  the  United  States  forces  whenever 
they  enter  our  county ; consequently  false  representations  of  the  thought, 
feeling,  and  action  of  loyal  men  and  women  subject  them  and  their 
property  to  violence  and  outrage. 

It  is  true  all  this  savage  mode  of  warfare  is  in  direct  violation  of  the 
express  rules,  orders,  &c.,  of  that  military  department,  and  certainly 
does  not  receive  your  approbation,  yet  the  question  forces  itself  for  con- 
sideration, why  in  that  small  portion  of  Missouri  where  civil  law  is  sus- 
pended, no  rebel  force  in  arms,  the  people  quiet,  peaceful,  and  submissive 
to  the  United  States  power,  such  gross  wrong,  injustice,  and  outrage 
are  tolerated  ? 

I know  and  fully  appreciate  the  many  aud  great  difficulties  you  have 
to  contend  with  in  order  to  crush  this  great  unnatural  rebellion,  and  at 
the  same  time  satisfy  the  wants  of  men  of  all  sections,  parties,  and  lac- 
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tions $ hence  I ask  no  intervention  on  your  part  in  behalf  of  my  county 
which  may  seem  inconsistent  with  the  general  ultimate  good  of  our 
common  country.

The  Seventh  Regiment  of  Kansas  Cavalry  passed  through  this  place 
yesterday  and  to-day  on  their  way  to  Corinth,  and  ever  since  their  first 
appearance  I have  been  appealed  to  to  take  from  them  horses  they  have 
stolen  from  the  citizens  along  the  route  they  have  traveled  from  Jack- 
son.  I have  recovered  some  of  them  and  handed  them  over  to  the 
owners,  but  some  have  eluded  me  and  have  gone  on  to  Corinth. 

The  conduct  of  this  command  since  it  came  in  this  vicinity  has 
been  such  that  it  makes  oue  feel  ashamed  of  the  volunteer  service  ot 
the  U.  S.  Army.  Complaints  come  to  me  of  their  having  robbed  the 
farmers  of  all  their  stock  and  in  some  cases  of  their  watches  and  money. 
I have  arrested  a corporal  of  Company  F of  that  regiment  who  went 
into  a farmer’s  house  and  broke  open  his  trunks  and  stole  from  them  a 
watch  and  some  money,  and  will  send  him  to  you  as  soon  as  I get  the 
testimony  in  his  case. 

They  have  in  some  instances  attempted  to  force  the  women  to  co- 
habit with  them  when  found  at  home  alone. 

Then*  conduct  in  this  vicinity  has  been  disgraceful  to  the  Army  of 
the  United  States. 

Major  Herrick,  commanding  the  regiment,  has  done  all  in  his  power 
to  restore  to  the  owners  such  property  as  his  men  have  taken,  as  have 
also  some  others  of  the  officers.

In  obedience  to  my  instructions  Colonel  Leggett,  commanding  the 
third  subdivision  of  my  district,  has  exercised  his  usual  vigilance  in 
the  discharge  of  duty.  He  reports  that  one  of  his  most  reliable  scouts, 
who  returned  on  the  10th  instant,  rode  with  60  of  Jackson’s  cavalry  one 
whole  day,  and  that  he  visited  several  of  the  enemy’s  camps,  the  rela- 
tions of  which  to  Grand  Junction,  as  also  the  force  occupying  them,  are 
illustrated  by  the  accompanying  diagram.* 

The  scout  also  learned  that  the  rebel  cavalry  were  under  orders  to 
make  continual  forays  in  the  direction  of  the  Memphis  and  Charleston 
Railroad  for  the  purpose  of  harassing  us,  interrupting  our  communica- 
tions, and  seizing  our  supplies.  I would  add  that  the  rebel  cavalry 
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frequently  visit  Davis’  Mill,  south,  Spring  Hill,  southeast,  and  Sauls- 
bury,  east  of  Grand  Junction.  For  the  space  of  30  miles  east  of  the 
Junction  the  line  of  the  road  is  unoccupied  by  us.  These  points  are 
within  another  district  and  beyond  my  military  jurisdiction,  as  limited 
and  defined  by  Major-General  Halleck ; besides- 1 have  not  the  force 
adequate  to  protect  them  in  addition  to  the  different  points  now  guarded 
by  me. 

In  order  to  prevent  the  enemy  from  crossing  the  railroad  and  dis- 
turbing the  flanks  and  rear  of  my  position  at  the  Junction  frequent  re- 
connaissances should  be  made  over  the  country  indicated  by  the* red 
dotted  line  appearing  on  the  diagram.  The  addition  of  another  regi- 
ment of  infantry  or  two  or  three  more  companies  of  cavalry  would  en- 
able Colonel  Leggett  to  do  this.  Cannot  you  place  one  or  both  of  these 
at  my  disposal  for  that  purpose  ? There  can  be  but  little  of  anything 
for  either  the  infantry  or  cavalry  now  at  Humboldt  to  do.  The  force 
now  under  my  command  is  disposed  along  the  roads  from  the  Junction 
to  Humboldt  and  from  here  to  Bethel,  a regiment  of  infantry  and  most 
of  my  cavalry  being  at  present  at  Brownsville.

Captain  : I have  not  much  of  interest  to  report  to-day.  Inclosed 
please  find  a rough  and  hasty  sketch  of  the  country  immediately  around 
me.  I have  ridden  all  over  the  country  for  some  10  miles  about  me  on 
the  east  and  south.  I sent  out  a very  reliable  scout  belonging  to  my 
command,  who  returned  this  evening  after  an  absence  of  four  days.  He 
rode  with  60  of  Jackson’s  cavalry  one  whole  day;  was  in  their  cavalry 
camp  at  Salem,  18  miles  from  here ; also  cavalry  camp  6 miles  west  of 
Salem,  14  miles  from  here,  and  into  their  infantry  camp  4 miles  south- 
east of  Salem.  The  numbers  at  each  camp  I have  marked  on  the  map. 
Be  would  have  gone  to  Tallahatchie,  but  he  could  not  in  the  time  I had 
allotted  him,  for  I more  particularly  desired  to  understand  what  was 
going  on  in  my  immediate  front.  As  near  as  he  could  gather  from 
camp  talk  there  is  no  design  to  attack  with  infantry  or  artillery  very 
soon,  but  the  cavalry  are  ordered  to  annoy  us  and  to  make  a dash  at  the 
railroads  and  our  provision  and  forage  trains  whenever  they  can  do  so. 
From  the  map  you  will  see  that  I am  considerably  exposed  upon  my 
left.  The  rebels  come  almost  every  day  to  Davis’  Mill,  south  (6  mile's 
|rom  here),  and  to  Spring  Hill,  southeast,  and  Saulsburv,  east.  We 
have  no  troops  for  oyer  30  miles  from  here  in  an  easterly  direction. 

What  I most  fear  is  that  their  cavalry  will  work  north  of  us  by  way 
of  Saulsbury  and  destroy  the  railroad  this  side  of  Middleburg,  viz,  the 
trestle-works  10  miles  north  of  here.  I keep  a squad  of  men  there,  but 
with  so  much  front  to  protect  my  force  is  not  fully  adequate.  I should 
have  either  two  full  companies- of  cavalry  or  a regiment  of  infantry  in 
addition  to  my  present  force.  As  it  is,  it  takes  all  my  cavalry  for  pickets 
and  forage  duty,  leaving  none  to  protect  the  line  of  railroad.  To  prop- 
erly guard  the  line  of  railroad  and  protect  myself  from  any  surprise  the 
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section  of  country  represented  within  the  red  dotted  line  should  be  re- 
connoitered  every  day. 

I will,  however,  do  the  best  I possibly  can  with  what  I have  and  keep 
you  notified  of  what  is  going  on  here. 

A telegraph  office  is  a necessity  here,  but  we  have  none.

Colonel  McDowell,  commanding  the  Second  Brigade,  will  march  with 
the  effective  strength  of  his  command  early  to  morrow  morning  to  Ris- 
ing Sun,  Tenn.  He  will  take  post  at  the  point  where  the  attack  was 
made  by  rebel  cavalry,  supposed  to  be  under  the  command  of  Colonel 
Jackson,  of  the  so-called  Confederate  Army,  on  the  division  train  about 
July  1.  He  will  there  levy  on  the  planters  in  the  vicinity  for  a sufficient 
number  of  horses,  mules,  wagons,  &c.,  to  entirely  cover  the  losses  sus- 
tained by  the  United  States  Government  in  the  above-mentioned  attack. 

An  agent  of  the  quartermaster’s  department  will  accompany  Colonel 
McDowell,  and  will  receive  the  property  and  give  receipts,  stating  that 
it  was  taken  to  compensate  the  United  States  for  losses  sustained  from 
the  attacks  of  guerrillas,  and  in  pursuance  of  General  Orders,  No.  60, 
July  3,  1862,  of  Major-General  Grant. 

Colonel  Mungen,  of  the  Fifty-seventh  Ohio,  will  send  an  officer  to 
accompany  the  expedition,  who  will  point  out  the  road  and  the  position 
of  the  trains  when  the  attack  was  made.

Pursuant  to  orders  received  from  general  headquarters,  Corinth,  all 
the  troops  at  or  near  Grand  Junction  belonging  to  General  McCler- 
nand’s  division  will  move  by  rail  and  by  land  to  Bolivar,  where  they  will 
receive  full  instructions  from  headquarters. 

I.  General  Hurlbut  will  march  his  division  by  the  State  Line  road  j 
through  Moscow  and  camp  on  the  west  side  of  the  bridge  aud  north  side 
of  the  road,  convenient  for  water,  leaving  the  road  clear.  He  will  be 
careful  that  nothing  is  left  behind  in  the  way  of  provisions,  tents,  or  I 
stores  of  anjT  kind.  Before  moving  he  will  assure  himself  that  Colonel ; 
Leggett  has  the  means  to  transport  by  cars  to  Bolivar  the  public  stores 
now  at  the  Junction,  and  such  sick  and  feeble  men  as  cannot  march.  To 
this  end  the  train  of  cars  to  arrive  this  p.  m.  should  at  once  be  put  to 
work  transporting  stores  and  sick  ba^k  to  Bolivar. 

II.  After  General  Hurlbut’s  division  reaches  Moscow  the  Fifth  Di- 
vision will  march,  followed  by  General  Hurlbut’s  division,  with  a suita- 
ble interval  of  time  and  space.  An  order  for  the  march  will  be  given 
by  published  orders  or  transmitted  through  aides-de-camp.

Persons  denying  that  they  are  citizens  of  the  United  States  re- 
pudiating the  duties  of  citizens  by  words  or  actions,  are  entitled  to  no 
lights  save  those  which  the  laws  of  war  and  humanity  accord  to  their 
characters.  If  they  claim  to  belong  to  a hostile  Government  thev  have 
!!'!'  "fUts  °J  belhgerents,  and  can  neither  justly  claim  nor  have  anv 
thin,,  more  from  this  army.  If  they  are  found  making  war  without  law- 
!',  organization  or  commission  they  are  enemies  of  mankind,  and  have 
he  rights  due  to  pirates  and  robbers,  which  it  will  be  a duty  to  accord 
them.  It  is  not  our  purpose  to  admit  the  slaves  of  loyal  masters  within 
our  lines,  or  use  them  without  compensation,  or  prevent  their  recoverv 
when  consistent  with  the  interests  of  the  service.  The  slaves  of  our 
enemies  may  come  or  go  whenever  they  please,  provided  they  do  not  k, 
terfere  with  the  rules  and  orders  of  camps  and  discipline.  They  deserve 
more  at  our  hands  than  their  masters.

If,  general, 
you  intend  to  carry  this  order  into  effect,  which  we  of  course  presume  i 
you  will,  the  cause  of  humanity  will  require  that  you  make  some  arrange- 
ment with  us  by  which  the  helpless  women  and  children  who  will  thus  j 
be  turned  out  of  doors  can  be  provided  for ; for  you  must  well  know  by  I 
this  time  that  nine-tenths  of  the  people  of  Memphis  come  under  your  law,  j 
for  there  is  scarcely  a respectable  family  iu  that  city  who  have  not  a 
father,  husband,  or  brother  in  our  army,  or  are  the  widows  and  orphans 
of  those  who  have  fallen  bra  vely  fighting  for  our  cause. 

The  present  terminus  of  the  Mississippi  and  Tennessee  Railroad  is  at 
Coklwater  Station,  which  is  34  miles  from  MeVnphis,  and  our  regular  I 
lines  are  on  the  stream  of  the  same  name,  near  the  station.  We  do  not; 
know  where  your  regular  lines  are,  and  therefore  ask  that  you  will 
please  define  some  point  in  a southerly  direction  from  Memphis  to  which 
the  fathers,  husbands,  brothers,  sons,  or  friends  of  the  exiles  can  go  in 
safety  to  meet  them,  or  that  you  will  extend  the  time  for  leaving,  as  it 
is  not  possible  that  the  number  covered  by  your  order  can  get  traus-|| 
portation  to  Coldwater  within  the  time  granted,  and  I would  not  for  an 
instant  suppose  that  you  propose  that  the  little  feet  that  will  thus  be| 
driven  from  their  homes  and  birth-spots  should  plod  the  weary  distance 
of  30  miles. 

At  the  same  time,  general,  that  I make  this  appeal  to  you  1 feel  it 
my  duty  to  remark  that  you  must  not  for  a moment  suppose  that  the 
thousands  who  will  be  utterly  unable  to  leave  and  the  many  who  will  i 
thus  be  forced  to  take  the  hateful  oath  of  allegiance  to  a despised  gov- 
ernment are  to  be  thus  converted  into  loyal  citizens  of  the  United  Stated  i 
or  weaned  from  their  affections  for  our  glorious  young  confederacy $ and 
while  to  ‘ 1 threaten”  were  unsoldieriy,  yet  to  “warn”  is  kindness,  and 
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therefore,  general,  I would  tell  you  to  beware  of  the  curses  and  oaths 
of  vengeance  which  the  50,000  brave  Tennesseeans  who  are  still  in 
our  army  will  register  in  heaven  against  the  persecutor  of  helpless  old 
men,  worneu,  and  children,  and  the  general  who  cannot  guard  his  own 

lines. 

The  bearer  of  the  flag  and  of  this  letter,  Oapt.  Edward  E.  Porter 
C-.  S.  Army,  is  authorized  to  agree  with  you  upon  the  points  asked  in  the 
foregoing.

General  Halleck,  Corinth: 

I cannot  express  my  heartfelt  pain  at  hearing  of  your  orders  and  in- 
tended departure.  You  took  command  in  the  Valley  of  the  Mississippi 
at  a period  of  deep  gloom,  when  I felt  that  our  poor  country  was  doomed 
to  a Mexican  anarchy,  but  at  once  arose  order,  system,  firmness,  and 
success  in  which  there  has  not  been  a pause. 

I thank  you  for  the  kind  expression  to  me,  but  all  I have  done  has 
been  based  on  the  absolute  confidence  I had  conceived  for  your  knowl- 
edge of  national  law  and  your  comprehensive  knowledge  of  things 
gathered,  God  only  knows  how. 

That  success  will  attend  you  wherever  you  go  I feel  no  doubt,  for 
you  must  know  more  about  the  East  than  you  did  about  the  West  when 
you  arrived  at  Saint  Louis  a stranger.  And  there  you  will  find  armies 
organized  and  pretty  well  commanded,  instead  of  the  scattered  forces 
you  then  had.  I attach  more  importance  to  the  West  than  the  East. 
The  one  has  a magnificent  future,  but  enveloped  in  doubt.  The  other 
is  comparatively  an  old  country.  The  man  who  at  the  end  of  this  war 
holds  the  military  control  of  the  Valley  of  the  Mississippi  will  be  the 
man.  You  should  not  be  removed.  I fear  the  consequences. 

Personally  you  will  rule  wherever  you  go,  but  I did  hope  you  would 
finish  up  what  you  had  begun,  and  where  your  success  has  attracted 
the  world’s  notice. 

Instead  of  that  calm,  sure,  steady  progress  which  has  dismayed  our 
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enemy,  I now  fear  alarms,  hesitations,  and  doubt.  You  cannot  be  re 
placed  out  here,  and  it  is  too  great  a risk  to  trust  a new  man  from  the 
East.  We  are  all  the  losers 5 you  may  gain,  but  I believe  you  would  pre- 
fer to  finish  what  you  have  so  well  begun.

The  major-general  commanding  the  department  in  giving  up  the  im- 
mediate command  of  the  troops  now  in  the  field  and  heretofore  consti- 
tuting the  Armies  of  the  Ohio,  Tennessee,  Mississippi,  and  Southwest 
desires  to  express  to  them  his  appreciation  of  the  endurance,  bravery, 
and  soldierly  conduct  which  they  have  exhibited  on  all  occasions  during 
the  present  campaign.  As  separate  corps  [they]  won  the  memorable  vic- 
tories of  Milford,  Mill  Springs,  Pea  Ridge,  Fort  Donelson,  New  Madrid, 
and  Island  No.  10,  and  when  partially  united  they  defeated  the  enemy  in 
the  bloody  battle  of  Pittsburg.and  drove  him  from  his  intrenchments  at 
Corinth.  In  the  latter  of  these  operations,  and  in  the  labor  of  repairing 
railroads  which  the  enemy  had  destroyed,  the  commanding  general  bears 
personal  testimony  of  the  good  conduct  of  the  troops,  and  of  the  cheer- 
fulness and  alacrity  with  which  they  endured  the  fatigues  and  hard- 
ships necessary  to  secure  the  great  objects  of  the  campaign.

I.  The  division  will  march  to-morrow  at  early  daylight  on  the  State 
Line  road  westward  in  the  following  order:  Denver’s  brigade,  Mc- 
Dowell’s brigade,  Smith’s  brigade.  The  head  of  the  column  will  halt 
beyond  La  Fayette  at  a distance  to  bring  the  rear  of  the  column  oppo- 
site the  depot,  and  will  rest  until  afternoon  to  enable  McDowell’s  bri- 
gade, now  at  La  Fayette,  to  fall  into  its  appropriate  place.  The  column 
will  hold  itself  prepared  to  march  the  same  evening  to  some  point  5 or 
6 miles  beyond  La  Fayette  for  camp. 

II.  The  second  day’s  march  will  be  in  the  order  of  McDowell’s  brigade,  I 
Smith’s  brigade,  Denver’s  brigade.  The  third  day’s  march,  and  until 
we  reach  our  camp,  back  of  Memphis : Smith’s  brigade,  Denver’s  bri- 
gade, McDowell’s  brigade. 

III.  More  attention  must  be  given  to  keeping  the  artillery  and  trains 
closed  up  on  the  infantry  masses.  In  no  casexduring  a march  should 
teamsters  attempt  to  water  their  teams  unless  a general  halt  for  noon  or 
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night  be  made.  Should  a wagon  become  disabled  it  must  at  once  be 
moved  out  of  the  road  and  the  trains  pass  on.  The  disabled  wagon, 
with  its  guard  after  repairing  damages,  will  fall  in  and  recover  its  place 
at  the  next  noon  or  night  halt.  Brigade  and  regimental  quartermasters 
must  be  with  their  trains  all  the  time,  and  will  see  that  the  wagon  guards 
keep  near  their  respective  wagons  and  carry  their  arms  and  accouter- 
ments. 

IY . The  division  train  and  the  ammunition  train  must  follow  the  train 
of  the  first  or  leading  brigade.  The  rear  brigade  will  send  its  train 
in  advance  of  the  infantry.  The  leading  brigade  will  always  keep  out 
an  advance  guard  of  two  companies,  with  skirmishers  in  front  and  on 
the  flanks  when  there  is  an  appearance  of  danger ; also  a company  with 
axes  and  spades  to  repair  bridges  when  necessary.  The  rear  brigade 
keeps  out  a rear  guard  to  pick  up  stragglers.  The  cavalry  will  send 
the  wagon  train  in  advance  of  the  last  infantry  brigade,  but  will  serve 
as  a rear  guard  during  the  march.  The  artillery  will  be  assigned  to 
brigades  by  the  chief  of  artillery  for  the  purpose  of  the  march,  but  any 
battery  may  at  any  moment  be  called  out  of  its  place  for  special  service. 

Y . Officers  and  men  must  not  leave  their  ranks  on  a march  or  at  a 
halt  without  the  permission  of  their  colonels,  and  then  only  for  a neces- 
sary purpose.  The  march  will  be  steady  and  no  long  stretches.  It  is 
far  easier  for  the  soldier  to  keep  his  place  than  to  follow  the  winding 
and  rough  paths  by  the  wayside  or  in  the  adjoining  fields;  besides, 
each  regiment  must  at  all  times  be  ready  for  action.  Servants  and  un- 
armed men  must  follow  in  the  rear  of  each  regiment,  and  the  time  to 
fill  canteens  is  the  night  before  the  march.  Should  the  davs  be  hot  it 
is  better  to  wait  for  the  first  halt  before  making  coffee.  " Each  man 
should  have  at  all  times  in  his  haversack  bread  and  meat  enough  for 
two  days. 

With  these  rules  and  care  on  the  part  of  officers  having  charge  of 
wagon  trains  there  is  no  difficulty  in  making  the  day’s  march  in  six  or 
seven  hours,  divided  between  the  cool  of  the  morning  and  evening.

I have  just  telegraphed  Thomas,  inquiring  if  there  are  not  points 
south  of  the  road  where  our  troops  massed  could  cover  the  front,  pre- 
serve discipline,  and  damage  the  rebel  bands  who  come  up  on  adven- 
tures and  mischief.  I am  fully  satisfied  that,  with  a strong  nucleus  at 
Tupelo,  waiting  attack  or  opportunity  for  mischief,  they  have  sent  con- 
siderable to  Yicksburg,  with  an  intermediate  point  above  Grenada,  and 
detached  a strong  column  toward  Mobile  and  Richmond,  while  another 
under  Price  has  gone  toward  Chattanooga  or  Rome.  They  cover  their 
iront  by  cavalry  and  guerrillas.  They  have  a desert  country  of  dry 
ravines  and  rough  ridges  on  their  front  below  us,  and  can  move  much 
better  toward  Fulton  or  westward  by  their  front.

Our  cavalry  is  diminishing  in  numbers  by  contests  with  the  superior 
rebel  numbers  on  a front  of  60  miles  in  extent.  It  is  vitally  important 
that  they  be  mounted  and  armed  well.  The  latter,  if  promptly  done, 
will  give  temporary  relief.  Twelve  hundred  and  fifty  Colt’s  army  re- 
volvers and  1,100  carbines  or  revolving  rifles  are  required  for  the  cav- 
alry division.  For  the  country’s  sake,  provide  for  this  without  delay. 
The  cost  and  risk  to  which  the  Government  is  daily  subjected  for  want 
of  these  arms  are  such  that  impossibility  or  imbecility  alone  could  refuse 
or  delay  the  supply.

It  is  manifest  that  a great  many  horses,  mules,  and  other  private  prop- 
erty are  now  in  our  camps  which  have  been  taken  in  the  country  with- 
out warrant  or  authority.  All  such  property  will  at  once  be  turned  in  to 
the  division  quartermaster,  and  every  regimental  quartermaster,  com- 
mander of  a battery,  or  other  officer  will  cause  an  actual  count  of  horses 
and  animals  in  their  possession  and  will  make  a,  written  certificate  that 
at  this  date  they  have  on  hand  that  particular  number,  for  which  they  will 
account.  The  count  will  be  verified  by  the  division  quartermaster. 

All  parties  who  are  mounted  who  are  not  by  law  designated  and  con- 
sidered as  mounted  officers  or  soldiers  will  have  their  horses  and  mules 
taken  away,  and  those  animals  treated  as  public  animals.  Colonels  of 
regiments  will  see  to  the  execution  of  this  order,  and  see  that  the  ani- 
mals are  at  once  delivered  over  to  the  regimental  quartermaster  and  by 
him  to  the  division  quartermaster,  who  will  report  as  soon  as  xrossible  I 
the  number  of  animals  he  has  on  hand  now,  and  how  many  are  turned  [ 
over  to  him  by  the  several  regiments  and  companies. 

Every  colonel  of  a regiment  or  commander  of  battery  and  chief  of  ; 
cavalry  will  to-morrow  cause  a thorough  examination  and  will  report  i!: 
the  number  of  negroes  in  their  camps,  and  give  the  names  of  such  as  } 
came  from  their  respective  States  as  servants.  All  other  negroes  must 
be  registered  and  put  to  work  on  the  fortifications  as  soon  as  we  reach 
Memphis. 

The  provost  marshal  in  Memphis  will  be  instructed  to  put  to  work  in  the  j 
trenches  all  soldiers  who  come  to  Memphis  without  leave  of  the  com- 
manding general. 

As  soon  as  our  camp  is  established  as  large  an  amount  of  liberty  will 
be  given  to  all  good  soldiers  as  is  consistent  with  their  duty,  and  ample 
opportunity  afforded  them  to  see  the  city  with  all  “.its  sights.” 

The  commanding  general,  with  the  engineer  officers  and  part  of  his  i 
stall',  will  pr  oceed  before  daybreak  to  morrow  morning  into  Memphis  to 
examine  the  condition  of  things  there,  to  see  the  ground  and  to  select 
camps.  Orders  will  be  sent  back  for  the  troops  to  march  into  Memphis 
as  soon  as  camping  ground  is  selected. 

Both  General  Hurlbut’s  division  and  my  own  will  remain  at  or  near  j 
this  camp,  at  White’s  Station,  until  such  orders  are  received,  and  no 
officer,  soldier,  or  citizen  connected  with  this  marching  column  will  go 
to  Memphis  until  the  two  divisions  are  moved  in.

Two  dispatches  from  General  Davis,  of  the  Fourth  Division,  at  Ja- 
cinto, give  contradictory  reports.  The  former  that  the  enemy  were  mov- 
ing from  Jacinto  to  Saltillo,  the  other  that  they  were  concentrating  at 
Big  Springs  Factory,  15  miles  southeast  of  Jacinto,  and  25  miles  south 
from  Iuka ; that  they  imagine  we  are  reduced  in  numbers  and  intend 
to  attack  Jacinto  and  Corinth.  They  say  our  guards  about  Corinth  are 
badly  posted  and  their  spies  go  where  they  please. 

While  I do  not  credit  the  report  of  their  intended  attack  on  Jacinto 
I have  given  Davis  orders  to  be  prepared  to  fight  or  fall  back,  sending 
his  baggage  before  him,  on  this  position. 

1 have  also  given  Morgan  notice  of  the  report.  His  division  will  be 
in  Burnsville  to  morrow  and  at  Iuka  next  day  and  evening.  I venture 
to  suggest  Davis’  division  requires  caution  as  to  its  guard  duty.

Major-General  Halleok,  Commander -in- Chiefs  Washington: 

General:  There  is  little  doubt  but  that  so  soon  as  forage  for  horses 
can  be  got  from  the  corn-crops  of  the  rebels  we  shall  have  a host  of  con- 
script cavalry  and  mounted  infantry  to  deal  with.  Now  is  the  time  to 
strain  every  nerve  to  meet  this  contingency  effectually. 

1st.  What  we  need  is  that  all  the  cavalry  should  be  promptly  and  thor- 
oughly armed.  There  is  no  excuse  for  their  being  in  the  field  without 
good  arms.  I have  had  offers  from  private  arm  manufacturers  to  supply 
in  four  weeks  all  we  need  in  this  army.  The  utter  fatuity  of  not  arming 
them  suitably  for  service  may  be  inferred  from  the  fact  that  the  cost  of 
maintaining  a regiment  of  cavalry  in  idleness  one  month  would  arm 
them  with  revolving  rifles. 

2d.  The  regiments  should  be  filled ; to  which  end,  all  means,  official  and 
unofficial,  should  be  used  to  induce  the  Governors  of  States  to  fill  them 
up.  The  cavalry  are  the  eyes  of  the  army.  Nay,  more ; I do  not  hesi-  1 
tate  to  say  that  the  time  will  soon  be  here  when  a thousand  cavalry  will 
do  more  damage  to  the  rebels  by  seizing  and  destroying  their  means  of 
subsistence  than  a brigade  of  infantry. 

Having  a position  on  the  front,  and,  for  the  first  time  in  this  war, 
given  development  to  the  working  powers  of  this  arm,  I take  the  liberty 
of  urgiug  the  necessity  of  the  steps  1 have  indicated,  hoping  you  will 
be  able  to  bring  about  the  desired  ends  in  time  to  meet  the  emergencies 
to  which  I have  alluded.

In  consequence  of  the  total  absence  of  water  fit  for  man  or  beast  at 
any  point  near  Memphis,  save  in  wells,  which  are  barely  adequate  to 
supply  the  inhabitants,  the  two  divisions  under  my  command  will  be 
forced  to  camp  in  compact  order  in  and  around  Fort  Pickering,  on  the 
river  bank,  2 miles  south  of  Memphis. 

The  Fifth  Division  will  march  in  the  order  prescribed  early  to-morrow 
into  Memphis.  On  reaching  the  outer  pickets,  about  2 miles  out,  the 
wagon  trains  will  be  ordered  to  halt  and  clear  the  road,  and  each  brig- 
adier will  march  his  brigade  in  good  order  straight  to  the  west  to  Main 
street,  one  square  east  of  the  levee,  then  turn  south  down  Main  street  to 
Fort  Pickering.  General  Smith’s  brigade  will  not  enter  the  fort,  but 
camp  some  300  yards  to  its  front  or  east. 

General  Denver’s  and  Colonel  McDowell’s  brigades  will  enter  the  fort, 
the  former  taking  the  south  half  and  latter  the  north  half  of  the  ground 
inside  the  lines  of  unfinished  trenches. 

All  the  brigadiers  after  selecting  the  ground  for  their  regiments  will 
send  an  officer  of  each  regiment  back  to  conduct  their  train  of  wagons 
to  camp.  General  Hurlbut  will  also  pass  the  column  of  halted  wagons 
and  leave  his  in  like  manner  behind,  to  be  sent  for  after  the  selection  of 
camp,  and  will  pursue  the  same  line  of  march,  viz,  down  Poplar  street 
to  Mam,  down  Main  to  the  fort  and  camp  of  Colonel  Woods’  brigade  to 
| the  right,  and  choose  camp  in  the  woods  next  below  Colonel  Woods’ 
brigade,  near  the  river. 

The  brigade  and  regimental  quartermasters  must  remain  with  their 
trains,  and  when  the  infantry  has  passed  them  will,  without  further  or- 
ders, follow  the  column  until  met  by  an  officer  of  their  respective  colonels 
to  conduct  them  to  camp. 

There  is  no  use  attempting  to  get  water  until  the  river  is  reached  at 
Fort  Pickering,  where  of  course  it  is  abundant  in  the  Mississippi.  Every 
effort  should  be  made  to  make  the  march  in  the  cool  of  the  morning  as 
far  as  possible. 

Cavalry  will  remain  and  escort  the  wagon  train  into  camp  and  then 
choose  their  own.

I have  but  one  report  from  my  calvary  parties  sent  out ; that  is  a 
umor  from  Big  Obion,  ft  is  said  we  have  had  a small  light  25  miles 
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down  the  Obion.  Lieutenant-Colonel  Hogg,  with  five  companies,  is  in 
that  vicinity.  At  Key  Corners  they  are  in  force,  but  by  to-night  will 
have  left  or  been  attacked. 

My  fears  now  are  from  the  Tennessee  River.  A large  band  is  form- 
ing there,  I expect,  to  clear  them  out  west  in  time  to  mass  my  cavalry 
and  meet  that  band  before  they  get  very  near  to  me.  I am  very  much 
ojiposed  to  weakening  my  cavalry  force  now,  if  it  can  be  avoided.  We 
have  all  the  important  bridges  to  hold,  with  no  surplus  force  at  any 
place,  while  south  of  me  they  have  divisions  and  brigades  at  points  on 
the  road.

On  this  last-mentioned  road  I encamped  the  Seventh 
Kansas  about  1 mile  south  of  Jacinto. 

General  Davis  has  all  of  these  roads  so  well  picketed  that  it  was  not 
deemed  necessary  to  establish  cavalry  pickets  in  the  advance,  and  the 
only  work  required  of  the  Seventh  Kansas  would  be  to  send  out  a scout- 
ing party  every  day,  so  as  to  give  warning  of  any  advance  of  the  enemy 
in  force.  I think  that  General  Davis  is  abundantly  able  to  hold  his 
position  against  any  force  that  the  enemy  can  bring  on  a general  battle 
at  that  point ; in  case  of  an  attack  he  has  plenty  of  roads  on  which  to 
retreat  in  case  of  necessity. 

I respectfully  offer  these  remarks  as  the  impressions  I received  from 
my  observations  yesterday,  and  ask  your  advice  as  to  the  policy  of  mov- 
ing the  regiment  nearer  to  me,  where  it  would  be  more  in  hand.

All  houses  inside  the  new  fort  must  be  forthwith  vacated  by  families 
or  persons  not  constituting  a part  of  its  garrison.  Under  no  pretext 
must  any  woman  or  family  be  allowed  to  sojourn  inside  the  fort,  which 
must  be  strictly  military,  all  non-combatants  excluded. 

A military  board,  to  be  composed  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Loudon,  Sev- 
entieth Ohio ; Major  Fearing,  Seventy-seventh  Ohio,  and  Major  Fisher, 
of  the  Fifty-fonrtu  Ohio,  will  assemble  immediately  in  the  fort  and  will 
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examine  each  house  and  premises,  make  a minute  of  the  owner  tenant 
and  general  character  of  building,  such  as  dwelling,  shop,  shanty  &c.’ 
and  atfix  a value  to  the  house,  fences,  and  immovable  improvements! 
The  board  will  give  each  owner  or  tenant  a certificate  of  the  value  of 
such  improvements,  and  the  fact  that  he  or  she  has  been  forcibly  dis- 
possessed. The  chief  quartermaster  in  Memphis  on  the  presentation  of 
such  certificate  will  cause  the  party  to  be  put  in  possession  of  some  va- 
cant house  in  Memphis  of  about  equal  value.  The  board  will  make  a 
tull  report  of  their  action  to  remain  as  evidence  for  the  final  settlement 
when  made. 

The  chief  quartermaster  at  Memphis  will  forthwith,  by  himself  or 
agent,  a commissioned  officer,  if  possible,  otherwise  by  some  competent 
person  appointed  from  civil  life  to  be  paid  out  of  rents  to  be  collected, 
take  possession  of  all  vacant  storehouses,  warehouses,  and  buildings' 
aud  will  rent  them  out  if  possible  to  reliable  and  loyal  tenants  at 
iair  moderate  rents,  payable  monthly  in  advance,  keeping  an  .accurate 
account  with  each  piece  of  property  so  taken.  When  the  buildings  are 
used  by  any  department  of  the  army  the  rent  will  be  estimated  and 
charged  but  not  collected ; but  no  building  must  be  occupied  by  any 
military  p^*son  or  department  without  the  approval  of  the  commanding 
general.  The  buildings  inside  of  the  intrenchments  will  be  excepted 
tiom  the  above  rule,  and  be  subject  to  the  use  and  control  of  the  briga- 
dier on  whose  camping  ground  they  happen  to  be. 

Great  care  must  be  taken  from  the  beginning  in  keeping  accounts  of 
rents,  <xc.,  and  special  instructions  will  be  given  on  this  noint

While  negroes  are  employed  on  public  works,  fortifications,  driving 
teams,  and  such  public  work,  they  will  be  subsisted  by  the  officer  in 
charge  by  a provision  return,  specifying  number  and  how  emploved, 
which  return  must  be  approved  at  headquarters.  As  the  negro  receives 
no  specific  wages  the  commissary  may  issue  to  the  negroes  at  the  rate 
ot  one  pound  of  chewing-tobacco  per  month,  the  bills  of  purchase  for 
winch  are  to  be  sent  to  the  chief  engineer  of  the  district  for  payment. 

The  engineer  in  charge  of  the  fort  will  purchase  necessary  clothing, 
such  as  shoes  and  pants,  for  the  negroes,  and  issue  to  them,  keeping  an 
accurate  account  of  the  issues  that  the  value  of  the  clothing  may  be 
charged  to  the  proper  party  on  the  final  settlement  of  accounts.  The 
Dills  ot  purchase  will  be  sent  to  the  chief  engineer  of  the  district  for 
payment.

Maj.  Gen.  H.  W.  Haleeck,  Washington , J).  C.: 

Since  yon  have  left  here  the  greatest  vigilance  has  been  kept  up  by 
our  cavalry  to  the  front,  but  nothing  absolutely  certain  of  the  move- 
ments of  the  enemy  has  been  learned.  It  is  certain,  however,  that  a 
movement  has  taken  place  from  Tupelo,  in  what  direction  or  for  what 
purpose  is  not  so  certain.  Deserters  and  escaped  prisoners  concur  in 
this  statement,  but  all  concurring  so  nearly  I doubt  whether  they  have 
not  been  misled  with  the  view  of  having  information  reach  us.  It  would 
seem  from  these  statements  that  a large  force  moved  on  the  7th  of  this 
month  toward  Chattanooga;  that  Price  was  at  Tupelo  on  the  17th,  and 
made  a speech  to  his  command,  promising  to  take  them  back  to  Missouri 
through  Kentucky  ; that  his  ordnance  and  provision  train  had  moved 
westward  with  17  days’  rations,  and  he  has  likely  followed  ere  this. 

I do  not  regard  this  information  of  special  value,  except  as  giving  an 
idea  of  points  to  watch  and  see  if  these  statements  are  verified. 

The  changes  directed  by  you  before  leaving  here  have  all  been  made. 
Morgan’s  division  has  relieved  Thomas.  Sherman  and  Hurlbut  have 
reached  Memphis,  and  the  entire  Charleston  and  Memphis  road  is  aban- 
doned by  us  west  of  here,  except  at  Chewalla,  and  a force  yet  retained 
at  Grand  Junction.  Should  anything  occur  within  this  district  of  a 
startling  or  important  nature  I will  inform  you  by  telegraph.

Physicians  in  Memphis , Signers  to  a Petition : 

Gentlemen  : I have  this  moment  received  your  communication,  and 
assure  you  that  it  grieves  my  heart  thus  to  be  the  instrument  of  adding 
to  the  seeming  cruelty  and  hardship  of  this  unnatural  war. 

On  my  arrival  here  I found  my  predecessor  (General  Hovey)  had 
issued  an  order  permitting  the  departure  South  of  all  persons  subject 
to  the  conscript  law  of  the  Southern  Confederacy.  Many  applications 
have  been  made  to  me  to  modify  this  order,  but  I regarded  it  as  a con- 
dition-precedent by  which  1 was  bound  in  honor,  and  therefore  I have 
made  no  changes  or  modifications,  nor  shall  I determine  what  action  I 
shall  adopt  in  relation  to  persons  unfriendly  to  our  cause  who  remain 
after  the  time  limited  by  General  Hovey’s  order  has  expired.  It  is  now 
sunset,  and  all  who  have  not  availed  themselves  of  General  Hovey’s 
authority  and  who  remain  in  Memphis  are  supposed  to  be  loyal  and 
true  men. 

I will  only  say  that  I cannot  allow  the  personal  convenience  of  even 
a large  class  of  ladies  to  influence  me  in  my  determination  to  make 
Memphis  a safe  place  of  operations  for  an  army,  and  all  people  who 
are  unfriendly  should  forthwith  prepare  to  depart  in  such  direction  as 
I may  hereafter  indicate. 

Surgeons  are  not  liable  to  be  made  prisoners  of  war,  but  they  should 
not  reside  within  the  lines  of  an  army  which  they  regard  as  hostile 
The  situation  would  be  too  delicate.

Y.  Ibe  general  hospital  at  Jackson  will  be  allowed  to  retain  such 
amount  of  black  labor  as  the  surgeon  in  charge  may  decide  as  being

Travel  into  and  out  of  Memphis  by  carriage.,  wagon,  horse,  or  foot 
in  the  usual  course  of  business  will  be  as  free  and  unobstructed  as  is 
consistent  with  a state  of  war.  To  farmers,  planters,  and  business  men 
with  their  families  and  servants,  free  intercourse  will  be  permitted  with- 
out passes  or  any  hinderance,  save  the  right  of  examination  and  even 
search  when  the  officer  of  the  guard  judges  it  proper  and  necessary. 

This  travel  must  be  by  daylight,  and  no  exception  to  the  rule  will  be 
permitted,  save  to  market  and  supply  carts,  which  may  enter  an  hour 
before  day,  provided  they  are  known  to  the  officer  of  the  guard.  Wagons 
leaving  town  with  an  undue  proportion  of  anyone  article  of  commodity 
mil  be  stopped,  and  if  found  engaged  in  illicit  trade  or  deception  the 
road  guard  will  send  it  to  his  brigadier,  who  will  take  the  wagon  and 
contents  and  imprison  the  parties  implicated  if  he  entertain  even  strong 
suspicion.  53 

Travel  is  limited  to  the  following  roads : 

1.  Raleigh  road. 

2.  State  Line  road. 

3.  Pigeon  Roost  and  Byhalia  road.

General  Hurlbut  is  charged  with  guarding  the  froqt,  from  the  river 
around  by  the  south  and  east  to  the  Charleston  and  Memphis  Railroad. 

Brigadier-General  Smith  is  charged  with  the  front,  from  Wolf  River 
to  the  Charleston  and  Memphis  road,  connecting  with  General  Hurlbut 
there,  at  some  point  hereafter  to  be  designated  by  the  general  command- 
ing in  person. 

One  regiment,  to  be  detailed  from  General  Denver’s  and  McUowelPs 
brigades  weekly  and  alternately,  will  be  quartered  in  the  city,  to  act 
under  special  instructions  as  a provost  guard,  General  Denver  making 
the  first  detail  to-day.  . j 

Each  brigade  will  furnish  a daily  guard  of  at  least  200  men,  with  a 
due  proportion  of  officers  and  a brigade  officer  of  the  day.  This  guard, 
under  the  direction  of  their  respective  brigadiers,  will  be  posted  at  some 
strong  position,  to  be  changed  from  time  to  time,  at  least  1 mile  from  i 
their  brigade  fronts  (excepting  the  brigades  in  the  fort).  From  this 
main  guard  will  be  sent  forward  another  mile  picket  guards  to  watch 
roads,  paths,  or  any  manner  of  approach,  with  vedettes  along  such 
avenues  of  approach. 

From  the  main  brigade  guards,  under  the  respective  officer  ot  the 
day,  will  also  be  frequently  sent  out  active  patrols  to  visit  the  advance 
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pickets  and  vedettes,  and  to  scour  the  country  between  the  brigade 
pickets.  Such  patrols  must  always  be  compact  military  bodies,  fur- 
nished with  the  countersign  that  no  accident  may  occur  from  contact 
with  other  guards  and  patrols.  All  guards  and  pickets  will  be  subject 
to  the  inspection,  visit,  and  control  of  a general  officer  of  the  day,  to  be 
detailed  daily  from  headquarters. 

General  Burlbut  will  regulate  his  cavalry  pickets  and  patrols  and 
cause  them  to  be  advanced  well  toward  the  Nonconah. 

The  Fourth  Illinois  Cavalry  is  hereby  attached  for  picket  duty  to 
General  Smith’s  brigade,  who  will  cause  it  to  picket  and  scout  well  the 
country  forward  toward  White’s  Station,  on  the  State  Line  road. 

The  commanding  general  will  use  the  reserve  cavalry  for  scouting  in 
all  directions,  but  this  must  not  be  any  excuse  for  relaxation  on  the  part 
of  the  officers  hereinbefore  named.  Every  officer  in  command  of  a reg- 
iment or  detachment  will  now  see  that  his  men  are  well  provided  with 
clothing,  provisions,  arms,  ammunition,  canteens,  haversacks,  and  every- 
thing which  his  own  experience  has  shown  him  is  necessary  for  the 
efficiency  of  the  soldiers.  Every  sentinel  must  be  fully  armed  and 
equipped,  and  to  this  end  regular  guard  mountings  and  inspections 
must  precede  the  posting  of  all  guards. 

Officers  of  the  day  and  commanders  of  guards  have  a right,  and  should 
not  hesitate  to  use  it,  of  refusing  men  improperly  dressed  or  equipped. 
Their  duties  are  very  important  and  they  should  see  that  their  details 
are  composed  of  good  men,  properly  provided  in  all  respects. 

All  officers  of  this  command  must  now  study  their  books ; ignorance 
of  duty  must  no  longer  be  pleaded.  The  commanding  general  has  the 
power  at  any  time  to  order  a board  to  examine  the  acquirements  and 
capacity  of  any  officer,  and  he  will  not  fail  to  exercise  it.  Should  any 
officer,  high  or  low,  after  the  opportunity  and  experience  we  have  had, 
be  ignorant  of  his  tactics,  regulations,  or  even  of  the  principles  of  the 
Art  of  War  (Mahan  and  Jomini),  it  would  be  a lasting  disgrace.

Thinking  General 
r ik„ “Igh*  as  'arSe  a force  as  possible,  and  there  being  only  five 
regiments  of  Wallace’s  here,  I ordered  Colonel  Slack’s  regiment  also. 
i think  the  good  of  the  service  would  be  advanced  by  keeping  the 
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old  divisions  entire;  Wallace’s  seems  to  be  broken  up  in  a measure,  and 
some  of  McClernand’s  seem  to  be  adrift. 

I hesitated  long  in  sending  Slack’s  regiment,  and  insisted  on  General 
Hovey  furnishing  the  original  of  General  Grant’s  dispatch,  of  which 
I kept  a copy.  All  were  slow  in  moving,  but  got  off  yesterday  morn- 
ing and  are  now  doubtless  at  Helena.  I have  Wallace’s  artillery  and 
cavalry. 

As  soon  as  General  Hovey  drew  in  his  pickets  1 sent  a brigade  (Mor- 
gan L.  Smith’s)  out  on  the  State  Line  road  3 miles,  with  orders  to  es- 
tablish a main  guard  1 mile  farther  out,  and  pickets  and  vedettes  ex- 
tending another  mile,  and  cavalry  to  scout  and  patrol  out  to  White’s 
Station,  9 miles  out. 

I quartered  two  brigades  inside  of  Fort  Pickering,  with  orders  to  push 
the  work  on  which  they  are  now  engaged.  About  750  negroes  and  all 
soldiers  who  are  under  punishment  or  are  arrested  by  the  provost  guard 
will  be  made  to  work  on  the  fortifications. 

General  Hurlbut’s  division  is  encamped  south  of  Fort  Pickering,  right 
on  the  Mississippi,  left  on  the  Hernando  road,  with  orders  to  picket  the 
Pigeon  Boost,  Hernando,  and  Horn  Lake  roads.  In  this  manner  I cover 
all  approaches  and  at  the  same  time  push  the  construction  of  the  fort. 
Captain  Prime,  sent  here  by  General  Halleck,  returned  yesterday  to 
Corinth  and  will  have  reported  to  you  his  opinions  as  to  the  mode  of 
making  Memphis  a secure  depot  of  troops  and  supplies ; he  does  not 
contemplate  a line  of  redoubts,  but  a strong  fort  on  the  site  of  old  Fort 
Pickering,  on  the  southern  edge  of  the  city,  with  a battery  lookiug  back 
upon  the  city. 

On  my  arrival  I was  somewhat  embarrassed  by  an  order  (No.  1)  of 
General  Hovey,  in  regard  to  persons  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and 
forty-five.  I doubted  the  propriety  of  allowing  such  to  go  South,  uu- 
trammeled  by  even  a jjarole,  whereas  they  are  by  the  law  of  the  Con- 
federacy conscript  soldiers  and  have  doubtless  gone  to  the  army.  Such 
should  have  been  made  to  take  a parole  and  then  go  South  or  North. 

All  in  Memphis  who  are  hostile  to  us  should  be  compelled  to  leave, 
for  so  long  as  they  remain  correspondence  will  go  on ; and  in  case  of 
military  movements  they  will  manage  to  convey  the  information  to  their 
friends.  But  if  all  who  are  not  our  friends  are  expelled  from  Memphis 
but  few  will  be  left.  I will  do  nothing  hastily ; only  if  any  persons  mani- 
fest any  active  hostility  I will  deal  with  them  summarily. 

Your  orders  that  when  the  head  of  a family  is  in  the  South  the  fam- 
ily too  must  go  I will  enforce.  And  I have  said  that  when  any  man 
feels  and  entertains  hostility  to  us  and  favor  to  our  enemies  it  is  a 
breach  of  honor  to  remain,  and  shall,  if  necessary,  be  so  regarded. 

I have  issued  an  order  limiting  travel  to  daylight  and  to  the  five 
principal  roads,  on  each  of  which  I will  post  a small  permanent  guard, 
with  nothing  to  do  but  watch  the  travel.  By  giving  special  instruction 
to  these  guards  I am  satisfied  we  can  protect  ourselves  against  spies 
and  illicit  trade  more  perfectly  than  by  the  usual  system  of  provost- 
marshal  passes. 

I have,  pursuant  to  your  order,  ordered  the  quartermaster  to  employ  a 
suitable  agent  to  take  possession  of  all  vacant  buildings,  register  them 
and  rent  them  for  account  of  whom  it  may  concern,  keeping  a true  ac- 
count current  with  each  piece  of  property  and  accounting  for  rents  to 
the  quartermaster.  I have  also  had  all  the  negroes  registered  and  will 
cause  a time-table  to  be  kept  of  their  work,  so  that  this  matter  may  also 
admit  of  final  settlement.  There  are  squads  of  guerrillas  in  the  country, 
but  I cannot  hear  of  any  real  force.  A negro  reports  the  arrival  at 
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Germantown  of  about  100  infantry  and  some  cavalry.  As  soon  as  I get 
things  in  good  shape  I will  begin  to  look  into  these  matters. 

What  about  Fort  Pillow,  its  guns,  &c.  ? Do  you  exj>ect  me  to  remove 
these  and  dismantle  the  fort  ? 

My  adjutant  says  our  tri-monthly  reports  have  been  made  regularly 
and  sent  by  mail.

The  attention  of  the  major-general  commanding  having  been  called 
to  the  fact  of  persons  in  this  district  sympathizing  with  the  rebellion, 
who  have  cotton  for  sale,  refusing  to  receive  the  United  States  Treasury 
notes  in  payment  therefor,  or  anything  other  than  gold  and  silver  which 
is  paid  them  by  speculators  whose  love  of  gain  is  greater  than  their 
love  of  country,  and  the  gold  and  silver  thus  paid  indirectly  affording 
aid  and  comfort  to  the  enemy,  renders  necessary  the  publication  of  the 
following  orders: 

1st.  From  and  after  the  1st  of  August,  1862,  gold  and  silver  will  not 
be  paid  within  this  district  by  speculators  for  the  products  of  the  rebel 
States.  United  States  Treasury  notes  are  a legal  tender  in  all  cases, 
and  when  refused  the  parties  refusing  them  will  be  arrested,  and  such 
of  their  crops  as  are  not  actually  required  for  the  subsistence  of  their 
families,  stock,  &c.,  may  be  seized  and  sold  by  the  nearest  quartermas- 
ter for  the  benefit  of  whom  it  may  concern. 

2d.  Money  so  received  will  be  accounted  for  by  the  officer  receiving 
it  on  his  next  account  current,  and  used  for  the  benefit  of  Government, 
only  to  be  paid  to  the  owners  of  the  crops  sold  on  orders  from  authority 
above  that  of  district  commanders. 

od.  Amy  speculator  paying  out  gold  and  silver  in  violation  of  this 
order  will  be  arrested  and  sent  North,  and  the  property  so  purchased 
seized  and  turned  over  to  the  proper  department  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Government. 

4th.  A strict  enforcement  of  this  order  is  enjoined  upon  all  officers  in 
this  district.

The  Third,  with  the  battery  and 
two  companies  infantry,  goes  to  Blackland,  and  the  cavalry  advance  on 
the  rebel  pickets  toward  Carrollville  and  Ellistown,  while  Ord’s  cav- 
alry goes  via  Kossuth  and  Ruckersville,  on  the  Ripley  and  Pocahontas 
road,  and  attacks  Ripley  from  the  north.  The  whole  Ripley  force  then 
moves  south  and  joins  Sheridan  at  Blackland. 

Nothing  especial  from  Morgan,  except  a terribly  grumbling  letter  at 
the  misbehavior  of  Thomas’  troops  at  Courtland.

I have  just  received  a communication  from  reliable  Union  men  of  Eddyville,  who 
have  fled  to  the  woods,  stating  that  a band  of  some  150  or  200  are  near  Eddyville,  and 
contemplate  an  attack  on  that  place,  and  that  this  office  and  the  men  guarding  the 
line  are  in  great  danger  of  being  attacked  immediately.  An  officer  in  the  rebel  army 
was  in  Eddyville  this  p.  m.  holding  a consultation  with  secesh  citizens. 

Most  of  the  Union  cit  izens  have  taken  to  the  woods.  I am  asked  to  urge  upon  you 
to  send  a force  to  that  place.  I think  it  very  important  that  the  force  at  this  place 
and  Fingo  [?]  Station  should  be  increased  without  delay.  Strange  and  suspicious 
looking  persons  have  been  seen  near  here  yesterday  and  to-day.

John  Park,  Mayor  of  Memphis  : 

Sir  : Yours  of  July  24  is  before  me*  and  has  received,  as  all  similar 
papers  ever  will,  my  careful  and  most  respectful  consideration. 

I have  the  most  unbounded  respect  for  the  civil  law,  courts,  and  au- 
thorities, and  shall  do  all  in  my  power  to  restore  them  to  their  proper 
use,  viz,  the  protection  of  life,  liberty,  and  property. 

Unfortunately  at  this  time  civil  war  prevails  in  the  land,  and  neces- 
sarily the  military  for  the  time  being  must  be  superior  to  the  civil  au- 
thority, but  does  not  therefore  destroy  it.  Civil  courts  and  executive 
officers  should  still  exist  and  perform  duties,  without  which  civil  or 
municipal  bodies  would  soon  pass  into  disrespect — an  end  to  be  avoided. 

I am  glad  to  find  in  Memphis  yourself  and  municipal  authorities  not 
only  in  existence  but  in  the  exercise  of  your  important  functions,  and 
I shall  endeavor  to  restore  one  or  more  civil  tribunals  for  the  arbitra- 
ment of  contracts  and  punishment  of  crimes  which  the  military  author- 
ity has  neither  time  nor  inclination  to  interfere  with. 

Among  these,  first  in  importance,  is  the  maintenance  of  order,  peace, 
and  quiet  within  the  jurisdiction  of  Memphis.  To  insure  this  I will 
keep  a strong  provost  guard  in  the  city,  but  will  limit  their  duty  to 
guarding  public  property  held  or  claimed  by  the  United  States,  and  for 
the  arrest  or  confinement  of  State  prisoners  and  soldiers  who  are  dis- 
orderly or  improperly  away  from  their  regiments. 

This  guard  ought  not  to  arrest  citizens  for  disorder  or  common  crimes. 
This  should  be  done  by  the  city  police.  I understand  that  the  city 
police  is  too  weak  in  numbers  to  accomplish  this  perfectly,  and  I there- 
fore recommend  that  the  city  council  at  once  take  steps  to  increase  this 
force  to  a number  which,  in  their  judgment,  day  and  night,  can  enforce 
your  ordinances  as  to  peace,  quiet,  and  order,  so  that  any  change  in 
our  military  dispositions  will  not  have  a tendency  to  leave  your  people 
unguarded. 

I am  willing  to  instruct  my  provost  guard  to  assist  the  police  force 
where  any  combination  is  made  too  strong  for  them  to  overcome,  but 
the  city  police  should  be  strong  enough  for  any  probable  contingency. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  this  police  force  must  necessarily  fall  upon 
all  citizens  equitably. 

I am  not  willing,  nor  do  I think  it  good  policy,  for  the  city  authorities 
to  collect  the  taxes  belonging  to  the  State  and  county,  as  you  recom- 
mend, for  these  would  have  to  be  refunded.  Better  meet  the  expenses 
at  once  by  a new  tax  on  all  interested.  Therefore  if  you,  on  consulta- 
tion with  the  proper  municipal  body,  will  frame  a good  bill  for  the  in- 
crease of  your  police  force  and  for  raising  the  necessary  means  for  their 
support  and  maintenance,  I will  approve  it  and  aid  you  in  the  collec- 
tion of  the  tax.  Of  course  I cannot  suggest  how  this  tax  should  be  laid, 
but  I think  that  it  should  be  made  uniform  on  all  interests,  real  estate 
and  personal  property,  including  money  and  merchandise.  All  who 
are  protected  should  share  the  expenses  in  proportion  to  the  interests 
involved.

The  com- 
manding officer  will  proceed  with  great  caution,  falling  upon  and  de- 
stroying or  making  prisoners  all  in  arms,  and  arresting  and  bringing  in 
all  known  to  be  aiding  or  abetting  the  public  enemy. 

Three  days’  rations  for  the  men  will  be  taken  along,  but  the  horses 
will  be  foraged  in  the  country.  When  forage  is  taken  a receipt  may  be 
given,  to  be  settled  for  in  Memphis  on  the  party  proving  his  loyalty. 

The  scouting  party  will  examine  the  country  from  Wolf  River  to  the 
Pigeon  Roost  road.  The  Eleventh  Illinois  Cavalry  will  in  like  manner 
proceed  to  scout  the  country  between  the  Pigeon  Roost  road  and  the 
river,  going  out  well  toward  Hernando,  breaking  up  and  destroying 
any  party  they  may  encounter. 

These  parties  will  remain  out  two  or  three  days  and  return  to  their 
camps,  the  commanding  officers  exercising  large  discretion  and  making 
written  reports  of  their  scouts  on  their  return  to  camp.  They  will  be 
provided  with  the  countersign  for  three  days.

He  thinks 
the  force  is  still  close  there. 

It  is  impossible  for  any  of  his  men  to  move  to  your  support  in  their 
present  condition.

If  you  think  proper  you  can  move  so  as  to  watch  the 
crossings  of  Hatchie,  not  too  far,  from  where  you  can  give  information 
of  a superior  force.  In  fact  you  can  judge  best  of  matters  yourself,  as 
you  can  see  the  face  of  the  country  and  can  judge  of  the  enemy.

Your  dispatch  received.  Our  troops  left  Grand  Junction  and  La 
Grange  for  Memphis  some  time  ago.  Our  first  post  north  of  La  Grange 
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is  Bolivar.  It  is  reported  that  a considerable  force  of  cavalry  and 
mounted  infantry  got  up  into  that  angle  and  threatened  Bolivar.  Some 
got  across  the  Hatchie  below  Grand  Junction  and  Jackson,  on  the  Mo- 
bile and  Ohio  Railroad,  and  even  got  in  on  the  Columbus  Railroad,  but 
are  cleared.  It  is  possible  John  B.  Villepigue  has  advanced  into  the 
gap  we  left  open.  Inquire  into  this.  Eastward,  four  regiments  of  in- 
fantry. Frank  Armstrong,  with  his  two  regiments  of  cavalry  and  two 
batteries,  took  the  eastward  road  and  arrived  at  Moulton.  Hardee’s  ad- 
vance gives  the  best  memoir  of  map  of  Hatchie  route.  You  can  move 
up  and  look  for  Brown’s  Creek  front,  but  it  may  be  well  for  us  to  scratch 
this  cavalry  on  our  right  first.  I will  ascertain.

Sir:  I had  the  honor  to  write  on  the  25th  instant,  since  which  noth- 
ing has  happened  here  in  the  vicinity  worth  reporting.  My  infantry 
and  cavalry  pickets  go  well  out,  and  I have  sent  two  parties  of  cavalry, 
one  to  Hernando  and.  one  to  Germantown,  to  be  gone  three  days.  I 
feel  certain  that  small  parties  of  cavalry  and  armed  citizens  are  hover- 
ing about  for  mischief,  but  I have  no  reliable  intelligence  of  any  force 
being  near  us.  That  an  attempt  may  be  made  on  the  river  at  some  point 
north  of  us  is  very  probable.  Should  any  large  force  go  north  of  the 
Hatchie  they  would  be  in  danger  from  you;  if  south  of  the  Hatchie,  my 
forces  would  be  in  position. 

I am  pushing  the  construction  of  the  fort,  and  have  now  at  work 
about  800  negroes,  all  of  which  are  registered  and  an  account  kept  of 
their  time  and  labor.  The  engineer,  Captain  Hoepner,  will  report  prog- 
ress, through  Captain  Prime.  The  armament  of  the  fort  should  be 
ordered  at  once  from  Island  No.  10,  Saint  Louis,  or  Pittsburg.  I am 
informed  there  are  no  guns  at  Fort  Pillow.  I sent  Colonel  Fitch,  who 
was  there  half  a day  on  his  way  down,  and  he  asserted  all  the  guns 
there  were  disabled  and  carriages  destroyed. 

General  Curtis,  I am  informed,  goes  to  Little  Rock  very  soon ; indeed, 
I hear  the  army  moves  to-day.  I have  also  learned  that  the  Navy  boat 
Sallie  Wood,  with  about  40  passengers  of  the  fleet  and  army  before 
Vicksburg,  was  disabled  at  Carolina  Point,  about  90  miles  above  Vicks- 
burg, and  run  on  shore.  All  passengers  were  made  prisoners  except 
three,  who  succeeded  in  reaching  an  island  and  getting  on  board  the 
Carondelet.  One  of  them,  a lieutenant  of  a Wisconsin  regiment,  was 
my  informant. 

Information  has  also  reached  us  that  our  fleet  before  Vicksburg  has 
raised  the  siege,  the  lower  fleet  returning  to  Baton  Rouge,  and  upper, 
on  its  return,  maybe,  to  this  place.  This  will  embolden  Van  Dorn,  and 
we  must  soon  expect  to  hear  from  him. 

I have  been  very  busj-  in  answering  the  innumerable  questions  of 
civilians,  and  hope  they  are  now  about  through.  I found  so  many  Jews 
and  speculators  here  trading  in  cotton,  and  secessionists  had  become 
so  open  in  refusing  anything  but  gold,  that  I have  felt  myself  bound  to 
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stop  it.  This  gold  has  but  one  use — the  purchase  of  arms  and  ammuni- 
tion, which  can  always  be  had  for  gold,  at  Nassau,  New  Providence,  or 
Cincinnati;  all  the  guards  we  may  establish  cannot  stop  it.  Of  course 
1 have  respected  all  permits  by  yourself  or  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury, but  in  these  new  cases  (swarms  of  Jews)  I have  stopped  it. 

In  like  manner  so  great  was  the  demand  for  salt  to  make  bacon  that 
many  succeeded  in  getting  loads  of  salt  out  for  cotton.  Salt  is  as  much 
contraband  of  war  as  powder.  All  the  boards  of  trade  above  are  ship- 
ping salt  south,  and  I cannot  permit  it  to  pass  into  the  interior  until 
you  declare  a district  open  to  trade.  If  we  permit  money  and  salt  to  go 
into  the  interior  it  will  not  take  long  for  Bragg  and  ^an  Dorn  to  supply 
their  armies  with  all  they  need  to  move.  Without  money — gold,  silver, 
and  Treasury  notes — they  cannot  get  arms  and  ammunition  of  the  En- 
glish colonies ; and  without  salt  they  cannot  make  bacon  and  salt  beef. 
We  cannot  carry  on  war  and  trade  with  a people  at  the  same  time. 

I have  had  all  the  vacant  houses  registered,  and  the  quartermaster 
will  proceed  to  rent  them  for  account  of  whom  it  may  concern  at  once. 

Our  men  have  received  in  great  part  new  clothing,  and  will  soon  gain 
rest  and  be  prepared  for  the  fall  campaign.  General  health  good.

Bolivar  seems  to  be  tb  e j 
most  important  point  to  guard  and  retain  troops  here  to  re-enforce  Buell 
if  necessary.  I would  suggest  driving  the  rebels  toward  Columbus  as 
far  as  possible  preparatory  to  leaving  Corinth  with  a small  garrison.

James  Brooks,  Special  Quartermaster , Ac.  : 

Dear  Sir:  I arrived  at  this  place  last  night  with  my  fleet,  in  com- 
pany with  the  whole  gunboat  squadron.  . i;.* 

We  were  compelled  to  move  north,  owing  to  the  crippled  conditior 
of  our  fleet  from  so  large  a proportion  of  our  crews  being  disabled  dj 
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sickness.  I am  happy  to  state  that  the  movements  of  the  boats  have 
exerted  a salutary  effect  upon  the  health  of  the  men. 

Another  reason  that  influenced  me  in  creating  a necessity  to  do  some- 
thing was  the  want  of  subsistence  supplies.  My  fleet  was  reduced  very 
low  indeed  for  provisions,  owing  to  the  supplies  sent  for  not  having  ar- 
rived. I am  glad  to  say  that  I found  them  waiting  us  here.  I And 
m j self  often  limited  in  the  extent  and  usefulness  of  my  operations  from 
the  want  of  one  stronger  and  better  protected  boat  than  any  I no w have 
in  my  fleet.  I wish  that  you  would  see  the  honorable  Secretary  of  War 
and  set  this  matter  before  him,  and  if  possible  obtain  his  authority  to 
build  one  strong,  heavy  iron-plated  gunboat  and  ram  for  my  command 
so  that  I could  at  all  times  act  efficiently  and  independently  when  the 
service  required  it,  without  being  under  the  necessity  of  applying  for 
co-operation,  which  when  granted  comes  so  slow  that  it  is  too  late  to  be 
effective.  A boat  for  my  service  must  be  fast  as  well  as  strong,  and 
should  not  draw  more  than  7 feet  of  water— less,  if  possible.  In  my 
opinion  the  usefulness  of  such  a boat,  if  properly  applied  to  the  service 
for  which  it  is  intended,  would  well  justify  the  expense  to  the  Govern- 
ment. 

I would  also  suggest  that  the  stern-wheel  boats  of  my  fleet,  upon  which 
the  Government  has  not  been  put  to  much  expense,  could  be  employed 
to  very  great  advantage  as  tow-boats  and  for  transportation  purposes 
or  to  carry  the  mails ; being  partially  protected,  they  can  pass  points 
where  boats  entirely  unprotected  could  not  be  expected  to  veuture.

ialeigh,  destroying  or  capturing  all  enemies  in  arms,  and  seizing  all 
urns,  ammunition,  or  contraband  property  found  in  unsafe  bauds.  The 
-avalry  will  scout  well  forward  and  to  the  west,  marching  over  the  Rau- 
lolpn  road.  The  cavalry  should  not  operate  on  the  main  road,  but  by 
ross-roads  and  by-paths. 

II.  General  Hurlbut  will  in  like  manner  send  ten  regiments  of  in- 
antry,  one  section  of  artillery,  and  the  available  force  of  the  Fifth 
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Ohio  Cavalry  down  the  Hernando  road  to  Nonconali,  the  infantry  to 
scout  up  and  down  the  creek,  the  cavalry  to  scout  well  beyond  the 
Non  con  all,  sweeping  around  by  the  west  to  the  Horn  Lake  road;  the 
expedition  to  remain  out  three  days. 

The  commanding  officer  of  the  Sixth  Illinois  Cavalry  will  report  to 
General  Smith,  to  do  picket  duty  in  front  of  his  brigade  during  the 
absence  of  the  Fourth  Illinois,  and  the  Eleventh  Illinois  to  General 
Hurlbut,  to  picket  in  front  of  his  division  till  the  return  of  the  Fifth 
Ohio.

Your  letter  of  July  28  is  just  received*  It  is  very  desirable  that  you 
should  clean  out  West  Tennessee  and  North  Mississippi  of  all  organ- 
ized enemies.  If  necessary,  take  up  all  active  sympathizers,  and  either 
hold  them  as  prisoners  or  put  them  beyond  our  lines.  Handle  that  class 
without  gloves,  and  take  their  property  for  public  use.  As  soon  as  the 
corn  gets  fit  for  forage  get  all  the  supplies  you  can  from  the  rebels  in 
Mississippi.  It  is  time  that  they  should  begin  to  feel  the  presence  of  war 
on  our  side.  Bolivar  and  the  Hatchie  River  should  be  well  defended, 
in  order  to  secure  our  railroad  communications. 

See  that  all  possible  facilities  are  afforded  for  getting  out  cotton.  It 
is  deemed  important  to  get  as  much  as  we  can  into  market.  I see  it 
stated  in  the  newspapers  that  General  Sherman  has  forbidden  the  pay- 
ment of  gold  for  cotton,  while  General  Butler  advises  the  payment  of 
gold,  in  order  to  induce  planters  to  bring  it  to  market.  I have  called 
the  attention  of  the  Secretary  of  War  to  this  difference,  and  he  directs 
me  to  say  that  the  payment  of  gold  should  not  be  prohibited.  Instruct 
General  Sherman  accordingly.

General:  1 have  to  report  the  receipt  of  Special  Orders,  No.  214, 
and  also  of  an  order  in  relation  to  property  of  private  citizens. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Hogg  has  assumed  command  of  all  the  cavalry 
force  in  this  vicinity,  and  I would  respectfully  suggest  that  he  be  per- 
mitted to  make  his  headquarters  at  a point  on  the  road  between  here 
and  Brownsville  Crossing.  This  is  a central  point  to  the  crossings  on 
Hatchie  River,  and  from  there  communications  with  all  points  above 
and  below  can  be  had  much  more  rapidly  than  at  any  other  point. 

Night  before  last  a detachment  of  the  Second  Cavalry  scouted  as  far 
down  the  river  as  Green’s  Ferry;  another  detachment  goingnorth  from 
here  met  the  first  detachment  at  Durhamsville,  whence  both  returned 
to  this  point.  They  report  that  no  organized  force  can  be  found  in  that 
territory.  We  shall  at  once  endeavor  to  communicate  down  the  river 
with  the  cavalry  scouts  from  Fort  Pillow,  and  report.

It  will  double  its 
force,  for  experience  has  shown  that  repeaters  would  double  the  power 
of  an  infantry  regiment.  A simple  calculation  will  show  what  the  pecu- 
liar economy  of  this  would  be  to  our  army.  Five  hundred  thousand 
dollars  per  day  is  a very  fair  interest  on  the  difference  between  the 
price  of  repeating  and  common  fire-arms.  The  calculation  is  simple,  but 
the  data  are  undoubted  by  practical  men.  Am  told  that  some  repeat- 
ing rifles,  bought  for  Berdan’s  Sharpshooters,  are  left  at  the  Washington 
Arsenal.

cover  the  road  by  massing  them  and  striking  the  enemy  in  force.  You 
will  report  to  what  extent  you  have  carried  out  these  instructions  and 
what  are  the  obstacles.  General  Morgan  reports  400  rebel  cavalry  at 
Russellville  and  200  at  Frankfort.  Why  can  they  not  be  cut  off?

give  receipts  of  division  quartermasters  to  the  owners  or  claimants,  speci- 
fying the  dates,  of  quantity  taken ; invoice  the  same  by  the  most  expe- 
ditious means;  write  in  duplicate  to  United  States  quartermaster, 
Cairo,  III.,  sending  a triplicate  to  these  headquarters.  Whenever  bridges 
or  other  damage  to  the  railroad  requires  repair,  the  negroes  of  the  neigh- 
borhood or  others  with  secession  proclivities  will  be  taken  for  the  pur- 
pose and  returned  when  no  longer  required ; slaves  of  persons  hostile 
to  the  Government  to  be  taken  in  preference.  Notify  the  inhabitants 
within  reach  of  your  lines  that  any  words  or  actions  hostile  to  the  Gov- 
ernment will  oblige  you  to  treat  the  parties  as  enemies,  who  can  receive 
only  the  rights  of  belligerents,  whose  property  belongs  to  the  United 
States.  The  women  and  children  will  be  ordered  beyond  our  lines,  their 
property  seized  for  the  benefit  of  the  United  States,  and  their  houses 
burned. 
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Supply  your  command  with  long  forage  by  cutting  corn  from  the  fields 
and  partially  drying  it  in  the  sun,  cutting  it  up  and  feeding  with  salt  for 
your  stock,  the  quartermasters  to  take  up  and  account  for  it ; use  that 
of  rebels  in  preference.

The  same  restriction  will  be  observed  at  Fort  Henry  and 
Fort  Donelson. 

II.  Neither  coin,  Treasury  notes,  or  goods  will  be  permitted  to  pass 
south  of  Memphis  except  for  the  use  of  the  army.  The  payment  of  cash 
for  any  article  of  use  in  aid  of  the  rebellion  for  Southern  products  will 
be  discouraged  in  every  way  possible. 

III.  All  cotton  and  other  articles  coming  from  points  below  Memphis 
will  be  seized  and  sold  for  the  benefit  of  whom  it  may  concern,  the  pro- 
ceeds being  used  by  the  quartermaster  until  directed  by  proper  author- 
ity to  turn  them  over  to  other  parties,  unless  the  same  has  been  passed 
by  special  permit  from  the  Treasury  Department.

Assistant  Quartermaster , Memphis , Tenn. : 

Sir  : The  duties  devolving  on  the  quartermaster  of  this  post,  in  addi- 
tion to  his  legitimate  functions,  are  very  important  and  onerous,  and  I 
am  fully  aware  that  the  task  is  more  than  should  devolve  on  one  man. 

I will  endeavor  to  get  you  help  in  the  person  of  some  commissioned  offi- 
cer, and,  if  possible,  one  under  bond,  as  he  must  handle  large  amounts 
of  money  in  trust ; but  for  the  present  we  must  execute  the  duties  fall-  . 
ing  to  our  share  as  well  as  possible.  On  the  subject  of  vacant  houses 
General  Grant’s  orders  are : 


Take  possession  of  all  vacant  stores  and  houses  in  the  city,  and  have  them  rented 
at  reasonable  rates  ; rent  to  he  paid  monthly  in  advance.  These  buildings,  with  their 
tenants,  can  be  turned  over  to  proprietors  on  proof  of  loyalty;  also  take  charge  of 
such  as  have  been  leased  out  by  disloyal  owners. 


I understand  that  General  Grant  takes  the  rents  and  profits  of  this 
class  of  real  property  under  the  rules  and  laws  of  war  and  not  under 
the  confiscation  act  of  Congress;  therefore  the  questiou  of  title  is  not 
involved — simply  the  possession,  and  the  rents  and  profits  of  houses 
belonging  to  our  enemies  which  are  not  vacant  we  hold  in  trust  for 
them  or  the  Government,  according  to  the  future  decisions  of  the  proper 
tribunals. 

Mr.  McDonald,  your  chief  agent  in  renting  and  managing  this  busi- 
ness, called  on  me  last  evening  and  left  with  me  written  questions, 
which  it  would  take  a volume  to  answer  and  a Webster  to  elucidate; 
but  as  we  can  only  attempt  plain,  substantial  justice  I will  answer  these 
questions  as  well  as  I can,  briefly  and  to  the  point : 

First.  When  ground  is  owned  by  parties  who  have  gone  South  and 
have  leased  the  ground  to  parties  now  in  the  city,  who  own  the  improve- 
ments on  the  ground  ? 

Answer.  The  United  States  takes  the  rents  due  the  owner  of  the  land; 
does  not  disturb  the  owner  of  the  improvements. 

Second.  When  parties  owning  houses  have  gone  South,  and  the  tenant 
has  given  his  notes  for  the  rent  in  advance  ? 

Answer.  Notes  are  mere  evidence  of  the  debt  due  landlord.  The 
tenant  pays  the  rent  to  the  quartermaster,  who  gives  a bond  of  indem- 
nity against  the  notes  representing  the  debt  for  the  particular  rent. 

Third.  When  the  tenant  has  expended  several  months’  rent  in  re- 
pairs on  the  house  ? 

Answer.  Of  course  allow  all  such  credits  on  reasonable  proof  and 
showing. 

Fourth.  When  the  owner  has  gone  South  and  parties  here  hold  liens 
on  the  property  and  are  collecting  the  rents  to  satisfy  their  liens? 

Answer.  The  rent  of  a house  can  only  be  mortgaged  to  a person  in 
possession.  If  a loyal  tenant  be  in  possession  and  claim  the  rent  from 
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himself  as  due  to  himself  on  some  other  debt  allow  it;  but  if  not  in 
actual  possession  of  the  property  rents  are  not  good  liens  for  a debt, 
but  must  be  paid  to  the  quartermaster. 

Fifth.  Of  parties  claiming  foreign  protection? 

Answer.  Many  claim  foreign  protection  who  are  not  entitled  to  it. 
If  they  are  foreign  subjects  residing  for  business  in  this  country  they 
are  entitled  to  consideration'  and  protection  so  long  as  they  obey  the 
laws  of  the  country.  If  they  occupy  houses  belonging  to  absent  rebels 
they  must  pay  rent  to  the  quartermaster.  If  they  own  property  they 
must  occupy  it  by  themselves,  tenants,  or  servants.^ 

Eighth.  When  houses  are  occupied  and  the  owner  has  gone  South, 
leaving  an  agent  to  collect  rent  for  his  benefit  ? 

Answer.  Rent  must  be  paid  to  the  quartermaster.  No  agent  can  col- 
lect and  remit  money  South  without  subjecting  himself  to  arrest  and 
trial  for  aiding  and  abetting  the  jmblic  enemy. 

Ninth.  When  houses  are  owned  by  loyal  citizens,  but  are  unoccupied? 

Answer.  Such  should  not  be  disturbed,  but  it  would  be  well  to  ad- 
vise them  to  have  some  servant  at  the  house  to  occupy  it. 

Tenth.  When  parties  who  occupy  the  house  are  creditors  of  the  owner 
who  has  gone  South? 

Answer.  You  only  look  to  collection  of  rents.  Any  person  who  trans- 
mits money  South  is  liable  to  arrest  and  trial  for  aiding  and  abetting 
the  enemy ; but  I do  not  think  it  our  business  to  collect  debts  other 
than  reuts. 

Eleventh.  When  the  parties  who  own  the  property  have  left  the  city 
under  General  Hovey’s  Orders,  No.  1,  but  are  in  the  immediate  neigh- 
borhood, on  their  plantations? 

Answer.  It  makes  no  difference  where  they  are  so  they  are  absent. 

Twelfth.  When  movable  property  is  found  in  stores  that  are  closed  ? 

Answer.  The  goods  are  security  for  the  rent.  If  the  owner  of  the 
goods  prefers  to  remove  the  goods  to  paying  rent  he  can  do  so. 

Thirteenth.  When  the  owner  lives  in  town  and  refuses  to  take  the 
oath  of  allegiance  ? 

Answer.  If  the  house  be  occupied  it  does  not  fall  under  the  order; 
if  the  house  be  vacant  it  does.  The  owner  can  recover  his  property  by 
taking  the  oath. 

All  persons  in  Memphis  residing  within  our  military  lines  are  pre- 
sumed to  be  loyal,  good  citizens,  and  may  at  any  moment  be  called  to 
serve  on  juries,  posses  comitatus , or  other  civil  service  required  by  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  our  country.  Should  they  be  called  upon  to 
do  such  duty,  which  would  require  them  to  acknowledge  their  allegi- 
ance and  subordination  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  it 
would  then  be  too  late  to  refuse.  So  long  as  they  remain  quiet  and  con- 
form to  these  laws  they  are  entitled  to  protection  in  their  property  and 
lives. 

We  have  nothing  to  do  with  confiscation.  We  only  deal  with  posses- 
sion, and  therefore  the  necessity  of  a strict  accountability,  because  the 
United  States  assumes  the  place  of  trustee,  and  must  accouut  to  the 
rightful  owner  for  his  property,  rents,  and  profits.  In  due  season  courts 
will  be  established  to  execute  the  laws,  the  confiscation  act  included, 
when  we  will  be  relieved  of  this  duty  and  trust.  Until  that  time  every 
opportunity  should  be  given  to  the  wavering  and  disloyal  to  return  to 
their  allegiance,  to  the  Constitution  of  their  birth  or  adoption.

I.  The  general  commanding  announces  with  shame  and  mortification 
that  he  has  discovered  a case  of  bribery  in  one  of  the  public  offices  in 
Memphis,  viz,  the  payment  of  $100  to  a clerk  in  the  office  of  the  pro- 
vost-marshal-general for  a pass  to  Helena. 

II.  All  officers,  soldiers,  and  employes  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States  are  salaried  persons  and  cannot  charge  a fee  for  any  official  act 
whatever.  It  is  not  only  a crime  but  a disgrace  to  the  whole  country. 
In  like  manner  it  is  a crime  for  a citizen  to  offer  a bribe ; and  if  any 
citizen  has  ever  paid  or  is  ever  asked  to  pay  a fee,  bribe,  or  has  afforded 
an  opportunity  to  make  profit,  to  corrupt  or  influence  any  person  in  the 
service  of  the  United  States,  he  is  hereby  notified  that  he  must  give 
notice  thereof  to  the  commanding  general  forthwith,  that  justice  may 
be  done  and  the  honor  of  the  nation  protected  against  even  the  suspicion 
of  corruption. 

III.  To  guard  against  corruption  in  the  future  it  is  ordered  that  no 
house  taken  possession  of  by  the  quartermaster  under  general  orders 
from  General  Grant,  uTo  take  possession  of  and  let  to  loyal  tenants  the 
vacant  houses  in  Memphis,”  shall  be  occupied  by  any  officer  or  employe 
of  the  United  States  Government  except  by  regular  assignment  under 
the  army  regulations  by  the  quartermaster,  approved  by  the  command- 
ing general.  No  rents  will  be  paid  except  to  the  quartermaster  in  per- 
son or  to  one  of  his  clerks  on  the  written  receipt  of  the  quartermaster, 
signed  by  himself  and  not  by  proxy. 

IY.  Anonymous  communications  will  not  be  entertained,  but  any  cit- 
izen or  person  having  cause  for  grievance  will  reduce  it  to  writing,  stat- 
ing names  and  facts,  and  signed  with  the  proper  name,  when  redress 
will  be  given  if  necessary.  Such  communications  will  be  addressed  to 
the  adjutant-general  of  the  division,  Maj.  J.  H.  Hammond.

Inasmuch  as  by  law  of  Congress  recently  enacted  the  President  of  the 
United  States  is  authorized  to  receive  and  employ  the  labor  of  slaves 
or  fugitives  from  slavery,  and  such  fugitives  on  coming  to  our  camps 
seeking  protection,  the  following  rules  will  be  observed  at  and  near 
Memphis  until  the  President  prescribes  other  rules,  when  these  will 
necessarily  be  superseded  and  made  to  conform  to  the  pleasure  of  the 
President : 

I.  All  able-bodied  negroes  who  apply  for  work  at  Fort  Pickering  will  be 
received  and  put  to  work  by  the  engineer  in  charge,  Captain  Hoepner;  1 
the  names  of  owners  and  slaves  registered,  with  date  of  commencement  i 
of  work,  and  a general  description  by  which  the  negroes  can  be  known. 
Such  negroes  will  be  entitled  to  rations,  to  be  drawn  on  provision  returns 
similar  to  those  used  for  soldiers,  and  will  be  supplied  with  necessary 
clothing  and  tobacco  at  the  rate  of  one  pound  per  month.  An  account 
will  be  opened  with  each  negro,  and  his  wages  will  be  charged  with  the 
value  of  the  clothing  and  tobacco;  but  no  wages  will  be  paid  until  the 
courts  determine  whether  the  negro  be  slave  or  free.  The  negroes  em-

General-in-  Chief  of  the  Army , Washington , D.  C.  : 

I address  yon  direct,  no  order  yet  being  received  announcing  your 
staff,  and  not  feeling  certain  that  you  should  be  addressed  through  the 
Adjutant-General  of  the  Army.  All  is  quiet  now  north  of  the  Memphis 
and  Charleston  road,  there  being  no  organized  force  nearer  our  line  than 
Holly  Springs  in  the  center  and  Saltillo  on  the  left.  There  is  abundant 
evidence  that  many  citizens  who  appear  to  be  quiet  non-combatants  in 
the  presence  of  our  forces,  are  regularly  enrolled  and  avail  themselves 
of  every  safe  opportunity  of  depredating  upon  Union  men  and  annoying 
our  troops  in  small  bodies. 

The  guerrillas  have  been  driven  entirely  south  of  the  Hatchie,  and  I 
hope  to  be  able  to  keep  them  there.  I think  of  sending  the  remainder 
of  the  Sixth  Division  of  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  to  Bolivar,  which 
will  give  a force  there  sufficient  for  this  purpose. 

I am  anxious  to  keep  the  whole  of  the  Army  of  the  Mississippi  to- 
gether and  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Rosecrans,  ready 
for  any  emergency,  either  to  move  upon  any  force  that  may  threaten  my 
front  or  to  re-enforce  General  Buell.  Having  so  many  major-generals  to 
provide  commands  for  this  may  be  difficult.  I regret  that  General  Rose- 
crans  has  not  got  rank  equal  to  his  merit  to  make  this  easy. 

I have  communicated  to  General  Buell  several  times  such  information 
as  I had  of  interest  to  him,  but  have  never  received  any  acknowledg- 
ment. I do  not  know  where  he  is. 

I have  sent  an  additional  brigade  to  hold  the  line  east  to  Decatur,  and  j 
ordered  another.  In  accordance  with  your  instructions  I will  try  to  hold 
the  communication  with  General  Buell  and  be'in  readiness  to  re  enforce 
him  if  it  should  become  necessary. 

All  intercepted  letters  from  rebel  troops  show  that  most  of  the  forces 
that  were  in  irout  of  us  have  gone  to  Chattanooga.  I informed  you  by 
telegraph  that  I believed  the  enemy  had  no  intention  of  attacking  this 
line  in  force,  but  only  desire  to  hold  Buell  and  myself  in  check,  whilst 
the  mass  of  their  disciplined  troops  are  being  sent  to  Richmond.  I have 
no  positive  evidence  of  this,  but  the  conviction  is  strong  with  me.  I give 
this,  however,  for  what  it  is  worth. 

All  stores  have  been  removed  from  Pittsburg  Landing,  and  the  regi- 
ment that  was  stationed  there  I have  sent  to  Jackson.  The  Sixty  third 
Illinois  Regiment  has  been  brought  from  Cairo  to  Jackson  and  relieved 
by  the  Eleventh  Illinois,  a very  much  reduced  regiment.  The  Seventy- 
first  Illinois,  a new  regiment,  has  also  joined,  and  has  been  assigned  to 
duty  at  Columbus.  This  embraces  all  the  changes  made  in  the  position 
of  troops  since  your  departure,  except  those  previously  reported. 

Recent  orders  are  bringing  back  great  numbers  of  absentees.

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mere  pieces  of  paper  are  at  Grenada,  the  debts  are  here,  and  I must 
insist  that  the  officers  of  the  bank  give  public  notice  that  the  notes  must 
be  paid  here  by  the  makers  or  the  securities  will  be  proceeded  against. 
Again,  the  assets  were  removed  by  force  and  fraud  by  Beauregard  and 
others,  who  have  property  here  which  is  liable  for  their  unlawful  acts. 
Out  of  these  the  branch  bank  can  and  must  recover  the  means  to  redeem 
their  notes  and  pay  back  to  their  depositors.  They  should  do  so  at  once, 
lest  tactics  be  changed  and  men  pay  or  pretend  to  pay  their  notes  else- 
where. 

The  difficulty  only  is  they  fear  the  power  of  the  common  enemy  and 
are  trembling  lest  they  commit  themselves  in  case  our  enemy  prevails. 
The  branch  bank  here  was  vacant  or  not  in  use.  General  Grant  ordered 
me  to  take  possession  of  all  vacant  buildings  and  appropriate  them  to 
the  use  of  the  United  States.  I could  have  taken  this  building,  but  have 
forborne  until  the  directors  have  time  to  assume  their  ground.  They 
must  be  true  to  their  trust,  declare  boldly  and  openly  against  the  par- 
ties who  robbed  them,  and  at  once  begin  to  realize  on  assets  which, 
though  seemingly  removed,  are  still  here,  else  I have' no  alternative  but 
to  conclude  that  they  are  in  complicity  with  our  enemies  and  treat  them 
as  such. 

I know  that  you  agree  with  me  in  this— that  all  men  must  now  choose 
which  king.  This  by-play  is  more  dangerous  than  open,  bold  rebellion. 
A large  amount  of  the  success  of  our  enemies  has  resulted  from  their 
boldness.  They  have  no  hair-splitting.  We,  too,  must  imitate  and  sur- 
pass their  game  and  compel  all  men  and  corporations  to  at  once  espouse 
the  cause  of  their  State  and  National  Governments,  thereby  securing  full 
right  to  protection,  or  openly  to  rebel  and  forfeit  their  property  and 
their  lives.  Please  say  as  much  to  the  president  of  the  bank.

General  Grant,  Corinth : 

I hear  from  Grenada  often,  and  have  no  idea  that  there  is  any  move- 
ment toward  Bolivar  or  Memphis.  I had  a letter  a few  days  since  from 
Villepigue,  at  Abbeville  Station,  south  of  Tallahatchie.  That  bridge  is 
done  and  cars  now  run  to  Davis*  Mill,  8 miles  from  Grand  Junction. 
If  Curtis  were  to  move  on  Panola  from  Helena  all  this  country  would 
be  abandoned  save  by  guerrillas.  I have  three  parties  of  cavalry  out 
to-night,  and  will  know  if  there  is  any  movement  from  the  south  toward 
Bolivar ; but  I don’t  believe  it. 

The  enemy  wants  to  keep  Curtis,  myself,  and  McClernand  occupied 
with  reports,  whilst  they  mass  their  forces  on  Chattanooga  and  Nash- 
ville. We  ought  to  attack  their  railroads,  Curtis*  and  my  troops  mov- 
ing from  Helena  and  here,  striking  them  near  Panola  and  Oxford.

Shall  I clothe  the  com- 
pany and  forward  them  to  you  ? Governor  Johnson  also  says  that 
Morgan  attacked  Gallatin  yesterday  and  burned  twenty  subsistence 
cars,  took  two  companies  prisoners,  and  burned  three  bridges.  My 
scouts  took  4 prisoners  yesterday  15  miles  east  of  here ; 5 more  escaped 
from  them.  By  letters  found  on  them  it  appears  that  several  hundred 
Kentuckians  are  on  their  way  south,  aiming  to  pass  between  Humboldt 
and  Jackson,  in  squads  of  5 and  10.  Will  send  you  by  mail  a copy  of 
letters.

Sir:  It  has  been  physically  impossible  for  me  personally  to  give  at- 
tention to  the  thousand  of  things  which  had  to  be  done  here  since  mv 
arnyal,  and  at  the  same  time  keep  you  fully  advised  of  their  progress 
All  is  well  now  and  matters  are  progressing  favorably,  and  for  the  sake 
of  history  and  that  the  major-general  may  have  a clear  insight  of  our 
situation,  I send  a variety  of  papers,  some  of  which  need  a word  of  ex- 
planation. 

1st.  Orders,  No.  61,  abolishes  passes  on  land  travel  (on  the  river  same 
as  heretofore),  and  regulates  it,  confined  to  five  roads  and  on  each  road 
a small  guard  to  inspect  each  traveler,  the  wagons,  buggies  or  carriages, 
buch  guards  can  better  prevent  illegal  traffic  or  catch  spies  than  any 
provost-marshal,  who  must  of  necessity  delegate  his  power  to  make  out 
and  sign  passes  to  a clerk.* 

2d.  Orders,  No.  62,  defines  the  posts  of  my  brigades  and  defines  the 
duty  of  their  guard.  In  that  order  I threaten  incompetent  officers  with 
a board  of  examination,  which  on  inspection  I find  I cannot  appoint, 
(bection  10,  act  of  Congress,  page  521,  Army  Regulations.)  I ask  the  de- 
tail of  such  a board  of  five  officers,  composed  of,  say,  General  Hurlbut, 
General  Lauman  General  M.  L.  Smith,  Col.  D.  Stuart,  and  Col.  [Ralph 
.J  Auckland.  If  you  have  granted  leaves  of  absence  to  any  of  these,

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instructions  had  come  or  could  come  to  guide  me,  and  I was  forced  to 
lay  down  certain  rules  for  my  own  guidance.* 

Masters  and  mistresses  so  thronged  my  tent  as  to  absorb  my  whole 
time,  and  necessity  compelled  me  to  adopt  some  clearly-defined  rules, 
and  I did  so.  I think  them  legal  and  just.  Under  this  order  I must 
assume  to  clothe  and  feed  those  negroes,  but  you  will  observe  I make 
no  provisions  for  any  save  laboring  men.  The  women  and  families  take 
refuge  here,  but  I cannot  provide  for  them,  but  I allow  no  force  or  over- 
persuasion in  any  case. 

4th.  Orders,  No.  70.  I had  ordered  at  the  muster  of  June  30  that  all 
absentees  without  authority  of  General  Halleck  or  myself  should  be  re- 
ported on  the  muster-rolls  as  deserters.  1 see  in  the  newspapers  that 
the  War  Department  had  adopted  the  same  views,  only  fixing  the  date 
August  18,  and  to  put  my  troops  on  a footing  with  all  others  I have 
made  this  order.  The  official  uotice  has  not  come  to  me,  but  I see  it  so 
universally  quoted  that  I cannot  doubt  that  such  an  order  is  in  exist- 
ence, and  I infer  that  some  accident  has  prevented  its  receipt  in  time  to 
prepare  the  muster-rolls.* 

5th.  Instructions  to  Captain  Fitch. f On  the  receipt  of  General  Grant’s 
telegraphic  order  about  vacant  houses  and  the  leases  of  absent  rebels  l 
gave  it  to  Captain  Fitch,  post  quartermaster,  with  a few  instructions. 
But  as  he  progressed  so  many  points  of  law  and  policy  arose  that  he  was 
embarrassed  and  called  on  me  for  further  instructions.  I made  them 
in  the  form  of  a letter,  which  I authorized  him  to  publish  that  all  the 
parties  might  judge  for  themselves.  This  has  quieted  the  great  mass, 
but  still  cases  are  daily  referred  to  me  of  the  most  delicate  nature,  one 
of  which  I inclose  with  this — the  letter  of  Mrs.  Lizzie  A.  Merwether,| 
whose  husband  is  in  the  rebel  service,  and  who  remained  under  your 
orders  permitting  such  ladies  to  remain  on  taking  or  making  a parole. 

I venture  to  express  the  opinion  that  in  war  the  parole  of  a woman  or  cit-  i 
izen  is  not  good.  From  them  an  oath  should  be  exacted,  for  the  parole 
is  a word  of  honor  which,  according  to  the  old  Federal  code,  a soldier 
alone  could  make ; but  apart  from  this  it  seems  by  her  own  statement 
her  husband  deeded  this  property  to  her,  then  rebelled  against  his  Gov- 
ernment, and  by  the  fortunes  of  war  now  finds  himself  under  one  gov- 
ernment  and  his  wife  under  another.  In  either  event  the  property  is 
safe,  let  which  party  prevail.  Mrs.  Merwether  is  a lady  and  has  small 
children  dependent  on  her  in  the  absence  of  her  husband ; but  Captain 
Fitch,  under  my  orders,  or  rather  these  printed  instructions,  construed 
the  property  to  be  substantially  that  of  the  absent  husband  and  orders 
the  tenants  of  the  property  to  pay  the  rents  to  him. 

I think  in  law  and  common  sense  the  transfer  of  property  to  a wife 
at  such  a time  and  under  such  circumstances  is  simply  an  evasion,  and 
therefore  void,  but  am  willing  to  stretch  the  rules  as  wide  as  possible 
to  favor  distressed  women  and  children,  although  I fear  a single  de- 
parture from  the  rules  of  severe  justice  may  lead  us  into  many  incon- 
sistencies and  absurd  conclusions. 

6th.  I finally  inclose  a copy  of  a letter  from  General  Pillow,  addressed 
to  S.  P.  Walker,  esq.,  of  this  city,  and  designed  for  General  Grant  and 
myself.  It  did  not  come  under  a flag  of  truce,  but  by  one  of  the  secret 
mails  which  I have  not  yet  succeeded  in  breaking  up.  I also  inclose  a 
copy  of  my  answer,  which  I will  hand  to  Mr.  Walker  and  allow  him  to 
send  as  he  best  may.  I do  not  consider  my  answer  as  strictly  official, 
as  the  matters  inquired  about  are  as  to  the  situation  of  his  private  prop- 
erty. I have  published  General  Grant’s  order,  based  on  the  one  from

They  have  taken  off  and  destroyed  everything  else  1 had 
They  killed  one  of  my  overseers  and  had  the  other  three  in  jail.  I have 
been  informed  that  many  of  the  women  and  children  are  wandering 
about  Memphis  suffering  for  food.  I also  understand  that  there  are  85 
young  men  and  women  in  a cotton- warehouse  or  negro-mart  in  Mem 
phis  who  are  also  neglected  and  are  suffering  for  food.  It  is  difficult 
for  meffito  realize  that  such  conduct  is  done  by  the  sanction  of  the  Fed 
eral  officers  of  rank;  but.  yet  the  wholesale  robbery  which  has  been  ear- 
ned on  below  would  seem  to  admit  of  no  other  conclusion.

General  Gideon  J.  Pillow,  Oxford , Miss.  : 

Sir  : I have  received  your  letter  of  August  2, 1862,  at  the  hands  of 
Samuel  P.  Walker,  esq.  It  is  not  proper  in  war  thus  to  communicate 
or  to  pass  letters,  but  I am  williug  to  admit  the  extreme  difficulty  of 
applying  the  harsh  rules  of  war  when  but  a few  days  ago  all  was  peace, 
plenty,  and  free  intercourse,  and  on  this  ground,  not  officially,  I am 
willing  that  you  should  know  the  truth  of  the  matter  concerning  which 
you  inquire.  It  so  happens  that  General  Curtis  was  here  yesterday, 
and  I inquired  of  him  the  truth  concerning  the  allegations  in  the  first 
part  of  your  letter  touching  the  seizure  and  confiscation,  the  killing  of 
one  overseer,  the  imprisonment  of  three  others,  and  generally  the  devas- 
tation of  your  entire  estate  in  that  quarter.  General  Curtis  answered 
no  slave  was  taken  by  armed  men  from  your  or  any  other  plantation 
unless  he  had  proof  that  such  slaves  had  been  used  in  war  against  him; 
no  overseer  had  been  killed  or  none  imprisoned,  and  the  damage  to  plan- 
tation was  only  such  as  will  attend  the  armies,  such  as  marked  the  prog- 
ress of  your  and  A.  Sidney  Johnston’s  columns  a year  ago  in  Kentucky. 

I understand  General  Curtis  has  given  letters  of  manumission  to  negro 
applicants  who  satisfied  him  they  had  been  used  as  property  to  carry  on 
war.  I grant  no  such  papers,  as  my  opinion  is  it  is  the  provision  of  a 
court  to  pass  on  the  title  to  all  kinds  of  property.  I simply  claim  that 
I have  a right  to  the  present  labor  of  slaves  who  are  fugitives,  and  such 
labor  is  regulated  and  controlled  that  it  may  ultimately  be  paid  for  to 
the  master  or  slave,  according  to  the  case.  I have  no  control  over  Gen- 
eral Curtis,  who  is  my  superior,  but  I take  it  for  granted  some  just  and 
uniform  rule  will  soon  be  established  by  our  common  superior  to  all 
cases  alike. 

I certainly  never  have  known,  nor  do  I believe  it  possible,  that  your 
slaves  or  those  of  any  other  person  have  wandered  about  the  streets  of 
Memphis  in  want  and  destitution.  We  have  abundance  of  provisions, 
and  no  person  shall  suffer  from  want  here.  When  we  can  provide  labor 
it  will  .be  done,  and  thereby  they  (laborers  or  slaves)  earn  their  provis- 
ions,  clothing,  and  necessaries;  but  wages  are  always  held  in  reserve  to  j 
answer  the  order  of  the  rightful  party.  The  worst  you  have  to  appre- 
hend in  case  you  claim  the  sixty  days  under  the  confiscation  law  is  that 
your  slaves  may  become  scattered.  None  are  allowed  to  pass  up  the 
river  save  with  written  passes,  and  I understand  your  negroes  are  either 
at  your  plantation  or  near  Helena.  I know  of  none  of  them  here. 

General  Curtis  expressed  great  surprise  at  your  solicitude  for  these 
negroes  and  at  your  application  that  General  Grant  and  myself  would 
have  them  restored  to  you  or  your  agent.  He  says  you  had  sold  them  all 
or  had  transferred  them  by  some  instrument  of  writing  for  a record  to  a 
gentleman  near  the  plantation,  who  is  a loyal  citizen  of  the  United  States. 

I will  refer  your  letter  to  General  Grant,  with  a copy  of  this,  and  have 
already  given  a copy  to  General  Curtis,  now  at  Helena.  If  Mr.  Walker 
can  find  any  of  your  negroes  here  the  men  will  be  put  to  work  ; but  Mr. 
Walker  can  keeji  a watch  on  them  and  of  the  women  till  such  times  as 
rules  are  established  for  ascertaining  and  determining  the  right  and  title 
to  such  kind  of  property.  At  present  I know  of  none  of  your  negroes 
in  or  near  Memphis ; certainly  none  are  in  the  negro-pen  or  any  cotton- 
shed  here.

I.  Major  Fisher,  Fifty  fourth  Ohio  Volunteers,  and  Captain  Littlefield, 
provost- marshal  of  General  Hurlbut’s  division,  are  announced  as  as- 
sistant provost -marshals  of  Memphis,  and  will  report  for  duty  to  Colonel 
Anthony.  More  attention  will  be  given  to  the  quiet  and  good  order  of 
soldiers  on  the  streets.  The  assistant  provost-marshals  and  the  patrols 
and  guards  sent  out  by  them  have  the  power  and  right  to  suppress  all 
riots  and  nuisances.  Any  house  where  noise,  drunkenness,  and  fight- 
ing are  either  going  on  or  likely  to  occur  is  a military  nuisance,  and  will 
be  suppressed  by  the  seizure  of  its  contents  and  the  delivery  of  the 
liquors  to  the  hospital  department.  If  the  nuisance  cannot  thus  be 
suppressed  the  house  will  be  burned  or  pulled  dowu  according  to  its 
position.  Any  brigade  provost-marshal  may  suppress  a nuisance  in 
the  vicinity  of  liistbrigade,  but  no  house  will  be  pulled  down  or  burned 
without  the  written  order  of  the  commanding  general,  tdie  provost- 
marshal,  or  the  commander  of  a brigade. 

Riots  on  the  streets  will  be  promptly  suppressed  by  blows,  the  bay- 
onet, or  firing  when  necessary.  Of  course  the  nr  lit  ary  are  not  bound 
by  the  licenses  issued  by  the  city  authorities,  as  licenses  are  designed 
tor  revenue  and  not  to  sanction  or  encourage  crimes  and  nuisances. 

II.  In  cousequence  of  the  abuse  of  the  privilege,  passes  given  to  offi- 
^eis  and  soldieis  are  hereby  limited  to  the  time  between  guard  mount- 
ing in  the  miming  and  tattoo  at  night. 

When  an  officer  or  soldier  wishes  to  remain  absent  from  his  regiment 
ind  stay  in  the  city  overnight  he  must  obtain  from  his  commanding 
jfficer  and  his  brigadier  a special  leave  of  absence,  specifying  the  reason 
if  Ins  visit  to  the  city. 

All  officers  and  soidiers  found  by  the  provost  guard  in  the  city  with- 
)ut  passes  at  any  time,  or  alter  10  o’clock  at  night  without  special  leave 
rom  their  brigadiers,  will  be  arrested  and  confined  for  the  night  and 
;eilt  the  morning  to  the  guard  of  Colonel  McDowell’s  brigade— sol- 
lers  to  work  on  the  fortification  one  week,  officers  to  be  confined  to 
beir  tt-nts  in  arrest.  Written  lists  with  charges  should  accompany 
uch  batch  of  prisoners  thus  arrested  and  sent  with  them  to  the  fort. 
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Tt  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  brigade  commander  of  the  Second 
Brigade,  Fifth  Division,  to  organize  his  guard  so  as  to  compel  all  pris- 
oners confined  under  this  order,  as  well  as  such  as  are  or  may  be  sen- 
tenced to  work  by  regimental  or  general  courts-martial,  to  labor  nine 
hours  each  day  on  the  fortifications.  He  will  cause  bis  guard-house  to 
be  carefully  repaired  and  reconstructed,  so  as  to  enable  the  officers  of 
his  guard  to  confine  prisoners  safely  and  to  control  their  food.  Pris- 
oners who  will  not  work  are  not  entitled  to  rations,  and  must  be  put  on 
short  diet. 

III.  The  regiment  of  infantry  on  duty  as  provost  guard  in  the  city 
and  the  cavalry  detailed  for  the  same  purpose  are  hereby  declared  to 
be  on  guard  duty  the  time  of  their  detail,  and  are  subject  to  the  condi- 
tions of  the  forty-fifth  Article  of  War.

" I have  approved  the  arrest  of  the  captain  and  seizure  of  the  steam- 
boat Saline  for  carrying  salt  down  the  river  without  permit  and  chang- 
ing it  off  for  cotton.  I will  have  the  captain  tried  by  a military  com- 
mission for  aiding  and  abetting  the  public  enemy  by  furnishing  them 
salt  wherewith  to  cure  bacon,  a contraband  article ; also  tor  trafficking 
on  the  river  without  license  or  permit.  I hope  the  court  will  adopt  my 
views  and  stop  this  nefarious  practice.  What  use  in  carrying  on  war 
while  our  people  are  supplying  arms  and  the  sinews  of  war  S vv  e have 
succeeded  in  seizing  a good  deal  of  Confederate  clothing,  percussion 
caps,  &c.,  some  mails,  &c. 

At  our  last  regular  muster  I caused  all  absentees  to  be  reported 
“ deserted,”  whereby  they  got  no  pay;  but  inasmuch  as  the  order  tor 
the  muster  for  to-morrow,  August  18,  is  universal,  I will  have  the  muster 
to-morrow  and  all  absent  then  will  be  treated  as  deserters,  and  I will] 
remit  the  former  penalties  as  they  are  incurred  under  my  orders. 

I have  sent  out  several  infantry  parties,  as  also  cavalry,  and  am  cer- 
tain there  is  nothing  but  guerrillas  between  this  and  Senatobia  and 
Tallahatchie.  All  the  people  are  now  guerrillas,  and  they  have  a per 
feet  understanding.  When  a small  body  gets  out  they  hastily  assemble 
and  attack,  but  when  a large  body  moves  out  they  scatter  and  go  home 

Colonel  Jackson  commands  at  Senatobia,  Jeff,  lhompson  having  beer 
ordered  away.  Yillepigue  is  at  Abbeville  Station,  18  miles  south  o 
Hollv  Springs.  They  have  guards  all  along  the  railroad  to  Grenadi 
and  cavalry  everywhere.  I think  their  purpose  is  t o hold  us  and  Cur 
tis  here  while  they  mass  against  you  and  Buell  or  New  Orleans.  Pric< 
has  been  reported  coming  here,  but  of  this  we  know  noHung.  If  ' 
comes  he  can  and  will  take  care  that  we  know  nothing  ot  it  till  the  las 
moment.  I feel  certain  that  no  force  save  guerrillas  have  thus  tar  passe< 

north  toward  McClernand.  . ^ ^ , 

All  the  people  here  were  on  the  qui  vive  tor  Baton  Bouge  and  Nasii 
ville  but  there  seems  to  be  a lull  in  their  talk.  I find  them  much  mor 
resigned  and  less  presumptuous  than  at  first.  Your  orders  about  prop 
ertv  and  mine  about  “niggers”  make  them  feel  that  they  can  be  hurt  I 
and  they  are  about  as  sensitive  about  their  property  as  Yankees.  IP 
believe  in  universal  confiscation  and  colonization.  Some  Union  peopi 
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have  been  expelled  from  Raleigh.  I have  taken  some  of  the  richest 
rebels  and  will  compel  them  to  buy  and  pay  for  all  the  land,  horses, 
cattle,  and  effects,  as  well  as  damages,  and  let  the  Union  owner  deed 
the  property  to  one  or  more  of  them.  This  they  don’t  like  at  all.  I do 
not  exact  the  oath  universally,  but  assume  the  ground  that  all  within 
our  lines  are  American  citizens,  and  if  they  do  any  act  or  fail  in  any 
duty  required  of  them  as  such  then  they  can  and  will  be  punished  as 
spies. 

Instead  of  furnishing  a permanent  provost  guard  I give  Colonel  An- 
thony two  good  officers  to  assist  him  and  change  the  regiment  weekly. 
All  are  in  tents  and  have  their  transportation  ready  to  move.  I am  also 
in  tents.  I think  4,000  men  could  land  opposite  Helena,  march  rapidly 
to  Panola,  destroy  that  bridge,  then  to  Oxford  and  Abbeville  and  de- 
stroy that,  thus  making  the  Tallahatchie  the  northern  limits  of  their 
railroad.  Afterward,  Grenada,  Jackson,  and  Meridian  must  be  attacked. 
Break  up  absolutely  and  effectually  the  railroad  bridges,  mills,  and 
everything  going  to  provide  their  armies  and  they  must  feel  it.  The 
maintenance  of  this  vast  army  must  soon  reduce  their  strength. 

The  lines  of  the  Mississippi  must  be  under  one  command.  As  it  is, 
Curtis  and  I are  perfectly  independent  of  each  other.  He  was  here  the 
other  day.  I know  him  well;  he  is  very  jealous  of  interference  and  will 
do  nothing  at  another’s  suggestion.  If  you  want  him  to  do  anything 
you  must  get  Halleck  to  order  it.  Fort  progresses  too  slow  ; 1,300  ne- 
groes at  work  on  it.  One  installment  of  guns  received ; balance  expected 
every  hour.  Weather  heretofore  unbearably  hot,  but  now  pretty  cool.

I have  had  my  cavalry  out  day  and  night  for  two  weeks  past  after 
different  rebel  bands,  and  in  this  way  have  so  far  kept  them  down  and 
prevented  them  from  joining  their  forces.  I have  not  reported  all  the 
movements  but  only  results,  which  I suppose  the  general  prefers.  The 
cavalry  keep  on  their  track,  but  it  is  hard  work  to  catch  them.  These  , 
swamps  and  eanebrakes  are  almost  impenetrable,  and  when  they  once 
get  in  them  it  is  useless  to  hunt  farther.  So  far  what  fights  we  have 
had  have  been  decisive  and  greatly  in  our  favor.  I have  now  some  100 
horses  and  mules  taken  from  them,  besides  a large  number  of  arms.  i 
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have  given  to  well-known  Union  men  some  of  the  arms  that  they  had 
been  robbed  of,  and  have  turned  over  some  to  the  Tennessee  troops 
by  request  of  Governor  Johnson.  That  these  bands  are  being  largely 
re-enforced  I have  no  doubt.  They  obtained  some  500  good  arms  out 
of  a rebel  boat  sunk  by  us  in  the  Tennessee  Eiver  and  have  made  good 
use  of  them. 

I now  have  four  companies  of  cavalry  on  the  Tennessee,  in  Benton 
County,  following  up  a force  said  to  be  600  strong 5 four  companies  in 
Dyer  and  Lauderdale  following  Porter’s  band,  300  strong,  besides  sepa- 
rate companies  on  the  Obion.  If  it  is  possible  I wish  one  more  company 
of  cavalry  could  be  sent  to  Colonel  Harris,  at  Union  City.  He  needs 
another  company,  but  I cannot  spare  it.  If  100  saddles  could  be  sent 
me  I would  mount  some  infantry  on  the  contraband  stock  and  could  use 
them  to  good  advantage.

Breckinridge  was  whipped  at  Vicks- 
burg;* General  Clark  and  two  colonels  killed.  They  lost  250  men,  and 
say  our  troops  acknowledge  loss  of  1,000.  They  mention  seventeen  regi- 
ments cavalry  being  in  the  fight;  say  these  numbered  3,500  men  when 
they  started,  but  500  dropped  sick  by  rain  and  heat  on  the  way.  B.  H. 
Helm  was  knocked  over,  contused  by  their  running  cavalry ; Captain 
Todd,  Mrs.  Lincoln’s  brother,  was  killed. 

Granger’s  spies  say  movements  eastward.  Two  sutlers’  clerks  and  a 
soldier  of  the  Fifty-ninth  Illinois  taken  prisoners  last  Sunday  week 
returned  to-day  liberated.  They  learned  or  were  told  that  the  rebels 
intended  to  have  Corinth  at  all  cost;  that  they  were  getting  out  timber 
to  repair  bridges  on  the  railroad  and  that  conscripts  were  constantly 
coming  in;  they  had  already  25,000  men.  General  Haynie  has  a drover 
from  the  South  who  says  that  Van  Dorn’s  command,  except  that  with 
Breckinridge,  is  at  Jackson,  and  that  Bragg  is  at  Chattanooga  with 
40,000  men;  he  says  he  will  march  to  Nashville  or  fight  for  it.  Granger 
has  sent  out  a cavalry  regiment  to  attack  Marietta  at  daylight  to-mor- 
row morning.

General  : I can  now  state  to  you  that  the  condition  of  the  railroads 
between  Columbus  and  this  point  is  quite  satisfactory  and  improving 
daily.  I have  received  five  new  engines  and  a number  of  freight  cars 
and  have  repaired  several  engines  and  cars  so  that  I can  send  two 
trains  daily  between  Columbus  and  Corinth  and  an  extra  train  from 
Columbus  to  Jackson  three  times  a week.  I apprehend  no  difficulty  in 
supplying  a much  larger  force  over  the  road  than  I have  to  supply  at 
present. 

Nearly  all  the  public  property  at  Columbus  lias  been  brought  down 
and  distributed  at  different  points  along  the  line,  and  the  master  of 
transportation,  Captain  Lyman,  assures  me  that  the  whole  of  it  will  be 
shipped  by  the  26th  instant. 

If  I can  once  get  Columbus  clear  I shall  have  no  difficulty  in  keeping 
it  so.  There  have  been  a good  many  improvements  made  at  Columbus 
which  were  absolutely  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  a large  amount 
of  business.  Side  tracks  have  been  put  down  in  the  main  street  lead-

My  Dear  General  : It  was  determined  before  I arrived  here  that 
gold  and  Treasury  notes  should  be  paid  for  cotton,  and  it  was  so  pub- 
lished in  orders  by  General  Butler,  in  New  Orleans.  Whether  or  not 
this  is  wise  I could  not  stop  to  examine.  The  policy  being  adopted  its 
operation  must  be  uniform.  Hence  I directed  General  Grant  to  make 
it  so  in  his  district.  I understand  that  tents  for  the  new  levies  cannot 
be  furnished  till  we  get  more  cotton,  and  hence  the  absolute  necessity 
of  encouraging  that  trade  just  now. 

Money  is  of  no  more  value  to  the  rebels  than  cotton,  for  they  can  pur- 
chase military  munitions  with  the  latter  as  well  as  the  former.  Very 
probably  as  soon  as  we  get  enough  cotton  for  military  purposes  the 
policy  will  be  changed. 

I found  everything  here  much  worse  than  I anticipated.  I am  get- 
ting Pope,  Burnside,  and  McClellan  together,  and  I think  our  time  of 
great  peril  is  nearly  over.  We  hope  very  soon  to  resume  active  opera- 
tions. 

I have  had  no  time  to  attend  to  matters  in  the  West,  and  they  seem 
to  be  going  on  badly.  The  administration  is  very  much  displeased  at 
the  want  of  energy  in  Buell’s  movements,  and  unless  he  does  something 
very  soon  he  will  be  removed.  A part  of  his  district  has  already  been 
assigned  to  Wright,  but  he  retains  nearly  all  his  old  army. 

As  soon  as  the  new  troops  are  organized  in  the  West  the  fall  cam- 
paign will  be  opened  there  with  energy . All  we  can  hope  to  do  for  the 
next  month  is  to  hold  our  positions  and  prepare  for  an  onward  move- 
ment.

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You  may  have  been  troubled  at  hearing  reports  of  drunkenness  here. 
There  was  some  after  pay-day,  but  generally  all  is  as  quiet  and  orderly 
here  as  possible.  I traverse  the  city  every  day  and  night,  and  assert 
that  Memphis  is  and  has  been  as  orderly  a city  as  Saint  Louis,  Cincin- 
nati, or  New  York.  Before  the  city  authorities  undertook  to  license 
saloons  there  was  as  much  whisky  here  as  now,  and  it  would  take  all 
my  command  as  custom-house  inspectors  to  break  open  all  the  parcels 
and  packages  containing  liquor.  I can  destroy  all  groggeries  and  shops 
where  soldiers  get  liquor  just  as  we  would  near  Saint  Louis.  Also  the 
newspapers  are  accusing  me  of  cruelty  to  the  sick — as  base  a charge  as 
was  ever  made.  I would  not  let  the  sanitary  committee  carry  off  a boat 
load  of  sick  because  I have  no  right  to.  We  have  good  hospitals  here, 
and  plenty  of  them.  Our  regimental  hospitals  are  in  the  camps  of  the 
men,  and  the  sick  do  much  better  there  than  in  the  general  hospitals ; so 
say  my  division  surgeon  and  the  regimental  surgeons.  The  doctors 
would,  if  permitted,  take  our  entire  command.  General  Curtis  sends 
his  sick  up  here,  but  usually  no  nurses,  and  it  is  not  right  that  nurses  i 
should  be  taken  from  my  command  for  his  sick.  I think  that  when  we 
are  endeavoring  to  raise  soldiers  and  to  instruct  them  it  is  bad  policy  to 
keep  them  at  hospitals  as  attendants  and  nurses.  I send  you  Dr.  [Nelson 
B.]  Derby’s  acknowledgment  that  he  gave  the  leave  of  absence  of  which 
he  was  charged.  I have  placed  him  in  arrest,  in  obedience  to  General 
Halleck’s  orders,  but  Dr.  Derby  is  still  in  charge  of  the  Overton  Hospital,  \ 
which  is  not  full  of  patients.  The  State  Hospital  also  is  not  lull,  and  1 1 
cannot  imagine  what  Dr.  Derby  wants  with  the  Female  Academy,  out  i 
on  Yance  street.  I will  see  him  again,  and  now  that  he  is  chief  at  Over- 
ton  Hospital  I think  he  will  not  want  the  academy  ; still,  if  he  does, 
under  your  orders,  I will  cause  it  to  be  vacated  by  the  children  and  Sis- 
ters of  Mercy.  They  have  just  made  publication  for  more  scholars,  and 
will  be  sadly  disappointed.  If,  however,  this  building  or  any  other  be 
needed  for  a hospital  it  must  be  taken ; but  really  in  my  heart  I do  not  s 
see  what  possible  chance  there  is  under  present  circumstances  of  fill- 
ing with  patients  the  two  large  hospitals  now  in  use,  besides  the  one 
asked  for.  I may,  however,  be  mistaken  in  the  particular  building  asked  I 
for  by  Dr.  Derby,  but  will  go  myself  and  see. 

The  fort  is  progressing  well,  Captain  Jenney  having  arrived.  Sixteen 
heavy  guns  have  arrived,  with  a large  amount  of  shot  and  shell,  but  the! 
platforms  are  not  yet  ready ; still,  if  occasion  should  arise  for  dispatch , 

I could  put  a large  force  to  work  5 but  Captain  Prime  when  here  advised 
that  the  work  proceed  regularly  under  the  proper  engineer  officer  and 
laborers.

1 have  a disciplined  cavalry  regiment  only  half  filled.  We  are  in  the 
presence  of  the  enemy  superior  in  numbers,  having  a cloud  of  irregulars 
to  do  their  hard  riding  and  messenger  work.  It  is  cruel  and  impolitic 
to  leave  us  in  this  condition,  and  this  is  spoken  advisedly.  You  can 
double  our  force ; that  is  to  say,  .add  five  regiments  to  our  cavalry  by 
giving  2,500  revolving  rifles  and  2,000  revolvers.  Even  good  rifled  car- 
bines would  add  a full  regiment  to  our  strength.  This  is  a great  matter. 
You  have  power.  N o arms  should  be  given  to  new  troops  until  old  ones 
are  supplied.  We  are  receiving  infantry  recruits,  and  the  army  will 
need  5,000  Springfield  or  Whitney  rifles  within  four  weeks.  Two  thou- 
sand are  wanted  to-day  to  arm  those  who  are  in  front  of  the  enemy. 
W'ants  elsewhere  may  be  pressing;  these  are  extreme.  All  spare  mus- 
kets are  sent  to  Saint  Louis  Arsenal  to  be  issued  to  new  troops,  with  the 
distinct  understanding  that  they  were  to  be  replaced  by  first-class  arms 
when  required.  The  public  reasons  for  supplying  these  troops  are  strong.

I will  make  a strong  abatis  around 
our  camp  and  near  the  water,  which  is  on  rather  low  ground.  The  F ourth 
Illinois  Cavalry  from  Memphis  is  just  coming  in.  They  are  weak  in 
men,  horses,  &c.  I do  not  believe  that  they  have  400  men  in  all  told) 
for  duty.  I have  mounted  two  companies  of  infantry  at  Humboldt,  one 
at  Trenton,  Kenton,  and  Union  City.

III.  The  other  brigade  will  be  posted  as  follows : Two  regiments  at 
luscumbia,  one  on  the  road  thence  to  Decatur,  eight  companies  of  in- 
fantry at  Moulton,  eight  at  Russellville,  and  four  companies  at  Frank- 
fort. 

General  Stanley  will  order  block-houses  to  be  erected,  after  plans  to 
be  furnished  from  these  headquarters,  at  all  the  bridges  and  trestle- 
works  requiring  guards,  in  the  most  suitable  position  for  commanding 
the  points  to  be  guarded.  Should  time  suffice,  defensive  works,  on  plans 
to  be  furnished,  wrill  also  be  made  at  luka,  Eastport,  Tuscumbia,  Court- 
land,  and  Decatur.

line  from  10  to  12  miles  off,  ready  to  make  a dash.  If  I could  haAe  Jia 
a regiment  of  infantry  and  a small  force  of  cavalry  1 could  have  stoppe- 
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the  attack  on  Medon  by  attacking  them  the  next  day,  after  they  crossed 
at  Brownsville,  and  unless  they  leave  this  portion  of  country  before  to- 
morrow night  I shall  attack  them  and  take  the  chances.  They  must 
have  been  aware  of  the  movements  of  our  cavalry,  as  they  would  not 
have  dared  to  come  so  near  me  if  I had  my  old  cavalry  force.  This  now 
•here  has  only  350  effective  men. 

I wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  general  to  the  importance  of  my 
having  one  more  regiment  at  least  at  this  place  or  Humboldt.  If  one 
of  the  new  regiments  could  be  obtained  to  take  the  place  of  the  Fifty  - 
lourth  Illinois  Infantry  it  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  service.  The 
general  must  be  aware  that  with  a large  force  of  the  rebels  north  of  the 
Hatchie  I can  only  act  on  the  defensive,  which  is  all  wrong  and  sure 
defeat  in  fighting  these  rebels.  If  I can  have  any  spare  force  I will 
follow  them  whenever  they  cross,  no  matter  how  strong  they  are.  All 
I want  is  to  feel  secure  on  the  railroad.  They  are  now  moving  a force 
of  2,000  or  more  on  the  Tennessee  River  under  Falkner.  It  is  a part  of 
this  force  that  took  Huntingdon.  I trust  the  general  will  represent 
these  facts  to  Major-General  Grant,  and  if  possible  procure  a regiment 
or  two  for  me.  I am  convinced  that  General  Grant  sees  the  necessity 
of  this.  Dyersburg  is  now  in  their  hands,  and  it  is  an  easy  matter, 
while  they  have  a lodgment  there,  to  strike  the  railroad  at  any  point 
from  Humboldt  to  Big  Obion.  If  I could  get  arms— rifles  or  muskets — I 
could  arm  three  companies  of  Tennesseeans,  who  are  now  at  Humboldt.

Captain  : There  is  no  doubt  but  there  is  a large  force  of  rebel  in- 
fantry and  artillery  south  of  the  Hatchie  River.  They  are  driving  out 
Union  men,  who  represent  them  as  very  strong.  I know  that  they  picket 
all  the  crossings  and  that  they  are  much  stronger  than  any  force  we 
have  this  side.  Whether  they  intend  to  cross  any  more  I cannot  sur- 
mise. That  they  have  a large  force  in  front  of  Bolivar  I suppose  there 
is  no  longer  any  doubt.  We  as  yet  have  no  communication  with  that 
place.  In  the  fight  near  Denmark  we  lost  two  pieces  of  artillery.  With 
the  country  entirely  open  east  of  here,  and  a chance  for  them  to  operate 
unmolested,  they  will  be  able  to  mass  quite  a force  of  renegade  Tennes- 
seeans and  runaway  Kentuckians. 

All  the  prisoners  we  take  agree  that  Price  is  moving  a force  north  for 
the  purpose  of  cutting  up  our  communications  and  doing  what  damage 
he  can  to  keep  any  of  our  force  going  east  to  Buell.  The  holding  of  the 
road  so  long  between  Jackson  and  Bolivar  convinces  me  that  we  are 
underrating  their  strength.  The  general  may  be  informed  of  all  their 
movements  from  Corinth,  but  I will  keep  him  posted  as  far  as  I can. 
From  the  dispatches  I get  from  the  south  1 judge  they  think  that  a large 
force  is  moving  north.  Falkner  is  in  command  of  forces  near  Dyers- 
burg. The  Haywood  Rangers  are  with  him.  I have  spies  in  his  camp, 
and  will  know  by  to-morrow  how  strong  they  are.

He  also  .reports  a rebel  force  of  from  6,000  to  8,000  within  7 miles  of 
Jackson,  between  that  place  and  Denmark.  He  asks  for  re-enforcements, 
but  already  this  place  is  almost  stripped  of  troops.  The  new  regiments 
from  Illinois  do  not  come  forward,  it  is  said,  for  want  of  arms.  The 
Seventy-sixth  Illinois  is  now  here  with  but  200  muskets  (altered  Spring- 
field),  half  of  them  useless.  Give  us  arms  and  we  will  do  more  than 
hold  what  you  have  conquered.

I have  ordered  Stanley  to  prepare  at  once 
with  secrecy  and  dispatch  to  remove  his  troops  to  this  place,  and  in- 
structed not  to  lose  a pound  of  anything ; to  cover  the  movement  by  an 
apparent  advance  southwestward  toward  Fulton.  Similar  directions 
have  been  given  the  cavalry  under  Mizner.  It  will  require  four  or  five 
days  to  perfect  this.

Major-General  Grant,  Corinth : 

I telegraphed  you  yesterday  that  Colonel  Dennis’  command,  moving- 
in  from  Estanaula,  were  surrounded  by  a superior  force  of  rebels.  I 
sent  him  all  the  re-enforcements  I could  spare,  and  have  not  heard  yet 
from  the  expedition.  Bolivar  is  reported  invested  by  a large  force 
under  Price.  I can  spare  no  force  to  assist  them,  being  threatened 
here  by  largely  superior  numbers. 

Colonel  Crocker  reports  heavy  force  of  enemy  at  Van  Buren  and  Mid- 
dleburg  and  rebel  pickets  within  4 miles  of  Bolivar,  and  has  moved  all 
his  supplies  within  the  fortifications.  A force  of  rebels,  reported  6,000 
to  8,000  strong,  encamped  7 miles  from  here  last  night.  General  Ville- 
pigue  is  reported  to  have  crossed  the  Hatchie  near  Brownsville  night 
before  last  with  infantry  and  artillery.  Can  you  send  me  assistance  ? 
I send  a locomotive  with  this  dispatch,  being  satisfied  that  telegrams 
between  here  and  Corinth  are  intercepted  by  the  enemy.  Being  doubt- 
ful of  this  reaching  you  I telegraphed  to  General  Tuttle  to  assist  us  if 
possible,  but  have  little  expectation  of  help  from  there.

Your  dispatch  for  troops  to  go  to  Kentucky  was  received  at  12  last 
night.  Arrangements  were  immediately  made  to  send  some  troops,  but 
your  dispatch  could  not  be  made  out  where  they  were  to  go  nor  what 
route.  They  will  be  sent  as  promptly  as  possible.  Bolivar  has  been 
surrounded  for  several  days,  but  I think  can  hold  out.  Jackson  was 
threatened  with  strong  force  of  cavalry,  estimated  at  4,000 ; I think, 
however,  only  four  regiments.  They  were  badly  handled  in  our  front, 
again  in  front  of  Bolivar,  then  at  Medon,  and  at  last  a few  miles  west 
from  there,  which  I reported  to  you.  One  hundred  dead  were  left  on 
the  field.  Reports  now  show  that  we  buried  179  of  the  enemy’s  dead. 
I understand  that  the  whole  country  around  the  scene  of  battle  is  a 
hospital  for  rebel  wounded.  I have  ordered  one  division  from  Mem- 
phis to  Brownsville,  and  by  concentrating  the  troops  west  of  us  at  that 
place  I can  hold  it,  if  that  is  important.  I will  do  it  at  all  hazards  or 
be  very  badly  beaten.  I immediately  telegraphed  back  for  correction 
of  your  dispatch.

Captain  : I desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  general  to  the  impor- 
tance of  keeping  a portion  of  our  troops  at  Brownsville  as  a point  of 
defense,  and  to  watch  the  movements  of  the  enemy.  It  is  superior  to 
any  north  of  the  Hatchie.  Its  position  is  such  that  no  troops  could  get 
by  it  to  do  any  damage  north  of  the  Hatchie  without  our  knowledge. 
From  Humboldt  to  Brownsville  there  are  only  two  bridges  on  the  rail- 
road out  which  could  be  put  in  in  a very  short  time,  giving  us  railroad 
and  telegraphic  communication  with  the  place,  and  the  railroad,  run- 
ning as  it  does  parallel  with  our  present  line  of  communication,  can  be 
easily  protected.  It  appears  to  me  as  very  important  that  the  road 
should  be  repaired  and  the  place  occupied,  as  it  would  keep  all  small 
bands  of  the  enemy  out  of  this  country  and  give  us  due  notice  of  the 
approach  of  a large  body,  with  an  opportunity  to  dispute  the  crossing 
of  the  Hatchie.  It  appears  to  me  that  the  general  commanding  the 
District  of  West  Tennessee,  upon  proper  representation  of  the  impor- 
tance of  a force  at  that  point,  would  cause  it  to  be  occupied.

Dear  Colonel  : Please  acknowledge  to  the  major-general  command- 
ing the  receipt  by  me  of  his  letter,  and  convey  to  him  my  assurances 
that  I promptly  modified  my  first  instructions  about  cotton  so  as  to  con- 
form to  his  orders.  Trade  in  cotton  is  now  free,  but  in  all  else  I en- 
deavor so  to  control  it  that  the  enemy  shall  receive  no  contraband  goods 
or  any  aid  and  comfort.  Still  I feel  sure  that  the  officers  of  steam  boats 
are  sadly  tempted  by  high  prices  to  land  salt  and  other  prohibited  ar- 
ticles at  way  points  along  the  river.  This,  too,  in  time  will  be  checked. 

All  seems  well  here  and  hereabouts.  No  large  body  of  the  enemy 
within  striking  distance.  A force  of  about  2,000  cavalry  passed  through 
Grand  Junction  north  last  Friday,  and  fell  on  a detachment  of  the  Boli- 
var army  at  Middleburg,  the  result  of  which  is  doubtless  reported  to 
you.  As  soon  as  I heard  of  the  movement  I dispatched  a force  to  the 
southeast,  by  way  of  diversion,  and  am  satisfied  that  the  enemy’s  in- 
fantry and  artillery  fell  back  in  consequence  behind  the  Tallahatchie. 

Weather  is  very  hot,  country  very  dry,  and  dust  as  bad  as  possible. 
I hold  my  two  divisions  ready  with  original  complement  of  transporta- 
tion for  field  service.  Of  course  all  things  must  now  depend  on  events 
in  front  of  Washington  and  in  Kentucky. 

The  gunboat  Eastport  and  four  transports,  loaded  with  prisoners  of 
war,  destined  for  Vicksburg,  have  been  lying  before  Memphis  for  two 
days,  but  are  now  steaming  up  to  resume  their  voyage. 

Our  fort  progresses  well,  but  our  guns  are  not  yet  mounted.  The 
engineers  are  now  shaping  the  banquette  to  receive  platforms.  I expect 
Captain  Prime  from  Corinth  in  two  or  three  days.

Sir:  I have  allowed  more  time  to  pass  than  I should  to  communicate 
with  the  general  commanding,  but  nothing  has  transpired  here  worthy 
of  note,  and  as  you  know  my  time  is  well  taken  up  with  the  thousand 
and  one  little  details  of  necessary  duty.  The  weather  has  been  so  hot 
and  roads  so  dusty  that  I have  been  unable  to  drill  as  much  as  should 
have  been  done,  but  generally  the  brigades  are  pretty  well  disciplined 
and  instructed.  Our  numbers  have  increased  by  about  1,000  by  absen- 
tees joining  here,  but  we  are  short  of  arms.  Captain  Lyford  is  now 
here,  and  has  examined  all  the  matters  pertaining  to  his  branch  of 
service.  I have  set  apart  one  brick  house  inside  the  fort  as  an  ordnance 
office  and  place  of  issue,  and  have  given  him  the  old  brewery  under  the 
hill  as  an  ordnance  storehouse. 

The  engineers  are  constructing  four  magazines  in  connection  with  the 
fort,  and  there  were  two  powder- houses  on  the  river  bank  which  we 
have  appropriated,  so  that  I feel  assured  we  will  have  at  Memphis  the 
best  possible  storage  for  all  the  ammunition  needed  for  the  fort  or  for 
issue  to  troops. 

I have,  by  board  specially  appointed,  appraised  all  buildings  inside  of 
the  fort  and  for  some  distance  outside,  which  are  already  vacated  or  be- 
ing so.  Tenants  thus  dispossessed  are  supplied  with  other  houses  in 
Memphis  of  equal  value.  Some  of  the  houses  thus  taken  must  be  de- 
stroyed, but  others  are  put  to  use  either  as  hospital  quarters  or  storage. 
By  extending  the  original  lines  north  we  take  in  a large  cotton-shed, 
with  a high  brick  wall.  This  forms  an  admirable  quartermaster’s  depot, 
and  a battery  erected  close  by  commands  the  city  perfectly.  The  earth- 
work of  the  fort  is  Well  progressed  and  we  are  now  beginning  the  gun 
platform.  Colonel  Bissell  has  brought  down  an  immense  lot  of  shot 
and  shell,  but  a small  quantity  of  gunpowder.  He  has  also  delivered 
heavy  guns  and  carriages  suited  to  the  work,  though  not  exactly  the 
caliber  prescribed  by  Captain  Prime.  Colonel  Bissell  is  now  operating 
along  the  river  with  the  Engineer  Regiment,  Fifty-second  Indiana.  He 
is  so  energetic  and  full  of  zeal  that  I have  not  checked  him,  though  1 
fear  he  may  cause  the  very  thing  we  endeavor  to  prevent,  viz,  the  firing 
on  boats.  There  has  been  little  or  none  of  this  of  late,  and  I would  favor 
the  condign  punishment  of  any  one  committing  such  outrage,  but  we 
must  be  careful  not  to  render  ourselves  too  harsh,  or  they  will  naturally 
seek  revenge.  He  has  just  destroyed  some  houses  at  Hockelrode’s,  be- 
low, and  as  soon  as  he  gets  up  I will  make  him  report  in  writing  and 
send  you.  He  brought  up  in  his  last  trip  some  negro  women  and  chil- 
dren. I doubt  the  policy  of  burdening  ourselves  with  such,  as  we  can 
give  them  no  employment  and  idle  negroes  of  either  sex  are  of  no  use 
to  us  in  war.  If  they  seek  refuge  in  our  lines  we  cannot  surrender  them 
or  permit  force  to  be  used  in  recapturing  them,  but  I doubt  the  propriety 
of  making  them  captive.  We  had  over  1,300  negroes  on  the  fort,  but 
since  I have  allowed  the  quartermaster  and  regiments  to  use  contrabands 
the  force  at  the  fort  has  fallen  to  800.  The  enemy  has  made  herculean 
efforts  to  prevent  negroes  getting  to  our  lines,  and  they  partially  suc- 
ceed, but  all  say  that  the  negroes  everywhere  are  very  saucy  and  dis- 
obedient. I do  not  think  it  to  our  interest  to  set  loose  negroes  too  fast. 

On  Thursday  of  last  week  I learned  that  a cavalry  force  was  moving 
up  from  Abbeville,  and  inferring  their  purpose  was  to  attack  Bolivar  or 
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threaten  your  communications  I at  once  dispatched  Veatch’s  brigade 
toward  Holly  Springs,  with  cavalry  on  the  State  Line  and  Hernando 
roads  to  make  a big  dust  and  divert  attention.  I have  reason  to  believe 
the  movement  held  back  the  infantry  and  artillery  that  was  designed  to 
attack  Middieburg  and  Bolivar.  I still  think  the  expedition  suggested 
before,  which  I know  met  the  general’s  hearty  approval,  would  counteract 
any  movement  northward  from  the  direction  of  Abbeville  or  Senatobia. 

I will  again  to-day  dispatch  my  cavalry  toward  Hernando  for  the 
same  purpose.  The  roads  are  stifling  with  dust.  You  already  know 
that  I dispatched  thirteen  companies  of  cavalry  for  Bolivar,  and  have 
received  five  companies  of  the  Sixth  Illinois,  and  Thielemann’s  cavalry, 
now  reduced  to  80  men,  and  only  50  horses.  I will  not  give  horses  to 
the  cavalry  till  I impress  on  them  the  importance  of  taking  care  of  what 
they  have.  I have  sent  the  Seventy-seventh  Ohio,  Colonel  Hildebrand, 
to  Alton,  and  now  expect  hourly  the  battalion  of  the  Thirteenth  Regi- 
ment Infantry.  Guerrillas  now  are  very  quiet,  and  generally  things 
move  along  quietly  and  smoothly.  We  now  await  with  deep  anxiety 
further  news  from  Virginia  and  Kentucky.

I cannot  even  conjecture 
their  force,  not  deeming  it  prudent  with  my  small  cavalry  command  to 
pursue  at  night,  and  considering  it  folly  to  pursue  with  infantry. 

If  you  are  flush  of  troops  an  additional  regiment  will  do  no  harm.

I am  now  convinced  that  the  steamers  Skylark  and  Callie  burned  on 
the  Tennessee  River  about  two  weeks  ago  by  rebels  was  done  with  the 
connivance  of  the  captains  or  Treasury  agents.  * The  steamer  Terry, 
just  captured  on  the  same  river,  was  probably  done  with  the  connivance 
of  her  commander,  Captain  Klinck.  I had  just  ordered  the  expulsion 
of  Captain  Klinck  from  our  lines  on  the  strength  of  a letter  received, 
sent  through  Washington,  exposing  his  secession  proclivities,  the  very 
morning  his  brother,  the  quartermaster,  sent  him  in  command  of  the 
Terry.  Klinck  is  now  in  Cairo  under  arrest.

Sir  : I had  the  honor  to  receive  at  the  hands  of  Colonel  Lagow,  aide, 
the  letter  of  General  Grant  of  September  2.  I immediately  ordered 
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General  Hurlbut’s  entire  division  to  move  to  Brownsville  by  land.  The 
cavalry,  eight  companies,  of  Fifth  Ohio,  about  300  effective  men,  are 
already  advanced  to  the  vicinity  of  Raleigh,  and  the  remainder  of  the 
division  will  camp  there  to-night.  To-morrow  they  move  to  Shelby 
Station  and  operate  so  as  to  threaten  Somerville,  and  any  force  that 
may  be  near  Bolivar  or  the  south  of  Hatchie.  He  will  then  see  that 
he  can  cross  the  Hatchie  by  some  bridge  or  ford  on  the  road  toward 
Brownsville,  when  he  will  rapidly  cross  the  Hatchie,  take  post  at  Browns- 
ville, and  put  himself  in  communication  with  Jackson  and  Bolivar. 

The  Fifty-second  Indiana,  now  operating  on  the  river  with  Colonel 
Bissell,  will  be  landed  on  Monday  next  at  Fort  Pillow  and  reach  back 
to  communicate  with  General  Hurlbut,  at  or  near  the  crossing  of 
Hatchie,  and  should  it  be,  as  I apprehend  is  the  case,  that  the  Jackson 
and  Columbus  Railroad  is  broken,  the  force  in  that  quarter  may  be 
temporarily  used  from  Pillow. 

As  near  as  I can  learn  from  a gentleman  in  whom  I confide,  General 
Armstrong,  of  Price’s  army,  came  across  to  Holly  Springs  from  Tupelo 
with  three  regiments  of  cavalry  and  two  battalions  of  same.  There  he 
was  joined  by  Jackson’s  and  Pinson’s  regiments,  about  1,200  more, 
making  some  3,000  or  4,000  mounted  men.  This  is  the  force  that  ap- 
peared at  Bolivar,  it  is  supposed,  for  the  purpose  of  breaking  up  the 
railroad  that  supplies  you.  I fear  they  will  succeed. 

Yillepigue  still  remained  at  Abbeville  Depot,  18  miles  below  Holly 
Springs,  with  four  regiments  of  infantry,  rather  weak,  and  eight  pieces 
of  field  artillery.  The  men  talked  about  a forward  movement  on  Tues- 
day last,  but  the  only  sign  of  such  a movement  was  that  their  quarter- 
master was  buying  artillery  horses  at  Holly  Springs.  This  gentleman 
saw  the  dress-parade  last  Sunday  and  counted  only  1,200  men. 

As  soon  as  I heard  cavalry  was  moving  from  Cold  water  I sent  Veatch’s 
brigade  toward  Holly  Springs  as  a feint,  and  am  satisfied  it  caused  the 
infantry  and  artillery  to  remain ; otherwise  it  would  have  been  at  Bolivar. 
Right  before  last  I dispatched  200  select  cavalry  of  the  Sixth  Illinois  to 
cross  Coldwater  on  a road  between  the  Holly  Springs  and  Hernando  road. 
They  are  still  out.  I learn  that  about  12  miles  out  they  caught  12  pris- 
oaers,  whom  Colonel  Grierson  sent  in  by  Lieut.  [R.  B.]  Cunningham,  of 
Company  G,  Sixth  Illinois,  and  12  men.  About  10  miles  out  this  party 
was  fired  on  by  a party  in  ambush,  by  which  Lieutenant  Cunningham 
was  killed;  the  party  dispersed.  Three  men  are  still  missing,  though 
it  is  probable  they  turned  back  and  joined  Colonel  Grierson,  who  had 
gone  on.  Five  of  the  prisoners  were  brought  in.  As  soon  as  I heard  of 
it  I dispatched  all  my  remaining  cavalry  out  to  punish  the  murderers. 
The  body  of  Lieutenant  Cunningham  has  been  brought  in  dreadfully 
mangled,  I hear  the  murderers  were,  as  I suspected,  citizens,  and  that 
the  rightful  parties  have  been  punished.  As  soon  as  my  party  of  cav- 
alry returns  I will  call  for  a written  report  to  send  you. 

Colonel  Lagow  goes  to-day  to  Columbus  and  Corinth,  and  will  deliver 
this  and  tell  all  news.

For  tlie  information  of  the  general-in-chief  I have  the  honor  to  report 
the  following  changes  being  made  in  the  disposition  of  the  forces  in  this 
district : 

The  two  remaining  divisions  of  the  Army  of  the  Mississippi,  under 
command  of  Major-General  Rosecrans,  are  being  collected  at  this  place 
and  form  the  garrison  of  Corinth.  Rienzi,  Jacinto,  and  Danville  will 
be  held  for  the  present.  Besides  these  two  divisions  there  will  be  here' 
General  Davies’  division,  two  brigades  of  McArthur’s,  and  the  cavalry 
and  artillery,  with  the  exception  of  one  battery,  of  the  entire  division. 
The  whole  will  be  under  the  command  of  General  Rosecrans. 

The  Jackson  command,  which  guards  the  road  from  Bethel  to  Hum- 
boldt and  from  Jackson  to  Bolivar,  will  be  under  Major-General  Ord, 
the  forces  remaining  as  now ; that  is,  the  former  command  of  General 
McClernand  has  been  increased  by  one  brigade  from  General  McArthur’s 
division,  and  one  battery.  Two  brigades  from  Memphis  will  occupy 
Brownsville,  probably  commanded  by  Brig.  Gen.  M.  L.  Smith.  This 
arrangement  gives  me  Major-General  Sherman,  commanding  on  the 
right  j Major-General  Ord  in  the  center,  and  General  Rosecrans  on  the 
left.  With  the  force  at  Brownsville  the  line  of  the  Hatchie  will  be 
guarded,  and  that  force  will  be  in  readiness  to  re-enforce  Bolivar  in 
case  of  an  attack  there,  or  to  occupy  that  place  and  leave  the  present 
garrison  loose  to  re-enforce  Corinth  should  it  become  necessary.  When 
this  arrangement  is  entirely  completed  I will  probably  move  headquar-  . 
ters  to  Jackson.  From  that  place,  with  a garrison  at  Brownsville,  I 
will  always  be  able  to  communicate  with  Memphis,  by  means  of  courier, 
in  seven  or  eight  hours  in  case  of  necessity.

Captain  : Tlie  larger  part  of  the  rebel  force  that  has  been  between 
the  Forked  Deer  Rivers  has  fallen  back  to  the  Hatchie,  leaving  bands 
of  marauders  in  Haywood  County  to  do  what  mischief  they  can.  Their 
camps  extend  from  Brownsville  Landing  to  Estanaula,  and  they  are  re- 
ported by  our  spies  and  Union  men  as  being  from  3,000  to  5,000  strong. 
They  are  recruiting  a large  number  of  men  south  of  the  Hatchie  and  in 
the  counties  bordering  it  on  the  north. 

Where  Colonel  McCullough  is  I know  not,  but  judge  by  their  falling 
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back  that  he  must  be  scouting  in  Haywood  County.  If  we  could  have 
a force  at  Brownsville  to  occasionally  dash  across  the  Hatchie  we  could 
make  it  too  hot  even  there  for  them  ; all  their  prisoners  and  our  scouts  say 
that  they  desire  to  get  north  of  me.  The  punishment  that  I have  given 
them  in  Dyer,  Lauderdale,  and  Haywood  Counties  makes  them  bitter. 
They  take  all  the  property  of  any  Union  man  or  any  one  who  even  leans 
that  way,  negroes  and  all,  and  those  men  who  bought  the  confiscated 
property  at  the  sales  here  they  punished  terribly.  A fight  occurred  in 
the  streets  of  Denmark  Thursday ; what  it  amounted  to  I know  not. 
The  secesh  report  that  their  side  lost  30  and  that  the  cavalry  cut  them 
up  terribly  and  dispersed  them  in  the  fourth  charge.  I trust  it  is  so.

General:  1 last  evening  assumed  command  of  this  brigade,  late 
Colonel  Sheridan’s,  and  now  composed  of  Second  Iowa  and  Seventh 
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Kansas  Cavalry,  and  in  compliance  with  orders  from  General  Granger 
report  to  you. 

The  camps  were  much  disturbed  last  night  by  a communication  re- 
ceived by  Colonel  Alexander  from  yourself,  on  which  he  issued  an  order 
to  strike  tents  and  move  baggage  to  rear.  I did  not  do  so,  but  made 
preparations  to  meet  an  attack.  There  was  no  disturbance  during  the 
night.  My  command  was  so  stationed  as  to  guard  the  roads  from  Boone-  j 
ville  east  through  Jumpertown  to  the  main  crossing  of  the  Hatchie  and 
north  above  the  region  of  Kossuth.  Both  regiments  had  been  out  with 
their  entire  force  and  are  still  absent  from  camp.  I have  no  information 
which  leads  me  to  believe  we  shall  have  an  immediate  attack,  though  I 
shall  expect  one  when  the  enemy  learns  our  situation.  Their  pickets  j 
have  been  on  Twenty  Mile  Creek  for  six  weeks  past.  I will  try  to  visit 
you  to-day,  though  may  not  be  able.

Would  it  be  well  for 
us  to  take  up  the  rails  and  haul  them  off  for  a mile  or  two  and  break  up 
the  track-bed  down  toward  Booneville  ?

The  information  I sent  you  is  all  I have  at  present.  All  things  con- 
sidered, it  would  seem  probable  that  Yan  Dorn,  Breckinridge,  and  Price 
should  combine,  and  if  we  withdraw  from  the  east  should  hold  us  in 
check  and  move  on  Buell  or  make  an  attempt  to  dislodge  us,  if  they 
think  they  have  the  power.  The  best  route  for  them,  all  things  con- 
sidered, is  via  Ripley  and  Chewalla  if  they  have  transportation ; the 
railroad  by  Rienzi  is  the  next  best.  If  we  have  our  troops  in  hand  so 
as  to  meet  this  attack  we  shall  be  able  to  whip  them  and  crush  them 
out.  If  they  move  east  we  shall  be  able  to  counteract  them.  If  they 
should  try  to  penetrate  between  us  and  Memphis  and  cross  the  Hatchie 
it  would  be  the  best  for  us  of  all  ; they  would  never  return.

Commanding  First  Brigade  : 

Sir  : In  continuation  of  the  subject  of  our  conversation  of  yesterday 
I now  instruct  you  to  inarch  about  1,200  men,  selected  from  the  regi- 
ments of  your  brigade,  to  a point  on  the  other  side  of  the  Nonconah 
where  it  is  crossed  by  the  Pigeon  Boost  road,  where  they  will  bivouac 
to-night.  At  that  point  Colonel  Grierson,  Sixth  Illinois  Cavalry,  will 
report  to  you  with  about  400  well  selected  and  equipped  cavalry  and 
one  of  our  best  light  batteries.  You  will  then  assume  command  of  the 
whole.  See  that  there  are  five  days’  rations  on  hand  and  all  the  tools 
necessary  to  effect  the  object  of  your  expedition. 

The  object  is  the  destruction  of  a new  bridge  under  process  of  con- 
struction across  Coldwater,  about  7 miles  below  the  town  of  Hernando, 
and  to  drive  away  any  force  in  that  neighborhood.  To  effect  this  I 
leave  you  to  act  [with]  discretion,  but  suggest  that  you  detach  about  100 
cavalry  to  Germantown  from  your  rendezvous  with  orders  to  join  you 
afterward  by  Hernando ; with  your  force  then  to  move  rapidly  on  Her- 
nando, sending  the  cavalry  to  the  bridge  to  see  if  it  is  guarded  by  cav- 
alry only  or  by  infantry  and  artillery.  If  there  be  artillery  or  any  large 
party  of  infantry  the  cavalry  should  not  be  drawn  within  range,  but  re- 
turn and  report  to  you,  when  you  can  act  with  energy  but  due  caution. 

At  about  the  time  of  the  destruction  of  that  bridge  you  will  also 
cause  to  be  destroyed  a large  section  of  the  railroad  track  so  effectually 
that  it  cannot  be  repaired,  burning  ties  and  bending  the  iron  in  such  a 
way  as  to  be  utterly  useless.  The  railroad  bridge  is  already  broken, 
but  I want  it  so  destroyed  that  it  cannot  be  repaired  this  season.  If 
you  find  surely  that  only  a light  force  is  at  Senatobia  you  may  attack 
that  place  and  destroy  it  effectually,  so  as  to  be  useless  for  the  enemy. 

Let  your  movements  be  rapid  and  decisive,  keeping  your  own  coun- 
sels and  confiding  only  in  two  or  three  officers  next  in  rank  to  yourself. 

The  only  force  capable  of  resisting  you  of  which  I have  any  knowl- 
edge is  at  Abbeville  or  Holly  Springs.  Therefore  if  you  hear  of  any 
advance  from  that  quarter  look  well  to  the  roads  to  the  fort. 

Leave  in  charge  of  your  camps  some  responsible  officer,  who  will  com- 
mand the  fragment  of  your  brigade,  with  positive  orders  to  keep  all  the 
men  in  their  camps  and  to  see  the  guard  well  kept  up. 

I think  you  can  accomplish  all  and  return  to  your  camp  by  Saturday, 
but  leave  this  to  you.  Having  a good  force  of  cavalry  you  can  keep 
me  advised  of  anything  that  should  be  known  to  me  and  at  the  same 
time  watch  your  own  flanks.

A private  of  Thirty-ninth  Ohio,  captured  while  straggling  from  their 
camp,  just  returned  from  Tupelo,  paroled,  and  with  a pass  to  Bay 
Springs,  dated  Tupelo,  September  6,  signed  Brigadier-General  Cabell, 
says  he  was  taken  to  Baldwyn,  thence  to  Guntown,  thence  to  Saltillo 
and  Tupelo,  where  he  saw  General  Price ; heard  two  citizens  tell  him 
“Damned  Yankees  were  coming  close,  burning,  ravishing,  and  destroy- 
ing.” Price  advised  them  to  go  home,  mind  their  own  business,  not 
shoot  any  one,  as  that  only  made  matters  worse;  he  would  rectify  mat- 
ters in  a week  or  two.  He  was  told  by  soldiers  he  could  not  leave  till 
after  the  fight.  His  remarks  to  the  soldiers  that  he  wanted  to  know  how 
many  engines  we  had  on  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  Railroad,  as  he  wished 
them  all ; that  the  soldiers  could  not  leave  till  after  the  fight ; then 
giving  him  a pass  to  go  by  himself  to  Bay  Springs  alone  to  Mann’s  com- 
pany of  rebel  cavalry ; all  combined  induce  me  to  believe . the  rebels 
are  playing  a game  of  bluff  and  are  very  weak,  say  12,000  effectives.

Str:  I have  just  heard  from  General  Hurlbut.  His  column  was  on 
Sunday,  at  3 p.  m.,  moving  in  good  order  near  Union  Depot,  and  would 
move  toward  Somerville  and  Bolivar,  to  a certain  point  designated  in 
his  orders,  when  he  will  turn  squ*are  to  the  north  and  move  to  Hatchie 
Crossing.  The  water  is  very  low,  and  although  all  the  bridges  are 
broken  he  can  easily  ford  the  stream. 
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I hear  of  Jackson’s  and  Fa-lkner's  cavalry,  with  other  fragments, 
amounting  to  about  3,000  men,  in  his  route,  but  I do  not  think  they  will 
fight  him.  I think  Jackson  is  waiting  for  a force  from  Abbeville,  but 
I have  sent  Morgan  L.  Smith’s  brigade  with  some  cavalry  and  artillery 
to  the  southeast.  That  will  prevent  any  movement  north  from  that 
point.  The  cavalry  scout  in  my  last  report  was  fully  successful,  and  I 
send  by  this  mail  Colonel  Grierson’s  report.*  I learn  that  the  rebels 
are  constructing  a bridge  over  Coldwater  on  the  Hernando  road.  To 
destroy  this  is  a part  of  General  Smith’s  expedition. 

I have  just  seen  a notice  in  a newspaper  that  the  battalion  of  the 
Thirteenth  U.  S.  Infantry  is  at  Cincinnati.  That  is  not  hardly  fair.  I 
detached  one  of  my  regiments  to  relieve  this  battalion  by  your  order, 
with  the  distinct  understanding  that  I was  to  receive  in  lieu  this  battal- 
ion, and  it  now  seems  I lose  both.  This  is  not  fair,  and  I have  written 
to  General  Wright  to  that  effect.  I hope  you  will  do  the  same.  He 
should  either  send  the  battalion  at  once  or  let  me  have  the  regiment 
back,  viz,  the  Seventy-seventh  Ohio.  You  know  that  I have  not  too 
large  a garrison  to  hold  Memphis  and  at  the  same  time  make  offensive 
moves  along  the  river  and  into  the  interior. 

The  Fifty-second  Indiana  Engineer  Regiment,  still  attached  to  Gen- 
eral Hurlbut’s  division,  is  now  on  board  the  steamer  Emelin,  ordered 
to  land  at  Fort  Pillow,  to  open  communication  with  General  Hurlbut. 
I do  not  understand  that  this  regiment  is  permanently  detached  from 
General  Hurlbut,  though  at  present  operating  under  Colonel  Bissell  on 
the  river.

Jacinto. 

Telegraphed  you  that  Mower  was  at  Barnett’s.  Fourteen  companies  of  cavalry  will 
be  on  that  same  point  this  evening,  a little  west  and  south,  on  the  Bay  Springs  road; 
two  regiments  have  gone  to  Burnsville  ; two  more  will  follow  to-night ; two  more  to- 
morrow. Our  maps  show  three  roads  from  Jacinto  to  Corinth — Glendale  road  by  Mrs, 
Taylor’s  and  Campbell’s  Mill,  and  the  two  crossing  Hurricane  at  Van  Derferd’s  and 
Rorey’s  Mill.  Mitchell’s  Mill  commands  both,  and  Hurricane  is  a bad  stream  to 
cross.  Should  the  rebels  advance  on  you  in  force  feel  and  get  them  in  front  and 
stop  their  advance  guard,  and  quietly  and  firmly  withdraw  by  these  routes,  obstruct- 
ing their  passage  at  advantageous  points.  Break  down  the  bridges  on  Hurricane, 
fell  trees,  and  fight  them,  but  not  to  entangle  yourself,  falling  back  toward  your  old 
camp  at  Clear  Creek,  where  I think  we  can  find  a good  battle  ground.  Your  bag- 

fage  should  take  the  Glendale  road,  covered  by  a regiment  and  section  of  artillery. 
Istablish  at  once  and  maintain  an  efficient  line  of  communication  to  headquarters.

Maj.  John  A.  Rawlins: 

Sir  : Last  night  at  half-past  8 I received  through  Generals  Logan 
and  Ross  your  orders  to  move  on  Bolivar.  I had  more  than  half  com- 
pleted a bridge  across  the  Hatchie  and  should  have  been  in  Brownsville 
to-night. 

My  march  from  Raleigh  was  directed  on  Somerville,  and  I showed  my 
head  of  column  on  that  road  as  far  as  Hickory  Withe,  where  I turned 
toward  Brownsville.  This  was  under  Major-General  Sherman’s  advice 
to  relieve  our  forces  at  Bolivar  by  showing  a strong  column  on  the  flank 
of  any  attacking  force. 

We  have  had  to  repair  bridges  and  make  roads  and  are  delayed,  but 
I expect  to  be  in  Bolivar  by  Saturday  night  or  Sunday  morning.  My 
provisions  will  be  out  by  that  time  and  I shall  expect  notice  where  to 
draw. 

One  of  my  regiments,  the  Fifty-second  Indiana,  is  now,  I suppose,  at 
Fort  Pillow,  and  will  move  thence  by  land  to  join  me  at  Brownsville. 
They  will  require  orders  to  move  on  from  Brownsville  to  Jackson,  which 
should  be  sent  from  J ackson  to  Brownsville.  If  they  have  not  left  Fort 
Pillow  I wish  orders  sent  to  them  either  for  the  overland  march  or  to 
be  moved  by  boat  to  Columbus  and  thus  to  join  the  division.  There  is 
no  force  except  scattered  guerrillas  within  20  miles  of  me.

Sir  : I have  been  waiting  for  definite  news  from  the  interior  to  con- 
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vey  to  the  general,  and  write  now  lest  he  may  be  waiting  to  hear  from 
me.  General  Hurlbut’s  division  entire  marched  from  here  on  Saturday 
last  [6th]  for  Brownsville.  On  Monday  they  were  approaching  Big 
Hatcbie,  east  of  Shelby  Station  and  west  of  Somerville,  since  which  time 
I have  no  clear  account  of  them,  but  I feel  certain  they  have  reached 
Brownsville  without  much  trouble.  He  should  have  reached  that  point 
on  Wednesday,  and  by  this  time  could  be  at  Jackson  or  Bolivar,  ac- 
cording to  your  orders.  When  Hurlbut  moved  I thought  it  of  impor- 
tance to  check  Yillepigue  at  or  near  Abbeville,  and  also  to  destroy,  a 
bridge  said  to  be  under  construction  over  Cold  water,  on  the  road  to  and 
beyond  Hernando.  Accordingly  I ordered  General  Morgan  L.  Smith, 
with  the  effective  part  of  his  brigade  (about  1,500  men),  400  chosen  cav- 
alry, and  a battery  of  artillery,  to  move  about  17  miles  toward  Holly 
Springs,  and  then  to  turn  square  off  to  Hernando  and  there  destroy  the 
bridge  in  question  and  effectually  tear  up  about  5 miles  of  that  railroad, 
so  that  in  no  event  could  the  enemy  put  it  in  order  so  as  to  transport 
men  and  materials  within  one  day’s  march  of  Memphis.  General  Smith 
has  not  returned,  but  will  be  in  to-morrow,  and  I have  no  doubt  has 
succeeded  in  making  a diversion  by  which  General  Hurlbut  has  reached 
his  destination  with  little  or  no  molestation,  and  in  destroying  effectually 
that  railroad  so  as  to  be  useless  this  campaign.  I have  heard  accounts 
of  various  little  skirmishes  along  Coldwater,  in  which  we  invariably 
succeeded,  but  the  details  can  only  be  had  after  General  Smith’s  return. 
According  to  the  best  information  I can  collect  Yillepigue  has  moved  up 
to  Holly  Springs  with  about  2,000  infantry  and  twelve  guns.  Breckin- 
ridge’s division  has  also  in  part  moved  up  from  Jackson,  Miss.  About 
4,000  of  them  have  reached  Holly  Springs.  Their  cavalry — Jackson’s 
and  Porter’s  and  Pinson’s  cavalry — some  1,500,  are  encamped  along 
Coldwater.  I think  their  purpose  is  to  pass  up  between  you  and  Boli- 
var, or  it  may  be  they  design  merely  to  hold  us  in  check  while  Bragg 
pushes  on  to  Kentucky.  But  Kirby  Smith  in  his  proclamation  to  the 
Kentuckians  announces  that  Breckinridge  would  be  there,  and  I should 
suppose  that  he  would  make  an  effort  to  reach  Kentucky  this  fall.  As 
soon  as  General  Smith  returns  I think  I shall  be  able  to  arrive  at  some 
estimate  of  the  forces  that  are  now  at  or  near  Holly  Springs.  I am  sat- 
. isfied  that  the  movement  described  by  General  Smith’s  brigade  has 
kept  this  force  where  it  is  time  enough  to  enable  Hurlbut  to  co-operate 
with  the  force  at  Bolivar.  If  Steele  would  only  cross  over  and  destroy 
those  railroads — a thing  that  two  cavalry  regiments  might  achieve — it 
would  relieve  you  very  much  from  any  pressure  from  the  direction  of 
Jackson  or  Grenada.  I am  well  assured  that  Breckinridge  has  come 
north,  but  I don’t  think  his  force  exceeds  5,000  in  all.  Yillepigue  has 
not  over  2,000,  and  the  whole  cavalry  does  not  exceed  2,000.  Hurlbut’s 
forces  and  those  at  Bolivar  ought  to  meet  this  combined  movement. 

Our  fort  progresses  well ; seven  guns  mounted,  and  by  Saturday  I 
will  have  fifteen  heavy  guns  in  position  in  addition  to  forty-two  field 
pieces,  all  in  good  order.  Matters  in  the  city  quiet  enough,  and  the 
Union  men  better  satisfied,  as  I have  been  talking  to  them  a little  of 
their  duties. 

About  900  negroes  work  on  the  fort $ many  have  gone  away  or  to  the 
regiments.

The  little  fight  at  Iuka  was  a cavalry  attack.  The  rebels,  supposing 
we  had  evacuated,  were  much  surprised  and  badly  scared.  A Ten- 
nessee captain  taken  says  Price  with  his  staff  was  at  Bay  Springs, 
but  the  infantry  were  two  days  behind.  The  scout  from  Ripley  went 
all  the  way  down  to  4 miles  of  Guntown.  There  was  no  force  or  move- 
ment in  that  direction.  Report  at  Guntown,  Baldwyn,  and  up  to  Boone- 
ville  water  so  scarce  that  it  seems  strange  to  me  if  they  have  a large 
force.  I go  up  to  Ord’s  to  consult  with  Prime  about  cavalry  defense 
works  here.

Assistant  Adjutant- General,  Corinth , Miss. : 

Sir  : I wrote  yesterday  as  to  the  movements  of  troops  in  this  quarter. 
Since  its  dispatch  the  command  of  Brig.  Gen.  Morgan  L.  Smith  has  re- 
turned. The  expedition  was  eminently  successful,  and  I will  send  a full 
report  as  soon  as  it  is  made  up  by  the  officers  composing  it.  The  force, 
composing  1,500  infantry,  400  cavalry,  and  one  company  of  artillery, 
marched  17  miles  toward  Holly  Springs,  when  the  cavalry  was  sent 
forward  7 miles  farther  to  Coldwater,  where  it  encountered  a force  of 
about  600  Confederate  cavalry  ( Jackson’s  and  Pinson’s)  and  drove  them 
after  a sharp  fight.  We  lost  1 man  mortally  wounded  and  2 slightly. 
Colonel  Grierson,  who  commanded  our  cavalry,  reports  a heavy  loss  of 
the  enemy,  greater  than  I deem  possible;  but  will  leave  him  to  report.* 
General  Smith,  hearing  of  the  cavalry  skirmish,  hurried  forward  to 
Coldwater,  but  on  arriving  found  that  Colonel  Grierson  had  dispersed 
the  force,  and  he  therefore,  in  fulfillment  of  his  written  instructions, 
turned  to  the  south  to  Hernando  and  on  to  the  railroad  bridge  at  Cold- 
water,  7 miles  farther  south,  or  30  miles  from  Memphis.  The  enemy  had 
reconstructed  this  bridge  in  the  most  substantial  manner,  and  it  would 
have  been  ready  to  receive  the  rails  in  a very  few  days,  but  he  caused 
its  utter  destruction  by  fire,  including  over  500  feet  of  high  trestle-work 
connected  with  the  bridge.  A saw-mill,  which  had  furnished  the  tim- 
ber for  the  bridge,  was  also  very  properly  destroyed  by  fire.  This  rail- 
road bridge  was  about  1£  miles  east  of  the  road  bridge,  which  was  set 
on  fire  by  the  enemy’s  pickets  as  they  retreated  across  it,  but  the  fire  was 
extinguished,  and  pursuit  was  made  to  within  27  miles  of  Senatobia. 
After  having  completed  the  work  of  destruction  the  forces  sent  across 
Coldwater  were  withdrawn  and  the  road  bridge  effectually  destroyed, 
when  the  command  returned  to  Memphis.  1 consider  this  expedition 
to  have  been  of  importance.  First,  I know  it  has  held  in  check  the  en- 
emy’s force  assembling  at  or  near  Holly  Springs  for  the  purpose  of  mov- 
ing on  Bolivar  or  your  communications.  Second,  by  the  destruction  of 
the  new  railroad  bridge  across  Coldwater,  the  effect  of  which  is  to  keep 
any  force  of  the  enemy  on  that  line  at  a distance  from  our  flank  if  a 
movement  is  ever  contemplated  from  Memphis  to  the  east  or  northeast. 

The  fort  is  progressing,  and  I have  now  mounted  enough  heavy  guns  to 
keep  at  defiance  any  force.  With  the  present  resources  of  the  enemy 
in  this  quarter,  I would  surely  think  it  well  to  re-enforce  me  with  some

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of  the  new  levies,  whom  I could  discipline  and  instruct,  who  could  fight 
behind  the  breastworks,  and  leave  my  old  division  free  to  operate  in  the 
interior  or  along  the  river.  I could  easily  give  good  employment  to  one 
regiment  of  unarmed  men  to  man  the  artillery  on  the  fort.  I would  be 
obliged  if  you  would  suggest  this  to  General  Halleck  by  telegraph,  as 
it  is  bad  policy  to  instruct  infantry  as  artillerists  and  then  take  them 
away.  Do  not  forget  that  I sent  one  of  my  regiments  to  Alton  to  be 
exchanged  for  the  battalion  of  Thirteenth  Infantry,  which  had  been 
directed  to  Cincinnati.  As  near  as  I can  learn  the  people  in  the  interior 
are  getting  tired  of  guerrillas  and  partisan  rangers,  who  are  not  over 
particular  about  horses  and  provisions,  but  help  themselves  liberally 
from  friend  and  foe.

Iuka  office  not  open  ; no  news  from  there 
to  day.  Scout  in  from  Bay  Springs  says  no  rebel  force  on  the  Bay 
Springs  and  Jacinto  road  yesterday.  Du  Bois  has  cavalry  4 miles  be- 
low Booneville;  no  rebel  force  there  10  a.  m.  Two  regiments  left  at 
the  old  camps  at  sunrise  yesterday  going  east.  Secret  agent  in  from 
Orizaba;  small  camp  there;  another  4 miles  southwest  of  Ripley.  Falk- 
ner  reported  to  be  Price’s  body  guard.  Hamilton  reports  this  a.  m.  our 
cavalry  going  to  Iuka  Springs  ; reports  falling  in  with  rebel  cavalry 
near  Barnett’s;  suppose  it  was  the  Armstrong  cavalry  that  tried  Iuka 
yesterday  a.  m.  Hamilton  says  our  cavalry  was  to  attack  them  at  day- 
light this  morning,  and  he  would  pitch  in  with  vigor.  No  news  yet  from 
Jacinto.

All  seizures  of  personal  property,  contraband  or  otherwise,  by  brigade 
guard  and  pickets,  provost  guard,  or  other  parties  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States  will  hereafter  be  sent  to  the  provost-marshal’s  office,  who 
will  forthwith,  after  entering  the  same  in  his  register  of  such  property, 
turn  the  same  over  to  the  post  quartermaster,  taking  his  duplicate  re- 
ceipt therefor,  one  of  which  will  be  sent  to  the  Quartermaster-General. 
The  provost- marshal  will  caution  the  post  quartermaster  not  to  part 
with  the  horses,  saddles,  mules,  &c.,  of  prisoners  taken  until  after  a 
trial,  if  a doubt  exists  as  to  whether  they  are  certainly  confiscated,  in 
which  cases  such  horses,  &c.,  may  be  used,  but  not  issued  to  regiments 
until  after  conviction. 

The  post  quartermaster  will  keep  a separate  account  of  all  such  seiz- 
ures, and  will  issue  them  to  the  department  to  which  they  may  be  appro- 
priate : Arms  and  ammunition  to  the  ordnance  officer ; provisions  to  the 
division  commissary ; medicines  to  the  division  surgeon ; and  wagons, 
carriages,  horses,  mules,  harness,  &c.,  he  will  transfer  to  other  quarter- 
masters or  take  up  on  his  own  returns,  according  to  the  necessities  of 
services,  the  object  being  to  place  all  captured  property  in  the  hands  of 
a proper  Government  agent  in  the  first  instance  that  it  may  be  traced. 
The  quartermaster  may  give  preference  to  the  brigade  or  regiment  that 
effects  the  capture  and  seizure,  provided  that  there  be  no  other  more 
pressing  demand.  But  any  officer  or  soldier  who  takes  and  appropri- 
ates to  his  own  use  or  that  of  his  associates  any  horse,  wagon,  or  other 
article  of  captured  property  will  be  deemed  guilty  of  peculation  or  pil- 
lage and  tried  by  a general  court-martial. 

Any  officer  or  soldier  who  now  has  possession  of  any  property  hitherto 
captured  of  the  enemy  or  of  persons  trying  to  evade  our  police  regula- 
tions will,  through  his  brigade  quartermaster  or  commanding  officer,  see 
that  the  same  is  turned  in  as  above  directed,  and  may  afterward  draw 
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it  according  to  the  Army  Regulations,  if  so  entitled.  The  Government 
of  the  United  States  pays  its  agents  salaries  which  compensate  them  in 
full,  and  the  Government  is  of  course  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  all  prop- 
erty captured  of  the  enemy,  If  any  articles  be  captured  such  as  are 
not  needed  by  any  one  of  the  army  departments  the  post  quartermaster 
will  submit  a list  of  the  same  from  time  to  time  to  the  commanding  offi- 
cer, who  will  order  the  sale  thereof  at  Memphis,  Saint  Louis,  or  else- 
where,  but  no  sale  will  be  valid  without  such  order. 

All  requisitions  for  captured  property  must  be  approved  the  same  as 
if  the  articles  had  been  procured  by  purchase. 

The  provost-marshal,  if  in  need  of  money  or  property,  will  make  ac- 
counts against  the  Government,  which  accounts,  when  approved  by  the 
commanding  general,  will  be  paid  by  the  post  quartermaster  and  charged 
against  the  fund  in  his  hands  arising  from  sale  as  above  or  the  rents  of 
houses  seized  for  account  of  the  Government.  But  in  no  event  will  the 
provost-marshal,  or  any  one  in  his  employ,  sell,  convert,  or  give  away 
any  article  whatever  coming  into  his  possession  from  the  provost  guard 
or  from  any  of  the  guards,  pickets,  or  sentinels  of  the  command.  When 
rewards  are  offered  they  can  be  paid  as  other  accounts  and  not  other- 
wise.

For  ten  days  or  more  the  enemy  have  been  hovering  in  our  front  in 
reported  large  force.  I have  watched  their  moves  closely  until  I could 
concentrate  my  forces.  All  are  now  in  good  shape.  Hurlbut’s  division 
has  come  from  Memphis  to  Bolivar  and  about  6,000  troops  from  Bolivar 
brought  here.  General  Price  is  southeast  from  us,  near  Bay  Springs, 
moving  northeast.  It  is  reported  that  Van  Dorn  and  Breckinridge  are 
to  join  and  attack.  From  the  best  information  they  cannot  reach  here 
under  four  days.  My  view  is  they  are  covering  a move  to  get  General 
Price  into  East  Tennessee.  If  I can  I will  attack  Price  before  he  crosses 
Bear  Creek.  If  he  can  be  beaten  there  it  will  prevent  either  the  design 
to  go  north  or  to  unite  forces  and  attack  here.

Capt.  A.  Silfversparre,  of  the  First  Illinois  Artillery,  is  hereby  selected 
and  detailed  to  take  charge  of  the  fixed  and  permanent  batteries  in  Fort 
Pickering.  He  will  see  that  each  gun  has  its  appropriate  ammunition — 
shot,  shells,  and  canister— properly  disposed  for  action,  and  that  the 
implements  are  arranged  close  at  hand.

Hamilton  has  sent  out  Mizner  with  a regiment  of  infantry  and  all 
our  cavalry,  under  Mizner,  toward  Barnett’s,  on  the  Jacinto  and  Iuka 
road.  The  only  thing  we  can  do  to  prevent  Price  passing  through  the 
defiles  of  Bear  Greek  east  is  to  push  that  division  on  him  and  follow  it 
with  all  Stanley’s  force  while  Ross  makes  a strong  demonstration  on 
his  front.  This  is  safe  for  a day  or  two  if  we  can  keep  spies  from  run- 
ning to  Breckinridge  and  Yan  [Dorn  and]  Price  and  you  can  hold  your 
hand  against  [them].  I can  pursue  with  my  entire  force,  which,  includ- 
ing Du  Bois  and  Danville,  will  be  about  13,000  of  all  arms.

is  20  miles.  Mizner  has  gone  to  feel  of  them  since  4 a.  m.  My  suspicions 
are  that  some  houses  and  stores  have  been  burned  in  Iuka,  the  place 
abandoned,  and  that  Price  has  crossed  the  defiles  of  Bear  Creek,  and 
will  pass  the  Tennessee  before  it  rises — at  the  Shoals,  if  possible;  if  not, 
will  proceed  at  once  to  above  Decatur,  near  Whitesburg.

Have  ordered  regimental  trains  and  spare  baggage  of  this  army 
to  some  suitable  point  within  the  lines  at  Corinth,  to  be  parked  defen- 
sively, guarded  by  convalescents  unfit  for  duty.  March  placed  under 
the  command  of  a responsible  officer.  The  sick  are  to  go  to  the  general 
hospital,  where  our  medical  director  will  see  them  provided  for.  I think 
it  would  be  best  to  have  a few  tent-flies  to  be  kept  for  each  company,  in 
view  of  the  storms.  The  deserter  from  the  rebels  at  Iuka  is  an  Irish- 
man, from  Company  F,  Second  Texas;  left  last  night.  He  reports  Price 
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there  with  all  his  foree;  regiments  number  from  250  to  350;  Armstrong’s 
cavalry,  about  1,500;  five  four-gun  batteries,  and  two  heavy  rifled  pieces 
captured  from  us  at  Shiloh.  The  two  still  larger  went  west.  Price  was  l 
to  have  left  Iuka  on  yesterday  morning,  had  we  not  pursued  him  with 
our  reconnoitering  force,  destined  for  up  the  Tennessee  Valley.  Rations 
were  ordered  for  five  days.  Breckinridge  and  Van  Dorn  are  to  leap  in  i 
on  Corinth  from  the  west  as  soon  as  we  get  out  after  Price.  As  to  his 
statement  of  Price’s  command  and  position  I have  no  doubt.  Colonel  i 
Mower’s  reconnaissance  was  ably  conducted,  and  came  to  within  300 
yards  of  their  main  line  of  infantry,  Maury’s  division,  in  order  of  bat- 
tle. The  loss  of  the  train  was  wholly  owing  to  the  risk  of  the  conductor, 
who  ran  out  after  Mower  had  been  gone  some  hours,  and  was  done  by 
Armstrong’s  entire  cavalry  force,  which  came  west  a few  miles  south  of 
the  railroad  to  threaten  Mower’s  flauk.

General  Grant: 

Colonel  Mizner  has  returned  from  his  reconnaissance.  Road  directly 
cast  from  Jacinto  and  all  south  clear  as  far  as  Peyton’s  Mill,  and  prob- 
ably altogether  so.  One  company  of  cavalry  proceeded  within  2£  miles 
of  luka  and  found  no  pickets;  captured  2 prisoners  (captains),  one  an 
Englishman  and  one  a school  teacher  in  Bentonville,  Ark.  He  says 
Price  has  two  divisions  (each  brigade  of  four  regiments),  six  batteries, 
and  ten  regiments  of  cavalry,  and  is  aiming  to  go  north  through  West- 
ern Kentucky.  A deserter  from  Iuka  says  he  was  there  this  morning. 
Great  pains  ought  to  be  taken  to  ascertain  to-night  whether  they  are 
gone  or  not.  He  says  Breckinridge  has  certainly  gone  to  Holly  Springs 
and  will  move  on  Bolivar.  If  our  troops  move  by  Jacinto  they  will  not 
be  ready  to  fight  before  day  after  to-morrow  morning;  if  by  Burnsville 
about  the  same  time,  with  less  fatigue  but  probably  worse  roads.  I 
propose  to  move  by  Barnett’s.

I.  The  troops  of  this  army  will  move  with  five  days’  rations,  three 
cooked,  in  haversacks,  short  rations  of  forage  for  animals,  100  rounds 
of  ammunition  per  m an  (40  in  cartridge-boxes),  and  without  baggage. 
They  will  take  only  the  necessary  transportation  to  carry  the  forage 
and  spare  rations  and  ammunition  and  a few  hospital  stores.  The  am- 
bulances will  accompany  the  troops. 

The  spare  transportation  of  each  regiment  will  be  sent  with  the  reg- 
imental property  neatly  packed  in  it  to  Corinth,  under  guard  of  such 
convalescent  sick  as  will  not  be  able  to  endure  the  fatigues  of  a march, 
under  the, charge  of  a responsible  officer,  where  the  entire  transporta- 
tion of  the  army  will  be  parked  defensively  in  some  suitable  position 
convenient  to  water.  The  guards  of  the  train  will  be  organized  under 
the  direct  on  of  Lieut.  Col.  H.  G.  Kennett  and  placed  under  the  com- 
mand of  he  senior  officer,  who  will  see  that  they  are  armed,  attend 
four  daily  roll-calls,  and  perform  camp  guard  duty.  Necessary  tents 
for  their  encampment  will  be  taken  from  the  trains  of  the  regiments 
to  which  they  belong'.

The  sick  will  be  sent,  with  their  proper  papers,  under  suitable  care  to 
Corinth,  with  orders  to  report  there  to  Surg.  A.  B.  Campbell,  medical 
director,  who  will  see  that  they  are  provided  for  and  who  will  give  re- 
ceipts to  the  conductors  of  the  sick-trains,  as  much  suffering  results 
from  neglect.  Regimental  and  detachment  commanders  are  enjoined 
to  see  that  the  sick  of  their  commands  have  their  proper  papers  before 
they  go,  holding  their  medical  officers  responsible  therefor. 

Fifty  rounds  spare  ammunition  per  man  will  be  supplied  by  Lieut.

Major  : I have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  pursuance  of  order,  a copy 
whereof  is  hereto  annexed,  the  Fourth  Division  marched  from  Memphis, 
Tenn.,  on  the  morning  of  September  6,  1862,  at  II  o’clock. 

It  accordance  with  the  suggestions  of  Maj.  Gen.  W.  T.  Sherman  and 
in  conformity  with  his  advice  the  line  of  march  was  so  far  changed  as 
to  leave  Shelby  to  the  north — this  for  the  purpose  of  throwing  the  head 
of  column  so  far  toward  Somerville  as  should  seem  advisable  to  relieve 
any  force  which  might  be  at  Bolivar.  The  course  of  the  march  was  to 
Baleigh,  northeast  ; thence  almost  direct  east  to  Green  Bottom ; thence 
to  Cypress  Creek,  where,  the  prevalence  of  rain  rendering  the  roads  im- 
passable for  artillery,  the  column  halted  one  day.  At  Cypress  Creek 
the  column  was  turned  sharply  to  the  north,  passing  through  Hickory 
Withe,  across  the  Loosahatchie,  the  bridge  over  which  had  been  held 
by  an  advance  of  cavalry.  On  the  10th  the  march  was  continued  as 
far  as  the  Muddy.  On  the  same  evening  a bridge  was  built  across  the 
Muddy  to  replace  that  one  which  had  been  heretofore  destroyed.  An 
advance  force  was  thrown  forward  to  the  Hatchie  and  to  Brownsville 
and  the  erection  of  a bridge  over  the  Hatchie  was  commenced.  On  the 
11th  evening,  the  bridge  over  the  Hatchie  being  well  nigh  completed, 
orders  for  the  progress  to  Brownsville  were  delivered,  but  counter- 
manded on  the  receipt  of  communication,  a copy  whereof  is  hereto  an- 
nexed.* 

Upon  the  morning  of  September  12  the  column  marched  southwest 
to  Wesley;  thence  southeast  through  Dancy ville  to  Bear  Creek,  where 
it  bivouacked  that  night. 

On  the  morning  of  the  13th  September  marched  at  daylight  to  Clear 
Creek,  where  it  rested,  proceeding  at  2 p.  m.  to  Bolivar,  where  it  en- 
camx>ed  upon  Pleasant  Bun. 

The  troops  have  since  been  disposed  so  as  best  to  garrison  the  city 
and  to  supply  the  deficiency  in  force  caused  by  the  march  thence  of 
General  Boss’  command. 

Herewith  I have  the  honor  to  inclose  journal  of  march,  showing  roads, 
water,  &c.,  for  the  guidance  of  future  operations ; also  report  of  the 
force  which  marched.*

The  roads  below  me  are  impracticable  for  artillery  from  heavy  rain, 
which  is  still  impending. 

General  Boss’  artillery  and  wagon  trains  are  here  in  my  charge  and 
without  forage.  In  all  we  have  4,500  animals,  and  forage  must  be  sent 
by  rail,  as  heretofore  ordered.  The  country  around  cannot  support  this 
train  except  for  a day  or  two. 

I assume  you  do  hot  wish  my  entire  command  to  demonstrate,  and 
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shall  therefore  send  five  regiments  of  infantry,  one  battalion  of  cavalry, 
and  twelve  pieces  as  soon  as  the  roads  will  admit.  I wish  insrructions, 
however,  to  proceed,  and  would  prefer  them  by  messenger,  as  there  will 
be  ample  time  before  these  clay  hills  are  passable.

General  Grant: 

I telegraphed  to  Capt.  [Samuel]  Simmons  last  night  to  send  rations 
to  Colonel  Mower,  Ross  having  taken  10,000  which  1 had  ordered,  thus 
preventing  Mower’s  movement  until  his  rations  arrived.  The  telegraph 
dispatch  was  not  delivered  until  to-day.  Have  ordered  Mower  to  move 
down  and  join  Stanley,  making  arrangements  for  his  rations  to  follow 
him.  The  rain  and  darkness  prevented  Stanley  from  making  progress 
until  this  morning.  We  shall  all  be  concentrated  at  Jacinto  by  about 
2 o’clock  and  move  forward  to  the  vicinity  of  the  Bay  Springs  road  to- 
. night.

General  : Your  dispatch  received.  General  Stanley’s  division  ar- 
rived after  dark,  having  been  detained  by  falling  in  the  rear  of  Ross 
through  fault  of  guide.  Our  cavalry  6 miles  this  side  of  Barnett’s; 
Hamilton’s  First  Brigade  8,  Second  Brigade  9 miles  this  side;  Stanley 
near  Davenport’s  Mills.  We  shall  move  as  early  as  practicable,  say  4.30 
o’clock  a.  m.  This  will  give  20  miles  march  for  Stanley’s  division  to 
Iuka.  Shall  not  therefore  be  in  before  1 or  2 o’clock,  but  when  we  come 
in  will  endeavor  to  do  it  strongly.  Troops  are  in  good  order.  Should 
there  be  any  reason  to  believe  the  enemy  not  in  Iuka  you  will  advise 
us  by  vedette  line,  which  will  follow  headquarters  at  short  intervals. 
Colonel  Mizner  will  establish  scouts  south  and  east  of  us.  Everything 
so  far  goes  to  show  that  their  movement  has  taken  place  on  the  road 
from  Marietta  that  passes  above  Bay  Springs,  which  he  will  cause  to 
be  examined  early  to-morrow  morning,  and  the  reconnaissance  will  ex- 
tend, if  practicable,  over  on  to  Fulton  and  Iuka  roads.

General  Rosecrans  is  south  of 
the  enemy  moving  on  him,  while  Ord  attacks  from  the  west.  Corinth 
is  well  watched  at  a long  distance  out,  and  unless  the  approach  of  a 
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large  force  ou  that  place  should  call  us  back  I think  it  will  be  impos- 
sible for  Price  to  get  into  Tennessee.  I will  do  all  in  my  power  to 
prevent  such  a catastrophe.

General  : In  obedience  to  telegraphic  orders  from  Major-General 
Grant  you  will  march  to-morrow  toward  Grand  Junction.  You  will 
make  camp  below  Middleburg  (say  12  to  14  miles  from  here),  and  push 
your  cavalry  forward  as  far  as  possible  toward  Davis’  Mill. 

It  is  believed  that  a force,  2,000  or  3,000,  is  camped  on  Wolf  River, 
building  a railroad  bridge  acrbss  that  stream. 

If  advisable — that  is,  safe — destroy  that  bridge  and  crush  the  head  of 
column  there. 

Give  out  that  this  command  is  about  to  move,  being  heavily  re-en- 
forced from  Columbus  ; that  Sherman,  from  Memphis,  and  Steele,  from 
Helena,  on  the  west,  are  concentrating  toward  Grenada. 

Feel  the  enemy  strongly  and  ascertain  their  strength.  If  they  re- 
treat or  disperse  in  front  of  you  destroy  the  bridge.  If  they  prove  too 
strong  to  attack  safely  send  me  word  or  draw  back  if  danger  is  immi- 
nent. I need  not  say  to  you  that  the  most  perfect  discipline  must  be 
observed  and  the  command  in  readiness  for  action  at  a moment’s  notice. 
The  movement  is  a mere  demonstration,  never  letting  go  your  safe  re- 
turn to  Bolivar,  unless  the  weakness  of  the  enemy  or  some  favorable 
circumstances  make  it  advisable  to  attack  in  reality.

Dear  General  : I take  the  liberty  of  inclosing  a tracing  of  a map 
compiled  at  my  headquarters,  which  I think  is  more  accurate  than  any 
published  chart.*  I do  it  to  illustrate  the  importance  of  a movement  of 
which  I wrote  you  a few  days  since.  Senatobia  has  been  the  headquar- 
ters of  Jackson,  who  has  now  gone  north  and  is  operating  with  Arm- 
strong’s cavalry  about  Bolivar.  There  are  few  or  no  troops  there  now.  I 
caused  the  new  railroad  bridge  on  Coldwater,  just  above  Senatobia,  to 
be  effectually  broken  and  destroyed,  with  the  saw-mill  that  yielded  the 
material,  so  it  cannot  be  repaired  in  three  months.  If  you  strike  in  and 
destroy  that  at  Panola  this  road  is  useless  for  this  whole  campaign. 

Breckinridge  has  gone  over  the  Central  road  with  his  division.  That 
road  is  in  good  condition  up  to  Wolf  River,  at  Davis’  Mill,  7 miles  south 
of  Grand  Junction.  I think  they  are  engaged  in  repairing  that  bridge, 
which  would  put  them  up  to  Bolivar.  Bolivar  is  of  importance,  as  it 
covers  the  railroad  back  for  Grant.  Hurlbut’s  division  has  gone  there 
from  here,  leaving  me  short-handed  for  building  a fort,  holding  a town, 
and  making  expeditions.  The  breaking  of  that  road  (the  Central)  will 
have  a material  effect  on  the  campaign.  It  would  cut  off  rapid  commu- 
nication with  the  south  from  Breckinridge  and  also  prevent  his  being 
re-enforced  by  Yan  Dorn.  I have  made  close  inquiries  and  find  t$ie  sec- 
tion from  Abbeville  to  Spring  Dale  full  of  high  and  difficult  trestles,  which 
I have  indicated  on  the  map.  I did  propose  to  General  Grant  and  he  to 
Halleck  the  breaking  of  that  entire  section  by  a joint  expedition  from 
here  and  Helena 5 but  since  that  time  my  force  is  reduced  one-half,  and 
I hardly  feel  justified  in  attempting  so  much,  when  I know  there  is  a 
strong  force  abreast  of  me  anxious  to  recapture  Memphis,  which  would 
be  as  serious  to  you  as  to  me.  My  fort  is  so  far  progressed  that  I feel 
no  uneasiness  about  holding  Memphis;  but  it  may  be  that  instead  of 
going  to  Kentucky,  as  Breckinridge  would,  he  may  linger  in  the  neigh- 
borhood until  the  released  prisoners  of  war  join  him. 

I mention  all  these  points  to  show  you  how  important  it  is  that  these 
railroads  should  be  interrupted,  and  as  soon  as  possible.

Cairo,  September  18,  1862. 

General  Grant: 

The  reports  from  Washington  this  evening  contain  intelligence  of  general  engage- 
ment on  16th  near  Sharpsburg,  between  rebel  army  under  General  Lee  and  Union 
forces.  Hotly  contested  all  day  and  renewed  on  morning  of  17th,  rebels  having  been 
re-enfo^ed  during  the  night  by  Jackson’s  army  and  Union  army  by  30,000  men  from 
Washington,  and  entire  force  on  both  sides  engaged  until  4 p.  m.,  at  which  time  Hooker 
gained  position,  flanked  rebels,  and  threw  them  into  disorder. 

Longstreet  and  his  entire  division  prisoners.  General  Hill  killed.  Entire  rebel 
army  of  Virginia  destroyed,  Burnside  having  reoccupied  Harper’s  Ferry  and  cut  off 
retreat. 

General  Hooker  slightly  wounded.  Action  very  sanguinary.  Requisitions  for  sur- 
geons and  hospital  supplies  larger  than  ever  before. 

Latest  advices  say  entire  rebel  army  must  be  captured  or  killed,  as  Potomac  is  rising 
and  our  forces  pressing  the  enemy  continuallv.

arms — as  humanely  suggested  by  General  Ord — until  the  independence 
of  the  Confederate  States  shall  have  been  acknowledged  by  the  United 
States.

On  yesterday  morning  at  2 a.  m.  the  Confederate  forces  in  three  col- 
umns moved  out  from  Davis’  Mill — about  twenty  regiments  of  infantry, 
five  batteries  of  artillery,  and  about  1,000  cavalry.  They  followed  Lau- 
man  up  to  Middleburg,  9 miles  from  here,  and  ran  trains  up  there,  1 
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think,  last  night.  Van  Dorn,  Villepigue,  Bowen,  Bust,  and  Colonel 
Helm  are  along.  They  may  move  back  to  Wolf  Biver  for  water,  but  1 
expect  an  attack.  They  started  with  one  day’s  rations.  This  informa- 
tion from  an  intelligent  deserter.  There  is  fine  water  near  Van  Buren, 
about  8 miles,  and  1 expect  them  to  camp  there  to-day.  If  they  do  not 
fall  back  to  Davis’  Mill  they  will  of  course  attack.

He  heard  one  lieu- 
tenant say  to  another  that  they  were  going  to  the  place  they  came  from, 
either  Baldwyn,  Gun  town,  or  Tupelo.  The  prisoners  were  taken  to  the 
rear  on  the  morning  to  be  out  of  the  way  in  the  fight  which  they  were 
told  was  to  come  off  next  day.  The  train  was  started  out  at  3 a.  m., 
and  Price  went  back  with  a part  of  the  advance  guard.  When  they 
found  out  that  they  were  retreating  some  of  the  officers  said,  “Now  we 
have  all  these  forces  up  here,  if  Breckinridge  and  Van  Dorn  don’t  attack 
Memphis  we  will  throw  up  our  commissions.”

Sir:  Nothing  whatever  of  interest  has  occurred  here  since  my  last. 
According  to  the  most  reliable  information  up  to  Wednesday  last 
Breckinridge  was  at  Davis’  Mill  repairing  the  railroad  and  Yillepigue 
at  Coldwater.  The  guerrillas  are  either  getting  tired  of  their  vocation 
or  are  doing  their  cause  more  harm  than  ours. 

Things  in  town  move  along  quietly  and  harmoniously,  so  far  as  ap- 
pearances go,  and  all  the  world  is  awaiting  news  from  Maryland,  Ken- 
tucky, and  your  quarter.  With  the  defenses  of  Memphis  as  now  guarded 
a direct  assault  is  not  apprehended  ; but  to  be  of  use  I ought  to  have- 
men  enough  to  operate  inland.  I think  Steele  will  strike  at  Grenada, 
and  the  quicker  we  break  effectually  all  railroads  the  better.  We  can- 
not use  railroads  without  having  detached  guards,  and  the  sooner  both 
belligerents  come  down  to  common  roads  the  better.  I have  a letter  from 
General  Steele,  at  Helena,  from  which  I infer  he  is  also  waiting  the 
issue  of  events  above. 

I write  merely  to  assure  the  general  that  all  is  well  here.

A deserter  from  the  Seventh  Kentucky,  under  Breckinridge,  [who] 
came  in  here  this  morning,  is  a man  I know.  He  left  Davis’  Mill,  on 
Ooldwater,  Friday  morning.  Breckinridge  was  then  there  with  8,000. 
Two  of  the  Kentucky  regiments  had  been  ordered  south,  their  time  being 
out,  and  the  officers  were  afraid  that  they  would  desert  if  they  came  north. 
He  says  they  were  going  to  Tennessee  and  Kentucky  to  join  Bragg, 
there  was  a large  force  of  conscripts  and  released  prisoners  at  Jackson 
when  they  left  that  place,  and  that  they  had  been  furloughed  sixty  days. 
About  100  left  with'  this  man;  several  have  come  in.  He  reports  Jack- 
son’s cavalry  between  Somerville  and  Memphis,  and  that  they  caught 
several  of  his  party.

The  enemy  being  driven  from 
his  position  in  front  of  Bolivar  by  the  rapid  return  of  troops  drawn  from 
there  to  re-enforce  Corinth,  and  everything  now  promising  quiet  in  our 
front  for  a short  time,  I shall  go  to  Saint  Louis  in  person  to  confer 
with  General  Curtis. 

To  communicate  rapidly  with  the  gunboat  fleet  and  General  Sherman 
at  Memphis  I would  have  to  visit  Columbus,  and  to  go  to  Saint  Louis 
will  keep  me  away  but  little,  if  any,  longer  from  my  post  than  if  I should 
not  go.  It  will  also  save  the  possibility  of  my  plan  leaking  out  through 
the  telegraph  offices  on  the  route.  Another  reason  for  my  going  is  the 
fact  that  for  several  weeks  my  health  has  not  been  good,  and  although 
improving  for  the  last  few  days,  I feel  that  the  trip  will  be  of  benefit  to 
me.

Forty -sixth  Ohio  Volunteers  : 

Sir  : The  object  of  the  expedition  you  have  been  detailed  for  is  to 
visit  the  town  of  Randolph,  where  yesterday  the  packet  Eugene  was 
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fired  on  by  a party  of  guerrillas.  Acts  of  this  kind  must  be  promptly 
punished,  and  it  is  almost  impossible  to  reach  the  actors,  for  they  come 
from  the  interior  and  depart  as  soon  as  the  mischief  is  done.  But  the 
interest  and  well-being  of  the  country  demands  that  all  such  attacks 
should  be  followed  by  a punishment  that  will  tend  to  prevent  a repeti- 
tion. 

Two  boats  will  be  placed  at  your  disposal,  one,  tlie  Eugene,  to  pro- 
ceed on  the  regular  trip  to  Saint  Louis  when  you  are  done  with  her,  and 
the  other,  a chartered  boat,  wholly  at  your  service.  Embark  on  the 
Eugene  two  of  your  companies  and  on  the  chartered  boat  the  remainder 
of  your  command,  with  a section  of  rifled  guns  that  will  be  sent  to  the 
levee  by  Major  Taylor.  Get  off  by  5 or  6 p.  m.  at  furthest  and  move 
up  to  this  bend  and  make  a landing  at  Cuba  Landing ; then  send  the 
Eugene  ahead,  moving,  under  steam  without  landing,  to  Fort  Pillow  and 
back,  till  she  meets  you,  following  more  slowly.  You  should  both  be 
ready  to  reach  Randolph  at  daybreak  or  a little  before.  I think  the 
attack  on  the  Eugene  was  by  a small  force  of  guerrillas  from  Loosa- 
hatchie,  who  by  this  time  have  gone  back,  and  therefore  that  you  will 
find  no  one  at  Randolph ; in  which  case  you  will  destroy  the  place,  leav- 
ing one  house  to  mark  the  place.  Let  the  people  know  and  feel  that 
we  deeply  deplore  the  necessity  of  suck  destruction,  but  we  must  pro- 
tect ourselves  and  the  boats  which  are  really  carrying  stores  and  mer- 
chandise for  the  benefit  of  secession  families,  whose  fathers  and  brothers 
are  in  arms  against  us.  If  any  extraordinary  case  presents  itself  to 
your  consideration  you  may  spare  more  than  one  house ; bitt  let  the 
place  feel  that  all  such  acts  of  cowardly  firing  upon  boats  filled  with 
women  and  children  and  merchandise  must  be  severely  punished. 

It  is  barely  possible  that  the  army  of  Breckinridge,  last  heard  from  at 
Davis’  Mill,  designs  to  reach  the  Mississippi  River  at  Randolph,  in 
which  event  the  party  there  yesterday  may  have  been  an  advance 
guard.  If  this  be  so  the  Eugene  will  discover  the  fact,  for  they  will 
have  artillery;  then  you  should  be  very  careful,  as  your  force  would  be 
inadequate ; but  if  the  Eugene  pass  Randolph  and  return  to  meet  you 
it  is  certain  that  it  is  a guerrilla  raid,  when  you  can  safely  proceed. 
Do  not  land  at  an  accustomed  place,  but  consult  with  captains  and 
pilots.  Approach  the  shore  below  the  landing,  get  a couple  of  companies 
over  as  skirmishers,  and  move  rapidly  into  Randolph.  Of  course  the 
inhabitants  will  be  all  gone,  or  will  be  expecting  you  and  be  prepared 
for  anything.  Keep  your  men  in  the  reach  of  your  voice,  and  do  your 
work  systematically.  Let  your  quartermaster  take  a minute  account 
of  every  house  or  piece  of  property  destroyed  under  this  order,  with  the 
names  of  owners  if  possible.  If  all  is  clear,  you  can  send  parties  inland 
toward  Covington,  but  not  over  5 miles. 

When  done  you  can  take  aboard  your  boat  the  men  from  the  Eugene 
and  let  her  proceed  on  her  voyage.  If  you  find  men  whom  you  suspect 
of  guilt  bring  them  in,  but  no  women  or  children.  Also  you  may  cap- 
ture any  slaves,  horses,  or  mules  belonging  to  known  rebels.

Major-General  Grant: 

Fort  Pillow  is  now  unoccupied  by  Federal  troops,  and  there  is  no 
gunboat  there.  You  ordered  ail  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores  to  be 
moved,  and  I supposed  until  to-day  that  it  had  been  done  under  the 
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direction  of  Colonel  Bissell.  I am  just  informed  that  there  are  still  at 
the  fort  several  guns  spiked — I know  not  how  well — and  gun-carriages. 
There  are  many  guerrillas  in  that  section  of  Tennessee ; they  will  prob- 
ably take  possession  of  the  fort,  and  by  mounting  the  guns  would  give 
our  transports  trouble.  I think  Commodore  Davis  would  be  willing  to 
guard  it  and  the  crossings  of  the  rebels  with  a gunboat.  I am  informed 
that  large  amounts  of  contraband  goods  are  shipped  from  Saint  Louis 
for  points  in  the  vicinity  of  Fort  Pillow.

The  District  of  West  Tennessee  will,  until  otherwise  directed,  be  di- 
vided into  four  divisions,  as  follows : 

I.  The  First  Division,  commanded  by  Maj.  Gen.  W.  T.  Sherman,  will 
embrace  all  the  territory  south  of  the  Hatchie  and  west  of  Bolivar  oc- 
cupied by  our  troops ; headquarters  at  Memphis. 

II.  The  Second  Division  will  embrace  all  territory  south  of  the  Ken- 
tucky line  and  to  the  Hatchie  on  the  west  and  Bethel  Station  on  the 
east,  including  Bolivar,  south  of  the  Hatchie,  Maj.  Gen.  E.  O.  C.  Ord 
commanding.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  Sec- 
ond Division  to  guard  all  the  railroads  within  his  district.  Headquar- 
ters will  be  at  Jackson  or  Bolivar,  at  the  option  of  the  commander. 

III.  The  Third  Division,  Maj.  Gen.  W.  S.  Rosecrans  commanding, 
will  embrace  all  the  territory  now  occupied  by  the  Army  of  the  Missis- 
sippi and  by  the  forces  at  present  commanded  by  Major-General  Ord; 
headquarters  at  Corinth,  Miss.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  this  division  to 
guard  the  railroad  south  from  Bethel  from  Che  walla  so  far  as  the  coun- 
try is  occupied  by  our  troops.

My  Dear  General  : I have  received  and  accepted  the  appointment 
of  major-general  of  volunteers,  for  “meritorious  services  in  Western 
Virginia,”  to  date  from  the  17th  of  September,  1862. 

A feeling  of  shame  and  indignation  came  over  me  as  I wrote  the  ac- 
ceptance. If  fighting  successful  battles  having  important  results : if 
successfully  defending  a mountainous  country  against  an  active  and 
powerful  foe ; if  pacifying  and  restoring  law  and  order  to  a vast  region 
with  300  miles  of  mountain  frontier,  and  the  successful  administration 
of  a department  deserved  anything  from  the  hands  of  the  Government 
it  deserved  my  promotion  from  the  date  of  the  close  of  those  services 
crowned  with  success.  But  what  do  I find?  Why,  I find  myself  pro- 
moted junior  to  men  who  have  not  rendered  a tithe  of’ the  services  nor 
had  a tithe  of  the  success.  I find  myself  ordered  from  the  command  of 
an  army  whose  confidence  I possess — a separate  army  in  the  field — to 
go  and  take  subordinate  position  in  a new  and  unformed  one,  where 
Buell,  Granger,  Gilbert,  Schenck,  Lew.  Wallace,  Tom  Crittenden,  and 
Bully  Nelson  are  my  seniors. 

Were  it  not  a crisis  for  the  country  I would  not  trouble  you  to  inter- 
cede in  my  behalf  but  would  at  once  resign.  As  it  is  a crisis  I beg  you 
to  intercede  for  me,  that  some  measure  of  justice  may  be  done  me. 

If  I have  deserved  anything  for  my  services  in  Western  Virginia  my 
rank  skhuld  date  from  the  close  of  those  services,  and  that  is  what  I ask 
in  the  name  of  justice.  I know  and  the  country  knows  the  strength 
of  this  demand.  I trust  it  may  seem  to  the  administration,  as  to  me, 
that  no  statesman  or  government  ever  gains  by  partiality  and  injustice. 

My  dear  general,  amid  the  great  cares  and  anxieties  of  your  position 
it  is  a tax  to  read  a personal  letter,  but  be  assured  I shall  not  fail  to 
appreciate  and  repay,  sooner  or  later,  any  care  or  intervention  of  yours 
in  this  matter.  I would  be  most  happy  to  write  you,  but  feel  fearful  it 
would  tax  your  time.

I have  the  honor  to  call  your  attention  again  to  a matter  that  has 
before  been  presented  to  your  notice,  and  that,  in  my  opinion,  is  of  very 
grave  importance  to  the  public  interest,  viz  : The  providing  without 
delay  an  iron-clad  fleet  of  rams  to  meet  the  eneiny’s  new  fleet  that  with- 
out doubt  will  appear  upon  these  waters  with  the  next  flood.  You  are 
aware  of  the  frail  nature  of  the  fleet  of  wooden  boats  that  I have  the 
honor  at  present  to  command.  It  is  no  detraction  from  the  eminent 
services  that  they  have  rendered  the  country  to  say  that  it  was  mainly 
attributable  to  the  ignorance  of  the  enemy  as  to  their  strength  and  to 
the  bold  audacity  of  their  former  commander.  There  seems  no  room  to 
doubt  that  the  enemy  are  now  busily  engaged  in  building  a new  fleet  of 
formidable  rams  and  gunboats  up  the  Yazoo  River  and  its  tributaries, 
besides  what  they  may  be  doing  up  the  Arkansas  and  White  Rivers, 
with  the  evident  purpose  of  resuming  possession  of  the  Mississippi 
River  with  the  rise  of  the  water  in  the  winter  or  spring.  The  reports 
to  this  effect  are  so  constant  and  uniform  that  it  does  seem  to  me  the 
part  of  prudence  to  take  warning  and  make  suitable  provision  while 
there  is  yet  time  to  meet  the  probable  emergency.  It  is  a fact  that  few 
have  the  presumption  now  to  dispute  that  our  flat-bottomed  slow  gun- 
boats are  in  no  way  equal  to  contend  against  the  formidable  rams  and 
gunboats  that  the  enemy  have  heretofore  produced  aud  are  likely  to 
again  bring  against  us.  I trust  that  it  will  be  regarded  as  no  dis- 
paragement to  the  brave  officers  and  men  of  the  gunboats,  nor  of  the 
former  valuable  services  of  the  boats  themselves,  to  say  that  the  latter 
are  in  no  way  suitable  to  meet  the  new  order  of  things  soon  to  be  pro- 
duced. It  is  in  view  of  these,  to  me,  plain  facts  that  I take  the  liberty 
of  urging  upon  your  notice  again  the  great  importance  of  providing  one 
or  more  boats  of  strength  and  speed  equal  at  least  to  what  we  know 
the  enemy  have  heretofore  produced  and  are  capable  of  reproducing. 
The  disastrous  and  most  mortifying  raid  of  the  Arkansas  should  not 
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soon  be  forgotten.  Kecent  developments  seem  to  show  conclusively 
that  her  final  destruction  was  partially,  at  least,  owing  to  the  severe 
shock  she  received  from  the  Queen  of  the  West,  which  disarranged  her 
engine  and  caused  her  machinery  to  break  down.  If  at  the  time  of  that 
actiou  the  Queen  had  been  iron-clad,  so  that  she  could  with  partial 
impunity  have  for  ten  minutes  longer  endured  the  terrific  fire  she  was 
exposed  to,  the  Arkansas  would  never  again  have  left  her  anchorage. 

I trust  that  you  will  excuse  me  for  the  liberty  of  thus  addressing  you, 
and  in  apology  can  only  say  that  the  question  seems’ to  me  of  such  grave 
importance,  the  preparation  so*far  as  I can  see  so  small  to  meet  it,  that 
I have  felt  emboldened,  from  my  knowledge  of  your  energy  to  provide 
to  meet  emergencies,  to  address  you  this  letter.

News  in  this  a.  m.  No  signs  of  the  enemy  at  Hatchie  Crossing  yes- 
terday. Rumors  continue  to  come,  as  the  following  from  Hamilton  : A 
citizen  scout  just  in  says  he  saw  a secesh  soldier  whom  he  knew  who 
says  Price,  Van  Dorn,  and  Breckinridge  had  effected  a junction  and 
would  go  to  Tennessee  through  Purdy.  Stanley  says  citizen  scouts  re- 
port Price  from  Ripley,  and  would  rest  in  Ripley;  don’t  know  where  he 
would  go  from  thence.  My  reasons  for  proposing  to  put  Stanley  at  or 
near  Kossuth  is  that  he  would  cover  all  the  Hatchie  crossings,  except 
heavy  forces  as  far  as  Pocahontas.  Hamilton  would  then  move  at  least 
one  brigade  from  Rienzi.  Look  out  from  southeast  from  Bolivar.

My  best  information  is  that  with  the  exception  of  a strong  advance 
guard  at  Davis’  Mill  a large  portion  of  the  enemy  have  gone  east  below 
Saulsbury.  I think  Van  Dorn  is  in  camp  below  La  Grange,  say  at 
Ammon’s  Bridge,  and  so  down  Wolf  River  to  Moscow,  with  a cavalry 
advauce  guard  near  Somerville.  It  would  be  well  to  look  to  the  bridge 
partly  constructed  by  me  over  the  Hatchie,  7 miles  south  of  Browns- 
ville. My  cavalry  patrols  go  daily  within  10  miles  of  Somerville,  but 
report  no  force  but  guerrillas.

Dear  General  : Yours  of  the  27th  is  this  moment  received.*  I am 
not  in  possession  of  authentic  data  as  t<$  the  exact  location  of  the  ene- 
my’s fleet  of  boats  in  the  Yazoo  or  the  road  leading  thereto.  I am  cer- 
tain, however,  that  General  Steele  and  Captains  Phelps  and  G win,  of 
the  Navy,  know  all  about  it.  My  study  has  been  mostly  confined  to  the 
country  between  this  and  Grenada.  I feel  certain  that  the  two  railroads 
that  branch  from  Grenada  northward  can  and  should  be  broken  prelim- 
inary to  operations  against  any  point  of  the  Yazoo  near  its  mouth. 
Almost  the  entire  force  of  the  enemy  about  Vicksburg  has  been  moved 
north  except  the  released  prisoners,  who  are  being  removed  and  reor- 
ganized back  of  Vicksburg.  If  Steele  was  to  move  on  Panola  I could 
meet  him  there  and  we  could  jointly  cross  over  to  the  Central  road  at  a 
point  below  Oxford,  where  there  are  several  very  high  pieces  of  trestle- 
work  requiring  for  repairs  timbers  of  a length  that  could  not  be  replaced 
in  a long  time.  I have  this  from  undoubted  authority,  and  indicate 
their  several  positions  on  a map  herewith.*  With  these  roads  broken 
a comparatively  light  force  could  operate  between  the  Mississippi  and 
Yazoo  and  could  destroy  the  boats  lying  in  the  latter.  The  Yazoo  is 
now  very  low,  and  those  boats  are  surely  blockaded  for  five  months  yet, 
giving  ample  time.  My  force  here  is  now  8,122,  of  which  say  7,000  are 
good,  effective  men.  I have  been  drilling  these  very  hard,  and  the  in- 
fantry and  artillery  are  in  fine  order.  The  cavalry,  too,  is  in  better  trim  i 
and  drill  than  at  any  former  period.  Our  fort  is  drawing  to  completion, 
and  5,000  new  troops  could  hold  the  works,  leaving  me  my  division  for 
field  operations. 

You  will  have  heard  of  the  oxierations  of  guerrillas  on  the  river. 
They  have  done  little  actual  execution,  but  a good  deal  of  mischief.  I 
am  determined  to  spare  no  efforts  to  check  all  such  efforts  or  attempts 
on  the  boats.  I send  up  a regiment  to-day  to  bring  from  Randolph  some 
guns,  which  I thought  Colonel  Bissell  had  already  moved,  but  which  are 
reported  there.  The  guns  are  spiked,  but  still  might  be  repaired  and  put 
in  position  much  to  our  detriment. 

Breckinridge  has  surely  gone  to  Kentucky  via  Jackson,  Meridian,  ; 
Chattanooga,  &c.  He  took  with  him  only  about  3,000  Kentuckians. 
Van  Dorn  is  near  Grand  Junction.  They  are  building  a bridge  there, 
showing  their  desire  to  operate  by  railroad.  This  makes  it  important 
this  Central  road  should  be  broken  below  the  Tallahatchie,  and  Helena 
is  the  best  point  to  start  from  ; and  the  same  force  can  accomplish  the 
other  object,  viz,  the  destruction  of  the  boats  in  the  Yazoo.  I will  write 
to  General  Steele  for  all  the  information  he  possesses  on  this  point. 

I had  a flag  of  truce  yesterday  from  General  Hindman  at  Little  Rock, 
from  which  I infer  Holmes  has  gone  north  from  there,  although  the 
bearer  of  the  flag  said  he  was  at  Little  Rock  sick. 

I would  be  obliged  if  you  would  claim  the  Thirteenth  Infantry  for  me. 
Wright  took  it  after  it  had  been  relieved  by  my  Seventy- seventh  Ohio, 
whereby  I lost  both ; not  a fair  trade.  1 doubt  not  they  have  enough 
troops  at  Cincinnati  now  and  can  well  spare  the  battalion. 

You  know  well  that  this  is  a magnificent  place  for  assembling  and

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organizing  troops  and  strategically  far  better  than  Helena  for  operations 
on  the  river.  We  are  all  very  healthy,  whereas  I hear  there  is  much 
sickness  at  Helena.  I would  like  to  have  you  send  a division  of  new 
regiments  here  ; they  could  soon  be  made  efficient.  My  own  opinion  is 
that  after  discovering  the  exact  point  at  which  the  boats  in  the  Yazoo  lie, 
whilst  a force  moves  from  here  and  Helena  against  Oxford,  the  gun- 
boats and  transports  should  threaten  Vicksburg,  as  though  an  attack 
was  intended,  while  a comparatively  small  force  can  land  at  some  point 
below  Gaines*  Landing  and  strike  across  to  the  Yazoo. 

Of  course  the  movements  of  all  should  be  prescribed  as  to  time  and 
kept  absolutely  secret,  so  that  the  enemy  could  not  guess  at  your  pur- 
poses— the  first  Vicksburg,  and  the  real  attack  on  the  railroad  and 
Yazoo.

Major-General  Rosecrans,  Corinth : 

General:  Your  unofficial  letter  of  the  26th  ultimo  is  just  received. 
It  would  have  given  me  the  greatest  pleasure  if  your  commission  could 
have  been  dated  back,  but  the  War  Department  has  decided  that  only 
in  case  of  reappointments  can  commissions  be  dated  back  of  the  adjourn- 
ment of  Congress.  Whether  this  is  right  or  wrong  I cannot  say,  but  so 
it  is.  As  soon  as  I arrived  here  I tried  to  get  you  appointed,  but  found 
that  there  were  objections.  These  I finally  succeeded  in  removing. 

I know  you  are  ranked  by  many  of  less  capacity,  and  by  some  who 
have  never  rendered  any  services  at  all;  but  this  cannot  now  be  helped. 
I hope,  however,  that  we  may  not  be  cursed  with  the  appointment  of 
any  more  political  generals.

I have  just  received  reliable  information,  as  I think,  from  an  intelli- 
gent Union  man  near  Grand  Junction  confirming  the  previously  re- 
ported fact  that  Price,  Yan  Dorn,  and  Yillepigue  have  united  near  Rip- 
ley and  are  now  at  Pocahontas,  probably  18,000  strong.  He  also  reports 
that  General  Pillow  is  at  Holly  Springs  with  from  6,000  to  8,000  men, 
principally  exchanged  prisoners,  and  is  fortifying  that  place. 

The  talk  among  the  men  with  whom  he  conversed  is  that  they  pro- 
pose an  attack  on  this  point,  coming  in  by  the  way  of  Spring  Creek, 
which  is  in  fact  the  weakest  part  of  the  line.  I send  a diagram  of  the 
relative  positions.  If  they  move  on  this  place  they  must  show  their 
liank  to  Rosecrans’  force,  and  as  they  cannot  well  surprise  us  are  liable 
to  be  taken  in  the  act. 

As  I am  liable  to  be  removed  at  any  time  would  it  not  be  well  for 
Major-General  Ord  to  come  down  and  fully  examine  the  ground?

We  have  driven  in  the  pickets  of  enemy  up  to  Davis’  Bridge 
where  my  cavalry  encountered  two  regiments  of  rebel  cavalry  at  suu- 
set  and  fell  back.  Took  2 prisoners,  who  report  a large  force  between 
Davis  and  Chewalla.  The  bridges  are  deceitful,  and  if  the  Hatchie 
Bridge  is  destroyed,  or  the  Tuscumbia,  I cannot  advance.  I shall  move 
as  rapidly  as  possible,  but  see  no  ground  to  believe  that  1 can  reach 
Corinth  to-morrow.  A citizen  reports  Davis’  Bridge  destroyed  ; if  so 
the  game  is  up,  and  I shall  return  to  save  my  own  command.

he  field  report  is  sent,  in  former  letters  I have  described  the  eoadi- 
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tion  of  affairs  here,  and  will  now  only  repeat,  that  you  may  have  a full 
view  of  our  situation. 

Morgan  L.  Smith’s  brigade  is  encamped  on  the  outskirts,  about  2£ 
miles  from  the  Court  Square  (Jackson  monument).  Three  regiments  of 
infantry  on  the  State  Line  road,  one  near  the  bridge  over  Wolf  Creek, 
and  another  on  the  Hernando  road.  With  this  brigade  I have  two  good 
field  batteries.  I give  him  daily  a detail  of  50  cavalry  to  picket  all  ap- 
proaches. I review  these  troops  every  Sunday  afternoon,  and  think 
them  as  well  instructed  as  any  troops  in  service.  They  are  full  of  con- 
fidence, and  only  need  filling  up  with  recruits  to  make  a No.  3 brigade. 

Denver’s  brigade — four  Ohio  regiments — occupies  the  right  or  south 
half  of  the  fort,  in  tents,  with  posts  assigned  at  the  parapet  for  each 
company. 

McDowell’s  brigade — three  regiments — are  in  the  left  or  north  half  of 
the  intrenchments,  in  tents,  with  posts  fixed.  You  will  remember  that 
out  of  this  brigade,  by  your  order,  I detached  the  Seventy-seventh  Ohio 
to  Alton  to  secure  the  battalion  of  the  Thirteenth  Regulars.  I have 
written  again  to  General  Wright  on  this  subject,  and  hope  you  too  will 
not  forget  that  I am  justly  entitled  to  that  battalion.  Now  that  the 
Cincinnati  stampede  is  passed  there  can  be  no  just  reason  why  it  should 
not  be  sent  me  at  once.  It  is  needed  to  complete  this  brigade.  In  the 
fort  I have  four  field  batteries  with  platforms  and  embrasures,  but  the 
horses  are  kept  in  fine  order,  drills  kept  up,  and  they  are  ready  at  an 
hour’s  call  for  service. 

The  fixed  batteries — 24-pounders,  32-pounders,  and  8-inch  howitzers — 
twenty-two  in  number,  are  mounted,  four  on  the  large  mound,  three  on 
the  small,  five  on  the  north  battery,  and  remainder  at  the  salients.  1 
have  four  infantry  companies  detailed  and  instructed  to  handle  these 
guns,  and  they  have  painted  the  guns  and  carriages,  piled  the  shot  and 
shell,  and  are  now  revetting  with  brick  the  breast-height.  On  the  whole 
the  fort  (Pickering)  is  ready  for  battle.  Much  work  yet  remains  to  be 
done,  but  the  lines  are  ready  for  defense. 

I have  embraced  in  the  fort  an  immense  cotton- shed,  which  furnishes 
fine  storage  to  provisions,  forage,  camp  and  garrison  equipage,  and  all 
things  needful  for  a siege,  and  I have  all  my  division  staff  in  the  lines. 
I occupy  a house  just  across  the  street. 

A new  magazine  is  substantially  done.  Two  powder-houses  under 
the  bluff  are  full  of  ammunition,  and  I have  converted  an  old  brewery 
into  an  ordnance  shop  for  the  repair  of  arms,  by  which  we  can  save  all 
broken  muskets,  &c.  Two  good  roads  are  finished  to  the  water  within 
the  fort,  so  that  steamboats  can  land  our  stores  there.  The  brush  to 
the  south  of  the  fort  is  cut  down  to  the  extent  of  a mile.  I would  like 
much  to  show  you  the  amount  of  work  done  and  its  adaption  to  public 
wants,  and  feel  satisfied  that  you  will  agree  with  me  that  Memphis  is 
now  the  best  base  of  operations  on  the  Mississippi.  The  citizens  who 
used  to  talk  of  our  being  expelled  have  ceased  to  think  so.  They  know 
we  are  going  to  stay. 

The  civil  government  also  works  well  now,  and  the  people  begin  to 
realize  that  the  Northwest  intends  to  fight  till  the  death  for  the  Missis- 
sippi River.  This  is  my  hobby,  and  1 know  you  pardon  me  when  I say 
that  I am  daily  more  and  more  convinced  that  we  should  hold  the  river 
absolutely  and  leave  the  interior  alone.  Detachments  inland  can  always 
be  overcome  or  are  at  great  hazard,  and  they  do  not  convert  the  people. 
They  cannot  be  marie  to  love  us,  but  may  be  made  to  fear  us,  and  dread 
the  passage  of  troops  through  their  country.  With  the  Mississippi 
safe  we  could  land  troops  at  any  point,  and  by  a quick  march  break  the 
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railroad,  where  we  could  make  ourselves  so  busy  that  our  descent  would 
be  dreaded  the  whole  length  of  the  river,  and  by  the  loss  of  negroes 
and  other  property  [they]  would  in  time  discover  that  war  is  not  the 
remedy  for  the  political  evils  of  which  they  complained.  I hold  myself 
prepared  to  carry  out  promptly  and  cheerfully  any  plan  you  may  make, 
but  I do  not  believe  Halleck  will  permit  you  to  make  any  real  move  till 
events  further  develop  in  Kentucky  and  Maryland.  Of  course  the 
troops  still  south  of  you  must  be  held  in  check  until  Buell  tries  his 
strength  with  Bragg.  You  have  already  given  Price  a hint  that  he  is 
not  to  pass  north  of  you.  Breckinridge  has  gone,  but  mostly  for  rea- 
sons of  personal  pride,  to  drink  the  glory  of  triumph  in  his  own  Ken- 
tucky ; but  I hope  Buell  and  Wright  have  troops  enough  to  regain  all 
of  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  before  Christmas.  The  sad  quarrel  of  Nel- 
son and  Davis,  and  Buell’s  narrow  escape  from  removal,  will  make  him 
rash;  but  still  his  troops  are  now  so  hardy  and  so  well  prepared  that  I 
have  great  faith  in  him  and  them.  I think  Halleck  will  cause  Mc- 
MJlellau  to  press  on  Lee’s  front  whilst  he  threatens  his  flauk,  as  also 
Richmond.  He  will  have  every  available  man  at  work  at  once  ; his  ap- 
parent silence  means  work.  You  know  how  impetuous  he  is  when  he 
starts,  and  I expect  to  hear,  by  every  boat,  of  regiments  by  the  dozen 
pouring  on  Richmond  whilst  McClellan  holds  Lee  in  check.  Same  of 
Buell.  We  down  here  will  for  the  time  being  be  lost  sight  of;  but  as 
soon  as  the  Southern  Army  turns  their  faces  South  then  look  out  for 
squalls.  I know  you  will  pardon  me  for  these  outspoken  thoughts,  but 
I assure  you  I feel  more  confidence  now  than  at  any  former  period  of 
the  war.  The  number  of  men  engaged  is  now  commensurate  with  the 
game.  We  know  that  all  the  South  is  in  arms  and  deep  in  enmity,  and 
we  know  that  every  man  available  for  war  in  the  North  should  now  be 
in  motion.  We  cannot  change  the  hearts  of  those  people  of  the  South, 
but  we  can  make  war  so  terrible  that  they  will  realize  the  fact  that,  how- 
ever brave  and  gallant  and  devoted  to  their  country,  still  they  are  mortal 
and  should  exhaust  all  peaceful  remedies  before  they  fly  to  war.  This 
is  all  1 hope  for,  and  even  this  will  take  time  and  vast  numbers.  The 
scramble  for  money,  for  office,  of  our  Northern  people  makes  me  some- 
times sick,  but  still  we  must  take  them  as  they  are,  and  I begin  to  feel 
that  the  Northern  people  will  soon  realize  that  words  and  deeds  are 
different  things. 

I think  1 see  some  symptoms  here  of  favorable  change.  The  guer- 
rillas are  less  active  and  offensive.  Yesterday  40  wagons  with  farmers 
came  in,  each  with  a bale  of  cotton  ; the  guerrillas  tried  to  stop  them 
with  threats,  but  were  told  that  their  families  were  suffering  for  salt 
and  tea  and  medicines,  shoes,  clothing,  &c.,  all  of  which  were  abundant 
in  Memphis.  When  threatened,  the  guerrillas  were  told  to  destroy  this 
cotton  they  would  have  to  fight,  and  they  let  it  pass.  Now  this  may 
or  may  not  be  true;  but  the  bearing  of  the  farmers,  their  plain,  simple 
story  impressed  me,  and  I relaxed  the  usual  rules  of  trade  and  allowed 
them  to  carry  back  clothing  and  necessaries  for  their  families.  Like 
events  in  a more  limited  scale  have  occurred  on  the  Arkansas  side,  and 
I think  many  of  the  farmers  are  tired  of  the  war,  and  especially  of  guer- 
rillas. I have  promised  if  they  will  take  care  of  the  guerrillas  they  may 
have  trade  and  that  we  will  deal  only  with  large  armies. 

Guerrillas  have  twiceattacked  boats  near  Randolph — the  Forest  Queen 
and  J.  J.  Roe — on  both  of  which  were  many  lady  and  children  passen 
gers.  The  attacks  were  wauton  and  cruel.  I caused  Randolph  to  be 
destroyed,  and  have  given  public  notice  that  a repetition  will  justify  any 
measures  of  retaliation,  such  as  loading  the  boats  with  their  captive 
guerrillas  as  targets  (I  always  have  a lot  on  hand),  and  expelling  fami- 
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lies  from  the  comforts  of  Memphis,  whose  husbands  and  brothers  go  to 
make  up  those  guerrillas.  1 will  watch  Randolph  closely,  and  if  any- 
thing occurs  there  again  1 will  send  a brigade  by  land  back  of  Ran- 
dolph and  clean  out  the  country.  A gunboat  is  now  at  Pillow.  I have 
brought  away  every  gun. 

General  Steele  passed  up  some  days  ago,  and  I was  in  hopes  he  would 
find  you  at  Columbus,  but  I suppose  he  has  gone  on  to  confer  with  Gen- 
eral Curtis.  He  told  me  one-half  his  command  was  ordered  to  Iron 
Mountain,  to  which  he  objected.  He  is  anxious  to  do  what  you  want — 
strike  Grenada  ; that  road  should  now  be  destroyed  from  Holly  Springs 
to  below  Grenada,  so  as  to  be  useless  for  a whole  year.  Then  we,  with 
the  river,  would  have  every  aa vantage 5 but  with  that  road  in  full  opera- 
tion they  can  keep  pace  with  us  up  and  down. 

I ought  to  have  ten  new  regiments,  when  I could  organize  a good 
corps  d’armee.  I have  enough  artillery  and  only  want  another  regiment 
of  cavalry.  Such  a force  could  hold  Memphis  and  check  any  movement 
along  that  road. 

Excuse  so  long  a letter.

General-in-  Chief  \ Washington,  I).  C. : 

General  : I deem  it  a matter  of  great  importance  in  this  district  to 
have  organized  a corps  of  experienced  railroad  engineers  and  builders. 
Repairs  are  constantly  being  required,  and  if  we  should  penetrate  farther 
into  the  southern  country  other  roads  would  have  to  be  fitted  up. 

To  take  charge  of  such  a corps  a man  of  experience  in  superintending 
such  work  would  be  required,  and  one  in  whose  hands  I can  place  the 
management  of  the  railroads  under  my  jurisdiction. 

I would  state  in  this  connection  that  General  McPherson  is  exceed- 
ingly anxious  to  take  an  active  command,  and  I think  it  a great  mis- 
fortune to  have  such  a man  without  an  important  military  command.  I I 
would  feel  more  strengthened  to-day  if  1 could  place  McPherson  in 
command  of  a division  than  1 would  to  receive  a whole  brigade  of  the 
new  levies. 

1 would  respectfully  ask  authority  to  place  Col.  George  G.  Pride  in 
this  position.  I know  that  he  has  the  requisite  experience  and  the 
energy  and  ability  to  fill  the  place  admirably.  Colonel  Pride  served 
on  my  staff  as  a volunteer  aide  at  the  battle  of  Shiloh  and  some  time  j 
since.  I can  vouch  for  his  ability.  To  make  Colonel  Pride  eligible  for 
the  position  and  to  entitle  him  to  the  position,  also  to  give  him  the 
proper  command  over  men,  as  well  as  that  he  may  come  under  proper 
military  restrictions,  I would  respectfully  ask  that  he  be  commissioned 
by  the  President,  with  the  rank  of  colonel.

I.  During  the  pursuit  of  Price,  Colonel  Burke  will  remain  in  command 
of  Corinth.  The  Yates  Sharpshooters,  Captain  Williams’  battalion 
First  Infantry,  a regiment  to  be  furnished  by  General  Davies,  a battal- 
ion of  cavalry  to  be  furnished  by  Colonel  Mizner,  together  with  his  own 
regiment,  the  camp  of  the  convalescents  and  guards  of  the  baggage  train 
will  constitute  the  garrison.  Colonel  Burke  is  charged  with  the  defense 
of  the  place,  the  protection  of  public  property,  the  arrest  of  all  strag- 
glers, the  mustering  of  all  prisoners,  the  supervision  of  all  hospitals, 
collection  of  the  arms,  equipments,  and  quartermaster  stores  from  tin* 
field  of  battle,  and  the  counting  and  burial  of  the  dead. 

The  chief  surgeons  of  hospitals  will  without  delay  make  and  furnish 
Colonel  Burke  exact  lists  of  the  wounded  under  their  care, 
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IT.  The  order  of  the  pursuit  will  be  as  follows : 

Brigadier-General  McArthur,  with  all  McKean’s  division  excep. 
Crocker’s  brigade,  with  a good  battery  and  a battalion  of  cavalry,  will 
advance  on  the  enemy  by  the  route  south  of  the  railroad  toward  Poca- 
hontas. General  McKean*  will  follow  on  this  route  with  the  rest  of  his 
division  and  Ingersoll’s  cavalry. 

General  Hamilton  will  follow  McKean  with  his  entire  force. 

McPherson’s  brigade;  with  a good  battery,  will  follow  the  route  north 
of  the  railroad.  Stanley’s  and  Davies’  divisions  will  support  him. 

Lieutenant  Colonel  Lothrop  will  furnish  chiefs  of  divisions  with  rock- 
ets for  signals.  Three  rockets  at  intervals  of  one  minute  will  indicate 
the  head  of  the  advance  columns;  two  at  intervals  of  one  minute  will 
indicate  the  head  of  the  columns  supporting  the  advance,  and  one  will 
indicate  the  rear  of  the  entire  column  on  each  line.  Should  the  signals 
of  one  not  be  answered  by  the  other  they  may  be  repeated  every  fifteen 
minutes  until  answered. 

Colonel  Mizner,  chief  of  cavalry,  will  detail  a battalion  of  cavalry 
to  accompany  the  advance  of  each  column,  one  battalion  to  report  to 
Colonel  Burke  for  camp  and  garrison  guard  duty ; with  the  remainder 
of  the  cavalry,  he  will  join  the  pursuit,  and  dispose  it  according  to  cir- 
cumstances, covering  the  flanks  of  our  columns,  and  feeling  those  of  the 
enemy. 

The  attention  of  leaders  of  columns  in  pursuit  is  called  to  the  well- 
known  principle  of  war  that  it  is  safe  to  pursue  a flying  enemy  with  a 
greatly  inferior  force,  and  they  will  take  care,  while  conducting  their 
advance  with  caution  to  guard  against  ambuscade,  to  push  the  enemy 
with  vigor  and  firmness.  They  are  especially  instructed  on  reaching 
defiles  to  deploy  a very  heavy  and  extended  line  of  skirmishers,  with 
orders  to  push  in,  learn  the  ground,  and  outflank  any  opposing  force, 
dispose  the  artillery  so  as  to  sweep  the  defile  and  its  flanks,  and  open 
with  rifled  shot  and  shell,  endeavoring  to  strike  the  retreating  column 
some  distance  ahead  of  the  defile.  The  cavalry  should  deploy  right  and 
left  beyond  the  infantry  flankers  and  endeavor  to  find  paths  by  which 
the  defile  may  be  turned. 

The  pursuing  divisions  will  provide  for  prompt  communication  be- 
tween each  other  and  these  headquarters.  As  our  troops  have  no  great 
experience,  commanders  are  especially  charged  to  use  the  precaution  of 
having  proper  advance  guards  and  flankers,  to  prevent  their  columns 
from  falling  into  ambuscade. 

Care  will  be  taken,  in  carrying  rations,  to  inspect  the  men  and  see 
that  they  have  actually  on  their  persons  the  required  three  days’  supply. 
As  there  will  be  some  men  without  haversacks  it  will  be  necessary  for 
each  regiment  to  have  a wagon  to  supply  the  deficiencies.  These 
wagons,  the  spare  ammunition  wagons,  and  the  ambulances  will  follow 
the  column  in  order. 

III.  Surgeon  Holston  will  take  charge  of  the  hospitals  at  Corinth, 
establishing  a separate  one  for  the  enemy’s  wounded,  separating  them  as 
far  as  practicable  from  our  own.  He  will  provide  the  medical  care  abso- 
lutely necessary  for  the  wounded,  sending  all  regimental  surgeons  at  once 
to  rejoin  their  commands,  as  their  services  will  be  needed  onthe  march. 

The  old  hospital  ground  will  be  reoccupied.  Colonel  Burke,  post 
commander,  will  furnish  Surgeon  Holston  with  such  assistance  as  ma}' 
be  in  his  power  to  render.

What 
shall  I do  with  them  % Lieutenant  Grimes,  who  is  in  charge  of  scouts, 
reports  the  woods  filled  with  them.

Confederates  already  buried;  their  loss  about  eight  or  ten  to  one  of  ours. 
Prisoners  arriving  by  every  wagon  road  and  train ; will  send  full  reports 
as  soon  as  possible.  No  return  yet  from  the  hospitals.  The  woods  stink 
yet  with  un buried  dead.  Oglesby  shot  through  the  breast  and  ball 
lodged  in  the  spine;  hope  for  his  recovery.  No  news  from  Rosecrans. 

I understand  Hamilton’s  division,  my  regiment,  and  others  left  Rienzi 
yesterday  at  4 p.  m.  for  the  west;  nothing  authentic  from  them.  Hill- 
yer  is  here.  Shall  I send  any  wounded  Confederates  to  Saint  Louis? 
Our  hospitals  are  full  of  them.  McKean  telegraphs  me  he  will  be  here 
this  night.

Commanding  Expedition : 

Report  just  received.  The  enemy  are  in  greater  force  than  I expected. 
You  will  watch  your  flanks,  especially  on  the  La  Grange  side.  The 
country  around  Davis’  Mill  is  very  rough,  and  you  may  find  trouble  in 
working  the  artillery  down.  Be  as  rapid  as  possible,  but  cautious,  and 
where  you  strike,  strike  hard. 

The  thing  to  be  done,  under  General  Grant’s  order,  is  to  destroy  the 
bridge  or  force  them  to  do  so.  Listen  for  cars  to-night ; reconnoiter 
closely;  finish  the  work,  and  return  as  soon  as  possible.  Even  if  you 
whip  them  severely  you  must  not  pursue  too  far,  for  they  still  have  the 
railroad  and  may  have  been  joined  by  Yan  Dorn. 

I shall  expect  you  back  by  day  after  to-morrow.  Keep  me  advised 
from  time  to  time  of  all  that  is  being  done.

Have  just  heard  from  Eoss;  bis  advanced  guard  went  into  Grand 
Junction  about  sunrise,  too  late  for  a surprise  on  Davis7  Mill.  The 
main  body  at  9 a.  m.  were  at  Van  Buren,  9 miles  from  Junction.  Scouts 
report  2,000  infantry  and  300  cavalry  at  Davis7  Mill ; infantry,  exchanged 
prisoners,  not  well  armed.  Eoss  has  3,300  infantry,  400  cavalry,  and 
sixteen  pieces  of  artillery.  I have  ordered  him  to  crown  the  heights  on 
Wolf  Eiver,  near  La  Grange,  and  push  forward  and  destroy  the  bridge 
or  force  them  to  destroy  it,  and  return.  I still  think  they  will  burn  it 
in  presence  of  Boss7  force.  I will  send  his  report  by  train.

Colonel  Mizner: 

Having  scoured  the  country  toward  Oxford,  Hickory  Flats,  Salem, 
Orizaba,  by  the  scouts  now  out,  and  others  if  necessary,  direct  your 
cavalry  to  report  everything  to  and  act  in  concert  with  Brigadier-Ger 
eral  McPherson.  Cover  the  front  south  as  far  east  as  Eienzi  with  a 
force  of  sufficient  strength;  the  southwestern  and  western  with  a force 
of  greater  strength. 

General  McPherson  proposes  to  make  a demonstration  on  the  Hickory 
Flats  and  Oxford  roads  to-morrow.  I think  it  will  be  best  for  the  cav- 
alry to  participate  in  this. 

The  cavalry  had  better  remain  until  the  night  after  General  McPher- 
son leaves,  or  longer  if  deemed  prudent,  and  then  move  quietly  and  as- 
semble at  a good  camp  behind  the  Tuscumbia,  to  be  selected  by  your- 
self, where  good  water  and  grass  are  convenient. 

Enjoin  upon  the  officers  to  act  constantly  in  concert  with  General 
McPherson  and  give  him  a full  understanding  of  all  their  movements.

The  following  instructions  are  given  for  your  guidance,  viz: 

Establish  your  office  and  appoint  an  active  and  reliable  man  for  pro- 
vost-marshal, and  direct  him  to  make  his  headquarters  at  the  court  bouse. 
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You  are  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  order,  discipline,  police  regu- 
lations, and  the  preservation  of  property,  both  public  and  private,  in  the 
town  of  Ripley. 

Establish  police  picket  guards  at  the  principal  entrances  of  the  town, 
with  orders  to  challenge  all  persons. 

Staff  officers  and  persons  mounted  or  on  foot  or  orderly  duty,  head- 
quarters dispatch  bearers  and  messengers,  and  parties  on  patrol  duty 
and  detached  service  pass  in  and  out  by  virtue  of  their  orders. 

Neither  officers,  soldiers,  nor  citizens  (except  general  or  staff  officers) 
will  be  permitted  to  pass  in  or  out,  and  all  those  attempting  to  do  so 
will  be  arrested  without  regard  to  rank,  person,  mission,  or  excuse,  and 
taken  to  the  provost-marshal’s  office  and  there  detained  until  their  cases 
can  be  inquired  into.  Patrol  the  town  thoroughly  and  clear  it  of  all 
our  soldiers,  arresting  every  one  that  is  there  without  a pass  signed  by 
a proper  officer,  and  take  them  to  your  camp,  where  they  will  be  held 
until  you  have  notified  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment  or  com- 
pany to  which  they  belong  that  you  are  directed  by  major-general  com- 
manding to  direct  them  to  send  a responsible  commissioned  officer  to 
take  charge  of  them. 

All  men  found  with  plunder  in  their  possession  or  in  private  houses 
will  be  separated  from  the  others  and  immediately  tied  up  and  no  food 
furnished  them  except  bread  and  water.  If  no  rope  is  to  be  found,  use 
withes.  Report  their  cases. 

When  the  town  has  once  been  cleared  and  order  restored  frequent 
patrols  will  be  sent  to  arrest  such  persons  as  pass  into  town  by  other 
than  the  principal  entrances.  The  provost-marshal  of  the  army  has 
been  directed  to  order  all  citizens  to  immediately  report  to  you  all 
Confederate  soldiers  at  or  near  their  houses,  whether  disabled  or  not. 
You  will  see  those  that  are  well  are  sent  under  guard  to  Crum’s  Mill, 
on  the  Hatchie,  thence  to  be  forwarded  to  Corinth,  Miss.  A regular  de- 
scriptive list  of  the  sick  will  be  made,  and  they  will  be  paroled  as  pris-  j 
oners  of  war,  not  to  bear  arms  or  do  anything  prejudicial  to  the  inter- 
ests of  the  United  States  Government  until  regularly  exchanged.  Your  j 
attention  is  called  also  to  spies,  and  the  major-general  commanding  , 
hopes  that  such  rigor  will  be  used  in  their  cases  as  will  render  it  un- 
necessary for  him  to  be  troubled  with  their  examination. 

You  will  be  held  responsible,  and  you  will  hold  your  officers  responsi-  | 
ble,  that  these  instructions  are  enforced  in  all  cases  and  in  the  strictest 
manner.

Maj.  Gen.  U.  S.  Grant,  Jachson,  Tenn.: 

Dear  General  : You  can  well  understand  how  glad  I was  to  hear 
of  the  successes  about  Corinth,  Chewalla,  and  Pocahontas.  They  have 
had  a wonderful  effect  here,  and  the  secesh  have  changed  their  tone 
very  much.  I hear  through  rebel  deserters  that  the  rebel  army  is  at 
Ripley,  and  therefore  out  of  reach,  for  they  would  scatter  and  escape  if  , 
pursued. 

A few  days  since  I heard  that  a party  of  Partisan  Rangers  were  form- 
ing on  Wolf  River,  6 miles  from  Germantown.  I ordered  Grierson,  with 
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400  select  cavalry,  to  move  out  cautiously  by  night  aud  fall  upon  them. 
He  did  so  most  successfully,  killing  5,  wounding  15,  and  bringing  in 
6 prisoners  and  about  20  animals — horses  and  mules.  He  scattered  the 
party  and  brought  in  all  the  papers,  commissions,  aud  muster-rolls. 
There  is  a small  force  under  a Colonel  Ballentine  at  Bylialia,  55  miles 
out,  and  another  party  under  an  acting  brigadier- general,  J.  A.  Orr,  at 
Holly  Springs,  but  they  are  too  far  off  to  be  surprised,  so  that  an  expe- 
dition against  them  would  simply  run  down  our  horses  and  do  no  great 
good. 

Since  I caused  the  destruction  of  the  town  of  Randolph  and  gave  no- 
tice if  boats  engaged  in  commerce  were  fired  on  I should  expel  rebel 
families  and  cause  others  to  take  passage  on  those  boats  as  common 
targets  for  the  guerrillas,  no  boats  have  been  molested. 

A great  deal  of  cotton  has  come  in  of  late  in  small  parcels,  in  single 
bales,  &c.,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  over  a thousand  bales,  and  I 
have  somewhat  relaxed  the  rules  as  to  internal  trade.  Farmers  have 
come  iu  gangs,  representing  their  determination  to  fight  guerrillas  and 
carry  out  to  their  suffering  families  the  clothing  and  groceries  neces- 
sary to  their  existence.  I have  no  doubt  this  is  in  the  main  true.  Though 
in  some  cases  the  privilege  has  been  and  will  be  abused,  I think  it 
good  policy  to  encourage  it,  that  the  farmers  and  property  holders  may 
realize  their  dependence  on  other  parts  of  oui;  country,  and  also  realize 
that  a state  of  war  long  continued  will  reduce  them  to  a state  of  abso- 
lute ruin. 

The  band  of  guerrillas  or  partisan  rangers  are  doing  us  less  harm 
than  our  enemies,  for  they  in  their  wants  and  necessities  must  take 
meat  and  corn,  and  will  take  it  when  and  where  they  please,  of  friend  or 
foe ; the  consequence  is  that  the  farmers  and  planters  begin  to  realize 
that  they  have  to  submit  to  be  plundered  by  these  bands  of  marauders, 
and  are  getting  heartily  tired  of  it.  Of  course  some  do  buy  negro  shoes 
for  the  use  of  guerrillas  and  salt  for  curing  bacon.  My  own  opinion  is 
that  all  trade  should  be  absolutely  prohibited  to  all  districts  until  the 
military  commander  notifies  the  Government  that  the  rebellion  is  sup- 
pressed in  that  district,  for  we  know,  whatever  restraint  is  imposed  on 
steamboats,  that  clerks  and  hands  do  smuggle  everything  by  which 
they  can  make  profit.  The  great  profit  now  made  is  converting  every- 
body into  rascals,  and  it  makes  me  ashamed  of  my  countrymen  every 
time  I have  to  examine  a cotton  or  horse  case.  I have  no  doubt  that 
our  cause  suffers  from  the  fact  that  not  only  horses  and  cotton  are 
bought  of  negroes  and  thieves  under  fabricated  bills  of  sale,  but  that 
the  reputations  of  even  military  men  become  involved.  Still,  as  the 
Treasury  authorities  think  it  proper  to  allow  trade  and  encourage  the 
buying  of  cotton  it  is  my  duty  not  to  interpose  any  obstacle.  When- 
ever I do  detect  fraud  I punish  it  to  the  fullest  extent ; and  we  have 
made  large  and  valuable  prizes,  all  of  which  1 see  go  to  the  use  of  the 
United  States. 

General  Steele  has  passed  up  the  river  with  half  of  his  Helena  com- 
mand. General  Carr  remains  at  Helena  with  I suppose  7,000  or  8,000 
men,  too  few  to  do  much  good ; still  I suppose  all  we  can  do  is  to  hold 
fast  all  we  have  till  the  armies  of  Kentucky  and  Virginia  get  abreast 
of  us. 

I take  it  for  granted  that  Price  and  Van  Dorn  will  renew  their  efforts 
on  your  position,  but  the  terrible  punishment  they  have  received  will 
make  them  timid.  I know  and  feel  that  these  battles  about  Corinth 
have  shaken  the  confidence  of  their  adherents  here  awfully. 
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Everything  progresses  well  in  iny  division,  and  I am  putting  it  in  such 
order  that  I can  add  ten  infantry  regiments  and  make  a corps  with  which 
I could  reach  Grenada  and  Jackson.  I will  again  sweep  with  cavalry 
the  country  from  the  mouth  of  Hatchie  and  Somerville,  so  as  to  clean 
out  all  bands  now  in  the  country  between  Wolf  and  Hatchie  Rivers. 

All  things  civil  here  are  also  doing  well  and  in  good  shape.

Secretary  of  War  : 

Sir  : As  it  is  possible,  perhaps  probable,  that  the  debarkation  of  the 
Mississippi  expedition  will  be  contested  by  the  enemy,  it  is  considered 
important  that  it  should  be  formed  in  part  of  experienced  troops.  If 
the  expedition  should  be  limited  at  first  to  20,000  men,  one-half  or  at 
least  one-fourth  of  that  number  should  be  of  such  troops,  and  I think 
they  might  be  taken  from  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  (with  which  I 
have  been  identified)  without  material  detriment  to  the  public  service, 
particularly  if  their  place  should  be  filled  by  new  troops,  and  since  tlm 
late  defeat  and  dispersion  of  the  enemy  in  West  Tennessee. 
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Taking  a few  regiments  from  that  army,  even  if  they  were  only  skel- 
eton ones,  and  incorporating  them  with  the  expedition  would  be  to  im- 
part a martial  spirit  and  tone  which  would  be  of  great  value  to  it;  hence 
I recommend  that  the  Eighth,  Eleventh,  Fourteenth,  Seventeenth, 
Eighteenth,  Twentieth,  Twenty-eighth,  and  Thirtieth  Illinois,  and  Forty- 
third  Illinois  and  Thirteenth  Iowa,  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  Missouri, 
and  Seventy-eighth  Ohio  be  assigned  to  the  expedition.  Most,  if  not 
all,  of  these  regiments  are  sadly  reduced  and  probably  would  not  aver- 
age 400  effective  men  each,  giving  an  aggregate  of  only  5,200  men. 

Some  of  the  regiments  named  are  still  more  desirable  on  account  of 
the  officers  commanding  them.  Among  the  number  of  these  officers  are 
Col.  T.  E.  G.  Eansom,  of  the  Eleventh  Illinois;  Colonel  Crocker,  of  the. 
Thirteenth  Iowa;  Colonel  Leggett,  of  the  Seventy -eighth  Ohio,  and  Col. 
C.  C.  Marsh,  of  the  Twentieth  Illinois,  who  would  make  excellent  brigade 
commanders.  I would  also  name  Brig.  Gen.  L.  F.  Boss  and  Brig.  Gen. 
Morgan  L.  Smith,  both  now  in  West  Tennessee,  for  division  command- 
ers ; and  ask  that  First  Lieut.  James  H.  Wilson,  of  the  Topographical 
Corps,  be  assigned  to  duty  as  a member  of  my  staff.  I think  this 
would  be  agreeable  to  him. 

The  forces  designed  for  the  Mississippi  expedition  might  be  concen- 
trated either  at  Cairo  or  Memphis,  there  being  comparatively  little 
difference  in  their  eligibility  as  places  of  rendezvous  and  for  depots  of 
military  supplies.

It  will  be  necessary  to  keep  a vigilant  lookout  to  the  front  and  right 
flank  in  direction  of  Somerville.  I wish  you  would  see  Colonel  John- 
son, Twenty-eighth  Illinois,  when  he  returns;  you  may  rely  on  the 
accuracy  of  his  observations.  I apprehend  nothing  of  movements  in 
force,  but  the  enemy  are  strong  in  cavalry,  and  the  country  between  La 
Grange  and  Somerville  and  so  to  Whitesville  is  fine  foraging  ground. 
The  Hatchie  is  fordable  still  for  cavalry  at  many  points,  especially  near 
the  mouth  of  Clover  Greek,  and,  if  you  are  satisfied  it  can  be  thoroughly 
done  without  too  large  a risk,  I wish  the  nest  of  irregular  cavalry  near 
Somerville  broken  up,  and  a sharp  lesson  taught  them  not  to  come  too 
near. 

It  was  my  rule  not  to  send  out  a forage  train  without  a heavy  guard, 
generally  a full  regiment  of  infantry  and  two  companies  of  cavalry.  It 
is  good  exercise  for  the  men  and  answers  as  a reconnaissance.

The  engineer  in  charge  of  Fort  Pickering  will  lay  off  a plat  of  ground 
of  about  three  acres  at  some  suitable  point  south  or  east  of  the  fort  for  a 
cemetery,  and  will  inclose  it  with  a good  stout  fence,  with  strong  gates. 
The  lines  should  conform  as  near  as  may  be  to  the  streets  and  lanes  of 
the  survey  of  the  city  of  Memphis,  in  order  that  the  ownership  of  the 
property  may  be  ascertained  at  some  future  time. 
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II.  Hereafter  all  interments  of  soldiers  or  employes  about  the  fort  will 
be  made  in  the  fort  cemetery,  and  the  bodies  which  have  been  buried 
outside  the  fort  will  be  removed  to  the  cemetery.  Whenever  a soldier 
dies  the  colonel  of  his  regiment  will  make  requisition  on  the  quarter- 
master for  the  necessary  lumber,  aud  will  see  that  each  grave  of  his  men 
is  marked  with  a suitable  head-board.  All  funerals  must  be  conducted 
strictly  according  to  the  Army  Peculations. 

Interments  for  the  general  hospital  will  be  made  at  Elmwood,  as  here- 
tofore.

Dear  Sir  : I am  this  moment  in  receipt  of  the  general’s  letter  of  the 
11th.  From  some  cause  there  is  unusual  delay  in  the  letters  to  and 
from.  I have  had  several  messengers  in  from  the  interior  of  late. 
Holly  Springs  is  occupied  im  force,  with  camps  at  Davis7  Mill,  9 miles 
south  of  Grand  Junction;  at  Coldwater,  and  the  Chewalla  Creek,  east 
of  Holly  Springs.  Van  Dorn  and  Price  were  both  at  Holly  Springs 
yesterday,  expecting  Pemberton,  who  is  to  command  all.  This  is  from 
Ex-Brig.  Gen.  Ed.  Price,  son  of  the  rebel  general,  who  has  resigned,  and 
whom  I have  permitted,  on  certain  letters  of  General  Schofield  and  Gov- 
ernor Gamble,  to  return  to  Missouri.  He  came  in  this  morning.  He 
came  through  Oxford  a day  or  two  since.  There  was  nothing  said  of 
General  Joe  Johnston  being  there  with  40,000  from  the  Virginia  army. 
I have  heard  from  many  that  Euggles  has  joined  from  below  with  some 
4,000  men,  supposed  to  be  reorganized  regiments  of  the  returned  pris- 
oners sent  to  Vicksburg  by  us  so  opportunely  for  them. 

I have  no  doubt  that  in  and  around  Holly  Springs  is  now  assembled 
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all  the  forces  they  can  collect  together,  and  it  behooves  General  Grant 
to  keep  his  men  near  enough  for  concentration. 

General  Curtis,  on  the  supposition  that  Missouri  was  in  danger,  has 
taken  one-half  of  the  Helena  force  back  to  Saint  Louis  to  be  sent  to 
the  Iron  Mountain;  the  fact  is  that  there  is  no  considerable  force  in 
Arkansas  threatening  Missouri.  General  Carr  has  the  other  half,  say 
9,000  men,  and  expects  help  from  me.  I will  write  him  to  strengthen 
his  defenses,  and  no  force  will  attempt  to  storm  his  fort  where  he  has 
heavy  ordnance.  He  has  a larger  force  than  I have,  and  I have  a much 
more  important  place  to  defend  than  Helena  is.  The  boats  navigating 
the  river  are  now  assailed  above  and  below.  I have  sent  a force  above 
to  Island  21,  and  now  comes  a call  to  send  some  to  a post  below.  We 
will  have  to  do  something  more  than  merely  repel  these  attacks.  We 
must  make  the  people  feel  that  every  attack  on  a road  here  will  be  re- 
sented by  the  destruction  of  some  one  of  their  towns  or  plantations 
elsewhere.  All  adherents  of  their  cause  must  suffer  for  these  cowardly 
acts. 

I propose  to  expel  ten  secession  families  for  every  boat  fired  on, 
thereby  lessening  the  necessity  for  fighting  boats  for  their  benefit,  and 
will  visit  on  the  neighborhood  summary  punishment.  It  may  some- 
times fall  on  the  wrong  head,  but  it  would  be  folly  to  send  parties  of 
infantry  to  chase  these  wanton  guerrillas. 

So  far  as  the  city  of  Memphis  and  neighborhood  is  concerned  all  is- 
well.  Guerrilla  bands  are  being  called  into  Holly  Springs,  where  the 
enemy  is  doubtless  concentrating  for  some  effort.  We  are  ready  for 
them  here. 

I ratherfearfor  Bolivarand  Jackson.  Pemberton’s  command,  though, 
is  confined  to  Mississippi  and  Louisiana,  and  to  assume  the  offensive  he 
would  have  to  enter  Tennessee.

on  the  Arkansas  shore  about  15  miles  below  this,  near  Elm  Grove  Post- 
Office,  and  there  disembark.  He  will  then  proceed  to  destroy  all  the 
houses,  farms,  and  corn  fields  from  that  point  up  to  Hopefield.  The 
boat  will  follow  him  up  and  communicate  with  him  at  such  points  as  ho 
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can  reach  the  shore.  He  will  keep  an  account  and  except  from  the  ex- 
ecution of  this  order  all  parties  that  he  may  have  reason  to  believe  have 
not  been  rendezvousing  the  guerrillas.  This  is  done  to  let  the  guerrillas 
who  attacked  the  Catahoula  feel  that  certain  destruction  awaits  the 
country  for  firing  on  steamboats  engaged  in  carrying  supplies  needed 
by  the  planters  between  Memphis  and  Helena.  Major  Taylor  will  send 
a section  of  artillery  along,  subject  to  Colonel  Walcutt’s  order. 

The  quartermaster  will  at  once  provide  a suitable  steamboat  to  drop 
down  to  the  fort  by  sunset.

Colonel  Noble,  Chief  of  Cavalry,  Bolivar: 

Colonel  : You  will  send  out  an  expedition  of  450  cavalry,  under  the 
command  of  one  of  your  most  thorough,  active,  and  intelligent  officers,  in 
the  direction  of  Brownsville,  to  intercept  and  cut  off  if  possible  Colonel 
Falkner’s  cavalry  force,  defeated  day  before  yesterday  at  Island  No. 
10.  You  will  direct  them  to  move  up  on  the  north  side  of  the  Hatchier 
ascertain  if  possible  the  ford  or  bridge  they  are  making  for,  and  try  and 
cut  them  off.  The  commander  of  the  expedition  must  move  with  all 
possible  celerity,  but  at  the  same  time  use  due  caution  against  being 
surprised  and  cut  off  himself.  Three  days’  rations  must  be  taken  with 
the  men.

Our  cavalry,  in  the  face  of  the  enemy,  and  in  the  best  possible  season 
for  a campaign,  are  without  arms.  Of  the  900  revolving  arms  you  or- 
dered sent  me,  only  439  have  been  received.  One  thousand  breech-load- 
ing or  revolving  arms  and  2,000  pistols  are  necessary  to  arm  our  cavalry r 
including  recruits.  Cavalry  without  arms  anywhere  is  bad  enough,  but 
on  a hostile  frontier  it  is  not  only  waste  but  murder.  For  Heaven’s, 
sake  do  something  for  us  if  you  can.  Please  answer.

Dispatch  of  the  19th  in  relation  to  arms  received.  The  439  Colt’s  re 
volving  rifles  were  all  that  were  on  hand. 

On  the  18th  instant,  on  the  requisition  of  Col.  T.  L.  Dickey,  chief  of 
cavalry  General  Grant’s  army,  the  following  breech-loading  carbines, 
with  accouterments  and  ammunition  complete,  were  ordered  to  be  sent 
to  Columbus,  Ky.,  with  dispatch,  for  the  use  of  the  following  regiments 
and  companies  in  that  army : 

Second  Illinois  Cavalry,  330  Sharps’;  Fourth  Illinois,  280  Sharps’; 
Sixth  Illinois,  220  Sharps’;  Thielemann’s,  70  Sharps’;  Stewart’s  Bat- 
talion, 70  Sharps’;  Ford’s  company  (attached  to  Fifty-third  Illinois),  70 
Sharps’;  Fifth  Iowa,  330  Sharps’;  Eleventh  Illinois,  630  Smith’s;  Fifth 
Ohio,  750  Burnside’s.  Total,  2,750  carbines. 

On  the  14th  instant  1,000  army  revolvers  were  ordered  from  the  in- 
spector of  contract  arms  to  be  sent  to  Saint  Louis  Arsenal,  and  500  Pet- 
tengill  army  revolvers  are  now  on  their  way  there.  These  1,500  pistols 
Major  Callender  has  been  directed  to  keep  to  fill  your  requisitions.  In 
making  them  on  him  make  a separate  requisition  for  each  regiment,  or 
give  the  designation  of  each  in  a consolidated  requisition,  to  enable  the 
accounts  to  be  kept  with  the  States.

My  sending  away  paroled  prisoners  to  Benton  Barracks  was  in  con- 
formity with  previous  custom,  and  in  supposed  accordance  with  your 
views  of  the  propriety  of  clearing  them  out  of  Corinth  as  rapidly  as  pos- 
sible. As  soon  as  made  aware  of  different  orders  or  views  they  were 
promptly  carried  out.  The  only  person  I authorized  to  leave  for  Saint 
Louis  was  Dr.  Scott,  not  a prisoner,  who  called  on  you  and  took  a mes- 
sage from  you.  Your  dispatch  complaining  of  the  action  is  the  first 
intimation  I have  had  of  your  disapproval.  A Captain  Tobin  was  pa- 
roled and  permitted  to  go  North  while  I was  absent  at  Ripley,  but 
neither  with  my  consent  nor  approval.  No  other  instances  have  come 
to  my  knowledge.  That  part  of  your  dispatch  which  refers  to  news- 
paper reporters  and  leaky  members  of  my  staff*  showing  the  existence 
of  any  desire  or  even  any  sentiment  at  these  headquarters  of  keeping- 
up  a distinction  of  feeling  and  spirit  between  the  troops  of  my  command 
or  the  rest  of  your  troops,  as  if  they  were  not  an  integral  part  thereof, 
1 answer  that  no  such  feeling  has  ever  existed  at  these  headquarters. 
No  countenance,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  has  been  given  to  such  an 
idea,  uor  was  I aware  that  such  an  idea  was  abroad  until  I saw  indica- 
tions of  it  from  members  of  your  staff  and  in  your  own  orders. 

1 regard  it  as  the  offspring  of  sentiments  [rather]  than  those  of  a de- 
sire for  justice  or  the  good  of  the  service,  and  sincerely  hope  that  you 
do  not  participate  therein.  There  are  no  headquarters  in  these  United 
States  less  responsible  for  what  newspaper  correspondents  and  para- 
graph ists  say  of  operations  than  mine.  This  1 wish  to  be  understood 
to  be  distinctly  applicable  to  the  affairs  of  luka  and  Corinth.  After 
this  declaration  I am  free  to  say  that  if  you  do  not  meet  me  frankly  with 
a declaration  that  you  are  satisfied  I shall  consider  my  power  to  be  use- 
ful in  this  department  ended.

Your  dispatch  announcing  the  coming  of  arms  for  our  cavalry  was 
hailed  with  delight.  Profound  disappointment  followed  the  receipt  of 
Mr.  Watson’s  dispatch,  which  shows  they  all  go  to  little  detachments, 
split  up  and  performing  picket  duty  iu  our  rear.  The  cavalry  for  whom 
I ask  are  the  only  ones  that  are  massed,  and  have  had  power  to  chastise 
and  cow  the  rebel  cavalry  all  summer.  For  the  others,  divided  up  and 
acting  in  our  rear,  the  rebels  care  not  a pin.  They  ought  to  be  well 
armed,  but  not  until  the  Second  Iowa,  Third  Michigan,  Seventh  Kansas, 
Seventh  and  Eleventh  Illinois  have  been,  for  they  alone  have  made 
the  enemy  afraid  and  whipped  them  in  force.  Do  something  for  these 
brave  men,  who  had  not  less  than  three  fights  per  week  for  the  last 
thirty  days.

Your  dispatch  received.  Not  one  of  the  cavalry  command  to  which 
you  have  sent  arms  has  done  any  real  fighting.  The  Third  Michigan,  the 
Second  Iowa,  the  Seventh  Kansas,  and  the  Seventh  Illinois,  who  have 
been  in  continued  combats,  say  more  than  fifty  fights,  this  summer,  and 
are  the  only  cavalry  that  have  been  massed  and  managed  so  as  to  have 
power  to  cow  and  scourge  the  rebels  effectually,  are  entirely  overlooked 
in  the  allotment  of  arms.  Thev  are  under  my  command.

Sir  : Since  my  last,  some  attacks  have  been  made  on  the  boats  navi- 
gating the  Mississippi  River,  but  in  no  case  have  the  guerrillas  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  a boat.  They  came  near  firing  the  Gladiator,  but  the 
captain  (Irwin)  got  her  off-shore  and  brought  her  to  Memphis  with  two 
dead  and  many  wounded  on  board.  The  conduct  of  the  guerrillas  was 
fiendish  in  the  extreme.  1 ordered  parties  to  Island  21,  also  to  the 
point  where  the  Catahoula  was  fired  into.  At  the  latter  place  the  offi- 
cer in  command,  Colonel  Walcutt,  Forty-sixth  Ohio,  found  much  evi- 
dence of  complicity  with  the  guerrillas,  and  he  burned  their  places.  I 
shall  compel  ten  families  to  leave  for  every  boat  fired  on,  and  let  them 
try  whether  they  prefer  to  live  with  their  own  people  or  with  ours.  I 
know  from  their  actions  that  it  is  not  agreeable,  but  it  is  not  to  be  ex- 
pected that  we  should  feed  and  clothe  the  families  of  men  who  are  en- 
gaged in  firing  upon  boats  engaged  in  peaceful  commerce.  To-morrow 
I dispatch  all  my  cavalry  to  Colliersville,  then  north  to  Rising  Sun,  and 
thence  west  to  Randolph,  cleaning  up  the  country  of  guerrillas.  I 
wish  to  break  up  all  parties  north  of  Wolf  River.  At  the  same  time 
an  infantry  regiment  will  march  to  Raleigh  and  Union  Depot  in  concert. 
I w ill  have  boats  at  Randolph  to  bring  them  down.  I find  it  difficult  to 
hire  regular  spies,  but  I get  full  information  from  others  who  come  to 
Memphis  on  various  pretexts. 

Price  and  Van  Dorn  are  at  Holly  Springs  in  force;  have  received  re- 
enforcements from  the  south : Ruggles,  with  less  than  4,000,  and  some 
reorganized  exchanged  prisoners,  about  3,000.  I have  never  heard  a 
word  about  any  from  Virginia.  Pemberton  was  expected  yesterday, 
but  I have  not  heard  that  he  is  yet  there. 

Bowen’s  brigade  is  at  Coldwater,  55  miles  out  toward  Memphis  from 
Holly  Springs.  General  Jackson,  with  the  cavalry,  some  2,000,  are  at 
Ooldwater,  6 miles  north  of  Holly  Springs. 

Blythe,  with  quite  a force  of  irregular  guerrillas,  is  at  Horn  Lake 
Depot,  about  17  miles  southeast  of  Memphis.  All  other  parties  of  which 
I hear  are  small  and  inconsiderable.  They  have  evidently  within  a 
week  increased  their  vigilance,  so  that  less  news  can  be  had  than  here- 
tofore. Now  is  the  time  to  strike  at  the  Yazoo  and  Mississippi  Central 
roads,  all  the  troops  being  north  of  the  Tallahatchie. 

My  division  is  now  in  good  health,  well  equipped,  and  in  good  drill. 
The  regiments  are  small,  and  I would  much  like  to  have  some  2,000  re- 
cruits for  them. 

The  Thirteenth  Infantry  has  never  got  to  me,  though  one  officer  from 
it  has  reported  to  me  from  Cincinnati- via  Alton,  being  ordered  to  report 
to  his  battalion  here. 

A deserter  this  moment  in  confirms  the  accounts  from  Holly  Springs. 
Pemberton  arrived  last  Friday  with  no  troops;  none  even  spoken  of 
from  Virginia.  There  was  a camp  rumor  that  9,000  were  to  come  from 
Arkansas  to  Mississippi.  Confederates  expecting  you  to  attack  them ; 
some  intrenchments  near  the  town.  Price’s  division,  with  the  reorgan- 
ized prisoners  of  war,  were  about  to  move  to  Davis’  Mill,  below  Grand 
Junction.  Reorganized  prisoners  supposed  to  be  5,000.  Deserter  knows 
nothing  of  Ruggles.  Lovell’s  division  on  the  road  out  from  Holly  Sprin  gs 
toward  Mount  Vernon.  Bowen’s  brigade  at  Byhalia ; Coldwater  their 
line.  Nobody  at  Colliersville  or  Moscow.  No  regular  troops  north  of 
Wolf  River.  Deserter  did  not  see  Pemberton,  but  heard  the  boys  say

he  was  in  town;  did  not  know  if  Van  Dorn  was  to  remain  in  a subordi- 
nate position  or  go  elsewhere.  He  estimated  the  aggregate  forces  at 
40,000,  but  when  he  attempted  to  sum  up  could  not  make  20,000.  My 
opinion  is  that  Price  and  Pemberton  have  not  at  this  time  a force  larger 
than  attacked  Rosecrans.  One  attack  from  the  river  toward  Grenada 
would  draw  them  out  of  Holly  Springs  quick.  If  ever  you  design  to 
attack,  remember  La  Grange  is  an  admirable  place;  then  Davis’ Mill. 

I will  continue  to  report  as  often  as  I get  definite  news.  1 know  that 
Jackson’s  cavalry  is  at  our  old  camp  at  Roberts’,  6 miles  north  of  Holly 
Springs,  and  that  Brown  is  at  Byhalia,  and  Blythe  at  Horn  Lake  Depot. 

All  very  quiet  with  us  on  our  picket  lines,  and  all  town  people  begin 
to  respect  our  power.  The  defeat  at  Corinth  has  had  a most  salutary 
effect.

I have  the  honor  to  inclose  herewith  a map  of  Corinth  and  vicinity. 

Destitute  of  engineers  or  topographical  engineers,  groping  our  way 
through  an  unknown  wooded  and  hostile  country,  we  have  been  obliged 
to  resort  to  every  possible  device  to  obtain  and  diffuse  information 
among  commanders  of  troops.  Having  no  copyists,  when  we  get  a map 
we  have  to  resort  to  an  improvised  photographer,  who,  taking  likenesses, 
was  required  to  provide  himself  with  the  means  of  copying  maps  as  the 
tax  for  the  privilege  of  staying  in  camp. 

Inclosed  I send  you  two  specimens  of  his  handiwork  of  this  place  and 
vicinity.

Maj.  Gen.  H.  W.  Halleck: 

My  Dear  General  : I thank  you  for  the  kind  expressions  of  confi- 
dence contained  in  your  letter  replying  to  mine. 

My  orders  to  report  for  duty  to  Major-General  Wright  still  stand 
good.*  He  says,  in  a reply  to  a note  I wrote  him  about  the  date  of  my 
last  to  you,  that  he  feels  fully  the  weight  of  my  reasons  for  asking  if  any 
arrangements  could  be  made  whereby  I should  not  fall  under  the  com- 
mand of  the  major-generals  of  Buell’s  division,  even  including  General 
Granger,  and  will  consent  to  any  arrangement  that  will  do  away  with 
the  difficulties. 

Since  then  we  had  the  stirring  times  here,  and  I think  it  probable 
will  have  more  of  the  same,  since  Bragg  has  gone  over  the  mountains,, 
and  the  rivers  are  low  and  the  roads  good ; but  I am  very  sorry  to  say 
that  ever  since  the  battle  of  Iuka  there  has  been  at  work  the  spirit  of 
mischief  among  the  mousing  politicians  on  Grant’s  staff  to  get  up  in  his 
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mind  a feeling  of  jealousy.  They  have  at  last  so  far  succeeded  that 
General  Grant  last  evening  telegraphed  me  that  he  thought  certain  leaky 
members  of  my  staff  and  newspaper  correspondents  justified  his  insinu- 
ating that  he  thought  I was  getting  up  a spirit  of  division  and  trying  to 
make  my  army  appear  independent  of  him.  I dispatched,  declaring  1 hat 
he  had  not  had  a truer  friend  or  more  loyal  subordinate  than  myself } 
that  no  such  sentiment  existed  or  had  been  countenanced  at  these  head- 
quarters as  the  one  he  alluded  to ; that  no  headquarters  in  these  United 
States  were  less  responsible  for  the  sayings  of  newspaper  writers  and 
correspondents  than  mine,  and  that  I wished  it  to  be  distinctly  under- 
stood that  this  remark  was  especially  applicable  to  what  had  been  said 
about  the  affairs  of  Iuka  and  Corinth.  After  these  declarations  I said, 
“If  you  do  not  meet  me  with  the  frank  avowal  that  you  are  satisfied,  I 
shall  consider  that  my  ability  to  be  useful  in  this  department  has  ended.” 
That  now  is  my  opinion. 

I am  bending  everything  to  complete  the  new  defenses  of  Corinth 
so  that  we  may  hold  it  by  a division  against  a very  superior  force.  As 
soon  as  I finish  this  work  and  my  report  of  the  late  battle  and  pursuit 
I shall  hope  for  something  that  will  settle  this  matter.  I am  sure  those 
politicians  will  manage  matters  with  the  sole  view  of  preventing  Grant 
from  being  in  the  background  of  military  operations.  This  will  make 
him  sour  and  reticent.  I shall  become  uncommunicative,  and  that,  added 
to  a conviction  that  he  lacks  administrative  ability,  \rill  complete  the 
reasons  why  I should  be  relieved  from  duty  here,  if  I can  be  assigned 
to  any  other  suitable  duty  where  such  obstacles  do  not  operate. 

I forbear  speaking  of  points  in  the  operations  here.  You  will  see  in 
my  report  of  the  battle  of  Iuka  that  I have  observed  the  same  thing. 
But  I must  close  this  personal  letter,  wishing  you  were  here  to  com- 
mand.

Miss  P.  A.  Fraser,  Memphis : 

Dear  Lady  : Your  petition  is  received.  I will  allow  fifteen  days 
for  the  parties  interested  to  send  to  Holly  Springs  and  Little  Rock  to 
ascertain  if  firing  on  unarmed  boats  is  to  form  a part  of  the  warfare 
against  the  Government  of  the  United  States. 

If  from  silence  or  a positive  answer  from  their  commanders  I am  led 
to  believe  such  fiendish  acts  are  to  be  tolerated  or  allowed  it  would  be 
weakness  and  foolish  in  me  to  listen  to  appeals  to  feelings  that  are 
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scorned  by  our  enemies.  They  must  know  and  feel  that  not  only  will 
we  meet  them  in  arms,  bat  that  their  people  shall  experience  their  full 
measure  of  the  necessary  consequences  of  such  barbarity. 

The  Confederate  generals  claim  the  Partisan  Rangers  as  a part  of  their 
army.  They  cannot  then  disavow  their  acts,  but  all  their  adherents 
must  suffer  the  penalty.  They  shall  not  live  with  us  in  peace.  God 
himself  has  obliterated  whole  races  from  the  face  of  the  earth  for  sins 
less  heinous  than  such  as  characterized  the  attacks  on  the  Catahoula 


and  Gladiator.  All  I say  is  if  such  acts  were  done  by  the  direct  or  im- 
plied concert  of  the  Confederate  authorities  we  are  not  going  to  chase 
through  the  canebrakes  and  swamps  the  individuals  who  did  the  deeds, 
but  will  visit  punishment  upon  the  adherents  of  that  cause  which  em- 
ploys such  agents.  We  will  insist  on  a positive  separation  ; they  can- 
not live  with  us.  Further  than  that  I have  not  yet  ordered,  and  when 
the  time  comes  to  settle  the  account  we  will  see  which  is  most  cruel — for 
your  partisans  to  fire  cannon  and  musket-balls  through  steamboats 
with  women  and  children  on  board,  set  them  on  fire  with  women  and 
children  sleeping  in  their  berths,  and  shoot  down  the  passengers  and 
engineers,  with  the  curses  of  hell  on  their  tongues,  or  for  us  to  say  the 
families  of  men  engaged  in  such  hellish  deeds  shall  not  live  in  peace 
where  the  flag  of  the  United  States  floats. 

I know  you  will  say  these  poor  women  and  children  abhor  such  acts 
as  much  as  I do,  and  that  their  husbands  and  brothers  in  the  Confed- 
erate service  also  would  not  be  concerned  in  such  acts.  Then  let  the 
Confederate  authorities  say  so,  and  not  employ  their  tools  in  such  deeds 
of  blood  and  darkness.  We  will  now  wait  and  see  who  are  the  cruel 
and  heartless  men  of  this  war.  We  will  see  whether  the  firing  on  the 
Catahoula  or  Gladiator  is  sanctioned  or  disapproved,  and  if  it  was 
done  by  the  positive  command  of  men  commissioned  by  the  Confederate 
Government,  you  will  then  appreciate  how  rapidly  civil  war  corrupts 
the  best  feelings  of  the  human  heart. 

Would  to  God  ladies  better  acted  their  mission  on  earth;  that  in- 
stead of  inflaming  the  minds  of  their  husbands  and  brothers  to  lift  their 
hands  against  the  Government  of  their  birth  and  stain  them  in  blood, 
had  prayed  them  to  forbear,  to  exhaust  all  the  remedies  afforded  them 
by  our  glorious  Constitution,  and  thereby  avoid  “horrid  war,”  the  last 
remedy  on  earth. 

Your  appeals  to  me  shall  ever  receive  respectful  attention,  but  it  will 
be  vain  in  this  case  if  General  Holmes  does  not  promptly  disavow  these 
acts,  for  I will  not  permit  the  families  and  adherents  of  secessionists  to 
live  here  in  peace  whilst  their  husbands  and  brothers  are  aiming  the 
rifle  and  gun  at  our  families  on  the  free  Mississippi.

Dear  General  : A merchant  of  undoubted  character  is  just  in  from 
Holly  Springs,  which  he  left  yesterday  at  10  a.  m.  He  brought  many 
letters  from  the  various  officers  to  Saint  Louis  and  California, .some  of 
which  were  examined.  Price  is  there  with  all  the  Missourians,  many 
of  whom  are  known  to  us  personally.  Yan  Dorn  and  Lovell  are  ordered 
to  Richmond.  No  other  divisions  or  brigades  have  joined  them  since 
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the  battle  of  Corinth,  but  they  claim  that  they  have  received  10,000 
men  from  various  quarters.  Blythe  has  about  700  cavalry  on  the  Her- 
nando road  and  line  of  Coldwater.  Jackson  has  4,500  cavalry  at  my 
old  camp  on  Coldwater,  near  Holly  Springs.  The  infantry  is  camped 
all  about  the  town,  and  all  seem  to  be  in  high  spirits.  Pemberton  is 
now  in  command. 

On  balancing  all  accounts  received  I don’t  think  they  can  attack,  but 
will  await  attack.  They  may  occupy  Davis’  Mill;  but  if  you  advance, 
La  Grange  is  the  point.  The  aggregate  force  at  Holly  Springs  I should 
judge  to  be  about  23,000  all  told.  Cavalry  now  in  good  order;  infantry 
only  so  so ; clothing  poor  and  scarce  of  blankets  and  shoes ; plenty 
ot  corn-meal  and  beef;  all  else  scarce.  The  letters  claim  that  Bragg- 
whipped  Buell,  taking  17,000  prisoners. 

No  firing  on  our  boats  since  the  Gladiator,  and  I think  we  should  not 
hesitate  to  make  the  country  feel  the  full  effects  of  all  such  attempts. 
1 am  just  going  to  review  two  of  my  brigades,  which  are  in  fine  order.

Col.  B.  H.  Grierson,  Sixth  Illinois  Cavalry,  will  prepare  a select  bat- 
talion of  about  400  strong  and  leave  Memphis  to-night  at  about  3 a.  m. 
so  as  to  reach  the  vicinity  of  Colliersville  about  sunrise;  then  make  a 
feint  against  Mount  Pleasant  and  Coldwater,  and  turn  north  of  Wolf 
River,  passing  the  Somerville  road  near  Rising  Sun,  and  camp  the  first 
night  so  as  to  deceive  the  enemy  as  to  his  design;  then  turn  upon 
Shelby  Depot  and  clean  out  effectually  such  buildings  as  have  been 
used  for  a rendezvous  to  guerrillas  operating  thereabouts,  and  then 
strike  for  the  Mississippi  at  Randolph. 

II.  Colonel  Stuart,  of  the  Fifty-fifth  Illinois,  will  with  the  effective 
strength  of  his  regiment  about  the  same  time  move  on  Raleigh  and 
Union  Depot  and  there  destroy  the  depot  buildings  and  such  as  are 
used  exclusively  by  guerrilla  bands,  and  operate  in  that  neighborhood 
thoroughly. 

III.  The  quartermaster,  Captain  Fitch,  will  have  two  small  or  one 
large  steamboat  at  Randolph  to  take  on  board  the  cavalry  when  it 
reaches  that  point,  viz,  on  Friday  morning,  there  to  await  Colonel 
Grierson’s  orders. 

IV.  These  orders  will  be  delivered  to  each  commander  by  an  aide-de- 
camp,  and  will  be  kept  strictly  secret.  Preparations  will  be  made  for 
an  absence  of  three  days,  and  each  commander  will  act  with  a knowl- 
edge and  in  concert  of  the  movements  of  the  other.  The  object  is  to 
completely  destroy  Falkner’s  band  of  guerrillas,  already  in  confusion 
from  their  losses  at  Island  10. 

V.  All  armed  men  must  be  destroyed  or  captured,  their  houses  and 
property  to  be  destroyed  or  brought  away.  But  our  officers  and  sol- 
diers must  be  informed  that  already  a reaction  has  begun  in  Tennessee 
of  which  we  should  take  advantage.  The  people  at  large  should  be 
made  to  feel  that  in  the  existence  of  a strong  Government,  capable  of 
protecting  as  well  as  destroying,  they  have  a real  interest;  that  they 
must  at  once  make  up  their  minds  or  else  be  involved  in  the  destruc- 
tion that  awaits  armed  rebellion  against  the  nation’s  will, 
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Subordinates  and  privates  must  not  pillage,  but  commanders  may  do 
anything  necessary  to  impress  upon  the  people  that  guerrillas  must  be 
driven  from  their  midst,  else  they  must  necessarily  share  the  conse- 
quences.

- It  is  often  the  object  of  a flag  of  truce  to  make  observations  of  posi- 
tions, strength,  roads,  &c.,  for  the  purpose  of  attack  or  otherwise;  in 
fact  to  gain  all  the  information  possible. 

The  following  orders  regarding  the  reception  of  a flag  of  truce  are 
given  for  the  instruction  of  officers  and  n*m  of  this  command  on  out- 
post, vedette,  or  grand-guard  duty,  and  for  all  other  officers  and  men 
who  should  be  acquainted  with  this  as  well  as  other  minor  details  of 
service. 

No  person  coming  from  the  enemy  with  a flag  of  truce  must  be  per- 
mitted to  advance*  farther  than  the  outposts  or  cavalry  vedettes. 

If  a flag  of  truce  approach  it  will  be  halted  at  the  usual  distance 
faced  the  way  it  came  ; the  bearer  and  escort  will  keep  ranks.  A mes- 
senger will  be  promptly  dispatched  to  the  nearest  officer  o^  picket  or 
grand  guard,  stating  the  arrival  of  the  flag  and  rank  of  officer.  He  will 
immediately  send  a messenger  to  these  headquarters,  stating  the  road 
rank  ot  officer,  &c.  He  will  then,  with  one  non-commissioned  officer 
and  four  men,  proceed  to  the  flag,  see  that  it  is  properly  halted  and 
faced,  and  that  these  instructions  are  fully  carried  out  until  the  arrival 
of  a staff*  officer  from  these  headquarters,  who  will  take  charge  and  give 
the  necessary  directions  to  the  officer  of  the  guard. 

If  the  bearer  of  a flag  of  truce  have  papers  only  he  will  deliver  them 
to  an  officer  of  his  rank,  who  will  receipt  for  them  and  send  the  bearer 
on  his  way  back.  If  the  bearer  insists  on  and  can  give  good  reasons 
for  seeing  the  commanding  general  he  will  be  met  outside  the  lines,  or 
a staff  officer  of  his  rank  will  have  him  conducted  blindfolded  to  these 
headquarters. 

Only  the  officer  of  the  flag  will  be  permitted  to  enter.  The  others,  if 
they  desire  to  come  just  inside  our  lines,  will  have  their  camp  guarded 
by  the  officer  of  the  guard,  but  such  camp  will  be  in  a place  where  no 
observations  can' be  made. 

No  conversation  whatever  relative  to  the  army  is  permitted  on  the 
part  of  any  officer,  soldier,  or  citizen  with  any  of  the  party  of  a flag  of 
truce.  All  its  party  shall  be  treated  with  the  greatest  civility  and  re- 
spect. 
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Any  violation  of  these  orders  will  be  promptly  and  rigorously  pun- 
ished. 

Refreshments  shall  be  offered  the  command  and  forage  furnished  for 
animals.

To  insure  harmony  in  the  administration  of  government  in  the  Divis- 
ion of  Memphis  the  following  modifications  and  changes  are  made  and 
published  for  the  information  of  all  concerned. 

I.  Col.  D.  C.  Anthony  is  announced  as  the  provost-marshal  for  the 
city  and  Division  of  Memphis,  with  Major  Willard  and  Lieutenant 
Edwards  as  assistants;  office  on  Court  street,  corner  of  Third.  One 
regiment  of  infantry  and  a squadron  of  cavalry  will  compose  the  pro- 
vost guard;  headquarters  in  the  Irving  Block,  Second  street,  opposite 
Court  Square.  This  guard  will  be  distributed  according  to  the  orders  of 
the  provost-marshal,  anti  will  receive  their  instructions  from  him.  A 
military  commission,  composed  of  three  officers  of  the  army,  will  sit 
daily  at  the  office  of  the  provost-marshal  and  try  all  offenders  under  1 
the  laws  of  war.  Their  sentences;  when  approved  by  the  commanding 
general',  will  be  executed  by  the  provost-marshal. 

II.  The  city  police,  composed  of  1 00  men,  will  also  be  under  the  orders 
and  supervision  of  the  provost-marshal.  He  w ill  muster  and  inspect  i 
them  and  satisfy  himself  that  the  officers  are  competent,  and  that  the  j 
men  are  sober,  industrious,  and  of  good  reputation.  He  will  require 
each  and  every  one  to  take  the  oath  of  allegiance  prescribed  by  the  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States.  He  will,  on  consultation  with  the  chief  of 
police,  divide  them  into  a day  and  night  watch,  assigning  to  each  a beat 
or  district,  for  which  he  will  be  held  responsible.  If  a burglary,  robbery, 
riot,  or  disturbance  of  the  peace  occurs  on  any  beat  the  policeman  wili

be  forthwith  suspended  from  duty  and  pay,  and  be  tried  by  the  military 
commission  or  recorder  of  the  city  for  complicity  or  neglect,  and  on  the 
trial  the  burden  of  proof  will  rest  with  the  accused,  to  show  that  he 
was  on  his  post  and  vigilanL  If  found  guilty  he  will  be  punished  by 
dismissal  from  office,  by  fine,  imprisonment,  or  such  other  penalty  as 
the  court  may  impose.  The  appointment  of  the  city  police  will  remain 
as  now,  with  the  city  authorities;  but  should  they  fail  to  fill  a vacancy 
within  three  days  of  a notice  the  provost-marshal  will  appoint  a succes- 
sor. Their  payment  will  also  be  made  by  the  city  treasurer,  and  all 
fines,  penalties,  and  seizures  made  by  the  city  recorder  and  police  will, 
as  heretofore,  go  to  the  city  treasury. 

III.  All  soldiers  or  officers  arrested  or  citizens  taken  by  scouts,  pickets, 
or  guards  will  be  sent  to  the  Irving  Block,  and  all  offenders  against  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Tennessee  or  the  ordinances  of  the  city  of  Mem- 
phis will  be  sent  to  the  city  lock-up,  &t  the  corner  of  Third  and  Adams 
streets.  Military  prisoners  will  be  sent  under  guard  daily  to  their  re- 
spective brigades;  offenders  against  military  law  or  order  will  be  tried 
by  the  military  commission.  All  other  offenders  will,  as  heretofore,  be 
tried  by  the  city  recorder. 

IV.  Soldiers  will  not  be  arrested  by  the  city  police,  unless  detected 
in  the  actual  commission  of  crime,  when  they  will  be  taken  to  the  near- 
est camp  or  provost  guard.  But  if  any  unlawful  assemblage  of  soldiers 
or  stragglers  from  camp  is  discovered  it  is  the  duty  of  the  police  to  send 
prompt  notice  to  the  nearest  military  guard. 

V.  Citizens  detected  in  the  commission  of  any  grade  of  crime  will  be 
arrested  by  any  guard,  civil  or  military ; and  all  vagrants,  thieves,  or 
men  of  bad  reputation,  having  no  visible  means  of  support,  or  who  are 
known  to  be  dangerous  persons  to  the  peace  and  quiet  of  the  commu- 
nity, will  be  restrained  of  their  liberty  and  organized  into  a gang  to 
work  on  the  trenches,  roads,  or  public  streets,  under  the  direction  of 
the  chief  of  police  or  provost-marshal,  at  the  latter’s  discretion. 

VI.  Citizens  found  lurking  about  the  camps  or  military  lines  will  be 
arrested  and  treated  as  spies.  None  will  by  day  approach  Fort  Pick- 
ering nearer  than  headquarters  on  Tennessee  street  or  the  Horn  Lake 
road,  and  by  night  are  cautioned  that  the  sentinels  have  loaded  mus- 
kets and  are  ordered  to  use  them  if  persons  are  found  lurking  under 
suspicious  circumstances  near  their  posts. 

VII.  All  citizens  will  keep  to  their  houses  at  night,  between  tattoo 
and  reveille,  unless  attending  church,  a place  of  amusement,  a party  of 
friends,  or  on  necessary  business,  in  which  cases  they  will  return  to 
their  homes  by  proper  streets.  After  midnight  all  must  be  in  their 
houses,  except  the  proper  guards,  watchmen,  or  patrols.  If  found  in 
alleys,  by-ways,  lots  not  their  own,  or  unusual  places,  they  will  be 
locked  up  for  the  night.  , 

VIII:  Negroes  will  be  subject  to  the  laws  of  the  State  and  city 
ordinances  applicable  to  free  negroes.  They  can  work  at  any  trade  or 
calling,  hire  out,  or,  if  they  choose,  return  to  their  former  masters,  but 
no  force  will  be  used  one  way  or  the  other.  Soldiers  not  on  duty  should 
not  meddle  in  this  matter,  but  guards  and  sentinels  on  duty  will  assist 
all  who  appeal  to  them  for  protection  agaiust  violence  or  undue  force. 
Assemblages  of  negroes  are  prohibited,  except  on  permission  previ- 
ously granted  by  the  provost-marshal,  setting  forth  the  object,  place, 
time  of  closing,  and  probable  number  to  be  assembled.  If,  however, 
they  commit  crime  of  any  kind — theft,  robbery,  violence,  or  trespass  on 
property — they  must  be  punished  according  to  law. 

IX.  The  object  and  purpose  of  this  order  is  to  punish  or  restrain  all 
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disorders  or  crimes  against  the  peace  and  dignity  of  this  community. 
In  time  of  war  the  military  authorities  must  of  necessity  be  superior  to 
the  civil,  but  all  officers  and  soldiers  must  remember  that  this  state  of 
war  is  but  temporary,  and  the  time  must  come  when  the  civil  will  re- 
sume its  full  power  in  the  administration  of  justice  in  all  parts  of  the 
country.  The  interest  and  laws  of  the  United  States  must  be  para- 
mount Jfco  all  others,  but  so  far  as  the  laws,  ordinances,  and  perform- 
ances of  the  people  of  this  community  are  consistent  with  those  of  the 
General  Government  they  should  be  respected. 

The  provost-marshal  and  city  council  will  make  all  proper  rules  nec- 
essary to  carry  this  order  into  effect  and  make  them  public.

Is  it 
not  possible  to  send  the  Helena  force  or  some  other  re-enforcement 
here  ?

You  never  have  suggested  to  me  any  plan  of  operations  in  this  de- 
partment, and  as  I do  not  know  anything  of  those  of  commanders  to  my 
right  or  left  I have  none  therefore  that  is  not  independent  of  all  other 
forces  than  those  under  my  immediate  command. 

As  situated  now,  with  no  more  troops,  I can  do  nothing  but  defend  my 
positions,  and  do  not  feel  at  liberty  to  abandon  any  of  them  without 
first  consulting  you.  I would  suggest,  however,  the  destruction  of  the 
railroads  to  all  points  of  the  compass  from  Corinth,  by  the  removal  of 
the  rails  to  this  place  or  Columbus,  and  the  opening  of  the  road  from 
Humboldt  to  Memphis.  The  Corinth  forces  I would  move  to  Grand 
Junction,  and  add  to  them  the  Bolivar  forces  except  a small  garrison 
there.  With  small  re-enforcements  at  Memphis  I think  I would  be  able 
to  move  down  the  Mississippi  Central  road  and  cause  the  evacuation  of 
Vicksburg  and  to  be  able  to  capture  or  destroy  all  the  boats  in  the 
Yazoo  River.  I am  ready,  however,  to  do  with  all  my  might  whatever 
you  may  direct,  without  criticism. 

I see  in  the  papers  of  Saturday  that  General  Curtis  has  refused  per- 
mits to  $30,000  worth  of  liquors  which  have  been  authorized  to  be 
shipped  to  Memphis ; among  it  750  barrels  whisky  to  one  of  my  staff. 
As  no  member  of  my  staff  has  ever  been  engaged  since  entering  the 
army  in  any  speculation  by  which  to  make  a dollar  I care  nothing  for 
the  publication ; but  as  the  information  could  have  been  derived  only 
from  General  Curtis7  headquarters  I think  it  a matter  requiring  ex- 
planation. I telegraphed  General  Curtis  for  the  explanation  but  he 
lias  not  replied. 
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The  facts  are  these : I gave  a Mr.  Burlington,  an  undoubted  Union 
citizen  of  Memphis,  permission  to  ship  $7,000  worth  of  liquor  to  Mem- 
phis, subject  to  Treasury  restrictions.  Finding  that  these  stores  could 
not  be  got  out  of  Saint  Louis  approved,  Farrington  asked  Colonel 
Pride,  who  has  never  been  more  than  a volunteer  aide  on  my  staff, 
to  introduce  him.  From  this  has  sprung  the  report.  I would  respect- 
fully suggest  that  my  permits  be  good  for  all  articles  coming  into  this 
department,  subject  only  to  Treasury  regulations  and  orders  of  those 
above  me. 

I am  now  holding  New  Madrid  with  detachments  from  troops  of  this 
command,  which  General  Curtis  has  assumed  control  over,  and  coolly 
informs  me  that  he  cannot  spare  them. 

I would  respectfully  suggest  that  both  banks  of  the  river  be  under 
one  command.

Major-General  Hurlbut,  Jackson: 

The  reconnoitering  party  under  Colonel  Leggett  has  returned  safely.  The  infantry 
went  2£  miles  south  of  Van  Buren.  At  this  point  tho  cavalry  was  divided  into  three 
detachments;  one  went  to  Saulsbury,  one  to  Grand  Junction,  capturing  a picket  of 
4 men  a short  distance  this  side  of  the  Junction  and  driving  the  balance  out  of  the 
town,  and  the  third  went  through  New  Castle  and  within  4 miles  of  La  Grange.  The 
reconnaissance  developed  the  fact  that  there  is  no  enemy  except  cavalry  this  side  of 
Davis’  Mill.  About  400  cavalry  are  reported  to  have  gone  on  to  Estanaula,  whether 
for  the  purpose  of  crossing  the  Hatchie  and  interfering  with  the  railroad  or  not  I 
have  not  yet  ascertained.

General  : I have  been  considering  the  matter  of  the  disposition  of 
our  forces,  and  respectfully  present  the  following  views  : 

First.  Since  the  battle  of  Corinth  the  line  of  operations  on  the  part  of 
the  rebels  has  changed,  and  they  have  practically  abandoned  the  Mobile 
and  Ohio  road  north  of  Columbus,  if,  as  was  told  just  before  I left  Cor- 
inth, the  enemy  had  burned  a part  of  their  stores  at  Tupelo.  He  is  now 
concentrating  on  the  Mississippi  Central,  in  vicinity  of  Holly  Springs. 
Hence  the  necessity  of  a large  cavalry  force  at  Corinth  has  been  to  a 
great  extent  removed  and  transferred  to  this  section.  We  have  here 
to  scour  the  country  from  Somerville  to  Pocahontas  with  a force  of  less 
| than  700  men,  many  of  them  badly  armed  and  with  poor  horses.  The 
cavalry,  besides  furnishing  the  patrols  for  scouring  the  country,  has  to 
l furnish  escorts  for  forage  trains,  advance  pickets,  orderlies,  &c.,  so  that 
it  is  with  difficulty  that  I can  muster  400  men  for  any  important  expe- 
dition. 

Again,  in  view  of  the  position  which  the  enemy  at  present  occupies, 
Pocahontas  is  an  important  point,  commanding  one  of  the  principal 
crossings  of  the  Hatchie  and  the  roads  leading  from  Ripley,  Salem,  &c., 
to  other  points  on  the  railroad.  A force  there  would  also  be  enabled 
to  guard  Davis’  Bridge,  across  the  Hatchie,  which  can  be  destroyed  at 
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any  time  now  when  the  rebels  feel  disposed,  and  which  if  destroyed 
would  delay  the  movements  of  troops  from  this  point  to  Corinth  and 
vice  versa.  A force  at  Pocahontas  would  be  within  comparatively  easy 
supporting  distance  of  Corinth  or  this  place  should  either  be  attacked. 

In  view  of  these  facts  I would  respectfully  suggest  that  two  divisions 
now  at  Corinth — if  troops  cannot  be  procured  from  any  other  point — be 
sent  to  Pocahontas,  say  the  Second  and  Sixth  of  the  old  Army  of  the 
Tennessee,  and  that  one  of  the  brigades  of  cavalry  under  Colonels  Hatch 
or  Lee  be  divided  between  Pocahontas  and  this  point.  With  this  ar- 
rangement and  a proper  understanding  between  the  forces  at  Memphis, 
Corinth,  and  this  point  I feel  satisfied  that  we  could  clear  this  section 
of  guerrillas,  prevent  the  raids  of  regular  rebel  cavalry,  and  keep  open 
a line  of  communication  from  Memphis  to  Corinth.

Sir  : The  importance  of  the  expedition  on  the  Mississippi  is  every 
day  becoming  more  manifest,  and  there  will  be  the  utmost  endeavor  on 
the  part  of  the  Government  to  give  it  aid  and  strength.  In  conversing 
with  you  I indicated  the  importance  of  a coastwise  expedition  against 
Texas  to  aid  you  and  create  a diversion  of  the  enemy’s  force.  Major- 
General  Banks  is  now  organizing  an  expedition  for  that*  purpose,  which 
will  be  in  a condition  to  co-operate  with  any  movement  that  may  be 
made,  after  you  have  succeeded  in  clearing  the  Mississippi  Biver. 

I wish  you  to  report  as  frequently  as  possible  the  progress  that  you 
are  making  in  organizing  and  sending  forward  troops,  specifying  the 
number  from  each  State. 

Diligent  attention  should  be  given  to  providing  yourself  with  cavalry. 
I have  authorized,  and  will  give  fresh  authority  if  needed,  for  raising 
any  number  of  cavalry  regiments. 

Artillery  has  already  been  forwarded  to  Cairo,  and  you  may  raise  any 
number  of  artillery  companies  that  you  deem  necessary.  These  should 
be  organized  as  independent  companies,  to  be  attached  to  regiments 
separately  or  in  battalions  as  circumstances  require.  Artillery  are  not 
designed  to  have  regimental  organization. 

You  will  apprise  me  of  your  wants,  which  shall  be  promptly  supplied 
as  far  as  may  be  in  the  power  of  the  Department. 

For  your  success  time  and  diligence  are,  as  you  know,  important  ele- 
ments. Every  confidence  is  reposed  in  your  zeal  and  skill,  and  I long 
to  see  you  in  the  field  striking  vigorous  blows  against  the  rebellion  in 
its  most  vital  point.

I am  just  informed  of  a movement  across  the  Hatchie  of  a large  force 
l of  cavalry  with  some  artillery  and  infantry  under  Bowen,  evidently 
with  the  intention  of  getting  on  the  river  some  place  to  intercept  navi- 
: gation.  They  are  said  to  be  now  in  the  neighborhood  of  Brownsville. 
If  this  is  so  we  will  want  to  send  one  brigade  of  infantry  with  a section 
of  artillery  and  all  the  cavalry  that  can  be  spared  from  here  and  Hum- 
boldt to  get  in  their  rear  and  cut  them  off. 

The  forces  should  move  towarjl  Brownsville  until  they  found  the  di- 
rection of  the  enemy,  and  then  pursue  them  by  the  most  practicable 
route.  They  should  go  with  very  little  baggage,  taking  three  days7 
rations  in  haversacks  and  seven  days’  in  wagons.  Forage  will  have  to 
be  obtained  on  the  route,  giving  receipts  as  provided  for  in  general 
orders.  This  expedition  should  be  conducted  by  an  efficient  officer.

Push  them  strongly, 
capture  their  artillery,  and  break  up  the  gang  thoroughly.  If  their  trail 
leads  toward  the  railroad  inform  me,  and  cavalry  will  be  ordered  from 
Trenton. 

If  upon  arriving  at  Brownsville  you  shall  find  that  they  have  not 
gone  up  the  country  you  will  halt  your  column  and  your  cavalry  across 
Hatchie  and  ascertain  their  whereabouts.  If  within  reach  of  infantry, 
strike;  if  not,  bring  your  troops  into  camp  at  this  post:  It  is  not 
expected  that  you  will  do  more  than  follow  tigorously  in  case  they 
threaten  any  point  on  the  Mississippi  this  side  the  Hatchie.  If  they 
shall  not  have  crossed  you  will  not  press  far  to  the  south  of  that  stream. 

Frequent  reports  are  desired,  so  that  dispositions  may  be  made  to 
overtake  them  from  above  if  they  pass  you. 

You  will  of  course  be  left  largely  to  your  own  discretion,  and  must  act 
independently,  according  to  circumstances  which  may  develop  them- 
selves.

I am  directed  by  General  Grant  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
report  of  the  21st  and  letter  of  the  22d,  and  to  say  to  you  his  informa- 
tion is  that  Bowen  is  moving  north  of  the  Hatchie,  with  the  evident 
intention  of  getting  on  to  the  Mississippi  River  to  cut  off  navigation. 
An  expedition  will  be  sent  to  cut  him  off  from  here. 

A flag  of  truce  from  Corinth  went  into  Holly  Springs  last  week.  They 
allowed  our  officers  to  stay  in  town  from  Sunday  at  3 o’clock  p.  m.  till 
10  a.  m.  Monday.  They  were  taken  to  the  hotel  and  allowed  every  lib- 
erty. Van  Dorn  threw  no  restraint  around  them,  and  seemed  perfectly 
indifferent  how  much  they  learned.  Our  officers  estimated  the  force 
there  at  not  over  25,000. 

The  enemy  are  beginning  to  move  now.  Price  is  at  Ripley.  Infor- 
mation is  in  that  troops  are  going  south,  possibly  going  to  Mobile.  The 
general  heartily  approves  your  course  in  expelling  secession  families  as 
a punishment  and  preventive  example  for  guerrillas  firing  into  boats. 
He  would  also  recommend  that  if  it  becomes  necessary  to  distribute 
food  to  the  poor  and  destitute  families,  or  to  unemployed  contrabands, 
to  make  an  assessment  on  the  better  provided  secession  citizens  to  pay 
the  expenses. 

Rosecrans  has  been  ordered  to  Cincinnati  to  receive  further  orders. 
This  is  greatly  to  the  relief  of  the  general,  who  was  very  much  disap- 
pointed in  him.  This  matter  the  general  will  explain  to  you  when  he 
sees  you.  He  much  regrets  that  Hurlbut  is  ordered  away,  and  has  tel- 
egraphed to  have  the  order  countermanded. 

Adjutant-General  Fuller,  of  Illinois,  telegraphed  to-day  that  in  addi- 
tion to  eight  regiments  heretofore  sent,  one  regiment,  the  One  hundred 
and  third,  is  under  orders  to  move  Wednesday;  the  One  hundred  and 
eleventh  and  Ninety-fifth  within  four  days  afterward.  He  further  tele- 
graphs that  ten  more  regiments  can  be  forwarded  in  next  ten  days  if 
paid  and  armed.  The  general  will  try  and  send  troops  to  you;  possi- 
bly not  more  than  one  brigade  armed,  and  one  regiment  without  arms 
to  take  charge  of  siege  guns. 

The  general  has  abandoned  all  idea  of  the  expedition.  He  finds 
Curtis  indisposed  to  co-operate  with  him.  From  the  newspaper  and 
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other  reports  it  is  probable  that  McClernaDd  will  go  to  Helena  and  lead 
whatever  expeditions  may  move  from  there  and  report  to  Curtis.  As 
soon  as  the  promised  re-enforcements  arrive  the  general  will  make  ar- 
rangements lor  a forward  move,  and  will  then  send  a staff  officer  to 
inform  you  fully  of  plans  and  how  he  desires  your  co-operation.

It  has  been  reported  to  the  general  commanding  that  many  families 
within  the  limits  of  the  military  guards  of  this  department  are  in  a suf- 
fering condition — lacking  food  and  clothing — and  without  any  possible 
means  of  earning  or  procuring  support.  People  not  actively  engaged 
in  rebellion  should  not  be  allowed  to  suffer  from  hunger  in  reach  of  a 
country  abounding  with  supplies.  The  Government,  never  the  cause  of 
this  state  of  affairs,  should  not  be  subjected  to  the  burden  of  furnishing 
the  necessary  relief,  but  the  weight  should  fall  on  thqse  who  by  act,  en- 
couragement, or  sympathy  have  caused  the  want  now  experienced.  It 
is  therefore  ordered : 

I.  The  necessary  expenses  for  the  relief  needed  must  be  borne  by 
sympathizers  with  the  rebellion. 

II.  District  commanders  throughout  this  department  will  cause  the 
extent  of  these  wants  to  be  ascertained  and  the  necessary  supplies  to 
be  procured  and  distributed. 

III.  To  this  end  district  commanders  will  cause  all  persons  known  to 
be  disloyal  within  reach  of  their  respective  commands  to  be  assessed  in 
proportion  to  their  relative  ability  to  pay,  and  cause  such  assessments 
to  be  collected  and  discreetly  applied.  Assessments  may  be  paid  in 
money  or  supplies. 

IV.  A suitable  chaplain  or  other  commissioned  officer  will  be  ap- 
pointed at  each  post  where  it  may  be  necessary  to  distribute  supplies 
under  this  order,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  distribution  of  supplies 
and  who  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties,  and  that  no  supplies  are  unworthily  bestowed. 

Y.  Commissaries  of  subsistence  will  be  allowed  to  sell  provisions,  at 
the  rates  charged  officers,  to  such  persons  as  are  designated  to  distribute 
them,  on  certificates  that  they  are  for  such  purpose  and  are  necessary 
to  save  suffering. 

YI.  Officers  collecting  assessments  will  keep  an  accurate  account  of 
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all  moneys  and  provisions  so  collected,  and  from  whom,  and  send  their 
accounts  through  their  immediate  commanding  officers  to  the  chief 
commissary  of  the  department  to  be  audited. 

The  chief  commissary  of  the  department  will  designate  in  a circular 
how  the  abstract  of  such  sales  is  to  be  kept  and  returned.

McPherson  will  form 
a line  almost  connecting  with  you,  extending  down  Wolf  River,  west  of 
this  place.  Seize  on  the  bridges  between  you  and  Holly  Springs  if  they 
are  still  standing,  and,  if  not,  upon  the  places  where  they  were,  and 
organize  working  parties  to  rebuild  them  and  repair  the  roads  leading 
to  them.  • » 

Send  out  to-morrow  a large  cavalry  reconnaissance,  supported  by  in- 
fantry, toward  Holly  Springs,  with  a lookout  toward  Ripley.  McPherson 
will  send  from  here  a force  to  drive  out  some  cavalry  that  are  now  in 
toward  Somerville. 

Halleck  advises  me  that  a large  force  is  moving  up  from  New  Orleans ; 
also  that  Helena  force  may  move  toward  Grenada.  Sherman  will  also 
be  out.  They  are  now  sending  me  re-enforcements  as  rapidly  as  the 
road  can  transport  them.  I have  sent  some  to  Sherman.  The  telegraph 
and  railroad  will  be  complete.  I hope  to  visit  your  camp  some  time  to- 
morrow. 

Let  your  teams  collect  all  the  forage  they  can,  but  in  an  orderly  man- 
ner; send  in  charge  of  foraging  parties  officers  who  can  be  relied  upon 
to  maintain  order. 

I will  probably  go  around  to  see  you  to-morrow.

Sir  : Thinking  perhaps  General  Halleck  might  be  under  the  impres- 
sion that  the  navy  would  not  be  ready  to  operate  against  Vicksburg 
until  February,  I beg  leave  to  inform  you  that  I am  quite  ready  to  move 
at  any  moment.  We  have  been  working  night  and  day  since  I have 
been  here,  anticipating  an  early  movement. 

The  departments  are  all  organized  and  working  well,  and  I will  be 
able  to  leave  here  with  the  comfort  of  knowing  that  everything  will  be 
supplied  to  the  squadron.

I.  The  plundering  and  house-burning  of  the  past  two  day  shows  that 
the  discipline  of  this  command  is  becoming  seriously  impaired.  Al- 
though these  crimes  are  committed  only  by  those  who  are  u stragglers 
on  the  march  and  skulkers  on  the  battle-field,”  still  all  good  soldiers 
share  in  the  odium  which  such  conduct  brings  upon  the  army.  It  is 
therefore  ordered  that  every  effort  be  made  to  arrest  these  thieves  and 
house-burners;  that  they  be  immediately  tried  by  a military  commis- 
sion to  be  detailed  by  division  commanders,  and  that  the  sentence,  how- 
ever severe  it  may  be,  be  promptly  executed. 

II.  Division  commanders  will  hold  their  regimental  commanders 
strictly  responsible  for  the  conduct  of  their  soldiers.  Directly  after  the. 
arms  are  stacked  in  camp  the  roll  will  be  called,  and  the  number  of  ab- 
sentees from  each  regiment  will  be  reported  to  the  division  commander. 
When  thue  army  does  not  march  there  will  be  five  roll-calls  per  day,  and 
the  absentees  reported  to  the  division  commander. 

III.  Officers,  Qf  whatever  rank  or  regiment,  who  do  not  use  all  their 
efforts  to  repress  these  gross  outrages  will  be  deprived  of  their  com- 
mands and  confined  in  the  military  prison  at  Alton. 

IV.  All  firing  in  and  about  the  camps  is  strictly  prohibited ; soldiers 
so  offending  will  be  arrested  and  severely  punished.  The  general  com- 
manding regrets  that  he  is  forced  to  use  such  severity,  but  it  is  the  only 
means  left  him  to  prevent  this  army  of  soldiers  from  degenerating  into 
an  armed  mob.

A dispatch  just  received  from  General  Halleck  promises  me  re-enforce- 
ments to  the  number  of  20,000  men.t  to  be  sent  immediately,  and  sug- 
gests sending  them  to  you.  I have  asked  to  have  sixteen  regiments  of 
infantry  and  all  of  the  artillery  and  cavalry  that  may  come  to  be  sent 
that  way.  The  remainder  I want  sent  here  to  fill  the  present  organi- 
zation, at  present  reduced  by  taking  out  railroad  guards. 

I am  also  instructed  to  detail  one  commissioned  officer  from  each  Ohio 
regiment  to  report  to  the  adjutant- general  of  the  State,  to  take  charge 
of  drafted  men  to  fill  up  their  respective  regiments.  You  may  regard 
this  as  an  order  for  making  the  detail  from  your  command. 

The  expectation  of  these  re-enforcements  will  cause  a delay  in  my 
movements,  and  will  render  a demonstration  from  Memphis  unneces- 
sary for  the  present,  unless  our  reconnaissance  should  demonstrate  that 
the  enemy  are  evacuating  Holly  Springs.  I will  not  move  from  here 
under  a week  or  ten  days,  and  will  try  and  communicate  with  you  in 
the  mean  time. 

I have  already  been  re  enforced  to  such  an  extent  that  I feel  no  doubt 
of  the  result  if  1 should  advance  now,  but  as  so  many  are  coming  it  is 
more  prudent  perhaps  to  avail  myself  of  our  whole  strength. 

I am  also  informed  by  General  Halleck  that  a large  force  of  our  troops 
are  moving  north  from  New  Orleans.  Also  that  the  Helena  force  is  be- 
ing augmented,  and  if  not  practicable  to  go  to  Little  Rock  they  will  be 
instructed  to  cross  the  Mississippi  and  march  on  Grenada.  Of  course 
I can  make  nothing  but  independent  moves  with  this  command,  being 
governed  in  that  by  information  received  from  day  to  day,  until  I am 
fully  informed  of  where  and  how  all  these  other  forces  are  moving,  so 
as  to  make  the  whole  co-operate. 

If  you  have  not  yet  moved  out,  under  the  instructions  sent  by  way  of 
Columbus,  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  do  so  now.  If  you  have  moved 
you  can  go  back  to  Memphis  and  await  re-enforcements  and  instructions,  i ; 

Send  me  any  information  you  may  have  received  from  Holly  Springs 
within  the  last  week.  There  is  no  doubt  but  that  Yillepigue  has  left

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there  with  his  command,  either  for  Mobile,  Meridian,  or  Vicksburg.  A 
small  force  has  also  been  sent  to  occupy  points  on  the  river  where  the 
enemy  hold  both  banks,  or  we  hold  neither,  to  prevent  desertions.  The 
enemy  at  Holly  Springs  is  now  estimated  at  30,000  men,  in  rather  a dis- 
organized condition.  I cannot  move  from  here  with  a force  sufficient  to 
handle  that  number  without  gloves.

Brig.  Gen.  A.  P.  Hovey,  Helena , Ark. : 

General  : I have  written  and  telegraphed  General  Halleck  in  regard 
to  a dash  on  the  railroad  at  Grenada.  Be  ready  therefore  with  cavalry 
and  howitzers  for  a movement  which  will  require  great  energy,  courage, 
and  prudence.  The  object  would  be  to  cut  off  Price’s  retreat.  At  least 
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1,000  men  should  go,  and  I would  prefer  2,000.  The  movement  should 
be  supported  by  a strong  force  of  infantry  and  artillery,  which  should 
follow  the  expedition  in  such  a way  as  to  guard  any  crossing  of  a stream 
and  support  the  retreat.  This  reserve  should  be  1,000  strong,  and 
should  be  only  30  or  40  miles  out  from  river  when  cavalry  returns. 
The  gunboats  would  be  needed  to  support  the  riyer  point,  which  I sup- 
pose would  be  Friar’s  Point.  Such  is  the  outline.  The  men  must  take 
nothing  but  provisions  and  ambulances.  They  must  move  night  and 
day.  The  danger  would  be  burning  bridges  in  our  rear,  which  may  be 
avoided  by  leaving  a company  at  such  bridges.  Great  care  must  be 
taken  to  cover  the  movement  ; an  advance  of  a small  trading  expedition, 
of  infantry  only,  to  hold  Friar’s  Point  and  get  hold  of  all  the  means  of 
sending  out  intelligence  would  be  necessary.  This  should  be  at  least 
twenty-four  hours  in  advance  of  a general  move  and  should  not  have 
the  least  appearance  of  a cavalry  expedition.  The  destruction  of  a 
bridge  or  two  at  or  near  Grenada  is  all  that  I contemplate,  so  as  to  pre- 
vent the  enemy  from  using  the  railroad.  Vandever  or  Baker  would  be 
a proper  man  to  lead  such  a movement.  I may  follow  or  precede  this 
with  a telegraphic  communication  cautiously  worded  to  prevent  out- 
siders from  knowing  my  purpose.  Keep  this  knowledge  very  close. 
Examine  the  maps  at  General  Washburn’s  old  headquarters  and  give 
me  early  information  of  your  note  of  preparation.

To-morrow  (the  8th  instant)  you  will  make  a reconnaissance  in  force 
with  one  division  in  the  direction  of  Holly  Springs,  with  two  days’  ra- 
tions in  haversacks,  taking  the  westerly  roads. 

General  Hamilton  with  similar  force  will  co-operate  with  you,  taking 
the  easterly  roads,  and  join  you  on  the  main  road  to  Holly  Springs,  about 
10  miles  from  this  place. 

You  will  particularly  note  the  topography  of  the  country,  and  send  a 
copy  of  map  to  these  headquarters. 

The  cavalry  of  your  division  will  report  to  Colonel  Lee,  Seventh  Kan- 
sas Cavalry,  at  Davis’  Mill,  to-morrow  at  10  a.  m.,  and  the  cavalry  por- 
tion will  push  as  near  Holly  Springs  as  possible  to  ascertain  the  force, 
position,  and  movements  of  the  enemy,  as  also  the  location  of  roads  and 
water. 

It  is  not  necessary  you  should  accompany  the  reconnaissance  in  per- 
son ; exercise  your  own  discretion  in  the  matter. 

Should  you  be  satisfied  Holly  Springs  is  evacuated,  aud  it  can  be  oc 
cupied  without  an  engagement,  take  it  and  send  back  couriers  for  sup- 
plies. 

You  will  caution  commanders  of  regiments  against  acts  of  vandalism, 
&c.,  against  straggling,  and  hold  officers  to  a strict  accountability  for 
violation  of  instructions  or  neglect  of  duty.

General  : You  will  bold  your  division  in  readiness  to  move  to-mor- 
row morning  at  8 a.  m.  in  the  direction  of  Holly  Springs  on  a recon- 
naissance in  force,  with  the  exception  of  two  regiments  of  General 
Yeatch’s  brigade,  one  of  which  will  be  left  to  guard  Ball’s  Bridge,  across 
Wolf  River,  and  the  other  as  a reserve  and  for  picket  duty,  and  one 
regiment  of  Colonel  Johnson’s  brigade,  which  will  be  lelt  to  guard  the 
bridges  across  Wolf  River,  on  the  Holly  Springs  road.  Two  batteries 
will  accompany  you.  The  men  will  go  provided  with  two  days’  rations 
in  haversacks  and  100  rounds  of  ammunition  per  man.  The  command 
will  take  the  westerly  roads  to  Lamar,  where  it  will  be  joined  by  a di- 
vision from  General  Hamilton’s  command. 

Commanders  of  regiments  are  strictly  enjoined  to  see  that  there  is  no 
straggling  from  ranks  and  that  no  acts  of  vandalism  are  committed ; 
and  they  are  notified  that  they  will  be  held  to  a strict  accountability. 
Brigadier-General  Yeatch’s  brigade  I think  had  better  cross  at  Bali’s 
Bridge  and  move  out  from  there,  joining  the  balance  of  the  command 
at  a point  some  6 miles  out,  where  the  two  roads  come  within  a short 
distance  of  each  other.  You  can,  however,  after  consulting  with  Gen- 
eral Yeatch,  exercise  your  own  discretion.  The  hour  of  marching  will 
be  given  you  as  soon  as  I ascertain  the  time  General  Hamilton’s  divis- 
ion marches.

General  : Quinby’s  division  is  selected  for  the  reconnaissance  to- 
morrow. If  McPherson  does  not  go  in  person  Quinby  will  be  in  com- 
mand. Will  the  cavalry  be  under  his  orders?  What  time  should  the 
division  start,  and  can  it  be  furnished  with  a guide?  I have  none. 
The  movement  will  have  to  be  postponed  unless  the  provision  train 
gets  up.  to  night.  I hear  nothing  of  it  as  yet.  I shall  post  Stanley’s 
division  at  Havis’  Mill  to-morrow,  so  as  to  more  completely  cover  the 
ground  between  McPherson  and  me.  It  will  also  cover  the  bridges 
there  and  relieve  the  cavalry  now  required  to  hold  them.  Please  let 
me  know  if  McPherson  goes  out  in  command  of  the  reconnaissance. 
The  only  thing  I get  confirmatory  of  an  evacuation  is  the  story  of  a 
negro  who  heard  Price  say  if  many  more  men  deserted  he  would  not 
be  able  to  get  his  trains  oh’.  I somewhat  doubt  the  story. 

Send  me,  if  you  please,  papers  of  the  5th‘,  if  you  have  them,  and  also 
results  of  elections  in  the  States  of  New  York,  Illinois,  and  Wisconsin.

General:  Two  deserters  arrived  here  from  Fifth  Kentucky  Infantry; 
left  Holly  Springs  on  Wednesday — the  day  before  yesterday — and  say 
the  wagons  of  the  army  had  already  gone  and  that  the  wagons  were  re- 
moving the  sick  and  that  evacuation  was  the  order  of  the  day.  They 
got  news  of  our  movement  on  Tuesday  night ; that  we  were  50,0(X) 
strong,  moving  from  Bolivar,  Corinth,  and  Memphis,  and  orders  were 
given  to  evacuate  the  next  morning.  These  two  men  were  examined 
separately,  each  telling  the  same  story.  They  were  twelve-months7  men, 
whose  time  was  out  in  Sej)tember,  and  this  is  the  first  chance  they  have 
had  to  get  away. 

Quinby  will  get  away  by  8 a.  m.  if  we  get  rations  in  the  night.

It  is  with  extreme  regret  that  the  general  commanding  has  had  his 
attention  called  to  the  gross  acts  of  vandalism  committed  by  some  of 
the  men  composing  the  two  wings  of  the  army  on  the  march  from  Corinth 
and  Bolivar  to  this  place.  Houses  have  been  plundered  and  burned 
down,  fencing  destroyed,  and  citizens  frightened  without  an  inquiry  as 
to  their  status  in  this  rebellion  ; cattle  and  hogs  shot  and  stock  driven 
off,  without  any  observance  of  the  rules  prescribed  in  general  orders  for 
taking  such  property  for  public  use.  Such  acts  are  punishable  with 
death  by  the  Articles  of  War  and  existing  orders.  They  are  calculated 
to  destroy  the  efficiency  of  an  army  and  to  make  open  enemies  of  those 
who  before,  if  not  friends,  were  at  least  non-combatants. 

Officers  are  more  to  blame  for  these  acts  of  violence  than  the  men 
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who  commit  them,  and  in  future  will  be  held  to  a strict  accountability. 
If  they  will  perform  their  duty,  obedience  can  be  enforced  in  the  ranks. 

In  future  marches  all  men  will  be  kept  in  the  ranks,  and  regimental 
commanders  held  accountable  for  their  good  conduct.  It  is  the  duty  of 
regimental  commanders,  and  within  their  power  if  they  are  worthy  of 
the  position  they  hold,  to  enforce  attention  to  duty  on  the  part  of  com- 
pany officers. 

All  derelictions  of  duty  within  any  regiment  in  future  will  be  reported 
by  brigade  commanders,  through  the  proper  channels,  to  headquarters 
of  the  wing  to  which  they  may  belong,  to  the  end  that  the  offenders 
may  be  brought  to  trial  or  immediate  dismissal  from  the  service  and 
publicly  disgraced. 

All  men  who  straggle  from  their  companies  and  are  captured  by  the 
enemy  will  be  reported  to  the  general  headquarters,  so  that  they  may 
be  dishonorably  discharged,  whereby  they  will  forfeit  all  future  and 
back  pay  and  allowances,  and  Government  will  be  protected  from  ex- 
changing a prisoner  captured  in  actual  conflict  for  one  who  by  his  worth- 
lessness and  disregard  for  the  good  of  the  service  has  become  a captive. 

This  order  will  be  read  on  parade  before  each  regiment  and  detach- 
ment for  three  successive  evenings.

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back.  They  had  out  five  regiments  of  cavalry  yesterday,  which  were 
all  driven  back.  Colonel  Lee  is  advancing  his  cavalry  cautiously  to 
find  out  the  truth  of  the  matter.  I cannot  hear  anything  of  General 
Quinbv,  though  1 have  sent  several  couriers  to  find  him.

He  camped  at 
Davis’  Mill  last  night.  He  had  a map  such  as  I have ; was  instructed 
to  join  McPherson  at  Lamar  and  to  pick  up  a guide  on  the  way.  I can- 
not think  he  is  out  of  the  way,  but  if  it  shall  prove  so,  he  will  speedily 
be  brought  back  and  set  right.  McPherson  probably  thought  him 
nearer  than  Davis’  Mill  last  night.  I have  little  doubt  the  story  brought 
by  our  man  who  escaped  is  entirely  the  correct  one  ; it  agrees  with 
what  McPherson  said  last  night,  as  coming  from  the  prisoners  he  had 
captured. 

If  the  enemy  have  concluded  to  stay  at  Coldwater  would  it  not  be 
well  to  let  them  remain  there  until  we  can  bag  them.  A big  haul  now 
will  be  of  the  greatest  importance  at  this  juncture  of  affairs.  An  officer 
who  came  in  this  morning  from  Jackson  says  France  and  England  have 
formally  recognized  the  Confederacy.  If  such  be  the  case  battles,  to 
have  any  importance,  must  be  of  the  most  decisive  character,  and  we 
ought  to  run  no  risk,  but  make  sure  of  great  things.  Have  you  heard 
from  Sherman  ? 

A letter  from  Wisconsin  to-day  advises  me  that  the  Wisconsin  regi- 
ments in  the  State,  as  also  those  of  Pope’s  command,  are  ordered  to 
McClernand.  Is  that  so  ? If  I am  able  to  ride  I will  come  over  this  p.  m,

If  our  whole  army  was  here  we  could  go  to  Holly  Springs,  probably, 
without  much  of  a fight.  As  it  is,  they  are  disposed  to  dispute  our 
farther  advance.  I have  made  arrangements  to  fall  back  and  will  be 
in  La  Grange  to-night. 

General  Quinby  came  up  about  9.30  a.  m.,  having  camped  at  Davis’ 
Mill  last  night.  Colonel  Lee,  of  the  cavalry,  is  a trump  and  no  mis- 
take. He  has  some  more  prisoners  ; altogether  I think  the  number  will 
amount  to  150.  I am  going  forward  to  see  Colonel  Lee,  and  will  give 
you  more  detailed  information  when  1 come  in.

Hereafter  stoppages  will  be  made  on  muster  and  pay  rolls  against 
divisions  for  the  full  amount  of  depredations  committed  by  any  number 
or  numbers  of  the  division  unless  the  act  can  be  traced  either  to  the 
individuals  committing  them  or  to  the  company,  regiment,  or  brigade 
to  which  the  offenders  belong. 

in  all  cases  the  punishment  will  be  assessed  to  the  smallest  organiza- 
tion containing  the  guilty  parties. 
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Confiscation  acts  were  never  intended  to  be  executed  by  soldiers,  and 
if  they  were  the  General  Government  should  have  full  benefit  of  all 
property  of  which  individuals  are  deprived.  A stoppage  of  pay  against 
offenders  will  effect  this  end,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  will  correct  this  grow- 
ing evil.  It  is  not  only  the  duty  of  commissioned  officers  to  correct  this 
evil,  but  of  all  good  men  in  the  ranks  to  report  every  violation,  and  it 
is  determined  now  that  they  shall  have  a pecuniary  interest  in  doing 
so.  Assessments  will  also  be  made  against  commissioned  officers  in  the 
proportion  of  their  pay  proper. 

Where  offenses  of  the  nature  contemplated  in  this  order  are  traced 
to  individuals  they  will  be  summarily  punished  to  the  full  extent  for- 
merly given  to  garrison  court-martials,  or  be  arrested  and  tried  by  a 
general  court-martial,  according  to  the  enormity  of  the  offense,  and 
the  severest  penalties  provided  imposed  and  executed. 

This  order  will  be  read  on  dress-parades  before  each  regiment  and 
detachment  for  three  successive  evenings.

Secretary  of  War  : 

I received  your  order  on  the  21st  ultimo  at  Washington  to  proceed 
to  Indiana,  I llinois,  and  Iowa  and  take  measures  for  the  preparation  of 
the  Mississippi  expedition. 

Leaving  Washington  on  the  morning  of  the  22d  I arrived  at  Indian- 
apolis on  the  23d,  and  on  the  same  day  had  an  interview  with  Governor 
Morton,  who  responded  cordially  to  the  project  of  the  proposed  expedi- 
tion. 

Leaving  Indianapolis  on  the  24th  I arrived  at  this  place  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  25th,  and  immediately  sought  an  interview  with  Governor 
Yates,  who  also  responded  with  similar  assurances. 

As  soon  as  the  necessary  dispatches  could  be  prepared  I immediately 
sent  Major  Scales,  assistant  adjutant-general,  to  Iowa,  to  see  and  confer 
with  Governor  Kirkwood,  who  also  entered  zealously  into  the  project. 

When  I reached  here  the  impendency  of  the  late  election  in  this  State, 
and  the  interest  felt  in  it  by  State  officials,  in  some  degree  impeded  my 
efforts  to  forward  the  troops  remaining  in  the  State. 

1 should  also  state  in  explanation  of  the  tardiness  attending  enlist- 
ments that  the  scarcity  of  necessary  labor  caused  by  the  very  great 
ji umber  of  troops  sent  from  this  State  has  hardly  left  any  of  the  adult 
male  population  behind  at  liberty  to  leave  their  homes.  Yet  within  the 
short  space  of  sixteen  days  I have  completed  the  organization,  mus- 
tered, and  forwarded  from  the  different  camps  in  Illinois  six  regiments 
of  infantry  and  one  six-gun  battery  to  Columbus,  Ky.,  and  six  regiments 
of  infantry  and  one  six-gun  battery  to  Memphis,  Tenn. 

From  Indiana  I have  forwarded  five  regiments  of  infantry,  and  from 
Iowa  three,  also  to  Columbus,  Ky.  In  addition  to  these  there  is  an- 
other regiment  of  infantry  in  Illinois  now  under  marching  orders,  and 
three  others  in  the  same  State  will  be  mustered  by  the  middle  of  the 
current  week ; and  ten  more  in.  Iowa,  as  I am  informed,  are  only  lacking 
overcoats,  which  1 hope  soon  to  furnish.  Besides  these,  probably  by 
the  15th  instant  twelve  or  more  regiments  from  Illinois  and  Iowa  may 
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be  moved,  making  twenty  regiments  of  infantry  and  two  batteries  gone 
and  twelve  nearly  ready  to  go.  Four  other  regiments  of  infantry,  six 
of  cavalry,  and  four  companies  of  artillery  are  being  enlisted  in  Illinois, 
and  two  other  regiments  of  infantry  in  Iowa. 

Although  enlistments  in  Illinois  are  less  tardy  row  than  before  the 
election,  yet  the  probable  delay  that  will  attend  the  completion  of  the 
cavalry  and  artillery  organizations  has  induced  me  to  recommend  to 
Governor  Yates  the  consolidation  of  all  such  deficient  organizations 
after  the  20th  instant,  in  order  that  such  as  may  be  completed  by  this 
process  may  be  hastened  to  the  field. 

Passing  from  these  details  to  a subject  of  a more  prominent  character, 
I wish  to  add  that  the  avidity  with  which  the  Mississippi  expedition  is 
embraced  by  the  people  of  the  Northwest  expose  all  who  are  charged  with 
carrying  it  into  effect  to  the  consequences  of  popular  fury  if  they  should 
fail  to  do  so.  As  for  myself  I hardly  need  reiterate  the  deep  and  ab- 
sorbing interest  I feel  in  the  enterprise  and  my  entire  willingness  to  do 
all  in  my  power  to  promote  it.  Yet  if,  from  obstacles  such  as  opposed 
you  in  the  beginning  or  for  other  causes,  the  expedition  has  become  an 
uncertainty  or  must  be  long  delayed  I trust  you  will  cut  my  supposed 
connection  with  it  and  order  me  to  other  duty  in  the  field  at  once.  In 
the  latter  case  my  familiarity  with  the  old  troops  of  General  Grant’s 
command  and  the  country  in  which  he  is  operating  would  decide  me,  if 
I might  be  allowed  a discretion,  to  prefer  duty  with  him. 

The  blockade  of  the  Mississippi  River  has  left  to  the  people  of  the 
Northwest  but  one  outlet  for  their  immense  surplus  of  grains  and  live 
stock,  and  that  by  the  lakes  and  railroads  alone,  to  the  East.  These 
channels  are  closed  for  the  greater  portion  of  the  most  favorable  season 
for  moving  these  articles  to  market,  leaving  the  producers  and  traders 
at  the  discretion  of  exclusive  monopolists. 

By  combinations  or  otherwise  corporations  controlling  these  outlets 
have  raised  freights  to  such  high  rates  as  either  to  stop  shipments  or 
sacrifice  traders.  This  evil  operates  most  oppressively  upon  the  ener- 
gies and  enterprise  of  the  people  of  the  Northwest  on  the  one  hand  and 
most  advantageously  to  capitalists  in  the  East  owning  those  roads  and 
the  manufacturing  establishments  furnishing  the  various  fabrics  re- 
quired for  the  use  of  the  Army  and  Navy  on  the  other.  The  latter  in 
a pecuniary  aspect  are  deeply  interested  in  continuing  it. 

What  is  seen?  A comparatively  insignificant  obstruction  has  served 
to  continue  the  blockade  of  the  Mississippi  River  now  for  five  months, 
covering  a space  during  which  the  products  of  its  valley  are  usually 
borne  upon  its  waters  to  market,  and  the  period  of  the  investment  of 
Vicksburg  by  a strong  flotilla  of  gunboats. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  and  the  great  addition  which  has  been  made  to 
our  armies  under  tlie  late  calls  for  volunteers,  and  the  present  inertness 
of  the  Mississippi  Flotilla,  the  people  so  deeply  interested  are  illy  dis- 
posed to  receive  any  excuse  for  further  delay  in  removing  that  obstacle. 
Indeed,  any  further  delay  must  produce  consequences  which  will  seri- 
ously complicate  our  national  troubles  by  adding  another  geographical 
question  to  the  one  which  is  now  undergoing  the  arbitrament  of  arms. 

Already  are  there  those  who  are  beginning  to  look  beyond  the  pale  of 
Federal  authority  for  new  guarantees  for  the  freedom  of  the  Mississippi 
River.  The  late  election,  in  some  instances,  affords  unmistakable  indi- 
cations of  this  fact.  Not  a few  of  the  candidates  preferred  to  office  are 
represented  to  be  opposed  to  the  war  and  the  policy  that  would  con- 
tinue it.  Nor  is  this  altogether  surprising,  since  the  earlier  inhabitants 
of  the  Mississippi  Valley,  at  one  time  despairing  of  the  Government’s 
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willingness  or  ability  to  assert  their  right  to  a place  for  the  deposit  of 
their  produce  near  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi  River,  began  to  look 
with  growing  favor  to  the  transferring  of  their  allegiance  to  the  Spanish 
Grown,  then  holding  the  outlet  of  that  river. 

I am  conscious  that  if  something  is  not  soon  done  to  reopen  that  great 
highway  that  a new  party  will  spring  into  existence,  which  will  favor 
the  recognition  of  the  independence  of  the  so  called  Confederate  States, 
with  the  view  to  eventual  arrangements,  either  by  treaty  or  union,  for 
the  purpose  of  effecting  that  object. 

The  resentments  of  the  people  will  be  inflamed  by  demagogical  ap- 
peals designed  to  array  the  people  of  the  West  against  the  people  of 
the  East  upon  the  pretended  ground  that  the  latter  are  in  favor  of  con- 
tinuing the  war  and  the  blockade  of  the  Mississippi,  as  a means  of  fos- 
tering the  interest  of  their  trade,  their  manufactures,  and  their  capital 
invested  in  both.  This  sentiment  is  reprehensibly  wrong ; nay,  criminal. 
Our  first  and  highest  duty  under  Heaven  is  to  preserve  the  Union  and 
the  Government.  This  we  must  do;  yet  wise  statesmen  will  not  over- 
look the  difficulties  and  dangers  which  surround  them,  but  will  avoid 
them  by  timely  precautions. 

In  short,  delay  may  bring  another  separation,  and  another  separation 
will  entail  endless  collisions,  which,  after  wasting  all  the  States,  must 
sink  them  in  anarchy  and  wretchedness,  like  that  which  drapes  Mexico 
in  misery  and  mourning. 

Hence,  in  conclusion,  let  me  appeal  to  you,  and  through  you  to  the 
President,  to  do  something,  and  that  something  quickly,  to  avert  the 
rising  storm,  and  insure  a safe  passage  to  our  good  and  beloved  Ship  of 
State  through  the  strait  that  now  threatens  her  in  the  distance. 

If  I have  spoken  too  freely,  pardon  my  boldness.  If  I have  said  too 
much,  charge  it  to  an  honest  zeal  for  the  welfare  of  my  country,  and 
forgive  it.

I received  the  order  of  the  Secretary  of  War  on  the  21st  ultimo  at 
Washington  to  proceed  to  Indiana,  Illinois,  and  Iowa  and  take  meas- 
ures for  the  preparation  of  the  Mississippi  expedition. 

Leaving  Washington  on  the  morning  of  the  22d  I arrived  at  Indian- 
apolis on  the  23d,  and  on  the  same  day  had  an  interview  with  Governor 
Morton,  who  responded  cordially  to  the  project  of  the  proposed  expedi- 
tion. 

Leaving  Indianapolis  on  the  24tli  I arrived  at  this  place  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  25th,  and  immediately  sought  an  interview  with  Governor 
Yates,  who  also  responded  with  similar  assurances. 

As  soon  as  the  necessary  dispatches  could  be  prepared  I immediately 
sent  Major  Seates,  assistant  adjutant-general,  to  Iowa,  to  see  and  confer 
with  Governor  Kirkwood,  who  also  entered  zealously  into  the  project. 

When  I reached  here  the  impendency  of  the  late  election  in  this  State, 
and  the  interest  felt  in  it  by  State  officials,  in  some  degree  impeded  my 
efforts  to  forward  the  troops  remaining  within  the  State. 

I should  also  state  in  further  explanation  of  the  tardiness  attending 
enlistments  that  the  scarcity  of  necessary  labor  caused  by  the  very 
great  number  of  troops  sent  from  this  State  has  hardly  left  any  of  the 
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adult  male  population  behind  at  liberty  to  leave  their  homes.  Yet 
within  the  short  space  of  sixteen  days  I have  completed  the  organiza- 
tion, mustered,  and  forwarded  from  the  different  camps  in  Illinois  six 
regiments  of  infantry  and  one  six-gun  battery  to  Columbus,  Ky.,  and 
six  regiments  of  infantry  and  one  six-gun  battery  to  Memphis,  Term. 

From  Indiana  I have  forwarded  five  regiments  of  infantry  and  from 
Iowa  three,  also  to  Columbus,  Ky.  In  addition  to  these  organizations 
already  forwarded  there  is  another  regiment  of  infantry  in  Illinois  now 
under  marching  orders,  and  three  others  in  the  same  State  will  be 
mustered  by  the  middle  of  the  current  week  5 and  ten  more  in  Iowa,  as 
I am  informed,  are  only  lacking  overcoats,  which  I hope  soon  to  furnish. 
Besides  these,  probably  by  the  15th  instant  twelve  or  more  regi- 
ments from  Illinois  and  Iowa  may  be  moved,  making  twenty  regiments 
of  infantry  and  two  batteries  gone  and  twelve  nearly  ready  to  go. 
Four  other  regiments  of  infantry,  six  of  cavalry,  and  four  companies  of 
artillery  are  being  enlisted  in  Illinois,  and  two  other  regiments  of  in- 
fantry in  Iowa. 

Although  enlistments  in  Illinois  are  less  tardy  than  before  the  elec- 
tion, yet  the  probable  delay  that  will  attend  the  completion  of  the 
cavalry  and  artillery  organizations  has  induced  me  to  recommend  to 
Governor  Yates  the  consolidation  of  all  such  deficient  organizations 
after  the  20th  instant,  in  order  that  such  as  may  be  completed  by  this 
process  may  be  hastened  to  the  field.

La  Grange,  Tenn.,  November  10,  1862. 
Maj.  Gen.  William  T.  Sherman,  Memphis,  Tenn  : 

General:  Colonel  Grierson  and  company  arrived  here  yesterday 
about  4 p.  m.  without  accident  by  the  way.  Your  policies  of  encourag- 
ing trade  with  the  citizens  I am  satisfied  with  so  long  as  the  Treasury 
Department  throw  no  more  restrictions  in  the  way  than  they  do  at  pres- 
ent; but  1 think  such  articles  as  are  of  prime  necessity  for  the  supply 
of  an  army  there  should  be  some  restriction  in.  As  we  expect  to  ad- 
vance southward  so  soon,  however,  I do  not  deem  any  change  from  your 
present  policy  either  necessary  or  desirable. 

McPherson  returned  last  evening  from  a reconnaissance  in  force  to- 
ward Holly  Springs.  The  cavalry  had  some  skirmishing,  resulting  in 
the  capture  of  about  130  of  the  Confederates ; 16  killed  on  their  side 
that  our  troops  saw,  and  no  doubt  many  wounded.  Our  cavalry  was 
armed  with  revolving  rifles  and  dismounted,  while  the  enemy  was  mostly 
armed  with  shot-guns  and  on  horseback. 

The  reconnaissance  was  pushed  to  Coldwater  and  across  it.  The 
facts  ascertained  from  observation,  from  citizens,  deserters,  and  prison- 
ers, are  that  on  our  arrival  here  Price  commenced  the  evacuation  of  Holly 
Springs.  Pemberton  came  up  011  Wednesday  evening  and  counter- 
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manded  the  order.  The  enemy  now  occupy  Coldwater,  a line  in  rear, 
and  Abbeville. 

The  following  is  the  organization: 


Pemberton’s  (four)  divisions : 

Price — two  divisions:  Maury,  Bowen.  Bust,  commanding  Lovell’s 
division ; latter  sick  at  Holly  Springs.  Tilghman’s  division — re- 
leased prisoners. 

Bust,  6,000  men — three  brigades ; five  batteries,  four  guns  each. 
Tilghman,  4,000  men — two  brigades ; two  batteries,  two  guns  each. 
Price,  10,000  men — two  divisions  ; number  of  guns  not  known. 


At  Abbeville  there  are  12,000  militia;  There  are  no  intrenchments  at 
Coldwater;  at  Holly  Springs  ordinary  rifle-pits.  They  have  no  heavy 
guns.  Yillepigue  has  gone  to  Port  Hudson.  Directly  after  the  Corinth 
fight  10,000  men  went  to  Mobile. 

General  Halleck  informed  me  that  there  would  be  a movement  north 
from  New  Orleans,  and  that  Curtis  was  directed  to  re-enforce  Helena, 
and  would  be  directed  to  move  on  Grenada  if  it  was  impracticable  to  go 
to  Little  Bock.  I telegraphed  yesterday  before  receiving  your  letter 
to  be  more  definitely  informed  of  their  different  movements,  and  par- 
ticularly that  the  Helena  force  be  required  to  co-operate  with  me. 

I am  now  informed  that  six  regiments  have  already  left  for  Memphis, 
and  that  five  or  six  more  will  start  immediately ; this  is  infantry  alone. 
The  Third  Begular  Cavalry  and  likely  other  regiments  of  cavalry  will 
also  join  you,  besides  several  batteries. 

I think  it  will  not  be  advisable  for  you  to  move  until  you  can  do  it 
with  two  complete  divisions  of  twelve  infantry  regiments  each,  with  a 
full  proportion  of  cavalry  and  artillery.  My  plan  was  for  you  to  move 
on  Oxford  if  the  enemy  remain  where  they  are  now,  or  some  point  south 
of  the  Tallahatchie;  but  on  reflection  I am  more  inclined  to  favor  your 
occupying  Moscow,  and  all  start  together,  especially  if  there  should  be 
a movement  from  Helena  as  desired. 

When  you  can  leave  a force  of  four  regiments  of  infantry  with  artil- 
lery and  about  four  companies  of  cavalry  at  Memphis  I think  you  will 
be  ready  to  move.  Be-enforcements  may  constantly  be  expected  at 
Memphis  after  your  departure.  Hence  this  opinion. 

I will  not  be  able  to  send  you  any  general  officer  unless  possibly  one 
to  take  command  of  the  forces  that  will  be  left  at  Memphis.  Stuart 
and  Buckland  will  both  command  brigades  or  even  divisions  as  well  as 
if  they  held  the  commissions  which  they  should  and  I hope  will  hold. 

We  will  of  course  supply  ourselves  from  the  country  with  everything 
it  affords  necessary  for  the  army,  giving  receipts  for  the  same  to  be  set- 
tled at  the  close  of  hostilities.  These  receipts  should  set  forth  as  far 
as  practicable  the  status  of  the  parties  who  are  deprived  of  their  prop- 
erty. I will  inclose  with  this  some  information  just  this  moment  received. 

1 may  occupy  Holly  Springs  for  the  purpose  of  finishing  the  railroad 
as  far  south  as  possible  and  getting  our  supplies  also  as  far  in  that  di- 
rection as  possible.  We  are  now  getting  up  rations  rapidly  and  will 
keep  on  hand  100,000  ahead.  The  railroad  is  completed  to  Davis’  Mill 
and  work  progressing  rapidly. 

There  were  a number  of  matters  I intended  to  write  you  when  I com- 
menced, but  being  interrupted  so  often  I have  forgotten  them.  I will 
communicate  with  you  again  before  the  final  start  is  made.

After  writing  to  you  by  Colonel  Grierson  I received  a dispatch  from 
General  Halleck  stating  that  in  addition  to  troops  already  ordered  to 
this  department  some  from  Ohio  and  Kentucky  were  also  ordered,  all 
to  be  collected  at  Memphis,  from  which  place  a combined  military  and 
naval  expedition  would  move  on  Vicksburg.  This,  taken  in  connection 
with  the  mysterious  rumors  of  McClernand’s  command,  left  me  in  doubt 
as  to  what  I should  do.  I therefore  telegraphed  Halleck  to  know  if 
that  movement  was  to  be  made  independent  of*  mine  here — if  I was  to 
lie  still  where  I am  or  to  penetrate  as  far  south  as  possible  with  the 
means  at  hand;  he  replied  that  all  troops  sent  into  the  department 
would  be  under  my  control — fight  the  enemy  my  own  way.* 

From  information  brought  in  by  spies  sent  from  Corinth  by  General 
Rosecrans  before  he  left  there,  the  enemy  are  expecting  re-enforcements 
from  Bragg’s  army  and  also  from  Virginia.  Have  also  been  re-enforced 
by  Holmes  and  Hindman.  This  latter  I do  not  credit. 


See  Part  I,  p.  4(59. 
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I think  it  advisable  to  move  on  the  enemy  as  soon  as  you  can  leave 
Memphis  with  two  full  divisions  of  twelve  regiments  of  infantry  each 
and  the  proper  proportion  of  other  arms.  If  troops  should  come  suffi- 
ciently rapidly  to  euable  you  to  bring  three  divisions  it  would  be  more 
advisable.  The  country  through  which  you  would  pass  would  no  doubt 
afford  supplies  of  forage.  I will  have  provisions  here  to  furnish  you  on 
arrival ; also  ordnance  stores.  Not  less  than  300  rounds  per  man  should 
be  brought  from  Memphis,  however. 

Our  reconnaissances  have  driven  the  enemy  to  beyond  the  Tallahat- 
chie. Yesterday  our  cavalry  went  6 or  7 miles  beyond  Holly  Springs, 
where  they  met  five  regiments  of  rebel  cavalry  and  infantry  and  a bat- 
tery. Colonel  Lee,  of  the  Seventh  Kansas  Cavalry,  one  of  the  best 
cavalry  officers  I ever  saw,  drove  them  back,  capturing,  killing,  and 
wounding  a large  number.  He  has  now  taken  since  we  have  been  here 
some  250  prisoners,  killed  perhaps  50,  and  wounded  a large  number, 
with  a loss  on  his  side  of  only  3 men  wounded. 

I am  ready  to  move  from  here  any  day  and  only  await  your  move- 
ments. You  can  inform  me  by  messenger  what  day  you  will  start,  with 
what  force  and  by  what  route,  and  I will  make  my  calculations  accord- 
ingly- 

The  route  you  should  take  will  depend  upon  the  force  you  can  bring 
with  you,  the  number  of  days’  supplies  you  can  transport,  and  whether 
the  enemy  is  materially  re  enforced. 

If  you  can  move  with  three  divisions  and  so  as  to  reach  Oxford 
with  three  days’  supplies,  I would  say  go  there;  but  I am  not  advised 
whether  the  new  regiments  joining  you  are  supplied  with  transporta- 
tion. I presume  they  are  not.  I will  have  here  from  500  to  600 
wagons  for  a supifiy  and  ordnance  train,  and  the  road  in  running 
order  to- beyond  Holly  Springs,  probably  to  the  Tallahatchie. 

If  you  cannot  move  to  Oxford,  and  I don’t  expect  it,  the  next  best 
place  would  be  to  move  to  Tallahatchie,  or  water  some  place  6 miles 
west  or  southwest  from  Holly  Sp rings.  I would  then  move  to  Holly 
Springs,  so  as  to  reach  there  at  the  same  time.  All  future  plans  could 
be  arranged  after  our  arrival  at  these  positions. 

I have  asked  to  have  three  locomotives  purchased  and  sent  to  Mem- 
phis, with  the  view  of  having  the  Grenada  aud  Memphis  road  used. 

I have  ordered  Lauman  and  will  send  Hurlbut  to  report  to  you  in  a 
few  days. 

Let  me  hear  from  you  by  special  messenger  as  soon  as  possible.  Any 
suggestions  you  may  have  to  make  will  be  gladly  received  and  duly 
considered. 

I am  exceedingly  anxious  to  do  something  before  the  roads  get  bad 
aud  before  the  enemy  can  intrench  and  re-enforce.

All  passes  heretofore  granted 
inconsistent  with  this  order  are  hereby  revoked.  • 

II.  The  facts  having  been  officially  reported  to  the  major-general 
commanding  that  a portion  of  the  Twentieth  Eegiment  Illinois  Infantry 
Volunteers  did  on  the  night  of  the  7th  of  November  instant,  at  Jack- 
son,  Tenn.,  break  into  the  store  of  G.  W.  Graham  & Co.  and  take  there- 
from goods  to  the  amount  of  $841.40,  the  property  of  said  Graham  & 
Co.,  and  did  cut  the  tent  of  E.  B.  Kent  and  N.  A.  Bass  and  take  there- 
from goods  to  the  value  of  $345,  the  property  of  said  Kent  and  Bass, 
and  burn  and  destroy  the  tent  and  poles,  also  the  property  of  said  Kent 
and  Bass  of  the  value  of  $56.25,  all  of  which  damages  amount  to  the  sum 
of  $1,242.66 ; and  it  further  appearing  from  said  report  that  Capt.  C.  L. 
Paige,  Company  D ; Capt.  J.  M.  North,  Company  E ; Capt.  G.  W.  Ken- 
nard,  Company  I;  Lieuts.  Henry  King,  Company  B;  William  S.  Sears, 
Company  C;  John  A.  Edmiston,  Company  E ; David  D. Wadsworth,  Com- 
pany I ; J.  B.  Bailey,  Company  F ; Victor  H.  Stevens,  Company  H ; E. 
N.  Evans,  Company  I ; Charles  Taylor,  Company  I,  of  said  regiment, 
were  absent  from  their  commands  at  the  time  of  the  perpetration  of 
these  outrages,  in  violation  of  orders  and  without  proper  cause,  when 
they  should  have1  been  present;  and  also  that  Capt.  Orton  Frisbie,  of 
Company  H,  acting  in  capacity  of  major,  and  Capt.  John  Tunison,  of 
Company  G,  the  senior  captain,  immediately  after  the  commission  of 
these  depredations  did  not  exercise  their  authority  to  ferret  out  the  men 
guilty  of  the  offenses,  but  that  on  the  contrary  Captain  Tunison  inter- 
posed to  prevent  search  and  discovery  of  the  parties  really  guilty,  and 
that  Captain  Frisbie,  after  the  commission  of  the  said  depredations, 
being  in  command  of  the  regiment,  remained  behind  twenty-four  hours 
after  the  regiment  marched ; and  the  names  of  the  individual  parties 
guilty  not  having  been  disclosed,  it  is  therefore  ordered : 

1st.  That  the  said  sum  of  $1,242.66  be  assessed  against  said  regiment 
and  the  officers  hereinbefore  named,  excepting  such  enlisted  men  as 
were  at  the  time  sick  in  hospital  or  absent  with  proper  authority ; that 
the  same  be  charged  against  them  on  the  proper  muster  and  pay  rolls, 
and  the  amount  each  is  to  pay  noted  opposite  his  name  thereon,  the 
officers  to  be  assessed  pro  rata  with  the  men  on  the  amount  of  their  pay 
proper,  and  that  the  same  so  collected  will  be  paid  by  the  commanding 
officer  of  the  regiment  to  the  parties  entitled  to  the  same. 

2d.  That  Capt.  Orton  Frisbie  and  Capt.  John  Tunison,  of  the  Twen- 
tieth Eegiment  Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry,  for  willful  neglect  of  duty 
and  violation  of  orders,  are  hereby  mustered  out  of  the  service  of  the 
United  States,  to  take  effect  this  day.

Your  brother  says  you  are  solicitous  to  be  ordered  to  join  General 
McClernand.  I suppose  you  are  ordered  to  Saint  Helena ; this  means 
that  you  are  to  form  part  of  McClernand’s  expedition  as  it  moves  down 
the  river ; and  General  McClernand  is  so  informed.  I will  see  General 
Halleck  as  to  whether  the  additional  force  you  mention  can  go  with  you.

Memphis,  November  17,  1862. 

Major-General  Halleck,  Commander-in- Chief : 

General  : Of  course  I know  that  officially  and  privately  you  have 
more  than  your  share  of  work.  Though  silent  I have  not  been  idle  this 
summer.  I think  Memphis  is  now  the  best  and  most  complete  base  of 
operations  on  the  Mississippi.  The  fort  is  admirable;  twenty-eight 
heavy  guns  in  position  with  good  magazines,  shot,  shell,  and  canister 
piled  alongside  and  men  instructed  for  the  guns.  My  old  infantry 
division  now  forms  a good  basis  for  the  new  levies,  of  which  fourteen 
infantry  regiments  are  already  come  and  more  en  route.  I shall  form 
them  into  two  divisions  of  twenty-four  infantry  regiments,  with  a re- 
serve of  five  to  be  left  here  to  occupy  Fort  Pickering.  My  field  artil- 
lery, nine  good  batteries,  are  in  good  drill,  horses  in  good  order,  and 
all  well  provided  with  ammunition.  I have  but  one  cavalry  regiment, 
ten  companies  of  the  Sixth  Illinois,  and  two  of  Thielemann’s;  but  am 
advised  that  three  more  cavalry  regiments  will  come  to  me.  I am  ready 
to  move  inland,  down  the  river,  or  anywhere.  At  Memphis,  troops  can 
be  raised,  organized,  fed,  and  equipped  better  than  at  any  place  I have 
ever  seen.  There  is  abundance  of  corn  throughout  the  country,  but  all 
else  has  to  come  from  above. 

We  have  roused,  also,  the  Union  element,  and  our  enemies,  having 
burned  cotton,  taken  corn,  fodder,  and  supplies  from  the  country  peo- 
ple. have  shaken  their  faith  in  the  secession  authorities ; so  that  we 
have  really  a substantial  beginning  of  the  conversion  of  the  people  to 
our  cause. 

The  new  troops  come  full  of  the  idea  of  a more  vigorous  prosecution 
of  the  war,  meaning  destruction  and  plunder. 

I take  brick  from  kilns,  lumber  from  piles,  wood,  corn,  &c.,  giving 
brigade  quartermaster’s  receipts,  to  be  settled  at  the  termination  of 
hostilities  on  proof  of  loyalty,  claims  not  transferable ; but  I do  not  per- 
mit any  one  below  the  rank  of  brigadier  to  presume  to  take  and  appro- 
priate private  property. 

The  quartermaster’s  department  here  has  possession  of  over  600 
houses,  some  of  which  are  used  for  public  purposes  and  the  balance  are 
rented  out,  bringing  over  $12,000  a month  income.  I mention  these 
facts  to  interest  you  in  your  future  plans  in  this  quarter  of  the  world. 
I expect  very  soon  to  move  inland  to  report  to  General  Grant.  The 
enemy  is  now  behind  the  Tallahatchie,  and  West  Tennessee  is  free  of 
the  enemy,  save  very  small  bands  of  guerrillas,  whom  the  people  will 
soon  dispose  of  rather  than  feed  and  submit  to.  I have  learned  that 
the  Confederate  authorities  have  adopted  a plan  of  fortification  for  the 
mouth  of  Yazoo,  which  if  completed  will  embarrass  us  much.  The 
country  between  Yazoo  and  Mississippi  is  of  black  vegetable  mold,  full 
of  streams  and  bayous,  and  exceedingly  impracticable  in  wet  and  wintry 
weather.  With  the  Yazoo  open  to  us,  our  land  forces  could  disembark 
on  its  east  bank  on  high,  fine  ground,  the  same  ridge  which  forms  the 
bluff  of  Walnut  Hills  at  Vicksburg.  If  a fort  is  built  on  the  bluff  near 
mouth  of  Yazoo  (Haines’)  it  would  have  to  be  reduced  before  we  could 
proceed  against  Jackson  and  Vicksburg,  and  would  give  time  for  con- 
centration. One  or  two  good  iron  clads  in  Yazoo  would  prevent  the 
construction  of  such  a fort.  I have  notified  Admiral  Porter  of  this  and 
he  may  act  on  such  information. 

I know  your  mind  and  attention  are  taken  up  with  the  East,  but  feel 
assured  you  will  so  order  that  a perfect  concert  of  action  will  result 
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from  the  ample  force  now  on  the  Mississippi  and  its  valley  under  Ad- 
miral Porter,  Generals  Grant  and  Curtis.

P.  S. — The  old  navy-yard  here  was  used  by  the  Confederate  author- 
ities for  founding  cannon,  constructing  gun-carriages,  transportation 
wagons,  and  all  sorts  of  military  stores.  Though  donated  by  Congress 
to  the  city  of  Memphis,  I think  it  is  fairly  liable  to  confiscation,  but  I 
have  only  taken  certain  parts  of  it  for  necessary  workshops,  taking  ac- 
curate inventories  of  tools  and  materials.  I am  making  a kind  of  pon- 
toon train  for  General  Hovey  at  Helena  and  another  for  myself.  In- 
deed, these  shops  are  admirably  adapted  to  Government  purposes.

Captain  Lovell, 

Assistant  Adjutant- General,  Columbus , Ky. : 

Sir  : I have  moved  my  command,  with  all  the  commissary  stores  and 
Government  property,  to  the  island,  except  the  large  guns,  which  the 
steamer  Bob  Boy  cannot  move,  on  account  of  her  decks  being  insufficient 
to  hold  them.  The  guns  have  all  been  removed  to  the  river  bank,  ready 
to  be  loaded  and  brought  over  as  soon  as  we  have  any  boat  for  that 
purpose.  If  the  general  will  send  down  the  O’Brien  I think  we  can  jiut 
them  on  to  her  without  any  difficulty. 

A few  matters  have  been  brought  to  my  attention  in  regard  to  which 
I desire  some  instructions.  A number  of  the  citizens  here  who  have 
taken  the  oath  have  asked  permission  to  bring  down  small  quantities 
of  powder  and  shot  for  fowling  purposes  ; the  same  in  regard  to  salt 
and  quinine.  They  ask  to  be  allowed  to  purchase,  in  small  quantities 
only,  enough  for  their  individual  use. 

There  are  two  prisoners  at  Mr.  Milton  Donaldson’s,  near  this  place,  who 
were  wounded  in  the  affair  with  Falkner’s  cavalry.  They  have  been 
in  a very  precarious  condition  and  were  too  sick  to  be  moved,  but  now 
are  recovering,  and  some  disposition  will  soon  have  to  be  made  of  them. 

There  are  also  two  men  who  were  taken  prisoners  when  this  place 
was  occupied — by  name  Seale.  They  took  the  oath,  were  released,  and 
have  been  living  here  since  then.  One  of  them  is  very  ill,  not  expected 
to  live;  the  other  one  is  also  in  bad  health.  They  reside  in  Dallas 
County,  Arkansas,  about  150  miles  back  of  Helena,  and  desire,  if  pos- 
sible, permission  to  return  to  their  homes  beyond  our  lines.  Can  it  be 
granted  ? They  belong  to  the  Twelfth  Arkansas  Begiment.

Dear  Sir  : General  Grant  telegraphed  you  to-day  that  we  needed 
6 locomotives  and  200  cars,  and  wished  you  to  visit  personally  roads 
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in  Indiana,  Michigan  and  the  Northwest  and  procure  the  engines. 
General  Halleek  telegraphs  they  cannot  be  procured  at  the  East.  The 
supposition  is  you  can  procure  one  or  two  engines  from  a road  and  have 
them  changed  at  their  shops  to  5-feet  gauge.  These  engines  are  needed 
at  the  shortest  possible  moment  to  open  the  road  south  of  Memphis. 
Of  the  cars  we  will  want  50  platform-cars,  and  the  balance  of  the  num- 
ber box-cars.  Seventy-five  cars  to  be  sent  to  Columbus  and  the  rest  to 
Memphis.  Also  please  order  us  five  good  hand-cars  for  Memphis.  The 
Northwest  roads  have  not  been  called  upon  much  for  engines,  and  they 
must  help.  We  hope  you  will  within  two  weeks  start  a portion  of 
above  on  the  way,  as  our  army  cannot  move  without  them.  There  are 
a number  of  cars  in  course  of  construction  at  Dayton,  which  might  be 
taken.  Keep  us  advised  what  can  be  depended  upon.

Major-General  Grant: 

The  Second  Brigade  of  my  division  reached  here  just  at  dark  last 
night.  The  First  Brigade  camped  5 miles  back  and  came  in  at  7 o’clock 
this  morning.  I have  occupied  the  day  so  far  in  examining  my  sur- 
roundings, establishing  pickets,  &c.  There  is  a large  amount  of  rail- 
road property  here,  consisting  of  wheels  and  axles,  together  and  de- 
tached, locomotive  tires,  &c. 

The  people  are  taking  cotton  in  large  quantities  to  Memphis  and 
bringing  back  all  sorts  of  commodities,  contraband  and  otherwise.  I 
have  stopped  it  until  further  orders. 
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Have  ordered  all  roads  running  south  from  Memphis  and  Charleston, 
except  that  from  here,  obstructed  ; all  teams  coming  from  Charleston 
to  report  here,  and  teams  taking  cotton  turned  back. 

There  is  some  cotton  about  here  unpacked,  but  a large  amount  picked 
and  ginned  and  unginued.  I have  directed  it  to  be  kept  until  I receive 
your  orders  about  it.

You  may  permit  all  persons  living  at  home  to  save  their  cotton  and 
bring  it  in  for  sale.  Such  persons  as  are  known  to  be  in  the  Southern 
Army,  or  have  contributed,  directly  and  voluntarily,  to  the  support  of 
the  rebellion,  their  cotton  may  be  taken,  if  they  have  any,  and  sent 
here  to  be  sold  for  the  benefit  of  the  Government.  Persons  who  prefer 
taking  their  cotton  to  Memphis  may  be  permitted  to  do  so.  Persons 
whose  negroes  have  run  off  and  have  cotton  yet  to  pick  will  be  allowed 
to  hire  the  negroes  in  charge  of  Government  here.

New  Madrid  being  out  of  my  department  I would  like  to  withdraw  the  detachments 
of  troops  I have  there  as  soon  as  they  can  be  relieved.  Will  you  send  troops  to  re- 
lieve them  ? 

I replied  same  day  : 

Dispatch  received.  Can’t  spare  troops  from  New  Madrid  at  present. 

General  Grant  same  day  says  : 

The  troops  at  New  Madrid  are  detachments  from  other  troops  of  my  command.  If 
they  cannot  remain  subject  to  my  orders  I must  remove  them. 

On  the  21st  November,  before  I had  opportunity  to  relieve  the  troops, 
Brigadier- General  Davies  telegraphs : 

In  accordance  with  orders  from  Major-General  Grant  the  troops  from  New  Madrid 
are  being  removed  to  Island  No.  10.  If  you  intend  sending  troops  to  New  Madrid  the 
guns  will  be  left ; if  not,  they  shall  be  removed. 

On  the  22d  1 answered  as  follows  : 

Troops  and  forts  in  my  department  are  under  my  command,  not  General  Grant’s. 

On  the  22d,  in  reply,  General  Davies  telegraphs  : 

The  troops  belonging  to  this  command  which  were  at  New  Madrid  have  been  or-  i 
dered  away.  Notice  was  given  you  that  you  might  replace  them  if  you  so  thought 
necessary,  and  no  answer  was  received  until  this  .morning.  General  Grant  did  not 
think  it  safe  to  leave  the  guns  there  without  anybody  to  guard  them,  so  ordered  a 
boat  to  take  them  to  Island  No.  10. 

I have  stopped  the  Thirty-second  Iowa  to  go  and  supply  this  vacuum, 
and  briefly  reported  the  facts  to  headquarters,  with  a request  that  at 
least  General  Grant  should  be  ordered  to  return  the  guns.  Please  re-* ; 
port  to  General  Grant.

Each  division  com- 
mander will  also  cause  all  the  sick  in  hospital  to  be  transferred  to  the 
general  hospital,  and  the  sick  in  quarters  to  be  organized  into  one  or 
more  companies,  under  command  of  invalid  officers,  to  remain  at  Fort 
Pickering  as  a part  of  its  garrison. 

III.  The  post  quartermaster  will  provide  a suitable  storehouse  in 
which  to  receive  all  surplus  baggage  of  all  regiments  about  to  march, 
and  commanders  of  regiments  will  forthwith  reduce  their  baggage  to 
the  minimum  prescribed  by  General  Orders,  No.  3,  Headquarters  De- 
partment of  the  Tennessee,  November  1, 1862,  and  be  prepared  to  march 
on  Wednesday  morning,  the  21st  instant. 

IY.  Each  regiment  will  provide  itself  with  five  days’  rations  and  am- 
munition at  the  rate  of  200  cartridges  per  man.  The  chief  of  artillery 
will  assign  three  field  batteries  to  each  division,  and  the  Sixth  Illinois 
Cavalry  will  attach  its  train  to  that  of  the  First  Division,  and  will  move 
under  the  immediate  orders  of  the  commanding  general.  The  quarter- 
master will  at  once  organize  all  army  wagons  not  belonging  to  regiments 
on  the  march  into  three  trains,  about  equal  numbers  to  accompany  the 
three  army  divisions.

camp  of  the  Thirty-second  Wisconsin,  each  being  careful  to  leave  the 
road  clear. 

Y.  The  chief  quartermaster  may  seize  any  wagou  or  carriage  or  other 
vehicle  suitable  for  the  transportation  of  stores  for  the  sick,  to  be  added 
to  the  train,  and  forage  will  be  obtained  in  the  same  manner  as  during 
the  march  last  summer,  viz,  brigade  quartermasters  or  commissaries 
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will  take  from  the  farmers  aud  planters,  giving  a memoranda  receipt, 
which  receipt  will  be  taken  up  by  the  chief  quartermaster  or  commis- 
sary by  loyalty  vouchers.

I march  to  morrow  with  my  whole  force  toward  Ohulahoma,  about  20 
miles  south  of  Holly  Springs.  Grant  will  at  same  time  be  at  Lumpkin’s 
Mill,  south  of  Holly  Springs.  If  Hovey  can  reach  the  river  near 
Charleston  about  Sunday  or  Monday  the  effect  will  be  good.  If  the 
cavalry  force  can  break  that  road  good  anywhere  between  Coffeeville 
and  Grenada  the  enemy  is  forced  to  fight  or  retreat  eastward. 

I know  that  General  Hovey ’s  heart  is  in  it,  and  that  he  will  succeed. 
Nothing  but  heavy  rains  can  prevent  full  success.  I will  send  your  let- 
ter to  General  Grant.  My  news  from  the  enemy  places  them  at  Talla- 
hatchie, near  Abbeville,  fortifying  all  crossing  places.

General  : You  will  be  prepared  to  move  with  your  entire  command, 
except  one  regiment  of  McArthur’s  division  now  in  charge  of  contra- 
bands, southward,  making  Coldwater  the  first  day,  by  the  most  easterly 
roads  found  practicable  for  artillery.  Boss’  and  McArthur’s  divisions  are 
only  embraced  in  the  troops  to  march  by  this  route.  Quinby  will  march 
directly  from  Moscow,  taking  everything  clean  from  that  place,  leaving 
no  garrison.  He  will  encamp  the  first  night  to  the  right  of  right  wing ; 
second  day  from  the  rear,  and  come  up  and  take  his  position  with  the 
left  wing  when  he  encamps  in  the  evening.  Three  days’  rations  will  be 
taken  in  haversacks  and  five  in  wagons.  Two  hundred  thousand  rations 
will  be  taken  down  the  railroad  on  Monday  morning  next,  as  far  as  the 
road  may  then  be  practicable,  from  which  point  your  teams  will  have  to 
haul  further  supplies.  No  provision  will  be  made  for  a reserve  for  the 
entire  command,  but  each  wing  commander  will  provide  for  and  have 
charge  of  his  own  reserve. 

The  order  of  march  from  each  wing  will  be  provided  for  by  wing  com- 
manders. 

Sherman  leaves  Memphis  to-day,  and  is  instructed  to  reach  water  to 
the  southwest  of  Holly  Springs  on  Sunday  next.  Our  march  must  be 
so  arranged  as  to  reach  water  to  the  south,  southeast,  and  southwest  of 
Holly  Springs  on  the  same  day.  . 

Each  commander  will  have  with  him  200  rounds  of  ammunition  per 
man  for  the  infantry  and  cavalry,  and  all  the  artillery  ammunition  their 
means  of  transportation  will  allow.  Further  supplies  will  be  provided 
for  by  the  ordnance  officer,  under  instructions  which  he  will  receive 
direct  from  these  headquarters. 

Wing  commanders  will  require  all  men  to  keep  in  ranks.  At  least  one 
field  officer  should  march  in  the  rear  of  his  regiments,  and  company 
officers  should  at  all  times  be  directly  with  their  companies.  On  the 
first  halt,  regimental  commanders,  under  supervision  of  division  and

position made  of  the  same,  accompanying  said  report  with  a receipt 
from  the  quartermaster  to  whom  the  property  has  been  turned  over. 

III.  Local  provost- marshals  are  prohibited  from  selling  or  disposing 
of  confiscated  property.  They  will  turn  all  such  property  over  to  the 
nearest  post  quartermaster,  and  if  there  is  no  post  quartermaster  con- 
venient then  to  a division,  brigade,  or  regimental  quartermaster,  tak- 
ing triplicate  receipts  therefor,  two  to  be  forwarded  with  report  to  the 
district  provost-marshal.  If  property  seized  is  such  as  is  properly  em- 
braced in  the  commissary  or  ordnance  departments  the  provost-marshal 
may  turn  it  over  to  the  proper  officers  of  these  departments  instead  of 
to  quartermasters,  taking  receipts  therefor,  as  provided  in  cases  of 
quartermasters.

On  the  advance  of  the  army,  La  Grange,  Grand  Junction,  and 
Davis’  Bridge  will  constitute  a military  command.  Major-General  Mc- 
Pherson will  designate  two  regiments  of  infantry  and  one  battalion  of 
cavalry  from  the  right  wing  to  form  this  garrison,  one  regiment  of 
which  and  at  least  two  companies  of  cavalry  will  be  stationed  at  Davis’ 
Mill. 

The  Fifteenth  Michigan  Volunteer  Begiment,  now  at  Grand  Junction, 
will  continue  to  occupy  that  place  and  will  form  a part  of  the  garrison. 

It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  commanding  officer  to  protect  the  railroad 
south  of  Grand  Junction  to  Coldwater,  and  from  La  Grange  to  Grand 
Junction.

Brigadier-General  Sullivan  : 

I have  reliable  information  that  three  of  the  most  prominent  Union  citi- 
zens of  this  county  were  last  night  captured  at  or  near  Troy,  in  this 
county,  a town  noted  for  the  treason  of  its  inhabitants.  They  were 
captured  by  guerrillas,  who  infest  the’  Obion  Bottom,  near  that  town, 
and  are  daily  carrying  off  Union  citizens  and  robbing  them  of  their 
property,  especially  their  horses. 

Troy  is  a hot-bed  of  traitors  ; not  a Union  man  living  in  the  town. 
The  3 men  captured  have  been  our  main  stand-by  for  five  months  past, 
one  of  whom  is  Colonel  Bradford.  I propose,  if  it  meets  with  your  ap- 
proval, to  give  the  authorities  of  the  town  notice  that  if  the  3 men  cap- 
tured are  not  returned  in  five  days  that  I will  burn  up  the  town.  Gen- 
eral, as  unwell  as  I am,  if  you  will  give  me  the  command  at  Trenton* 
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which  is  a central  point,  I will  have  this  country  from  the  Memphis  and 
Ohio  Railroad  to  the  Hatchie  cleared  of  the  last  guerrilla  in  it  before 
the  return  of  my  papers,  as  I know  every  district  of  the  country.  This 
will  be  a pleasure  to  me,  as  I have  done  so  once  before.

General  : Telegraph  complete  and  working  to  this  point.  Move  a 
portion  of  your  troops  eastward  from  their  present  position  if  they  can 
obtain  water  and  be  in  supporting  distance  of  each  other.  They  should 
also  move  a few  miles  farther  south.  I want  to  get  McPherson  in  be- 
tween you  and  Sherman,  to  move  southeast  from  his  present  position  if 
water  and  proper  ground  can  be  found.  I shall  send  him  word  very 
early  in  the  morning  to  reconnoiter  for  these  two  conditions.  Send  back 
to  Coldwater  on  Monday  all  the  teams  you  can  spare,  with  instructions  * 
to  load  up  from  the  train  and  remain  there  until  such  time  as  you  can 
send  for  them  or  direct  a proper  escort  should  accompany  the  train. 
Your  train  is  not  yet  through  passing  this  point,  7.50. 

Your  teams  will  be  nearer  forage  at  Coldwater  than  here,  and  be  out 
of  the  way  of  operations.  One  division  from  your  wing  will  be  detailed 
to  be  selected  by  you  to  guard  from  Coldwater  southward  as  far  as  it 
will  hold. 

I have  ordered  up  a regiment  from  Bolivar  for  Coldwater,  which  will 
be  added  to  the  brigade  sent  back  here $ so  that  the  smallest  brigade 
from  the  division  selected  will  be  sufficient  to  send  back  here,  and  Tues- 
day early  enough  to  send  it  back.

General  : Your  note  to  Lee  I have  just  received.  Your  calendar  is 
just  one  day  ahead  of  time,  but  by  staying  where  you  are  to-day  it  just 
brings  you  up  to  time. 

Two  divisions  of  Hamilton’s  column  will  encamp  to-night  at  Lump- 
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kin’s  Mill ; tlie  third  on  Spring  Creek,  and  not  move  from  there  until 
his  front  is  reconnoitered.  The  head  of  his  column  is  now  there.  There 
was  a little  skirmishing  with  rebel  cavalry  at  this  place  and  some  at 
Lumpkin’s  Mill.  Beconnoiter  your  front  as  you  propose  to  day,  and 
move  to-morrow  to  a good  position  near  Chulahoma.  To-morrow  tele- 
graphic com  unication  I hope  will  be  open  with  the  rear.  The  railroad 
will  also  be  open  to  Coldwater.  I have  directed  that  the  cars  come  uj) 
that  far  on  Monday  with  200,000  rations.  From  that  point  they  will 
have  to  be  teamed.  There  are  also  800,000  rations  at  La  Grange,  from 
which  place  they  can  be  brought  in  case  of  accident.  Two  train  loads 
of  grain  are  also  directed  to  be  brought  up  on  Monday  and  Tuesday,  or 
the  earliest  day  thereafter  practicable.  You  can  make  your  calcula- 
tions for  rations  and  forage  accordingly.  It  is  not  desirable  that  this 
forage  should  be  used  until  it  becomes  necessary. 

Your  letter  and  Steele’s  were  duly  received.  Steele’s  is  quite  encour- 
aging. 

I have  no  reliable  information  from  the  enemy.  A contraband  just 
in  says  he  left  the  Tallahatchie  on  Tuesday,  and  that  they  were  then 
cooking  rations  to  retreat.  Opposed  to  this,  a spy  who  was  taken  last 
night,  and  who  was  pumped  by  one  of  Hamilton’s  scouts  who  was 
dressed  in  secesh  uniform  and  put  in  prison  with  him,  says  that  the  en- 
emy mean  fight.

I have  directed  Hamilton  to  move  to  his  south  and 
east,  so  as  to  let  McPherson,  who  is  now  here  with  one  division,  in  be- 
tween him  and  you.  Mac’s  second  division  will  be  up  by  10  a.  m to- 
morrow, and  could  go  on  to  Lumpkin’s  Mill,  but*I  will  retain  it  until 
Monday.  If  you  can  find  water  to  your  southeast,  or  rather  to  the  south- 
east of  Chulahoma,  I would  like  you  to  move  in  that  direction.  At 
Chulahoma  our  front  will  be  too  extended.  I will  direct  Hurlbut  to 
send  the  cavalry  of  which  you  speak — sent  as  you  desire.  I do  not  know 
positively  of  any  ford  on  the  Tallahatchie  west  of  the  railroad  except 
at  Wyatt.  To  the  east  there  are  several,  but  I cannot  now  send  you  a 
sketch  showing  them.  The  crossings  between  Coil’s  Ferry  and  Wyatt 
I believe  are  all  ferries.  Between  Wyatt  and  the  railroad  I think  there 
is  no  ford.

Please  notify  me  of  the  completion  of  telegraph,  so  that  I can  call  in 
courier  posts.  My  scout  is  in  from  Grenada.  About  7,000  troops  have 
come  up  to  Van  Dorn  in  last  two  weeks.  Mouth  of  Tippah  Creek 
thoroughly  fortified. 

Enemy  has  no  idea  of  evacuating  as  yet.  Scout  heard  nothing  of 
movement  of  Steele.

I have  supported  him  with  a bat- 
tery and  four  regiments  infantry  this  morning  and  directed  a reconnais- 
sance to  the  river. 

The  infantry  is  under  Deitzler.  They  will  avoid  any  engagement 
except  with  Jackson’s  cavalry,  and  will  make  full  report  of  country  on 
main  road. 

I shall  send  out  a strong  reconnaissance  under  Quinby,  taking  a road 
from  near  Waterford  to  the  southeast  toward  mouth  of  Tippah  Greek*

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Each  reconnaissance  will  require  two  days,  but  in  the  mean  time  I shall 
move  my  camp  to  the  southeast  if  I can  find  water,  and  go  some  miles. 

Lieutenant  Webber,  Fourth  Illinois  Cavalry,  was  seriously  but  not 
dangerously  wounded  in  neck  yesterday. 

I can  make  room  for  McPherson  here,  but  from  here  to  Tallahatchie 
there  is  no  water  on  the  road.

General  Grant: 

I have  just  heard  from  Lee.  He  has  pushed  the  enemy  to  the  river 
and  is  himself  within  1 mile  of  the  river.  He  reports  this  side  of  river 
protected  by  two  circular  field  works,  four  to  six  embrasures  each,  and 
they  are  occupied  in  force.  He  will  return  this  evening,  leaving  cav- 
alry enough  to  mask  our  front. 

I have  a negro  who  left  Abbeville  last  night  at  11  o’clock.  He  is 
servant  to  private  in  General  Lovell’s  force.  Heard  his  master  say  that 
Price  with  his  army  had  gone  to  Panola,  on  Grenada  and  Memphis  road. 
Says  bulk  of  rebel  army  is  at  Tallahatchie,  mouth  of  Tippah,  and  at 
Rocky  Ford.  He  says  orders  were  given  yesterday  morning  to  strike 
tents  and  put  three  clays’  rations  in  haversacks,  and  thinks  it  is  a prep- 
aration to  leave,  but  knows  nothing  more  to  confirm  it.  Says  the  en- 
emy was  in  line  of  battle  yesterday  at  Tallahatchie.  Thinks  railroad 
bridge  is  not  injured  yet. 

Lee  says  quite  a force  will  be  necessary  to  carry  works  on  this  side. 
He  has  shelled  them,  but  his  fire  was  returned  with  interest.  I sup- 
pose he  is  now  falling  back,  but  will  keep  force  enough  to  mask  the 
ground  gained  and  also  to  watch  the  enemy.  The  rebel  pickets  are 
within  4 miles  of  me  on  the  southeast.  I will  clean  out  things  in  that 
direction  to-morrow  morning.

Your  second  dispatch  just  received.  You  have  done  well  enough.

Things  look  something  like  evacuation,  and  if  they  do 
leave  we  want  to  know  it  at  once.  If  they  give  up  this  side,  leaving 
their  works,  it  will  be  pretty  good  evidence  of  general  move  to  the  rear, 
I sent  you  instructions  about  falling  back  by  previous  courier,  Noth^ 
ing  further  to  add.  If  rebels  hold  on  where  they  are  you  will  have  to 
make  a dash  at  their  rear  with  all  the  cavalry  in  a day  or  two,  going 
to  the  eastward.  I shall  look  for  you  this  evening.  Don’t  get  out  of 
ammunition.  Save  enough  to  use  if  it  shall  be  necessary  to  cover  your 
falling  back.

You  may  look  out  for 
an  attempt  on  their  part  to  destroy  our  supplies  at  Grand  J unction  and 
La  Grange.  The  One  hundred  and  twenty-sixth  Illinois  Infantry  has 
been  ordered  to  report  to  you,  which,  with  the  infantry  and  cavalry 
designated  as  a garrison  for  those  places,  will  be,  with  proper  diligence 
on  your  part,  sufficient  to  hold  them  and  protect  our  stores. 

Picket  the  several  roads  leading  to  Grand  Junction  and  La  Grange 
at  once  and  keep  a sharp  lookout  to  the  east  and  west  of  you.

Secretary  of  War  : 

When  I entered  upon  the  work  of  forwarding  troops  from  Indiana, 
Illinois,  and  Iowa,  preparatory  to  the  Mississippi  River  expedition,  in 
pursuance  of  your  orders  of  the  21st  ultimo,  there  were  in  Indiana 
twenty  regiments  of  infantry,  one  regiment  of  cavalry,  and  five  com- 
panies of  artillery;  in  Illinois  there  were  twenty  regiments  of  infantry, 
three  regiments  of  cavalry,  and  five  companies  of  artillery,  and  in  Iowa 
nineteen  regiments  of  infantry,  one  regiment  of  cavalry,  and  one  com- 
pany of  artillery.  In  the  mean  time  I have  forwarded  from  Indiana 
twelve  regiments  of  infantry ; from  Illinois  sixteen  regiments  of  in- 
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fantry  and  two  companies  of  artillery,  and  from  Iowa  twelve  regiments 
of  infantry.  Leaving  yet  to  be  forwarded  from  Indiana  eight  regiments 
of  infantry,  one  regiment  of  cavalry,  and  five  companies  of  artillery ; 
from  Illinois  four  regiments  of  infantry,  three  regiments  of  cavalry, 
and  three  companies  of  artillery,  and  from  Iowa  seven  regiments  of  in- 
fantry, one  regiment  of  cavalry,  and  one  company  of  artillery. 

A member  of  my  staff,  just  returned  from  the  capital  of  Indiana,  in- 
forms me  that  all  proper  arrangements  are  made  for  the  earliest  dis- 
patch .of  the  troops  remaining  in  that  State  into  the  field.  Another 
member  of  my  staff,  just  returned  from  Iowa,  reports  the  same  in  regard 
to  the  troops  remaining  in  that  State,  and  most  all  remaining  in  Illinois 
have  gone  or  are  going  forward. 

I think  a mustering,  pay,  and  ordnance  officer  for  each  of  these  States 
would  amply  suffice  to  close  up  the  unfinished  business  in  each  of  them. 
The  rest  of  the  officers  detailed  for  those  duties  might  be  remanded  to 
their  commands. 

Under  these  circumstances  I trust  it  will  meet  with  your  views  to  order 
me  forward  to  Memphis,  or  such  other  rendezvous  as  you  may  think 
preferable,  in  order  that  I may  enter  upon  the  more  advanced  work  of 
organizing,  drilling,  and  disciplining  my  command,  preparatory  to  an 
early  and  successful  movement,  having  for  its  object  the  important  end 
of  liberating  the  navigation  of  the  Mississippi  River. 

Having  worked  early,  assiduously,  and  zealously  in  this  great  enter- 
prise, having  it  at  heart,  and  the  Governors  and  people  of  the  North- 
west having  pronounced  favorably  upon  it  and,  so  far  as  I can  hear, 
upon  me  as  the  executor  of  it,  I trust  that  the  honorable  Secretary  of 
War  will  continue  to  encourage  me  by  his  sympathy  and  support. 

I would  further  add,  by  way  of  explanation,  that  the  Eighty-seventh 
Illinois  Regiment  is  retained  at  Shawneetown  to  guard  that  frontier,  j 
The  One  hundred  and  thirty-first  Illinois  had  marching  orders  several  j 
days  ago.  The  One  hundred  and  eighteenth  and  One  hundred  and 
twenty-eighth  Illinois  will  be  started  by  the  middle  of  this  week,  as  will 
also  two  of  the  Illinois  batteries.  There  is  little  prospect  of  filling  up 
the  cavalry  regiments  at  present,  except  by  consolidation,  which  I have 
recommended.  From  Indiana  the  Sixteenth,  Fiftieth,  Sixty-ninth,  One  t 
hundred  and  first,  and  Sixty-seventh  Regiments  Infantry  have  gone 
forward,  and  the  following  will  go  one  a day,  beginning  to-day,  in  the 
following  order:  Sixtieth,  Sixty-eighth,  Sixty-sixth,  and  Eighty-ninth, 
so  that  on  Thursday  next  there  will  be  left  in  this  State  only  one  regi-

Enemy  have  evacuated  this  side  and  my  cav- 
alry is  in  possession  of  this  bank  of  the  river.  I think  they  are  evacu- 
ating, and  if  that  shall  prove  true  to  morrow  morning  then  Deitzler  will 
extemporize  a bridge  and  be  prepared  to  cross. 

Hold  the  rest  of  your  division  in  readiness  to  move  at  daylight.

T.  H.  Harris: 

An  Indiana  regiment  of  about  350  men  are  on  guard  from  Davis’  Mill 
to  Coldwater,  17  miles.  This  is  the  only  force  on  the  line  excepting  the 
Engineer  Regiment,  a portion  of  which  are  not  here  at  all.  Those  here 
will  to-morrow  be  working  from  Coldwater  south ; their  commanding 
officer,  of  Indiana  regiment,  is  at  Lamar.  A dispatch  for  him  sent  to 
Junction  to-night  can  be  forwarded  to  him  by  train  in  the  morning. 
There  is  no  post  at  Coldwater,  but  is  at  Hudsonville,  where  we  now 
unload  stores.  Guard  there  is  but  25  men.  A number.of  important 
bridges  to  guard  between  Lamar  and  Coldwater.  An  attack  was  this 
eve  made  on  the  guard  here,  but  repulsed.  We  hear  of  a cavalry  force 
east  of  us  to-night  about  10  miles.  Guard  should  be  increased  if  pos- 
sible. Please  answer.

No  cavalry  and  no  artillery.

Maj.  Gen.  William  T.  Sherman: 

McArthur’s  division  is  here.  Quinby  with  his  division,  and  McPher- 
son with  Logan’s  division,  on  the  north  side  of  the  river,  with  instruc- 
tions to  camp  there  for  the  night  and  repair  bridges.  Our  cavalry  have 
gone  to  the  front  several  hours  since,  and  are  probably  now  at  Oxford. 
Artillery  has  been  heard  from  the  south,  but  as  no  messenger  has  re- 
turned I imagine  it  is  nothing  but  an  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  enemy 
to  cover  their  retreat.  I do  not  expect  you  to  be  able  to  do  anything 
to-morrow  with  your  artillery  or  infantry,  but  with  the  cavalry  a recon- 
naissance can  be  made  to  your  front  and  southwest. 

If  this  rain  continues  the  roads  will  become  so  impassable  that  the 
distance  to  haul  supplies  will  be  shortened  as  much  as  practicable.  In 
that  case  you  can  move  the  forces  with  you  to  join  those  here,  and  in- 
struct the  remaining  division  to  move  up  to  the  neighborhood  of  Lump- 
kin’s Mill.  I cannot  tell  until  news  is  received  from  the  advance  cav- 
alry whether  I will  pursue  any  farther  for  the  present  or  not  with  in- 
fantry and  artillery. 

Let  me  hear  from  you  by  the  messenger  that  will  deliver  this.

Wyatt,  December  2, 1862 — p.  m. 

General  Grant: 

Hear  Sir  : I wrote  you  about  two  hours  since,  but  Grierson  met  your 
messenger  at  the  ferry  and  returned  with  it,  and  I send  it  with  this. 

The  roads  are  cut  up  terribly.  M.  L.  Smith  is  hard  at  work  on  a 
bridge.  I have  four  boats  in  the  river  and  a kind  of  raft  made  of  the  two 
halves  of  the  ferry-boat,  which  was  a good  large  one,  cut  in  two.  Grier- 
son is  now  across  with  his  cavalry,  and  my  advance  regiment  is  across. 

I advise  you  to  let  me  hold  this  ground  till  you  resolve  what  action 
to  take.  I can  make  a good  bridge  and  clear  out  the  obstructions  on 
the  river.  I will  throw  M.  L.  Smith’s  division  across  as  soon  as  the 
bridge  is  done,  and  all  my  men  and  wagons  will  be  up  to-night.  I will 
order  Grierson  to-night  to  look  toward  Oxford,  cross  to  Abbeville,  and 
come  in  to-morrow. 

I sent  a train  of  100  wagons  to  Coldwater  this  morning  for  rations, 
and  ordered  it  to  come  to  Wyatt  unless  you  ordered  otherwise.  There 
is  a by-road,  however,  to  Holly  Springs,  and  this  is  one  of  the  main 
traveled  roads  to  Oxford ; with  a bridge  it  will  be  as  good  a route  as  by 
Lumpkin’s  Mill.  To  Holly  Springs,  20  miles ; to  Oxford,  14  miles ; to 
Abbeville,  6 miles.  • 

This  country  is  simply  impracticable  in  rainy  weather. 

Bumor  among  citizens  is  that  Federals  have  Panola.  Can  it  be  possi- 
ble that  Steele’s  expedition  did  not  reach  Grenada  and  turned  to  Pa- 
nola1? This  would  account  for  the  retreat,  but  won’t  accomplish  our  pur-  i 
pose.  I have  a prisoner  who  says  he  went  to  Abbeville  to  get  on  the 
cars  yesterday,  but  they  were  so  crowded  that  he  could  not  get  in,  and 
was  picked  up  this  a.  m.  by  our  men. 

From  a high  hill  here  at  11  a.  m.  I saw  a high  smoke  at  Oxford.  I 
think  the  enemy  has  gone  to  Grenada,  back  of  the  Yalabusha. 
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I will  cross  with  two  divisions;  bring  all  transportation  here;  cainp 
at  the  forks  of  the  road,  and  report  to  you  at  Abbeville  to-morrow  even- 
ing unless  you  send  me  different  orders  by  Grierson.

Secretary  of  War : 

In  pursuance  of  the  authority  with  which  you  were  pleased  to  vest 
me,  and  agreeably  to  your  expressed  wish,  I have  diligently  striven  to 
provide  for  the  adequate  increase  of  the  cavalry  arm  of  the  proposed 
Mississippi  expedition;  but  in  consequence  of  the  large  draft  made  upon 
the  male  population  of  military  age  for  the  prosecution  of  the  war,  and 
of  impediments  interposed  by  the  great  demand  for  labor  to  carry  on 
industrial  pursuits,  have  not  succeeded  to  the  desired  extent. 

In  view  of  this  fact  I would  respectfully  suggest  a different  mode  of 
accomplishing  the  same  object.  I would  provide  horses  or  mules  with 
equipments  complete  to  mount  at  least  one-fifth  of  the  whole  infantry 
force  of  the  expedition ; or,  if  horses  or  mules  cannot  be  purchased  in 
time,  I would  seize  such  as  might  be  found  in  the  possession  of  disloyal 
citizens  in  the  hostile  districts  through  which  the  column  might  pass. 
Inferior  animals  of  the  description  mentioned  would  answer,  if  the  best 
could  not  be  had,  as  they  would  only  be  used  occasionally  to  meet  an 
emergency  requiring  the  rapid  conveyance  of  infantry  from  one  place 
to  another.  Of  course  the  men  would  dismount  in  action. 

In  any  event,  however,  saddle-blankets,  bridles,  rope  for  halters,  nose- 
bags, and  spurs  would  be  required. 

If  it  should  be  objected  that  such  service  would  tend  to  demoralize 
the  infantry  (not  so  upon  the  plan  I propose)  I would  not  charge  them 
with  the  care  of  the  animals  except  when  using  them.  At  all  other 
times  they  should  be  cared  for  by  slaves  seeking  refuge  in  my  camp, 
or  who  had  been  impressed  for  that  purpose. 

Thus  mounted,  the  infantry  would  be  prepared  to  perform  the  double 
duty  of  men  on  foot  and  on  horseback.  By  rapid  movements  they  could 
retard  the  advance  of  the  foe,  cut  his  communications,  destroy  his  trains, 
and  harass  him  at  every  step.  In  like  manner  they  could  rapidly  pur- 
sue a retreating  foe  and  continually  annoy  and  distress  him.  To  add 
to  their  efficiency  I would  also  provide  them  with  a suitable  number  of 
mountain  howitzers  to  meet  any  demand  for  artillery  service ; and  for 
the  same  purpose  I would  supply  each  battalion  of  cavalry  with  two 
pieces  of  the  same  character. 

If  an  example  was  required  to  illustrate  the  soundness  of  these  views 
I might  refer  to  the  success  of  the  enemy  in  capturing  our  forces  at  Mur- 
freesborough,  in  Tennessee ; in  overrunning  Kentucky,  and  in  signal- 
izing these  frequent  raids  by  the  spoils  torn  from  peaceful  citizens. 

Another  question  of  great  importance  relates  to  the  means  to  be  em- 
ployed to  transport  army  supplies.  While  it  might  not  be  advisable  to 
curtail  the  complement  of  wagons  and  teams  allowed  to  each  regimental 
and  other  organization  of  the  forces,  yet  it  is  deemed  highly  important 
that  suitable  provision  should  be  made  for  converting  the  team  animals 
into  pack  animals  whenever  occasion  might  require  it.  Indeed  such 
provision  is  deemed  indispensable  to  certainty  and  celerity  of  movement 
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in  the  country  in  which  it  is  supposed  the  column  will  operate  during 
the  rainy  season.  Without  it  the  frequent  construction  of  roads  and 
bridges  over  low  and  marshy  grounds  must  necessarily  cause  much  de- 
lay and  disappointment. 

The  pack  animals,  properly  equipped,  can  carry  a burden  of  200,  even 
300,  pounds  20  miles  a day.  The  equipments  should  consist  of  pack- 
saddles,  with  straps  or  ropes  for  fastening  the  pack,  and  nose-bags — at 
least  sixty  to  each  regiment.

When  you  discontinue  the 
pursuit,  if  practicable,  push  off  to  the  east  and  come  back  by  some  route 
off  from  the  railroad,  living  upon  the  enemy,  and  examine  their  re- 
sources, especially  as  to  forage. 

Grierson  I presume  has  not  been  able  to  cross  the  river  to-day,  and 
will  not  be  able  to  join  in  the  pursuit.  I have  instructed  Sherman, 
however,  to  send  out  to  the  southwest  from  Wyatt. 

I will  send  infantry  and  artillery  to  Oxford  to  morrow.

A guerrilla  force  of  about  200  were  near  Moscow  yesterday  afternoon. 
A small  force  entered  Moscow  and  captured  6 convalescent  sick  of  the 
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109  and  paroled  them.  A force  of  6 came  within  a half  mile  and  cap- 
tured four  teams  loaded  with  cotton  and  one  cotton-speculator.  I re- 
covered all  of  the  wagons,  cotton,  and  2 mules ; they  escaped  with  the 
other  animals.  The  pickets,  3 miles  below  Lamar,  were  attacked  yes- 
terday about  5 p.  m.  by  a small  guerrilla  force.  The  guerrillas  were 
repulsed.  No  one  hurt.

The  following  dispatch  from  General  Dodge  received : 

One  of  our  most  reliable  scouts  has  just  arrived  from  Huntsville,  Ala.  Left  that 
place  last  Tuesday.  Says  Bragg  was  at  Tullahoma  and  along  that  railroad,  but 
that  a considerable  force  of  his  cavalry  are  on  the  road  between  Decatur,  Eddytown, 
and  Columbus,  collecting  large  amounts  of  forage  and  subsistence  at  points  from  10 
to  15  miles  apart.  Gives  the  names  of  the  persons.  The  citizens  and  the  soldiers  say 
that  a portion  of  Bragg’s  army  is  ordered  to  Columbus  by  that  road  and  a portion  to 
Chattanooga,  and  that  one  other  corps  is  ordered  down  to  Columbus  by  a road  farther 
east.  He  says  that  the  cavalry  are  scattered  along  the  road  in  squads  for  60  miles,  as 
far  as  he  went,  and  very  active  in  collecting  supplies.  He  brought  in  with  him  sev- 
eral refugees  who  live  in  that  section  of  country,  who  all  tell  the  same  story.  Up  to 
Tuesday  no  infantry  or  artillery  had  passed  Huntsville  or  Decatur,  but  says  the  citi- 
zens at  those  places  were  looking  for  them  every  day.

Col.  J.  C.  Kelton,  Washington , D.  C. : 

I have  been  constrained  to  arrest  and  confine  J.  C.  Yan  Duzer,  su- 
perintendent of  telegraphs  in  this  department.  I felt  no  disposition  to 
restrain  him  of  his  liberty,  but  I was  afraid  that  if  allowed  to  leave  the 
department  unrestrained  he  would  so  tamper  with  the  operators  along 
the  line  as  seriously  .to  interfere  with  the  working  of  the  wires.  In  fact 
I was  told  that  he  made  his  boast  that  if  discharged  he  would  carry  olf 
the  operators  employed  by  him.  I have  ordered  that  he  be  sent  out  of 
the  department  immediately  and  escorted  to  Cairo,  so  as  to  prevent  in- 
terference on  his  part. 

The  difficulty  with  him  has  been  as  follows : When  I commenced  the 
move  from  Corinth  and  Bolivar  to  La  Grange,  Mr.  Yan  Duzer  was  in 
Cairo,  and  I had  to  superintend  and  direct  the  extension  of  telegraphs 
and  establishment  of  offices  in  person.  After  getting  Mr.  Yan  Duzer 
up  to  attend  to  his  business  he  was  very  obstinate  and  seemed  evi- 
dently inclined  to  the  belief  that  he  could  only  receive  directions  from 
Colonel  Stager.  Any  directions  that  I would  give  were  immediately 
dispatched  to  Washington,  and  a wrong  impression  of  the  nature  of  the 
directions  evidently  conveyed. 

On  completing  the  line  to  La  Grange  I was  a whole  day  prevented 
from  sending  a dispatch  because  the  wires  were  being  used  from  offices 
along  the  line  sending  paying  dispatches.  I immediately  ordered  that 
no  private  dispatches  should  be  sent.  This  order  was  only  continued 
in  force,  however,  one  day.  I then  directed  Colonel  Riggin,  aide-de- 
camp,  to  write  an  order  (the  very  wording  of  it  dictated  by  myself)  au- 
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thorizing  private  dispatches  to  be  sent  over  the  wires  until  10  a.  m. 
when  they  did  not  interfere  with  the  public  service.  The  following 
dispatch  was  the  result  of  this  order : 

Washington,  November  14,  1862. 

To  Major-Geo eral  Grant  : 

Some  one  signing  himself  John  Riggin,  superintendent  of  military  telegraphs,  is  in- 
terfering with  the  management  of  telegraphs  in  Kentucky  and  Tennessee.  This  man 
is  acting  without  the  authority  of  Col.  Anson  Stager,  general  superintendent  of  mili- 
tary telegraphs  (see  General  Orders,  38,  April,  1862),  and  is  an  impostor.  Arrest  him 
and  send  him  north  of  your  department  before  he  does  mischief  by  his  interference.

P.  H.  Watson, 

Assistant  Secretary  of  War , Washington , D.  C. : 

John  Riggin,  referred  to  in  your  dispatch,  is  my  aide.  He  has  given  but  one  order 
referring  to  telegraphing,  and  that  was  dictated  by  myself.  It  was  that  private  dis- 
patches might  be  sent  over  the  wires  before  10  o’clock  a.  m.  when  they  did  not  inter- 
fere with  military  dispatches. 

Colonel  Riggin  is  assigned  to  the  duty  of  military  superintendent  of  telegraphs 
within  this  department,  a position  which  interferes  with  no  present  arrangements, 
but  is  intended  solely  for  my  relief. 

Misrepresentations  must  have  been  made.

Assistant  Secretary  Watson  replied  to  this  as  follows : 

Col.  Anson  Stager  having  been  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  War  superintendent 
of  military  telegraphs  and  of  the  construction  and  management  of  military  lines, 
Colonel  Riggin  must  not  interfere.  Colonel  Stager  has  appointed  deputies  believed 
to  be  competent,  but  if  they  fail  in  their  duty  a report  of  the  facts  to  Colonel  Stager 
will  bring  a prompt  removal.

It  was  not  intended  that  Colonel  Eiggin  should  have  any  authority 
to  interfere  in  any  way  with  any  arrangement  made  either  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  War  or  Colonel  Stager,  but  simply  that  he  should  give  my  in- 
structions to  the  department  superintendent  as  to  where  wires  should 
be  run  and  where  offices  should  be  established  and*  see  that  it  was  done 
and  report  the  fact. 

After  these  dispatches  I saw  nothing  to  complain  of  until  the  26th  of 
November.  On  that  date  dispatches  sent  into  the  office  in  the  morn- 
ing were  not  sent  off  until  10  o’clock  at  night.  The  wires  were  down 
about  three  hours  of  that  time,  but  they  were  at  work  several  hours  in 
the  morning  and  again  in  the  evening,  several  hours  before  they  could 
be  got  off.  The  operator  on  being  asked  the  reason  for  this  replied  that 
the  wires  were  being  used  from  other  offices  sending  cotton-dispatches. 
I reminded  Yan  Duzer  that  my  order  of  the  14th  was  still  in  force,  in 
this  language :

La  Grange , November  26,  1862. 

J.  C.  Van  Duzer, 

Assistant  Superintendent  Military  Telegraphs,  Grand  Junction : 

The  order  prohibiting  the  transmission  of  commercial  or  private  dispatches  over 
the  telegraph  lines  between  here  and  Cairo,  except  before  the  hour  of  10  a.  m.,  is  still 
in  force  and  must  be  enforced.

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Mr.  Van  Duzer  replied  that  my  orders  should  be  obeyed,  but  imme- 
diately removed  the  operator  who  had  always  been  at  my  headquarters 
office  and  put  in  a new  man,  evidently  because  the  first  had  done  his 
duty  in  informing  me  why  my  dispatches  had  been  detained.  I sent 
for  Mr.  Van  Duzer  and  warned  him  against  making  changes  at  my 
headquarters  in  the  future  without  consulting  me.  I permitted  the 
change  to  take  place,  however,  notifying  Mr.  Van  Duzer  that  I would 
have  no  person  about  the  office  who  would  not  let  me  know  when  dis- 
patches could  not  be  sent  and  the  reason  why. 

Some  days  after  this  I was  astonished  at  receiving  the  following  dis- 
patch : 

Washington,  November  28,  1862. 

All  Operators  in  the  Department  of  the  Tennessee: 

Mr.  J.  C.  Van  Duzer  has  been  assigned  to  the  management  of  the  United  States 
military  telegraph  lines  in  the  Department  of  the  Tennessee.  You  will  obey  instruc- 
tions received  from  him.  Orders  from  any  other  source  will  not  he  obeyed. 

A.  STAGER, 

Colonel  and  General  Superintendent  Military  Telegraphs. 

I was  indignant  at  this  interference  in  my  command  and  the  implied 
charge  of  interference  on  my  part.  I have  neither  the  time  nor  the  in- 
clination to  take  upon  myself  the  duties  of  others,  and  neither  proposed 
to  curtail  the  prerogatives  of  either  Colonel  Stager  or  Mr.  Van  Duzer ; 
but  as  commander  of  the  department  I see  nothing  in  the  order  of  the 
Secretary  of  War  referred  to  in  one  of  these  dispatches  that  leaves  the 
telegraph  in  this  department  a distinct  institution,  that  cannot  be  con- 
trolled or  directed  by  the  department  commander. 

Colonel  Stager  sending  this  dispatch  after  my  denial  of  any  interfer- 
ence on  the  part  of  Colonel  Biggin  determined  me  to  remove  this  man, 
who  I had  no  doubt  was  the  cause  of  the  whole  controversy,  and  who 
at  any  rate  is  entirely  unfit  for  his  position,  at  least  in  this  department. 
There  are  some  small  matters,  not  mentioned  here,  against  Van  Duzer 
that  convince  me  of  his  unfitness  for  the  place. 

You  will  oblige  me  by  laying  this  matter  before  the  Secretary  of  War 
as  embracing  the  charges  I have  against  Mr.  Van  Duzer.  I have  also 
to  request  that  some  other  person  be  appointed  to  fill  his  place.  I have 
so  little  confidence  in  the  man  that  unless  ordered  by  seme  one  whose 
orders  I am  bound  to  respect  I cannot  let  him  stay  in  this  department.

Disgrace  will  inevitably  follow  a defeat.

Special  Field  Orders,  I Headquarters  Right  Wing,

No.  6.  ) Wyatt , Miss .,  December  3,  1862. 

The  general  commanding  having  observed  with  pain  and  regret  the 
non-observance  on  the  part  of  many  of  orders  promulgated  to  this  com- 
mand before  leaving  Memphis,  directs  that  the  following  instructions 
be  issued  for  the  government  of  all  parties  concerned,  and  the  officers 
to  whom  they  are  directed  are  held  rigidly  responsible  for  their  strict 
observance : 

I.  Division  quartermasters  will  immediately  obtain  the  exact  number 
of  ambulances  in  their  respective  divisions,  and  will  thereupon  meet 
and  make  an  equitable  division,  one  to  each  regiment,  massing  the  re- 
mainder into  division  trains.  The  artillery  and  cavalry  are  alone  ex- 
cepted. 

II.  Hereafter  every  morning,  when  the  army  moves  at  any  early  hour, 
the  division  surgeons  will  inform  themselves  of  the  number  of  sick  who 
of  necessity  must  be  transported,  and  will  thereupon  see  to  the  placing 
of  them  in  the  division  train,  leaving  the  regimental  ambulances  empty 
for  service  during  the  day  with  their  respective  regiments.  They  will 
hold  regimental  surgeons  to  a strict  accountability  that  none  are  per- 
mitted to  ride  who  are  improper  cases  for  this  indulgence.  Men  who 
are  temporarily  exhausted  must,  when  rested,  give  place  to  others,  as  it 
is  not  intended  to  transport  this  army  to  the  scene  of  action  in  ambu- 
lances. No  knapsacks  or  muskets  or  forage  must  be  put  into  the  am- 
bulances, which  will  be  kept  strictly  for  the  uses  declared  by  Army 
Regulations  and  general  orders,  viz,  transportation  of  the  sick  and 
wounded.  To  secure  a strict  observance  of  these  orders,  division  sur- 
geons will  make  from  time  to  time  on  the  march  personal  inspection, 
and  will  detail  an  assistant  surgeon  to  take  charge,  under  their  direc- 
tion, of  the  division  train  of  ambulances. 

III.  Ambulances,  medicine  wagons,  pannier  mules,  and  teamsters  are 
in  the  charge  of  regimental  and  division  quartermasters  respectively, 
who  are  responsible  for  the  condition  of  the  vehicles,  teams,  and  drivers, 
and  they  will  be  under  the  orders  of  the  regimental  and  division  sur- 
geons respectively,  who  are  responsible  that  they  are  made  to  subserve 
the  interests  of  the  service  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  regulations  and 
general  orders. 

IV.  It  will  not  be  practicable  to  send  sick  to  the  rear  as  a general 
rule,  and  none  will  be  sent  when  opportunity  occurs  without  a report  of 
their  number,  their  regiment,  and  the  circumstances  rendering  it  neces- 
sary. It  is  not  intended  that  this  command  shall  melt  away  and  be 
permitted  to  stay  behind  to  serve  out  their  time  in  general  hospitals 
without  a record  of  their  whereabouts  and  precise  information  at  these 
headquarters  as  to  the  causes  of  their  absence.  Regimental  surgeons 
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are  instructed  that  they  are  to  treat  the  sick  in  their  regiments,  and 
none  must  be  sent  away  merely  to  get  rid  of  them.  Any  want  of  at- 
tention or  dereliction  of  duty,  if  reported  to  these  headquarters,  will  be 
promptly  noticed,  and  officers  so  reported  will  be  recommended  for  dis- 
missal from  the  service.  The  success  of  our  arms  depending  so  largely 
upon  the  healthy  condition  of  the  troops  it  is  expected  that  medical 
officers  will  use  every  effort  to  secure  and  maintain  the  highest  possible 
state  of  health  and  efficiency  in  their  respective  commands. 

Strict  conformity  to  these  instructions  is  enjoined  upon  all  parties 
concerned.

I directed  organization  of  an  expedition  on  the  7th  to  wait 
further  orders.*  On  the  8th  you  ordered  me  to  put  General  Steele  in 
command  of  forces  at  Helena,!  which  I have  done.  On  December  2 
General  Steele  informs  me  he  has  moved  on  Grenada,  according  to  my 
plan,  at  the  instance  of  General  Grant,  and  I telegraphed  this  fact  im- 
mediately to  you.  . Why  reproach  me  with  evasions  ? I will  send  copy 
of  General  Steele’s  explanation.  I planned  the  movement;  others 
have  started  it,  and  it  was  gone  four  days  before  I knew  it.

General:  Your  telegram  inquiring  how  much  force  I can  furnish  for 
a down-river  expedition  was  illegible  until  yesterday.  I responded  by 
telegraph,  u 20,000.” 

In  this  I propose  to  give  all  my  available  force  to  the  primary  object 
of  opening  the  Mississippi,  leaving  at  Helena  only  enough  to  hold  that 
point,  deferring  any  and  all  interior  movements  until  the  main  down- 
river forces  can  be  returned.  Nothing  of  great  importance  can  be  done 
interior  from  Helena  until  we  have  boats  to  run  and  hold  position  on 
the  White,  Arkansas,  Washita,  and  Red  Rivers,  and  especially  that  we 
hold  the  mouths  of  these  rivers.  Up  to  a very  recent  period  the  rebels . 
have  had  the  constant  or  general  possession  of  the  mouths  of  all  these 
great  arteries  of  the  Trans-Mississippi  country.  While  the  enemy  can 
run  gunboats  on  these  rivers,  wagon  trains  cannot  support  a military 
force  beyond;  and  therefore  Little  Rock  should  not  be  taken  until  after 
the  Mississippi  is  taken,  and  gunboats  of  proper  draught  can  be  used 
on  the  White  and  Arkansas. 

With  this  view  as  to  my  department,  I feel  that  the  down-river  move- 
ment is  of  the  first  importance,  not  only  to  your  entire  command  in  the 
West,  but  to  this  department  especially. 

Knowing  also  your  views  of  the  primary  move  as  avowed  a year  ago 
I am  ready  to  lend  all  my  lines  of  operations  to  the  river  movement  and 
put  all  available  force  in  that  column.  But  I do  not  wish  to  lose  all 
control  of  the  force;  or  rather  I suppose  it  is  to  be  immediately  avail- 
able in  my  department  when  the  main  trunk  is  opened  or  so  much  as 
may  seem  necessary  and  proper  for  my  command. 

I shall  leave  only  about  5,000  at  Helena,  and  strip  all  the  eastern  por- 
tion of  my  command  to  do  this,. leaving  only  what  seems  absolutely 
necessary  to  guard  prisoners  and  keep  the  peace  in  the  country. 

I write  this  to  explain  my  understanding  of  your  wishes.  I will  send 
General  Steele  with  the  troops  and  place  General  Gorman  in  command 
at  Helena,  hoping  he  will  make  a better  administrative  officer  than 
General  Steele,  and  believing  General  Steele  will  prefer  to  go  with  the 
troops. 

If  I am  to  properly  organize  and  equip  my  portion  of  down-river 
force  I wish  to  be  so  instructed,  and  of  course  I would  like  to  command 
them.  I have  earned  a name  in  rebel  lines  which,  without  arrogance,  I 
claim  to  have  some  influence  against  therm  But  I have  never  asked  for 
specialties  and  will  take  any  position  assigned  me  without  a murmur. 
All  I ask  is  that  I may  not  be  prejudiced  by  ex-parte  presentations  of  my 
acts  and  intentions.

General  : Your  dispatch  of  to  day  expressing  your  regret  that  I 
have  moved  General  Steele  into  Mississippi  without  authority,  and  say- 
ing, also,  “ there  must  be  no  further  evasion  of  the  orders  for  this  con- 
centration,” is  a surprise  and  most  painful  reproach,  I carefully  planned 
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at  your  suggestion  a move  on  Grenada,  and  sent  General  Washburn 
with  careful  instructions  as  to  how  it  should  be  executed  if  you  sent  me 
permission ; also  writing  General  Hovey.  This  was  about  the  8th  of 
November,  and  I informed  you,  asking  if  the  blow  should  be  struck. 
You  did  not  respond,  and  so  the  matter  rested.  General  Hovey  got  up 
an  expedition  on  the  Arkansas  Post,  but  fearing  he  might  get  the  forces 
out  of  reach  I wrote  him  on  the  11th  November : * 

In  view  of  operations  more  immediately  under  the  directions  of  the  General-in-Chief 
I deem  it  inconsistent  therewith  to  encourage  the  carrying  out  of  your  idea  at  this 
time. 

But  being  assured  that  the  matter  would  only  occupy  three  or  four 
days  I did  not  fear  its  interference  with  a down  move  to  which  I re- 
ferred. After  such  assurance  of  my  desire  to  defer  all  matters  to  your 
orders  I was  surprised  to  see  General  Steele’s  letter  of  the  27th  inform- 
ing me  that  the  Grenada  matter  had  been  undertaken.  It  was  too  late 
to  countermand  it,  and  the  request  of  General  Grant  through  General 
Sherman  seemed  to  excuse  it,  as  General  Grant  had  over  a month  ago 
come  to  confer  with  me  on  such  a move,  which  he  said  you  and  he  were 
maturing.  However  this  may  be,  the  final  move,  although  on  my  plan, 
was  without  my  knowledge  or  consent.  If  my  plan  is  adhered  to  the 
expedition  should  have  returned  to  the  river  before  this  time,  and  I 
trust  will  not  delay  me  in  bringing  my  troops  up  to  time  in  any  move 
you  may  order. 

I cannot  imagine  how  you  should  suppose  I try  to  evade  a concentra- 
tion of  force  to  serve  in  the  down-river  column.  I fully  concurred  with 
you  and  the  President  in  the  primary  importance  of  this  last  fall.  As 
soon  as  I came  to  Helena  in  July  I came  with  Commodore  Davis  to 
Cairo  and  explained  the  necessity  of  taking  complete  possession  of  the 
Mississippi  as  a preliminary  to  taking  Little  Rock,  as  gunboats  could 
go  up  the  Arkansas  and  White  Rivers  and  intercept  my  trains.  My 
State  and  the  whole  West  are  deeply  interested  in  opening  the  river, 
and  I have  deplored  every  diversion  of  troops  away  and  rejoiced  at 
every  effort  to  concentrate  on  the  Mississippi.  I certainly  do  not  know 
myself,  or  I have  an  awful  way  of  misrepresenting  myself  to  you,  if  I 
have  induced  you  to  suppose  I am  not  devoted  to  the  work  of  opening 
the  Mississippi.  I took  and  held  the  advance  post  on  that  line,  and,  in 
conjunction  with  the  navy,  made  excursions  far  below  Helena,  destroy- 
ing a battery  in  the  Yazoo  and  the  railroad  leading  west  from  Vicks- 
burg, and  I now  send  promptly  every  man  I can  spare,  and  as  fast  as 
I can  organize  and  arm  them,  to  join  your  downward  movement.  I 
am  determined,  general,  to  deserve  the  favorable  consideration  of  my 
commanding  general  and  my  country,  if  my  judgment  and  strength  do 
not  fail  me.  It  has  been  more  a source  of  trouble  to  me  than  to  you 
that  for  some  time  General  Steele  has  felt  himself  almost  independent 
of  my  command.  But  I do  not  name  this  to  reproach  him  for  this  last 
act  of  allowing  the  move  on  Grenada  (he  did  not  go  himself),  which  I 
think  was  done  in  good  faith,  and  I hope  may  result  in  no  evil.  I have 
thus  demonstrated  to  you  my  entire  innocence  in  regard  to  the  Grenada 
move  at  this  time,  and  I trust  explained  the  circumstances  which  made 
others  suppose  they  were  doing  right  in  attacking  that  place  ; and  I 
respectfully  ask  you  to  withdraw  the  imputation  of  an  “ evasiop  ” of 
your  orders  charged  in  your  telegram  of  to-day.

The  Secretary  of  War  has  called  my  attention  to  your  telegraphic  dis- 
patches in  regard  to  operators  and  officers.  Colonel  Stager  was  charged 
by  the  President,  under  a law  of  Congress,  with  the  entire  management 
of  military  telegraph  operations.  He  directs  all  purchases  and  appoints 
and  removes  all  officers,  under  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War.  If 
any  operator  fails  in  his  duty  report  him  for  removal.  In  extreme  cases 
he  may  be  arrested,  just  as  you  can  arrest  an  officer  of  the  Navy  or  of 
the  Treasury  Department.  Colonel  Stager  directs  ail  telegraphic  pur- 
chases. In  case  of  deficiencies  report  the  fact,  but  do  not  order  pur- 
chases. They  cannot  be  paid  for  out  of  the  Quartermaster’s  Depart- 
ment. Any  orders  to  that  effect  given  by  you  will  be  immediately 
countermanded.

Now  is  the  time  to  bag  him.  We  could  do  it  easily  with  the  help  of  40 
or  50  more  cavalry  for  a few  days,  and  if  we  should  neglect  now  his  an- 
noyance will  be  constant.

I would  again  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  these 
pretended  deserters  from  the  rebel  army  are  coming  here  very  thick. 
Two  here  in  office  of  provost- marshal  now.  They  think  the  oath  is  not 
binding  on  them  when  they  are  where  the  rebels  have  the  power,  and 
if  the  rebels  should  again  have  it  here  they  would  not  be  found.  • There 
is  another  class  who  have  been  with  Dawson  and  have  been  takeu. 
They  prefer  to  have  been  paroled  and  exchanged,  yet  for  the  purpose 
of  getting  home  they  take  the  oath,  expressing  the  same  belief  as  to  its 
obligations  as  above  stated.  It  does  look  like  they  were  attempting  to 
get  a band  of  guerrillas  within  our  lines.  These  men  profess  no  sort  of 
friendship  for  the  Government  whatever.  I would  suggest  that  they 
should  be  sent  North  as  prisoners,  to  be  exchanged,  and  only  let  those 
take  the  oath  who  show  unmistakable  evidence  of  determination  to  be- 
come loyal  citizens.  I make  the  suggestion  because  it  begins  to  look 
alarming  to  turn  so  many  of  these  loose  among  us.  I make  the  state- 
ment and  suggestion  because  we  are  here  where  we  see  the  facts  and 
you  ought  to  be  informed  of  them.  Please  answer  by  covering  the  case 
suggested.

Rest  your  horses  and  men  where  you  are,  and  when  sufficiently  re- 
cruited strike  to  the  east  and  destroy  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  Railroad  as 
much  as  possible.  As  stated  by  me  in  a previous  dispatch  it  would  be 
a great  strike  to  reach  Columbus  and  destroy  armories  and  machine- 
shops  there. 

The  cavalry  force  you  will  have  with  you  can  subsist  on  the  country 
through  which  you  pass.  The  plundering  propensity  exhibited  by  some 
of  the  cavalry  should  be  suppressed  as  far  as  practicable.  This  can  be 
partially  done  by  making  a detail  from  each  regiment  and  charging 
them  with  procuring  rations  and  forage  for  their  regiments  and  re- 
placing broken-down  animals. 

There  is  no  depot  of  supplies  here  or  I would  forward  some  to  you. 
Let  me  know  how  soon  you  can  start, -and  I will  relieve  you  by  making 
an  infantry  and  artillery  demonstration  in  the  same  direction.

No.  2.  ) College  Rill , Miss.,  December  6,  1862. 

I.  The  indiscriminate  and  extensive  plundering  by  our  men  calls  for 
a summary  and  speedy  change.  Our  mission  is  to  maintain,  not  to 
violate,  all  laws,  human  and  divine.  Plundering  is  hurtful  to  our 
cause  and  to  the  honorable  tone  which  characterizes  the  army  of  a 
great  nation. 

The  Government  of  the  United  States  undertakes  to  pay,  clothe,  and 
feed  her  troops  well,  and  is  prepared  to  do  it.  The  officers  and  soldiers 
have  no  right  to  look  to  any  other  quarter  for  compensation  and  sub- 
sistence. By  existing  orders  the  quartermasters  and  commissaries  of 
brigades  may  take  corn-fodder  and  any  species  of  forage,  and  cattle, 
hogs,  sheep,  meal,  or  any  species  of  subsistence  stores,  which  property  . 
they  account  for  to  the  Government  (in  the  same  manner  as  if  purchased, 
leaving  to  the  proper  authorities  of  our  Government)  to  pay  for  the  same 
or  not  according  to  the  loyalty  of  the  owner.  Fire- wood  can  be  taken 
by  the  troops  from  the  standing'  or  fallen  timber,  or  even  rails,  when 
such  timber  is  not  to  be  had;  but  the  taking  of  chickens,  turkeys,  pigs, 
or  anything  by  soldiers  is  as  much  pillage  and  stealing  as  though  com- 
mitted in  our  own  country,  as  these  articles  in  fact  belong  to  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States,  whose  agents  are  present  prepared  to  j 
take  them  and  issue  to  the  troops  as  a part  of  their  regular  rations. 

II.  Each  brigadier  will  hold  each  colonel  or  commander  of  a regiment 
responsible  that  when  any  of  his  men  leave  their  ranks  and  pillage  not 
only  shall  the  stolen  articles  be  turned  into  the  brigade  quartermasters 
or  commissary,  but  that  the  soldiers  be  punished  by  fine  or  otherwise 
by  sentence  of  a field  officer. 

III.  Each  brigadier  may  detail  an  officer  and  a sufficient  number  of 
men  to  forage,  who  will  collect  cattle,  hogs,  sheep,  or  any  kind  of  sub- 
sistence, and  also  forage,  which  shall  in  all  instances  be  receipted  for  by 
the  proper  accounting  officer  and  issued  to  troops  as  part  of  their  regu- 
lar supplies. 

IY.  On  a march  soldiers  must  never  leave  their  ranks  without  the 
order  of  their  brigadier.  If  found  out  of  their  ranks,  unless  in  the  am- 
bulances by  order  of  the  surgeon,  the  colonel  will  see  that  they  are 
tried  by  a field  officer  as  stragglers  or  pillagers. 

V.  The  firing  of  a gun  is  a false  alarm,  and  will  be  punished  as  such, 
and  if  any  man  is  a mile  from  his  camp,  unless  sent  for  water  or  other 
duty,  by  the  Articles  of  War  he  must  be  very  severely  punished.  Pa- 
trols sent  out  may  fire  on  such  men,  as  they  are  as  much  enemies  of  1 
their  country  as  secesh. 

YI.  Colonels  of  regiments  will  cause  the  Articles  of  War  to  be  read  to 
their  men  now,  and  repeat  it  every  month,  and  impress  on  them  that 
they  are  employed  to  do  the  work  of  their  Government  and  not  their 
own  will,  and  that  we  are  in  a hostile  country  where  large  armies, 
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though  unseen,  are  maneuvering  for  our  destruction.  To  be  ready  we 
must  act  in  concert,  prepared  to  move  in  any  direction  at  a moment’s 
notice,  and  this  would  be  impossible  if  men  are  allowed  to  roam  about 
the  country  plundering  at  will.

The  movement  thus  far  has  been  eminently  successful.  General 
Grant’s  moving  down  directly  upon  the  enemy’s  strong  lines  behind 
Tallahatchie  while  the  Helena  force  appeared  unexpectedly  ou  their 
dank,  utterly  confounded  then],  and  they  are  now  in  full  retreat,  and 
we  are  at  a loss  where  they  will  bring  up.  We  hope  they  will  halt  and 
reform  behind  the  Yalabusha  with  Grenada  as  their  center.  If  so, 
General  Grant  can  press  their  front,  while  I am  ordered  to  take  all  the 
spare  troops  from  Memphis  and  Helena  and  proceed  with  all  dispatch 
to  Vicksburg. 

Time  now  is  the  great  object.  We  must  not  give  time  for  new  com- 
binations. I know  you  will  promptly  co-operate.  It  will  not  be  neces- 
sary to  engage  their  Vicksburg  batteries  until  I have  broken  all  their 
inland  communication.  Then  Vicksburg  must  be  attacked  by  land  and 
water.  In  this  I will  defer  much  to  you. 

My  purpose  will  be  to  cut  the  road  to  Monroe,  La.,  to  Jackson,  Miss., 
and  then  appear  up  the  Yazoo,  threatening  the  Mississippi  Central  road 
where  it  crosses  the  Big  Black. 

These  movements  will  disconcert  the  enemy  and  throw  them  on  to 
Meridian,  especially  as  General  Grant  presses  them  in  front.  All  this 
should  be  done  before  the  winter  rains  make  General  Grant’s  roads  im- 
passable. I will  leave  for  Memphis  to  morrow  (Tuesday)  night,  and 
will  reach  Memphis  with  one  of  my  old  divisions  Friday  night.  We 
ought  to  leave  Memphis  before  the  20th,  and  I do  earnestly  desire  you 
should  meet  me  there  at  all  events.  Even  if  the  larger  gunboats  can- 
not proceed  at  once,  send  those  of  light  draught  down  with  Captains 
Phelps,  Gwin,  Shirk,  or  some  officer  to  assist  me  in  the  preliminary 
work.  Of  course  Vicksburg  cannot  be  reduced  till  you  arrive  with  the 
large  gunboats. 

General  Grant’s  purpose  is  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  effects  of 
this  Tallahatchie  success.

I have  just  received  authority  to  retain  all  General  Curtis’  forces  now 
within  my  department  until  further  orders.  This  is  from  the  General- 
in-Chief,  and  contemplates  their  being  used  in  co-operative  movements 
to  effect  the  capture  of  Vicksburg.  If  these  troops  have  gone  back  to 
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Helena  1 wish  you  would  return  them  to  Friar’s  Point,  or  the  most 
suitable  place  to  march  them  directly  upon  Grenada,  or  embark  them 
for  Vicksburg,  as  I may  decide  upon.  General  Halleck’s  dispatch  was 
only  this  moment  received,  and  my  mind  is  not  fully  made  up  as  to  the 
best  method  of  capturing  Vicksburg.  1 can,  by  the  time  our  troops 
could  reach  there,  have  the  railroad  completed  to  Grenada  and  a supply 
of  provisions  thrown  in  there.  From  that  point  Jackson,  Miss.,  could 
be  reached  without  the  use  of  the  roads.  Jackson  once  in  our  posses- 
sion would  soon  insure  the  capitulation  of  Vicksburg. 

I rather  incline,  however,  to  the  plan  of  sending  your  forces,  and  all 
I can  spare  from  Memphis  and  here,  say  25,000  in  addition  to  yours, 
down  the  Mississippi  to  effect  a landing  above  Vicksburg,  probably  a 
short  distance  up  the  Yazoo,  and  have  them  co-operate  with  the  gun- 
boats, whilst  I move  south  with  the  remainder  of  my  forces  from  here. 

Please  inform  me  by  return  couriers  all  you  know  about  the  present 
condition  of  our  gunboats.  You  having  been  so  long  on  the  Mississippi 
River  looking  toward  Vicksburg  are  possessed  of  much  information  as 
to  the  best  method  of  attacking  that  point  that  I am  not  possessed  of. 
L would  be  very  glad  to  have  your  views. 

I shall  send  Sherman,  if  the  Mississippi  route  is  determined  upon, 
and  would  be  very  glad  if  you  could  accompany  him.  I have  no  definite 
news  of  the  result  of  Hovey’s  expedition.  From  the  enemy  evacuating 
Tallahatchie  so  suddenly  I judged  that  it  had  proven  successful.  We 
followed  up  the  evacuation  with  all  dispatch,  our  cavalry  pressing  their 
rear  all  the  way  from  the  river  to  Coffeeville,  killing  and  wounding  many 
and  capturing  about  700.  Besides  this  many  deserted  and  are  coming 
in  every  day. 

Word  was  sent  me  to-day  by  a deserter  who  gave  himself  up  that 
there  were  near  2,000  Southern  soldiers  east  of  this  place,  scattered 
through  the  country,  desirous  of  coming  in  if  we  would  send  out  cavalry 
to  drive  out  the  guerrillas  that  hover  in  that  direction  and  make  it 
unsafe  for  them  to  venture  in  this  direction.

By  the  authority  of  General-in-Chief  of  the  Army  I retain  under  my 
command,  until  otherwise  directed,  all  the  forces  from  General  Curtis’ 
command  now  east  of  the  Mississippi  River,  or  those  who  recently 
crossed  to  co-operate  with  me  on  this  side. 

All  the  cavalry,  one  regiment  of  infantry  to  be  designated  by  Briga- 
dier-General Hovey,  and  at  least  one  section  of  artillery  wrill  rendezvous 
at  Friar’s  Point  or  Delta,  whichever  may  be  the  most  defensible  point 
and  best  landing:  The  infantry  and  artillery  will  form  the  permanent 
garrison  of  the  post  and  will  protect  the  stores  for  the  entire  command. 
The  senior  officer  will  command  the  whole  and  make  all  reports  to 
these  headquarters.  All  the  forces  except  the  cavalry  and  garrison  for 
Friar’s  Point  will  receive  instructions  from  Major-General  Sherman. 
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It  is  desirable  that  the  cavalry  should  be  recruited  as  much  as  possi- 
ble until  about  the  18th  instant,  after  which  it  is  expected  of  them  to 
make  an  active  campaign,  instructions  for  which  will  be  sent  in  due 
time.  Supplies  of  provisions  and  forage  will  be  obtained  from  chiefs  of 
subsistence  and  quartermaster’s  departments  in  Saint  Louis.  As  far  as 
practicable,  however,  we  should  live  off  of  the  enemy.  For  this  pur- 
pose you  will  appoint,  if  you  have  not  already  got,  a quartermaster  and 
commissary.  All  property  taken  should  pass  through  their  hands  and 
be  accounted  for  and  go  to  the  benefit  of  the  Government.  Receipts 
must  be  given  for  all  property  taken  where  proprietors  are  at  home,  and 
in  no  case  should  wanton  destruction  of  property  be  tolerated. 

No  licensed  trading  will  be  tolerated  for  the  present,  and  all  passing 
of  citizens  to  and  fro  should  be  prohibited.  Where  foraging  parties  are 
sent  out  they  should  always  be  under  the  direction  of  an  efficient  com- 
missioned officer,  who  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  good  conduct  of 
the  men.

Since  my  return  here  on  the  25th  October  last,  and  receipt  of  orders 
to  assist  the  Governors  of  Illinois,  Indiana,  aud  Iowa  in  mustering  and 
forwarding  troops,  I have  forwarded  to  the  rendezvous  of  the  Missis- 
sippi expedition  forty-nine  regiments  of  infantry  and  two  batteries,  con- 
taining upward  of  40,000  men.  There  are  still  a lew  infantry  regiments 
and  batteries  nearly  ready  to  march  and  a few  others  recruiting. 

The  work  remaining  to  be  done  in  those  States  may  be  satisfactorily 
performed  by  the  mustering  officers  of  the  U.  S.  Army  in  those  States, 
or  by  a member  of  my  staff,  and  is  not  of  importance  enough  in  my  judg- 
ment to  detain  me  from  the  more  advanced  organization  of  the  expedi- 
dition  and  its  movement  upon  Vicksburg.

General  : Your  communication  of  the  4th,  in  regard  to  the  Grenada 
expedition,  is  received  and  the  explanations  satisfactory. 

In  the  numerous  telegrams  and  dispatches  sent  from  this  office  daily 
some  errors  will  necessarily  occur.  The  language  of  my  telegram  of 
November  3 is  perhaps  a little  ambiguous,  but  was  not  intended  to  an 
thorize  the  sending  of  troops  from  Helena  to  Grenada.  The  first  object 
of  sending  troops  to  Saint  Helena  was  stated  to  be  the  capture  of  Little 
Rock,  which  has  been  continuously  urged  on  me  for  the  last  six  months. 
If  that  could  not  be  done  then  they  would  be  used  to  co-operate  with 
Grant’s  intended  movement  on  Grenada.  This  was  the  idea  intended 
to  be  conveyed.  It  was  by  no  means  intended  that  they  should  be  sent 
to  Grenada.  The  President  had  directed  that  all  available  troops  on 
the  Mississippi  be  sent  to  another  place.  I consequently  ordered  Gen- 
eral Grant  not  to  move  on  Grenada,  but  was  informed  by  him  that 
Steele  had  already  moved  from  Helena  on  Grenada,  and  if  lie  (Grant) 
did  not  co-operate  Steele’s  forces  might  be  cut  off.  This  very  much 

* See  p.  4137 
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surprised  me,  as  your  suggestion  to  send  them  had  not  yet  been  acted 
on.  I was  thus  placed  in  a position  where  I could  not  carry  out  the 
President’s  wishes  either  by  moving  the  Helena  forces  on  Little  Rock 
or  down  the  Mississippi  River.  As  I had  neither  ordered  nor  consented 
to  the  sending  of  these  troops  into  the  interior  of  Mississippi  I was  ex- 
ceedingly annoyed  at  its  being  done  at  the  very  time  when  they  were 
wanted  elsewhere.  On  referring  to  my  telegram  of  November  3 I hnd 
that  its  words  are  not  fully  expressive  of  my  meaning. 

The  movements  on  the  Western  rivers  are  frequently  determined  on 
by  the  joint  action  of  the  War  and  Navy  Departments,  and  it  sometimes 
happens  that  I can  give  no  answer  to  the  proposed  plans  of  our  gen- 
erals in  the  West. 

In  regard  to  the  proposed  expedition  down  the  Mississippi  and  its 
commander  I can  give  you  no  reply.  I have  been  informed  that  the 
President  has  selected  a special  commander,  and  that  instructions  have 
been  or  will  be  given  to  him  by  the  War  Department.  If  so  they  have 
not  been  communicated  to  me,  and  until  I receive  them  I shall  consider 
the  officer  of  the  highest  rank  as  the  commander,  whoever  he  may  be. 
Probably  the  whole  matter  will  be  decided  on  in  a few  days,  but  how 
I do  not  know.

Major-General  Halleck: 

Every  possible  effort  is  being  made  to  get  the  full  requirements  of 
General  Grant.  The  only  trouble  is  coal,  and  if  we  fail  in  a supply  of 
this  I am  assured  by  steamboat  captains  that  they  can  rely  without 
fail  upon  wood,  which  they  can  chop  and  provide  at  a loss  of  not  more 
than  from  two  to  four  hours  in  the  twenty-four.  Still  an  extraordinary 
effort  should  be  made  to  get  coal  down  the  Ohio,  that  it  may  follow  up 
the  enterprise.  Can  you  not  help  my  requisition,  particularly  Treasury 
notes,  through  the  Treasury  ? If  you  have  further  instructions  please 
let  pie  know  them  without  loss  of  time. 

General  Grant’s  requisition  comes  too  late  to  be  met  within  the  time 
prescribed,  but  there  will  be  no  delay  that  can  be  possiblv  avoided.

Sir  : I left  Oxford  three  days  since.  General  Grant  had  a telegraphic 
dispatch  from  General  Halleck,  a copy  of  which  I have  in  my  baggage 
(not  yet  in),  to  the  effect  that  all  the  troops  detached  for  the  movement 
on  Grenada  were  to  be  retained  by  him  and  used  by  him  in  the  con- 
templated move  on  Vicksburg.  General  Grant  estimated  that  force  at 
2,000  cavalry  and  12,000  infantry.  I sent  Colonel  Grierson  with  his 
regiment  (the  Sixth  Illinois  Cavalry)  over  to  Helena  by  land  from  Ox- 
ford to  carry  to  General  Steele  a letter  addressed  to  him  on  this  subject. 
I brought  in  with  me  from  the  Tallahatchie  one  division,  7,000  men,  and 
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find  here  for  service  two  divisions  (A.  J.  Smith’s  and  Morgan’s),  7,000  each, 
making,  say,  20,000  men.  I want  10,000  at  least  from  Helena,  ready  to 
embark  for  Vicksburg  on  the  18th  instant.  I wish  that  General  Steele, 
if  possible,  go  in  command  of  these  forces,  organized  into  say  three 
strong  brigades,  with  a reasonable  proportion  of  field  artillery,  cavalry 
only  enough  for  scouts,  pickets,  and  to  keep  up  communications ; trans- 
portation say  three  or  four  six-mule  teams  per  regiment;  camp  equip 
age  full,  and  at  least  twenty  days’  rations.  There  may  be  some  irregular 
ity  in  the  manner  of  receiving  these  orders,  but  the  importance  of  dis- 
patch will  suggest  itself  to  your  mind.  The  enemy  was  in  full  retreat  be- 
fore Grant,  and  it  is  all-important  that  we  be  ready  by  the  18th.  The 
quartermaster  was  ordered  to  have  transportation  for  30,000  men  here 
by  the  18th.  I will  dispatch  to  Helena  the  due  proportion  for  say  10,000. 
General  Grant  further  requested  the  2,000  cavalry  to  be  posted  on  the 
Tallahatchie,  near  where  General  Hovey  crossed,  say  near  Polkville, 
west  side,  and  one  regiment  of  infantry  and  one  section  of  artillery  to 
be  stationed  at  Delta  or  Friar’s  Point,  as  the  most  eligible  point  on  the 
east  side ; but  if  Colonel  Grierson  got  through  to  Helena  you  will  be  in 
free  possession  of  all  these  points. 

I send  one  of  my  aides  down  to  bring  me  back  a full  answer  on  these 
points,  and  I trust  you  have  already  written  to  General  Grant.

You  will  proceed,  in  command  of  two  regiments  of  infantry  in  wagons, 
one  section  of  artillery,  and  cavalry,  south,  if  practicable,  as  far  as  Tupelo. 
You  will  leave  Corinth  at  daylight  to-morrow  (Saturday)  morning;  reach 
Saltillo  at  daylight  Monday  morning.  A force  of  cavalry  from  Spring 
Dale,  on  Grand  Junction  and  Grenada  Bailroad,  will  leave  that  place  at 
same  time  you  leave  here,  and  cross  the  railroad  some  point  near  Tu 
pelo.  Your  movement  is  made  to  co-operate  with  them.  On  your  re- 
turn you  will  strike  east  of  Mobile  and  Ohio  Bailroad  and  wipe  out  any 
straggling  bands  of  the  enemy  you  may  find  coming  to  Corinth  by  way 
of  Jacinto.  You  will  keep  me  advised  of  all  your  movements  by  cou- 
riers, and  take  extra  care  that  no  unauthorized  depredations  are  com 
mitted  by  the  troops.  All  good  stock  mules  and  horses,  belonging  to 
rebels  in  arms,  found  fit  for  service  will  be  taken  and  brought  here. 
Any  cotton  found  belonging  to  rebels  in  arms  will  also  be  taken  on  the 
return,  and  all  the  teams  when  near  Corinth  will  be  loaded  with  forage. 

These  instructions  are  given  as  the  general  outline,  but  full  discretion 
is  given  the  commanding  officer  to  vary  from  them  so  far  as  march  and 
attack  are  concerned  should  circumstances  require  it. 

Great  care  must  be  taken  in  keeping  the  destination  of  the  forces 
secret,  and  that  it  is  not  in  any  way  surprised ; and  every  endeavor  will 
be  taken  to  ascertain  the  force  of  the  enemy  at  Saltillo  to  see  that  it  has 
not  been  re-enforced.

No.  21.  ( Oxford , Miss.,  December  12,  1862. 

I.  Distress  and  almost  famine  having  been  brought  on  many  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Mississippi  by  the  march  of  the  two  armies  through  the 
land,  and  humanity  dictating  that  in  a land  of  plenty  no  oue  should 
sutler  the  pangs  of  hunger,  the  general  commanding  directs  that  the 
following  provision  shall  be  made  at  all  military  posts  within  this 
State : 

II.  At  each  post  one  or  more  loyal  persons  will  be  authorized  to  keep 
for  sale  provisions  and  absolute  necessaries  for  family  use.  Nothing 
will  be  sold  except  on  permits  granted  by  the  commanding  officers  of 
posts,  and  no  permits  will  be  granted  for  a greater  amount  of  any  one 
article  than  the  commander  may  believe  is  necessary  for  the  family  of 
the  purchaser. 

III.  A fund  may  be  created  at  each  post  to  supply  the  necessaries  of 
destitute  families  gratis,  either  by  levying  contributions  upon  those 
disloyal  persons  who  are  able  to  pay,  taxing  cotton  brought  to  their 
posts  for  sale,  or  in  any  other  equitable  way. 

IV.  All  contributions  so  collected  will  be  expended  by  the  post  com- 
missary on  the  order  of  the  commanding  officers,  and  the  accounts  will 
be  kept  separate  from  all  other  accounts. 

V.  The  commanding  officers  of  posts  will  require  all  accounts  of  these 
disbursements  to  be  presented  for  their  examination  weekly,  and  they 
will  be  held  responsible  that  these  accounts  are  properly  kept. 

VI.  All  such  accounts  will  be  open  for  inspection  to  the  inspector- 
general  of  the  department  ah  any  time  he  may  call  for  them.

I have  the  honor  to  report  that  recruiting  for  the  Mississippi  Marine 
Brigade  progresses  very  slowly,  and  in  view  of  the  importance  of  its 
early  foundation  and  of  the  great  difficulty  of  subsisting  men  at  this 
time,  I would  respectfully  suggest  that  I be  authorized  to  obtain  men 
from  commands  already  in  the  service.  1 would  further  suggest  that 
these  men  be  obtained  from  the  convalescents  in  the  hospitals.  Many 
men  whp  are  utterly  unfitted  for  the  ordinary  service  in  the  field  would 
make  efficient  soldiers  for  this  service,  which  is  so  much  lighter  and  less 
fatiguing.  It  is  especially  suggested  that  by  this  means  the  hospitals 
may  be  greatly  relieved  by  the  men  rendered  serviceable,  who  will 
otherwise  continue  to  be  a burden  upon  the  country,  or  have  to  be  dis- 
charged. Again,  these  men  being  disciplined  soldiers  will,  as  soon  as 
formed  into  companies,  be  ready  for  service,  while  recruits  will  have  to 
be  kept  out  of  service  until  drilled.  The  boats  are  purchased  and  being 
put  in  a condition  to  receive  the  men,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped,  by 
the  means  proposed,  the  brigade  may  be  ready  as  soon  as  the  boats. 
Thus  the  value  of  the  Command  from  which  the  men  are  taken  will  not 
be  impaired,  while  this  service  will  be  greatly  promoted.

Generae:  Yours  dated  at  Oxford,  Miss.,  December  8,  1862,  and  ad- 
dressed to  Brig.  Gen.  F.  Steele,  commanding  United  States  forces  at 
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Helena,  has  been  received ; also  another  letter  of  the  same  date  ad* 
dressed  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  United  States  cavalry  forces 
at  Friar’s  Point,  Miss. 

The  expedition  which  left  this  point  under  the  command  of  Brigadier- 
General  Hovey,  and  which  moved  in  the  direction  of  Grenada,  Miss., 
has  returned  and  his  forces  are  now  all  on  this  side  of  the  river.  As 
the  General  in-Chief  evidently  intended  these  troops  to  be  used  in  co- 
operation with  others  in  the  capture  of  Vicksburg  I will  return  them 
and  out  of  them  garrison  Friar’s  Point,  as  indicated  by  you. 

You  ask  General  Steele’s  opinion  as  to  the  best  point  to  land  troops 
below  here  with  a view  of  attacking  Vicksburg.  General  Steele  says 
that  the  troops  should  be  landed  at  the  lower  end  of  Milliken’s  Bend, 
opposite  an  island  called  My  Wife’s  Island,  say  2 or  3 miles  above  the 
Yazoo  River.  From  that  point  operations  could  be  directed  as  may  be 
hereafter  indicated  by  yourself  and  General  Sherman.  The  ^bove  point 
is  about  25  miles  by  water  above  Vicksburg  and  some  less  by  laud. 

I inclose  * the  reply  of  Naval  Officer  Gwin  to  your  inquiry  as  to  the 
present  position  of  our  gunboats  between  this  and  Vicksburg,  from  which 
you  will  perceive  there  are  six  iron  clads,  four  light-draught  wooden 
boats,  and  two  rams. 

The  euemy  have  a battery  on  the  Yazoo  about  15  miles  from  the  mouth 
of  that  river  and  about  12  miles  by  land  from  Vicksburg. 

I have  only  about  12,000  infantry  for  duty,  and  about  4,700  cavalry 
and  five  efficient  batteries. 

You  can  rely  upon  5,000  infantry,  2,000  cavalry,  and  two  batteries  to 
accompany  General  Sherman,  which  is  a little  more  than  the  force  sent 
in  the  Hovey  expedition;  but  if  when  I meet  General  Sherman  he  de- 
sires me  to  send  the  whole  force,  except  enough  to  garrison  this  post, 
as  I may  not  have  time  to  communicate  with  General  Curtis,  I will  take 
the  responsibility  of  sending  all.

Sir  : When  at  Oxford,  Miss.,  on  Tuesday  last,  I saw  a telegram  from 
General  Halleck  to  the  effect  that  General  Grant  should  retain  the  troops 
of  your  department  which  had  moved  on  Grenada.  The  supposition  was 
that  this  force  was  12,000  infantry,  2,000  cavalry,  and  a due  proportion 
of  artillery.  I learn  that  only  5,000  infantry  composed  that  expedition. 
I am  ordered  against  Vicksburg  with  a force  composed  of  certain  troops 
here  and  those  from  Helena,  12,000.  Now,  if  that  force  be  reduced  to 
5,000  my  strength  will  be  inadequate.  Will  you  not  order  12,000  infantry 
from  Helena  to  act  with  me,  and  if  not  wanted  for  any  other  purpose 
they  cannot  be  better  employed.  I am  not  ambitious  of  the  command, 
but  Grant’s  movements  in  interior  depend  on  this.  Send  dispatch  to 
Helena  via  commanding  officer  Columbus,  Ky.,  who  will  forward  with 
dispatch.

Colonel  : I wrote  at  length  last  night  and  sent  to  Columbus  by  Cap- 
tain Fitch  to  be  telegraphed  through  to  day. 

1 have  to  report  the  arrival  of  Morgan  L.  Smith’s  division  in  the  city, 
so  that  my  Memphis  forces,  of  Third  Division,  are  now  on  hand.  My 
aide  has  gone  to  Helena  to  see  about  that  force,  and  will  be  back  to- 
morrow. General  Washburn  is  up  from  Helena.  He  commanded  the 
cavalry  force  which  accompanied  Hovey.  They  made  a floating  bridge 
at  mouth  of  Cold  water.  Infantry  force  of  5,000  advanced  to  the  Yockna 
whence  the  cavalry  force  of  2,000  proceeded  to  Oakland,  Preston,  and 
within  5 miles  of  Grenada,  where  he  became  satisfied  he  could  not  sur- 
prise the  place,  and  his  horses  very  fatigued  by  a ride  of  55  miles  in  one 
night,  he  caused  the  road  to  be  broken  about  5 miles  from  Grenada  and 
wires  cut.  He  is  satisfied  now  that  he  could  have  gone  into  Grenada, 
but  General  Hovey  and  he  apprehended  the  enemy  would  move  from 
Abbeville  toward  Panola  and  Cold  water  and  cut  off  their  retreat. 

Evidently  the  road  was  very  slightly  damaged.  General  Washburn 
broke  a small  bridge  on  the  Memphis  and  Grenada  road  about  10  miles 
north  of  Grenada,  with  which  exception  he  thinks  the  whole  from  Cold- 
water  to  Grenada  is  in  good  order.  He  wants  to  make  a strike  at  Yazoo 
City  from  some  point  of  the  river  coincident  with  a movement  south. 
He  also  says  that  they  have  full  25,000  men  at  Helena,  and  could  spare 
15,000  easy,  but  there  is  some  doubt  about  Gorman’s  permitting  any  to 
go  unless  Curtis  orders  it. 

Being  no  longer  in  your  department,  and  only  5,000  infantry  having 
been  there,  there  is  a doubt  whether  Halleck’s  order  embraces  them.  To 
make  sure,  get  Halleck  to  order  a specific  number  of  men,  say  12,000 
infantry,  2,000  cavalry,  and  some  three  batteries,  to  be  transferred  to 
you. 

I will  have  all  things  ready  by  the  18th,  and  expect,  as  a matter  of 
course,  the  transportation. 

I have  ordered  the  quartermaster  here  to  hold  on  to  ten  steamboats 
for  our  use.

Commanding  District  of  East  Arkansas,  Helena: 

Dear  Sir:  Yoiirs  of  December  12*  was  handed  me  to-night,  and  I 
thank  you  lor  the  spirit  in  which  you  have  met  the  proposed  movement. 
General  Washburn  was  here  to-day,  and  explains  that  only  5,000  in- 
fantry and  2,000  cavalry  had  composed  the  expedition  to  Grenada  and 
that  all  had  returned  to  Helena.  Anticipating  the  very  conclusion  to 
which  you  arrive  I immediately  sent  to  Columbus,  Ky.,  by  boat,  a letter 
for  General  Curtis,  to  be  telegraphed  to  him,  to  make  telegraphic  an- 
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swer  to  be  sent  you  with  all  dispatch,  so  that  I have  little  doubt  you 
will  receive  full  sanction  and  authority  for  anything  you  may  do  to 
accomplish  the  great  end  designed  by  General  Halleck.  At  Oxford 
General  Grant  calculated  that  Smith’s  and  Morgan’s  divisions,  which 
were  known  to  have  passed  Cairo  for  Memphis,  were  each  about  7,000 
strong,  and  also  some  eight  new  regiments  had  been  reported  as  having 
passed  for  the  same  destination,  and  as  I brought  in  from  Oxford  one 
of  my  divisions  it  was  calculated  1 should  get  here  30,000  and  10,000 
from  Helena,  so  that  he  reported  1 would  leave  this  point  by  the  18th 
with  40,000.  Now,  Morgan’s  and  Smith’s  divisions  were  mere  skeletons, 
and  they  absorbed  the  new  regiments,  so  that  embracing  them  they  do 
not  average 7,000  each, and  instead  of  30,000  here  I do  not  counton  over 
20,000.  The  importance,  therefore,  of  as  large  an  accession  from  Helena 
as  possible  is  counted  on.  General  Robert  Allen,  chief  quartermaster 
at  Saint  Louis,  is  ordered  to  send  here  transportation  for  30,000  men, 
and  I have  ordered  our  quartermaster  to  hold  on  to  ten  good  steam- 
boats here,  so  that  I expect  ample  transportation.  A feeble  demon- 
stration on  Vicksburg  would  do  harm  rather  than  good,  and  I beg  you 
will  endeavor  to  increase  the  force  to  about  10,000  infantry  and  artillery, 
and  make  the  disposition  of  cavalry  and  a support  at  Delta  such  as 
General  Grant  asks  for,  as  I know  General  Halleck  will  command  it. 
You  have  now  the  dispatches  by  Grierson  and  have  seen  Captain 
McCoy.  I will  attend  to  all  transportation  and  supplies,  and  would  be 
obliged  for  all  information,  maps,  and  suggestions.  Now  is  the  ap- 
pointed time  for  striking  below,  and  all  things  should  bend  to  it.  Grant 
is  ready  and  impatient,  and  the  enemy  is  shaken  by  their  being  out- 
witted at  the  Tallahatchie.  Before  leaving  Oxford  I telegraphed  to 
Quartermaster  Allen,  suggesting  that  all  the  chartered  boats  should 
come,  half  loaded  with  coal  and  half  with  forage  and  supplies.  I expect 
to  receive  from  the  same  quarter  plenty  of  axes,  so  that  if  pushed 
we  can  cut  fuel,  and  also  picks  and  shovels  for  approaches,  should  we 
be  compelled  to  counter  ratter  the  works  at  Vicksburg.  I will  be  all 
ready  to  embark  the  18th  if  the  boats  arrive.  1 expected  Admiral 
Porter  here  to-day,  but  he  is  not  come.  I sent  you  by  General  Wash- 
burn an  authenticated  copy  of  General  Halleck’s  dispatch,  but  Grierson’s 
arrival  supplied  you  with  all  data.  Of  course  General  Curtis  must  con- 
form to  the  orders  of  the  commanding  general,  but  even  without  that  I 
feel  certain  he  will  heartily  co-operate  in  so  desirable  an  object.  As 
soon  as  his  answer  is  received  1 will  send  it  to  you  with  all  possible 
dispatch,  and  in  the  mean  time  I hope  you  will  prepare  the  command 
for  embarkation  by  the  dare  fixed.  I will  have  here  four  6-gun  bat- 
teries (6s)  and  James’  rifled  guns  ; also  six  10-pounder  Parrott  guns  and 
ten  20-pounder  Parrotts.  1 have  also  sent  to  Cairo  for  four  30-pounder 
Parrotts.  1 understand  you  have  a supply  of  light  batteries,  and  I 
w7ould  ask  that  the  force  to  be  made  up  at  Helena  have  a full  supply  of 
field  guns. 

Grant  has  about  45,000  men,  and  can  hold  his  own  and  pass  down  in 
front  while  we  operate  in  flank  and  on  the  rear.  Independent  of  the 
designed  attack  on  the  w orks  at  Vicksburg  and  the  Yazoo  he  naturally 
wants  the  cavalry  to  vratch  the  country  between  Delta  or  Friar’s  Point 
and  the  Tallahatchie. 

1 should  be  pleased  to  hear  that  you  give  to  General  Steele  a com- 
mand of  the  troops  taken  from  your  command.  There  is  no  objection 
to  General  Washburn  making  a simultaneous  movement  on  Yazoo  City 
and  the  fleet  of  boats.  Hindman  and  Bragg  are  now  too  far  off  to  go 
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to  the  river,  and  therefore  one  great  reason  for  some  haste.  If  the  boats 
come  from  Saint  Louis  I will  proceed  to  the  work,  let  my  strength  be 
what  it  may.

Commanding  Thirteenth  Army  Corps : 

Dear  Grant:  Curtis  sent  Gorman,  the  only  brigadier- general  in  the 
department,  to  supersede  me.  He  relieved  me  in  the  command  here 
once  before  and  sent  me  to  Pilot  Knob,  for  which  he  was  severely 
rapped  by  Halleek  and  ordered  to  send  me  back.  Halleck  also  men- 
tioned this  movement  in  his  official  report  to  the  President  as  being 
most  unfortunate. 

Curtis  will  do  everything  in  his  power  to  injure  me  because  I'  have 
denounced  his  d— d rascality. 

I shall  go  in  command  of  the  troops  to  co-operate  with  you  from  this 
station,  and  shall  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  with  you  and 
Sherman  I shall  be  properly  dealt  with. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  if  the  movement  down  the  river  could  be  prop- 
erly timed  it  would  be  best  for  the  troops  not  to  be  back  on  the  Mis- 
sissippi at  all,  but  in  connection  with  the  gunboats  to  take  the  battery 
on  the  bluff  up  Yazoo  River  and  land  the  troops  at  that  point  under 
cover  of  the  gunboats.  This  battery  is  15  or  20  miles  up  the  Yazoo  and 
12  miles  from  Vicksburg,  on  the  road  between  the  latter  place  and 
Yazoo  City. 

I am  afraid  Gorman  will  refuse  to  give  me  as  large  a force  as  I de- 
sire, as  he  may  well  imagine  that  I shall  uot  come  under  his  command 
again  if  I can  avoid  it.  He  is  an  old  acquaintance  of  mine,  and  I like 
him  socially,  but  would  rather  be  commanded  by  a military  man. 

There  is  a movement  by  the  army  here  as  well  as  by  the  citizens  to 
get  me  reinstated  in  this  command. 

Our  troops  under  militia  rule  have  torn  this  country  all  to  pieces,  and 
the  citizens  are  alarmed  at  the  change  of  commanders. 

I will  write  to  Sherman  to-night.

Let  the  Sixth  Illinois  Cav- 
alry come  up,  if  possible.

A scout  sent  to  Oakland  captured  a messenger  with  orders  to  Major 
Blythe  to  destroy  all  cotton  between  the  Tallahatchie  and  Coldwater, 
and  all  other  points  accessible.  He  expected  to  find  Major  Blythe  at 
Horn  Lake,  14  miles  from  Memphis.  We  also  learn  from  him  that 
Price  is  camped  5 miles  west  of  Grenada,  and  Van  Dorn  3 miles  east  of 
Grenada.  Force  of  each,  15,000.  Six  hundred  re-enforcements  arrived 
from  below,  on  Thursday.  Pemberton  is  at  Grenada.  Lovell  left  for 
Richmond  on  Tuesday.  Enemy  is  throwing  up  earthworks  north  of  Yal-' 
abusha;  work  is  done  by  negroes.  Pickets  are  7 miles  north  of  Gren- 
ada. I moved  at  daylight.

I have  not  had  one  word  from  Grierson  since  he  left,  and  am  getting 
uneasy  about  him.  I hope  General  Gorman  will  give  you  no  difficulty 
about  returning  the  troops  that  were  on  this  side  of  the  river,  and  Steele 
to  command  them.  The  21,000  men  you  have,  with  12,000  from  Helena, 
will  make  a good  force.  The  enemy  are  as  yet  on  the  Yalabusha.  I am 
pushing  down  on  them  slowly,  but  so  as  to  keep  up  the  impression  of  a 
continuous  move.  I feel  particularly  anxious  to  have  the  Helena  cav- 
alry on  this  side  of  the  river,  if  not  now,  at  least  after  you  start.  If 
Gorman  will  send  them,  instruct  them  where  to  go  and  how  to  commu- 
nicate with  me.  My  headquarters  will  probably  be  in  Coffeeville  one 
week  hence $ in  the  mean  time  I will  be  at  Spring  Dale.  It  would  be 
well  if  you  could  have  two  or  three  small  boats  suitable  for  navigating 
the  Yazoo.  It  may  become  necessary  for  me  to  look  to  that  base  for 
supplies  before  we  get  through.

General  : I am  directed  to  say  that  the  general  commanding  wishes 
you  to  get  your  division  in  complete  readiness  to  embark  on  transports 
on  the  18tli  instant  at  this  place.  You  will  take  four  teams  to  the  regi- 
ment for  their  transportation  by  laud.  You  will  only  allow  such  an 
amount  of  camp  and  garrison  equipage,  hospital  stores,  and  officers’ 
baggage  as  can  be  easily  carried  in  the  transportation  allowed.  You 
will  have  turned  over  all  other  camp  and  garrison  equipage  to  the  chief 
quartermaster  and  all  excess  of  teams  not  allowed  by  this  order.  You 
will  have  the  sick  of  your  command  left  in  proper  care  at  this  place. 
There  must  be  no  delay  in  getting  on  board  transports  when  notified  of 
their  readiness.  You  will  take  twenty  days’  rations  for  10,000  men  with 
you,  which  will  be  put  on  board  your  transports,  and  forage  for  500  cav- 
alry and  100  artillery  horses,  with  medical  stores  for  all. 

You  will  see  that  your  command  have  40  rounds  of  cartridges  in  their 
boxes.  You  will  take  an  ammunition  train  sufficient  to  take  all  your 
reserve  ammunition,  say  80  additional  rounds  to  the  man  to  that  in  the 
men’s  cartridge-boxes. 
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Two  batteries  of  artillery  will  also  be  sent  with  you  and  500  or  more 
cavalry.

I will  have  at  La  Grange  and 
Grand  Junction,  as  soon  as  I can  procure  arms  and  equipments,  about 
500  cavalry. 

An  advance  made  by  Hurlbut  toward  the  Hatchie  and  my  troops 
marching  on  the  south  side  toward  Somerville  will  clear  all  the  guer- 
rillas from  the  hauuts  in  that  direction. 

Commanders  of  posts  and  regiments  are  unable  to  make  their  monthly 
returns  for  November  for  want  of  blanks.  I am  without  any  for  my 
own  headquarters.  Can  you  supply  ?

General  : We  did  not  get  General  Grant’s  orders,  or  have  any  in- 
timation from  any  source  when  any  river  movement  would  be  made  or 
whether  we  should  be  called  on  for  any  boats,  until  noon  of  the  Hth 
instant.  Of  course  to  get  up  sixty  transports,  most  of  which  were  abroad 
on  trips,  have  them  supplied  with  crews,  stores  (especially  with  coal), 
and  go  450  miles,  with  extremely  low  water,  in  three  and  a half  days 
was  impossible.  We  have,  however,  done  all  that  could  b£  done.  I 
have  sent  forward  twenty  large  transports,  and  think  I shall  have  twenty 
to  thirty  more  on  the  way  by  Wednesday  morning,  and  hope  to  be  in 
Memphis  Thursday  night,  Friday  at  farthest,  with  sixty  boats  and  fuel 
enough  to  make  the  trip.  I have  taken  on  the  boats  all  the  coal  we 
could  get  at  Saint  Louis  and  this  place,  and  ordered  the  boats  not  to 
use  any  of  it  until  they  get  to  Memphis,  but  rely  upon  such  wood  as 
they  can  purchase  or  cut,  and  bring  to  Memphis  at  least  fifty  cords  of 
wood  by  Thursday  night.  We  hope  to  get  30,000  to  40,000  bushels  of 
coal  to-morrow ; but  this  fuelmatter  has  given  me  much  anxiety.  At 
the  present  moment  things  look  more  favorable  in  all  respects  than  l 
expected  when  we  got  General  Grant’s  order.  I leave  lor  Memphis  to 
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morrow  night,  to  get  there  on  Thursday  and  take  charge  of  the  trans- 
ports myself.  I need  not  assure  you  that  no  efforts  on  my  part  shall 
be  spaied  to  render  the  expedition  a success  and  carry  out  your  plans.

Holly  Springs,  Miss.,  December  16,  1862. 

General  : I was  first  charged  with  having  permitted  a flag  of  truce 
to  come  to  my  headquarters  without  my  knowledge.  This  is  so  far  true 
that  the  flag  passed  inside  of  where  my  pickets  should  have  been  and 
was  approaching  town  before  it  was  known  to  any  one  on  duty.  They 
were  then  met  by  the  provost-marshal  and  sent  to  my  quarters.  The 
prisoners  alleged  to  have  been  exchanged  were  three  men  whom  it  was 
said  were  arrested  on  the  Somerville  road  when  being  in  possession  of 
a flag  of  truce.  I know  nothing  of  the  facts.  I received  a communica- 
tion from  Colonel  Richardson,  a copy  of  which  is  marked  A.  I also  in- 
close a copy  of  my  reply,  marked  B.  I had  previously  closely  exam- 
ined all  of  the  books  and  papers  in  the  provost  marsh aPs  office  and  could 
find  no  charges  alleged  against  them,  and  having  learned  you  had  or- 
dered the  release  of  others  connected  with  the  same  party  1 thought  I 
was  doing  only  what  you  would  approve  in  ordering  their  release.  I at 
that  time  had  no  infantry  pickets  on  the  different  roads  through  the 
day,  but  had  cavalry  patrols  out,  and  at  night  placed  infantry  pickets 
on  all  of  the  roads  and  cavalry  according  to  the  inclosed  instructions, 
marked  0 * 

The  second  time  the  flag  came  in  they  were  brought  direct  to  my 
headquarters,  in  charge  of  one  non-commissioned  officer  and  one  private, 
from  the  picket  station  about  1 mile  from  town.  At  each  time  an  officer 
accompanied  the  flag.  The  officer  in  charge  of  the  station  neglected 
his  duty  in  permitting  the  flag  to  come  beyond  the  picket,  but  pleaded 
a want  of  knowledge  of  his  duty  on  such  an  occasion. 

I also  inclose  copy  of  dispatch,  marked  D,  and  my  reply,  marked  E. 
They  were  immediately  sent  back  in  charge  of  the  same  escort. 

The  house  occupied  by  the  Confederate  prisoners  was  vacated  by  send- 
ing the  prisoners  to  Cairo.  The’  provost  marshal  informed  me  that  the 
house  was  closed  up  after  the  prisoners  left  and  was  not  entered  until 
it  was  discovered  to  be  on  fire,  and  that  the  fire  broke  out  near  the  roof, 
and  he  was  satisfied  it  proceeded  from  a defective  flue.  Mrs.  Milling- 
ton told  me  a small  house  or  shed  was  burned  near  her  house,  but  could 
not  inform  me  as  to  the  origin  of  the  fire.  Those  were  the  only  fires 
which  came  to  my  knowledge.  I investigated  the  facts  as  far  as  I 
could,  but  could  learn  nothing  further. 

At  the  time  of  the  snow-storm  the  ordnance  officer  received  ten  car- 


Not  found. 
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loads  of  ammunition,  which  he  desired  to  have  moved  into  buildings 
immediately.  The  medical  purveyor  also  received  at  the  same  time  a 
very  large  quantity  of  medical  supplies,  which  it  was  necessary  should 
be  sheltered.  I at  the  same  time  had  about  1,200  convalescent  soldiers 
in  camp  without  rations  or  fuel ; neither  had  any  of  the  troops  at  La 
Grange  (the  Seventeenth,  Ninetieth,  and  One  hundred  and  twenty-sixth 
Regiments)  any  fuel.  Many  of  those  in  camp  had  the  measles,  and  the 
medical  officer  in  charge  of  the  camp  said  it  was  absolutely  necessary 
they  should  have  fire  to  save,  perhaps,  life.  I had  but  three  teams  at 
the  post  to  perform  the  labor  which  at  that  time  required  not  less  than 
thirty7. 

I gave  directions  to  the  officer  in  charge  to  send  out  his  well  men  and 
procure  rails  sufficient  for  the  emergency,  and  sent  Captain  Curtis  with 
a detail  to  take  any  teams  from  citizens  for  that  occasion.  The  depre- 
dations complained  of  were  committed  at  that  time. 

The  Ninetieth  Illinois  took  a portion  of  the  fence  from  the  inclosure 
around  your  former  headquarters.  The  One  hundred  and  twenty-sixth 
also  committed  some  depredations' around  the  premises  of  Dr.  Milling- 
ton. The  Seventeenth  were  quartered  on  Main  street  and  were  on  duty 
nearly  all  of  the  time,  and  in  justice  to  my  officers  I must  award  them 
great  praise  for  their  attention  to  duty  and  their  exertions  to  prevent 
any  depredations  being  committed  by  their  men. 

I do  not  deny  having  a few  very  bad  men,  whom  I have  long  been  try- 
ing to  get  drummed  out  of  service ; the  most  of  them,  however,  are  good 
men,  and  are  generally  obedient  to  orders.  I am  aware  of  a laxity  of 
discipline  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  officers  of  my  regiment;  but  with  the 
exception  of  perhaps  10  or  12  men  I think,  general,  they  will  compare 
favorably  in  point  of  discipline  and  correct  deportment  with  any  regi- 
ment in  the  Western  Army.  They  once  had  the  name  of  being  one  of 
the  best. 

On  the  5th  instant,  at  10.20  p.  m.,  I received  your  telegram  that  trade 
and  travel  were  open  to  Holly  Springs.  About  7 o’clock  the  following 
morning  I delivered  the  inclosed  order,  marked  F,*  to  the  provost-mar- 
shal; also  posted  one  copy  (the  one  inclosed)  on  the  house  near  the 
door  of  my  headquarters  in  a very  conspicuous  place,  and  told  all  appli- 
cants for  passes  to  inform  their  friends  who  had  applied  for  passes  that 
they  could  be  procured  from  the  provost-marshal.  These  are  facts 
which  are  susceptible  of  any  proof  which  may  be  desired. 

I trust  you  will  pardon  me,  general,  for  being  so  lengthy  in  this  com- 
munication. I have  at  various  times  been  the  recipient  of  your  courtesy 
and  kindness,  and  freely  acknowledge  there  is  no  officer  in  the  army 
whose  good  opinion  I am  more  desirous  to  retain  than  your  own. 

I omitted  to  mention,  relative  to  the  monopoly  referred  to,  that  I ar- 
rested four  teams  loaded  with  cotton  coming  through  my  picket  lines 
from  the  south,  who  exhibited  a pass  signed  by  Colonel  Hillyer,  per- 
mitting them  to  pass  anywhere  between  Holly  Springs  and  La  Grange. 
(This  wras  some  time  before  I received  your  telegram.)  I also  tele- 
graphed reporting  several  persons  who  had  passed  south  in  disobedience 
to  orders.  Citizens  complained  to  me  of  a monopoly,  which  they  said 
was  permitted,  but  I carried  out  your  orders  in  letter  and  spirit,  I be- 
lieve, in  every  instance.

G.  W.  Tatum,  G.  W.  Clay,  W.  E.  Ballard  were  part  of  escort  of  flag 
of  truce  with  dispatch  of  26tli  instant,  proposing  exchange  of  Thomas 
Boyle,  J.  H.  Sinon,  and  Thomas  Sinon  for  James  F.  Bell,  E.  W.  Mat- 
thews, and  Dr.  Theodore  Wilkenson. 

The  prisoners  were  left  under  flag  of  truce  in  custody  of  Tatum,  Olay, 
and  Ballard  near  Somerville,  while  Captain  Bell  proceeded  to  your  head- 
quarters with  dispatches.  Major  Mudd  captured  Tatum,  Clay,  and 
Ballard,  horses  and  equipments,  besides  three  horses  and  a buggy  used 
to  convey  the  prisoners,  Boyle  a nd  two  Sinons. 

This  is  a violation  of  the  flag  of  truce,  which  is  only  necessary  to  bring 
to  your  notice  to  have  corrected.  Capt.  W.  Bell  and  J.  E.  Raney  are 
bearers  of  flag  of  truce  and  this  dispatch.

Sir  : On  the  18th  November  Lieutenant- Colonel  Dawson,  of  Confed- 
erate States  Army,  captured  and  paroled  Capt.  G.  J.  Shepardson,  Com- 
pany I,  Fourth  Illinois  Cavalry,  and  E.  B.  Powers,  private  of  Captain 
Shepardson’s  company;  also  M.  S.  Payone,  private  of  Company  D,  Tenth 
Illinois  Regiment ; also,  on  the  28tli  November,  the  Confederate  States 
forces  under  my  command  captured  and  paroled  R.  E.  Ryan,  Alonzo 
Baker,  Charles  Butler,  Adam  Steems,  John  Cion,  Wilson  Goodwin,  Jesse 
Miutrow,  and  John  A.  Rutherford,  of  One  hundred  and  twenty-seventh, 
One  hundred  and  ninth,  One  hundred  and  thirtieth,  and  Seventh  Illi- 
nois Regiments  of  United  States  forces.  On  the  26th  of  November  the 
United  States  Army  captured  Capt.  J.  W.  Marshall,  Capt.  P.  W.  Moore, 
Lieutenant  Anderson,  and  10  privates,  all  attached  to  Colonel  Dawson’s 
battalion  of  cavalry,  Confederate  States  Army.  Ten  days  have  now 
elapsed,  when,  under  the  cartel,  all  should  have  been  paroled  : but  so 
far  as  I am  advised  only  Captain  Moore  and  Privates  Reynolds  an^ 
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Warren  have  been  paroled.  I invariably  parole  prisoners  in  a very  few 
days  after  capture,  and  had  hoped  that  a like  humane  practice  would 
prevail  with  the  United  States  Army.  I now  propose  the  exchange  of 
Captain  Skepardson  for  Captain  Marshall  and  private  for  private,  ac- 
cording to  lists  and  paroles  herewith  inclosed.  Adjt.  J.  L.  B.  Barks- 
dale, of  Lieutenant-Colqpel  Dawson’s  battalion,  and  A.  W.  Montague 
are  bearers  of  flag  of  truce  and  this  dispatch,  to  make  exchange,  &c.

The  following  directions  are  issued  for  the  government  of  all  parties 
concerned: 

1st.  Ambulances. — All  ambulances  will  be  immediately  examined  by 
the  regimental  and  division  quartermasters  respectively,  to  the  end  that 
all  may  be  put  in  complete  repair.  One  ambulance  will  be  retained  by 
each  regiment,  and  all  the  surplus,  comprising  all  now  on  hand  at  this 
post,  will  be  equitably  divided  among  the  three  divisions  comprising 
this  command,  to  be  formed  into  division  trains  in  the  charge  of  the 
division  quartermaster,  and  under  the  orders  of  the  division  surgeons. 
They  will  be  so  arranged  in  embarkation  and  transportation  as  to  be 
with  and  under  the  control  of  the  division  to  which  they  belong. 

2d.  Hospital  tents. — Each  regiment  will  have  one  hospital  tent;  all 
other  hospital  tents  in  the  command,  for  whatever  other  purpose  used, 
will  be  turned  in  to  the  division  quartermaster.  If  there  are  so  many 
surplus  tents  as  to  afford  it,  each  division  quartermaster  will  take  six,  to 
be  used  as  a field  hospital  for  his  division,  as  necessity  may  arise.  If 
there  is  not  a sufficient  number,  whatever  surplus  there  may  be  will  be 
equally  distributed. 

3d.  Sick  men  who  must  be  left  will  be  examined  by  a board  of  three 
medical  officers  in  each  division,  who  will  pronounce  upon  their  condi- 
tion, and  none  will  be  left  for  the  convalescent  or  general  hospital  without 
their  descriptive  lists.  Company  commanders  will  on  no  account  neglect 
this  plain  duty.  None  will  be  left  behind  whose  names  are  not  on  the 
record  of  the  board  of  examiners,  as  it  will  not  be  permitted  that  this 
command  shall  melt  away  without  cause  and  without  the  knowledge  of 
the  commanding  general  as  to  the  whereabouts  of  the  men.  Lists  signed 
bv  the  president  and  members  of  the  board  will  be  forwarded  to  the 
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office  of  the  medical  director,  who  will  give  orders  for  the  proper  dis- 
position of  the  cases. 

4th.  Sick  and  convalescents  left  behind  on  the  movement  of  the  26th 
ultimo  will  be  examined  by  a board  of  medical  officers  within  the  fort, 
and  all  who  are  able  will  rejoin  their  commands  at  once.  Requisitions 
for  immediate  necessary  supplies  will  be  macje  in  triplicate,  according 
to  Form  49,  Quartermaster’s  Department,-  approved  by  the  medical 
director.

General  Sherman  informs  me  by  letter  to-day  that  he  will  be  here 
to-morrow  with  20,000  men,  and  wants  10,000  from  this  command.  1 
have  informed  him  that  I will  have  this  number  ready  to  embark  by 
the  time  he  gets  here.  This  force  is  over  and  above  General  Blair’s 
brigade,  who  proposes  to  rest  a few  days,  as  one  regiment  is  afflicted 
with  measles  and  one  or  two  cases  of  varioloid,  or  small  pox  in  a mild 
form,  and  the  surgeon  thinks  it  improper  to  send  them  into  the  field  for 
a. few  days.  But  they  shall  all  (four  regiments)  be  sent  forward  at  once 
if  General  Sherman  wants  them.  I shall  move  the  whole  command  to 
the  mouth  of  the  Arkansas,  at  Napoleon,  if  General  Sherman  desires  it, 
unless  I receive  orders  to  the  contrary  from  you  before  ten  days.  This 
move  is  so  universally  approved  that  I most  respectfully  ask  your  full 
concurrence.  The  gunboats  will  hold  this  place  as  easy  as  they  do  any 
other  spot  on  the  river  above  and  below.  If  I leave  I will  destroy  the 
fortification  and  take  the  guns  below.  The  Arkansas  Biver  is  up,  and 
they  can  soon  move  on  Little  Rock,  unless  the  whole  of  this  army  is 
needed  to  aid  General  Sherman.

I have  long  since  believed  that  in  spite  of  all  the  vigilance  that  can  be 
infused  into  post  commanders,  the  specie  regulations  of  the  Treasury 
Department  have  been  violated,  and  that  mostly  by  Jews  and  other  un- 
principled traders.  So  well  satisfied  have  1 been  of  this  that  I in- 
structed the  commanding  officer  at  Columbus  to  refuse  all  permits  to 
Jews  to  come  South,  and  I have  frequently  had  them  expelled  from  the 
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department,  but  they  come  in  with  their  carpet-sacks  in  spite  of  all  that 
can  be  done  to  prevent  it.  The  Jews  seem  to  be  a privileged  class  that 
can  travel  everywhere.  They  will  land  at  any  wood-yard  on  the  river 
and  make  their  way  through  the  country.  If  not  permitted  to  buy  cot- 
ton themselves  they  will  act  as  agents  for  some  one  else,  who  will  be 
at  a military  post  with  a Treasury  permit  to  receive  cotton  and  pay  for 
it  in  Treasury  notes  which  the  Jew  will  buy  up  at  an  agreed  rate,  pay- 
ing gold. 

There  is  but  one  way  that  I know  of  to  reach  this  case ; that  is,  for 
Government  to  buy  all  the  cotton  at  a fixed  rate  and  send  it  to  Cairo, 
Saint  Louis,  or  some  other  point  to  be  sold.  Then  all  traders  (they  are 
a curse  to  the  army)  might  be  expelled.

T have  understood  from  some  quarter  that  Davidson’s  forces  are  mov- 
ing; from  the  Iron  Mountain  road  toward  Little  Bock. 

Herron  and  Blunt  having  defeated  Hindman  put  that  army  in  con- 
fusion for  some  time  and  relieved  Southwest  Missouri  of  the  presence 
of  a threatening  force. 

The  Admiral  is  aground  at  Island  23.  The  river  is  very  low  above 
and  may  delay  our  fleet  of  transports,  none  of  which  are  yet  in  from 
above.  I count  upon  nine  boats  at  Helena,  ten  here,  and  expect  sixty 
from  above;  of  these  I have  ordered  my  chief  quartermaster  (Eddy)  to 
send  transports  enough  to  Helena  for  12,000  men.  If  more  than  that 
force  is  to  go  you  can  hold  on  to  the  boats  that  bring  down  Blair’s 
brigade.  Nothing  is  now  wanting  but  transports;  my  troops  here  are 
all  ready  and  impatient. 

A boat  from  above  just  in  reports  a rebel  force  crossing  the  Tennes- 
see from  the  east  toward  the  west  at  Clifton,  which  is  on  the  Tennessee, 
25  miles  below  and  north  of  Savgnnah.  It  may  be  that  Bragg  is  going 
to  throw  his  forces  in  this  district  to  interpose  between  Grant  and  Co- 
lumbus ; but  Eosecrans  ought  to  be  at  his  heels  and  Grant  can  easily 
shift  his  reserve  to  Memphis,  and  he  ought  to  gain  advantage  by  any 
such  desperate  move.  I rather  suspect  it  is  designed  to  draw  us  back 
from  our  purpose  of  going  to  Vicksburg.  I shall  disregard  these  signs 
unless  orders  come  from  Grant  or  Halleck.

General  : I have  been  directed  this  moment  by  telegraph  from  the 
General-in-Chief  of  the  Army  to  divide  the  forces  of  this  department  into 
four  army  corps,  one  of  which  is  to  be  commanded  by  yourself,  and  that 
to  form  a part  of  the  expedition  on  Yicksburg.* 

I have  draughted  the  order  and  will  forward  it  to  you  as  soon  as 
printed.  The  divisions  now  commanded  by  Brig.  Gen.  George  W.  Mor- 
gan and  Brig.  Gen.  A.  J.  Smith  will  compose  all  of  it  that  will  accom- 
pany you  on  the  expedition,  and  the  divisions  of  Brig.  Gen.  F.  Steele 
and  Brig.  Gen.  M.  L.  Smith  will  accompany  you,  and  will  be  commanded 
directly  by  Maj.  Gen.  W.  T.  Sherman,  who  will  command  the  army 
corps  of  which  they  are  a part.  Written  and  verbal  instructions  have 
been  given  General  Sherman,  which  will  be  turned  over  to  you  on  your 
arrival  at  Memphis. 

I hope  you  will  iind  all  the  preliminary  preparations  completed  on 
your  arrival  and  the  expedition  ready  to  move. 

I will  co-operate  with  the  river  expedition  from  here,  commanding  this 
portion  of  the  army  in  person. 

Major-General  Hurlbut  will  have  command  of  the  Third  Army  Corps, 
most  of  which  is  here  with  me.  He  will  therefore  be  directed  to  report 
immediately  to  these  headquarters  for  orders. 

The  instructions  now  with  General  Sherman  provide  for  the  garrison 
of  Memphis,  and  forms  part  of  the  Second  Army  Corps. 

The  District  of  Columbus  is  attached  to  your  command,  but  for  the 
present  will  report  direct  to  these  headquarters  and  will  receive  orders 
direct  also. 

It  is  desirable  that  there  should  be  no  delay  in  starting.  If  unfore- 
seen obstacles  should  be  in  your  way,  however,  inform  me  of  it  by  mes- 
senger to  Columbus  and  by  telegraph  from  there.  Also  send  me  a field 
return  of  your  entire  command — that  is,  of  the  river  expedition — before 
starting.

Sir:  Capt.  H.  S.  Fitch  arrived  last  night  with  your  dispatches  of 
December  15  and  16.  All  right.  I am  now  in  full  receipt  of  letters  from 
Colonel  Parsons,  General  Allen’s  agent  for  chartering  boats,  who  as- 
sures me  plenty  of  boats  will  be  here  to-day.  1 am  promised  the  names 
of  some  sixty  boats.  I have  some  fifteen  here  now  loading,  and  have  at 
Helena  about  ten,  and  am  momentarily  looking  for  the  whole  fleet.  As 
soon  as  they  arrive  I will  be  aboard  and  off  for  Helena. 

Admiral  Porter  is  just  in  from  above,  having  been  detained  four  days 
by  low  water,  but  his  letters  are  all  we  could  ask.  I am  also  informed 
that  there  is  a rise  in  the  water  above,  so  that  the  fleet  of  boats  ought 
not  to  be  longer  delayed.  Every  possible  preparation  has  been  made, 
so  that  no  moment  should  be  lost.  If  the  fleet  comes  to-day  all  shall 
be  on  board  to-morrow,  and  I hope  to  be  at  Helena  the  20th  and  at 
Milliken’s  Bend,  where  we  shall  first  begin  to  act,  by  the  23d  or  24th. 
Nothing  is  wanting  but  the  boats,  and  I feel  every  assurance  they  will 
be  here  to-day.  I was  all  ready,  so  that  even  the  loss  of  one  day  must 
not  be  charged  to  me.  Generals  Gorman  and  Steele  both  write  me 
most  satisfactorily  from  Helena,  and  indeed  we  must  admit  they  have 
fulfilled  their  parts  handsomely.  I give  Steele  full  command  of  "the  di- 
vision at  Helena,  which,  by  the  addition  of  Blair’s  brigade,  part  of  which 
(three  regiments)  have  passed  and  two  more  reported  near  at  hand,  will 
reach  near  13,000  men,  so  that  I hope  to  have  33,000  men.  Such  a force 
operating  at  Vicksburg  in  concert  with  the  gunboats  will  make  some- 
thing yield  and  prepare  your  way.  You  will  have  heard  that  our  iron- 
clad gunboat  Cairo  was  sunk  in  the  Yazoo  by  the  explosion  of  one  of 
the  infernal  machines. 

The  weather  is  fine,  and  I repeat  that  I only  await  the  fleet  of  gun- 
boats to  be  off.

General  : Your  dispatch  received.  I was  down  to  Water  Valley 
and  examined  the  roads  and  ground  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Otuckalofa 
Creek  day  before  yesterday  with  a view  to  a forward  movement.  The 
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ground  along  the  banks  of  this  creek  is  well  adapted  for  camping,  being 
high  and  rolling,  with  plenty  of  good  water. 

I have  inclosed  a sketch  showing  the  relative  positions  of  my  troops 
and  the  ^routes  by  which  they  can  march  to  the  positions  designated. 
Colonel  Leggett’s  brigade  is  now  encamped  on  the  south  side  of  the 
Yockna,  the  advance  being  within  3 miles  of  Water  Valley.  Lee’s  and 
Mizner’s  cavalry  are  encamped  near  this  creek.  Lee’s  headquarters 
being  about  1 mile  west  of  Water  Valley,  and  Mizner’s  a short  dis- 
tance east  of  that  place,  I can  move  forward  with  Logan’s  division 
to  morrow  to  the  Otuckalofa,  leaving  Denver’s  and  Lauman’s  divisions 
to  come  up  the  next  day,  or  I can  move  them  all  forward  to-morrow,  in 
either  case  leaving  a regiment  temporarily  to  guard  the  bridges  across 
the  Yockna. 

Since  writing  this  your  dispatch  in  relation  to  train  loaded  with  pro- 
visions has  just  been  handed  me.  The  first  train  load  better  be  left  at 
the  Yockna  Station  and  the  remainder  sent  forward  to  Spring  Dale  or 
Water  Valley,  if  the  whole  of  my  command  moves  forward  to-morrow 
and  the  day  following.

The  following  was  received  from  our  cavalry  scout  sent  out  yester- 
day: 

Captain  O’Hara,  who  went  out  at  daylight  yesterday,  reports  that  the  enemy  are 
crossing  the  Tennessee  at  Wright’s  Island  in  considerable  force.  At  noon  yesterday 
3,000  infantry,  800  cavalry,  and  six  pieces  had  crossed  and  were  still  crossing.  O’Hara 
had  70  men;  fell  back  to  where  I now  am,  at  Buck  River,  5 miles  southeast  of  Lex- 
ington. 

When  first  seen  the  enemy  were  10  miles  from  the  Tennessee.  Their  pickets  are 
now  within  6 miles  of  me.  I have  sent  out  two  companies  of  Colonel  Hawkins’  to 
reconnoiter.  I will  keep  you  as  well  informed  as  possible.  Intend  to  push  on  in  the 
morning.  I believe  they  are  going  on  the  Bolivar  and  Clifton  road. 

I have  now  450  men.  Our  pickets  are  now  in  sight  of  the  enemy’s.

G.  N.  Harris’  house. 

The  officers  in  command  of  these  parties  will  see  that  their  men  have 
100  rounds  of  ammunition  each  on  their  persons,  with  an  additional 
100  rounds  in  boxes  in  the  houses  to  be  occupied ; also  four  gallons  of 
water  to  each  man,  with  three  days’  rations  of,  at  least,  coffee  and  bread. 
Three  crow-bars  will  be  provided  for  each  house. 

The  negroes  in  town  will  at  daylight  be  pressed  into  the  service,  and 
be  employed  in  carrying  stores  within  the  inner  line.  They  will  also  be 
prepared,  under  charge  of  a competent  officer,  to  level  the  fences  from 
Tomlin’s  house  out.  There  will  be  in  the  court-house  at  least  four  gallons 
of  water  per  man ; also  water  with  buckets  iu  cupola  of  court-house. 
The  windows  and  doors  in  front  will  be  removed ; the  rear  blockaded 
and  loop-holed.  Officers’  wives  and  loyal  ladies  in  the  city  will  be  pre- 
pared to  leave  town  at  a moment’s  notice.  They  will  be  furnished 
transportation  to  Trenton,  Tenn.  Major  Smith  will  see  that  these 
orders  are  executed.

One  of  my  men* arrived  just  now.  Left  Shelbyville  Friday;  Colum- 
bia Saturday ; wenttoTuscumbia ; could  not  get  through  and  returned 
to  Waynesborough;  left  there  yesterday  at  2 o’clock. 

Forrest,  wTith  2,000  to  2,500  cavalry  and  five  pieces  of  artillery,  left. 
Columbia  Saturday,  crossed  the  Tennessee  at  Clifton,  or  near  there, 
Tuesday;  Napier,  with  from  2,000  to  3,000  and  four  pieces  of  artillery, 
crossing  at  Carrolls ville  Monday  to  join  Forrest.  They  reported  that 
- they  were  to  strike  Jackson  first  and  Bethel  next,  the  intention  being 
to  stop  supplies  to  our  army.  No  infantry  had  left  Shelbyville  west, 
but  there  was  a movement  of  all  forces  taking  place  north.  Some  said 
they  were  to  go  west,  but  this  could  not  be  ascertained.  No  infantry 
accompanied  Forrest  to  Columbia.  The  scout  that  brings  this  has 
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never  yet  failed,  and  I believe  his  statement.  He  saw  Forrest’s  cavalry 
and  artillery,  but  did  not  see  Napier’s  command,  but  saw  men  from  Car- 
rollsville  who  did  see  it.

This  last  force  I propose  to  move  cautiously  till  the  down- 
river move  is  accomplished.  Blunt’s  force  in  Arkansas — about  18,000 — 
is  still  at  north  base  of  Boston  Mountains,  scouts  extending  near  to 
Arkansas  River.  I wish  to  draw  these  forces  toward  each  other  as  fast 
as  circumstances  will  permit.  A move  from  Helena  will  prevent  Holmes 
and  Hindman  massing  forces  against  Blunt  if  nothing  more,  and  it  can 
go  cautiously,  awaiting  the  move  and  return  of  down-river  force.  Will 
this  plan  suit  you  ?

There  will  be  no  farther  advance  of  our  forces  until  further  directions. 
The  enemy  under  Forrest  have  crossed  the  Tennessee  below  Clifton  and 
are  now  near  to  Jackson.  Communication  is  cut  off,  so  that  I cannot 
hear  from  there. 
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Sullivan  reports  the  strength  of  the  enemy  at  from  5,000  to  10,000  and 
still  crossing.  Dodge,  however,  had  a scout  among  them  before  they 
commenced  crossing,  who  estimates  their  force  at  about  5,000. 

Ingersoll’s  cavalry  watched  their  movements  for  the  last  25  miles, 
and  yesterday  had  an  engagement  with  them  at  Lexington,  resulting  in 
a defeat  for  us,  Colonel  Ingersoll  and  two  pieces  of  artillery  fulling  into 
the  hands  of  the  enemy.  Last  night  Sullivan  brought  them  to  a halt 
about  6 miles  from  Jackson. 

I have  re-enforced  Sullivan  to  the  full  extent  of  the  capacity  of  the 
road  to  carry  troops,  partly  from  Columbus,  partly  fr^m  Corinth,  one 
brigade  from  here,  and  by  concentrating  of  the  forces  of  the  District  of 
Jackson.  Lowe  is  also  moving  from  Heiman.  I think  the  enemy 
must  be  annihilated,  but  it  may  trouble  and  possibly  lead  to  the  neces- 
sity of  sending  further  forces  from  here. 

A dispatch  from  General  Halleck,  received  late  last  night,  directs  me 
to  divide  my  forces  iffo  four  army  corps,  one  of  which  is  to  be  com- 
manded by  Major-General  McClernand,  he  to  have  the  chief  command 
of  the  Vicksburg  expedition,  but  under  my  direction. ' I was  in  hopes 
the  expedition  would  be  off  by  this  time,  and  it  may  be  that  they  are 
about  starting.

I will  move  and  attack  in  front  this  afternoon.  The  enemy  are  within  3 miles  of 
this  place.  They  have  burned  the  bridges  on  the  Corinth  and  Bolivar  roads.  I have 
force  enough  to  drive  what  force  they  have  here  to  the  river.  The  river  is  falling 
very  rapidly. 

General  Dodge  moved  last  night  from  Corinth  with  a force  of  at  least 
2,000,  and  is  probably  within  striking  distance  of  their  flank  or  rear. 

Colonel  Lowe  was  ordered  to  move  with  all  his  available  force  against 
the  enemy  2 o’clock  yesterday  afternoon  from  Fort  Henry.  The  order 
reached  him  promptly.  He  is  perhaps  near  them.  One  brigade 
(Colonel  Fuller’s)  was  sent  from  here  last  night,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  we 
will  not  only  be  able  to  whip  the  enemy  but  will  prevent  his  recrossing 
the  Tennessee.

News 
of  Colonel  Dickey’s  move  had  probably  reached  them. 

The  scout  returning  from  Banner  and  Paris  was  fired  on  from  am- 
bush 9 miles  east  of  here.  One  man  was  killed  and  Lieutenant  McEntee 
and  2 men  wounded,  the  lieutenant  mortally,  I fear.  Captain  Nugent, 
of  another  scout,  brought  in  9 prisoners  and  12  horses.  Lieutenant 
Corbyn  and  1 man  of  his  command  were  wounded.  Jeff.  Davis  was  at 
Grenada  Sunday,  and  General  J.  E.  Johnston  is  also  said  to  be  there. 

There  is  a rumor  of  a heavy  force  at  Pontotoc,  spoken  of  as  a portion 
of  Bragg’s  army.  Do  you  hear  from  Colonel  Dickey  ? I am  scouting 
well  out  and  would  like  to  be  advised  of  any  information  you  have,  to 
act  and  plan  accordingly.

General  : I inclose  dispatches  just  received  for  you. 

If  you  can  possibly  inform  me  where  our  different  commands  are  I 
would  be  obliged  to  you.  I have  telegraphed  to  headquarters,  but  can 
obtain  nothing.  I have  been  there  three  days  and  have  heard  nothing 
except  from  the  front.  I do  not  know  where  to  look  for  assistance 
should  I require  any. 

A heavy  column  of  cavalry  left  Grenada  on  Tuesday  morning  last, 
going  toward  Graysport  to  Pontotoc.  A portion  of  Bragg’s  command 
is  expected  at  Pontotoc.  A scout  just  in  reports  a column  of  four  regi- 
ments of  cavalry  moving  up  from  Grenada  on  Pontotoc  road  from  Cof- 
feeville  ; that  this  move  fis  to  cover  a retreat  from  Grenada.  The  heavy 
artillery,  commissary  stores,  and  convalescents,  the  scout  says,  are  being 
moved  to  Jackson  and  the  force  at  Grenada  will  fall  back  to  Jackson. 
The  column  of  cavalry  coming  up  may  turn  toward  this  place.  I have 
scouts  out  to  watch  them. 

My  cavalry  force  here  is  not  large,  and  much  of  it  being  on  duty  as 
guards,  pickets,  and  scouting  I think  an  infantry  support  should  be  sent 
to  this  place  to  make  my  whole  force  available. 

I have  telegraphed  all  the  news  I have  to  General  Grant,  and  will,  I 
think,  apply  to  him  for  a regiment  or  two  of  infantry  as  a sort  of  grand 
guard  at  this  place.

General  : We  commenced  loading  this  morning,  and  the  first  di- 
vision (General  M.  L.  Smith’s),  ten  boats,  are  just  leaving  port ; the 
second  (General  Morgan’s),  thirteen  boats,  will  follow  in  an  hour,  and 
the  third  (General  A.  J.  Smith’s),  thirteen  boats,  will  leave  early  in  the 
morning.  This  last  division  is  delayed  by  having  a very  bad  place  to 
load.  General  Gorman  left  to-day  for  Helena.  We  all  rendezvous 
early  to-morrow  at  Helena,  when  General  Steele’s  division  joins  us  with 
twelve  or  fifteen  boats.  I think  we  have  nearly  if  not  quite  fuel  enough 
to  carry  us  to  Vicksburg,  and  66,000  bushels  of  coal  is  on  the  way  from 
Cairo.  We  are  also  supplied  with  several  hundred  axes  to  use  in  an 
emergency.  I think  we  have  done  well  to  load  in  a single  day,  espe- 
cially as  several  of  our  boats  only  arrived  during  the  day.  Everything 
has  gone  well  so  far.  We  are  two  days  behind  the  day  fixed  for  start- 
ing, but  General  Grant’s  telegraph  was  two  days  reaching  Colonel 
Allen,  and  we  have  been  at  least  two  days  detained  by  extreme  scarcity 
of  fuel.  I shall  go  down  with  the  fleet,  so  as  to  discharge  as  many  boats 
as  possible,  as  we  have  left  none  to  do  our  transportation  from  Saint 
Louis.  General  Sherman  is  a trump,  and  makes  things  move.  I like 
his  business  mode  of  doing  things,  his  promptness  and  decision.

General  : I am  apprehensive  that  the  cavalry  dash  into  Holly 
Springs  has  been  a pretty  serious  affair  for  us,  though  I have  not  heard 
anything  definite  as  yet.  I have  not  learned  what  route  the  rebels  took 
after  leaving  Holly  Springs,  or  in  fact  whether  they  have  left  that  place, 
though  quite  a large  force  has  been  sent  that  way.  I think  you  had 
better  destroy  the  bridge  (McFarland’s)  about  5 miles  to  the  west  of 
your  position,  as  we  may  thus  succeed  in  cutting  off  the  rebels’  re- 
treat if  they  should  attempt  to  return  by  a route  to  the  west*of  us.  Do 
not  send  out  any  forage  trains  to  the  west  or  northwest  until  we  know 
what  route  the  enemy  has  taken.  Keep  scouts  well  out  to  the  right  and 
rear  of  your  position  as  well  as  in  front.  We  must  not  allow  ourselves 
to  be  caught  napping. 

Call  a board  of  survey  on  Major  Prophet’s  cotton,  to  examine  and 
report  upon  all  the  facts  in  the  case  which  can  be  brought  to  bear,  and 
will  constitute  a claim  to  be  settled  after  the  war. 

The  cotton  marked  “C.  S.  A.”  which  you  have  seized  upon  you  can 
send  to  Oxford  or  the  Yockna  Station,  whichever  point  you  send  your 
wagons  to  first. 

An  order  will  be  sent  to  your  command  putting  your  troops  on  three- 
quarter  rations.  I shall  do  the  same  for  the  whole  of  my  command,  until 
we  ascertain  the  extent  of  the  damage. 

As  soon  as  I know  what  direction  the  rebels  have  gone  I will  notify 
you.

General  : General  Logan’s  division  will  move  to  the  position  occu- 
pied by  General  McArthur’s,  near  the  Yockna  Station,  at  6 o’clock  to- 
morrow morning. 

I send  you  extract  of  a letter  from  Colonel  Leggett,*  giving  some  in- 
formation brought  in  by  a scout  from  his  command  whom  we  sent  out. 
If  this  information  is  correct,  and  it  seems  to  be  confirmed,  at  least  par- 
tially, from  other  sources,  I am  decidedly  of  the  opinion  that  the  rebels 
are  concentrating  their  forces  at  Jackson  and  Vicksburg,  with  a view 
of  throwing  them  all  in  Vicksburg,  if  necessary,  and  that  our  policy  is 
to  have  as  many  or  more  men  at  that  point  than  they  can  bring  to  bear. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  railroad  from  Grenada  to  Memphis  is  so 
seriously  damaged  that  it  will  take  some  weeks  to  open  it,  and  that 
with  our  present  long  line  of  communication  interrupted  and  liable  to 
be  so  again  when  reopened  we  cannot  well  go  beyond  Grenada  and 
form  a junction  'with  the  forces  moving  down  the  river,  I think  it  best 
to  fall  back  to  the  north  side  of  the  Tallahatchie,  hold  that  line,  and 
then  send  as  many  as  two  divisions  to  Memphis,  to  be  added  to  the  forces 
collecting  for  the  Vicksburg  expedition ; open  the  railroad  from  Mem- 
phis to  Grand  Junction,  and  establish  an  easy  and  rapid  communica- 
tion, which  I think  could  be  protected  with  our  strong  cavalry  force 
and  a body  of  infantry  and  artillery  on  the  Tallahatchie,  Holly  Springs, 
Hernando,  &c. 

I have  merely  suggested  these  remarks  in  consequence  of  the  note  at 
the  bottom  of  your  letter;  and  1 will  also  add  that  in  consequence  of 
orders  from  Washington  placing  General  McOlernand  in  charge  of  the 
expedition  under  you  I would,  if  in  your  place,  proceed  to  Memphis 
and  take  command  of  it  myself.  It  is  the  great  feature  of  the  campaign, 
and  its  execution  rightfully  belongs  to  you. 

In  case  you  go  I would  like  to  accompany  you  with  two  divisions, 
Lauman’s  and  Logan’s ; but  am  ready  for  any  position  to  which  you  may 
assign  me.

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There  has  probably  been  a fight  at  or  near  Jackson,  Tenn.,  as  the 
rebels  were  near  that  place  in  considerable  force,  but  Grant  has  concen- 
trated a pretty  heavy  force  to  meet  them  and  has  no  fears  for  the  result. 
He  thinks  very  few  of  them  will  get  away.  The  rebel  cavalry  which 
your  scout  speaks  of  dashed  into  Holly  Springs  this  morning  early  and 
inflicted  considerable  damage,  cut  the  telegraph  wires,  &c.  It  is  not 
known  yet  the  amount  of  damage  done,  or  whether  they  captured  any 
of  our  soldiers. 

As  our  cavalry,  or  nearly  all  of  it,  has  been  moved  from  your  front 
you  must  be  on  your  guard,  vigilant,  wide  awake.  Do  not  get  surprised, 
and  learn  as  much  as  you  can  about  the  movements  and  designs  of  the 
enemy.  Keep  me  well  informed.

Troops  at  Trenton  cap- 
tured, say,  200  ; at  Dyer,  say,  50 ; at  Rutherford,  say,  50 ; and  those  at 
Kenton,  say,  200;  and  at  Union  City,  say,  60.  By  withdrawing  them 
have  sent  a force,  1,500,  to-day  to  Union  City.  Shall  push  down  and 
repair  railroad  and  fight.  Ordered  boats  below  Fort  Henry  to  be  taken 
out  of  the  river  to  prevent  rebels  crossing.  Heard  from  700  of  them 
near  Dresden ; presume  they  will  try  to  cross  near  Paducah.  Can- 
not judge  of  their  force — estimated  from  1,500  to  7,000 ; seven  pieces 
of  artillery.

From  all  information  most  of  them  are  unreliable 
troops  ; some  picked  men. 

In  October  last  I applied  to  General  Grant  to  mount  the  Second 
Division  with  such  material  as  could  be  taken  from  the  country  in  Mis- 
sissippi. If  you  would  allow  me  to  make  a suggestion,  I think  we 
require  mounted  infantry,  and  if  the  authority  can  be  given  for  such  a 
force  it  can  be  promptly  done  and  these  raids  effectually  prevented.

t Your  dispatch  of  11.35  received.  The  amount  of  the  raid  in  round 
numbers  is  about  400  or  500  troops  captured,  as  far  as  I can  ascertain. 
Very  little  public  property  destroyed.  The  enemy  left  Rutherford  yes- 
terday at  8 a.  m.  Nothing  heard  from  there  since.  I have  a construc- 
ts train,  Feave.bere  to-morrow  mowing,  Have  four  bridges,  1,500 
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feet  of  trestle-work  ready,  and  think  in  four  or  five  days  will  clear  out 
the  enemy  and  restore  communication.  I have  had  no  communication 
with  any  place  south  of  Trenton  which  was  captured,  from  which  I 
think  all  is  safe  below  that  point.  I have  only  received  that  from 
paroled  officers  and  soldiers.  Nothing  from  General  Grant.  Have 
sent  dispatches  to  him  by  the  way  of  Memphis.

Raids  made  upon  the  railroad  to  my  rear  by  Forrest  northward  from 
Jackson,  and  by  Van  Dorn  northward  from  the  Tallahatchie,  have  cut 
me  off  from  supplies,  so  that  farther  advance  by  this  route  is  perfectly 
impracticable.  The  country  does  not  afford  supplies  for  troops,  and  but 
a limited  supply  of  forage. 

I have  fallen  back  to  the  Tallahatchie,  and  will  be  only  able  to  hold 
the  enemy  at  Yalabusha  by  making  a demonstration  iy  that  direction 
or  toward  Columbus  and  Meridian. 

News  received  here  from  the  south  says  that  Vicksburg  is  now  in 
our  hands.  Butler  with  Farragut’s  fleet  are  said  to  have  ascended  the 
river  and  to  have  been  successful  in  their  attack.  This  does  not  come, 
however,  in  sufficiently  reliable  a shape  to  have  any  order  or  change  of 
plan  upon  it. 

These  raids  have  cut  off  communication,  so  that  I have  had  nothing 
from  the  north  for  over  a week.  Telegraph  will  probably  be  working 
through  by  to-morrow  and  railroad  within  five  days.

General  : Yours  of  the  12tli  was  duly  received,  and  I have  cordially 
done  all  I could  to  start  your  command  as  well  and  fast  as  possible. 
In  this  I only  do  my  duty  to  a soldier  who  has  in  the  commencement 
of  the  war  done  enough  to  deserve  the  position  he  holds  and  the  special 
favors  the  honorable  Secretary  of  War  and  His  Excellency  the  Presi- 
dent have  sought  to  confer  on  him.  I am  sorry  to  be  obliged  to  hurry 
forward  your  command  or  hold  you  for  an  interior  move.  I had  to  cor- 
respond with  headquarters  to  procure  permission  to  make  certain  pre- 
scribed moves  and  now  work  somewhat  to  an  agreed  programme.  Prompt 
action  is  necessary  to  success  at  Vicksburg,  fbr  the  enemy  has  railroad 
facilities  for  massing  troops  there  which  may  be  used  to  great  advan- 
tage to  the  rebels.  My  hope  is  that  Grant  has  diverted  that  force  ; if 
so,  Vicksburg  must  be  struck  before  it  can  be  re-enforced,  and  the 
Jackson  Railroad  must  be  destroyed.  Success  must  depend  more  on 
action  than  strength.  Strategy  is  better  than  force,  but  not  such 
strategy  as  confines  evolutions  to  a single  line  of  operation.  If  you  do 
not  arrive  at  Vicksburg  before  the  rebels  mass  a great  army  there  you

If  you  are  on  the  track  of  the  enemy  follow  him.  Don’t  be  turned  off 
by  directions  from  post  commanders  unless  you  think  you  will  get  after 
the  enemy  by  a shorter  route  or  in  a more  effective  way  by  doing  so.

Colonel  Richmond,  at 
La  Grange,  says  the  enemy  encamped  2 miles  north  of  Somerville  $ also 
that  four  regiments  of  our  cavalry  are  coming  this  way  in  pursuit  of 
them.  Our  scouts  say  the  rebels  are  dressed  in  our  clothing,  probably 
captured  at  Holly  Springs.  Our  cavalry  will  probably  arrive  during  the 
night,  but  I have  no  fear  of  them  as  we  are.

I now  think  they  intend  to  attack  Medon,  as  they  did  before  from  the 
same  direction.

1 would  like  to  have  it  so 
changed  as  to  allow  me  to  have  a leave  that  won’t  expire  before  it 
begins.  I am  progressing  well,  and  will  lend  all  energies  to  get  road 
through  to  Columbus  and  send  stores  down.

It  having  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  commanding  general  that 
officers  are  in  the  habit  of  quartering  in  houses,  boarding  in  families, 
and  living  in  towns  in  the  vicinity  of  their  commands,  in  violation  of 
General  Orders,  No.  23,  Headquarters  District  of  West  Tennessee,  dated 
Savannah,  March  18,  1862,  it  is  therefore  ordered  : 

I.  That  all  officers  of  the  army,  except  generals  commanding  divisions, 
are  required  to  occupy  tents  with  their  respective  commands. 

II.  All  officers  found  occupying  houses  or  boarding  in  families  will 
be  arrested  by  their  immediate  commanders  and  reported  through  the 
proper  military  channels  to  these  headquarters  for  dismissal  from  the 
service,  with  forfeiture  of  pay  and  allowances,  or  such  other  penalty  as 
the  nature  of  the  case  may  require. 

III.  Sick  officers  form  no  exception  to  this  order.  They  must  enter 
general  hospitals. 

IY.  Commanding  generals  are  prohibited  from  quartering  troops  in 
houses  unless  by  consent  of  the  general  commanding  army  corps  to 
which  they  belong. 

Y.  Generals  commanding  divisions  will  occupy  quarters  contiguous 
to  their  respective  commands. 

YI.  Division  commanders  will  report  at  once  to  these  headquarters 
the  receipt  of  this  order  and  its  promulgation  to  their  respective  com- 
mands.

I have  suspended  the  repairs  on  the  road  south  till  I learn  more 
definitely  the  position  of  things.  My  small  picket  at  Union  City  was 
captured  last  night  just  before  sundown  ; the  force  reported  at  7,000. 
The  information  that  Cheatham,  with  40,000  men,  had  crossed  Tennes- 
see River  has  induced  me  to  place  Columbus  in  a condition  to  hold  it 
at  all  hazards.  I shall  load  the  commissary  stores  and  all  other  prop- 
erty here  (which  only  costs  labor,  which  we  have)  on  boats,  and  then  I 
can  hold  the  place  with  the  forces  I have  here  now — 5,000  men  all  told. 
I shall  probably  get  some  more  re-enforcements.  I take  these  precau- 
tions because  of  the  risk  I may  run  of  leaving  the  place  without,  as  I 
telegraphed  you  I could  not  hold  the  place  with  the  property  in  its 
present  position.  I do  not  know  that  the  circumstances  warrant  the 
movement,  but  from  all  I can  learn  after  consultation  I deem  this  course 
prudent.

The  railroad  having  been  cut  at  Holly  Springs  and  points  between 
Jackson  and  Columbus  deprives  me  of  communication  with  General 
Grant  until  he  opens  his  way  to  General  Sherman,  on  the  Mississippi. 
The  fort  at  this  point  was  constructed  for  garrison  of  8,000  men.  I 
have  four  regiments  raw  infantry,  200  cavalry,  and  27  artillerists.  No 
gunboats  on  this  station.  I require  four  more  regiments  of  infantry, 
one  cavalry,  armed  with  carbines,  in  order  to  hold  city  and  patrol  ad- 
joining country.  The  Partisan  Rangers  are  within  5 miles,  on  northeast 
and  south,  about  1,300  in  all,  as  far  as  I can  learn.  Van  Dorn  reported 
at  Somerville,  45  miles.  There  are  heavy  stores  here  of  ordnance  and 
supplies.  I hold  city  by  terror  of  heavy  guns  bearing  upon  it  and  the 
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belief  that  an  attack  would  cause  its  destruction.  I should  request 
that  the  Second  Missouri  Artillery,  Saint  Louis,  be  sent  here  to  man 
the  heavy  guns  on  the  forts,  now  manned  by  inexperienced  infantry, 
and  that  gunboats  be  ordered  here  at  once.

General  : You  perceive  by  the  date  hereof  that  we  drag  along 
slowly.  I have  succeeded,  however,  in  getting  an  express-boat  from 
General  Hurlbut,  who  is  here  in  command,  and  will  start  in  half  an  hour. 
Grant’s  line  of  communication  is  completely  severed  and  cannot  be  re- 
paired for  weeks.  Holly  Springs  was  surrounded  by  rebel  cavalry  and 
surrendered  without  resistance ; over  a million  rations  burned,  several 
hundred  bales  of  cotton  destroyed,  sutlers’  stores,  goods  on  speculation, 
&c.,  to  a large  amount ; and  2,000  troops  [captured],  who  were  paroled 
and  will  arrive  here  soon  (this  I learn  from  General  Asboth).  This 
rebel  cavalry  force  then  proceeded  along  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  Railroad 
toward  Columbus,  Ky.,  and  destroyed  the  road  and  stations,  and  were 
within  20  miles  of  Columbus,  as  I telegraphed  you  when  we  passed 
there.  There  is  a general  stampede  here ; several  hundred  cavalry  hover 
around  the  city,  threatening  to  enter.  They  saucily  sent  in  flag  of  truce 
yesterday  to  reconnoiter  position  of  things.  Great  fear  among  foreign 
traders  and  loyal  citizens  and  equally  strong  hope  among  rebels  pre- 
vail, making  the  excitement  intense.  General  Asboth  has  command  of 
the  fortifications,  but  his  force  is  entirely  inadequate.  He  has  some 
10,000  feet  of  works  to  defend  with  1,000  men,  but  little  artillery,  and 
not  one  artillerist.  From  his  garrison  he  furnishes  the  usual  guards, 
patrols,  pickets,  &c.,  leaving  him  very  weak.  Columbus  was  left  with 
like  inadequate  force.  This  policy  is  very  questionable,  and  is  a matter 
of  much  surprise  to  officers.  The  moral  effect  of  taking  Memphis  or 
Columbus  would  be  disheartening  to  us,  dangerous  to  our  armies  in 
the  advance,  and  inspiriting  to  our  foes;  such  risks  are  perilous.  These 
things  are  outside  of  my  mission,  and  I only  write  as  of  interest  to  you. 

Asboth  sends  regards  to  yourself  and  staff.  He  showed  the  major 
and  myself  every  consideration  and  went  with  us  to  General  Hurlbut’s 
headquarters. 

The  Thirty-sixth  Iowa  is  detained  here  and  the  transports  also.  Your 
messenger,  Lieutenant  Dickenson,  Bowen’s  battalion,  just  arrived  in 
time  to  go  aboard  my  boat.  Hurlbut  thinks  Sherman  left  yesterday 
with  his  entire  expedition.  I think  not.  The  news  is  conflicting  on 
that  point  and  nothing  official  yet  received.  He  certainly  has  not 
received  a reply  to  his  dispatch  asking  troops  of  you. 
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As  I am  on  the  first  boat  going  down,  slow  as  we  have  come  I could 
not  have  gone  faster  had  I come  via  Cairo  on  cars. 

I would  be  remembered  to  Mrs.  0.,  Madame  Julia,  and  Sadie.  A 
Merry  Christmas  to  yourself  and  staff. 

I fear  General  Fisk  will  be  too  late  for  operations  in  this  quarter.

Pickets  at  that  place  were  driven  in 
last  night.  Our  presence  no  doubt  saved  the  place,  as  it  is  evident  they  did  not  know 
of  our  presence  until  this  morning. 

We  struck  their  trail  on  Middleburg  road  this  morning,  evidently  a large  force, 
7,000  or  8,000.  My  column  is  now  moving.  Have  been  skirmishing  all  the  morning; 
a number  of  the  enemy  killed  and  wounded ; no  loss  on  our  side. 

Later — Middleburg,  December  24. 

The  enemy  repulsed  from  this  place  by  our  infantry.  We  came  up  with  their  rear; 
they  struck  off  to  the  left  toward  the  Van  Buren  road;  we  are  in  close  pursuit ; their 
number  from  5,000  to  7,000.  I have  but  1,400  men.  Cannot  the  Seventh  Illinois,  Third 
Iowa,  and  balance  of  the  Third  Michigan  be  sent  after  me.  From  latest  information 
they  appear  to  be  going  southeast. 

Will  keep  you  advised  as  well  as  possible.

The  following  received  from  General  Hurlbut,  Memphis,  as  the  report 
of  fugitive  men  and  ofiicers  of  the  Second  Illinois  Cavalry,  who  were  at 
Holly  Springs.  It  appears  from  their  statement  that  the  One  hundred 
and  first  Illinois  and  Seventy  eighth  Ohio  Infantry  were  surprised  in 
their  tents  and  are  unquestionably  captured.  McNeil,  lieutenant-colonel 
Second  Illinois  Cavalry,  charged  repeatedly,  but  fruitlessly,  the  force 
being  too  strong.  Murphy,  of  Iuka  fame,  was  in  command.  Heavy 
stores  of  all  kinds  were  captured  and  destroyed.  We  had  700  head  of 
cattle  and  1,000,000  of  rations,  which  are  gone.  The  ammunition  was 
blown  up.  One  officer  said  the  Sixty-second  Illinois  were  also  in  garrison.

Things  are  easing  up  every  way.  I shall  hold  the  place  against  any 
force.  I hear  no  more  from  infantry,  but  a heavy  cavalry  force  is  hover- 
ing close.  A flag  of  truce  sent  in  to-day  asking  rations  and  train  to 
biing  over  paroled  prisoners  from  Moscow.  I shall  make  good  use  of  it 
to  gain  time.  Everything  in  the  shape  of  public  property,  except  some 
forage,  is  nearly  out  of  the  way.  I shall  send  three  boat  loads  of  sup- 
plies to  Memphis  to-night.  I have  a light  gunboat  and  one  coming  from 
Cairo.  Have  got  a lot  of  howitzers  from  navy,  and  shall  make  them 
available.  No  news  except  a cavalry  fight  at  Fort  Pillow.  The  notori- 
ous Gus  Smith,  your  old  guide,  turned  traitor,  was  killed,  and  several 
others.  None  of  our  men  hurt.  No  news  from  any  point  south  except 
what  I telegraphed  to  you  this  morning  from  Memphis.  I understand 
from  deserters  that  the  road  is  not  much  damaged,  except  bridges  and 
trestle-work  burned.

By  direction  of  Major-General  Sherman  I telegraph  yon  the  fact  that 
his  expedition  embarked  from  Memphis,  December  20,  in  sixty  trans- 
ports, 22,000  strong  ; 12,000  more  to  be  taken  on  at  Helena  with  cav- 
alry. Arrangements  were  already  made  for  the  cavalry  to  operate  be- 
tween Helena  and  the  Tallahatchie.  The  general  expects  to  be  at 
Gaines’  Landing  on  23d,  Milliken’s  Bend  on  24th,  and  in  all  proba- 
bility at  mouth  of  Yazoo  to-day.  This  dispatch  should  have  been  for- 
warded two  days  ago,  but  accident  and  unavoidable  delay  on  steam- 
boat in  which  I came  up  rendered  it  impossible.  Passed  Island  No. 
10  and  Hickman  last  night.  All  quiet  and  very  different  from  what 
they  seemed  to  think  at  Columbus  since  General  Grant’s  communication 
has  been  cut  off.  It  may  not  be  unimportant  to  know  that  General  Sher- 
man took  with  him  1,600,000  rations,  or  600,000  more  than  originally 
intended,  anticipating,  as  I understood,  the  possibility  of  General  Grant 
being  compelled  to  draw  supplies  from  him  for  a short  time  in  case  of 
accident  to  his  railroad  communication.

Just  as  Forrest’s  raid  upon  our  railroad  was  commenced  I received  a 
dispatch  from  the  General-in-Chief  of  the  Army  to  divide  my  command 
into  four  army  corps,  giving  one  to  General  McClernand  and  placing  him 
in  chief  command,  under  my  direction,  of  the  expedition  on  Vicksburg. 

I immediately  wrote  the  order  giving  you  command  of  the  Third 
Army  Corps,  and  directed  General  McClernand  to  order  you  here  to 
take  command  of  it.  Before  this  got  off  all  communication  was  cut  off 
with  the  north,  and  has  not  yet  been  resumed.  General  McClernand 
consequently  has  not  yet  received  my  directions  and  orders. 

Communication  now  being  cut  off  and  the  probabilities  being  that 
Vicksburg  is  already  in  our  hands  a change  of  plans  will  probably  be

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adopted  and  also  a change  of  organization  of  army  corps.  I would  di- 
rect therefore  that  you  retain  command  of  the  District  of  Memphis  until 
receipt  of  orders  arranging  army  corps  in  accordance  with  the  instruc- 
tions referred  to.

Sir  : I have  sent  communications  to  you  by  the  way  of  Jackson  by 
courier,  and  do  not  know  whether  you  have  received  them  or  not.  I 
have  been  in  the  hope  of  receiving  some  directions  from  you.  As  you 
have  been  apprised,  Trenton  was  taken  on  the  20th.  The  troops  having 
been  removed  up  as  far  as  Union  City  by  General  Sullivan  there  were 
left  at  Trenton  about  200,  under  Colonel  Fry,  who  were  captured. 
A few,  say  25,  at  Humboldt,  captured.  They  captured  the  troops  at 
Dyer  and  Rutherford.  1 withdrew  the  force  at  Trenton,  about  200 
men,  and  those  at  Union  City,  about  50. 

We  have  been  threatened  here  by  what  was  reported  to  be  6,000  or 
7,000,  with  eight  pieces  of  artillery.  I have  been  re-enforced  by  General 
Curtis,  so  that  I have  here  now  a little  over  5,000  men,  and  1 can  hold 
the  place  against  any  force  that  they  can  bring  against  me.  I have  a 
small  gunboat  here,  and  the  navy  has  furnished  me  with  four  8-inch 
howitzers.  To  protect  the  stores  from  being  burned  I have  been  com- 
pelled to  divide  my  force  about  equally  between  the  plain  and  the  forts 
on  the  hill. 

I received  information  of  a large  infantry  force  moving  in  the  rear  of 
this  cavalry,  said  to  be  under  the  command  of  Cheatham.  Being  un- 
able to  get  any  more  re-enforcements  I determined  upon  loading  all  the 
public  property  upon  steamboats  that  were  here,  so  as  to  relieve  force 
on  the  plain  to  aid  in  holding  the  forts  against  any  force  which  might 
come.  Everything  excepting  some  forage  will,  I think,  be  loaded  by 
to-morrow  noon. 

I communicated  with  General  Halleck,  who  ordered  me  to  hold  Co- 
lumbus at  all  hazards. 
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Two  boat  loads  of  supplies  will  go  down  to  Memphis  in  the  morning. 
I shall  send  another  boat  load  to  Helena  to-morrow. 

As  near  as  I can  learn  the  rebels  have  taken  about  500  prisoners  and 
destroyed  most  of  the  bridges  and  trestle-works  on  the  road  where  they 
have  gone.  I have  1,500  feet  of  trestle-work  and  four  bridges  ready  to 
proceed  with  the  construction  as  soon  as  it  can  be  done  with  safety  to 
this  place.  I hope  to  get  some  additional  re-enforcements  to  drive  them 
off  and  commence  the  reconstruction.  I have  withdrawn  the  force  from 
Hickman,  Moscow,  and  Little  Obion. 

They  have  destroyed  nothing  this  side  of  Union  City'as  yet,  but  pre- 
sume they  will.  I cannot  give  you  an  idea  of  the  exact  position  of  their 
forces.  All  I know  from  the  south  is  that  they  have  a heavy  cavalry 
force  hovering  about  Clinton  and  Moscow.  The  cavalry  at  Fort  Pil- 
low have  had  a hght,  in  which  the  famous  G-us  Smith  was  killed  and 
several  others ; no  loss  on  our  side. 

As  the  enemy  can  have  possession  of  the  bank  of  the  Mississippi  to 
Island  No.  10  I have  ordered  the  armament  there  to  be  so  thoroughly 
crippled  by  the  destruction  of  the  powder,  spiking  the  guns,  and  burn- 
ing the  gun-carriages  which  are  of  no  use  to  us,  that  if  the  island  should 
fall  into  their  hands  they  could  not  close  the  navigation  of  the  river. 

In  the  absence  of  orders  from  you  I keep  open  communication  with 
General  Halleck,  and  have  informed  him  of  all  my  movements. 

No  damage  has  yet  been  done  by  the  rebels  in  my  district.  I shall 
continue  to  press  things  aud  do  all  that  can  be  done  under  the  circum- 
stances. I think  that  nothing  very  serious  will  come  out  of  the  whole 
matter.

I heard  from  Bragg’s 
army;  scout  seven  days  on  the  road;  everything  was  in  same  position 
as  I last  reported,  except  one  brigade  at  Shelby  ville  has  been  mounted. 
I expect  more  news  to-morrow.  Roddey  left  Tuscumbia  last  Saturday 
with  bis  whole  command;  camped  Monday  night  at  Bay  Springs ; was 
out  at  Gun  town  Tuesday,  and  going  west.  He  had  about  1,500  mounted 
men ; five  pieces  artillery.  I have  scouts  on  his  track. 

1 have  some  Texans  of  Withers’  brigade,  who  were  dismounted  when 
they  left  Arkansas.  Since  they  fell  back  from  Holly  Springs  the  whole 
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brigade  has  been  remounted ; the  horses  came  from  Texas.  I have  200 
prisoners,  taken  in  the  last  week.  Cannot  I send  them  through  the 
lines  ? Where  is  Van  Dorn’s  cavalry  ?

We  have  followed  the  enemy  all  day,  but  have  not  been  able  to  come 
up  close  enough  to  engage  him.  Yan  Dorn  left  his  camp,  2 miles  south 
of  Saulsbury,  at  8 p.  m.  yesterday  and  moved  10  miles  south  on  Ripley 
road,  where  he  remained  till  daylight.  They  are  now  on  the  Pontotoc 
road  and  probably  6 miles  south  of  here.  I shall  move  on,  and  if  I do 
not  succeed  in  coming  up  with  them  to-night  will  camp  5 miles  south, 
on  Pontotoc  road. 

I joined  the  command  at  8 a.  m.  this  morning.  I have  been  joined 
here  by  a portion  of  the  Second  Illinois.  Colonel  Deitzler  came  into 
the  Ripley  road  10  miles  north  of  here,  I am  informed,  after  we  passed. 

If  Hatch  can  get  south  of  Yan  Dorn  and  block  the  roads  we  may  get 
a fight  out  of  them.  I will  continue  on  early  in  the  morning.  Yan 
Dorn  is  making  his  way  back  to  Grenada  or  below  as  fast  as  he  can 
travel. 

I have  several  prisoners,  but  have  had  no  fight.

Dear  Sir  : The  necessity  which  has  compelled  us  to  fall  back  to  this 
place  it  seems  to  me  makes  it  obvious  that  some  plan  of  operations 
other  than  that  of  keeping  up  long  lines  of  railroads  should  be  adopted. 
I have  not  time  to  write  in  full,  but  would  merely  suggest  that  at  least 
20,000  of  our  troops  (infantry)  should  be  mounted  and  made  to  scour 
the  whole  country,  while  those  on  foot  could  take  and  hold  possession. 
Such  a force  could  soon  break  up  the  enemy’s  lines  of  communication

in  every  direction  and  would  soon  confine  them  to  very  narrow  limits. 
From  all  I have  been  able  to  learn  the  rebels  have  adopted  this  plan  in 
the  late  movements  they  have  made  in  our  rear. 

The  most  effective  cavalry  we  now  have  are  those  armed  with  the 
revolving  rifle,  and  dismount  when  going  into  action.  Ordinary  infantry 
if  mounted  would  be  just  about  as  good.  They  could  subsist  on  the 
country,  and,  carrying  their  shelter-tents,  would  require  no  baggage 
train.

General  A.  J.  Smith  will  detach  a brigade  at  this  point  to  march  to 
the  southwest  and  destroy  effectually  a section  of  the  Vicksburg  and 
Shreveport  Railroad  near  the  Tensas,  at  or  near  a place  called  Joe’s 
Bayou.  Each  regiment  will  carry  about  ten  axes  and  materials  for 
firing  the  wood  work.  Railroad  trestles,  ties,  and  iron  for  a reach  of 
about  a mile  will  be  piled  up  and  burned.  If  any  railroad  bridges  are 
encountered  they  will  be  burned,  and  telegraph  lines  pulled  down  and 
hidden  in  some  deep  water.  Men  will  be  provided  two  days’  rations. 
The  officer  in  command  will  press  any  number  of  guides,  white  or  black, 
and  may  take  any  provisions,  wagons,  or  carriages  needed  by  his  com- 
mand. He  will  start  as  early  as  possible,  march  in  silence,  and  having 
accomplished  his  purpose  will  return  and  re-embark  his  command.

If  you  do  not,  you 
must  land  your  regiment  above  Hickman,  out  of  range  of  artillery  if 
any  is  there,  and  capture  and  totally  destroy  two  large  guns,  which  I 
am  informed  the  rebels  are  mounting  at  that  point  on  the  bank  of  the 
river.  They  are  two  large  pieces  of  ordnance  left  there  by  the  navy  as 
condemned.  The3"  are  mounting  them  on  the  river  bank.  Burn  all  the 
gun-carriages  you  can  find  on  the  river  bank  or  in  the  town,  and  utterly 
destroy  the  guns  if  you  can  or  roll  them  into  the  river  if  you  cannot  get 
them  away  by  any  other  means.  Take  good  care  that  while  you  are 
doing  this  by  a detail  that  you  are  not  surprised  by  a charge  of  cavalry. 
I hope  you  will  use  every  precaution  to  resist  an  attack  il  one  is  made. 
I do  not  fear  that  you  will  be  so  attacked ; but  if  you  are  do  the  best 
you  can.  You  will  know  the  gunboat  when  you  meet  her  by  her  color 
being  brown. 

I send  with  you  Captain  Hutchens,  who  has  been  in  command  of 
Hickman,  and  a guide  who  will  tell  you  where  you  can  land  above 
Hickman.

The  mills  which  General  Sherman  had  in  operation 
where  Colonel  Buckland’s  brigade  was  are  on  the  south  side  of  the 
Tallahatchie,  on  Hurricane  Creek,  and  about  12  miles  from  here.  By 
moving  Denver’s  division  to  Wyatt  and  rebuilding  the  bridge  across 
the  river  I could  place  a brigade  at  the  mills  and  set  them  to  running 
again.

Yan  Dorn  got  the  start 
by  making  a march  after  he  had  apparently  encamped  for  the  night. 
The  hope  now  is  that  Hatch  may  have  succeeded  in  heading  him  south 
until  other  troops  come  up.  I think  by  foraging  liberally  we  can  give 
the  men  more  than  half  rations,  but  would  not  give  more  from  the  sup-* 
ply  on  hand.  The  road  north  of  Trenton  is  worse  than  at  tirst  reported.

At  Old  Town  a large  lot  of  hogs  are  col- 
lected in  charge  of  Robertson’s  cavalry.  Yesterday  the  citizens  at  Sa- 
vannah had  a fight  with  some  of  Robertson’s  company;  wounded  2 and 
took  6 prisoners,  which  the  scouts  brought  here.  Some  of  my  cavalry 
crossed  to-night  to  help  them  through.  In  Wayne  County  are  some  200 
armed  Union  men,  whom  the  Mississippi  cavalry  have  been  sent  to  put 
down.  At  Old  Carrollsville  Forrest  has  his  trains  and  what  he  has  cap- 
tured. A good  regiment  of  cavalry  could  capture  the  lot,  or  a force  up 
the  river  from  Fort  Henry  could  catch  them.  Men  from  Clifton  who 
saw  Forrest  cross  say  he  did  not  cross  over  3,500  men.  I think  he  will 
return  farther  down  the  river.  River  is  very  low.  No  movement  of 
Bragg  that  I can  discover.  Jeff.  Davis  in  Chattanooga  last  Sunday; 
Johnston  with  him.

Our  cavalry  was  still  in  pursuit  at 
that  point,  and  have  not  since  been  heard  from.  This  was  yesterday. 
They  are  now  near  Grenada.  Two  deserters  came  in  from  Van  Dorn 
to-day  ; they  left  him  10  miles  north  of  New  Albany  at  10  o’clock  last 
night,  still  going  south.  If  there  is  any  cavalry  north  of  the  Hatchie  it 
must  be  some  small  irregular  band. 

Send  cars  to  Davis’  Mill  and  I will  order  four  regiments  more  up  to 
you.

I met  one  of  my  scouts  who  went  up  to.ward 
Columbus  day  before  yesterday.  He  reported  to  me  that  all  I have  heard  of  the  fa- 
vorable condition  of  the  road  and  bridges  is  untrue;  says  that  Union  City  was  taken 
and  all  or  nearly  all  the  bridges  and  trestles  are  burned  that  high  up,  and  that  it  will 
take  a long  while  to  repair  them.  The  rebel  force  is  large.  I can  move  after  Forrest, 
but  then  I leave  points  unguarded ; and  a force  of  several  hundred  are  threatening 
the  road  between  Humboldt  and  this  point  north  of  Brownsville. 

Colonel  Dawson  has  a regiment,  and  John  Irwin,  brother-in-law  of  Cheeny,  of  Savan- 
nah, reports  another  force  of  cavalry  or  mounted  infantry  as  crossing  the  Tennessee. 
I can  possibly  mount  1,500  men.  I will  do  so  and  attack  if  I can.

From  the  best  information  from  persons  from  Trenton  and  other 
points  1 find  the  road  is  greatly  damaged,  not  so  much  in  t lie  wood- 
work as  in  the  rails.  They  built  fires  upon  the  rails  on  one  side,  which 
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expands  the  rails  and  throws  the  track,  ties,  and  all  out  of  place,  and 
when  the  iron  gets  so  hot  that  it  can  push  no  farther  the  rail  knuckles, 
and  when  it  cools  breaks  the  rails.  I understand  miles  of  the  road  are 
thus  destroyed. 

The  enemy,  from  all  accounts,  have  left,  going  south.  The  reports  are 
contradictory,  however.  I am  now  in  a position  to  send  a construction 
train  out  and  hold  the  place  against  any  force  which  they  can  bring.  I 
shall,  however,  do  nothing  in  that  way  until  I am  sure  of  the  position 
of  the  enemy  and  their  strength,  which  must  soon  be  developed.  I have 
about  6,000  troops  and  will  be  assisted  by  Brigadier-Generals  Tuttle 
and  Fisk.  I shall  await  your  orders  or  those  of  General  Grant  as  to 
the  commencement  of  repairs  on  this  road.  My  impression  is  that  the 
damage  is  so  extensive  that  it  may  involve  a change  of  base  to  Mem- 
phis or  below.

One  of  my  couriers  sent  to  Jackson  has  returned,  but  could  not  pen- 
etrate nearer  than  27  miles  of  that  place.  Heard  cannonading  in  that- 
direction.  Colonel  of  Forrest’s  cavalry  informed  him  that  Buckner  was 
attacking  Jackson  and  would  have' it  before  night;  that  Corinth  bad 
fallen,  also  Bolivar;  that  they  were  going  to  take  Paducah,  and  would 
move  on  Columbus  as  soon  as  Forrest  was  re-enforced.  This  is  rumor 
and  must  be  taken  for  what  it  is  worth.  They  have  two  cordons  of 
pickets  extending  from  Jackson  to  the  Tennessee  River,  15  miles  apart. 
Van  Dorn  is  at  Brownsville,  just  back  of  Fort  Pillow.  This  is  reliable. 
One  of  our  own  men  marched  three  days  with  him.  I shall  re-enforce 
Fort  Pillow  by  troops  from  New  Madrid  by  daylight  to-morrow  morning.

Commanding  Department  of  Missouri  : 

My  Dear  General  : I reached  Columbus  yesterday  and  proceeded 
directly  to  business.  Found  General  Davies  very  much  alarmed  and 
q:..;e  nervous.  A large  force  of  rebels  was  reported  as  very  near  and 
approaching.  I was  immediately  put -in  command  of  the  left  wing  of 
the  forces  here,  including  all  the  forts  on  the  heights.  General  Tuttle 
commands  the  right  wing  and  holds  the  low  grounds  near  the  railroad. 
We  have  now  about  7,000  troops.  Your  prompt  re-enforcement  of  this 
point  saved  it,  with  its  $13,000,000  of  Government  stores,  beyond  any 
doubt;  General  Davies  has  so  telegraphed  General  Halleck.  General 
Davies  was  inclined  to  evacuate  the  position  ; had  placed  much  of  the 
Government  stores  on  transports  ready  for  departure.  General  Tuttle 
and  myself  have  resisted  any  such  conclusion.  I told  Genet al  Davies 
I had  come  to  Columbus  by  your  order  with  your  forces  to  aid  in  saving 
the  post,  and  I should  obey  orders.  If  he  left,  I should  stay  and  light 
it  out.  General  Tuttle,  true  to  his  Iowa  grit,  said  u amen.”  I fear 
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General  Davies  is  easily  frightened.  He  has  withdrawn  his  force 
from  Hickman  ; has  destroyed  all  the  guns  and  ammunition  at  Island 
No.  10 ; has  ordered  Colonel  Scott,  of  the  Thirty-second  Iowa,  to  roll 
his  guns  into  the  river  at  New  Madrid,  burn  carriages,  blow  up  maga- 
zines, abandon  his  post,  and  remove  his  forces  to  Fort  Pillow.  You 
will  hardly  indorse  all  this.  Colonel  Scott  was  advised  by  me  of  your 
wishes  to  hold  New  Madrid  at  all  hazards.  I fear  that  he  has  car- 
ried out  the  orders  of  General  Davies.  The  Thirty-sixth  Iowa  did 
not  remain  here — was  gone  when  I arrived.  The  general  thinks  they 
behaved  badly  to  leave  him  in  trouble. 

Forces  Irom  your  department  on  duty  here  are  as  follows  : Twenty- 
ninth  and  Thirty-third  Iowa,  Thirty-third  and  Thirty-fifth  Missouri, 
Schofield’s  battery,  Colonel  Bowen,  with  three  companies  and  four  how- 
itzers, cavalry  all  excellent,  vigilant  troops.  I forgot  to  name  the 
Twenty -first  Missouri,  Colonel  Moore.  It  was  very  fortunate  that  you 
were  able  to  respond  so  quickly  and  in  such  force. 

I have  been  busy  day  and  night  organizing  my  forces,  planting  guns, 
and  scouting.  Cheatham  and  Forrest  have  a force  of  about  15,000  very 
near  us.  I don’t  believe  they  will  advance.  They  cannot  take  us  if 
they  do.  They  may  make  a dash  on  Paducah.  If  so,  I fear  they  will 
capture  it.  I am  quite  convinced  that  your  plan  of  giving  up  the  long 
line  of  railroads  and  opening  and  holding  f he  river  is  the  true  one. 

The  gunboat  has  not  yet  arrived;  all  are  anxiously  waiting  for  it. 
We  have  one  small  one,  which  has  run  down  to  Fort  Pillow,  where  an 
attack  is  also  expected.  All  the  gunboats  and  most  of  General  Grant’s 
army  have  gone  southward,  leaving  Cairo,  Paducah,  Columbus,  and 
vicinity  as  a prey  to  the  marauding  chieftains,  Fo'  rest  and  Cheatham. 
I am  using  for  my  headquarters  the  best  secesh  he- use  in  town,  formerly 
occupied  by  the  Eight  Eev.  Maj.  Gen.  Bishop  Polk,  C.  S.  Army.

General  : I have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  a rebel  force  of 
mounted  infantry  (having  some  ten  cannons)  have  for  the  last  eight  or 
ten  days  held  possession  of  the  United  States  military  (Mobile  and  Ohio) 
railroad.  Said  rebel  force  is  variously  estimated  at  from  2,000  to  6,000 
or  even  8,000  men,  under  command  of  General  Forrest.  Parties  who 
were  taken  prisoners,  held  two  days,  and  then  paroled  assure  me  that 
the  force  is  fully  6,000.  They  have  injured  the  road  very  much,  and  it 
must  of  necessity  take  some  time  to  repair  it  after  said  force  has  been 
driven  away. 

My  object  in  writing  this  is  to  bring  to  your  knowledge  the  fact  that 
the  rebel  general  in  command  has  taken  as  prisoners  not  only  the  troops 
along  the  road,  but  all  the  civilian  employes,  even  to  laborers  and 
wood-choppers.  The  civilians  have  to  a great  extent  been  paroled, 
being  sworn  first  not  to  enter  Tennessee  or  Kentucky  again  during  the 
war,  &c.

General  : If  you  have  a chance  to  send  a dispatch  safely  through  to 
General  Grant  I respectfully  ask  that  he  may  be  informed  that  agree- 
ably to  his  request  I send  General  Washburn  with  2,000  cavalry  and 
four  pieces  of  artillery  to  Coldwater  and  with  orders  to  make  his  way 
to  General  Grant  if  possible  ; that  I have  garrisoned  Friar’s  Point  with 
infantry,  artillery,  and  cavalry. 

General  Washburn  found  the  bottom  lands  so  utterly  impassable  that 
he  was  compelled  to  return,  and  when  the  least  rain  falls  at  this  season 
of  the  year  the  bottoms  are  impassable  at  all  points  between  the  Mis- 
sissippi and  Tallahatchie;  that  every  effort  has  been  made  to  get  a 
communication  with  Oxford,  but  it  is  impossible  from  the  causes  stated. 

There  is  no  enemy  in  force  this  side  the  Tallahatchie.

Johnson’s  Landing, 

Yazoo  River , 8 miles  from  its  mouth,  December  27,  1862. 
Major-General  Halleck,  Washington,  D.  C. : 

General:  We  all  arrived  at  Milliken’s  Bend,  12  miles  above  the 
mouth  of  the  Yazoo,  on  Christmas  eve,  in  good  order  and  condition. 
We  were  detained  a little  at  Helena  but  have  not  been  delayed  at  all 
from  lack  of  fuel,  as  I feared  we  should  be.  Most  of  the  boats  had  an 
abundance,  and  those  which  had  not  we  supplied  while  lying  at  shore 
for  other  purposes.  I am  satisfied  that  if  an  order  was  issued  requir- 
ing boats  in  all  cases  to  pay  in  money  for  wood  there  would  soon  be  an 
abundance  of  it.  Policy  requires  this  without  any  reference  to  loyalty 
or  disloyalty.  I have  examined  carefully  and  am  confident  I am  right. 

I am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  notwithstanding  the  very  brief  no- 
tice given  for  so  large  transportation  of  troops  and  stores  (sixty-seven 
boats),  and  the  great  difficulties  in  getting  coal,  the  expedition  was  not 
delayed  beyond  a day  for  lack  of  transportation,  if  at  all.  General 
Sherman  sent  out  a brigade  of  General  A.  J.  Smith’s  division,  from 
Milliken’s  Bend,  some  30  miles  and  destroyed  the  Vicksburg  and  Shreve- 
port Railroad,  as  also  some  1,000  bales  of  cotton  belonging  to  the  Con- 
federate States. 

Steele’s,  Morgan’s,  and  M.  L.  Smith’s  divisions  landed  here  yesterday 
and  A.  J.  Smith’s  to-day,  and  all  are  pushing  out.  Some  skirmishing 
has  been  going  on  this  afternoon,  and  the  prospect  of  a severe  conflict 
soon  seems  decided.  We  are  hopeful  and  sanguine,  but  on  this  point 
you  will  no  doubt  hear  fully  from  General  Sherman. 
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A.  J.  Smith  is  assigned  to  the  right ; Morgan  L.  Smith,  next ; Steele, 
next,  and  Morgan  the  left.  There  is  a strong  battery  some  12  miles 
above  here,  and  believed  to  be  supported  by  some  10,000  or  12,000  troops. 
It  is  also  believed  there  are  about  the  same  number  in  Vicksburg  with 
strong  fortifications  and  guns  of  heavy  caliber.  Re-enlorcements  are 
also  arriving  from  Jackson. 

The  news  came  yesterday  that  General  McOlernand  was  soon  to  ar- 
rive and  take  command.  Of  course  General  Sherman  must  have  felt 
unpleasantly,  but  he  does  not  show  it  in  the  least  and  bears  it  like  the 
true  soldier  he  is. 

General  Sherman  thinks  it  best  to  detain  the  transports  a few  days; 
until  he  discharges  them  I shall  venture  to  remain.  As  there  is  said 
to  be  a plan  on  foot  to  intercept  the  boats  on  their  return,  a gunboat 
will  probably  escort  us.

General  : Fifty  teams  from  General  Denver's  division  went  out  on 
a forage  expedition  under  Colonel  Stevenson  and  have  not  yet  returned, 
so  that  he  could  not  start  to-day.  He  will  take  the  road  via  Holly 
Springs  and  Hudsonville,  and  his  orders,  given  after  the  receipt  of  your 
first  dispatch,  were  to  start  as  soon  as  possible.  He  will  see  you  in  Holly 
Springs.  Two  companies  of  cavalry  will  report  to  you  to-morrow  by  9 
o’clock.  From  information  gathered  from  citizens  it  appears  that  a 
large  force  of  rebels  under  General  Holmes  are  moving  northeast  from 
Grenada.  1 shall  not  place  much  reliance  upon  it  unless  confirmed  from 
other  sources. 

To-morrow  morning  the  telegraph  office  will  be  at  my  headquarters, 
and  I can  then  communicate  immediately ; now  it  takes  fully  three  hours.

There  are  now  five  light-draught  gunboats  in  the  Tennessee  River 
waiting  to  run  up  on  the  first  rise.  They  will  naturally  destroy  all 
means  of  crossing  the  river.  I wish,  however,  to  make  sure  you  would 
send  a request  for  them  to  do  so.

I have  positive  information  that  Forrest,  with  2,000  men  and  six  guns, 
passed  to  and  stopped  in  Dresden  last  night  on  his  way  to  Reynolds- 
burg or  some  other  point  on  the  river.  They  left  Middleburg  yesterday 
evening,  where  I had  hoped  to  catch  them.  I will  start  a brigade  up 
toward  Kenton,  if  you  think  it  best;  but  there  are,  I am  pretty  sure,  no 
rebels  there.  Now,  I am  informed  that  the  road  to  Dresden  is  good  ex- 
cept one  bridge,  and  that  by  going  the  Huntingdon  road  we  may  get 
on  the  enemy’s  flank  and  thus  prevent  his  escape.  Give  me  orders 
which  way  to  start.  I delayed  this  long  hoping  you  would  be  up  on  this 
last  train.

I sent  Captain  Silence  yesterday  to  Brownsville.  H e has  just  come  to 
me  here  and  makes  report  as  follows : 

I went  witbin  5 miles  of  Browns- 
ville. Union  men  direct  from  there  report  no  rebel  forces  at  Brownsville.  I spent 
the  night  on  Forked  Deer ; had  guards  at  Cherryville  and  Sheron’s  Ferry.  Twelve 
mounted  men  with  double-barreled  guns  crossed  this  way  at  12  o’clock  last  night.  I 
found  the  neighborhood  filled  with  rebels,  apparently  on  leave.  I heard  no  definite, 
concerted  move  except  that  sent  you  last  night.

I continued  the  pursuit  9 miles  south  of  < 
that  place,  when,  being  convinced  that  farther  pursuit  would  be  fruit-  j 
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less  and  having  gone  to  a point  farther  south  than  our  lines  extended, 
I turned  west  and  camped  at  King’s  Bridge,  7 miles  west  of  New  Al- 
bany. 

Last  night  Colonel  Hatch  reported  to  me  by  letter  at  6 p.  m.  He 
was  at  New  Albany.  I directed  him  to  proceed  by  the  most  practicable 
route  to  our  advance  post.  He  will  go  via  Waterford  to  Abbeville. 

My  command  is  exhausted  from  fatigue  and  were  drenched  by  the 
rain  last  night.  I shall  camp  here  to-night,  finding  an  abundance  of 
forage,  and  will  proceed  to  Holly  Springs  in  the  morning. 

Some  ambulances  and  wagons  belonging  to  the  command  were  left 
at  Bolivar  and  were  ordered  to  Grand  Junction.  Will  you  have  them 
ordered  to  meet  us  ? Our  train  should  also  be  ordered  to  join  us  at 
Holly  Springs,  as  the  command  is  without  a change  of  clothing  and  in 
such  a condition  as  to  require  rest.

Says  Jackson,  Bolivar,  and  Grand  Junction  safe  late 
as  morning  of  24th,  but  Van  Dorn  had  surrounded  Grand  Junction, 
and  Forrest,  with  8,000  men,  said  would  have  Jackson  in  twenty-four 
hours.  Railroad  and  telegraph  destroyed  for  20  miles  between  Trenton 
and  Union  City.  Our  men  repairing  northward  from  Humboldt.  Noth- 
ing late  from  Memphis.

Maj.  Gen.  H.  W.  Halleck,  General-in-Chief : 

I have  just  received  a telegram  from  Fort  Henry  that  Col.  William 
W.  Lowe,  who  was  sent  by  General  Grant  to  attack  Forrest,  has  just 
returned.  Reports  that  he  went  up  as  far  as  Lexington,  and  finding 
that  General  Dodge  was  following  Forrest  he  returned  to  Fort  Henry, 
dispersing  on  his  way  back  Napier’s  band  and  destroying  some  property. 
With  his  return  to  Fort  Henry  I consider  Forts  Donelson,  Henry,  and 
Heiman,  which  were  assigned  to  my  command,  measurably  secure. 
Paducah  is  still  weak  for  the  want  of  a regiment  or  two.  I telegraphed 
to  Paducah  to  stop  a regiment  if  any  came  down  the  Ohio.  Columbus 
I consider  out  of  all  danger.  Hickman  has  been  evacuated,  there  having 
been  only  150  men  there.  Island  No.  10  has  been  rendered  useless  in 
case  of  capture.  New  Madrid  will  be  evacuated  to-night  and  the  use- 
less heavy  armament  there  destroyed.  The  troops  will  re-enforce  Fort 
Pillow.  I hope  Fort  Pillow  will  be  strong  enough  to  stand  with  the 
re- enforcements.  I have  learned  from  reliable  sources  that  their  plans 
of  operations  have  not  been  so  much  directed  toward  the  railroad  as 
to  gain  possession  of  Island  No.  10  and  then  New  Madrid.  To  this 
end  they  had  arranged  to  take  Hickman,  haul-to  some  steamboats,  and 
proceed  down  to  Island  No.  10.  They  fired  upon  the  Duke  at  Hick- 
man yesterday  morning,  but  the  gunboat  New  Era,  which  I sent  there 
in  anticipation  of  the  movement,  hove  in  sight  just  as  they  fired,  and 
the  rebels  ran  fast  as  she  came  up.  They  endeavored  yesterday  to 
mount  two  64-pounders,  condemned  guns,  at  Hickman,  but  I sent  down 
a regiment  just  as  they  got  one  of  the  carriages  in  position  to  throw  the 
guns  into  the  river  and  burn  the  carriages,  which  they  did,  and  returned 
immediately  here.  There  is  no  communication  with  General  Grant.

Sir  : I inclose  herewith  copy  of  a dispatch  just  received  from  Briga- 
dier-General Gorman : * 


Unless  you  have  orders  from  Washington  or  from  Major-General 
Curtis  requiring  or  authorizing  the  detention  of  troops  destined  for 
Helena  I would  advise  you  to  forward  them  at  once.  I will  not  at  this 
distance,  and  on  the  vague  reports  we  have,  put  this  advice  into  the 
shape  of  an  order. 

My  best  information  is  that  the  force  which  has  broken  your  road  did 
not  exceed  3,500,  and  those  mainly  cavalry.  It  is  my  opinion  that  Co- 
lumbus is  perfectly  defensible  with  2,000  men.  I ana  holding  Memphis 
with  2,500,  and  no  advantages  of  natural  position  or  strong  works. 
Such  regiments  as  are  under  orders  to  join  me  here  will  report  as  soon 
as  practicable,  as  this  point  has  now  become  the  basis  of  supply. 

General  Grant  is  at  Holly  Springs,  with  one  division  at  Abbeville, 
and  Quinby  is  coming  in  with  his  division  and  a wagon  train.  Forward 
as  soon  as  practicable  the  medicine  supplies. 

I sincerely  hope  your  order  for  the  destruction  of  the  armament  at 
Island  No.  10  has  not  been  fulfilled.  The  order  is  premature.  The 
armament  can  be  destroyed  when  defense  is  impossible.  If  not  car- 
ried into  effect  the  order  will  be  countermanded  and  the  island  held, 
with  instructions  not  to  destroy  the  armament  until  capture  becomes 
imminent.

General  Halleck  telegraphed  to  me  to  hold  Columbus  at  all  hazards 
and  make  no  movements  of  troops  till  Columbus  is  perfectly  secure.  1 
have  barely  troops  enough,  with  these  you  sent  me,  to  secure  this  ob- 
ject. Van  Dorn  is  in  the  rear  of  Fort  Earnest  by  last  account;  from 
this  I judge  he  has  threatened  Memphis  and  intends  to  try  Fort  Ear 
nest;  from  this  fact  I think  Memphis  is  in  no  danger.  On  consultation 
with  Fisk  yesterday  I ordered  the  evacuation  of  New  Madrid,  in  your 
command,  and  destroyed  the  siege  guns  and  ammunition  there,  which 
are  of  no  use  to  us  and  of  great  danger  if  they  fall  into  the  hands  of  the 
enemy.  The  place  can  be  reoccupied  at  any  time  by  your  troops  under 
the  exigencies  existing.  I hope  this  will  meet  with  your  approval.  The 
troops  at  New  Madrid  were  sent  to  re-enforce  Fort  Earnest.

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No.  1 is  the  order  of  the  Secretary  of  War  recognizing  the  Mississippi 
expedition  and  assigning  me  to  the  command  of  it.  The  President's  in- 
dorsement thereon  manifests  the  interest  he  feels  in  the  expedition. 

No.  2 is  the  copy  of  an  order  issued  by  the  General  in-Chief'  to  you, 
which  I send  lest  the  original  has  failed  to  reach  you.  This  order,  while 
giving  to  me  the  immediate  command  of  the  expedition,  makes  it  a 
part  of  your  general  command. 

No.  3 is  an  extract  from  an  order,  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  War, 
relieving  me  from  duty  at  Springfield,  111.,  and  instructing  me  to  report 
to  you  for  the  purpose  specified  in  No.  2. 

No.  4 is  an  extract  from  a communication  from  the  Secretary  of  War. 

1 have  the  honor  to  ask  your  instructions  in  the  premises,  and  that, 
you  will  be  kind  enough  to  afford  me  every  proper  facility  in  reaching 
my  command. 

I found  the  reports  that  the  Mississippi  River  between  Cairo  and 
this  place  was  invested  by  guerrillas  unfounded.  At  the  expiration 
of  twenty  four  hours  after  leaving  Cairo  I reached  here,  without  hinder- 
ance  or  interruption. 

General  Hurlbut  informs  me  that  General  Sherman  left  Helena  last 
Tuesday,  and  that  a steamer  coming  up  last  night  brings  the  report 
that  the  enemy  have  planted  a battery  at  Bolivar,  nearly  opposite  the 
mouth  of  the  Arkansas  River.  With  a gunboat  and  detachment  from 
Helena  I could  test  the  truth  of  the  report. 

I regret  that  the  expectation  that  I would  find  you  here  is  disap- 
pointed. I have  much  that  I would  like  to  communicate  to  you.  Much 
valuable  information  could  be  obtained  by  you  at  once  Lere  respecting 
the  operations  of  your  command,  not  only  in  General  Davies'  district, 
but  on  the  Lower  Mississippi.  At  this  time  access  can  be  obtained 
without  difficulty  to  all  parts  of  your  command  from  this  place,  at  least 
above  Bolivar. 

I shall  anxiously  watch  events  upon  the  river  until  I hear  from  you.

Washington,  December  18,  1862. 

Major-General  Grant,  Oxford , Miss.  : 

The  troops  in  your  department,  including  those  from  General  Curtis’  command 
which  join  the  down-river  expedition,  will  be  divided  into  four  army  corps. 

It  is  the  wish  of  the  President  that  General  McClernand’s  corps  shall  constitute  a 
part  of  the  river  expedition,  and  that  he  shall  have  the  immediate  command  under 
your  directions. 

[Inclosure  No.  3.] 

You  are  relieved  of  duty  at  Springfield,  and  will  report  to  General 
Grant  for  the  purpose  specified  in  the  order  of  the  General-in-Chief. 

[Inclosure  No.  4.] 

General  : The  importance  of  the  expedition  on  the  Mississippi  is 
every  day  becoming  more  manifest,  and  there  will  be  the  utmost  en- 
deavor on  the  part  of  the  Government  to  give  it  aid  and  strength. 

In  conversing  with  you  I indicated  the  importance  of  a coastwise  ex- 
pedition against  Texas  to  aid  you  and  create  a diversion  of  the  enemy’s 
force.  Major-General  Banks  is  now  organizing  an  expedition  for  that 
purpose,  which  will  be  in  condition  to  co-operate  with  any  movements 
that  may  be  made  after  you  have  succeeded  in  clearing  the  Mississippi 
River.

Please  forward  the  following  letter  to  its  address  by  the  first  oppor- 
tunity. 

General  Halleck’s  instructions  to  me  were  that  I could  retain  that  por- 
tion of  the  Helena  forces  sent  to  this  side  of  the  river  under  General 
Hovey.  Immediately  on  receiving  his  dispatch  to  this  effect  I sent 
orders  for  one  regiment  of  infantry  and  one  battery  to  remain  at  Friar’s 
Point  and  garrison  that  place,  and  the  cavalry  to  take  a station  about 
the  mouth  of  Cold  water.  When  this  order  reached  Friar’s  Point  these 
troops  had  gone  back  to  Helena,  and  I have  not  since  learned  whether 
they  have  been  returned. 

If  you  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  they  have  not  been  returned  please 
destroy  the  letter  addressed  to  the  commanding  officer  Friar’s  Point.

The  falling  back  of  my  forces  from  the  Yockna  to  the  Tallahatchie 
River  renders  it  unnecessary  longer  to  keep  a force  at  Friar’s  Point. 
You  will  therefore  order  the  entire  cavalry  force  at  Friar’s  Point  to  pro- 
ceed by  the  most  practicable  route  to  Holly  Springs,  Miss.,  keeping 
north  of  the  Tallahatchie  River,  where  it  can  be  used  to  great  advan- 
tage in  clearing  out  the  country  of  rebel  cavalry.  The  infantry  and 
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artillery  you  will  send  to  Memphis,  Tenn.;  the  quartermaster’s  depart- 
ment at  Memphis  will  furnish  you  the  necessary  transportation.  The 
cavalry  should  report  here  as  soon  as  practicable.

Commanding  Seventh  Division : 

Fearing  that  damages  to  the  railroad  north  to  Columbus  will  take  sev- 
eral weeks  to  repair,  I have  directed  the  opening  of  the  Memphis  road. 
Investigation  shows  that  but  little  damage  has  been  done  it  at  Moscow, 
and  consequently  cars  can  be  run  in  a day  or  two  at  least  as  far  as  La 
Fayette,  21  miles  west  of  Grand  Junction.  The  roads  from  Memphis  to 
that  point  are  good.  I have  directed,  therefore,  that  cars  be  got  as  far 
west  as  practicable  to  meet  you  on  your  return,  and  have  also  sent 
troops  to  guard  the  road  to  La  Fayette,  and  I think  for  some  miles  far- 
ther west.  You  will  then  return  by  the  State  Line  road  until  you  meet 
the  cars,  and  then  in  the  absence  of  further  orders  dispose  of  your 
troops  to  guard  the  road  westward  as  the  work  progresses.  We  may 
find  it  necessary  to  send  the  wagons  back  to  get  a second  load  of  sup- 
plies. This  will  depend,  however,  on  the  extent  of  damages  to  be  re- 
paired, both  on  the  road  north  and  the  Memphis  road.  I have  no  idea 
of  keeping  open  the  Memphis  road  except  for  temporary  purposes.  It 
may  become  necessary,  however,  to  send  more  troops  to  Vicksburg.  In 
that  event  the  road  will  be  very  convenient.

Commanding  Department  Missouri : 

General  : I have  the  honor  to  report  the  forces  from  your  depart- 
ment now  on  duty  temporarily  at  this  post  as  in  good  fighting  condition 
and  ready  for  notion  at  the  tap  of  the  drum.  Your  prompt  response  to 
the  call  for  aid  from  threatened  Columbus  must  ever  be  regarded  by  the 
War  Department  as  a very  commendable  instance  of  military  courtesy. 

From  all  the  reports  I can  gather  from  deserters,  intelligent  contra- 
bands, and  reliable  gentlemen  I conclude  that  the  brigand  Forrest,  with 
about  8,000  mounted  rebels  with  eight  pieces  of  artillery,  undertook  a 
raid  on  a large  scale  upon  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  Bailroad,  his  intention 
being  the  destruction  of  the  railroad  and  the  immense  stock  of  supplies 
on  hand  here,  together  with  cars,  engines,  public  buildings,  steamers, 
&c.,  and  then  fall  back  toward  Memphis  and  La  Grange.  He  was  rapidly 
accomplishing  his  purpose  when  re-enforcements  began  to  arrive  from 
Saint  Louis.  His  bands  are  now  scattering,  he  in  the  mean  time  holding 
his  headquarters  at  a point  about  10  miles  distant,  where  he  is  throw- 
ing up  fortifications.  I have  been  begging  General  Davies  to  let  me 
take  4,000  men  and  go  out  there  and  whip  him  (Forrest),  but  the  gen- 
eral will  not  allow  the  movement,  is  quite  nervous  about  the  post,  but 
I am  fully  convinced  we  could  defeat  of  skedaddle  the  entire  rebel 
horde.  I know  I am  a young  general,  but  I believe  I am  old  enough  to 
see  through  a mill-stone  with  so  large  a hole  in  it.  Unless  I am  much

mistaken  the  entire  line  of  railroad  could  be  put  in  order  in  ten  days, 
and  your  forces  be  relieved  and  sent  on  down  to  Helena,  but  General 
Grant  cannot  keep  this  line  open  and  running  with  his  present  force  in 
this  district.  I trust  that  in  no  event  your  forces  here  and  myself  will 
be  retained  on  this  side  of  the  river.  I am  not  yet  advised  whether  or 
not  Colonel  Scott,  of  the  Thirty-second  Iowa,  executed  General  Davies’ 
order  respecting  the  destruction  of  our  works  at  New  Madrid  and  the 
evacuation  of  that  post.  It  is  rumored  here  to-day  that  Jeff.  Thompson 
and  [W.  L.]  Jeffers  are  marching  toward  New  Madrid,  with  quite  a large 
force.  I believe  Colonel  Scott  could  make  a successful  resistance. 

Gunboat  has  not  yet  arrived. 

Your  boys  are  all  in  fine  spirits  and  very  desirous  to  get  back  under 
your  immediate  direction.

I.  Foraging  parties  will  leave  for  the  use  of  families  and  their  serv- 
ants a sufficient  supply  of  provisions  for  sixty  days,  and  when  families 
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have  a less  supply  beyond  this  if  found  in  the  country  within  reach  of 
the  army.  This  order  is  not,  however,  to  be  construed  to  deprive  the 
soldier  of  his  rations  whilst  the  country  affords  it.  If  suffering  must 
fall  on  one  or  the  other,  the  citizen  must  bear  it. 

II.  Hereafter  no  houses  will  be  taken  for  any  purposes  except  by 
order  of  post  or  chief  quartermasters,  and  no  buildings  will  be  assigned 
except  for  storage  purposes,  hospitals,  and  to  officers  entitled  to  quar- 
ters under  existing  orders  or  those  having  special  permits  from  district 
commanders  or  higher  authority  to  occupy  houses. 

III.  The  exception  in  Paragraph  I of  Special  Orders,  No.  32,  is  here- 
by extended  to  include  commanders  of  army  corps,  wings,  districts,  and 
posts,  surgeons  of  posts  and  general  hospitals,  and  such  staff  officers  as 
have  no  immediate  connection  with  troops.  Regimental  surgeons  must 
remain  in  cam])  with  their  regiments. 

IV.  Chief  of  staff  department  will  see  that  all  officers  of  their  re- 
spective departments  remain  with  their  stores,  prepared  to  issue  the 
same  at  all  times  when  called  upon.

General  Orders,  No.  11,  issued  by  General  Grant  at  Oxford,  Miss., 
December  the  17th,  commands  all  post  commanders  to  expel  all  Jews, 
without  distinction,  within  twenty-four  hours,  from  his  entire  depart- 
ment. The  undersigned,  good  and  loyal  citizens  of  the  United  States 
and  residents  of  this  town  for  many  years,  engaged  in  legitimate  busi- 
ness as  merchants,  feel  greatly  insulted  and  outraged  by  this  inhuman 
order,  the  carrying  out  of  which  would  be  the  grossest  violation  of  the 
Constitution  and  our  rights  as  good  citizens  under  it,  and  would  place 
us,  besides  a large  number  of  other  Jewish  families  of  this  town,  as  out- 
laws before  the  whole  world.  We  respectfully  ask  your  immediate 
attention  to  this  enormous  outrage  on  all  law  and  humanity,  and  pray 
for  your  effectual  and  immediate  interposition.  We  would  respectfully 
refer  you  to  the  post  commander  and  post  adjutant  as  to  our  loyalty, 
and  to  all  respectable  citizens  of  this  community  as  to  our  standing  as 
citizens  and  merchants.  We  respectfully  ask  for  immediate  instructions 
to  be  sent  to  the  commander  of  this  post.

Lieutenant-Colonel  Rawlins, 

Assistant  Adjutant- General,  Holly  Springs: 

Colonel  : I desire  to  report  to  the  major-general  commanding  de- 
partment that  General  Quinby,  with  his  division,  escorting  a heavy 
supply  train,  arrived  at  this  post  yesterday.  Every  preparation  had 
been  made  in  advance  to  facilitate  the  loading,  but  the  teams  were  fa- 
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tigued,  aDd  General  Quinby  deferred  commencing  until  this  morning. 
We  have  an  abundance  of  rations,  and  the  commissary  of  subsistence 
has  been  notified  by  Colonel  Haines  to  keep  always  4,000,000  on  hand. 

I have  obtained  700,000  feet  of  lumber,  and  propose  to  erect  within 
the  fort  a storehouse  for  2,000,000,  which,  with  our  other  accommoda- 
tions, will  give  abundant  storage.  It  will  also  be  necessary  to  erect  a 
barrack  hospital  within  the  ramparts. 

The  ground  in  front  of  the  fort  is  now  being  cleared  of  houses,  &c.,  to 
a distance  of  about  250  yards,  and  Captain  Prime  proposes  to  erect  a 
flank  work  at  the  north  end  to  cover  the  quartermaster’s  and  commis- 
sary’s depots  and  flank  the  heavy  guns. 

The  garrison  is  all  within  the  fort  except  one  regiment  on  provost 
duty  at  the  square  in  the  city. 

The  strength  of  the  command  is  shown  by  the  returns  herewith.* 

I stopped  the  Thirty-sixth  Iowa  for  a few  days,  but  have  sent  them  on. 

The  city  is  restless,  but  cowed.  I have  not  hesitated  to  announce 
that  an  attack  would  involve  the  destruction  of  Memphis.  I am  enroll- 
ing the  Union  Club  as  Home  Guards  and  propose  to  arm  them. 

Since  General  Sherman  took  away  the  force  from  here  smuggling  has 
been  unlimited.  I occasionally  catch  them  with  cavalry  patrols  and 
certificate.  [?] 

I have  ordered  General  Davies  to  send  down  all  forces  destined  orig- 
inally for  Memphis  and  Helena  and  stopped  by  him,  and  have  forwarded 
to-day  the  order  of  Major-General  Grant  to  the  same  elfect. 

I regret  to  say  that  it  is  my  opinion,  from  all  I can  learn,  that  the 
good  of  the  service  demands  inquiry  into  the  conduct  of  General  Davies. 
The  destruction  and  abandonment  of  Island  No.  10,  the  unnecessary 
accumulation  of  troops,  the  keeping  these  troops  so  accumulated  under 
arms  night  after  night,  and  the  neglect  to  push  out  forces  into  the  coun- 
try are  strongly  reported  to  me  by  rumor.  These  rumors  may  be  unjust, 
but  1 fear  they  are  not  altogether  so. 

I regret  to  report  that  the  paroled  prisoners  arrived  here  in  the 
wildest  disorder.  Colonel  Ferrell,  of  the  Twenty-ninth  Illinois,  who 
commanded  after  the  major-general  relieved  Colonel  Murphy  from  duty, 
exercised  no  authority  over  his  officers  and  men,  and  when  the  com 
mand  arrived  at  the  Nonconah,  7 miles  out,  abandoned  them  and  rode 
in  an  ambulance  with  his  wife.  The  example  spread,  and  officers  and 
men  came  in  squads  and  parties  and  spread  all  over  the  city.  I was 
compelled  to  order  the  provost-guard  to  arrest  all  officers  and  men  and 
force  them  to  the  fort.  Colonel  Ferrell  is  under  arrest,  and  I have  no 
doubt,  when  you  receive  the  report  of  General  Quinby,  will  be  mustered 
out  of  service  for  disobedience  of  orders  and  desertion  of  his  men.  I 
shall  be  able  to  get  them  oft*  to  Saint  Louis  to-morrow.  Colonel  Murphy 
has  been  arrested  and  awaits  orders. 

Colonel  Howe’s  Third  Kegular  Cavalry,  about  200  strong,  is  here,  a 
fine  body  of  men,  but  armed  only  with  pistol  and  saber.  They  are  all 
by  education  mounted  riflemen.  If  the  major-general  will  send  me 
Grierson’s  regiment  I would  be  glad  to  send  Howe’s  in  exchange.  Two 
companies  of  Third  United  States  are  at  Corinth.  My  reason  for  ask- 
ing for  Grierson  is  that  he  is  thoroughly  acquainted  with  this  country — 
will  be  more  useful  than  any  other. 

I am  of  opinion  that  General  Gorman  has  withdrawn  most  of  his 
forces  from  this  side  of  the  river,  and  I learn  from  him  that  the  cavalry 
made  an  ineffectual  attempt  to  cross  from  Friar’s  Point  to  Oxford,  but 
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were  prevented  by  mud.  He  is  ordered  both  by  Generals  Curtis  and 
Halleck  to  move  by  the  3d  January  toward  Little  Rock  in  a combined 
movement  with  Blunt,  Herron,  and  Schofield.  A fleet  of  light-draught 
boats  are  now  passing  down  to  him,  so  that  I suppose  he  will  proceed 
up  Arkansas  or  White  River,  both  now  full. 

I have  no  report  from  Sherman  except  stories  brought  up  to  different 
persons  that  Sherman  was  at  Vicksburg;  landed  within  G miles  of  the 
town,  moving  on,  and  Banks  below  the  city. 

I do  not  think  that  any  troops  will  come  to  this  place  from  Helena, 
but  hope  for  a regiment  or  more  from  Columbus  when  Davies  lets 
them  go. 

I have  been  compelled  to  postpone  the  election  for  member  of  Con- 
gress from  the  29th  December  to  20th  January  on  account  of  this  raid; 
by  that  time  I hope  the  country  will  be  quiet. 

I beg  you  will  state  to  the  general  that  Maj.  Gen.  John  A.  McCler- 
nand  went  down  the  river  this  morning  on  the  Express.  He  will  need 
convoy  to  get  through  below. 

I am  sorry  that  my  health,  hitherto  good,  is  failing  me.  I am  unfit 
for  the  field  on  account  of  an  obstinate  erysipelas,  which  annoys  me 
exceedingly  about  the  face  and  eyes,  that  prevented  my  riding  for  two 
weeks.  I am,  however,  fit  for  office  work  and  to  hold  Memphis,  espe- 
cially as  Halleck  will  not  let  me  go  home.

Your  communication,  inclosing  dispatch  from  Washington,  was  duly 
received. 

As  you  are  not  in  sufficient  health  to  take  the  field  I will  be  very 
glad  to  retain  you  in  command  of  Memphis  for  the  present.  In  fact  I 
have  been  somewhat  troubled  to  know  who  I could  send  there  to  re- 
lieve you. 

General  Davies  has  a force  of  5,000  at  Columbus,  when  one  regiment 
is  the  greatest  abundance  to  hold  the  place,  and  has  been  during  all  of 
the  late  scare.  I have  directed  him  to  reduce  his  garrison  to  what  it 
was  before,  sending  all  the  spare  troops  to  Memphis.  My  cavalry  force 
is  very  weak,  but  if  the  2,000  cavalry  belonging  to  Hovey’s  command 
are  still  on  this  side  of  the  river  I will  be  able  to  send  you  one  regiment 
of  it.  I have  ordered  this  cavalry  to  report  here.  I am  now  opening 
the  Memphis  and  Charleston  road,  and  have  placed  a large  force  on  the 
road  to  protect  it.  With  the  additional  forces  you  will  receive  from 
Columbus  you  will  be  able  to  hold  the  road  to  Germantown.  The  bal- 
ance will  be  provided  for  from  here. 

No  special  news  here.  An  unofficial  dispatch  received  last  evening 
from  Humboldt  says  that  our  troops  now  have  Forrest  in  a tight  place. 
The  Tennessee  has  risen,  and  our  troops,  I believe,  have  destroyed  all 
the  flats  on  the  river.  With  a sufficient  cavalry  force  Forrest’s  fate 
would  be  sealed.  Infantry,  however,  he  may  succeed  in  evading.

II.  General  Morgan’s  left  is  on  the  bayou  and  the  other  divisions  and 
their  pickets  will  connect  with  him.  General  Steele’s  division  will  be 
held  in  reserve  along  Chickasaw  Bayou,  with  pickets  on  its  east  side. 
The  enemy  will  doubtless  shell  our  positions,  but  our  artillery  must  not 
reply  unless  with  a certainty  of  execution.  The  ammunition  must  not 
be  wasted,  as  they  will  fire  at  our  whole  camp  instead  of  a distinct  ob- 
ject. Our  artillery  should  be  covered  by  earthworks,  and  commanders 
of  infantry  brigades  will,  on  application  of  any  artillery  officer  lying 
near  him,  furnish  details  for  this  work. 

The  First  and  Second  Divisions  will  furnish  working  parties  of  a 
regiment  each,  who  will  report  to  Captain  Jenney,  of  the  Engineers,  with 
all  the  axes  to  be  had,  to  corduroy  the  road  from  the  landing  to  camp. 
The  regiments  at  the  steamboat  landings  will  furnish  100  men  each, 
with  due  proportion  of  officers,  to  work  the  road  along  the  levee.  They 
must  corduroy  all  the  boggy  ground.  Rations  can  be  had  at  Lake’s  ; 
artillery  ammunition  at  headquarters  and  on  board  the  boat  General 
Anderson.  Musket  ammunition  should  be  carefully  husbanded  and  dis- 
tributed in  each  division.  All  musket  ammunition  not  now  in  the 
boxes  of  men  or  in  regimental  wagons  will  forthwith  be  sent*  on  board 
the  General  Anderson  and  delivered  to  Lieutenant  Neely,  ordnance 
officer,  who  will  receipt  for  the  same  and  reissue  to  regimental  com- 
manders, so  that  each  man  has  on  his  person  60  rounds.  This  should 
be  attended  to  at  once. 

All  absentees  not  wounded  must  be  collected  and  reports  made  to 
respective  headquarters  of  the  killed,  wounded,  and  missing.

I have  sent  three  more, 
one  southeast,  one  in  south  of  Panola,  and  one  toward  Grenada,  but  it  is 
very  difficult  to  get  good  scouts  here.  The  citizens  generally  don't  know 
anything,  and  when  they  do  are  not  to  be  trusted,  unless  corroborated 
from  other  sources.  The  cavalry  are  out  every  day,  but  thus  far  have 
got  no  news  of  the  enemy's  movements.

Major-General  Hurlbut: 

Sir:  Your  communication  of  28th  December  is  received.  The  troops 
of  General  Curtis’  command  which  are  detained  here  are  so  detained 
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by  order  of  General  Halleck,  to  bold  Columbus  at  all  hazards  and  make 
no  movement  of  troops  that  would  endanger  it  from  any  force. 

I have  not  been  able  to  gain  any  reliable  information  south  of  this 
place,  all  my  scouts  having  been  turned  back  or  arrested  until  within  a 
few  days,  say  two.  This  fact  has  compelled  me  to  act  as  against  a maxi- 
mum at  all  points  in  my  command. 

With  your  information  I presume  you  regard  (as  you  say  you  do)  my 
order  to  destroy  the  ammunition  at  Island  No.  10  premature.  I was  well 
informed  of  the  intentions  of  the  enemy  to  turn  my  right  and  occupy 
Hickman,  which  I had  evacuated  (having  only  133  men  there  for  duty), 
or  some  other  point  on  the  river,  haul-to  a transport  and  proceed  to 
Island  No.  10,  probably  in  the  night-time,  and  take  the  71  men  which 
are  there  for  duty,  and  with  the  armament  and  ammunition  there  close 
the  Mississippi  River.  This  was  a risk  in  the  present  state  of  our  fleets 
and  gunboats  that  should  not  be  run,  even  if  there  was  one  chance  in 
fifty  that  Island  No.  10  might  be  surprised  and  fall  an  easy  prey  to  200 
men  in  flats  and  skiffs. 

The  thing  was  in  progress  of  execution,  as  the  steamer  Duke  was  fired 
into  at  Hickman,  and  she  was  about  rounding-to  when  the  gunboat  New 
Era  hove  in  sight  (having  sent  her  down  there  anticipating  it),  and  the 
rebels  ran.  The  armament  is  not  destroyed ; it  is  only  rendered  useless 
in  case  of  capture. 

The  consequences  resulting  from  capture  of  Island  No.  10,  or  New 
Madrid,  in  our  present  state,  would  almost  be  fatal,  and  consequently 
there  should  be  no  risk  run  where  there  is  no  real  loss  to  us.  The  arma- 
ment at  both  these  points  is  of  no  earthly  use  to  us. 

I think  you  would,  with  the  same  information  before  you,  acted  as  I 
have  done $ at  least  I have  done  that  which  my  best  judgment  at  the 
time  dictated.

I have  received  the  following  order  from  General  Grant : 

Forward  to  Memphis  immediately  all  the  forces  you  have  detained  at  Columbus< 
The  force  you  had  before  Forrest’s  raid  is  abundant  to  garrison  that  place. 

I had  here,  before  the  raid,  811  men  for  duty  to  the  entire  post.  As 
you  have  been  so  very  positive  in  your  orders  about  this  place  1 deem 
it  my  duty  to  report  the  order  to  you  first,  as  I can  get  auswer  before  I 
could  make  the  arrangements.  I can  get  no  reliable  information  about 
the  position  of  the  enemy,  though  all  agree,  from  having  seen  them  only 
in  small  squads,  that  they  have  left.  The  rivers  are  all  rising.  General 
Grant  is  at  Holly  Springs.  He  has  returned  to  the  north  bank  of  the 
Tallahatchie,  General  McPherson  holding  the  advance.  The  Memphis 
and  Grenada  road  will  be  running,  it  is  said,  to-morrow.  General 
Quinby  came  into  Memphis,  with  his  division  and  train,  for  supplies. 
General  Sherman  within  12  miles  of  Vicksburg,  and  our  two  construc- 
tion trains  are  within  15  miles  of  each  other,  and  the  Ohio  bottom  and 
bridge  lies  between  them.  Accounts  vary  so  much  that  it  is  hard  to 
tell  how  long  it  will  take  to  get  through.  Shall  I carry  out  General 
Grant’s  orders?

Major-General  Grant: 

Scout  just  in  from  Grenada  and  confirms  report  that  a considerable 
portion  of  the  force  there  has  gone  south,  though  those  remaining  are 
still  fortifying.  Bo  attempts  have  been  made  to  repair  the  railroad  this 
side  of  Grenada,  and  only  sufficient  repairs  on  the  dirt  roads  to  facilitate 
the  passage  of  cavalry.  Van  Dorn  is  very  popular  since  his  return, 
and  the  report  is  that  his  forces  are  concentrating  near  Pontotoc  for 
another  movement.  Hatch  says  there  has  been  a regiment  of  rebel 
cavalry  near  Bocky  Ford,  but  nothing  more,  he  thinks.  He  has  sent 
out  four  companies  of  cavalry  to  reconnoiter.  The  whole  country  is  full 
of  small  parties  hovering  near  our  lines  to  pick  up  stragglers  and  watch 
our  movements.  I sent  scouts  in  the  direction  of  Panola  yesterday 
morning,  but  they  have  not  returned.

General  : I send  this  by  an  express  scout,  and  will  send  a copy  on 
the  other  road.  Affairs  do  not  look  well;  it  is  reported,  but  not,  I think, 
reliable,  that  a force  of  cavalry  from  the  Grenada  army  is  working  up 
between  your  line  and  the  river,  indicating  toward  Panola  and  Sena- 
tobia.  No  news  here  ; have  heard  nothing  from  Quinby  since  he  left. 
Great  activity  and  a new  impetus  to  guerrillas  below,  burning  cotton 
and  wood-piles  to  hinder  navigation.  Kirby  Smith  and  Morgan  are  in 
Kentucky — Morgan  at  Glasgow.  Rosecrans  still  stationary;  in  God’s 
name,  why  does  he  not  move?  We  have  4,000,000  rations  due  here  and 
to  be  kept  on  hand  at  that  amount.  Gorman  moves  from  Helena,  leav- 
ing only  a garrison  in  fort ; this  move  is  in  conjunction  with  Curtis’ 
force  toward  Little  Rock.  Gorman’s  dispatch  within  will  explain  more 
fully  matters  below.

General  Hurlbut,  Memphis : 

General  : The  Minnehaha  has  been  returned  with  the  rebel  prison- 
ers sent  down  from  Cairo  a few  days  since,  owing  to  progress  of  fight 
at  Vicksburg.  Captain  White,  of  this  steamer,  informs  me  that  our 
fleets  and  gunboats  are  in  great  need  of  coal.  I send  the  steamer  Ken- 
ton to  report  to  you.  See  if  it  is  possible  for  you  to  send  two  barges 
of  coal  to  General  Sherman  and  the  fleet.  The  Blue  Wing  was  cap- 
tured at  Napoleon,  or  near  there,  with  a mail,  some  artillery  ammuni- 
tion, and  two  barges  of  coal,  by  the  enemy,  and  I think  the  steamer 
Home  has  also  been  captured,  with  two  barges  of  forage.  The  fighting 
on  Monday  was  terrific;  our  loss  perhaps  2,000  or  3,000  or  more.  The 
dead  body  of  Colonel  Wyman,  of  Thirteenth  Illinois,  is  here  on  board 
the  flag-of-truce  boat.  We  had  taken  on  Monday  one  fortification  with 
nine  guns.  We  also  took  three  rifle-pits  and  their  big  work,  but  it  had 
to  be  given  up  again.  Captain  White  will  give  you  further  particulars 
of  General  Sherman’s  fight.  1 learn  that  General  Sherman  needs  re- 
enforcements,  but  have  no  word  from  the  general  or  from  the  admiral 
on  the  subject,  officially  or  otherwise.

Maj.  Gen.  Stephen  A.  Hurlbut,  Memphis , Tenn.  : 

Some  of  the  rebel  cavalry  captured  between  here  and  Memphis  were 
armed  with  perfectly  new  carbines,  which  evidently  were  procured  in 
Memphis.  These  marauders  are  probably  also  getting  all  other  con- 
traband supplies  from  there. 

I know  it  is  impossible,  with  your  present  small  force,  to  prevent 
smuggling  in  contraband  articles  entirely,  but  I would  suggest  that  the 
provost-marshal  be  directed  to  make  a descent  upon  all  business  houses, 
and  if  any  are  found  to  be  carrying  on  an  illegal  traffic  confiscate  their 
stock  in  trade  and  ship  the  offenders  south  of  our  lines. 

Have  you  heard  from  Davies,  whether  he  is  sending  you  re-enforce- 
ments, or  from  Gorman,  whether  the  cavalry  of  Hovey’s  command  is 
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coming  here  ? I require  them  very  much.  I am  taking  measures  to 
clean  out  the  country  from  here  to  Memphis  of  all  guerrillas.  If  it  can- 
not be  done  in  any  other  way  I will  be  compelled  to  take  and  destroy 
the  last  bushel  of  grain  between  the  Hatchie  and  the  Tallahatchie,  anil 
all  the  stock.  I will  make  it  the  interest  of  the  citizens  to  leave  our 
lines  of  communications  unmolested. 

Sullivan  has  whipped  Forrest  and  entirely  broken  up  his  band.  He 
has  killed  and  wounded  great  numbers;  captured  over  400  prisoners, 
all  their  train,  several  wagon  loads  of  small-arms,  six  pieces  of  artillery, 
over  500  horses,  and  recaptured  much  of  the  clothing  and  other  prop- 
erty taken  from  our  posts  that  surrendered.

Some  citizens  of  Memphis  were  overheard  to  say  that  there  was  a de- 
termination that  we  should  not  run  the  Memphis  and  Charleston  Rail- 
road ; that  it  will  be  easier  to  interrupt  that  and  force  us  to  move  the 
army  to  Memphis  for  supplies  than  to  come  here  to  light  the  main  army. 

It  is  my  determination  to  run  the  road  as  long  as  we  require  it,  and 
if  necessary  I will  remove  every  family  and  every  species  of  personal 
property  between  the  Hatchie  and  Ooldwater  Rivers.  I will  also  move 
south  every  family  in  Memphis  of  doubtful  loyalty,  whether  they  have 
taken  the  oath  of  allegiance  or  not,  if  it  is  necessary  for  our  security, 
and  you  can  so  notify  them.  For  every  raid  or  attempted  raid  by  guer- 
rillas upon  the  road  I want  ten  families  of  the  most  noted  secessionists 
sent  south.  If  the  enemy,  with  his  regularly-organized  forces,  attack 
us  I do  not  propose  to  punish  non-combatant  citizens  for  it;  but  these 
guerrillas  receive  support  and  countenance  from  this  class  of  citizens, 
and  by  their  acts  will  bring  punishment  upon  them. 

In  this  matter  I wish  to  give  this  letter  all  the  force  of  an  order.

General  Grant: 

I have  received  dispatches  from  Gorman.  Sherman  has  had  a hitter 
fight ; forced  the  first  line  of  intrenchments,  captured  and  holds  one 
9-gun  battery;  captured  their  main  fort  on  Walnut  Hills  at  point  of 
bayonet,  but  supports  did  not  come  up,  and  our  men  were  driven  out 
with  great  slaughter.  Morgan  Smith  is  wounded ; Giles  Smith,  colonel 
Eighth  Missouri,  and  Wyman,  Thirteenth  Illinois,  killed.  Loss  about 
3,000,  killed  and  wounded.  No  official  report  from  Sherman.  Price 
and  Joe  Johnston  are  at  Vicksburg.  Steamers  from  below  are  seen 
bringing  up  troops.  I fear  Sherman  is  overmatched.  He  has  sent  for 
ammunition.  I sent  him  to-day  all  I have,  230,000  rounds.  Have  sent 
his  order  forward  to  be  telegraphed  from  Cairo.  He  wants  4,000,000 
rounds.  The  Blue  Wing,  with  ammunition,  was  taken  below  Helena 
and  has  gone  up  the  Arkansas.  1 this  day  send  three  barges  of  coal 
for  the  fleet,  which  they  greatly  need.  Davies  still  holds  the  troops 
above  and  says  he  does  it  by  order  of  General  Halleck.  Sherman  ought 
to  be  re-enforced.  I think  they  outnumber  him,  besides  the  advantage 
of  position. 

Nothing  heard  from  Banks.  I have  suggested  to  Gorman  propriety 
of  throwing  his  whole  available  force,  except  fort  garrison,  to  Vicks- 
burg. 

The  messenger  Schultz,  who  was  bringing  your  reply,  was  captured, 
but  destroyed  his  dispatches.  The  road  from  here  to  Germantown  is 
full  of  guerrillas  and  some  regular  cavalry.  I trust  the  railroad  may  be 
forced  through  rapidly.  It  must  be  strongly  guarded  down  to  the  de- 
pot, as  we  can’t  spare  any  guard.  Sherman’s  wounded  will  be  here  be- 
fore long,  I suppose.  I am  preparing  hospital  buildings  in  case  they 
arrive.  I require  more  force  than  for  ordinary  guards,  and  especially 
cavalry,  to  beat  up  these  guerrillas.  Major  Blythe  is  within  14  miles, 
on  the  Hernando  road.  Richardson  near  Wolf  River,  about  German- 
town.

Brigadier-General  Gorman  : 

I have  sent  your  dispatches  to  General  Grant.  I do  not  like  the  look 
of  things  at  Vicksburg.  It  is  impossible  for  Grant  to  send  re-enforce- 
ments, at  all  events  in  time.  I have  serious  doubts  as  to  Sherman 
maintaining  his  advance  unless  Banks  comes  up.  Vicksburg  is  a place 
of  such  vast  consequence  that  it  may  be  well  to  consider  whether  it 
will  not  be  your  duty  to  throw  your  whole  force  to  that  point  if  it  will 
assure  success.  I have  but  four  regiments  here.  Davies  has  not  yet 
sent  the  troops  down  from  Columbus. 

Grant’s  army  will  connect  with  me  by  railroad  to-day  or  to-morrow. 

I shall  send  coal  down  in  barges  by  the  Kenton  to  Helena.  The  Rat- 
tler (Mosquito  Fleet)  will  follow  to-night  and  will  convoy  the  Kenton 
and  her  barges  down.  It  will  not  do  to  permit  valuable  boats  to  go  be- 
low without  convoy. 

The  Blue  Wing  was  probably  purposely  surrendered;  her  captain 
has  a bad  reputation  among  loyal  river  men. 
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I send  by  the  Battler  all  the  ammunition  I have — about  230,000 
rounds — and  have  telegraphed  from  Cairo  to  fill  Sherman’s  call. 

Things  appear  dark,  for  there  is  no  question  Sherman  has  to  meet 
more  than  his  own  force.  I am  assured  that  a large  part  of  Pemberton’s 
army  is  there,  moving  in  that  direction  as  soon  as  Grant  fell  back. 

We  have  an  abundance  of  commissary  supplies  here,  but  nothing  of 
ordnance.  It  would  be  a most  wretched  casualty  if  Sherman’s  force 
should  run  out  of  ammunition. 

I have  here  now  2,400  sick,  and  the  best  I can  do  for  the  prisoners 
on  the  Minnehaha  is  to  ship  them  up  to  Cairo. 

Let  me  constantly  have  the  last  news.

Sir  : For  information  of  Major-General  Grant  I inclose  on  next  page 
a statement  of  my  forces. 

Of  the  Forty-third  Illinois,  Sixty-first  Illinois,  and  Forty-third  Ohio 
(at  least  380),  and  all  of  the  Twelfth  Michigan  are  on  special  duty,  leav- 
ing only  about  460  for  sudden  call. 

The  absence  of  the  First  West  Tennessee  with  General  Dodge  leaves 
me  about  45  mounted  men ; they  inexperienced. 

I wish  it  understood  that  with  my  present  force,  small  as  it  is,  I can 
retire  within  the  fortifications  and  repel  any  attack.  But  to  do  this  it 
might  be  necessary  to  compromise  the  safety  of  the  town,  and  as  now 
circumscribed  as  to  cavalry  I cannot  pursue  or  drive  away  the  hos- 
tile forces  that  hover  around  and  annoy  us  in  a provoking  manner.

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Headquarters  Mississippi  River  Expedition, 
Steamer  Tigress , Millilceris  Bend , Mississippi  River , Jan.  3, 1863. 

Hon.  E.  M.  Stanton, 

Secretary  of  War  : 

Sir  : Notwithstanding  your  order  of  October  21, 1862,  authorizing  the 
Mississippi  River  Expedition  and  assigning  me  to  the  command  of  the 
same,  I have  reason  to  suppose  that  prior  to  my  dispatch  of  the  16th 
[17th]  of  December,  1862,  informing  you  that  I believed  I had  been  su- 
perseded, Major-General  Halleck,  General-in- Chief,  had  assigned  Major- 
General  Grant  to  the  same  command. 

On  the  21st  ultimo  Major-General  Halleck’s  assistant  adjutant-gen- 
eral communicated  to  me  a copy  of  a telegram  to  Major-General  Grant, 
dated  December  18,  1862,  assigning  the  latter  to  the  general  command 
of  the  expedition  and  me  to  the  immediate  command  of  the  land  forces 
composing  the  same.  This,  as  far  as  I can  recollect,  was  the  first  and 
only  recognition,  and  that  an  indirect  one,  which  the  General-in-Chief 
had  ever  made  of  my  connection  with  the  expedition,  and  I attribute 
that  to  your  interference  as  a consequence  of  my  telegram  of  the  16th 
[17th]  to  you  and  the  President,  touching  my  supersedure. 

A portion  of  the  forces  designed  for  the  expedition  having  been  de; 
tached  from  General  Grant’s  army  and  marched  to  Memphis  by  Gen- 
eral Sherman,  preparatory  to  embarkation  for  Vicksburg,  prior  to  the 
16th  ultimo,  it  would  appear  conclusively  that  Generals  Grant  and 
Sherman  had  received  orders  in  the  premises  prior  to  that  date.  Moree* 
over,  it  is  worthy  of  especial  notice  that  General  Sherman  started  with 
the  expedition  from  Memphis  on  the  20th  ultimo,  and  that  not  until  the 
second  day  after — the  22d — did  I receive  notice  of  Major-General  Hal- 
leck’s telegram  to  General  Grant. 

On  the  23d  I was  relieved  from  duty  at  Springfield,  111.,  and  imme- 
diately started  south  to  find  and  receive  orders  from  General  Grant, 
according  to  your  instructions.  Arriving  at  Memphis  on  Sunday,  the 
28th,  I immediately  dispatched  Major  Schwartz  and  Captain  Freeman, 
of  my  staff,  across  the  country,  which  was  infested  by  guerrilla  bands, 
to  communicate  with  General  Grant  at  Holly  Springs,  45  miles  from 
Memphis.  Reaching  there  the  same  night  these  officers  were  informed 
that  orders  assigning  me  to  the  immediate  command  of  the  expedition 
had  been  forwarded  on  the  same  day.  These  orders  reached  me  on 
Monday,  the  29th,  one  day  after  the  repulse  of  oiir  forces  near  Vicks- 
burg, and  before  I had  had  time  to  leave  Memphis.  This  explanation 
is  made  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  the  fact  that  either  through  the 
intention  of  the  General-in-Chief  or  a strange  occurrence  of  accidents, 
the  authority  of  the  President  and  yourself,  as  evidenced  by  your  acts, 
has  been  set  at  naught,  and  I have  been  deprived  of  the  command  that 
had  been  committed  to  me. 

I will  not  say  that  in  consequence  of  this  circumstance  the  Mississippi 
River  Exjjedition  has  so  far  failed,  for  that  would  do  injustice  to  Gen- 
eral Sherman,  whom  I deem,  indeed  know,  to  be  a brave  and  meritori- 
ous officer.  He  has  probably  done  all  in  the  present  case  that  any  one 
could  have  done,  and  I would  not  detract  anything  from  him,  but  give 
him  all  credit  for  good  purposes,  which  unfortunately  failed  in  execu- 
tion. 

The  explanation  of  the  failure  is  simply  this : 

1st.  Much  valuable  time  was  lost  in  setting  the  expedition  on  foot, 
and  thus  ample  opportunity  was  furnished  to  the  enemy  to  prepare  him- 
self and  strongly  fortify  against  attack. 
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2d.  The  movement  to  Vicksburg  lacked  every  kind  of  co-operation. 
General  Grant’s  cessation  of  his  advance  toward  Grenada  and  Jackson, 
Miss.,  afforded  the  enemy’s  forces  at  those  points  and  at  Port  Hudson 
opportunity  to  concentrate  a considerable  army  for  the  defense  of  Vicks- 
burg. Nor  is  it  altogether  improbable  that  troops  from  Bragg’s  army 
and  even  from  Virginia  had  been  brought  to  this  neighborhood,  not  be- 
ing needed  in  Tennessee  or  in  Virginia  on  account  of  the  seeming  ces- 
sation of  hostilities  in  those  quarters. 

3d.  The  organization  of  the  different  arms  composing  the  expedition- 
ary army  was  essentially  defective.  In  my  communication  of  October 
16,  1862,  to  you  and  to  the  Commander-in-Chief  the  estimate  of  troops 
required  for  the  reduction  of  Vicksburg  was  as  follows : Twenty-four 
thousand  infantry,  1,000  sharpshooters,  400  sappers  and  miners,  3,000 
cavalry,  1,500  light  artillery,  and  100  heavy  artillery.  The  number  of 
batteries  to  be  assigned  to  the  artillery  arm  was  ten,  of  six  guns  each, 
consisting  of  fourteen  10-pounder  Parrott  guns,  twenty-eight  12-pounder 
Napoleon  guns,  six  24-pounder  howitzers  (brass),  four  12-pounder  how- 
itzers, eight  6-pounder  smooth-bore  guns ; also  eight  30-pounder  Par- 
rott guns  and  four  10-inch  mortars. 

Instead  of  with  these  proportions  the  expedition  was  constructed 
without  the  least  harmony  in  its  elements,  and  with  no  regard  to  that 
effectiveness  which  is  alone  to  be  obtained  by  giving  to  each  arm  its 
proper  proportion. 

Since  the  attack  of  our  forces  on  Sunday,  according  to  reports,  the 
enemy’s  forces  at  Vicksburg  have  been  increased  to  50,000  or  60,000. 

The  attack  on  Monday,  notwithstanding  signal*  instances  of  courage 
and  heroism  on  the  part  of  the  officers  and  the  display  of  much  endur- 
ance and  bravery  among  the  men,  entirely  failed  of  success.  I am  in- 
formed that  the  position  of  the  enemy  at  Vicksburg  is  of  unusual 
strength.  A continual  series  of  bluffs  extends,  as  will  be  seen  from  the 
accompanying  drawings,  from  the  city  to  Haines’  Bluff,  on  the  Yazoo 
Biver,  a distance  of  from  12  to  14  miles.  Haines’  Bluff  has  been  strongly 
fortified  and  is  defended  by  batteries  of  heavy  caliber.  It  is  reported 
to  be  a fortress  in  itself ; besides  seven  field  works  are  said  to  be  located 
in  front  of  it  and  near  the  river.  The  Yazoo  is  blocked  up,  and  lakes 
and  bayous  in  the  low  and  swamp  lands  between  the  Mississippi  and 
Yazoo  Rivers  are  lined  with  rifle-pits,  while  the  rear  of  the  position, 
from  the  Yazoo  to  the  Black  River,  is  reported  as  being  defended  by 
rifle-pits  and  other  field  works.  Moreover,  the  heavy  fain  pouring  down 
at  the  moment  of  writing  this  hasty  report  will  strengthen  the  enemy’s 
position,  and  the  lands  between  the  Mississippi  and  the  Yazoo  Rivers 
will  become  impassable. 

The  gunboats  being  unable  to  reduce  the  fortifications  at  Haines’ 
Bluff,  General  Sherman  proposed  a night  attack  to  carry  them  with  the 
bayonet ; but  Rear-Admiral  Porter  declined  to  co-operate  in  such  an 
undertaking,  regarding  it  as  too  hazardous.  The  troops  under  General 
Sherman  therefore  descended  the  Yazoo  and  landed  at  Milliken’s  Bend, 
in  Louisiana. 

If  I am  asked  for  a plan  by  which  Vicksburg  might  yet  be  taken  I 
would  suggest  that  General  Grant  immediately  make  Memphis  his  base 
of  operations,  put  the  Mississippi  and  Tennessee  Railroad  from  Mem- 
phis toward  Grenada  in  running  order,  and  push  forward  his  column  to 
the  latter  place  and  to  Jackson,  marching  upon  the  rear  of  Vicksburg, 
while  the  forces  here  and  those  below  Port  Hudson  co-operate  by  such 
demonstrations  as  may  be  found  practicable. 
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So  soon  as  I shall  have  verified  the  condition  of  the  army — perhaps 
to-day — I will  assume  command  of  it.

Gen.  W.  T.  Sherman  will  continue  in  the  command  of  the 
Second  Army  Corps,  which  will  form  the  right  wing  of  the  Army  of  the 
Mississippi,  and  Brig.  Gen.  G.  W.  Morgan,  the  senior  officer  in  the  First 
Army  Corps,  will  assume  command  of  the  latter,  which  will  form  the 
left  wing  of  the  army. 

III.  All  unauthorized  interference  with  private  property  is  prohibited, 
and  offenders  must  be  immediately  punished. 

IY.  All  firing  of  arms,  except  under  competent  orders,  is  prohibited, 
and  offenders  must  be  punished. 

Y.  Straggling  from  the  ranks  upon  the  march  or  in  battle  must  be 
prevented,  and  force  must  be  employed  for  that  purpose  if  it  should  be- 
come necessary. 
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YI.  The  infantry  will  carry  40  rounds  of  ammunition  in  their  car- 
tridge-boxes and  20  more,  when  going  into  action,  on  their  persons;  and 
the  men  of  all  arms  will  keep  on  hand  at  least  two  days’  cooked  rations 
while  on  the  move  in  the  presence  of  or  near  the  enemy. 

VII.  No  transports  will  be  allowed  to  leave  the  fleet  except  with  the 
permission  of  the  general  commanding  the  army. 

VIII.  Neither  officers  nor  soldiers  will  be  permitted  during  an  en- 
gagement to  fall  out  of  the  ranks  and  to  care  for  the  wounded.  Musi- 
cians, and,  if  necessary,  details  made  for  that  purpose,  will  be  assigned 
for  that  duty,  such  persons  to  wear  a white  badge  on  the  left  arm  above 
the  elbow  as  a distinction. 

IX.  Commanders  of  army  corps  will  forward  to  these  headquarters 
without  delay  full  and  complete  statements  of  the  forces  composing  their 
commands;  also  of  the  means  of  land  transportation,  the  number  of  in- 
trenching tools,  quantity  of  ammunition,  and  all  other  information  re- 
lating to  the  condition  and  efficiency  of  their  commands. 

Commanders  of  army  corps  will  see  that  these  orders  are  fully  and 
faithfully  executed.

Pursuant  to  the  terms  of  General  Orders,  No.  1,  made  this  day  by 
Major-General  McClernand,  the  title  of  our  army  ceases  to  exist,  and 
constitutes  in  the  future  the  “Army  of  the  Mississippi,”  composed  of 
two  army  corps,  one  to  be  commanded  by  Brig.  Gen.  G.  W.  Morgan 
and  the  other  by  myself. 

In  relinquishing  command  of  the  right  wing  of  the  Army  of  the 
Tennessee,  and  restricting  my  authority  to  my  own  corps,  I desird  to 
express  to  all  commanders,  to  the  soldiers  and  officers  recently  operat- 
ing before  Vicksburg,  my  hearty  thanks  for  the  zeal,  alacrity,  and  cour- 
age manifested  by  them  on  all  occasions.  We  failed  in  accomplishing 
one  great  purpose  of  our  movement — the  capture  of  Vicksburg — but  we 
were  but  a part  of  a whole.  Ours  was  but  one  part  of  a combined  move- 
ment, in  which  others  were  to  assist.  We  were  on  time;  unforeseen 
contingencies  must  have  delayed  the  others. 

We  have  destroyed  the  Shreveport  road;  wTe  have  attacked  the  de- 
fenses of  Vicksburg,  and  pushed  the  attack  as  far  as  prudence  would 
justify;  and  having  found  it  too  strong  for  our  single  column,  we  have 
drawn  off  in  good  order  and  in  good  spirits,  ready  for  any  new  move. 

A new  commander  is  now  here  to  lead  you.  He  is  chosen  by  the 
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President  of  the  United  States,  who  is  charged  by  our  Constitution  to 
maintain  and  defend  it,  and  he  has  the  undoubted  right  to  select  his 
own  agents.  I know  that  all  good  officers  and  soldiers  will  give  him  the 
same  hearty  support  and  cheerful  obedience  they  have  hitherto  given 
me.  There  are  honors  enough  in  reserve  for  all,  and  work  enough,  too. 
Let  each  do  his  appropriate  part,  and  our  nation  must  in  the  end  emerge 
from  this  dire  conflict  purified  and  ennobled  by  the  fires  which  now  test 
its  strength  and  purity. 

All  officers  of  the  general  staff*  not  attached  to  my  person  will  here- 
after report  in  person  and  by  letter  to  Major-General  McClernand,  com- 
manding Army  of  the  Mississippi,  on  board  the  steamer  Tigress,  at  our 
rendezvous  at  Gaines7  Landing  and  Montgomery  Point.

No.  3.  J Milliken’s  Bend , January  4,  1863. 

I.  The  troops  will  not  disembark  at  Milliken’s  Bend,  but  will  proceed 
on  another  important  military  expedition. 

The  first  rendezvous  will  be  the  wood-pile  opposite  Gaines7  Landing. 

The  second  rendezvous  will  be  mouth  of  White  River  or  Montgomery 
Point. 

II.  Colonel  Parsons,  quartermaster,  will  see  that  his  transports  have 
enough  fuel  to  reach  some  known  wood-pile,  and  division  commanders 
may  lie  by  to  gather  wood  and  rails  at  convenient  points,  of  which  there 
is  a supply  known  to  be  10  miles  above  Milliken’s,  near  Greenville,  oppo- 
site Gaines7  and  near  Napoleon.  Whenever  boats  stop  for  wood  there 
should  be  a good  picket  kept  beyond  the  working  party. 

The  fleet  will  move  in  the  reverse  order  of  coming,  viz,  fourth,  third, 
second,  and  first,  but  all  must  be  at  each  rendezvous  before  another 
move  is  made.  All  possible  fuel  should  be  collected  before  we  reach 
White  River. 

III.  Colonel  Parsons  will  forthwith  detail  eight  good,  strong  trans- 
port boats,  best  supplied  with  fuel,  to  proceed  to  the  mouth  of  the  Yazoo 
and  report  to  Admiral  Porter  by  10  a.  m.  to-day,  for  the  purpose  of  tow- 
ing the  slow  gunboats  up-stream ; and  that  the  troops  on  board  such 
tugs  may  not  suffer,  one  of  these  boats  must  be  a supply  boat. 

IV.  The  commanding  general  will  give  the  signal  to  move  from  ren- 
dezvous, but  between  the  rendezvous  division  commanders  may  control 
their  boats  and  lie  by  whenever  they  choose  to  collect  wood.  On  arrival 
at  Montgomery  Point  boats  should  have  full  two  days’  fuel,  and  the 
whole  time  consumed  in  reaching  Montgomery  Point  should  not  exceed 
sixty  hours.

General  : The  following  instructions  are  transmitted  for  your  in- 
formation. They  only  give  an  outline  of  the  movement  contemplated 
against  Post  Arkansas,  Ark.,  and  are  based  in  part  upon  information 
respecting  the  nature  and  condition  of  the  ground  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Post.  This  information  has  been  hastily  obtained,  and  in  some  instances 
from  sources  not  authentic.  Commanders  of  army  corps  will  therefore 
be  indulged  in  the  exercise  of  a discretion  as  to  the  best  modifications 
of  the  method  proposed  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  object  in  contem- 
plation. This  method  is  set  forth  in  the  following  instructions : 

1st.  Having  arrived  at  the  mouth  of  the  White  River  the  commanders 
of  the  army  corps  of  the  Army  of  the  Mississippi  will  lose  no  time  in 
moving  their  commands  upon  their  transports  up  that  river  to  the  cut- 
off, and  through  it  into  and  up  the  Arkansas  River  to  a suitable  point 
on  the  left  or  east  bank  of  the  same  near  and  below  Post  Arkansas  for 
disembarkation. 

2d.  The  army  corps  will  move  from  the  mouth  of  the  White  River  in 
the  following  order:  The  Second  Army  Corps,  Major-General  Sherman 
commanding,  forming  the  right  wing,  right  in  front,  first ; the  First 
Army  Corps,  Brigadier- General  Morgan  commanding,  following  the  left 
wing  in  the  same  order,  next. 

3d.  Arrived  at  the  proposed  point  for  debarkation  the  two  corps  will 
immediately  debark,  being  careful  to  preserve  their  distinctness,  pro- 
tect their  landing  by  skirmishers  and  advanced  detachments,  leaving 
all  the  means  of  land  transportation  and  other  incumbrances  on  board 
the  steamers  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the  general  commanding  the 
army,  and  rapidly  march  as  follows : 

The  Second  Corps  by  the  rear  of  the  Post  until  its  right  has  reached 
the  river  above  it.  In  executing  this  movement  the  commander  may 
find  it  expedient  to  make  the  Brownsville  road  a point  d'appui  on  or 
. from  which  to  deploy  his  column  for  the  purpose  of  investing  the  en- 
emy’s works  and  preparatory  to  attacking  him.  The  First  Corps,  follow- 
ing the  Second  to  or  near  the  Lawrenceville  road,  may  also  find  it  ex- 
pedient to  make  the  latter  road  a point  fflappui  for  the  deployment  of  its 
column  for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

4th.  Each  army  corps  should  extend  its  lines  so  as  to  complete  the 
investment  of  the  enemy’s  works,  and  if  in  order  to  do  so  the  left  wing 
has  to  move  so  far  to  the  right  as  to  leave  too  great  a space  between  its 
left  and  the  river,  the  same  will  be  secured  by  a detachment  of  infantry 
and  artillery  from  the  First  Corps,  posted  in  a commanding  position  for 
that  purpose. 

5tli . N ot withstanding  what  precedes,  the  commander  of  the  First  Army 
Corps  will  debark  two  regiments  of  infantry,  one  company  of  cavalry, 
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and  three  pieces  of  artillery  at  a suitable  point  on  the  right  or  west 
bank  of  the  river  and  near  and  below  the  Post,  under  instructions  to 
ascend  the  right  bank  (beyond  the  reach  of  the  enemy’s  guns  on  the 
opposite  shore)  to  a point  on  the  river  above  the  Post,  giving  control  of 
the  river. 

6th.  Skirmishers  should  in  all  cases  precede  the  movements  herein 
ordered.  Cavalry  detachments  should  be  sent  out  in  different  directions 
to  reconnoiter  the  country.  Reserves  should  be  kept  to  the  rear  of  the 
investing  line  ready  to  be  moved  to  any  point  in  case  the  enemy  should 
venture  to  make  a sortie,  and  to  every  battery  of  light  artillery  a com- 
pany of  infantry  should  be  detailed  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  it  and 
assisting  in  its  advance. 

7 th.  Having  completed  the  investment  according  to  the  plan  indi- 
cated, the  enemy  will  be  equally  cut  off  from  re-enforcements  and  es- 
cape, and  must,  together  with  his  works  and  all  his  munitions  of  war, 
become  a capture  to  our  arms.

Probably  Van  Dorn 
is  going  there.  Sullivan  telegraphs  that  rebels  are  crossing  the  Ten- 
nessee again.  I can  hardly  think  it.  The  Tennessee  is  now  up  and  the 
naval  commander  at  Cairo  says  there  are  several  gunboats  up  the  river. 

I do  not  know  what  day  I will  be  going  to  Memphis.  You  can  go 
there,  or  as  soon  as  other  troops  arrive  to  replace  Boss’  division,  which 
will  be  to-morrow.

General  : There  is  a continuous  stream  of  wagons  loaded  with  cot- 
ton coming  from  Mississippi  over  the  Pigeon  Boost  road,  taking  out  on 
their  return  all  sorts  of  supplies,  the  owners  acknowledging  themselves 
to  be  disloyal.  This  thing  is  so  manifestly  wrong  that  I have  taken 
the  responsibility  of  stopping  and  sending  back  all  cotton  in  the  hands 
of  the  original  owners  who  cannot  produce  satisfactory  proofs  of  loyalty. 

It  is  reported  to  me  that  buyers  in  Memphis  are  paying  specie  for 
cotton.

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Learning  from  the  instructions  and  other  papers  turned  over  to  me 
by  General  Sherman  that  you  had  promptly  and  generously  co-oper- 
ated to  insure  the  success  of  the  Mississippi  River  Expedition,  and  would 
be  pleased,  under  favorable  circumstances,  to  have  his  co-operation  in 
turn,  I immediately  determined  to  sail  with  my  whole  army  to  the  Post 
of  Arkansas  via  the  mouth  of  the  White  River,  the  cut-off,  and  the 
Arkansas  River,  for  the  purpose  of  reduciug  it. 

The  reduction  of  that  place  will  free  the  navigation  of  the  Mississippi 
River  in  the  vicinity  of  the  mouths  of  the  White  and  Arkansas  Rivers 
from  the  molestation  inflicted  by  hostile  parties  sent  from  the  Post. 

Whether  I will  advance  beyond  the  Post  to  Brownsville  and  Little 
Rock,  or  to  either,  will  depend  upon  circumstances  yet  undeveloped. 

If,  as  I understand,  your  columns  are  moving  in  the  direction  of  the 
last-named  places,  a favorable  conjuncture  may  conspire  to  give  our 
arms  early,  if  not  immediate,  control  of  the  State  of  Arkansas. 

Hoping  to  hear  from  you  fully  and  frankly  upon  all  matters  of  public 
interest,  1 have  the  honor  to  conclude  by  assuring  you  of  my  high  re- 
gard for  you,  both  personally  and  officially.

When  I arrived  at  the  mouth  of  the  Yazoo  River  I found  that  our 
army,  having  been  repulsed  near  Vicksburg,  was  re-embarked  under 
General  Sherman’s  order  for  conveyance  to  Milliken’s  Bend,  on  the 
Mississippi  River. 

On  the  next  day,  the  4th,  while  the  troops  were  still  on  the  trans-  j 
ports,  I assumed  command  of  the  land  forces  of  the  Mississippi  River 
Expedition  and  immediately  determined,  with  the  co-operation  of  Ad- 
miral Porter,  to  sail  with  my  whole  command  for  the  Post  of  Arkansas  ! 
via  the  mouth  of  White  River,  the  cut-off,  and  the  Arkansas  River, 
for  the  reduction  of  that  Post. 

1 am  now  here  and  will  immediately  resume  my  voyage  to  the  ap- 
pointed destination.  The  reasons  justifying  and  requiring  this  move-  ; 
ment  may  be  stated  as  follows : , 

1st.  The  failure  of  the  Mississippi  River  Expedition  in  the  object  of 
reducing  Vicksburg  and  the  present  impracticability  of  reducing  that 
place  with  the  force  under  my  command  by  a front  attack  unsupported 
by  a co-operative  movement  in  the  rear  of  the  place. 

2d.  The  importance,  nay  duty,  of  actively  and  usefully  employing  our 
arms  not  only  for  the  purpose  of  subduing  the  rebellion  but  to  secure 
some  compensation  for  previous  expense  and  loss  attending  the  expe- 
dition. 

3d.  The  importance  of  reducing  the  Post  as  a means  of  freeing  the 
navigation  of  the  Mississippi  River  in  the  vicinity  of  the  mouths  of 
White  and  Arkansas  Rivers  from  molestation  by  the  enemy. 

4th.  The  importance  of  making  a diversion  of  the  enemy,  who  are 
alleged  to  be  marching  to  certain  points  in  Missouri,  and  of  co-operat- 
ing with  General  Curtis’  column  in  Arkansas. 

5th.  The  counteraction  of  the  moral  effect  of  the  failure  of  the  attack 
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near  Vicksburg  and  the  reinspiration  of  the  forces  repulsed  by  making 
them  the  champions  of  new,  important,  and  successful  enterprises. 

6th.  The  intense  desire  of  all  worthy  officers  and  men  to  be  usefully 
employed. 

1 will  dispatch  officers  on  transports  from  this  place  for  additional 
supplies  of  quartermaster’s,  commissary,  and  ordnance  stores.  The  same 
transports  will  bear  all  who  were  wounded  near  Vicksburg  in  our  hands 
to  the  hospitals  above. 

I expect,  after  completing  any  operations  undertaken  in  Arkansas, 
unless  otherwise  directed,  to  return  with  my  command  to  a point  on  the 
Mississippi  River  near  Vicksburg,  and  direct  my  attention  to  the  fol- 
lowing objects : The  seizure  of  Monroe,  on  the  Vicksburg  and  Shreve- 
port Railroad,  and,  if  possible,  New  Carthage,  on  the  Mississippi,  below 
Vicksburg,  and  some  point  on  the  Red  River;  also  to  the  practicability 
of  isolating  Vicksburg  by  opening  another  channel  for  the  Mississippi. 

Having  been  en  route  on  their  transports  since  starting  from  Milli- 
ken’s  Bend,  and  my  taking  command,  I have  been  unable  to  obtain,  and 
consequently  am  unable  to  furnish,  reports  of  the  strength  and  condi- 
tion of  my  forces.  I will  do  this  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment.

The  boats  must  keep  in 
their  exact  order,  about  100  yards  apart : 

First,  Forest  Queen  •,  second,  Continental,  followed  by  boats  of  the 
First,  Second,  and  Third  Brigades  of  Steele’s  division  5 third,  the  West- 
moreland, followed  by  boats  of  the  First  and  Second  Brigades  of  Stu- 
art’s division. 

• II.  Two  companies  on  each  boat  must  be  armed  and  equipped  ready 
to  return  a fire  if  a boat  is  fired  on  from  shore.  In  case  of  the  firing  a 
volley  or  anything  indicating  a force  the  boat  fired  at  will  run  by  and 
land  above,  while  the  succeeding  boats  will  land  below,  and  promptly 
attack  the  party,  unless  a gunboat  be  near,  when  it  will  shell  the  place 
from  which  the  firing  comes. 

III.  On  reaching  the  place  of  disembarkation  each  division  com- 
mander will  send  a brigade  out  to  cover  the  landing,  and  will  immedi- 
ately proceed  to  disembark  men,  arms,  horses,  wagons,  &c.,  for  a five 
days’  operation  similar  to  our  move  at  Yazoo.

General  : Since  General  Sherman  left  here  I have  been  uuable  to 
learn  anything  official  from  the  expedition  which  you  now  command. 
Your  wants  and  requirements  all  have  to  be  guessed  at.  I am  pre- 
pared to  re-enforce  you  immediately  with  one  division  from  my  old 
command,  one  brigade  from  General  Curtis,  and  one  brigade  coming 
from  General  Wright’s  command.  I can  also  further  re-enforce  you 
with  one  more  division  from  my  old  command  besides  sending  all  other 
troops  that  come  to  me  from  elsewhere. 

This  expedition  must  not  fail.  If  there  is  force  enough  within  the 
limits  of  my  control  to  secure  a certain  victory  at  Vicksburg  they  will 
be  sent  there.  But  I want  to  be  advised  of  what  has  been  done,  what 
there  is  to  contend  against,  and  an  estimate  of  what  is  required.  I 
take  it  for  granted  that  ordnance  stores,  rations,  &c.,  will  be  required 
for  the  command  now  with  you  in  addition  to  what  they  now  have,  and 
to  a full  supply  for  all  re-enforcements. 

I would  like  to  have  a full  report  immediately  for  my  guidance  as  to 
what  is  to  be  done. 

Troops  are  ass  embling  here  and  all  transports  coming  into  port  are 
being  detained.  If  you  have  any  not  required  for  the  troops  with  you 
release  them  and  let  them  come  up  here.

General  : Colonel  Colburn  leaves  in  a few  moments  for  Saint  Louis. 
I send  by  him,  to  be  disposed  of  at  Memphis  or  Cairo,  a few  prisoners 
of  war. 

My  transports  will  begin  to  leave  to-morrow  morning  at  daylight. 
General  McClernand  has  assumed  command  of  all  of  General  Sher- 
man’s forces  at  Vicksburg,  and  has  come  back  to  the  mouth  of  the  Ar- 
kansas and  gone  up  with  part  of  the  naval  force  under  Admiral  Porter 
in  person  to  attack  Old  Post. 

X went  down  and  had  a personal  conference  with  General  Sherman, 
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&e.  It  is  agreed  that  they  proceed  up  the  Arkansas,  and  that  I pro- 
ceed up  the  White  River,  each  having  some  naval  forces. 

General  McOlernand  designs  to  go  entirely  up  to  Little  Rock,  and  I 
shall  go  to  Devall’s  Bluff,  and  perhaps  send  some  force  as  high  as  Jack- 
sonport,  on  White  River.  If  the  fog  does  not  prevent  I will  enter  White 
River  day  after  to  morrow  (the  12th),  at  daylight. 

McOlernand  will  have  32,000  infantry,  1,000  cavalry,  and  forty  or  more 
pieces  of  artillery.  I will  have  10,000  infantry,  2,000  cavalry,  and  30 
pieces  of  artillery. 

I will  send  of  the  cavalry  force  1,500  by  land  from  Helena  to  Saint 
Charles  and  Clarendon  if  it  is  possible  for  them  to  get  through,  but 
they  will  have  to  go  without  transportation.  They  will  take  five  days’ 
rations  for  the  men  in  their  haversacks  and  rely  upon  the  country  for 
forage  for  their  horses.  It  is  utterly  impracticable  to  send  teams. 

Colonel  Colburn  will  give  you  further  detailed  particulars.  I shall 
try  to  communicate  with  Schofield.

General:  Unless  absolutely  necessary  for  the  object  of  your  expedi- 
tion you  will  abstain  from  all  moves  not  connected  with  it. 

I do  not  approve  of  your  move  on  the  Post  of  Arkansas  while  the 
other  is  in  abeyance.  It  will  lead  to  the  loss  of  men  without  a result. 
So  long  as  Arkansas  cannot  re-enforce  the  enemy  east  of  the  river  we 
have  no  present  interest  in  troubling  them.  It  might  answer  for  some 
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of  the  purposes  you  suggest,  but  certainly  not  as  a military  movement 
looking  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  one  great  result,  the  capture  of 
Vicksburg. 

Unless  you  are  acting  under  authority  not  derived  from  me  keep  your 
command  where  it  can  soonest  be  assembled  for  the  renewal  of  the  at- 
tack on  Vicksburg. 

Major-General  Banks  has  orders  from  Washington  to  co-operate  in 
the  reduction  of  Vicksburg,  and  if  not  already  off  that  place  may  be 
daily  expected.  You  will  therefore  keep  your  forces  well  in  hand  at 
some  point  on  the  Mississippi  River,  where  you  can  communicate  with 
General  Banks  on  his  arrival.  Should  you  learn,  before  you  have  an 
opportunity  of  communicating  with  him,  that  he  is  making  an  attack 
on  Vicksburg,  move  at  once  to  his  support.  Every  effort  must  be  di- 
rected to  the  reduction  of  that  place. 

From  the  best  information  I have,  Milliken’s  Bend  is  the  proper  place 
for  you  to  be,  and  unless  there  is  some  great  reason  of  which  I am  not 
advised  you  will  immediately  proceed  to  that  point  and  await  the  arrival 
of  re-enforcements  and  General  Banks’  expedition,  keeping  me  fully 
advised  of  your  movements.

The  head  of  General  Lauman’s  division  entered  Moscow  6 p.  m.,  and 
the  advance  of  the  ammunition  and  quartermaster  train  reached  this 
place  at  6.30. 

I directed  the  train-master  at  Grand  Junction  yesterday  to  send  train 
to  Hudsouville  and  Lamar  Station  to  bring  away  the  cotton,  &c.  I 
sent  orders  to  the  troops  and  guards  along  the  road  to  fall  back  and 
join  their  commands  as  soon  as  all  the  property  was  removed.  Every- 
thing worked  well  to-day,  and  no  delay  except  from  the  heaviness  of 
the  roads.  There  were  no  houses  burned  in  Holly  Springs  that  were 
occupied  and  only  two  or  three  of  any  importance,  though  a good  many 
small  frames  and  stables  were  destroyed.

No.  3.  ) Post  of  Arkansas,  January  12,  1863. 

I.  Ignorance  of  the  rules  of  war  as  to  pillage  and  plunder  can  no  longer 
be  pleaded.  Laws  of  Congress,  orders  of  the  President,  and  my  own 
have  again  and  again  been  published. 

A thorough  inspection  of  every  regiment  and  boat  will  be  made 
within  twenty-four  hours  of  the  publication  of  this  order,  and  the 
colonel  of  any  regiment  or  commander  of  any  company  who  allows  any 
officer  or  soldier  in  his  command  to  keep  or  use  a horse,  mule,  gun, 
pistol,  saddle,  or  any  property  not  his  own  will  be  arrested,  and  the 
offender  will  at  once  be  put  in  irons  or  tried  and  confined  in  the  hold 
of  some  steamboat,  in  charge  of  the  provost  guard. 

Colonel  Hoge,  of  the  One  hundred  and  thirteenth  Illinois,  is  charged 
with  the  execution  of  this  order,  and  his  regiment  is  assigned  to  duty 
as  provost  guard.  Colonel  Hoge  by  himself,  or  any  officer  of  his  regi- 
ment with  a written  order,  may  search  for  stolen  property,  take  it  away 
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by  violence — even  to  killing: — and  will  deliver  the  same  to  the  chief 
quartermaster  of  the  corps,  Capt.  J.  Oondit  Smith.  If  the  officer  or 
soldier,  camp-follower  or  steamboat  hand,  passenger,  or  any  person 
with  this  army  violate  the  laws  of  Congress  and  orders  of  the  Presi- 
dent it  is  the  duty  of  everybody  to  seize  him  and  deliver  him  forcibly 
and  sternly  to  this  provost  guard. 

That  Colonel  Hoge  may  execute  this  order  thoroughly  he  will  camp 
near  these  headquarters,  and  use  some  steamboat-hold  or  house  in 
which  to  confine  prisoners. 

Prisoners  found  in  possession  of  stolen  horses,  mules,  saddles,  mus- 
kets, rifles,  shot-guns,  or  any  species  of  property  captured  by  the  United 
States  forces  will,  while  awaiting  trial,  be  confined  to  bread  and  water, 
unless  the  chief  surgeon  of  one  or  other  of  the  divisions  certifies  that 
the  health  of  the  prisoner  is  endangered  thereby. 

The  commanding  general  appeals  to  the  good  officers  and  soldiers,  of 
whom  he  is  proud  to  know  his  corps  is  mostly  composed,  to  aid  him  in 
bringing  to  condign  punishment  the  cowardly  rascals  who  hang  back 
when  danger  threatens,  but  are  foremost  in  stealing,  robbing,  and 
plundering. 

Twenty-four  hours7  notice  is  given  that  those  in  doubt  may  turn  in 
property  not  their  own ; after  that  this  order  must  be  rigorously  en- 
forced. 

II.  Each  division  commander  will  early  to-morrow  detail  a sufficient 
party  to  bury  the  dead  of  the  enemy  and  the  horses  that  lie  in  their 
immediate  front.  Accounts  of  the  dead  buried  will  be  kept  and  re- 
ported along  with  the  events  of  the  recent  battle. 

III.  Officers  and  soldiers  found  on  steamboats  or  in  houses  who  have 
not  a disabling  wound  or  who  are  not  in  a regularly  appointed  hospital 
of  their  own  regiment  and  brigade  will  be  arrested  and  turned  over  to 
the  provost  guard  as  deserters  and  confined  on  bread  and  water. 

IV.  The  general  enjoins  on  all  in  authority  to  spare  no  pains  to  en- 
courage and  provide  for  the  good,  honest  soldier ; but  not  to  spare  the 
shirks  who  avail  themselves  of  every  plea,  even  sickness,  to  avoid  the 
honorable  duties  of  the  good  and  brave. 

The  men  who  in  times  like  these  will  not  do  their  full  share  of  fight- 
ing and  labor  cannot  be  allowed  to  eat  our  rations  and  enjoy  the  shelter 
of  boats  and  houses.  These  must  be  reserved  to  those  who  do  their 
whole  duty.

General  : On  the  10th  instant,  at  Memphis,  I received  from  General 
Grant*  the  inclosed  communication  to  yourself  with  instructions  to 
myself  to  u proceed  with  all  possible  dispatch  to  Vicksburg,  Miss.,  or 
until  you  can  communicate  in  person  with  Maj.  Gen.  John  A.  McClernand 
or  the  officer  commanding  the  Mississippi  expedition.” 

On  my  arrival  at  Helena  on  the  11th  instant  I was  advised  by  Gen- 
eral Gorman  that  you  had  retired  from  Vicksburg  with  your  command 
and  gone  up  the  Arkansas  to  operate  against  Old  Post,  and  that  he 
(General  Gorman)  was  then  organizing  an  expedition  for  the  White 
River;  that  my  command  was  to  be  a portion  of  said  expedition,  and 
that  we  were  to  co-operate  with  you. 

I was  not*  advised  yesterday  that  a dispatch  boat  was  to  leave  the 
mouth  of  White  River  for  your  fleet  or  I should  have  forwarded  the 
dispatch.  I have  made  an  effort  to  get  communication  with  you  from 
this  point  across  the  country,  distance  12  miles,  but  my  superiors  have 
thought  it  not  advisable. 

I now  send  the  dispatches  to  the  hospital  fleet  at  the  mouth  of  this 
river  with  instructions  that  they  be  immediately  forwarded  to  you.

Commanding  Expedition  on  Vicksburg  : 

On  the  11th  instant  I wrote  to  you  disapproving  of  the  diversion 
of  your  expedition  from  the  main  object,  but  owing  to  the  difficulty  of 
getting  a convoy  the  dispatch  has  not  yet  got  off.  I am  in  receipt  of 
yours  of  same  date  and  have  forwarded  it  to  Washington.  I cannot 
tell  positively  what  is  best  for  you  to  do;  but  unless  there  is  some  object 
not  visible  at  this  distance  your  forces  should  return  to  Milliken’s  Bend, 
or  some  point  convenient  for  operating  on  Vicksburg,  and  where  they 
can  co-operate  with  Banks  should  he  come  up  the  river.  Banks  was  in 
New  Orleans  on  the  16th  December,  and  under  orders  to  push  up  the 
river  with  all  possible  dispatch.  What  difficulties  he  may  have  had  to 
encounter  below  I do  not  know,  but  understand  that  Port  Hudson  has 
been  made  very  strong.  Should  he  get  past  that  place,  however,  it  is 
our  duty  to  be  prepared  to  co-operate. 

One  brigade  assigned  to  the  division  of  Morgan  L.  Smith  goes  down 
to  join  you  at  the  same  time  with  this.  I understand  also  that  there  are 
still  other  forces  coming  down  the  river  with  the  same  destination,  but  of 
this  I am  not  officially  informed.  I will  still  further  re-enforce  with  two 
divisions  from  here  unless  the  next  few  days  prove  it  to  be  unnecessary. 

The  transports  in  the  river  available  for  moving  troops  are  becoming 
very  limited  in  consequence  of  the  great  number  now  with  you.  You 
will  therefore  discharge  any  that  are  not  absolutely  necessary  for  your 
purposes  and  order  them  to  report  here  without  delay.

No.  4.  \ Post  Arkansas,  January  13,  1863. 

This  corps  will  make  preparation  to  re-embark  on  the  transports  as 
near  as  possible  at  the  place  where  we  landed,  viz,  just  below  Notrib’s 
farm. 

General  Steele  will  move  his  command  back  to  that  point  by  the  route 
he  came,  leaving  one  regiment  on  picket  to  destroy  the  cantonment 
now  held  by  him  when  he  received -written  orders  from  General  Sher- 
man to  that  effect ; he  will  also  leave  a regiment  to  destroy  the  enemy’s 
rifle-pits  from  our  extreme  right  toward  our  left. 

General  Stuart  will  move  his  division  back  along  the  river  bank,  leav- 
ing one  regiment  as  a picket  and  working  party,  to  report  to  Captain 
Jenney,  of  the  Engineers,  who  is  charged  with  the  destruction  of  the 
rifle-pits  carried  by  our  corps.  This  work  should  be  done  by  night  and 
all  details  called  in  and  assembled  at  the  point  of  embarkation.  The 
boats  will  be  ordered  to  drop  down  to  their  places  as  soon  as  the  new 
assignment  is  complete. 

Wagons,  horses,  and  all  camp  equipage  will  be  put  on  board  to-night, 
and  the  men  embarked  at  daylight  to-morrow  ready  to  make  a new 
move.

I learn  by  special  messenger  sent  to  the  fleet  in  Arkansas  that  it  will 
be  fifteen  days  before  they  can  act  efficiently  again.  I had  hoped  to 
get  off  early  next  week,  but  will  have  to  defer  until  all  things  are  ready. 
1 will  go  down  to  the  fleet  in  a day  or  two,  and  by  consultation  with 
McClernand,  Sherman,  and  Porter  will  have  a better  understanding  of 
matters  than  I now  have.  McClernand  is  now,  I believe,  moving  on 
Devall’s  Bluff.  Orders  have  been  sent  him  to  assemble  his  forces  on 
the  Mississippi,  convenient  to  co-operate  with  any  force  that  may  be 
coming  up  the  river.

General  : I have  all  the  prisoners  embarked  for  Saint  Louis,  Mo. 
My  reasons  for  sending  them  are  these : 1st,  I have  received  no  orders 
to  exchange  them ; 2d,  the  headquarters  of  the  commissioner  for  the 
exchange  of  prisoners  is  there ; 3d,  it  would  seem  to  me  criminal  to 
send  the  prisoners  to  Vicksburg  if  they  may  be  properly  sent  elsewhere. 
To  send  them  there  would  be  to  re-enforce  a place  with  several  thousand 
prisoners  at  the  moment  we  are  trying  to  reduce  it. 

I would  sail  from  here  to  Little  Eock  and  reduce  that  place  but  for 
want  of  sufficient  water  in  the  channel  of  the  Arkansas  Eiver. 

This  being  the  case  I will  proceed,  as  soon  as  I have  completed  the 
demolition  of  the  enemy’s  works  here,  to  Napoleon,  by  which  time  I 
I hope  to  hear  from  you.

General  : I have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  this  moment 
of  your  dispatch  of  the  10th  instant,  and  hasten  to  say  that  in  former 
dispatches  I informed  you  of  the  repulse  of  the  Mississippi  Eiver  Expe- 
dition, under  General  Sherman,  near  Vicksburg ; of  my  assuming  com- 
mand on  the  4th  instant  at  Milliken’s  Bend ; of  my  departure  from  that 
place  on  the  same  day;  of  my  arrival  at  the  mouth  of  White  Eiver,  and 
subsequently  at  Notrib’s  Landing,  near  this  place ; and  of  my  attack 
upon  and  reduction  of  the  Post  of  Arkansas,  on  the  11th  instant.  I am 
left  to  infer  that  these  dispatches  had  not  reached  you  on  the  10th  in- 
stant, but  doubtless  some  if  not  all  of  them  have  reached  you  since  that 
date. 

1 have  only  to  add  now,  in  view  of  your  dispatch,  that  although  I had 
hoped  to  be  able  to  push  my  successes  farther  in  this  direction  I will 
immediately  return  with  my  command  to  Napoleon,  on  the  Mississippi 
Eiver,  and,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  after  such  brief  delay  as  may  be 
necessary,  will  return  from  there  to  Milliken’s  Bend  or  some  other  point 
near  Vicksburg,  where  I will  await  the  arrival  of  the  re-enforcements 
mentioned  by  you  unless  sooner  joined  by  them. 

In  compliance  with  your  instructions  I have  requested  Eear- Admiral 
Porter  to  send  a gunboat  to  Memphis  to  convoy  the  transports  upon 
which  will  be  borne  the  re-enforcements  on  their  way  to  join  me. 

General  Fisk’s  brigade,  sent  by  you  under  orders  to  join  me,  was  di- 
verted by  General  Gorman,  as  I am  informed  to-day,  up  the  White 
Eiver.  If  I can  get  a gunboat  I will  immediately  send  an  order  for  the 
brigade  to  join  me  at  Napoleon  or  wheresoever  it  may  find  me. 

I am  glad  to  be  informed  by  you  that  you  have  anticipated  the  wants 
of  my  command  by  ordering  commissary,  ordnance,  and  other  stores  to 
be  sent  to  it.  I may  say,  however,  that  before  leaving  the  Mississippi 
Eiver  for  this  place  I had  dispatched  officers  connected  with  each  of 
these  departments  for  such  stores. 
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Having  previously  communicated  my  opinion  as  to  the  most  feasible! 
plan  for  the  reduction  of  Vicksburg  I will  not  enlarge  upon  that  sub -i 
ject  now. 

I find  that  our  success  here  is  more  extensive  than  I at  first  supposed. 
So  soon  as  the  corps  commanders  send  in  their  reports,  which  will  prob- 
ably be  soon,  I will  forward  to  you  a formal  report  of  our  operations  in 
advancing  upon  and  reducing  the  Post.  Herewith  you  will  find  an  ap-j 
proximate  estimate  of  the  strength  of  my  command,  based  upon  the 
reports  of  corps  commanders,  which,  as  the  troops  are  most  of  the  time ; 
moving  upon  the  transports,  cannot  be  correct.  I will  send  an  accuratej 
statement  as  soon  as  it  can  be  obtained. 

On  December  31,  1862,  the  number  of  enlisted  men  was  27,480 ; the 
aggregate,  31,753;  deduct  from  this  our  loss  at  Vicksburg  and  Post  of 
Arkansas,  say  about  2,000,  and  there  remains  an  aggregate  of  about 
29,753. 

Admiral  Porter  informs  me  this  very  moment  that  there  are  two  gun-j 
boats  at  Memphis,  one  of  which  is  ready  to  convoy  the  troops  down  i 
here  when  you  are  ready  to  send  them.

General  : I ascended  White  River  on  the  9th  instant  and  on  the 
11th  carried  this  Post.  The  results  are  that  about  5,000  prisoners,  17 
guns  (some  of  very  large  caliber),  quartermaster’s,  commissary,  and  ord-  < 
nance  stores  in  large  quantities  have  fallen  into  our  hands.  The  forces 
that  were  at  Saint  Charles  were  captured  here. 

My  orders  from  Major-General  Grant  require  me  at  once  to  go  to  Na- 
poleon, but  I shall  delay  a day  or  two  in  order  to  threaten  Little  Rock 
and  Pine  Bluff  as  a diversion  in  your  favor. 

I sent  out  yesterday  my  cavalry  toward  Saint  Charles,  under  Colonel 
Stewart. 

[The  road]  at  Prairie  Landing  is  quite  passable  and  also  that  to  Saint  I 
Charles.  I send  this  by  express  up  White  River,  and  ask  you  to  imme- 1 
diately  send  to  Napoleon,  or  wherever  I may  be,  General  Fisk,  with  his  I 
command,  as  it  is  of  vital  importance  that  he  join  me  at  once.

General  : Your  favor  of  this  date*  is  this  moment  received.  The  3 
numbers  given  to  the  two  army  corps  composing  my  present  command  i 
were  given  pursuantly  to  information  which  I communicated  to  you  ver- 1 
bally  in  advance.  That  information  was  a letter  of  instruction  from 
Major-General  Grant,  commanding  Department  of  the  Tennessee,  of  i 
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which  a copy  was  communicated  to  you,  and  of  which  the  following  are 
extracts : 

The  divisions  now  commanded  by  Brig.  Gen.  George  W.  Morgan  and  Brig.  Gen.  A. 
J.  Smith  will  compose  all  of  it  (i.  e.,my  corps)  that  will  accompany  you  (i.  e.,  myself) 
on  the  expedition,  and  the  divisions  of  Brig.  Gen.  F.  Steele  and  Brig.  Gen.  M.  L. 
Smith  will  accompany  you  and  be  commanded  directly  by  Maj.  Gen.  W.  T.  Sherman, 
who  will  command  the  army  corps,  of  which  they  are  a part. 

Major-General  Hurlbut  will  have  command  of  the  Third  Army  Corps,  &c. 

The  instructions  now  with  General  Sherman  provide  for  the  garrison  of  Memphis, 
and  forms  part  of  the  Second  Army  Corps. 

This  authority,  in  my  judgment,  not  only  justifies  but  requires  the 
order  made  by  me  numbering  the  corps  of  my  command  First  and 
Second,  as  above  mentioned.  The  order,  I believe,  also  met  with  your 
approbation. 

The  order  made  by  the  Secretary  of  War  numbering  my  corps  (at 
present  commanded  by  General  Morgan)  the  Thirteenth  and  yours  the 
Fifteeenth  never  reached  me  until  this  morning,  and  that  only  through 
your  courtesy.  I learn  that  you  had  received  it  some  three  or  four  days 
since.  1 have  not  yet  received  one  through  any  regular  military  channel. 

It  only  remains,  however,  for  me  to  number  the  corps  conformably  to 
the  order  of  the  Secretary  of  W ar,  which  will  be  immediately  done.

Commanding  Second  Army  Corps  : 

General  : Your  favor*  containing  various  valuable  suggestions  is 
thankfully  received. 

The  night  after  the  reduction  of  the  Post  I addressed  a communica- 
tion to  Rear-Admiral  Porter  respecting  the  practicability  of  ascending 
with  our  transports  to  Little  Rock.  His  answer  was  not  encouraging. 
1 have  since  the  battle  closely  watched  the  fluctuations  of  the  river.  If 
it  had  been  practicable  I would  have  been  at  or  near  Little  Rock  with 
my  whole  command  by  this  time.  It  is  still  my  purpose  not  only  to 
ascend  and  reduce  that  place,  but  to  march  from  there  on  the  enemy 
at  Brownsville  if  within  a short  time  I should  find  that  the  stage  of 
water  will  permit  our  transports  to  ascend  and  descend  the  river  in 
safety.  All  turns  on  this  vital  point.  It  would  be  a disaster  more 
than  counterbalancing  our  victory  here,  and  for  which  I could  not  bring 
defense,  should  all  or  even  the  larger  and  more  valuable  of  our  trans- 
ports be  locked  up  in  the  river.  In  that  event  the  commerce  and  busi- 
ness of  the  upper  rivers  would  fail  for  want  of  means  of  transportion. 

I have  already  written  to  Generals  Curtis  and  Gorman  informing  them 
of  our  success  here.  Both  of  them  will  doubtless  take  advantage  of  it 
as  a diversion  in  favor  of  the  military  movements  now  being  executed 
under  their  orders.  General  Gorman  is  already  taking  advantage  of  it. 
His  transports  bearing  his  troops  and  convoyed  by  two  gunboats  passed 
up  the  White  River  yesterday.  The  Blue  Wing,  bearing  the  hostile  gar- 
rison of  Saint  Charles,  some  200  strong,  was  not  far  ahead  of  him.  This 
information  was  brought  to  me  last  night  by  Colonel  Stewart,  of  my  staff 
and  chief  of  cavalry,  who  made  a reconnaissance  yesterday  to  the  White 
River. 
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It  is  not  improbable  that  orders  from  General  Grant  will  control  the 
movements  of  our  forces  when  we  reach  the  Mississippi  River.  I may 
say,  however,  that  I advised  General  Grant,  upon  my  taking  command, 
that  I would  return  from  this  place  to  a point  near  Vicksburg  unless 
he  should  otherwise  order,  and  that  oue  of  my  objects  in  so  doing  would 
be  to  cut  the  enemy’s  communications  by  the  Red  River.

Junction  around  the  railroad  to  Corinth  in  readiness  to  be  placed  on  the 
line  from  here  east.  I will  go  down  and  take  McPherson,  leaving  Ham- 
ilton to  command  and  carry  out  instructions  for  those  changes  in  the  old 
District  of  West  Tennessee.

General  Dodge,  Corinth , Miss. : 

Sir  : The  river  raised  4 feet  last  night ; that  leaves  it  now  about  12 
feet  above  low- water  mark.  No  boats  as  yet,  on  account  of  the  bad 
weather,  and  having  no  tents  or  no  houses  to  put  up  in  I was  com- 
pelled to  fall  back  to  Adamsville,  where  I could  get  house-room  and 
forage.  I will  move  back  to  Pittsburg  Landing  as  soon  as  the  tents 
come  or  the  weather  gets  favorable.  I am  informed  that  there  are  about 
200  guerrillas  back  of  Savannah  and  about  800  at  the  Red  Sulphur 
Springs  ; the  latter  I don’t  credit.  Have  you  ever  heard  from  General 
Grant  in  regard  to  the  balance  of  those  four  companies  that  are  with  me  ? 
I am  informed  that  the  greater  part  of  the  troops  across  the  river  are 
ordered  to  meet  Bragg  at  Chattanooga.

I.  Lieut.  Col.  0.  A.  Reynolds,  chief  quartermaster  of  the  department, 
is  hereby  ordered  to  stop  all  steamboats  at  Memphis  that  may  be  re- 
quired to  transport  troops  and  stores  for  the  expedition  down  the  Mis- 
sissippi River,  and  recharter  the  same. 

II.  Brig.  Gen.  0.  S.  Hamilton  is  hereby  assigned  to  the  command  of 
the  Districts  of  Columbus,  Jackson,  Corinth,  and  Memphis,  headquarters 
at  Memphis  for  the  present,  but  subject  to  be  removed  to  any  other 
part  of  the  command  required  by  the  exigencies  of  the  service. 

III.  It  is  regarded  of  primary  importance  the  line  east  from  Memphis 
to  Corinth  should  be  maintained ; and,  so  long  as  practicable,  the  line 
from  Grand  Junction  to  Corinth,  via  Jackson,  Tenn. 

IY.  So  soon  as  all  public  stores  can  be  removed  the  road  north  from 
Jackson  will  be  abandoned,  the  troops  guarding  it  returning  to  their 
proper  commands. 

Y.  All  public  stores  and  property  at  Jackson  and  Bolivar  not  required 
for  the  immediate  use  of  the  troops  will  be  removed  to  Corinth  or  Mem- 
phis immediately,  and  the  troops  within  the  District  of  Jackson  be  held 
in  readiness  to  be  used  wherever  required. 

YI.  The  divisions  of  Brigadier- General  McArthur,  Brigadier-General 
Logan,  and  Brigadier- General  Quinby  are  detached  from  the  command 
of  Brigadier-General  Hamilton,  and  all  dispositions  made  for  the  main- 
tenance of  his  positions  will  be  made  without  reference  to  them. 

YII.  General  Quinby’s,  now  guarding  a portion  of  the  road,  will  be  the 
last  division  to  move,  and  while  on  such  duty  will  be  governed  by  in- 
structions received  from  General  Hamilton. 

YIII.  The  whole  command  of  General  Hamilton  will  be  known  as  the 
District  of  West  Tennessee. 

* * # * * # * 

IX.  The  chiefs  of  artillery  and  of  ordnance  will  immediately  procure 
and  ship  ordnance  stores  for  50,000  infantry,  26  batteries  of  artillery, 
and  2,000  cavalry,  at  the  rate  of  500  rounds  per  man  for  the  infantry 
and  cavalry,  and  refill  caissons  for  the  artillery  twice.  This  supply  is 
required  in  addition  to  the  amount  to  be  kept  on  hand  by  the  troops  at 
all  times,  but  embracing  all  other  stores  for  issue. 

*###### 

XI.  The  divisions  now  commanded,  respectively,  by  Brigadier- Gen- 
erals Quinby,  Logan,  and  McArthur  are  designated  to  re-enforce  the 
expedition  operating  down  the  Mississippi  River,  Maj.  Gen.  J.  B.  Mc- 
Pherson to  command  the  whole. 

XII.  Brigadier-General  McArthur’s  division  will  at  once  embark  on 
transports  and  proceed  down  the  river  to  report  to  Major-General  Mc- 
Clernand  for  orders  until  the  arrival  of  Major-General  McPherson  with 
the  remainder  of  his  command. 

XIII.  Brigadier-General  Logan  will  embark  and  proceed  to  the  same 
destination  as  soon  as  transports  can  be  supplied,  and  General  Quinby 
will  hold  himself  in  readiness  to  move  at  the  shortest  notice. 

XIY.  Troops  on  this  expedition  will  want  immediately  in  their  own 
hands  all  the  ammunition  required  by  previous  orders.  They  will  move 
with  three  days’  cooked  rations  in  haversacks  and  seven  days’  additional 
on  hand. 

XY.  Division  commanders  will  take  thirty  days’  rations  for  future 
use. 
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XVI.  All  axes,  spades,  and  other  tools  in  the  hands  of  troops  must 
he  carefully  preserved  and  taken  along  for  such  exigencies  as  may  oc- 
cur. 

XVII.  Troops  designated  to  go  south  will  take  with  them  five  wagons 
to  each  regiment  and  one  to  each  company  of  artillery,  one  wagon  in 
addition  for  each  brigade  and  division  commander.  Two  ambulances 
will  be  allowed  to  each  regiment.  The  balance  of  trains  will  be  turned 
over  to  such  quartermaster  as  Colonel  Reynolds,  chief  quartermaster, 
may  designate  to  receive  them.

Comdg.  Department  of  the  Missouri , Saint  Louis , Mo. : 

I was  just  starting  down  the  river  to  join  the  Mississippi  expedition 
when  I met  some  steamers  loaded  with  prisoners,  ordered  by  Major- 
General  Sherman  to  Saint  Louis.  I find  no  dispatches  to  myself,  and 
do  not  know  what  there  may  be  directed  to  yourself.  As  I am  leaving 
Memphis  and  can  make  no  orders  for  the  disposal  cf  these  prisoners  I 
hope  you  will  have  the  kindness  to  take  charge  of  them  and  communi- 
cate with  the  General-in-Chief  as  to  their  final  disposition.  You  can 
state  that  the  last  prisoners  sent  to.  Vicksburg  were  refused  by  the 
Southern  commander  there.  I have  received  instructions  from  Wash- 
ington that  no  more  commissioned  officers  are  to  be  paroled.  This,  I 
presume,  is  in  retaliation  for  a course  pursued  by  Southern  authorities 
toward  our  prisoners.

P.  S. — The  probable  reason  the  last  prisoners  were  not  received  at 
Vicksburg  was  in  consequence  of  the  attack  having  commenced  before 
their  arrival.  I am  opposed  to  sending  any  more  troops  to  Vicksburg 
just  at  this  time,  however,  if  I knew  they  would  be  received,  because 
they  would  go  at  once  to  re-enforce  the  very  point  we  wish  to  reduce.

His  Excellency  Abraham  Lincoln, 

President  of  the  United  States : 

Sir  : Herewith  I have  taken  the  liberty  to  transmit  a copy  of  a com- 
munication to  General  Grant. 

I believe  my  success  here  is  gall  and  wormwood  to  the  clique  of  West 
Pointers  who  have  been  persecuting  me  for  months.  How  can  you  ex- 
pect success  when  men  controlling  the  military  destinies  of  the  country 
are  more  chagrined  at  the  success  of  your  volunteer  officers  than  the 
very  enemy  beaten  by  the  latter  in  battle?  Something  must  be  done 
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to  take  the  band  of  oppression  off  citizen  soldiers  whose  zeal  for  their 
country  has  prompted  them  to  take  up  arms,  or  all  will  be  lost. 

Do  not  let  me  be  clandestinely  destroyed,  or,  what  is  worse,  dishon- 
ored, without  a hearing.  The  very  moment  you  think  I am  an  impedi- 
ment to  the  public  service,  upon  the  slightest  intimation  of  it  my  resig- 
nation will  be  forwarded.  Until  then  you  may  count  upon  my  best 
endeavors,  at  whatever  peril,  to  sustain  the  sacred  cause  for  which  we 
are  contending. 

In  addition  to  the  reasons  set  forth  in  the  copy  of  the  dispatch  in- 
closed for  the  Arkansas  Eiver  expedition  I might  assign  the  order  of 
the  Secretary  of  War,  indorsed  by  you,  to  open  the  Mississippi  Eiver. 

The  Mississippi  Eiver  being  the  only  channel  of  communication,  and 
that  being  infested  with  guerrillas,  how  can  General  Grant  at  a dis- 
tance of  400  miles  intelligently  command  the  army  with  me  ? He  can- 
not do  it.  It  should  be  made  an  independent  command,  as  both  you 
and  the  Secretary  of  War,  as  I believe,  originally  intended.

Commanding  Department  of  the  Tennessee : 

General  : Your  dispatch  of  the  16th  [13th]  instant  came  to  hand  at 
6 o’clock  p.  m.  this  day,  and  I hasten  at  the  same  moment  to  answer  it. 

I take  the  responsibility  of  the  expedition  against  Post  Arkansas,  and 
had  anticipated  your  approval  of  the  complete  and  signal  success  which 
crowned  it  rather  than  your  condemnation. 

* In  saying  that  I could  not  have  effected  the  reduction  of  Vicksburg 
with  the  limited  force  under  my  command,  after  its  repulse  near  that 
place  under  General  Sherman,  I only  repeat  what  was  contained  in  a 
previous  dispatch  to  you.  From  the  moment  you  fell  back  from  Oxford, 
and  the  purpose  of  a front  attack  upon  the  enemy’s  works  near  Vicks- 
burg was  thus  deprived  of  co-operation,  the  Mississippi  Eiver  Expedi- 
tion was  doomed  to  eventuate  in  a failure. 

I had  heard  nothing  of  General  Banks  when  I left  Milliken’s  Bend  on 
the  4th  instant,  and  if,  as  you  say,  Port  Hudson  has  been  made  “very 
strong,”  it  will  be  some  time  before  he  will  be  in  a situation  to  receive 
the  co-operation  of  the  Mississippi  Eiver  Expedition,  unless  he  should 
prove  more  successful  than  the  latter. 

Had  I remained  idle  and  inactive  at  Milliken’s  Bend  with  the  army 
under  my  command  until  now  I should  have  felt  myself  guilty  of  a great 
crime.  Eather  had  I accept  the  consequences  of  the  imputed  guilt  of 
using  it  profitably  and  successfully  upon  my  own  responsibility. 

The  officer  who,  in  the  present  strait  of  the  country,  will  not  assume 
a proper  responsibility  to  save  it  is  unworthy  of  public  trust. 

Having  successfully  accomplished  the  object  of  this  expedition  I will 
return  to  Milliken’s  Bend,  according  to  my  intention  communicated  to 
you  in  a previous  dispatch,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  you.

Sir  : My  corps  is  now  all  assembled  here  with  the  exception  of  one 
boat,  the  Spread  Eagle,  which  I heard  of  at  the  mouth  of  White  Fiver, 
but  which  must  learn  there  of  their  mistake  easily  by  coming  down 
the  main  river  ; also  the  Omaha  with  the  Fifty-seventh  Ohio,  Colonel 
Mungen,  which  I detached  yesterday  morning  to  report  to  General 
McClernand,  according  to  your  orders. 

Five  boats  arrived  from  Memphis  this  afternoon  containing  a small 
brigade  commanded  by  Brigadier-General  Ewing,  which  was  detached 
from  Western  Virginia  for  General  Rosecrans  but  sent  to  us  on  receipt 
of  the  intelligence  that  Rosecrans  had  repulsed  Bragg  and  that  we  on 
the  Mississippi  needed  re-enforcements.  Brigadier-General  Ewing 
brings  orders,  of  which  the  following  is  a copy:

X.  Brigadier-General  Ewing’s  brigade,  now  under  orders  to  join  the  Mississippi  ex- 
pedition, is  hereby  assigned  to  Brig.  Gen.  Morgan  L.  Smith’s  division,  of  the  Fifteenth 
Army  Corps,  and  will  report  accordingly.

This  gives  three  brigades  to  each  of  my  two  divisions  and  gives  me 
an  effective  force  of  15,909  men. 

Three  of  A.  J.  Smithes  boats  are  here,  who  have  reported  they  were 
ordered  to  follow  certain  boats,  one  of  which  had  been  dispatched 
down. 

My  orders  state  u Morgan’s  corps  will  follow  to  some  point  (Napo- 
leon) as  soon  as  practicable.”  I have  not  ordered  in  case  of  these  boats, 
but  merely  mentioned  to  the  commanders  that  I believed  Morgan  would 
follow.  If  you  want  them  up  at  the  Post  send  me  word  and  I will  dis- 
patch them.  On  your  way  down  you  will  find  wood  and  rails  near  the 
cut-off  and  some  fine  cribs  of  corn  a short  distance  above.  I send  for 
the  general  some  late  papers  and  invite  his  attention  to  the  Memphis 
Bulletin  of  the  10th  instant.  He  will  see  our  success  at  Post  Arkan- 
sas recorded,  and  also  the  fact  that  the  rebels  are  investing  Spring- 
field,  Mo.,  and  threatening  Lexington.  The  report  I received  of  acting 
Brigadier- General  Garland  that  Herron  and  Blunt  had  retreated  from 
Van  Buren  must  be  correct,  and  this  may  be  additional  reason  why 
we  should  make  some  move  up  the  Arkansas.  The  Mississippi  River 
is  reported  to  have  fallen  slightly,  but  it  looks  to  me  full  and  high  here; 
but  we  had  not  a particle  of  difficulty  in  descending. 

Napoleon  is  a hard-looking  place,  and  I can  see  no  place  where  I 
could  form  a brigade.  I doubt  if  we  can  do  much  in  the  way  of  drill 
or  discipline  anywhere  whilst  we  are  afloat,  but  I will  continue  to  try. 

My  chief  object  in  sending  a boat  up  to  the  general  is  to  send  him  the 
newspapers,  which  give  full  accounts  of  Rosecrans’  battle.  Bragg  re- 
treats in  the  direction  of  Chattanooga.  Grant  is  in  Memphis.  Noth- 
ing doing  on  the  Rappahannock,  and  accounts  from  rebel  sources  that 
Banks  approaches  Port  Hudson.

General:  I am  just  in  receipt  of  orders  assigning  me  to  the  com- 
mand of  a portion  of  the  forces  to  operate  against  Vicksburg.  I can- 
not express  to  you  the  gratification  it  gives  me,  and  I shall  most  as- 
suredly do  my  utmost  to  merit  your  confidence. 

1 shall  leave  here  as  soon  as  General  Logan’s  division  is  on  the  march, 
probably  to-morrow,  as  General  Lauman  was  ordered  last  night  to 
move  forthwith.  The  roads,  however,  are  in  a horrible  condition  and 
the  movements  will  necessarily  be  slow.  But  as  Logan  and  his  whole 
division  are  keen  to  go  they  will  move  to  Memphis  as  rapidly  as  cir- 
cumstances will  admit. 

I intend  to  send  out  a cavalry  expedition  this  morning  to  try  and 
break  up  the  guerrillas  in  north  and  west  of  Somerville,  as  they  could  be 
tracked  to  their  place  of  rendezvous,  but  the  roads  are  so  very  bad  and 
the  horses  ball  up  so  badly  with  snow  that  they  cannot  travel.  I was 
forced  to  abandon  it  for  the  present.

Hereafter  there  shall  be  collected  by  provost-marshals  for  secret-serv- 
ice and  hospital  fund  the  following  fees :

For  each  permit  to  trade  at  any  military  post  where  trade  is  not  reg- 
ulated by  the  civil  authorities,  $100. 

The  amount  thus  collected  shall  be  reported  and  paid  over  by  each 
local  provost-marshal  to  the  provost-marshal  of  his  district  at  the  time 
of  making  his  weekly  report,  and  by  district  provost-marshals  reported 
and  paid  over  to  the  provost-marshal-general  at  the  time  of  making 
their  semi-monthly  report. 

The  provost-marshal-general  will  pay  over  said  fund  to  the  chief 
quartermaster  of  the  department,  who  will  hold  the  same  subject  to  the 
order  of  the  general  commanding  the  department. 

.Each  local  provost-marshal  will  keep  a duplicate  of  all  permits  granted 
under  this  order,  and  will  state  in  his  report  the  name  and  residence  of 
the  party  obtaining  the  permit  and  the  date  thereof. 

All  permits  heretofore  granted  will  be  considered  revoked  and  the 
parties  required  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  this  order. 

This  order  is  not  to  be  construed  to  remove  any  restrictions  imposed 
by  previous  orders.

Commanding  Department  of  Tennessee : 

Dear  General  : L take  a liberty  of  writing  you  direct  semi-officially. 
Official  reports  will  convey  to  you  a pretty  clear  idea  of  our  success  at 
the  Post  of  Arkansas. 

I infer  from  a remark  made  by  General  McClernand  that  you  have 
disapproved  the  step.  If  I could  believe  that  Banks  had  reduced  Port 
Hudson  and  appeared  at  Vicksburg  during  our  absence  I would  feel 
the  force  of  your  disapproval,  but  I feel  so  assured  that  we  will  again  be 
at  Vicksburg  before  Banks  is  there  that  I cannot  think  any  bad  result 
of  this  kind  can  occur.  As  long  as  the  Post  of  Arkansas  existed  on  our 
flank,  with  boats  to  ship  cannon  and  men  to  the  mouth  of  the  Arkansas, 
we  would  be  annoyed  beyond  measure  whilst  operating  below.  The 
capture  of  the  Blue  Wing  was  a mere  sample.  We  were  compelled  to 
reduce  it.  Its  importance  to  the  enemy  cannot  be  doubted  by  one  who 
has  seen  their  preparations  and  heard  the  assertions  of  its  garrison  that 
it  was  deemed  impregnable.  The  fort  proper  was  constructed  with  great 
care  and  its  armament  as  good  as  it  could  be  made.  The  Post  of  Ar- 
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kansas  could  only  have  been  taken  by  a strong  force,  both  by  land  and 
water,  as  we  took  it,  and  had  we  given  any  previous  notice  it  would 
have  bfeen  strongly  re-enforced.  They  had  huts  built  for  full  10,000 
men,  and  with  15,000  they  could  have  held  the  levee  as  far  down  as  the 
Notrib  house,  and  our  landing  would  have  been  resisted.  Could  we 
have  followed  up,  the  capture  of  Little  Rock  would  have  been  easy ; but 
even  as  it  is  the  enemy  up  the  Arkansas  can  be  held  in  check  by  a 
single  wooden  gunboat.  I assure  you  when  next  at  Vicksburg  I will 
feel  much  less  uneasiness  about  our  communications. 

We  leave  here  to  morrow,  and  will  be  at  Milliken’s  Bend  or  Young’s 
Point  by  the  next  day,  and  if  Banks  has  taken  Port  Hudson  and  ap- 
peared below  Vicksburg  we  can  easily  communicate  across;  but  I do 
not  expect  he  will  be  there  for  some  time. 

It  may  be  we  can  put  some  guns  in  position  along  the  shore  of  the 
Mississippi  at  a point  where  I had  my  pickets,  which  might  occupy  the 
attention  of  one  set  of  batteries,  and  if  the  gunboats  will  assail  the  city 
iu  front  we  might  possibly  land  right  under  the  guns,  or  we  may  try 
Haines’  Bluff;  but  as  to  forcing  a passage  at  any  point  along  the  Yazoo 
from  its  mouth  to  Haines’  I doubt  it.  I wish  you  would  come  down  and 
see.  I only  fear  McClernand  may  attempt  impossibilities. 

Again,  if  Banks  does  come  up  it  maybe  the  approach  from  the  south 
may  be  better;  but  all  their  old  defenses  of  last  year  look  to  the  south. 
1 saw  enough  to  convince  me  they  have  about  ten  field  batteries,  and 
I should  estimate  their  siege  guns  at  fifty ; I saw  about  thirty. 

The  importance  of  Vicksburg  cannot  be  overestimated,  and  if  possi- 
ble a larger  force  should  somehow  reach  the  ridge  between  the  Black 
and  Yazoo,  so  as  to  approach  from  the  rear. 

Please  give  much  attention  to  the  quantity  of  ammunition  and  tools. 
I carried  down  with  me  1,200  axes,  picks,  and  spades,  but  in  spite  of 
all  efforts  many  are  lost.  We  built  batteries  at  Yazoo  and  up  at  the 
Post,  and  you  know  how  details  of  our  careless  men  neglect  tools. 

We  have  a good  deal  of  real  sickness  and  still  more  of  that  sort  which 
develops  on  the  approach  of  danger. 

An  attack  on  Vicksburg  will  surely  draw  thither  the  Grenada  force, 
so  that  I think  you  might  safely  join  us  and  direct  our  movements.

Sir  : Pursuant  to  your  orders,  this  4 p.  m.  I went  in  person  to  direct 
the  extinguishment  of  the  fire  in  Napoleon.  It  was  impossible  to  ex- 
tinguish it.  I first  tried  to  limit  it  to  the  middle  of  the  block  but  failed, 
but  by  the  destruction  of  a store  and  barn  at  the  end  of  the  block  limited 
the  fire  to  one  block. 

It  is  impossible  to  find  out  the  incendiary ; not  a clue  can  now  be 
found.  In  some  future  time  the  actor  will  boast  of  it,  when  it  can  be 
fixed  on  him.  In  the  mean  time  the  only  way  to  apply  a remedy  will 
be  to  assess  the  damages  upon  the  whole  army,  officers  included.  No 
man  in  the  army  has  labored  harder  than  I have  to  check  this  spirit  in 
our  soldiers,  and  am  free  to  admit  we  all  deserve  to  be  killed  unless  we 
can  produce  a state  of  discipline  when  such  disgraceful  acts  cannot  be 
committed  unpunished. 

In  consequence  of  the  order  to  start  at  12  m.  I had  called  in  my  pro- 
vost guard  and  pickets,  and  most  of  my  boats  are  below  gathering  wood, 
but  I have  ordered  a guard  to  patrol  the  town.

I.  The  entire  fleet  will  be  in  readiness  to  start  from  Napoleon  by  12 
o’clock  m.  to-morrow,  January  18,  and  will  not  land  until  arrival  at  Mil- 
liken’s  Bend,  except  for  necessary  fuel  or  other  imperative  cause. 

II.  Each  transport  of  the  fleet  will,  by  the  hour  named,  provide  itself 
with  sufficient  fuel  to  run  it  to  Milliken’s  Bend. 

III.  If  transports  cannot  get  sufficient  fuel  at  or  near  Napoleon  they 
may  drop  down  the  river  by  divisions  to  any  point  not  exceeding  25 
miles  from  that  place,  but  every  boat  will  be  in  readiness  to  fall  into 
line  in  its  assigned  place  immediately  on  the  passing  of  the  flag-boat 
Tigress. 

IV.  Officers  in  command  of  troops  on  each  transport  will  promptly* 
furnish  details  and  give  all  required  assistance  in  procuring  fuel. 

V.  The  fleet  will  move  conformably  to  the  inclosed  order. 

VI. .  Divisions  must  be  kept  together  and  transports  must  be  kept  in 
their  assigned  places  unless  prevented  by  imperative  necessity,  and  in 
no  case  pass  the  transports  bearing  their  divisions  or  corps  commanders. 

VII.  In  case  any  transport  is  disabled  or  requires  assistance,  on  blow- 
ing the  whistle  five  times,  the  transports  nearest  in  line  following  will 
go  to  its  assistance  and  take  it  in  tow,  if  necessary,  until  other  orders 
are  issued  by  the  division  commanders. 

VIII.  Upon  starting,  one  gun  will  be  fired  from  the  flag-boat  Tigress 
and  will  be  promptly  responded  to  by  one  gun  from  each  boat  bearing 
a division  commander,  when  all  will  at  once  fall  into  line.

General  : General  Ewing’s  brigade  has  been  attached  to  General 
Sherman’s  corps  in  pursuance  of  your  order.  This  addition  gives  Gen- 1 
eral  Sherman’s  corps  thirty-one  regiments,  and,  according  to  his  last 
official  returns,  25,042  men  to  twenty-three  regiments  and  18,000  men 
in  General  Morgan’s  corps.  I wish  to  call  your  attention  to  this  dis- 1 
parity,  not  doubting  in  the  absence  of  any  good  reason  to  the  contrary  i 
you  will  at  once  equalize  the  strength  of  the  corps. 

It  would  be  agreeable  to  General  Morgan  that  General  Osterhaus’  old 
brigade,  consisting  of  the  Third,  Twelfth,  and  Seventeenth  Missouri, 
the  Fourth  Ohio  Battery,  and  Seventy-sixth  Ohio,  Colonel  Woods, 
should  be  transferred  to  the  Second  Division,  commanded  by  General 
Osterhaus,  of  General  Morgan’s  corps.  The  same  division  was  formerly 
commanded  by  General  Morgan  himself.  Nor  would  this  arrangement : 
be  disagreeable  to  any  one  so  far  as  I know. 

With  this  arrangement,  General  Sherman  would  have  twenty-seven  i 
regiments  to  General  Morgan’s  twenty-seven. 

Neither  the  supplies  of  ordnance,  commissary,  and  quartermaster! 
stores  sent  for  by  me,  or  referred  to  in  your  dispatch  of  the  13th  instant  1 
as  ordered  by  you,  having  arrived,  although  sufficient  time  has  elapsed,  j 
I have  to  urge  that  you  will  cause  such  supplies  to  be  forwarded  with- 1 
out  delay. 

To  be  caught  without  such  stores,  particularly  ordnance  stores,  at  sol 
remote  a point  as  the  vicinity  of  Vicksburg,  with  the  river  infested  by 
guerrillas,  would  indeed  be  a dilemma.

General  : Complaints  have  come  in  from  Somerville  from  the  few 
Union  men  of  the  outrageous  conduct  of  the  Seventh  Kansas,  and  in 
one  case  of  Colonel  Lee’s  conduct  where  he  was  informed  of  the  status 
of  the  party.  This  was  the  case  of  Mr.  Rivers,  who  called  on  Colonel 
Lee  to  try  and  get  him  to  restrain  his  men,  and  was  replied  to  by  being 
made  to  dismount  and  give  up  the  animal  he  was  riding. 

If  there  are  any  further  complaints,  well  substantiated,  I wish  you 
to  arrest  Colonel  Lee  and  have  him  tried  for  incompetency  and  his  reg- 
iment dismounted  and  disarmed. 

The  conduct  of  this  regiment  at  New  Albany,  in  their  pursuit  of  Van 
Dorn,  stopping  to  plunder  the  citizens  instead  of  pursuing  the  enemy 
when  they  were  so  near  them,  and  again  when  after  Richardson,  about 
the  8th  of  this  month,  they  passed  near  where  they  knew  or  at  least 
were  informed  he  was  and  went  on  to  the  town  for  the  purpose  of  plun- 
der— all  the  laurels  won  by  the  regiment  and  their  commander  on  the 
pursuit  of  the  enemy  from  Holly  Springs  to  Coffeeville  have  been  more 
than  counterbalanced  by  their  bad  conduct  since. 

Their  present  course  may  serve  to  frighten  women  and  children  and 
helpless  old  men,  but  will  never  drive  out  an  armed  enemy.

I telegraphed  General  Gorman  through  you  at  Memphis  on  the  11th 
instant  to — 

Continue  to  regard  the  Vicksburg  movement  of  primary  importance.  Let  all  other 
moves  delay  if  deemed  necessary.  Send  boats  and  men  for  that  object,  but  do  not 
weaken  Helena  so  as  to  endanger  the  position. 

Now,  I receive  orders  extending  your  command  over — 

All  troops  in  Arkansas  which  may  be  within  reach  of  his  orders ; that  portion  of 
Arkansas  occupied  by  such  troops  will  be  temporarily  attached  to  the  Department  of 
the  Tennessee. 

You  will  please  inform  me  at  your  earliest  convenience  what  troops 
and  what  territory  you  will  assume,  as  I must  arrange  my  supervision 
of  affairs  to  your  orders.  I suppose  you  will  include  Helena  in  the 
enlargement  of  your  command. 

If  Holmes  and  Hindman  mass  all  their  forces  this  side  of  the  Arkan- 
sas River  they  may  give  me  trouble,  but  I hope  you  will  close  out

General  : I have  returned  from  my  White  River  expedition  and 
am  actively  engaged  in  sending  off  troops  to  join  your  forces  at  Vicks- 
burg. I am  also  sending  forward  to  Memphis  as  rapidly  as  possible  all 
surplus  transportation  for  your  use. 

I ascended  the  White  Riveras  high  as  Des  Arc,  217  miles  from  the 
mouth. 

At  Saint  Charles  I captured  a considerable  quantity  of  forage  and 
some  prisoners.  1 blew  up  their  magazine  and  destroyed  their  fortifi- 
cations, which  were  somewhat  formidable. 

At  Clarendon  I captured  a few  more  prisoners.  At  Devall’s  Bluff  I 
captured  two  8-inch  columbiads  and  carriages  in  complete  order,  one 
company  of  infantry,  and  about  100  new  Enfield  rifles.  1 destroyed  one 
railroad  bridge  200  feet  long  and  one  00  feet  long,  and  3 platform  cars, 
and  burnt  up  the  railroad  depot. 

At  Des  Arc  I captured  100  prisoners,  a large  rebel  mail,  over  100 
stand  of  arms,  several  hundred  rounds  of  fixed  0 pounder  ammunition, 
and  destroyed  the  Little  Rock  telegraph. 

The  entire  Arkansas  force  of  the  enemy  retreated  rapidly  across  to 
the  west  side  of  the  Arkansas  River. 

I learn  that  Jeff.  Thompson,  Jeffers,  and  Marmaduke,  and  also  Cabell 
and  Anderson’s  commands,  and  part  of  Hawes’ forces  are  concentrating 
on  Crowley’s  Ridge  and  are  moving  in  the  direction  of  this  place.  I do 
not  know*  their  strength,  and  will  not  until  I hear  from  General  Curtis, 
unless  my  scouts  bring  me  information.

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In  sight  of  Vicksburg,  February  1,  1863. 
Major-General  Sherman: 

Dear  Sir  : On  the  20th  December  last  I arrived  in  Memphis  from 
above,  and  with  but  two  or  three  hours’  delay  came  to  Helena  on  one 
of  the  boats  of  your  expedition.  Arriving  there  I went  on  board  the 
steamer  Continental,  which  shortly  after  moved  down  the  stream  in  the 
direction  of  Vicksburg.  On  the  way  down  I was  told  that  you  had 
issued  some  order  relative  to  civilians  accompanying  the  expedition,  but 
I was  unable  to  learn  its  substance  or  procure  a copy  until  after  your 
forces  had  landed  on  the  banks  of  the  Yazoo. 

Daring  the  operations  on  the  Yazoo  and  on  Chickasaw  Bayou  my 
sources  of  information  were  exceedingly  limited.  I had  been  informed 
that  an  order  was  in  existence  requiring  my  arrest  and  detention ; ac- 
cordingly I remained  very  quietly  on  board  the  boat  where  I was  stay- 
ing, going  but  twice  to  the  battle-held  during  the  entire  time.  Iam 
now  informed  by  yourself  and  your  adjutant-general  that  no  such  order 
ever  existed. 

In  my  account  of  the  battle  published  in  the  Herald  of  the  18th 
ultimo  I gave  what  I supposed  was  the  correct  history  of  the  affair, 
depending  as  I did  upon  narrow  channels  of  information. 

Yesterday  I had  the  opportunity  of  listening  to  the  reading  of  many 
orders,  plans,  and  reports  connected  with  those  operations.  For  the 
first  time  I have  the  correct  history  of  the  proceedings.  I find  to  my 
regret  that  I labored  under  repeated  errors,  and  made  in  consequence 
several  misstatements,  which  I now  take  pleasure  in  correcting. 

From  listening  to  and  examining  your  plans  and  orders  concerning 
those  operations  I find  that  nothing  could  have  been  more  full  and  com- 
plete. I have  several  times  during  this  war  been  afforded  the  use  of 
plans  after  the  termination  of  the  results  for  which  they  were  designed, 
and  in  no  instance  have  I found  them  so  minute  in  detail  and  so  admi- 
rably calculated  to  cover  every  contingency  as  in  your  own  case.  I am 
now  satisfied  that  neither  to  yourself  nor  any  officer  of  your  command 
can  be  attributed  the  failure  to  accomplish  the  object  of  your  expedi- 
tion. 

I find  that  in  my  then  imperfect  knowledge  of  affairs  I did  not  give 
proper  credit  to  several  officers  of  your  command;  among  these  I may 
mention  Generals  Morgan,  A.  J.  Smith,  and  Burbridge,  Colonel  De 
Courcy,  and  other  brigade  and  regimental  commanders.  From  a perusal 
of  the  official  reports  of  the  operations  on  Chickasaw  Bayou  I learn  with 
pleasure  that  all  these  officers  did  their  part  promptly,  gallantly,  and 
well.  Particularly  I find  this  the  case  concerning  General  Morgan  and 
the  officers  under  him  in  the  assault  of  the  hill. 

In  regard  to  Colonel  De  Courcy  arid  his  brigade,  in  which  were  the 
Sixteenth  Ohio  and  Twenty-second  Kentucky  Infantry,  my  published 
statements  are  not  supported  by  the  facts  as  I find  them  in  the  official 
reports.  From  these  documents  I ascertain  that  this  brigade  is  deserv- 
ing especial  honor.  Even  were  other  proof  wanting,  the  heavy  loss  of 
which  I was  not  before  aware  would  be  ample  testimony  to  its  gallantry. 

In  conclusion  let  me  say  that  from  recent  conversations  with  officers 
of  this  and  other  portions  of  General  Grant’s  army,  and  especially  from 
examination  of  the  maps,  plans,  orders,  and  reports  of  the  campaign,  I 
am  fully  convinced  of  your  prompt,  efficient,  and  judicious  management 
of  the  troops  under  your  control  from  its  commencement  to  its  close. 

Deeply  deploring  the  existence  of  the  above  errors  in  the  history  of 
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operations  on  the  Yazoo,  and  trusting  that  neither  myself  nor  any  other 
journalist  may  again  be  so  unfortunate  in  the  collection  of  data  for  a 
published  record,  I remain,  respectfully,  yours.

General  F.  P.  Blair  : 

Sir  : Knox,  the  correspondent  of  the  New  York  Herald,  was  brought 
into  my  presence  last  night,  and  in  the  presence  of  Dr.  McMillan,  Col. 
T.  Kilby  Smith,  Major  Hammond,  and  Captain  Dayton,  and  no  others 
I had  his  printed  assertions  of  matters  on  the  Yazoo  read  to  him,  and 
invariably  he  gave  you  as  authority  for  most  of  his  general  and  specific 
assertions.  Though  I cannot  believe  him  after  your  specific  denial  to 
me  in  the  presence  of  Generals  Steele  and  Stuart,  yet  his  reiterated  as- 
sertions and  reference  to  you  as  his  authority  for  a statement  of  facts 
warrant  me  in  calling  on  you  for  answers  to  specific  questions. 

Did  you  not  know  that  I was  ordered  to  leave  Memphis  December 
18,  in  concert  with  other  large  armies  and  the  fleet  of  gunboats  ? 

Was  there  any  delay  in  embarking  or  reaching  the  point  of  attack 
that  I could  have  prevented? 

Did  I not  on  December  23  furnish  division  commanders  general  in- 
structions as  specific  as  the  case  then  admitted  ? 

Did  I not  daily  during  the  movement  make  an  order  of  the  day  and 
send  it  to  division  commanders  explaining  the  movements  of  the  day  ? 

Was  it  not  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  on  our  reaching  the  place  of 
disembarkation  to  get  information  of  the  exact  condition  of  the  country 
lying  between  it  and  Vicksburg,  and  had  we  not  to  reconnoiter  the 
bayou  under  very  close  fire  ? 

Did  you  or  do  you  know  anything  of  the  ground  in  front  of  A.  J. 
Smith’s  division  ? 

Did  you  or  do  yon  know  anything  of  the  ground  in  front  of  Morgan 
L.  Smith’s  position  ? 

Do  you  not  know  that  the  best  point  of  assault  was  at  Morgan’s  posi- 
tion ? 

Was  not  Morgan  there  with  his  three  brigades  at  the  time  of  the  as- 
sault? 

Were  not  your  brigade  and  Thayer’s  on  the  spot  with  orders  and  pre- 
pared to  support  Morgan  in  the  assault  ? 

Was  not  General  Hovey’s  brigade  known  to  be  close  at  hand? 

Did  not  these  six  brigades,  or  two  divisions,  compose  more  than  half 
of  my  command? 

Did  you  at  any  time  before,  at  the  time,  or  after  advise  any  other 
mode  or  plan  of  attacks  ? 

Did  you  not  and  do  you  not  approve  the  withdrawal  of  my  forces  from 
Yazoo  Island  ? 

Were  not  my  orders  specific  that  nothing  should  be  left  behind  ex- 
cept a few  barrels  of  pork  and  some  hard  bread,  which  your  commissary 
reported  to  me  in  person  could  not  be  moved  back? 

Do  you  know  of  a gun,  a cartridge,  ax,  spade,  wagon,  or  anything 
left  behind  but  the  pork  and  bread  referred  to,  and  what  was  its  quan- 
tity? 
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Do  you  not  know  tliat  I personally  remained  in  our  camp  at  the  bayou 
till  every  particle  of  ordnance,  wagons,  &c.,  and  all  the  troops  but  ihe 
rear  guard  had  reached  the  river? 

Do  you  not  know  that  I communicated  with  General  McGlernand  be- 
fore leaving  the  Yazoo?  Do  you  not  know  that  I remained  at  Yazoo 
Landing  till  every  transport  was  off ? 

Was  there  any  haste  or  confusion  in  re-embarking  our  command  other 
than  what  is  incident  to  large  fleets  and  masses  of  men  ? 

Have  you  not  reason  to  know  the  enemy  did  not  regard  it  as  a re- 
treat, but  advised  the  people  to  look  out  for  us  in  some  other  quarters  ? 

Do  you  believe  my  force,  independent  of  Grant’s  and  Banks’,  could 
have  taken  and  held  Vicksburg  ? 

Do  you  not  know  that  the  attack  on  Haines’  Bluff  was  not  attempted 
because  Admiral  Porter  declared  it  to  be  too  hazardous  ? 

I ask  this  of  you  as  an  officer  and  a gentleman,  because  Knox  quotes 
you  all  through.  I do  not  design  it  for  publication,  but  purpose  to  send 
your  answer  to  my  brother,  John  Sherman,  that  he  may  partially  protect 
me  from  the  effect  of  the  base  accusations  and  slanders  published  to  the 
world  and  dated  on  the  Continental  (Blair’s  headquarters  boat).

Camp  before  Vicksburg,  February  1, 1863. 
Maj.  Gen.  William  T.  Sherman: 

General  : I have  this  moment  received  your  letter  in  regard  to  the 
statement  made  by  Mr.  Knox,  cor  respondent  of  the  Kew  York  Herald, 
in  your  presence  and  in  the  presence  of  a number  of  other  officers  named 
by  you  in  your  letter,  and  have  to  request  that  you  will  read  my  answer 
to  the  same  gentlemen. 

It  is  a matter  of  mortification  to  me  to  receive  such  a letter  from  you 
after  the  conversation  which  occurred  between  yourself,  Genetals  Steele 
and  Stuart,  and  myself,  and  to  which  you  refer  in  your  letter. 

I made  no  statement  to  Mr.  Knox  at  any  time  which  would  serve  as 
the  foundation  of  his  criticism  upon  you.  All  the  conversation  which 
occurred  was  in  the  presence  of  General  Steele  and  his  staff,  and  I recol- 
lect of  saying  nothing  which  could  have  wounded  your  feelings  had  you 
been  present.  I remarked  on  one  or  two  occasions  that  I bad  under- 
stood that  General  Steele  advised  the  first  attack  to  be  made  on  Haines’ 
Bluff,  and  1 thought  that,  as  at  this  point  we  should  have  had  the  help 
of  the  gunboats,  it  was  a great  error  to  go  where  they  could  not  assist 
us.  I did  not  make  the  remark  with  a view  of  furnishing  a text  for 
criticism  upon  you,  but  simply  in  course  of  discussions  such  as  often 
arise  under  such  circumstances. 

I will  also  say  candidly  that  upon  the  application  of  Mr.  Knox  I al- 
lowed him  to  read  a copy  of  my  official  report  of  the  transactions  upon 
the  Yazoo,  which  had  been  sent  to  you  through  my  immediate  com- 
mander, with  authority  to  make  use  of  any  statement  of  facts  contained 
in  it. 

And  now,  after  the  preliminary  statement,  I proceed,  in  compliance 
with  your  request,  to  answer  your  specific  questions ; and  inasmuch  as 
from  the  tenor  of  your  letter  it  would  appear  that  these  questions  grow 
out  of  the  attacks  made  on  you,  and  for  which  I am  quoted  as  authority, 
therefore  I shall  take  the  liberty,  in  addition  to  my  general  denial  of 
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having  instigated  attacks  on  you,  to  say  in  reference  to  each  specific 
question  whether  I made  any  remarks  to  any  one  touching  the  matters 
involved  in  it  that  could  have  given  ground  for  any  assault  on  you. 

First  question.  Did  I not  know  that  you  were  ordered  to  leave  Memphis  December 
18,  in  concert  with  other  large  armies  and  the  fleet  of  gunboats  ? 

Answer.  I knew  that  you  had  been  so  ordered,  and  the  only  comment 
I ever  made  on  it  was  in  commendation  of  the  promptitude  with  which 
the  movement  was  made. 

Second  question.  Was  there  any  delay  in  embarking  or  reaching  the  point  of  attack 
that  you  could  have  avoided  ? 

Answer.  My  answer  to  the  first  question  answers  this,  and  I have 
never  made  any  statement  to  any  one  which  contradicts  it. 

Third  question.  Did  you  not  on  December  23  furnish  division  commanders  general 
instructions  as  specific  as  the  case  then  admitted  ? 

Answer.  You  furnished  instructions  at  the  time  mentioned  to  the 
division  commanders,  which  were  in  turn  furnished  to  brigade  com- 
manders, which  I presume  gave  all  the  information  you  thought  neces- 
sary or  important.  I have  never  made  any  comment  complaining  of 
you  to  Mr.  Knox  or  any  one. 

Fourth  question.  Did  you  not  daily  during  the  movement  make  an  order  of  the  day 
and  send  it  to  division  commanders  explaining  the  movements  of  the  day  ? 

Answer.  You  did;  and  I never  said  anything  to  the  contrary. 

Fifth  question.  Was  it  not  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  on  our  reaching  the  place  of 
debarkation  to  get  information  of  the  exact  condition  of  the  country  lying  between 
it  and  Vicksburg,  and  had  we  not  to  reconnoiter  the  bayou  under  very  close  tire  ? 

Answer.  I answer  both  questions  in  the  affirmative.  I have  never 
myself  nor  did  I ever  hear  any  one  deny  either  of  the  propositions. 

Sixth  question.  Did  I or  do  I know  anything  of  the  ground  in  front  of  General  A. 
J.  Smith’s  division? 

Answer.  I did  not  and  do  not,  and  never  made  any  pretense  of 
knowing. 

Seventh  question.  Did  I or  do  I know  anything  of  the  ground  in  front  of  General 
M.  L.  Smith’s  division  ? 

Answer.  I saw  what  could  be  seen  of  it  by  looking  at  it  with  a glass 
across  the  bayou  during  the  28th..  I thought  it  very  formidable,  and  I 
have  since  been  informed  that  it  was  defended  by  works  which  had  not 
been  discovered  when  I left  that  point.  In  speaking  of  this  position  I 
have  always  held  this  language. 

Eighth  question.  Do  I not  know  that  the  best  point  of  assault  was  at  Morgan’s 
position  ? 

Answer.  From  what  I know,  and  have  ascertained  from  others,  I am 
of  the  opinion  that,  with  the  exception  of  Haines’  Bluff,  Morgan’s  posi- 
tion was  the  best  for  the  assault;  but  with  the  aid  of  the  gunboats  I 
think  that  Haines’  Bluff  would  have  been  our  best  point.  I confess, 
however,  that  I knew  nothing  of  the  ground  at  Haines’  Bluff  except 
from  conversation  with  others,  and  my  opinion  is  grounded  upon  my 
faith  in  the  heavy  guns  of  the  navy,  strengthened  by  witnessing  the 
execution  done  by  them  at  Arkansas  Post.  I think  it  unfortunate  that 
a point  of  attack  should  have  been  selected  for  assault  which  made  it 
impossible  to  move  with  the  co-operation  of  the  navy. 

Ninth  question.  Was  not  Morgan  there  with  his  three  brigades  at  the  time  of  the 

assault  ? 
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Answer.  I presume  such  to  be  the  fact.  I think  only  two  regiments 
of  his  whole  division  ever  got  into  the  enemy’s  works.  I saw  no  more, 
and  have  said  so  very  often. 

Tenth  question.  Were  not  my  brigade  and  Thayer’s  on  the  spot  with  orders  and 
prepared  to  support  Morgan  in  the  assault  ? 

Answer.  My  brigade  and  Thayer’s  were  on  the  spot  with  orders  and 
prepared  to  support  Morgan  in  the  assault.  *1  have  stated  to  many 
persons  that  instead  of  supporting  Morgan’s  division  Thayer’s  brigade 
and  my  own  went  in  advance  of  him.  My  whole  brigade  was  in  the 
works  before  a single  regiment  of  Morgan’s  appeared,  and  General 
Thayer  stated  to  me  that  when  he  entered  the  enemy’s  works  he  found 
two  regiments  of  Morgan’s  lying  down  in  the  first  line  of  rifle-pits. 
When  we  were  repulsed  I came  out  of  the  works  at  the  same  time  with 
General  Thayer,  and  we  both  saw  Colonel  De  Courcy,  commanding  one 
of  Morgan’s  brigades,  outside  of  the  works  with  a large  body  of  troops 
formed  in  column  under  the  bluffc  upon  which  the  first  line  of  rifle-pits 
was  built.  He  refused  to  take  or  order  his  men  into  the  enemy’s 
works.  I have  often  made  these  statements,  and  I have  also  stated 
that  General  Morgan  ordered  me  to  assault  without  giving  me  a par- 
ticle of  information  as  to  the  nature  of  the  ground  over  which  I was  to 
assault  or  giving  me  time  to  reconnoiter  and  obtain  it,  and  that  he  did 
this  against  my  earnest  and  repeated  protest. 

Eleventh  question.  Was  not  General  Hovey’s  brigade  close  at  hand? 

Answer.  It  was. 

Twelfth  question.  Did  these  six  brigades,  or  two  divisions,  compose  more  than  one- 
half  your  command. 

Answer.  I believe  so. 

Thirteenth  question.  Did  I at  any  time  before,  at  the  time,  or  after  advise  any  other 
mode  or  plan  of  attack  ? 

Answer.  I did  not,  and  never  made  a suggestion  to  any  one  that  I 
had  been  guilty  of  such  presumption. 

Fourteenth  question.  Did  I not  and  do  I not  approve  the  withdrawal  of  your  forces 
from  Yazoo  Island? 

Answer.  I do  not  recollect  to  have  expressed  any  opinion  on  the 
subject,  but  I have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  I approved  and  still 
approve  the  withdrawal  of  the  forces  from  the  Yazoo.  1 have  no  doubt 
the  enemy  had  been  largely  re-enforced  and  greatly  exceeded  us  in 
number. 

Fifteenth  question.  Were  not  your  orders  specific  that  nothing  should  be  left  be- 
hind except  a few  barrels  of  pork  and  some  hard  bread,  which  my  commissary  re- 
ported to  you  in  person  could  not  be  moved  back  ? 

Answer.  I answer  the  whole  of  the  above  in  the  affirmative,  and  add 
that  when  my  commissary  reported  to  me  that  he  had  left  some  barrels 
of  pork  and  hard  bread  by  your  orders,  I sent  him  and  my  quarter- 
master back' to  bring  it  up,  and  told  the  commissary  he  had  no  business 
to  go  to  the  general-in-chief  at  such  a moment  to  inform  him  that  he 
could  get  no  transportation ; that  it  was  not  to  be  supposed  that  at  such 
a moment  you  could  give  attention  to  such  a matter ; that  his  business 
was  to  impress  all  transportation  that  he  could  find  unemployed  and 
bring  in  the  supplies.  The  quartermaster  and  commissary  went  back 
with  a regiment,  furnished  by  General  Hovey,  and  brought  in  all  the 
provisions  except  sixteen  barrels  of  pork,  which  had  been  rolled  into 
the  bayou  and  was  not  considered  of  sufficient  value  to  wet  the  men 
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in  the  effort  to  get  it.  I believe  a small  amount  of  damaged  bread  was 
also  left  behind. 

Sixteenth  question.  Do  I know  of  a gun,  cartridge,  ax,  spade,  wagon,  or  anything 
left  behind  but  the  pork  and  bread  referred  to,  and  what  was  its  quantity  ? 

Answer.  I know  of  nothing  left  behind  except  as  stated  in  my  last 
answer,  which  is  as  accurate  as  to  quantity  as  I am  able  to  state. 

Seventeenth  question.  Do  I not  know  that  you  personally  remained  in  our  camp 
at  the  bayou  till  every  particle  of  ordnance,  wagons,  &c.,and  all  the  troops  but  the 
rear  guard  had  reached  the  river  ? 

Answer.  I believe  such  to  be  the  fact. 

Eighteenth  question.  Do  I not  know  that  you  communicated  with  General  Mc- 
Clernand  before  leaving  the  Yazoo  ? Do  I not  know  that  you  remained  at  the  Yazoo 
Landing  until  every  transport  was  off? 

Answer.  I answer  that  it  is  my  impression  that  such  was  the  case, 
although  I know  nothing  except  what  I heard. 

Nineteenth  question.  Was  there  any  haste  or  confusion  in  re-embarking  our  com- 
mand other  than  what  is  incident  to  large  fleets  and  masses  of  men  ? 

Answer.  I observed  no  haste  or  confusion  in  the  re-embarkation. 
The  feeling  was  that  the  enemy  would  confer  a great  favor  on  us  by 
leaving  his  works  and  giving  us  battle  on  equal  terms. 

Twentieth  question.  Have  I not  reason  to  know  the  enemy  did  not  regard  it  as  a 
retreat,  but  advised  the  people  to  look  out  for  us  in  some  other  quarter? 

Answer.  I have  reason  to  believe  this.  Such  advice  I believe  was 
given  in  the  public  prints,  and  their  conduct  was  in  accordance  with 
the  advice. 

Twenty-first  question.  Do  I believe  your  force,  independent  of  Grant’s  and  Banks’, 
could  have  taken  and  held  Vicksburg? 

Answer.  My  opinion  has  been  that  our  whole  force,  aided  by  the  gun- 
boats, would  have  taken  Haines’  Bluff  and  held  it  if  we  had  attacked 
it  immediately  upon  our  arrival  in  the  Yazoo,  and  that  we  could  thence 
not  only  have  communicated  with  Grant  but  we  could  also  by  means 
of  the  Yazoo  have  united  his  force  to  ours,  and  with  our  combined 
forces  we  could  have  operated  on  the  enemy’s  communications  with 
Vicksburg  and  forced  them  to  give  us  battle  on  our  own  ground  or 
evacuate  the  place. 

Twenty-second  question.  Do  I not  know  that  the  attack  on  Haines’  Bluff  was  not 
attempted  because  Admiral  Porter  declared  it  too  hazardous  ? 

Answer.  I understand  that  such  was  Admiral  Porter’s  opinion  after 
it  was  ascertained  that  Grant  had  fallen  back  to  Memphis.  It  could 
not  have  been  his  opinion  on  the  evening  of  December  30  last,  because 
he  advised  the  attack  that  night,  and  we  all  agreed  to  it,  and  had  pre- 
pared to  make  it.  But  for  the  dense  fog  it  would  have  been  made,  and 
I have  heard  you  since  express  the  opinion  that  it  would  have  been 
successful  5 Steele  had  no  doubt  of  it.  We  all  thought  then  that  we 
could  have  intrenched  ourselves,  and,  with  the  gunboats  to  protect  our 
flanks,  held  it. 

I have  given  you  candid  and  specific  answers  to  all  of  your  questions. 
I confess  myself  greatly  mortified  and  annoyed  in  being  called  on  to 
answer  such  interrogatories  under  such  circumstances. 

Some  days  since,  in  the  presence  of  Generals  Steele  and  Stuart,  you 
called  my  attention  to  a letter  in  the  Missouri  Bepublican  and  stated 
positively  that  it  was  written  by  some  one  in  my  brigade.  I told  you 
it  was  not  so ; but  you  were  evidently  unconvinced.  I have  since  as- 
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certained  who  wrote  the  letter  to  the  Republican  by  a letter  written 
from  Saint  Louis  to  Lieutenant-Colonel  Peckham,  who  showed  the 
paragraph  to  Capt.  Charles  McDonald,  assistant  adjutant-general  to 
General  Stuart,  and  I have  taken  other  steps  to  advise  you  in  regard 
to  it.  I now  give  you  the  means  by  referring  to  General  Steele  and  his 
staff,  who  were  on  the  Continental  and  heard  my  conversations,  of  as- 
certaining whether  this  letter  is  not  in  strict  cousonance  with  what  I 
said  in  their  hearing,  and  whether  I have  not  invariably  expressed  my- 
self in  the  kindest  manner  toward  you,  and  in  a manner  entirely  be- 
coming in  a brother  officer  engaged  in  a common  object. 

I am  well  aware,  also,  that  you  planned  and  in  a great  measure  exe- 
cuted the  movement  against  Arkansas  Post,  and  have  not  failed  to  say 
what  I knew  of  it  on  proper  occasions. 

I hope  to  receive  no  more  letters  of  the  same  character  from  you  and 
shall  not  answer  them  in  the  same  spirit  if  I do.  1 have  forborne  some- 
thing I thought  was  due  to  myself  in  making  this  response  after  the 
very  explicit  declarations  I made  to  you  some  days  since  in  the  presence 
of  Generals  Steele  and  Stuart.

The  proceedings  of  the  court  of  inquiry  convened  at  Holly  Springs, 
Miss.,  by  Special  Orders,  No.  2,  of  date  January  2,  1863,  from  these 
headquarters,  and  of  which  Lieut.  Ool.  De  Witt  C.  Loudon,  of  the  Sev- 
entieth Ohio  Volunteers  Infantry,  was  president,  to  inquire  into  and 
investigate  the  allegations  and  charges  of  disloyalty  against  the  One 
hundred  and  ninth  Illinois  Infantry  Volunteers,  exonerates  said  regi- 
ment, as  a regiment,  from  all  suspicion  of  disloyalty,  satisfactorily  vin- 
dicates its  innocence,  and  places  it  where  the  general  commanding  hoped 
to  find  it — among  the  pure  and  patriotic  in  their  country’s  defense.  That 
whatever  cause  for  suspicion  or  charges  of  disloyalty  there  were  arose 
from  the  conduct  and  declarations  of  the  following-named  officers,  who 
are  hereby  dismissed  the  service  of  the  United  States,  with  forfeiture 
of  pay  and  allowances,  to  take  effect  from  this  date,  for  the  offenses  of 
which  they  are  severally  shown  to  be  guilty: 

Lieut.  Ool.  Elijah  A.  Willard,  for  disobedience  of  orders,  and  deserting 
his  command  in  the  face  of  an  enemy,  that  he  might  be  taken  prisoner. 

Capt.  John  M.  Rich,  for  disobedience  of  orders,  encouraging  his  men 
to  desert,  and  discouraging  his  men  from  fighting  in  the  face  of  the 
enemy. 

Capt.  Thomas  Boswell,  for  encouraging  his  men  to  desert,  that  they 
might  be  captured  and  paroled,  and  advising  them  to  apply  for  dis- 
charges for  slight  causes;  also  for  trying  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of 
the  officers  and  men  of  his  regiment  that  they  were  embraced  in  the 
surrender  of  Holly  Springs  by  Colonel  Murphy,  on  the  20th  day  of  De- 
cember, 1862,  well  knowing  the  same  to  be  false. 
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Capt.  John  J.  McIntosh,  for  declaring  in  the  hearing  of  his  men  and 
in  the  presence  of  the  enemy  that  he  would  not  fight  if  attacked  near 
Holly  Springs,  Miss.,  on  the  20th  day  of  December,  1862. 

Captain  Penninger,  of  Company  G,  for  proposing  a plan  by  which  the 
regiment  could  be  surrendered  to  the  enemy,  and  attempting  to  induce 
others  of  the  regiment  to  aid  in  carrying  it  into  execution  during  the 
raid  of  the  enemy’s  cavalry  on  Holly  Springs,  on  the  20th  day  of  De- 
cember, 1862. 

Second  Lieut.  John  Stokes,  for  straggling  from  his  command  and  pro- 
curing for  himself  and  a number  of  his  men  fraudulent  paroles  from  a 
rebel  citizen. 

Second  Lieut.  Daniel  Kimmel,  for  advising  the  colonel  of  his  regiment 
if  attacked  by  the  enemy  to  surrender,  and  on  feigned  sickness  procur- 
ing a surgeon’s  certificate  to  go  to  the  hospital  at  Holly  Springs,  Miss., 
by  reason  of  which  he  was  captured  and  paroled  by  the  enemy  during 
the  raid  on  that  place. 

First  Lieut,  and  Adjt.  James  Evans,  for  inciting  dissatisfaction  among 
the  men  of  his  regiment,  and  speaking  in  an  improper  manner  of  the  war 
and  the  President,  in  violation  of  the  fifth  article  of  war. 

Commissary  Sergt.  Joshua  Misenheimer  is  reduced  to  the  ranks  for 
declaring  that  he  would  never  fire  a gun  upon  the  enemy,  and  on  hearing 
a camp  rumor  that  Major-General  Burnside  was  defeated  with  a loss  of 
20,000  men,  wishing  it  was  so.

Camp  near  Vicksburg,  February  2, 1863. 
Brig.  Gen.  F.  P.  Blair: 

Dear  Sir  : Yours  of  last  evening,  handed  me  in  person  at  your  head- 
quarters, was  carefully  perused  on  my  reaching  my  room,  and  I express 
my  satisfaction  at  the  full  and  frank  answers  you  have  made  to  my 
interrogatories.  Whether  under  similar  circumstances  a next  time 
you  will  answer  in  an  equally  friendly  spirit  need  not  now  arrest  my 
thoughts,  as  I do  not  expect  there  will  be  a next  time ; or,  if  so,  should 
1 ask  you  fair,  plain,  direct  questions  again  under  similar  circumstances, 
I believe  you  will  give  equally  fair  and  plain  answers. 

I am  willing  to  admit  that  I do  owe  you  an  explanation  of  the  reason 
why  after  your  full  and  frank  disclaimers  in  the  presence  of  Generals 
Steele  and  Stuart  I should  renew  the  subject.  I could  hardly  believe 
that  a white  man  could  be  so  false  as  this  fellow  Knox.  He  certainly 
came  down  in  the  Continental,  on  which  for  a month  you  and  Steele  had 
your  headquarters.  He  dated  his  paper  there  and  eulogized  every  offi- 
cer and  man  of  that  division  and  did  not  even  attempt  to  approach  the 
truth  as  to  anybody  else  $ did  not  know  or  care  to  know  that  Burbridge 
commanded  the  expedition  from  Milliken’s  Bend,  ignoring  General  A. 
J.  Smith,  or  spoke  of  him  as  “frittering  away  his  time,”  &c.,  and  indeed 
abused  everybody  but  the  officers  of  the  Fourth  Division.  Officers  of 
the  other  three  divisions  could  and  had  come  to  but  one  conclusion,  that 
he  was  in  your  pay  or  favor.  I now  know  otherwise,  and  am  glad 
that  your  letter  enables  me  to  put  the  fellow  where  he  really  belongs, 
as  a spy  and  infamous  dog.  1 shall  show  and  read  your  letter  to  Dr. 
McMillan,  Colonel  Smith',  and  others,  that  their  minds  may  be  disabused 
on  the  same  point. 
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At  a very  early  period  I took  ground  that  such  men  were  spies. 
Take  this  case  of  Knox.  He  published  in  Kew  York  the  first  account 
of  our  attempt  on  Vicksburg,  and  now  to  my  face  tells  me  if  he  (Knox) 
cannot  get  at  the  truth  he  must  publish  falsehood.  In  other  words,  a 
commander,  in  addition  to  his  already  manifold  labors,  must  unfold  to 
every  correspondent  (for  a distinction  would  surely  be  unfair)  his  or- 
ders, plans,  and  the  developments.  Knox  has  published  his  article  as 
coming  from  a division  headquarters.  This  publication  is  now  in  Vicks- 
burg, and  its  commander  can  tell  within  1,000  men  our  present  force; 
but  worse  yet  for  our  cause — Van  Dorn  now  is  at  Holly  Springs  en  route 
northward,  knows  our  force  and  the  chances  of  Vicksburg  are  against 
us,  and  in  full  confidence  goes  on  his  work  of  regaining  ground  we  have 
fought  for  several  times.  I do  know  that  the  day  will  come  when  every 
officer  will  demand  the  execution  of  this  class  of  spies;  and  without 
further  hesitation  I declare  that  if  I am  forced  to  look  to  the  Kew  York 
Herald  as  my  law  and  master  instead  of  the  constituted  authorities  of 
the  United  States  my  military  career  is  at  an  end. 

If  it  be  so  that  the  people  of  the  United  States  demand  and  must 
have  news,  true,  if  possible,  but  still  news, -their  condition  is  likened  to 
that  of  the  drunkard,  whose  natural  tastes  have  become  so  vitiated  that 
nought  but  brandy  will  satisfy  them,  and  they  must  pay  the  penalty. 
I for  one  am  willing  no  longer  to  tamely  bear  their  misrepresentations 
and  infamies,  and  shall  treat  Knox  and  all  others  of  his  type  as  spies 
and  defamers.

Near  Vicksburg,  February  3,  1863. 

Brig.  Gen.  F.  P.  Blair: 

Dear  Sir  : As  it  is  now  proper  I will  explain  to  you  certain  things 
which  I think  you  ought  to  know  to  enable  you  to  understand  the  his- 
tory of  recent  events  in  connection  with  the  attack  on  Vicksburg. 

General  Steele  never  reported  to  me  his  belief  that  Haines’  Bluffi  was 
the  true  point  of  attack  first  to  be  made.  He  wrote  to  General  Grant 
to  that  effect  from  Helena  by  Colonel  Grierson,  who  crossed  over  to 
General  Grant  at  Oxford  after  I had  taken  my  departure;  but  I know 
it  was  the  general  conviction  of  all  military  men  who  studied  the  maps 
that  an  attack  on  Vicksburg  should  be  made  by  way  of  the  Yazoo,  land- 
ing at  the  first  bluff*  or  hard  land  above  its  mouth.  This  was  usually 
styled  Haines’  Bluff*,  but  in  fact  the  first  high  ground  touches  the  Ya- 
zoo 2 or  3 miles  lower  down,  at  Snyder’s  house,  and  is  now  known  as 
Drumgould’s  Bluff,  the  same  on  which  the  enemy  had  made  his  forti- 
fications. 1 also  was  of  the  same  impression,  and  the  moment  our  fleet 
reached  the  mouth  of  Yazoo  I repaired  on  board  the  flag-ship  and  there 
met  Captain  Gwiu  and  many  most  intelligent  navy  officers,  who  had 
been  repeatedly  up  the  Yazoo  last  summer,  fall,  and  winter,  up  to  the 
hour  of  our  arrival.  They  described  Drumgould’s  Bluff  as  very  strongly 
fortified;  that  not  only  were  heavy  guns  there  in  position,  but  earth  forts 
and  rifle-pits  and  a strong  force  of  infantry  camped  immediately  behind, 
at  Milldale.  The  Yazoo,  also,  was  obstructed  by  a raft;  and  for  3 miles 
below  by  a system  of  torpedoes,  one  of  which  had  exploded  and  sunk 
the  Cairo.  Even  the  gunboats  could  not  approach  Snyder’s  Bluff*,  much 
lesa  our  frail  transports.  All  agreed  that  a landing  of  the  troops  must 
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be  made  lower  down,  and  there  was  no  difference  of  opinion  but  that 
Johnson’s  plantation  was  the  best  if  not  only  place  to  disembark  the 
troops,  even  if  Haines’  Bluff  were  to  be  the  point  of  real  attack. 

From  the  levee  above  Chickasaw  Bayou  where  Steele  landed  all  the 
way  up  to  Snyder’s  is  an  impracticable  swamp,  passable  at  only  two 
points,  one  near  Benson  Blake’s  and  the  other  which  Steele  attempted, 
and  which  he  pronounced  officially  as  more  difficult  than  the  Bridge  of 
Lodi.  There  is  one  small  bayou  close  up  to  Snyder’s,  another  a short 
distance  below,  and  about  a mile  below  is  the  large  creek  called  Skillet 
Goliah,  and  all  along  the  foot  of  the  hills  is  a swamp  and  bayou  similar 
to  the  one  we  had  so  much  trouble  with.  At  first  the  enemy  expected 
us  there,  but  when  we  landed  at  Johnson’s  they  of  course  changed  to 
the  points  accessible  from  Johnson’s.  They  were  familiar  with  every 
foot  of  ground,  and  we  had  to  study  it  under  extreme  difficulties. 

I think  that  the  chances  against  Snyder’s  were  better  after  we  had 
drawn  the  enemy  to  the  head  of  Chickasaw  Bayou  than  before.  More 
over  in  the  interim;  Admiral  Porter  had  constructed  a prow  to  one  of 
the  rams  with  which  to  take  up  or  explode  in  advance  the  torpedoes 
that  filled  the  Yazoo.  The  moment  he  was  willing  to  attack  the  bat- 
teries at  Snyder’s  I was  ready  to  co-operate,  and,  as  you  say,  we  made 
prompt  and  secret  preparations  for  the  attack.  General  Steele  was 
confident  and  so  was  I,  and  we  did  not  abandon  the  attempt  till  the 
admiral  declared  it  “ too  hazardous.”  But  an  essential  feature  in  the 
proposed  attack  on  the  morning  of  January  I,  1863,  at  Snyder’s  was  a 
simultaneous  attack  at  Morgan’s  front  and  that  of  A.  J.  Smith.  At 
great  labor  we  had  brought  up  four  30-pounder  Parrott  guns,  and  had 
all  our  field  batteries  placed  according  to  our  then  more  perfect  knowl- 
edge of  the  ground  and  the  enemy’s  position.  I held  all  ready  to  begin 
the  moment  I heard  you  engaged  at  Snyder’s,  and  I contend  we  at 
Chickasaw  Bayou  could  and  would  have  held  the  infantry  force  there, 
leaving  the  gunboats  and  Steele’s  forces  to  fight  the  batteries  above 
at  Snyder’s.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  I say  the  military  chances 
were  better  on  the  early  morning  of  January  1 than  if  we  had  gone  with 
our  fleet  direct  up  to  Haines’  Bluff  on  the  morning  of  December  27. 
We  do  know  the  difficulties  we  encountered,  and  it  may  be,  as  is  al- 
ways the  case,  that  we  cannot  do  as  well  on  the  ground  as  we  can  figure 
on  paper,  but  in  my  mind  I know  I studied  night  and  day  to  acquire 
the  most  accurate  information  ; that  I acted  in  perfect  harmony  with 
the  naval  squadron,  and  that  I communicated  frankly  and  fully  to  all 
division  commanders  all  facts  that  reached  me.  I do  know  that  Mor- 
gan’s advance  was  on  the  true  line  of  attack  ; that  his  attack  was  the 
signal  for  all  others ; that  he  was  full  of  confidence  ; that  he  knew  early 
on  the  morning  of  December  29  of  the  road  by  which  you  returned  from 
the  assault;  that  his  entire  division  was  ordered  to  carry  the  road  and 
up  the  hill  to  the  first  summit ; that  your  brigade  and  Steele’s  whole 
division  were  ordered  to  support  Morgan  ; that  the  pontoon  bridge  was 
designed  only  as  auxiliary,  so  as  to  enable  Morgan  to  cross  a part  of 
his  troops  by  a route  where  the  enemy  had  made  no  seeming  prepara- 
tions for  resistance. 

I know  that  the  Second  Division  did  commence  when  Morgan  opened 
fire,  and  I know  it  occupied  large  masses  of  the  enemy  who  otherwise 
would  have  encountered  Morgan.  I know  the  same  of  the  First  Di- 
vision, and  that  the  ground  to  its  front  was  absolutely  impassable  to 
any  army  except  skirmishers;  but  still  Colonel  Landram,  commanding 
that  brigade,  did  push  his  skirmishers  through  the  tangled  mass  of 
timber^  which  I have  examined  personally,  and  he  did  occupy  the  atteu- 
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tiou  of  the  batteries  and  troops  in  Vicksburg.  I have  observed  an  im- 
pression that  the  road  on  which  A.  J.  Smith  advanced  might  have  been 
made  a line  of  attack.  I tell  you  no;  aud  I defy  any  oue  who  saw 
and  examined  the  obstructions  placed  there  by  the  enemy  to  say  other- 
wise. 

My  calculations  were  that  Morgan’s  whole  division,  supported  by 
Steele’s,  could  at  some  considerable  loss  carry  the  county  road  and  first 
hills  at  Chickasaw,  and  then  a gunboat  attack  on  Snyder’s  would  be 
certain  of  success.  We  could  not  have  secured  a footing  at  Snyder’s 
easier  than  by  way  of  Chickasaw  Bayou. 

I may  be  and  am  too  reckless  of  public  opinion,  but  I am  not  of  my 
officers  and  men.  I would  not  have  them  think  or  feel  that  I am  reck- 
less of  their  safety  and  honor  or  that  I neglect  to  take  every  possible 
precaution  against  danger  or  fail  to  study  every  means  to  attain  suc- 
cess. I am  very  careful  to  obey  orders  and  instructions  of  my  supe- 
riors, because  I know  the  importance  of  it  in  large  combined  operations, 
and  I may  expect  too  much  of  volunteers,  who  think  for  themselves  and 
don’t  feel  the  implicit  confidence  of  regulars  in  their  officers.  I am  fully 
aware  that  General  Morgan  did  not  carry  to  the  assault  all  his  division 
as  I expected.  I have  his  official  reports',  and  all  are  now  in  the  hands 
of  our  Government.  I know  General  Morgan’s  enthusiasm  and  devo- 
tion to  the  cause  and  will  not  question  these,  and  assume  to  myself  the 
consequences  of  failure  rather  than  throw  it  off  on  any  generous  and 
brave  man  or  set  of  men. 

Failures  result  from  many  causes,  without  a necessity  for  that  bitter 
vituperation  that  pulls  down  rather  than  builds  up.  As  you  remark, 
we  are  all  engaged  in  the  same  cause,  which  calls  for  the  united  action  of 
all,  and  I think  I am  in  mind  as  willing  to  bear  and  suffer  as  any  one  if 
such  forbearance  adds  one  atom  to  the  chances  of  success  in  the  great 
national  struggle.  If  at  one  time  I did  think  you  had  incautiously 
dropped  expressions  which  gave  a newspaper  spy  the  grounds  of  accu- 
sations against  all  save  those  in  your  brigade  and  division,  I now  re- 
tract that  and  assure  you  of  my  confidence  and  respect.

The  officers  of  the  One  hundred  and  ninth  Regiment  Illinois  Volun- 
teers, except  those  of  Company  K,  having  been  reported  as  utterly  in 
competent  to  perform  the  duties  of  their  respective  commissions,  and 
evincing  no  disposition  to  improve  themselves,  are  hereby  discharged 
from  the  service  of  the  United  States. 

This  is  the  regiment  which  Tvas  within  a few  miles  of  Holly  Springs 
when  attacked  by  the  rebels  and  failed  to  march  to  the  support  of  their 
comrades,  but  drew  in  their  pickets  and  stood  ready  to  surrender. 
From  nine  companies  347  men  deserted,  .principally  at  Memphis,  and 
but  1 from  Company  K. 

To  render  the  men  efficient  it  is  necessary  to  transfer  them  to  a dis- 
ciplined regiment,  and  they  are  accordingly  transferred  to  the  Eleventh 
Regiment  Illinois  Volunteers,  Company  K to  make  the  tenth  company. 

The  officers  thus  discharged  are  Col.  A.  J.  Nimmo,  Maj.  T.  M.  Per- 
rine,  First  Lieut.  C.  B.  Dishon,  regimental  quartermaster ; Capts.  J.  C, 
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Hunsaker,  Hugh  Andrews,  Samuel  M.  P.  McClure,  S.  O.  Lewis ; First 
Lieuts.  James  P.  McLane,  Morgan  Stokes,  Jacob  A.  Milikin,  Charles 
Barringer,  B.  F.  Hartline,  Josiah  Toler,  Abram  L.  Misenheimer,  Ii.  B. 
Bartleson;  Second  Lieuts.  M.  A.  Goodman,  Squire  Crabtree,  T.  T.  Rob- 
inson, Henry  Gassaway,  Charles  Klutts,  Andrew  Colvin. 

Chaplain  P.  H.  Kroh  will,  as  the  regiment  has  been  consolidated,  be 
mustered  out  of  the  service. 

Surg.  John  L.  Dewey,  Asst.  Surgs.  John  W.  Henley  and  George  H. 
Dewey  will  be  assigned  by  Major-General  Grant  to  other  Illinois  regi- 
ments to  fill  vacancies.

CONFEDERATE  CORRESPONDENCE,  ETC. 

Headquarters  Western  Department, 

Tupelo , Miss.,  June  10,  1862. 

Maj.  Gen.  Mansfield  Lovell. 

Commanding  Department  No.  1,  Jackson , Miss.  : 

General  : * * * You  ask  what  are  my  future  plans.  They  will 

depend  somewhat  on  the  movements  of  the  enemy.  I intend  to  fight 
him  here  if  he  advances  upon  me  and  my  force  be  strong  enough  to 
meet  him  with  a chance  of  success;  otherwise,  I will  fall  back  toward 
my  true  base,  via  Columbus  aud  the  Meridian  and  Selma  Railroad. 
But  should  circumstances  favor  it  I shall  march  from  here  to  Oxford  via 
Pontotoc.  The  first  movement  would  necessarily  cause  the  withdrawal 
of  all  my  troops  west  of  this  place  to  concentrate  them  here.  What  would 
then  become  of  you  and  your  command  must  be  left  for  you  to  decide. 
I would  advise  you,  if  my  advice  were  asked,  to  concentrate  them  here 
also,  in  order  to  enable  me  to  take  the  offensive,  if  practicable.  The 
only  thing  left  to  us  now  is  to  endeavor  to  divide  the  enemy’s  forces,  if 
possible,  and  then  to  unite  ours  rapidly  for  a sudden  blow  on  any  one 
of  his  fractional  commands.*

General  : Your  telegraphic  dispatch  to  the  President  recommend- 
ing Major  Cabell  and  Lieutenants  Phifer  and  Armstrong  for  appoint- 
ment of  brigadier-generals  to  your  command  has  induced  the  President 
to  call  on  this  office  for  information  respecting  the  organization  of  your 
command  into  divisions  and  brigades.  The  information  has  been  fur- 
nished in  your  return  of  May  4 last.  In  that  return  you  exhibit  three 
divisions,  each  consisting  of  three  brigades,  viz:  The  First  Division, 
under  Maj.  Gen.  S.  Jones,  with  the  brigades  commanded  by  Brigadier-

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Generals  Bust,  Maury,  and  Roane ; the  Second  Division,  under  Major- 
General  Price,  with  the  brigade  commanded  by  Brigadier  General  Lit- 
tle and  two  other  brigades  not  represented  by  brigadiers;  and  the  Third 
Division,  under  Major-General  McCown,  with  two  brigades  commanded 
each  by  Brigadier-Generals  Hogg  and  Churchill  and  one  other  brigade 
not  represented  by  a brigadier,  this  last  brigade,  with  the  exception  of 
one  regiment,  not  having  yet  joined  your  command,  according  to  the 
remarks  on  the  return. 

It  is  the  wish  of  the  President  that  the  spirit  of  the  law  in  relation 
to  organization  should  be  conformed  to  by  placing  as  far  as  practicable 
the  regiments  from  the  several  States  in  the  same  brigades,  so  that  each 
brigade  shall  be  composed  of  regiments  from  the  same  State.  This  he 
has  observed  is  strictly  the  case  in  respect  to  General  Rust’s  brigade, 
of  the  First  Division,  but  is  not  followed  out  in  the  organization  of  some 
of  the  other  brigades.  He  has  therefore  instructed  me  to  call  your  at- 
tention to  these  discrepancies,  and  to  request  that  you  will  cause  the 
following  changes  to  be  made,  viz : First,  that  the  Arkansas  regiment 
.and  battalion  under  Colonel  McRae  and  Lieutenant-Colonel  Adams,  re- 
spectively, iu  the  Second  Brigade,  First  Division,  be  exchanged  with 
the  Texas  regiments  under  the  command,  respectively,  of  Colonels  Stone 
and  Sims,  in  the  Third  Brigade  of  that  division,  and  that  the  Arkansas 
regiment  under  Colonel  Embry,  in  the  Second  Brigade,  Third  Division, 
be  added  to  the  Second  Brigade,  Second  Division,  in  place  of  the  regi- 
ment under  Colonel , not  named  and  not  enumerated  in  that  bri- 

gade. Second,  that  the  Arkansas  regiment  under  Colonel  Hill,  in  the 
First  Brigade,  Second  Division,  be  transferred  to  the  Second  Brigade, 
Third  Division,  in  place  of  Embry’s  regiment,  transferred  to  the  Second 
Brigade,  First  Division.  Third,  that  Lieutenant-Colonel  McCray’s  (Ar- 
kansas) battalion,  of  the  First  Brigade,  Third  Division,  and  Colonel 
Harper’s  (Arkansas)  regiment,  of  the  Second  Brigade,  same  division, 
exchange  places. 

The  above  changes  will  complete  the  organization  of  your  command 
by  arranging  the  troops  from  the  sagie  States  into  the  same  brigades, 
with  the  single  exception  of  the  Second  Brigade,  Second  Division,  where 
the  troops,  being  from  different  States,  must  remain  as  at  present  bri- 
gaded. 

The  President  further  suggests,  in  respect  to  brigade  commanders,  the 
following  changes,  viz : That  Brig.  Gen.  J.  C.  Moore  be  assigned  to  the 
Second  Brigade,  First  Division,  in  place  of  Brigadier-General  Maury, 
to  be  assigned  to  the  Third  Brigade,  Second  Division,  and  that  Briga- 
dier-General Hubert  be  assigned  to  the  Second  Brigade,  Second  Divis- 
ion. This  will  give  you  eight  brigadiers,  leaving  the  ninth  brigadier 
(Third  Brigade,  Third  Division)  to  be  appointed  and  assigned  when 
that  brigade  (now  absent)  shall  have  joined  your  command.

General  : Is  it  your  wish  that  the  causeway  across  the  Old  Town

The  road  comes  out  about  2 miles  north  of  Verona,  and  a very  good 
road  could  be  made  there  with  plank.

I perceive  that  the  district  1 commanded  across  the 
Mississippi  has  been  increased  and  is  now  a department  (Trans-Missis- 
sippi Department).  Have  you  any  orders  in  regard  to  it?  Havel 
been  relieved  of  the  command  ?

General  : On  the  10th  a member  of  my  company  was  in  Jacinto 
among  the  Federals.  He  reports  that  Nelson’s  division  encamped  at 
Jacinto  on  Monday  night  last;  that  they  moved  east  in  the  direction 
of  Tuscumbia,  or  ou  the  Tuscumbia  road. 

On  the  10th,  at  3 o’clock,  General  Crittenden’s  division  passed  Jacinto, 
going  east,  on  the  same  road  taken  by  General  Nelson.  It  is  estimated 
that  Nelson’s  and  Crittenden’s  divisions  number  about  25,000  (sav 
15,000).  In  addition  to  these  two  divisions  it  is  estimated  that  15,000 
or  20,000  troops  have  gone  in  the  same  direction — some  think  as  many 
as  30,000 — previous  to  Crittenden’s  and  Nelson’s  forces.  I am  satisfied 
all  the  above  is  correct.  My  scout  is  sensible  and  reliable.  I send  you 
Northern  papers ; I have  not  had  time  to  read  them.

gion from  the  inroads  and  ravages  of  marauding  parties  of  the  enemy — 
Colonel  Jackson  is  authorized  to  muster  into  service,  under  the  act  of 
Congress  approved  August  21,  1861,  providing  for  local  defense  and 
special  service.  These  troops  will  remain  in  service  for  ninety  days, 
unless  sooner  discharged;  must  be  armed  and  equipped  by  themselves, 
and  not  liable  to  service  under  the  conscript  act  approved  April  16, 1862.

General  : I am  instructed  to  acquaint  you  with  the  following  wishes 
of  the  commander  of  the  forces:  Grenada  will  be  evacuated  as  a depot 
for  this  army  with  the  least  delay  practicable,  to  which  end  you  will 
have  all  the  ordnance,  ordnance  stores  and  supplies,  and  other  public 
property  there  sent  with  all  practicable  dispatch  to  Gainesville,  Ala., 
via  Jackson  and  Meridian,  Miss.,  reserving  only  subsistence  for  your 
command  while  at  Grenada  and  ten  days’  rations  for  the  movement. 
Meanwhile,  if  practicable,  or  as  soon  as  practicable,  all  unarmed  troops 
under  your  command  will  be  sent  to  Columbus  by  means  of  the  rail- 
roads. This,  however,  must  not  interfere  with  the  rapid  removal  of  the 
ordnance  supplies  in  store  at  Grenada.  Hold  your  effective  force  ready 
to  march  hither  at  short  notice  via  Ooffeeville,  Sarepta,  Pontotoc,  and 
Harrisburg,  or  by  any  better  route  should  you  be  able  to  find  one  by  a 
careful  reconnaissance,  especially  with  regard  to  water,  of  the  routes  in 
this  direction,  which  the  general  desires  you  to  have  made  at  once  by 
judicious  and  fully  competent  persons.  At  the  same  time  it  is  particu- 
larly desirable  that  the  subsistence  resources  of  the  country  through 
which  you  will  march  shall  be  ascertained,  and,  if  practical,  subsist- 
ence should  be  purchased  and  collected  at  points  on  your  line  of  march, 
so  that  you  may  move  if  possible  with  less  than  ten  days’  rations  or, 
indeed,  with  only  the  small  rations.  You  will  thus  save  means  of  trans- 
portation, which  you  will  be  expected  to  collect  in  your  vicinity,  stipu- 
lating, if  necessary,  with  the  owners  that  their  wagons  and  teams  shall 
be  returned  to  them  without  delay  from  this  place,  if  not  from  points  on 
the  march.  The  command  will  bivouac  and  move  with  only  cooking 
equipment  and  the  proper  changes  of  clothing.  All  other  baggage  will 
be  sent  off  by  the  railroad.

Sir  : I have  just  heard  through  one  of  my  spies  that  the  whole  Fed- 
eral army  is  moving  in  the  direction  of  Tuscumbia  by  way  of  Iuka. 

The  soldiers  of 
the  Federal  army  report  that  60,000  are  going  to  Virginia  as  rapidly  as 
they  can  march.  They  also  report  our  forces  at  Cumberland  Gap  have 
cut  their  army  to  pieces,  and  that  a portjou  of  their  army  will  march  to 
that  point.  It  is  a universal  report  among  the  citizens  that  the  enemy 
have  vacated  the  following  points : Baldwyn,  Booneville,  Rienzi,  and 
Corinth.  They  have  left  5,000  cavalry  to  bring  up  the  rear.  1 leave 
with  my  command  at  daylight  in  the  morning,  and  will  send  a messen- 
ger from  the  nearest  point  to  the  enemy  where  reliable  information  can 
be  obtained.

The  commanders  of  regiments  and  separate  battalions  in  the  First 
Brigade,  division  composed  of  the  counties  of  De  Soto,  Marshall,  Tip- 
pah, Tishomingo,  Itawamba,  Pontotoc,  La  Fayette,  Panola,  Tunica,  and 
Coahoma,  will  direct  their  respective  commands  of  organized  minute- 
men  to  obey  such  orders  as  may  hereafter  emanate  from  Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Ruggles,  of  the  Confederate  States  Army,  for  the  destruction  of 
cotton,  for  the  preservation  or  removal  of  other  property,  and  for  the 
protection  of  laborers  engaged  in  the  service  of  the  Confederate  States.

1 propose  leaving  here  to-morrow  at  12  p.  m.  for  Mobile,  where  I will 
remain  a day  or  two  inspecting  the  condition  of  its  defenses,  and  will 
offer  to  Brigadier-General  Forney  such  advice  as,  in  my  judgment,  may 
be  necessary  and  he  may  be  willing  to  accept.  I will  then  repair  to 
Bladon’s  Springs,  on  the  Tombigbee  River,  about  75  miles  north  of  Mo- 
bile, where  1 will  remain  about  one  week  or  ten  days,  or  long  enough  to 
restore  my  shattered  health.

General  : Your  orders  for  the  past  few  days  have  been  received, 
and  as  far  as  was  in  my  power  have  been  fully  complied  with.  I do 
not  fully  understand  your  order  to  tear  up  railroad  above  this  point. 
If  it  is  your  wish  that  the  iron  shall  all  be  taken  up  you  will  have  to 
order  some  one  of  the  railroad  men  now  in  your  town  up  here  to  super- 
intend it,  and  I will  try  and  get  a force  of  negroes  from  the  planters  in 
this  region  to  do  the  work.  There  is  not  a man  here  to  whom  I can  in- 
trust the  management  of  this  work,  and  as  all  the  men  who  are  and  have 
been  connected  with  our  railroads  are  in  and  around  Grenada  I shall 
have  to  trust  you  to  supply  this  necessity.  If  you  only  wish  the  bridges 
and  trestle-work  on  the  road  burned  I can  have  this  done  from  my  own 
resources.  The  roads  as  far  down  as  Horn  Lake  Depot  will  be  destroyed 
to-day  by  my  order.  I await  an  answer  from  you  explanatory  before 
doing  more. 

With  regard  to  burning  cotton  I have  been  doing  all  I could  with  the 
means  at  my  disposal,  but  the  order  you  sent  me  embraces  a very  ex- 
tensive area  of  country  and  will  require,  to  be  certainly  and  promptly 
done,  an  additional  force  of  from  50  to  100  cavalry.  Please  let  me  know 
if  I can  rely  upon  getting  this  additional  force. 

The  market  for  supplies  is  rather  bare  at  this  place,  but  at  the  dif- 
ferent depots  between  this  and  Grenada  I am  told  a great  many  sup- 
plies could  be  procured  if  proper  effort  be  made  at  an  early  days  I 
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have  a man  here  whom  I intend  sending  out  through  the  country  ad- 
joining, but  I would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  most  efficient  plan 
by  which  this  work  can  be  done  is  for  you  to  send  some  good  quarter- 
master to  this  place  for  that  purpose,  and  I will  post  him  and  aid  him 
in  his  task. 

I have  information  again  from  Memphis  this  morning.  The  force  of 
the  enemy  is  being  increased  daily,  and  as  they  now  have  a great  many 
cavalry  I think  that  any  work  we  have  to  do  in  or  near  this  region 
should  be  done  speedily.

Captain  Roddey: 

Dear  Sir  : We  have  been  happily  successful  in  obtaining  important 
information  of  the  enemy’s  movements.  There  have  been  four  brigades 
at  Iuka,  viz,  McCook’s,  Crittenden’s,  Wood’s,  and  Nelson’s.  They  are 
all  gone — Wood’s  toward  Decatur,  Ala.,  the  others  across  the  river  at 
Eastport,  with  a large  cavalry  force,  except  part  of  Nelson’s  brigade, 
which  is  to  leave  to-morrow ; the  other  part  left  this  morning.  The 
enemy  has  drawn  in  his  pickets  near  town  to-day.  The  enemy  has  a 
very  large  amount  of  stores  at  Iuka  and  Eastport.  He  has  400  wagons 
running  between  those  points  without  any  guard  over  them.  There  are 
two  acres  of  ground  covered  with  stores  at  Eastport.  We  learn  there 
are  to  be  100  men  left  at  Iuka  to  guard  the  stores. 

We  do  not  know  how  many  men  are  at  Bear  Creek  Bridge.  It  was 
finished  yesterday.  There  is  but  one  engine  and  about  fifteen  cars  yet, 
but  they  say  they  will  have  a lot  of  rolling  stock  from  above.  There 
is  reported  to  be  two  cavalry  regiments  between  Jacinto  and  Carters- 
ville.  I will  get  more  information  to-morrow.  I would  give  more  now, 
but  it  is  getting  too  dark.  The  above  is  from  what  I consider  unques- 
tionable authority.

Major:  In  conformity  with  instructions  from  the  general  command- 
ing I have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  information  relative  to  the 
character  of  the  country  lying  north  of  the  Tallahatchie  River : 

By  personal  observation  and  by  reliable  information  gathered  from 
various  sources  the  stretch  of  country  alluded  to  as  a theater  of  de- 
fensive military  operations  is  untenable.  It  is  an  open  and  wide-settled 
country.  The  plantations  are  numerous  and  extensive.  Excellent  and 
well-established  roads  at  short  intervals  intersect  each  other  through- 
out the  country  and  merge  either  with  the  roads  leading  to  Memphis 
or  to  the  points  on  the  railroads  suited  to  the  shipment  of  the  common 
staple.  There  is  no  position  of  which  I am  informed  that  does  not  admit 
of  a number  of  approaches,  a fact  that  renders  a small  force  operating 
against  a larger  one  unavailable.  Doubtless  large  quantities  of  cotton 
still  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  planters,  and  with  the  advantages  which 
the  enemy  possess  will  be  secured.  There  may  be  positions  at  the  forks 
of  creeks  and  at  remote  and  small  farms  which  will  be  overlooked 
by  the  enemy,  but  the  necessities  of  some  and  the  lukewarmness  of 
others  in  the  cause  may  possibly  induce  them  to  dispose  of  their  staples 
to  the  enemy  rather  than  resort  to  the  course  which  both  law  and  patri- 
otism direct,  it  may  not  be  improper  to  remark  here  that  Captain 
Thomasson’s  company  (unattached  Arkansas  volunteers)  is  guarding 
the  railroad  bridge  over  the  Tallahatchie  River  under  my  instructions. 
It  will  be  for  the  general  commanding  to  decide  whether  its  services  in 
that  direction  are  any  longer  required.

Colonel:  Your  several  communications  of  the  16th  instant  have 
been  received.  The  general  commanding  instructs  me  to  reply  that  he 
approves  of  your  proceedings  in  the  collection  of  stragglers,  &c.  Also 
in  the  appointment  of  Capt.  R.  Y.  Rew  as  provost- marshal.  Should  you 
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lose  his  services,  as  you  anticipate,  it  is  not  deemed  necessary  to  supply 
his  place  by  the  appointment  of  a citizen.  Some  officer  can  be  selected, 
who  will  be  ordered  to  report  to  you  for  that  purpose. 

He  also  instructs  me  to  say  that  there  is  no  general  order  on  the  sub- 
ject of  impressment  of  negro  labor.  In  some  special  cases,  where  the 
public  exigencies  demanded  it,  negro  labor  has  been  impressed,  discrimi- 
nating, however,  against  all  hands  employed  in  the  production  of  cotton.

2,000  cavalry  very  badly,  and  think  that  I am  entitled  to  the  command 
of  such  force.  With  that  number  I can  turn  over  the  whole  Federal 
army.  It  is  scattered  all  over  the  route  they  are  moving.  This  com- 
mand that  I now  have  is  not  worth  a cent.  You  cannot  get  more  than 
40  good  fighting  men  from  it.

General  : I am  instructed  to  communicate  the  following  instruc- 
tions for  your  guidance : 

You  will  proceed  with  the  division  under  your  command  with  the 
least  delay  to  Oxford,  Miss.,  or  to  the  headquarters  of  Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Yillepigue,  in  that  vicinity,  and  form  a junction  with  the  command 
of  that  officer  for  the  purpose  of  repelling  an  invasion  of  that  region  by 
a detachment  of  the  enemy. 

In  the  movement  all  usual  military  precautions  will  he  taken,  and  as 
you  approach  the  line  of  the  Mississippi  Central  Railroad  especial  care 
should  be  observed  to  guard  against  the  possibility  of  surprise.  More- 
over, every  precaution  should  be  used  to  prevent  news  of  your  move- 
ments from  reaching  the  enemy.  It  might  be  well,  indeed,  to  give  out 
Grenada  as  the  point  of  your  destination. 

Communicate  through  an  officer  with  General  Yillepigue  so  that  you 
may  be  accurately  informed  of  his  movements  and  purposes,  and  also 
when  precisely  your  junction  with  him  shall  take  place. 
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An  officer  of  the  Engineer  Corps  will  report  to  you  in  order  that  you 
may  employ  him  in  advance  of  your  command  in  the  selection  of  the 
best  routes  of  march  and  the  proper  camp  grounds.  Efficient  staff  offi- 
cers should  accompany  him,  with  orders  to  procure  and  collect  forage 
at  the  halting  places  5 also  subsistence  as  far  as  practicable — fresh  meat 
especially. 

Should  it  be  necessary  you  are  authorized  to  avail  yourself  of  the 
resources  of  the  country,  in  the  way  of  transportation,  but  will  do  so 
with  the  understanding  that  all  teams  shall  only  be  temporarily  re- 
tained and  returned  to  their  owners  from  Oxford  and  that  vicinity. 

The  commander  of  the  forces  hopes  that  you  will  be  fortunate  enough 
to  meet  with  the  enemy,  and  wishes  the  officers  and  men  of  your  com- 
mand particularly  impressed  with  the  fact  that  our  soldiers  have  always 
been  victorious  over  our  present  adversaries,  despite  odds,  when  they 
have  resolutely  dashed  at  them.  Advancing  with  a stern  and  inflexible 
will  to  drive  the  invader  back  success  will  surely  follow.

Two-and-a-half  miles  from  Buzzard  Roost , June  19,  1862. 
Colonel  Bradfute: 

Yesterday  General  Smith’s  division  went  east  to  Cherokee  Station, 
From  some  cause  it  turned  back,  and  is  now  encamped  between  Big 
Bear  Creek  and  Iuka.  The  enemy  are  running  the  train  east.  The 
train  went  up  yesterday  loaded  with  provisions  and  ammunition.  No 
box-cars — all  flat  cars.  The  enemy  have  built  a floating  bridge  at 
Florence,  Ala.,  across  the  Tennessee  River. 

Smith’s  division  passed  back  from  Cherokee  about  10  o’clock  yester- 
day, since  which  time  no  Yankees  have  been  seen  going  east  except 
those  on  the  railroad  train,  which  went  up  at  3 o’clock  on  the  18th.  The 
enemy  say  they  are  going  to  release  their  prisoners,  and  a part  are  going 
to  Chattanooga  and  some  to  take  Richmond.  They  have  sent  on  wagons 
without  number,  a great  many  cannon,  and  some  few  siege  guns.  They 
take  all  their  sick  with  them.  They  leave  nothing  at  depots.

Colonel  Kimmel: 

Captain  Hill  sends  me  another  note.  Generals  Buell’s,  Nelson’s,  and 
Crittenden’s  divisions  have  gone  east  under  a forced  march,  and  the 
whole  army  is  leaving.  They  cannot  stand  the  climate.  General 
Smith’s  brigade,  or  division,  was  marching  east,  but  was  suddenly  or- 
dered back  to  guard  their  ammunition  and  stores.  Captain  Hill  is  of 
the  opinion  that  the  entire  Federal  army  is  moving  east,  leaving  only  a 
few  men  to  guard  and  keep  up  appearances.  I have  heard  from  citi- 
zens that  there  are  no  troops  west  of  Jacinto  except  scouting  parties, 
and  only  1,000  cavalry  at  Jacinto.  Captain  Davenport  was  in  my  office 
this  morning  and  reported  that  he  was  just  from  the  vicinity  where  he 
had  been  gathering  up  his  company — recruited  before  the  Federals 
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came  in  the  country — and  says  that  the  people,  who  are  reliable,  told 
him  that  all  the  Federals  had  left  Booneville,  Rienzi,  and  Corinth.  It 
comes  from  reliable  authority  that  the  enemy  have  their  property  scat- 
tered from  luka  to  Eastport.  Captain  Roddey  reports  250  Federals  at 
Frankfort,  Franklin  County,  Alabama,  raising  a flag.  I will  have  men 
in  from  Jacinto  and  Booneville  to-night  or  early  in  the  morning.

My  efforts  to  provide  for  the  military  wants  of  your  section  have  been 
sadly  frustrated.  General  Bragg  was  ordered  to  go  immediately  to 
Jackson,  and  I did  not  doubt  would  reach  there  by  Monday  last;  but; 
after  he  received  the  order  General  Beauregard  turned  over  the  com- 
mand of  the  retreating  army  to  him  and  left  on  surgeon’s  certificate  for 
the  benefit  of  his  health.  Last  evening  this  became  known  to  me,  and 
I sent  a telegram  directing  General  Yan  Dorn  to  proceed  with  all  pos- 
sible dispatch  to  assume  the  command  of  the  Department  of  Southern 
Mississippi  and  East  Louisiana.  I hope  he  will  answer  the  popular 
desire.  The  arms  referred  to  iu  a former  dispatch  were  1,000  Enfield 
rifles.  By  some  misunderstanding  it  is  supposed  they  were  sent  from 
Mobile  to  Corinth.  To  repair  the  evil  a like  number  of  muskets  were 
sent  to  you  two  days  since.  A special  agent  is  to  leave  to  morrow  even- 
ing with  1,300  muskets  and  about  175  long-range  rifles,  to  be  delivered 
to  General  M.  L.  Smith,  Yicksburg,  route  by  Mobile  and  Jackson.  Some 
arms  (said  to  be  on  their  way  from  Grenada  to  Gainesville)  have  been 
directed  to  be  stopped  at  Jackson.  I wish  you  would  give  any  aid 
which  may  be  required  in  repairing  and  cleaning  them.  The  heroic 
determination  of  my  neighbors  gives  assurance  that  you  will  use  effect- 
ively all  the  means  you  possess.  I would  they  were  larger,  and  ear- 
nestly wish  it  were  consistent  for  me  to  be  with  you  in  the  struggle.

Captain  Roddey  : 

Dear  Sir  : I have  ascertained  that  Wood,  McCook,  Crittenden,  and 
Nelson  command  divisions  instead  of  brigades.  Wood’s  division  came 
to  Iuka  June  4,  remained  a few  days,  and  theu  went  in  the  direction  of 
Decatur,  Ala.  McCook’s  division  came  to  Iuka  June  11,  then  went 
across  the  river  at  Eastport.  Crittenden’s  division  came  to  Iuka  on  the 
13th  and  crossed  the  river  at  Eastport.  Nelson’s  division  came  on  the 
14th  ; part  leit  on  the  17th  in  the  same  direction.  They  drew  in  their 
pickets  and  were  to  remove  entire  on  the  18th,  but  the  order  was  coun- 
termanded, and  the  pickets  posted  out  farther  on  the  18th  than  they 
had  been  before,  and  that  part  of  Nelson’s  division  which  had  left  was 
ordered  back,  and  Wood’s  division  was  also  ordered  back.  There  was 
considerable  stir  and  bustle  among  the  officers  on  the  18th ; could  not 
learn  the  cause.  The  enemy  is  getting  large  amounts  of  stores  at  Iuka. 
He  is  hiring  citizens  to  haul,  paying  $5  per  day  for  two-horse  wagons 
and  $10  per  day  for  four-horse  wagons  and  teams.  He  is  buying  cot- 
ton, paying  15  cents  per  pound.  The  enemy  is  doing  us  great  harm  in 
that  pare  of  the  country  by  making  friends  of  nearly  all  the  citizens. 
Numbers  have  taken  the  oath  of  allegiance.  Conscript  soldiers  are 
released  on  parole  of  honor.  One  or  two  men  of  Iuka  are  going  to 
Paducah  to  get  stocks  of  groceries,  &c.,  in  a few  days.  There  were  no 
soldiers  stationed  at  Burnsville  June  18.

Sir  : May  I,  with  reference  to  the  common  defense,  venture  to  call 
your  attention  to  that  portion  of  the  Mississippi  River  from  Helena  to- 
ward Vicksburg,  on  the  left  bank,  as  suitable  for  the  operations  of  light 
guns  against  the  contemplated  commerce  of  the  enemy?  There  are 
many  deep  bends  on  this  portion  of  the  river,  across  which  light  bat- 
teries might  pass  and  compel  an  enemy’s  boat  to  sustain  double  attacks 
from  the  same  guns.  The  roads  from  now  until  December  will  be  good 
along  the  river,  and  the  country  between  the  Mississippi,  Sunflower, 
and  Yazoo  Rivers  impenetrable  to  pursuit,  offers  safe  asylum  to  small 
parties  should  the  enemy  land  in  force.  A company  of  mounted  men, 
to  act  in  conjunction  with  a light  battery,  would,  I think,  make  the 
portion  of  the  river  referred  to  very  unsafe  to  any  vessels  except  ships 
of  war.

Id  the  matter  of  the  character  of  works  with  which  Columbus  is  to  be 
covered,  the  general  telegraphed  you,  but  I am  instructed  to  say  he 
wishes  constructed  a line  of  detached  redoubts,  properly  placed.  Cap- 
tain Harris  will  from  his  experience  be  able  to  give  the  best  locations 
practicable.  He  also  knows  General  Beauregard’s  views  as  to  the  best 
character  of  detached  works  for  the  purposes  in  view. 

The  garrison  for  the  defense  of  your  works  will  not  be  less  than  that 
now  under  your  command.

Your  action  touching  the  transmission  of  food  for  the  suffering  poor 
in  New  Orleans  is  approved,  but  great  vigilance  must  be  observed  to 
prevent  our  people  in  West  Louisiana  from  being  the  dupes  in  this 
connection  of  the  present  Eederal  commander  at  New  Orleans,  whose 
character  and  recent  conduct  must  lead  us  to  distrust  his  honorable  per- 
formance of  any  promise  or  stipulation.  However,  this  matter  really 
comes  within  the  province  of  the  Governor  of  the  State  (who  should  be 
freely  consulted)  and  of  General  Van  Dorn.

Send  a statement  of  your  expenditures,  including  subsistence  and 
forage.  Immediate  attention  will  be  given  to  it  and  early  arrangements 
made  for  reimbursing  you.  State  number  and  kind  of  arms  you  want, 
and  direct  your  quartermaster  to  make  an  estimate  of  forage  and  sub- 
sistence needed  by  your  command  and  forward  same  to  this  office. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  general  commanding  that  you  continue  burning- 
cotton  ns  near  Grand  Junction  as  possible  without  too  much  hazard. 
There  are  a number  of  persons  in  that  neighborhood  whose  cotton 
should  be  burned,  among  whom  is  Colonel  Leake. 

In  the  matter  of  medicines,  your  suggestions  ale  very  considerate,  and 
you  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  such  arrangements  to  procure  them 
as  you  may  deem  proper.  A list  of  the  articles  most  needed  will  be 
furnished  you  by  the  medical  director  as  soon  as  practicable. 

It  would  be  well  to  establish  communication  with  these  headquarters 
by  means  of  an  occasionnl  courier. 

You  are  instructed  not  to  destroy  any  railroad  bridges,  as  the  road 
may  be  rendeied  useless  to  the  enemy  by  frequently  firing  into  trains 
from  places  of  concealment  by  small  parties  of  your  command  or  by 
citizens. 

Please  forward  an  early  return  of  the  strength  of  your  company  to 
these  headquarters,  and  also  a copy  of  any  correspondence  with  Gen- 
eral Beauregard  in  relation  to  its  organization  and  duties.

General  : I have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a telegraph  dispatch 
from  the  Secretary  of  War,  dated  the  21st  instant,  touching  the  com- 
pletion of  the  railroad  connection  between  Meridian,  Miss.,  and  Selma, 
Ala.  That  connection  is  one  of  such  vital  military  necessity,  and  so 
immediately  affecting  military  operations  in  the  department  intrusted 
to  me,  that  I feel  it  my  duty  to  communicate  frankly  my  views  for  the 
information  and  consideration  of  the  department. 

The  papers  accompanying,!  marked  A,  B,  and  C,  will  show  conclu- 
sively how  little  the  company,  unfortunately  invested  with  the  privilege 
of  completing  this  all-important  work,  have  done  toward  the  execution 
of  their  contract.  Since  the  passage  of  the  act  there  has  been  ample 
time,  under  a vigorous  management,  for  the  construction  of  the  railroad

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as  far  as  represented  practicable  at  present  by  the  eminent  engineer 
sent  by  me  to  carry  out  what  I regarded  as  the  spirit  of  the  act,  the 
intention  of  Congress,  and  what  I knew  to  be  required  for  the  public 
defense. 

At  a time  when  the  Memphis  and  Charleston  Railroad  is  in  possession 
of  the  enemy  a rail  connection  of  this  character  is  pregnant  with  too 
many  advantages  in  military  operations  to  be  left  to  the  mortgaged 
means  of  a small  and  unreliable  railroad  corporation.  To  trust  the  work 
to  such  feeble,  inefficient  hands  may  result  in  incalculable  mischief.  And 
in  view  of  impending  military  conditions,  I earnestly  protest  against  the 
inevitable  delay  that  must  and  the  irreparable  injury  that  may  ensue  if 
they  are  relied  on. 

I would  appeal  to  the  spirit  of  the  act  of  Congress  recogniziug  the 
military  necessity  for  the  immediate  completion  of  this  unfinished  link 
in  our  interior  line  of  railroads.  Congress  assuredly  aimed  to  have  that 
completion  made  as  soon  as  possible  5 but,  misinformed  and  misled, 
doubtless  gave  the  work  to  a railroad  company  as  the  means  best  cal- 
culated to  that  end,  for  certainly  the  legislature  of  the  country  could 
never  be  brought  to  such  prostitution  as  that  of  intentionally  giving  a 
job  to  a corporation. 

I would  therefore  carry  out  the  spirit  of  the  act  in  question.  I would 
have  no  more  precious  days,  weeks,  or  months  wasted  with  this  incap- 
able company — would  wait  not  a moment  longer  for  the  execution  of 
mortgage  contracts  $ for  meantime  it  may  be  too  late  for  all  practical 
purposes.  Mobile  may  fall  after  the  manner  of  water-approached  places. 
Our  lines  of  communication  with  the  east  would  then  be  cut  off,  and  the 
true  expectations  of  Congress  be  frustrated. 

I cannot  present  in  too  strong  language  the  mischief  that  must  re- 
sult from  further  reliance  on  this  company.  By  their  past  failure  they 
ought  to  be  judged,  and  the  work  should  at  once  be  carried  on  by  the 
Government,  under  military  control  from  these  headquarters,  by  engi- 
neers knowing  the  resources  of  the  country  and  by  none  other.

Pursuant  to  the  orders  of  the  President  I assume  the  permanent 
command  of  the  forces  in  this  department. 

The  weighty  duties,  the  grave  responsibilities  of  the  place,  the  mo- 
mentous issues  impending,  and  my  high  sense  of  the  eminent  capacities 
of  the  distinguished  leader  and  soldier  whom  I have  succeeded  make  me 
accept  the  position  with  unfeigned  reluctance.  Relying,  however,  on 
the  justice  of  the  cause  of  an  invaded  people,  in  the  zeal  and  skill  of  sub- 
ordinate officers  of  all  ranks,  and  confidently  depending  on  the  unswerv- 
ing bravery,  devotion,  and  individual  intelligence  of  a soldiery  fighting 
on  their  own  soil,  at  the  very  doors  of  their  own  homes,  in  defense  of  all 
worth  living  for  or  that  has  ever  inspired  men  to  heroism,  I enter  hope- 
fully on  my  duties. 

But,  soldiers,  to  secure  the  legitimate  results  of  all  your  heavy  sacri- 
fices, which  have  brought  this  army  together,  to  infuse  that  unity  and 
cohesion  essential  for  a resolute  resistance  to  the  wicked  invasion  of 
our  country,  and  to  give  to  serried  ranks  force,  impetus,  and  direction 
for  driving  the  invader  beyond  our  borders,  be  assured  discipline  at 
all  times  and  obedience  to  the  orders  of  your  officers  on  all  points,  as  a 
sacred  duty,  an  act  of  patriotism,  is  of  absolute  necessity.  Without 
this  spirit  the  bravest  army  must  sink  soon  into  an  armed  rabble,  as 
impotent  for  defense  as  of  offense.  I shall  proudly  hope  to  see  this  spirit 
in  the  brave  men  of  Shiloh  and  of  Elkhorn ; hope  to  see  them  as  soldierly 
and  obedient  to  necessary  authority  as  becomes  brave  men  called  to 
arms  to  battle  for  the  right  to  live  in  independence. 

Soldiers,  great  events  are  impending;  an  insolent  but  wary  foe  has 
invested  the  seat  of  your  Government.  Your  brethren  of  the  Armies 
of  the  Potomac  and  of  the  Peninsula  stand  steadfastly  to  their  posts 
to  meet  the  desperate  conflict  which  must  soon  come.  I doubt  not  vic- 
tory will  be  with  them.  Others  of  your  countrymen,  under  the  lead  of 
Jackson  and  Ewell,  in  the  Yalley  of  Virginia,  have  recently  shed  im- 
perishable renown  on  our  arms,  and  shown  what  a small,  obedient,  dis- 
ciplined volunteer  army  can  do. 

A few  more  days  of  needful  preparation  and  organization  and  I shall 
give  your  banners  to  the  breeze — shall  lead  you  to  emulate  the  soldiers 
of  the  Confederacy  in  the  East,  and  with  the  confident  trust  that  you 
will  gain  additional  honors  to  those  you  have  already  won  on  other 
fields.  But  be  prepared  to  undergo  privation  and  labor  with  cheerful- 
ness and  alacrity.

Major  : I have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  you  (herewith  inclosed)  the 
consolidated  statement*  of  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores  at  Confederate 
States  Arsenal  at  Columbus  and  at  ordnance  depots  at  Tupelo,  Yerona, 
and  Okolona,  Miss. 

The  arsenal  at  Columbus  being  in  its  infancy  the  work  necessary  for 
public  service  is  not  at  present  prosecuted  with  the  result  adequate  to 
emergency.  At  armory  shop  is  employed  32  gunsmiths,  16  stockers, 
and  8 machinists  for  boring  barrels  and  making  and  repairing  tools; 
with  this  force,  50  arms  a day  can  be  repaired  fit  for  service.  At  sad- 
dlery, 40  saddlers  aud  harness-makers  are  employed;  they  are  occu- 
pied in  repairing  artillery  harness  and  in  making  new.  At  laboratory, 
70  hands  are  employed;  with  this  force  can  be  manufactured  about 
20,000  cartridges  for  small-arms  and  500  rounds  of  ammunition,  fixed, 
in  one  day.  The  machinery  for  making  percussion-caps  was  at  the  time 
of  my  inspection  in  bad  order,  undergoing  repairs,  and  in  a short  time 
the  making  of  caps  will  be  satisfactory,  if  only  a supply  of  nitric  acid 
can  be  procured.  I was  informed  that  the  operatives  employed  are  quit- 
ting work  for  reason  of  enormous  prices  charged  for  their  boarding.  I 
represented  the  case  to  General  Adams,  but  he  gave  me  no  encourage- 
ment to  remedy  the  evil,  only  to  replace  them  by  details  from  the  army. 
If  the  views  of  the  commanding  general  are  favorable  I should  respect- 
fully request  that  as  many  as  can  be  found  in  the  army — such  as  black- 
smiths, turners,  saddlers,  and  carpenters — be  detailed  from  the  army 
and  ordered  for  duty  at  arsenal.

General  : Several  embarrassing  questions  meet  me  at  the  outset  in 
assuming  the  command  which  has  so  unexpectedly  devolved  upon  me.

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First  is  the  vital  matter  of  subsistence.  Were  supplies  ample  in  our 
rear  their  transportation  as  wanted  would  be  a most  difficult  affair  with 
but  the  facilities  of  a single-track  railway,  but  added  to  that  is  the  fact 
that  we  have  only  about  sixty  days’  rations  of  salt  meat  available,  with 
no  prospect  of  any  addition.  The  supply  of  fresh  meat  is  very  limited 
and  precarious,  having  to  be  drawn  from  a country  with  little  or  no  sur- 
plus. The  resources  of  Texas  having  been  cut  off  before  we  received 
what  was  promised  from  there,  nothing  remains  but  to  look  to  the  graz- 
ing-grounds of  Southern  Alabama,  Georgia,  and  Florida.  An  agent 
dispatched  thither  to  procure  beef  cattle  it  is  ascertained  has  been 
superseded  by  one  sent  by  the  Commissary -General.  If  we  are  to  de- 
pend on  the  new  agent  I must  suggest  as  prudent  that  he  should  take 
early  means  of  gaining  accurate  knowledge  of  our  wants  and  where 
those  wants  exist.  Under  every  aspect  1 can  but  look  to  the  future 
with  concern. 

Transportation  is  another  matter  of  the  gravest  moment.  So  long  as 
our  operations  were  confined  to  the  lines  of  the  railroads  in  our  posses- 
sion we  could  dispense  with  large  supply  trains  \ but  to  make  a forward 
movement  now  (and  I hope  no  other  will  again  be  necessary)  roads  and 
wagons  must  be  substituted.  Our  present  supply  of  these  means  of 
mobility  is  only  adequate  for  the  baggage  of  the  troops.  Every  effort 
is,  however,  being  made  to  increase  our  means  of  transportation,  and  I 
shall  trust  that  the  sacrificing,  intelligent  patriotism  of  our  people  will 
soon  and  in  time  make  up  the  deficiency.  No  movements,  however 
favorable  the  opportunity,  can  be  made  without  it.  The  country,  I may 
add,  between  us  and  the  Tennessee  River  is  entirely  destitute  of  any 
supplies.  What  our  own  troops  had  left  has  been  seized  by  the  enemy. 
We  must,  therefore,  move  full-handed  until  we  can  reach  his  depots, 
which  we  know  to  be  well  supplied. 

The  next  great  want  of  this  army  is  that  of  proper  commanders  for  its 
sub  divisions.  Since  the  battle  of  Shiloh  (where  we  lost  many  of  our 
best  officers)  the  elective  feature  of  the  conscript  law  has  driven  from 
the  service  the  best  who  remained,  and  to  a great  extent  has  demoral- 
ized the  troops.  So  many  of  our  general  officers  have  been  absent, 
wounded  or  sick,  that  it  has  been  quite  difficult  to  keep  up  any  organi- 
zation, especially  as  the  whole  number  attached  was  short  of  the  real 
wants  of  the  service.  Many  recommendations  made  were  not  ratified, 
and  some  general  officers  appointed  or  promoted  without  recommenda- 
tions from  this  quarter  are  only  incumbrances  and  would  be  better 
out  of  the  way.  Of  all  the  major-generals,  indeed,  in  this  army  now 
present,  since  the  transfer  of  Van  Dorn,  Breckinridge,  and  Hindman, 
but  one  (Hardee)  can  now  be  regarded  as  a suitable  commander  of  that 
grade.  Among  the  junior  brigadiers  we  have  some  excellent  material, 
but  it  is  comparatively  useless,  being  overshadowed.  Gould  the  De- 
partment by  any  wholesome  exercise  of  power  or  policy  relieve  this 
army  from  a part  of  this  dead- weight  it  would  surely  give  confidence 
to  the  troops  and  add  much  to  our  efficiency.  I acknowledge  the  diffi- 
culties in  the  way  and  the  delicacy  of  the  measure,  but  the  safety  of 
our  cause  may  depend  on  it. 

Recommendations  for  promotions  and  appointments  are  inclosed,* 
to  which  the  speedy  attention  of  the  Department  is  invited.

General  : In  accordance  with  your  suggestion  the  general  command 
ing  has  directed  the  Reserve  Corps  to  move  early  to-morrow  by  the 
most  direct  route  via  Ellistown.  It  will  take  three  days  for  infantry  to 
make  the  march — about  45  miles  from  here.  He  wishes  you  to  make  a 
corresponding  move  with  the  cavalry,  say  1,200  or  1,500,  via  Blackland, 
striking  any  enemy  there  and  brushing  him  away,  and  by  a feint  create 
the  impression  that  you  are  after  Rienzi j then  suddenly  make  for  Rip- 
ley, but  in  rear  of  the  enemy,  so  that  he  cannot  retreat  on  Rienzi  j and 
should  he  attempt  to  reach  Grand  Junction  you  must  push  him  with 
great  vigor,  and  compel  him  if  possible  to  give  us  battle.  Should  he 
entirely  escape  us  you  may  possibly  convert  the  expedition  into  some- 
thing useful  by  pushing  on  to  the  Memphis  and  Charleston  Railroad 
and  breaking  it  up,  as  well  as  destroying  bridges.  You  will  receive 
further  instructions  from  Brigadier-General  Withers,  who  will  command 
the  expedition,  but  much  is  expected  from  your  known  intelligence  and 
zeal  in  the  conducting  of  the  cavalry  operations.

General  G.  T.  Beauregard  : 

My  Dear  General  : I have  tried  several  times  [to  write  to]  you,  and 
I had  a letter  partly  written  for  more  than  ten  days,  but  before  I finished 
it  tore  it  up  because  I got  mad  as  I wrote.  We  were  all  greatly  startled 
by  the  orders  placing  General  Bragg  in  permanent  command.  I knew 
well  the  President  was  watching  his  opportunity  with  a lynx  eye  to  do 
you  a disservice,  and  I had  some  vague  apprehensions  that  he  would 
attempt  some  injury  when  you  left  here;  but  I must  confess  1 was  little 
prepared  for  the  boldness  of  the  measure.  As  you  perceive  from  a 
copy  of  the  telegram  inclosed  there  is  a suggestio  falsi  in  a sort  of  rea- 
son given  for  the  act ; that  is,  that  you  had  quit  the  department  on  a 
surgeon’s  certificate.  At  the  same  time  I learn  that  a rumor  was  set 
afloat  in  Richmond  that  you  had  applied  for  a leave  of  absence  for  four 
months,  all  of  which  looks  very  much  like  guarding  somebody’s  rear. 
As  soon  as  you  feel  rested  I hope  you  will  report  for  duty  and  orders 
to  the  War  Department.  I hope  that  you  will  be  able  to  do  so  soon, 
and  thus  force  your  arch  enemy  to  show  his  hand  decisively  at  an  early 
day  if  he  dare  do  it.  I have  a fancy  as  to  the  line  of  policy  that  will 
be  resorted  to  when  you  do  report.  It  will  be  attempted  to  exile  you 
to  some  small  and  inactive  command,  the  Department  of  South  Caro- 
lina for  example,  and  the  defense  of  Charleston  and  Savannah  at  a 
season  when  the  climate  will  be  a better  defense  than  casemated  forts. 
In  that  event  I hope  you  will  decline  as  incommensurate  with  your  rank 
at  this  juncture,  and  then  claim  firmly  either  restoration  to  the  command 
of  this  army,  present  and  embodied  as  you  should  say  at  the  call  of  your 
own  voice,  and  organized  and  shaped  by  you,  or  a command  in  Yirginia 
with  that  portion  of  the  army  there  that  you  had  also  molded  and  or- 
ganized. 

General  Bragg,  before  he  received  your  note  about  your  general  staff, 
had  at  once  requested  me  to  remain  with  him  as  his  chief  of  staff.  I 
assented,  knowing  that  you  would  wish  it,  and  feeling  it  my  duty  to  the 
cause,  as  I could  of  course  be  useful  to  him  with  my  experience  in  the 
duties  of  the  office,  and  my  endurance  under  long-continued  hours  of 
labor  such  as  such  a place  must  involve.  I should  have  preferred  to  go 
to  Yirginia  at  this  time,  but  felt  my  duty  was  to  stay  and  assist  the 
general  who  has  so  little  help  in  his  officers  of  high  rank.  The  glorious 
events  in  Yirginia  have,  however,  unsettled  me  greatly,  and  I begin  to 
look  that  way  with  longing  eyes  and  heart,  especially  as  the  signs  of  an 
advance  of  this  army  do  not  look  as  promising  as  I had  expected  by  this 
time,  especially  when  the  spirit  and  temper  of  this  army  has  so  grea  tly 
improved.  I do  not  think  1 can  remain  quiet  if  we  are  to  remain  here 
much  longer,  but  I shall  not  move  in  the  matter  without  consulting  you; 
and  be  assured  further,  I shall  be  at  your  service  whenever  you  take 
the  field,  a day  near  at  hand  I earnestly  hope. 

I have  my  eyes  on  an  officer,  high  in  rank,  of  this  army,  wlio,  I think, 
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is  disposed  to  give  aid  and  comfort  to  your  enemies  for  the  sake  of  his 
own  selfish  ends  and  gain.  I may  be  wrong,  and  therefore  will  not  name 
him  until  I feel  better  assured.  Meantime  I inclose  a newspaper  slip* 
which  was  written  by  that  man  Alexander,  whom  you  expelled  as  a 
letter- writer,  and  who,  I feel  sure,  got  his  notion  about  the  “lost  op- 
portunity” from  the  officer  in  question,  for  I heard  a Senator  say  the 
same  thing  one  day,  who  had  come  to  my  office  with  that  same  officer, 
at  whose  quarters  the  Senator  was  staying,  and  the  officer  rather  as- 
sented ; besides  Alexander  was  well  acquainted  with  the  officer  whom 
I suspect  of  starting  the  under-current. 

Now,  Prentiss  repeatedly  said  to  me  on  the  evening  of  the  6th  that 
Buell  would  be  up  that  night,  and  doubtless  he  said  as  much  to  you. 
He  certainly  did  not  attempt  to  deceive  me,  but  boasted  of  the  defeat 
that  must  ensue  to  us  from  the  coming  of  Buell,  and  in  the  morning 
when  the  firing  began  he  remarked,  “Ah!  did  I not  tell  you  so?  They 
are  at  it.”  As  for  the  intrenchment  matter,  abundant  evidence  was 
given  to  show  none  existed  and  none  was  feared,  and  I do  not  believe 
Prentiss  said  what  is  stated,  but  the  main  matter  is  the  alleged  order 
from  you  to  withdraw  (not  so). 

I was  in  advance  when  the  troops  began  the  retrograde,  Sunday.  It 
must  have  been  after  6 p.  m.,  and  so  weary  and  scattered  were  the  troops 
that  no  combined  advance  seemed  practicable.  At  the  time  I saw  no 
officer  of  rank  present,  and  I feel  sure  General  Bragg  was  in  my  rear. 
I have  never  understood  from  you  that  you  actually  gave  any  order  to 
cease  the  pursuit;  but  that  when  it  had  ceased,  simply  because  of  the 
exhaustion  of  the  men  after  meager  meals  for  twenty-four  hours  and 
twelve  hours  of  continuous  fighting,  you  then  gave  orders  to  have  the 
straggling,  scattered  fragments  of  regiments,  brigades,  and  corps  col- 
lected together  and  posted  in  advance  of  Shiloh.  It  was  sundown  when 
I joined  you  from  the  front  near  Shiloh  Church. 

Now,  permit  me  to  suggest  to  you  to  address  a note  to  Generals  Bragg 
and  Hardee,  both  of  whom  are  referred  to  in  the  scrap  inclosed,  and 
call  their  attention  to  the  matter  and  inquire  for  a statement  of  events 
of  the  last  hour  of  the  battle  of  April  6.  I have  particular  reasons  for 
urging  this,  for  I see  a ramified  plot  to  make  it  appear  that  had  Gen- 
eral Johnston  lived  the  advantage  would  have  been  pressed  on  Sunday 
so  effectually  as  to  have  made  Buell  halt  on  the  east  bank  of  the  river. 
I hear  around  me  murmurs  of  the  smaller  conspirators,  and  can  trace 
the  leaders  too,  I think;  the  cue  came  from  Richmond. 

Excuse  this  long  letter,  so  long  deferred.  I will  write  again  soon,  and 
will  keep  you  advised  of  all  matters  of  interest.  I have  the  papers  you 
sent  me,  and  will  watch  carefully,  be  assured,  for  your  record.  I have 
shown  your  answers  to  the  feeble  interrogatories.  1 have  no  means  of 
printing  them  just  yet,  but  I shall  give  them  circulation.  I shall  try 
to  write  you  oftener  and  shorter  notes.  This  l shall  send  (July  10)  by 
Dr.  Choppin.  Excuse  this  illegible  hand,  which  I have  come  to  write 
from  writing  so  much  and  so  fast. 

Your  nephew  is  still  with  me  (young  Proctor),  and  has  become  very 
useful  to  me.  I shall  take  care  of  him. 

As  I can,  I shall  overhaul  all  the  records  to  see  what  properly  be- 
longs to  your  military  history  since  June,  1861.

Commanding  Cavalry  Brigade : 

General  : Your  communication  * of  the  8th  instant  has  been  laid 
before  the  general  commanding,  and  he  directs  me  to  express  his  appro- 
bation of  the  energy,  celerity,  and  skill  exhibited  in  your  late  movements, 
and  his  satisfaction  at  the  results  accomplished.  The  duty  to  which  you 
are  assigned  is  one  of  great  importance,  and  the  services  you  are  now 
rendering  of  more  value  than  any  you  could  possibly  perform  in  any 
other  on  which  you  could  be  employed.  You  will  therefore  continue  to 
harass  the  enemy  as  much  as  possible,  striking  whenever  an  opportunity 
occurs,  burn  all  cotton  liable  to  fall  into  his  hands,  and  gain  whatever 
information  you  can  of  his  whereabouts  and  intentions.  He  further  di- 
rects me  to  inform  you  that  he  has  learned  that  citizens  who  burn  their 
cotton  are  maltreated  by  the  enemy  and  their  property  destroyed.  A 
letter  has  been  sent  to  General  Halleck  under  a flag  of  truce,  informing 
him  that  any  one  committing  such  depredations  will,  if  caught,  suffer 
the  most  summary  penalty.  You  are  directed  to  use  every  exertion  to 
arrest  such  oflenders,  that  they  may  be  brought  to  judgment.

Major:  By  order  of  the  commanding  general  of  the  department  you 
will  please  to  have  in  ordnance  depots  at  Tupelo  and  Verona,  as  far  as 
the  storage  in  each  of  those  places  will  permit,  50  rounds  of  ammunition 
(fixed)  for  each  and  every  piece  of  artillery  now  in  the  field,  independent 
of  200  rounds  of  ammunition  now  in  caissons.  The  artillery  in  the  Army 
of  the  Mississippi  consists  of  forty-one  6-pounders,  six  12-pounder  guns, 
thirty  six  12-pounder  howitzers,  and  fourteen  rifled  guns,  the  caliber  of 
which  last  (rifled),  as  also  of  number  of  guns  and  their  caliber  in  the  Army 
of  the  West,  you  will  please  to  ascertain  from  the  chief  of  artillery  of 
Department  No.  2.  The  balance  of  ammunition  (fixed)  now  at  Okolona 
will  be  retained  at  that  depot.  The  strapped  projectiles  not  necessary 
in  field  service,  materials  for  ordnance  stores,  damaged  ammunition, 
powder  obtained  from  broken  cartridges  (unfit  for  service  by  reason 
of  its  low  range  and  being  too  soft),  and  edged  tools  unfit  for  service 
in  field,  if  any,  artillery  equipments  and  implements  unserviceable, 
&c.,  will  be  sent  to  Columbus,  Miss.,  and  turned  over  to  Maj.  W.  R. 
Hunt,  commanding  Confederate  States  Arsenal  at  that  place.  As  there 
is  no  intention  to  fabricate  at  your  post  any  other  articles  than  blank 
cartridges  for  field  rifled  pieces,  you  will  please  to  exercise  your  own 
judgment  as  to  which  stores  and  articles  you  may  need  besides  ammu- 
nition (fixed)  for  field  artillery  service  in  prosecution  of  the  war. 

Permit  me  to  mention  to  you  that  we  have  in  our  service  the  fol- 
lowing (not  rifled)  guns,  viz,  6-pounder,  3.3-inch  and  3-inch  for  field 
service. 

Please  order  to  be  prepared  an  inventory  of  all  ordnance  and  ordnance 
stores  which  you  may  judge  proper  to  retain  under  your  charge,  and 
make  requisition  for  necessary  articles  you  may  require  at  your  depot 
and  send  to  me  to  enable  us  to  procure  them. 

Lieut.  W.  M.  Levy  is  ordered  to  report  to  you  for  duty.  I cannot  say 
he  is  entirely  posted  in  ordnance  manual,  but  permit  me  to  introduce 
him  as  an  intelligent  and  energetic  young  officer,  and  I hope,  with  your 
instructions  and  teachings,  he  will  be  efficient.

Commanding , &c.,  Tupelo , Miss. : 

General  : The  Secretary  of  War  instructs  me  to  say,  in  reply  to 
your  communication  of  26th  ultimo,  relating  to  the  railroad  connection 
between  Meridian,  Miss.,  and  Selma,  Ala.,  that  the  department  fully 
appreciates  the  importance  of  this  road  and  is  most  desirous  of  complet- 
ing it.  Accordingly,  with  the  consent  of  the  company,  it  has  already 
authorized  you  to  take  possession  of  and  complete  it.  Until  Congress 
meets  in  August  the  only  appropriation  applicable  to  the  purpose  is  the 
$150,000  authorized  to  be  advanced  to  the  company.  The  department 
proposes  to  execute  the  law  by  making  this  advance,  takiug  security  for 
its  application,  and  by  permitting  the  company  to  make  the  necessary 
disbursements  under  your  order.  To  complete  this  work  by  seizing  the 
road  and  the  material  required  for  its  completion  will  be  not  only  illegal, 
but  will  run  the  Government  to  enormous  cost,  irritate  the  people,  and 
leave  open  a question  between  the  Government  and  the  company  con- 
cerning transportation,  &c.

The  Adjutant  and  Inspector  General, 

Richmond , Va. : 

Sir  : Since  my  communication  of  June  — last  nothing  requiring  spe- 
cial report  has  occurred  in  this  command.  The  time  since  that  has  been 
diligently  applied  to  organization,  discipline,  and  instruction,  with  a 
very  marked  improvement.  The  health  and  general  tone  of  the  troops* 
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too,  exhibit  results  no  less  gratifying.  Our  condition  for  service  is  good 
and  has  reached  a culminating  point  under  the  defective  skeleton  or- 
ganization. My  suggestion  for  improving  this  by  a consolidation  of 
regiments  has  already  been  submitted. 

No  move  in  force  against  the  enemy’s  main  body  has  been  practicable 
by  reason  of  want  of  transportation  until  within  a few  days,  but  wehave 
kept  him  constantly  in  alarm  by  small  expeditions  against  his  outposts, 
in  all  of  which  we  have  been  successful.  Especially  have  our  cavalry 
and  Partisan  Bangers  damaged  him  in  the  region  between  Memphis, 
Grand  Junction,  and  the  Tallahatchie  Biver,  where  several  valuable 
trains  and  about  100  prisoners  have  fallen  into  our  hands.  All  of  these 
expeditions,  successful  in  themselves,  have  developed  the  impractica- 
bility of  any  move  in  force  from  here  against  the  enemy’s  present  posi- 
tion at  and  near  Corinth.  A drought  almost  unprecedented  has  left 
the  country,  naturally  dry,  without  water  sufficient  for  the  inhabitants. 
The  enemy  in  their  strongly-fortified  positions,  garnished  with  heavy 
artillery,  rely  entirely  on  wells,  as  we  do  here.  The  forces  detached 
from  here  to  support  Vicksburg  and  Chattanooga,  amounting  to  about 
12,000,  leaves  us  less  than  40,000  of  all  arms  and  conditions  with  which 
to  face  an  enemy  of  not  less  than  60,000,  strongly  intrenched.  Could 
I have  foreseen  the  barrier  to  operations  which  is  now  between  us  a 
considerable  portion  of  this  force  would  have  been  thrown  into  East 
Tennessee,  where  successful  operations  might  have  been  carried  on 
directly  into  and  behind  the  enemy’s  lines ; but  the  means  of  transpor- 
tation here  then  rendered  such  a move  slow  and  tedious.  It  is  unfor- 
tunate that  our  railroad  connection  across  by  Meridian  and  Selma  was 
not  sooner  opened.  With  the  force  which  the  enemy  has  sent  in  that 
direction  he  will  be  enabled,  I fear,  unless  we  are  strengthened,  to  force 
our  lines  and  do  us  very  great  damage.  Without  putting  myself  purely 
on  the  defensive  and  exposing  the  whole  of  Mississippi  and  South 
Alabama,  no  further  assistance  can  be  sent  from  here  unless  more  arms 
can  be  furnished.  A number  of  new  regiments  just  passing  through 
the  diseases  of  camp  will  soon  be  fit  for  service  if  arms  can  be  supplied 
them. 

• By  the  latest  advices  from  Vicksburg  it  seems  the  enemy  has  given 
up  the  reduction  of  that  place  by  water.  The  cut-off  is  a failure,  and 
it  is  now  said  they  are  constructing  a railroad  across  the  neck  of  land 
that  we  can  easily  render  useless  by  putting  up  batteries  opposite  the 
termini. 

The  determined  defense  of  Vicksburg,  which  I directed  General  Van 
Dorn  to  make  at  every  hazard  and  to  the  last  extremity,  has  been 
highly  creditable  to  him  and  to  his  troops,  and  has  disappointed  the 
enemy  and  disconcerted  his  plans.  He  is  suffering  much,  too,  from  the 
frequent  and  unexpected  attacks  of  our  troops  in  ambush  on  the  bank 
of  the  river. 

So  far  the  navigation  of  the  Lower  Mississippi  has  not  been  attended 
with  any  beneficent  results  to  them,  unless  it  may  be  in  the  sugar  regions. 
Though  out  of  my  department,  I would  suggest  the  appointment  of  an 
active,  energetic,  and  determined  commander  in  that  section  of  Louis- 
iana, who  might  do  much  good  in  preventing  illicit  traffic  and  checking 
the  spirit  of  disloyalty  now  springing  up  there.  In  this  connection  I 
would  mention  that  I have  recently  sent  some  arms  and  ammunition  to 
Major-General  Hindman,  commanding  the  Trans-Mississippi  Depart- 
ment, with  which  I have  no  doubt  he  will  do  fine  service. 

Major-General  Price  has  exhibited  to  me  the  authority  of  the  War 
Department  to  allow  his  command,  at  my  direction,  to  return  to  the 
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west  of  the  Mississippi  River.  Were  it  at  all  prudent  for  me  to  spare 
them,  I do  not  see  how  it  it  practicable  to  cross  such  a force  over  the 
river.

Major:  In  obedience  to  circular  from  department  headquarters  I 
have  the  honor  to  report  the  following  commands  in  this  brigade : For- 
rest’s cavalry,  Lieut.  Col.  D.C.  Kelley  commanding,  stationed  near  Price* 
ville — four  companies  detached  on  special  service  from  headquarters 
department  5 McCulloch’s  battalion,  nine  companies,  Lieutenant-Colonel 
McCulloch  commanding,  near  Plantersville;  Louisiana  Squadron,  Cap- 
tain Webb,  near  Plantersville;  Hill’s  company  of  Mississippi  cavalry, 
at  Fulton;  Second  Tennessee  Battalion,  seven  companies,  Lieut.  Col. 
C.  R.  Barteau  commanding,  near  Bay  Springs.  The  pickets  occupy  a 
line  extending  from  near  Baldwyn  to  Marietta,  Bay  Springs,  and  Ful- 
ton. There  are  also  two  detachments — one  at  General  Little’s  head- 
quarters and  one  at  General  Green’s — which  I propose  to  form  into  a 
company  and  put  into  McCulloch’s  battalion,  making  it  a regiment.  I 
would  suggest  that  the  squadron  of  Louisiana  cavalry  be  merged  into 
one  company,  as  there  are  not  sufficient  men  to  justify  the  number  of 
officers  required  in  a squadron.  The  best  officers  might  be  selected  and 
an  efficient  company  formed.  Captain  Sanders’  company  encamped 
near  Verona,  but  is  now  scouting  northward  from  Marietta.

Suitable  cavalry  detachments  from  each  army  will  be  kept  constantly 
patroling  in  the  vicinity  of  the  several  encampments  occupied  by  the 
forces  and  in  the  neighborhood.  These  detachments  will  arrest  all 
stragglers  and  persons  improperly  absent  from  their  regiments,  and  will 
rigidly  suppress  depredations  on  the  gardens,  corn  fields,  and  property 
of  our  citizens,  which,  the  commanding  general  learns  with  extreme 
mortification,  are  carried  on  to  a disgraceful  extent.  Soldiers,  your 
enemy  is  represented  as  more  regardful  of  the  private  property  of  our 
people  than  you  have  been  of  late.  This  must  not  continue ; it  will 
lead  to  your  shame  and  demoralization.  A demoralized  army  can  never 
shed  honor  on  our  arms  or  give  lasting  success  to  any  cause.

General:  I have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith,  for  the  consideration 
of  the  War  Department,  the  inclosed  papers*,  which  exhibit  in  part  the 
endless  perplexities  and  difficulties  growing  out  of  the  existing  laws 
and  regulations  touching  army  organization  when  enforced.  I can  see 
indeed  no  hope  of  completing  the  organization  of  the  regiments  of  this 
army  under  the  requirements  of  present  laws  and  orders.  As  yet  not 
half  the  vacancies  created  have  been  filled.  Elections  are  followed 
often  by  rejections  by  boards,  rejections  by  new  elections,  and  in  many 
instances  persons  elected  have  declined,  while  in  some  companies  and 
regiments  there  is  a want  of  adequate  and  proper  material  for  officers. 
In  the  mean  time  confusion  and  demoralization  have  resulted,  which 
would  appear  farcical  in  some  instances  were  it  not  for  the  serious  con- 
sequences impending.  All  acting  appointments  made  by  my  predeces- 
sor and  myself,  as  you  are  aware,  have  been  directed  to  be  vacated  as 
soon  as  the  places  can  be  filled  by  election  or  promotion ; with  what 
effects  may  be  seen  too  clearly  and  truly  in  the  clamor  of  division,  bri- 
gade, and  regimental  commands.  Unless  some  material  relaxation  of 
these  orders  is  soon  authorized  much  that  had  been  done  to  restore  the 
tone  of  this  army  and  fit  it  for  a reputable  campaign  will  have  been  ut- 
terly in  vain.

All  vacancies  now  existing  or  that  may  hereafter  occur  among  com- 
pany or  regimental  officers  of  this  army  will  be  filled  by  promotion  ac- 
cording to  seniority,  according  to  rank,  except  a vacancy  in  the  lowest 
grade  of  commissioned  rank,  which  will  be  filled  by  election.  When  a 
vacancy  occurs  the  brigade  commanders  will  announce  in  orders  the 
promotion  of  the  officer  next  in  rank,  and  forward  a copy  of  the  order 
for  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  except  when  there  are  reason- 
able grounds  to  doubt  the  qualification  or  fitness  for  commission  of  the 
officer  elected  or  to  be  promoted,  when  his  brigade  commander,  if  there 
be  one,  or  if  not,  then  his  division  commander,  will  assemble  a board  of 
not  less  than  three  commissioned  officers  of  equal  or  superior  rank  to 
the  officer  elected  or  promoted,  who  shall  inquire  into  his  qualifications 
and  fitness  for  commission,  and  shall  report  for  the  information  of  the 
War  Department  the  facts  of  the  case  and  their  own  opinion  of  the 
qualification  and  fitness  of  the  officer.  In  such  case  the  vacancy  will 
not  be  filled  pending  the  decision  of  the  Department.  All  positions 
held  by  appointed  officers  will  be  considered  vacancies,  and  the  officers 
holding  such  will  be  returned  to  their  former  positions  as  soon  as  these 
vacancies  can  be  regularly  filled.  But  appointed  officers  accounted  for 
on  the  muster-rolls  as  officers  shall  be  entitled  while  acting  as  such  to 
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the  pay  of  their  respective  grades.  When  elections  have  been  held  at 
reorganization  and  the  officers  elected  have  been  rejected  by  the  exam- 
ining board  that  regiment  or  company,  as  the  case  may  be,  is  consid- 
ered to  have  exhausted  the  elective  franchise,  and  the  old  officers  will 
retain  their  places.

I.  Brigadier-General  Chalmers  will  advance  with  the  disposable  cav- 
alry of  his  command,  including  Wirt  Adams’  regiment,  and  endeavor  to 
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get  behind  Grand  Junction  and  cut  off  and  obstruct  the  railroad  thence 
to  Jackson,  Tenn.,  and  also  destroy  all  cotton  within  the  region  of  his 
operations.  At  the  same  time  General  Yillepigue  will  detach  any  in- 
fantry and  artillery  force  that  General  Chalmers  may  require,  and  also 
Jackson’s  and  Pinson’s  regiments  of  Tennessee  [and  Mississippi]  cav- 
alry, to  co-operate  with  the  movement  of  General  Chalmers,  to  which 
end  the  two  generals  will  communicate  with  each  other  and  arrange  as 
early  as  practicable  for  the  most  efficient  and  prompt  execution  of  this 
order.  It  is  further  expected  that  opportunities  may  occur  in  the  course 
of  this  expedition  for  striking  at  considerable  detachments  of  the  enemy, 
to  which  end  all  due  preparation  will  be  made  for  a signal  success. 

II.  The  available  cavalry  force  of  the  Army  of  the  West,  under  act- 
ing Brigadier-General  Armstrong,  will  move  at  once  toward  the  Ten- 
nessee River,  as  near  as  practicable  to  Decatur.  General  Armstrong 
will  communicate  with  Captain  Roddey,  commanding  cavalry  scouts 
in  that  quarter,  after  which  he  will  operate  at  his  own  discretion,  doing 
all  practicable  things  to  harass  the  enemy  and  cut  off  any  detachments 
or  supply  trains.  General  Armstrong  will  likewise  destroy  all  cotton 
within  the  district  of  his  operations.

Major:  In  pursuance  to  verbal  instructions  from  the  general  com- 
manding department  I marched  on  the  18th  to  Fulton  with  the  avail- 
able force  of  my  brigade,  after  leaving  several  companies  for  picket 
duty  at  Bay  Springs  and  Marietta.  1 iuclose  report*  of  my  command 
present.  In  order  to  deceive  the  Union  men,  who  infest  the  direct  route 
toward  Russellville,  I have  deemed  it  best  to  make  a detour,  passing 
near  Pikeville  and  getting  into  the  Bull  Mountain  road,  then  moving 
rapidly  northward  toward  Decatur.  I can  obtain  some  forage  by  that 
route.  In  case  the  picket  left  at  Bay  Springs  and  Marietta  are  forced 
to  fall  back  (and  I have  ordered  the  officer  in  command  to  do  it  only  be- 
fore an  overwhelming  force),  to  do  so  in  the  direction  of  Mooreville,  re- 
porting to  you  and  the  pickets  at  Baldwyn.  If  a battalion  or  regiment 
could  be  placed  30  miles  from  Fulton  on  the  road  to  Russellville  they 
could  obtain  forage  and  clear  the  country  of  a number  of  Union  men, 
who  inform  the  enemy  of  every  movement  of  our  army.  At  present  I 

* The  report  inclosed  shows  that  his  command  consisted  of  Forrest’s  regiment,  Mc- 
Culloch’s and  Savery’s  battalions,  Sanders’  and  Hill’s  companies,  and  the  Second 
Tennessee;  aggregate  present  for  duty,  651. 
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cannot  spare  the  command  to  do  it.  It  would  draw  a portion  of  their 
cavalry  from  Lawrence  and  Morgan  Counties,  Alabama,  and  give  me 
an  opportunity  to  operate  completely  in  their  rear  and  on  the  Memphis 
and  Charleston  road  with  more  effect.  I only  make  this  suggestion  in 
case  there  should  be  any  cavalry  in  the  Army  of  the  Mississippi  that 
the  major-general  could  get  temporarily  attached  to  this  brigade.  I 
intend  to  move  slowly  until  I can  get  near  enough  to  act  vigorously 
before  the  enemy  can  gain  much  knowledge  of  my  approach.

General  : Your  dispatch  announcing  General  BuelPs  arrival  oppo- 
site Chattanooga  was  received  and  answered  yesterday.*  Confronted 
here  by  a largely  superior  force  strongly  intrenched,  it  will  be  impos- 
sible for  me  to  do  more  than  menace  and  harass  the  enemy  from  this 
quarter,  as  we  constantly  do  with  our  cavalry  by  driving  in  his  out- 
posts and  capturing  his  foraging  parties  and  all  stragglers  from  his 
lines.  The  fact  is  we  are  fearfully  outnumbered  in  this  department, 
the  enemy  having  at  least  two  to  our  one  in  the  field,  with  a compara- 
tively short  line,  upon  which  he  may  concentrate.  With  the  division 
from  here,  the  new  levies  from  Alabama  and  Georgia,  and  the  4,000 
from  among  which  I authorized  General  McCown  to  stop  and  appropri- 
ate, I have  hoped  you  would  be  able  to  cope  with  General  BuelPs  force, 
especially  as  he  would  have  to  cross  a broad  and  deep  river  in  your  im- 
mediate presence.  That  hope  still  exists $ but  I must  urge  on  you  the 
propriety  of  assuming  command  in  person  at  Chattanooga.  The  officer 
I sent  you,  I regret  to  say,  cannot  be  trusted  with  such  a command,  and 
I implore  you  not  to  intrust  him  indeed  with  any  important  position. 
New  Madrid  fell  by  his  errors  and  want  of  decision  and  firmness,  as  is 
supposed,  while  other  prominent  instances  and  evidences  of  his  want  of 
capacity  and  nerve  for  a separate,  responsible  command  have  just  been 
brought  to  my  notice.  His  high  rank  constraining  me  to  send  him  with 
his  division,  i had  no  alternative  at  the  time. 
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I am  left  in  doubt,  from  what  I can  learn,  whether  yours  is  a sepa- 
rate command,  or  still,  as  formerly,  a part  of  General  Johnston’s  old  de- 
partment and  hence  embraced  within  my  command.  Can  you  enlighten 
me  by  copies  of  any  orders  or  instructions  you  may  have?  My  only 
desire  is  to  know  the  precise  limits  of  my  responsibilities,  not  to  inter- 
fere in  the  least  with  your  operations  and  command,  as  you  must  know 
best  when  and  how  to  act,  and  have  my  fullest  confidence. 

That  was  a gallant,  brilliant  operation  of  Forrest’s,  and  has  given  us 
one  of  the  most  obnoxious  of  the  enemy’s  leaders.  Such  successful 
efforts  deserve  immediate  reward,  and  I will  cheerfully  meet  with  you 
in  recommending  Colonel  Forrest.  This  affair,  added  to  his  gallantry 
at  Shiloh,  where  he  was  severely  wounded,  mark  him  as  a valuable 
soldier. 

We  have  driven  off  the  enemy,  badly  crippled,  from  Vicksburg,  but 
they  are  probably  organizing  for  a land  attack  in  force.  Curtis  has 
escaped  from  Arkansas  and  reached  the  Mississippi  in  safety.  He  will 
now  be  enabled  to  unite  against  us.

Commanding,  &c.,  Tupelo,  Miss. : 

Your  letter  of  June  29th  was  duly  received  and  submitted  to  the  Presi- 
dent. In  reply  to  that  part  of  it  which  relates  to  the  appointment  of 
additional  general  officers  of  your  command,  I am  instructed  by  the 
President  to  say  that  he  feels  himself  not  a little  embarrassed  in  carry- 
ing out  your  wishes  on  account  of  the  restrictions  of  law.  By  the  act 
of  Congress  of  March  6, 1861,  u to  provide  for  the  public  defense,”  the 
President  is  authorized  to  organize  regiments  into  brigades  and  bri- 
gades into  divisions,  and  to  appoint  the  commanding  officers  of  such 
brigades  and  divisions,  subject  to  the  confirmation  of  Congress,  who 
are  to  hold  their  offices  only  while  such  brigades  and  divisions  are  in 
service.  To  this  extent  and  no  further  has  the  President  the  power  to 
appoint  general  officers. 

In  examining  your  return  showing  the  organization  of  your  command 
he  finds  that  you  have  29  brigades  and  7 divisions,  including  the  com- 
mand of  Brigadier-General  Breckinridge,  while  the  records  of  appoint- 
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ment  show  that  9 major-generals  and  34  brigadier  generals  have  already 
been  appointed  for  that  command,  making  a surplus  of  2 major-generals 
and  5 brigadiers.  True,  he  finds  that  some  of  these  general  officers  are 
not  under  assignment  or  with  their  proper  commands  on  account  of 
sickness  or  other  causes $ but  they  still  hold  their  appointments,  and  the 
President  has  not  the  power  to  remove  them  from  office.  It  is  for  this 
reason  he  is  prevented  from  making  additional  appointments  of  general 
officers  for  your  command. 

You  remark  that  many  recommendations  made  are  not  ratified,  and 
some  general  officers,  appointed  or  promoted  without  recommendation 
from  this  quarter,  are  only  incumbrances  and  would  be  better  out  of  the 
way.  The  President  had  been  under  the  impression  that  all  the  ap- 
pointments of  general  officers  for  your  command,  or  nearly  all,  had  been 
made  by  him  on  the  recommendations  of  the  commanding  general,  and 
he  would  be  glad  to  be  furnished  with  the  names  of  the  individual  offi- 
cers to  whom  your  objections  apply.  He  is  aware  that  many  recom- 
mendations that  were  made  were  not  ratified  by  him,  and  for  reasons 
which  he  considered  good  and  sufficient  and  for  the  interest  of  the 
service. 

Those  portions  of  your  letter  which  relate  to  subsistence  and  trans- 
portation have  been  referred  to  the  chiefs  of  the  staff  department 
having  charge  of  those  branches,  and  will  receive  due  attention.

General  Cooper  : 

General  : The  great  importance  of  the  line  of  connection  through 
East  Tennessee,  now  seriously  threatened  by  a heavy  column  under 
General  Buell,  forces  upon  me  the  necessity  of  still  further  strengthen- 
ing the  position  held  by  Maj.  Gen.  E.  K.  Smith.  To  do  this  necessarily 
places  me  on  the  defensive  here  so  long  as  the  enemy  keeps  up  the 
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heavy  force  in  onr  front,  numbering  not  less  than  10,000.  I have  con* 
eluded  thus  to  reduce  this  position,  infinitely  less  important,  to  the  de- 
fensive, move  my  spare  force  rapidly  to  East  Tennessee,  and  there  en- 
deavor to  frustrate  his  lines  and  assail  him  in  the  rear.  Copies  of  my 
orders  will  indicate  the  dispositions  made.  Major-General  Van  Dorn, 
with  about  16,000  effectives,  will  hold  the  line  of  the  Mississippi.  Major- 
General  Price,  with  a similar  force,  will  face  the  enemy  on  this  frontier, 
and  a sufficient  garrison  will  be  left  for  Mobile  and  the  Gulf.  With 
the  balance  of  the  forces,  some  35,000  effectives,  I hope,  in  conjunction 
with  Major-General  Smith,  to  strike  an  effective  blow  through  Middle 
Tennessee,  gaining  the  enemy’s  rear,  cutting  off'  his  supplies  and  divid- 
ing his  forces,  so  as  to  encounter  him  in  detail.  In  any  event  much 
will  be  accomplished  in  simply  preserving  our  line  and  preventing  a 
descent  into  Georgia,  than  which  no  greater  disaster  could  befall  us 
My  forces  commenced  the  move  yesterday,  those  in  and  about  Mobile 
proceeding  first,  so  as  to  re-enforce  General  Smith  at  the  earliest  mo' 
ment.  As  long  as  we  are  passing,  Mobile  is  safe,  and  at  the  close  a 
sufficient  force  will  be  left  there.  I shall  move  to-morrow  with  depart- 
ment headquarters  to  Chattanooga.

The  headquarters 
of  the  department,  I am  instructed  to  say,  after  to-morrow  will  be  trans- 
ferred to  Chattanooga,  Tenn. 

Generals  Sherman  and  Hurlbut,  of  the  Federal  Army,  have  hastily 
abandoned  their  positions  in  vicinity  of  Grand  Junction  and  retired  on 
Memphis,  destroying,  it  is  reported,  the  bridges  behind  them.  Their 
troops  are  represented  to  be  much  demoralized,  in  consequence  of  a 
wide  division  of  sentiment  concerning  the  negro  question.  A cavalry 
force  from  this  army  to  co  operate  with  General  Villepigue’s  cavalry  is 
now  moving  on  and  to  the  rear  of  Grand  Junction  to  menace  and  harass 
the  enemy.  It  is  the  wish  of  the  commanding  general  that  you  should 
consult  freely  and  co-operate  with  Major-General  Price.  It  is  expected 
that  you  will  do  all  things  deemed  needful  without  awaiting  instruc- 
tions from  these  headquarters.  General  Price  will  be  instructed  to  the 
same  effect.

I.  The  Army  of  the  Mississippi,  Major  General  Hardee  commanding, 
will  be  transferred  with  the  least  delay  practicable  to  Chattanooga, 
Tenn.,  in  the  following  order  and  manner: 

1st.  The  artillery,  cavalry,  engineer,  pioneer,  and  wagon  trains  will 
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move  via  Aberdeen,  Coiambus,  Miss.,  Tuscaloosa,  through  Will’s  Valley 
to  Gadsden,  Ala.,  and  Rome,  Ga.  The  batteries  may  be  sent  by  rail 
from  Randolph  via  Talladega,  the  horses  by  the  ordinary  roads,  meet- 
ing the  batteries  at  the  terminus  of  the  railroad. 

2d.  The  regiment  of  Louisiana  infantry  will  march  with  the  trains  as 
an  escort. 

3d.  Cheatham’s,  Withers’,  and  Jones’  divisions  will  be  dispatched  by 
rail  via  Mobile  in  the  order  named.  Wood’s  division  will  move  in  ac- 
cordance with  instructions  to  be  hereafter  given ; meantime  it  will  be 
held  in  readiness. 

4th.  The  several  chiefs  of  staff  departments  of  the  forces  will  take 
measures  to  carry  out  these  movements. 

5th.  Commanders  especially  and  officers  of  all  grades  are  earnestly 
called  on  to  enforce  discipline,  secure  good  order,  and  prevent  strag- 
gling. No  delays  must  occur  by  the  wayside  from  tardiness  on  the 
part  of  the  troops.  The  high  reputation  this  army  has  made  for  itself 
must  not  be  sacrificed  for  petty  personal  gratifications ; its  efficiency 
must  be  preserved  in  order  that  it  may ‘strike  the  enemy  effectively 
and  decisively  in  the  impending  campaign. 

II.  Major-General  Price,  commanding  Army  of  the  West,  will  assume 
command  of  all  troops  in  the  State  of  Mississippi  not  included  in  the 
Districts  of  the  Mississippi  and  of  the  Gulf.  He  will  be  charged  with 
all  operations  within  the  prescribed  limits  and  Northwest  Alabama. 
This  command  will  be  known  as  the  District  of  the  Tennessee. 

III.  The  available  infantry  force  now  at  Mobile  and  Pollard  will  be 
thrown  forward  to  Chattanooga  with  all  possible  dispatch.  They  will 
be  replaced  by  a part  of  Jones’  division,  Army  of  the  Mississippi.

Captain  : You  will,  by  order  of  the  major  general  commanding,  pro- 
ceed at  once  to  Fulton  with  all  the  efficient  men  of  McCulloch’s  bat- 
talion. You  will  there  select  from  the  detachment  of  the  Second  Ten- 
nessee Cavalry,  commanded  by  Major  Morton,  as  many  non-commissioned 
officers  and  men,  not  exceeding  50,  as  you  may  choose.  These,  with 
three  commissioned  officers,  will  be  detailed  by  Major  Morton  and 
placed  under  your  command.  Major  Morton  will  also  deliver  to  you 
the  instructions,  written  and  verbal,  which  were  given  to  him  by  Brig. 
Gen.  Frank  Armstrong  on  or  about  the  19th  instant,  and  you  are  di- 
rected to  carry  out  these  instructions  carefully.  Having  gotten  your 
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command  together  you  will  proceed  without  delay  to  Bay  Springs  and 
establish  your  headquarters  in  that  immediate  vicinity,  and  take  com- 
mand of  all  the  cavalry  which  may  be  there  and  at  Marietta  and  in  the 
neighborhood  of  these  places. 

You  will,  as  far  as  the  instructions  of  General  Armstrong  to  Major 
Morton  permit,  extend  your  operations  in  the  direction  of  Tennessee 
River,  between  Jacinto  and  Iuka,  and  gain  all  the  information  that  you 
can  as  to  the  position,  strength,  and  movements  of  the  enemy.  You 
will  send  daily  information  to  these  headquarters  of  your  movements. 

Lieutenant  Wells,  commanding  a detachment  of  scouts,  will  report  to 
you  with  14  men  as  part  of  your  command.  He  is  a'very  reliable  officer. 
You  will,  if  possible,  arm  his  men  efficiently  for  the  expedition.  The 
arms  will  be  returned  immediately.  The  commissary  of  the  cavalry 
brigade  will  be  ordered  to  provide  subsistence  for  you  at  Bay  Springs 
after  the  expiration  of  five  days,  and  you  are  authorized  to  purchase 
such  subsistence  and  forage  as  you  may  require,  and  to  give  orders  for 
the  payment  of  the  same  on  the  proper  officers  of  the  brigade. 

The  major-general  commanding  reposes  trust  in  the  intelligence,  pru- 
dence, and  courage  with  which  you  will  conduct  this  expedition. 

You  will  upon  leaving  Fulton  report  the  fact  to  these  headquarters, 
with  the  number  of  your  officers  and  men.

It  is  said  that  they  are 
feebly  garrisoned,  and  that  the  public  stores  at  the  latter  place  are  very 
valuable.  He  does  not  wish  you  to  incur  any  risk,  nor  to  make  attack 
unless  you  shall  be  fully  satisfied  of  your  ability  to  withdraw  your  com- 
mand, the  presence  of  which  and  also  yourself  is  very  important  to  this 
army.  He  also  instructs  me  to  impress  upon  you  the  absolute  impor- 
tance of  not  delaying  an  hour  in  the  vicinity  of  any  place  where  you  may 
strike  a blow,  and  of  moving  your  command  rapidly  to  some  distant  point. 

Captain  Kitchen  is  at  Bay  Springs  with  about  100  good  men.  He 
is  a perfectly  reliable  man  and  excellent  officer.  He  will  be  instructed 
to  hold  himself  in  readiness  to  obey  your  orders.  Major-General  Little 
is  at  Saltillo  with  his  command. 

The  bearer,  Lieutenant  Trezevant,  of  Forrest’s  cavalry,  will  explain 
the  omissions  and  give  you  much  valuable  information.  You  will  please 
hasten  to  return  with  your  command  to  camp,  as  there  is  important 
work  to  be  done. 

General  Bragg  has  sent  the  following  dispatch  to  the  major-general 
commanding : 

Convey  to  General  Armstrong  my  cordial  congatulations  at  his  successes.  The  con- 
duct of  himself  and  his  gallant  command  shall  he  made  the  subject  of  a special  dis- 
patch to  the.

I ad- 
dressed similar  communications  to  them  on  the  31st  ultimo  [C  and  D], 
but  have  not  yet  received  any  reply. 

I am  extremely  impatient  to  begin  a forward  movement,  and  am  bend- 
ing every  energy  to  do  so  without  any  unnecessary  delay.  I am  ordering 
forward  the  entire  disposable  force  in  the  district.  I expect  to  begin 
my  march  within  a week  or  ten  days. 

The  enemy  are  still  moving  eastward  rapidly.  I do  not  think  that 
they  have  at  this  time  more  than  15,000  men  in  the  vicinity  of  Corinth, 
and  probably  about  the  same  number  at  Memphis,  Bolivar,  and  Jack- 
son.  General  Armstrong  has  not  returned  yet.  Colonel  Wheeler  got 
here  to-day.  His  command  will  arrive  to-morrow,  and  Hagan’s  and 
Wade’s  regiments  will  leave  at  once  en  route  for  Chattanooga.

Commanding  District  of  the  Mississippi  : 

General  : I telegraphed  you  yesterday  that  dispatches  from  General 
Bragg  make  it  almost  impossible  for  me  to  re-enforce  General  Breckin- 
ridge. He  says  very  pointedly  that  West  Tennessee  is  now  open  to  my 
army,  intimating  that  he  expects  me  to  enter  it.  I do  not  feel  at  liberty 
to  disregard  such  an  intimation,  especially  when  I consider  the  very 
important  relations  which  this  army  bears  to  that  in  East  Tennessee. 
I cannot  get  possession  of  the  railroad  before  Thursday.  It  will  then 
take  at  least  a week  to  transport  to  this  point  the  troops,  &e.,  which 
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must  be  brought  hither  preparatory  to  a forward  movement.  I regret 
very  much  that  I have  to  submit  to  even  this  unavoidable  delay.  I 
cannot  think  of  protracting  it,  except  under  compulsion  of  the  gravest 
necessity.  To  attempt  to  re-enforce  General  Breckinridge  would  pro- 
tract it  indefinitely.  The  success  of  the  campaign  depends  now  upon 
the  promptness  and  boldness  of  our  movements  and  the  ability  which 
we  may  manifest  to  avail  ourselves  of  our  present  advantages.  The 
enemy  are  still  transferring  their  troops  from  Corinth  and  its  vicinity 
eastward.  They  will  by  the  end  of  this  week  have  reduced  their  force 
to  its  minimum.  We  should  be  quick  to  take  advantage  of  this,  for 
they  will  soon  begin  to  get  in  re-enforcements  under  the  late  call  for 
volunteers.  The  present  obstructed  condition  of  the  railroads  is  another 
reason  for  instant  action.  In  fact  every  consideration  makes  it  impor- 
tant that  I shall  move  forward  without  a day’s  unnecessary  delay.  I 
earnestly  desire  your  co-operation  in  such  a movement,  and  will,  as  I 
have  before  said,  be  glad  to  place  my  army  and  myself  under  your  com- 
mand in  that  contingency.  The  very  names  of  yourself  and  General 
Breckinridge  would  bring  thousands  to  our  ranks  and  carry  dismay  to 
those  of  the  enemy. 

You  speak  in  your  dispatch  of  the  frightful  amount  of  sickness  in 
General  Breckinridge’s  division.  I fear  the  sweltering  heats  of  this 
latitude  will  soon  begin  to  tell  fearfully  upon  my  own  ranks,  and  am 
for  that  reason  the  more  anxious  to  take  them  northward,  where  we 
hope  to  gain  accessions  from  those  Tennesseeans  and  Kentuckians  who 
have  seen  and  felt  the  wretchedness  of  northern  domination. 

Captain  Loughborough  will  deliver  this  communication  to  you  and 
explain  more  particularly  the  condition  of  things  in  this  vicinity. 

Please  inform  me  by  telegraph  of  your  determination,  so  that  in  the 
event  of  its  being  favorable  we  may  concert  a plan  of  operations.

Governor  : The  events  of  each  day  impress  me  more  deeply  with 
the  importance  of  prompt  action  on  the  part  of  this  army,  and  you  will 
therefore  pardon  me  tor  again  invoking  your  assistance.  You  can 
strengthen  my  army  several  thousand  by  calling  out  about  2,000  of  the 
militia  to  garrison  Meridian,  Columbus,  Okolona,  and  Verona,  and ‘to 
protect  the  railroad  bridges  and  trestle-work.  This  will  enable  me  to 
withdraw  all  the  Confederate  troops  from  that  duty  and  put  them  in 
the  field.  I must  beg  you  in  the  event  of  your  being  willing  to  comply 
with  this  request  to  act  promptly,  as  I intend  to  order  all  the  disposa- 
ble troops  forward  to  Tupelo  within  the  present  week,  preparatory  to 
an  immediate  forward  movement.  I would  suggest  to  Your  Excellency 
the  propriety  of  preserving  absolute  secrecy  as  to  the  proposed  move- 
ment, as  the  enemy  are  doubtless  impressed  with  the  idea  that  the  whole 
army  is  being  moved  eastward  and  as  they  seem  to  be  acting  upon  that 
belief.  You  may  also  aid  me  very  greatly  by  sending  forward  recruits, 
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and  in  this  connection  I may  say  that  Captain  Gliolson  proposes,  with 
your  concurrence,  to  raise  a battalion  of  sharpshooters  for  service  with 
the  Army  of  the  West.  I hope  that  you  will  give  him  your  assistance 
in  this  work.  The  necessity  of  immediate  action  must  be  my  apology 
for  again  addressing  Your  Excellency  upon  this  subject  without  await- 
ing your  reply  to  my  preceding  communication.

General  : Official  dispatches  from  General  Armstrong  and  the  re- 
ports of  scouts  and  others  all  confirm  the  fact  that  General  Halleck’s 
army  is  being  rapidly  transferred  eastward,  and  that  Buell’s,  Thomas’, 
and  Rosecrans’  divisions  have  already  passed  Tuscumbia,  Eosecrans 
passing  Tuscumbia  on  Saturday.  I do  not  think  that  General  Grant, 
who  remains  in  command  at  Corinth,  can  have  more  than  15,000  troops 
there,  though  Colonel  Wheeler,  commanding  a cavalry  brigade  in  North 
Mississippi,  reports  that  the  enemy  have  recently  concentrated  about 
10,000  at  Bolivar.  This  must,  however,  be  an  overestimate.  It  at  all 
events  seems  to  me  unquestionable  that  they  must,  in  order  to  meet 
General  Bragg,  continue  to  remove  troops  eastward,  and  that  they  can- 
not leave  more  than  20,000  under  General  Grant.  This  will  be  our 
opportunity,  and  I am  extremely  anxious  that  we  shall  avail  ourselves 
of  it.  I therefore  send  a gentleman  to  Governor*  Pettus  to  ask  his  co- 
operation, and  another,  Dr.  Luke  P.  Blackburn,  volunteer  aide-de-camp, 
to  you  to  submit  the  matter  to  your  consideration.  It  is  my  opinion 
that,  if  we  will  advance  our  armies  rapidly  and  concurrently  toward 
Grand  Junction  or  some  other  point  on  or  near  the  Tennessee  line  at 
the  same  time  obstructing  the  railroads,  we  can  move  irresistibly 
through  Western  or  Central  Tennessee  into  Kentucky.  The  enemy 
can  only  confront  us  by  weakening  the  army  opposed  to  General  Bragg. 
The  result  will  be  the  same  in  either  case — a victory  to  the  Confederate 
arms  either  through  our  forces  or  through  those  under  the  immediate 
command  of  General  Bragg.  It  seems  to  me  that  in  view  of  the  great 
results  that  would  flow  from  the  reoccupation  of  Tennessee  we  ought 
not  to  hesitatejo  endanger  every  minor  one;  that  the  true  way,  in  other 
words,  of  completing  the  work  of  regaining  complete  possession  of  the 
Mississippi,  which  you  have  so  gloriously  begun  at  Vicksburg,  is  to 
advance  with  our  armies  into  Kentucky.  I can  put  15,000  effective 
men  in  the  field.  I am  getting  them  in  readiness  for  instant  service. 
I will  gladly  place  them  under  your  command  if  you  will  co-operate 
with  me  in  the  proposed  movement,  and  be  proud  to  serve  under  the 
defender  of  Vicksburg.  The  Governor  of  Mississippi  can  surely  in- 
crease our  forces  several  thousand,  and  can  garrison  the  posts  and  con- 
tinue the  defense  of  Vicksburg  with  the  State  Militia.

I therefore  send  a gentle- 
man, the  Rev.  Mr.  Gladney,  to  lay  the  matter  before  you  and  to  ascer- 
tain your  views.

Colonel  : The  major-general  commanding  wishes  all  the  troops  at 
Columbus  that  can  be  possibly  spared  from  garrison  duty  to  be  moved 
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instantly  to  this  place.  The  first  train  for  their  transportation  will  be 
at  Columbus  on  Thursday,  the  7th  instant,  and  the  general,  relying 
upon  your  well-known  energy  and  experience,  charges  you  with  the 
duty  of  causing  them  to  be  transported  without  delay.  Measures  must 
be  promptly  taken  to  bring  into  camp  all  those  who  are  well  enough. 
The  whereabouts  and  condition  of  those  not  well  enough  will  be  care- 
fully ascertained  and  reported.  No  more  furloughs  or  leaves  of  absence 
will  be  granted  until  further  orders,  except  under  peculiar  circumstances. 
You  will  please  communicate  these  orders  to  the  commanders  of  the 
troops  at  Columbus,  and  designate  which  troops  are  to  remain  there  on 
garrison  duty.  Retain  only  so  many  as  are  absolutely  necessary,  and 
hold  them  in  readiness  to  be  moved  at  any  moment,  for  it  is  hoped  that 
they  will  soon  be  relieved  by  the  State  Militia.  The  general  suggests 
for  your  consideration  the  propriety  of  removing  the  prisoners  of  war 
from  Columbus  to  a point  where  the  public  property  is  less  valuable 
and  where  the  facilities  for  escape  are  not  so  great.  Their  removal 
would  obviate  the  necessity  of  keeping  so  large  a garrison  at  Columbus, 
and  might  be  beneficial  otherwise.  You  will  please  consider  the  sub- 
ject and  report  the  facts  and  your  opinion  to  the  general.  You  will 
please  telegraph  whether  you  will  be  able  to  begin  the  shipment  of  the 
troops  on  Thursday.

General:  I have  the  honor  to  inclose  herewith  a list*  of  the  general 
officers  serving  with  the  troops  in  this  department,  and  a statement*  of 
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tlie  organization,  by  which  it  may  be  seen  at  a glance  how  deficient 
these  forces  are  in  commanders.  These  papers  are  submitted  in  view 
of  the  objections  made  to  appointments  recommended.  No  allowance 
has  been  made  for  sickness  or  other  disability  and  none  for  the  men 
absent  from  tbe  ranks.  Were  the  men  borne  on  the  muster-rolls  pres- 
ent for  duty,  as  they  should  be,  our  brigades  would  be  largely  increased 
in  numbers.  I do  not  hesitate  to  assert  that  a fourth  of  our  efficiency 
is  lost  for  want  of  suitable  brigade  and  division  commanders.  Scarcely 
a disaster  has  befallen  our  arms  that  cannot  be  traced  to  this  cause. 
It  is,  in  my  judgment,  a pernicious  rule  to  rely  for  commanders  on  estab- 
lished rank.  No  appointing  power  can  avoid  errors  through  which  in 
time  each  grade  must  become  incumbered  with  some  incapable  and  in- 
efficient officers,  who  cannot  be  employed  without  material  prejudice  to 
the  service.  For  this  reason  alone  our  division  commanders  should  be 
selected  from  the  best  brigadiers  available,  which  cannot  be  done  unless 
the  rank  of  major-general  is  conferred  upon  them.  It  will  add  nothing 
to  their  pay  and  emoluments  or  increase  the  expense  to  the  Govern- 
ment, while  all  experience  convinces  me  of  the  advantages  that  may  be 
anticipated.

I have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  when  I assumed  command  of  the 
Army  of  the  West  I found  that  a large  portion  of  the  troops  had  never 
been  paid,  though  they  had  been  in  service  for  from  six  to  eight  months. 
I immediately  caused  statements  to  be  made  of  the  pay  in  arrears  and  for- 
warded them  to  the  general  commanding  the  department,  and  received 
in  reply  the  inclosed  communication,*  signed  by  Maj.  Albert  J.  Smith, 
chief  paymaster  of  the  department.  This  reply  encouraged  me  to  hope 
that  the  funds  might  yet  be  obtained  in  a reasonable  time;  but  General 
Bragg,  when  he  left  for  Chattanooga,  directed  me  to  send  to  Richmond 
for  them  and  not  to  expect  them  to  be  forwarded  through  his  headquar- 
ters. I therefore  send  Major  Williams,  quartermaster  of  one  of  the 
divisions  of  this  army,  to  Richmond  with  the  proper  estimates,  and  I 
beg  you  to  order  him  to  be  facilitated  in  this  business  as  far  as  possible. 
Many  of  my  officers  and  men  are  in  very  great  need  of  money,  and  the 
chiefs  of  the  several  departments  also.  As  we  are  about  to  begin  an 
active  campaign  it  is  very  important  that  we  should  not  be  crippled  by 
a want  of  funds.

These  you  will  arrest  and  keep  under  guard  and  notify  the  general  of 
the  fact.  Private  property  must  not  be  impressed. 

3d.  You  will  promptly  arrest  all  men  who  sell  cotton  to  the  enemy 
and  send  them  to  these  headquarters. 

4th.  You  will  make  your  requisitions  for  quartermaster’s  and  com- 
missary supplies  upon  any  post  quartermaster  or  commissary,  and  such 
officer  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  fill  such  requisitions  when 
practicable. 

It  is  utterly  impossible  to  furnish  you  transportation  from  this  point. 
The  chief  quartermaster  of  the  army  will  be  directed  to  give  you  in- 
structions as  to  that  and  as  to  the  purchase  of  forage.

General  G.  T.  Beauregard: 

My  Dear  General  : I did  not  write  you  about  the  movement  here 
or  during  the  course  of  it  because  General  Bragg  said  he  would,  and  he 
of  course  could  write  more  intelligibly  than  I could  of  the  plans  and 
views  with  which  the  movement  was  undertaken.  To  me,  as  matters 
stood — at  a dead-lock — at  Tupelo,  the  transfer  of  the  Army  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi to  this  place  and  change  of  base  were  most  acceptable,  though 
really,  in  view  of  past  events,  I am  not  so  hopeful  as  I used  to  be  of 
seeing  a mobilized  army,  and  I shall  not  count  too  strongly  on  results 
until  I see  this  army  on  the  other  bank  of  the  Tennessee.  McLean  has 
been  changed,  but  not  for  the  better  I fear,  and  I fear  much  the  present 
incumbent  of  the  chief  quartermaster’s  chair  is  a complete  obstruction, 
who  might  do  very  well  to  administer  in  peace  times  the  duties  of  a 
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post  quartermaster  at  a two-company  post  on  the  Texas  frontier.  Hence, 
I have  no  hopeful  anticipations  about  transportation  or  an  effective  ad- 
ministration of  the  quartermaster’s  department,  which  is  the  vital  force 
of  such  an  army  in  the  campaign  proposed. 

Meantime,  however,  Kirby  Smith  has  a fine  opportunity  to  strike  a 
blow  at  General  Morgan  before  Cumberland  Gap.  The  proper  force  has 
been  furnished,  and  if  he  does  not  effect  something  so  great  it  will  be 
truly  unfortunate.  The  enemy  in  our  front,  unless  we  are  grossly  de- 
ceived by  all  appearances  and  a large  amount  of  concurrent  testimony, 
are  disposed  in  a manner  astonishingly  favorable  for  our  attack,  being 
very  much  scattered  and  separate;  if  in  a line,  by  no  means  favorable 
for  rapid  concentration  if  requisite  ; indeed,  it  looks  as  if  they  want  to 
give  as  little  trouble  as  possible;  but  it  remains  to  be  seen  how  effi- 
ciently, that  is,  how  speedily,  we  shall  be  able  to  take  advantage  of  their 
kindness.  Buell  of  course  can  have  no  serious  notion  of  attempting  to 
cross  the  Tennessee  now,  at  Bridgeport,  with  this  army  to  contest  the 
passage ; therefore  I am  at  a loss  to  comprehend  his  movements,  espe- 
cially his  concentration  of  so  many  men  at  Bridgeport  and  thereabouts, 
and  his  division  of  his  forces  at  points  that  can  be  struck  from  here  like 
Murfreesborougli  was. 

I hope  you  are  now  about  ready  to  report  for  duty  and  that  you  will 
hasten  to  do  so.  The  rest,  quiet,  and  respite  from  duty  you  have  en- 
joyed must  have  placed  you  all  right  on  your  feet  again,  and  re-entrance 
in  the  legitimate  sphere  for  you  in  times  like  these  may  now  be  better 
for  you  than  the  quietude  of  so  warm  a place  as  Bladon  Springs  must 
be  at  this  season.  I shall  hope  to  hear  that  you  have  indeed  already 
made  application  for  orders.  I sometimes  hope  that  Mr.  Davis  may 
make  certain  amends  and  order  you  to  Virginia  for  duty.  He  gave  Gov- 
ernor Harris,  however,  to  understand  that  you  were  not  permanently 
taken  away  from  this  army — did  not  say  so  expressly,  but,  the  Governor 
says,  left  the  distinct  impression  on  his  mind  that  you  would  resume 
command  of  this  department  when  well  again.  Your  criticisms  on  the 
Bichmond  combats  are  certainly  sound,  and  the  more  I hear  of  that  field 
the  more  I am  amazed  at  the  paucity  of  results. 

Dick  Taylor  was  here  yesterday  en  route  for  West  Louisiana,  where 
he  is  to  command  as  a major-general.  General  Bragg  asked  for  him  in 
that  grade  with  this  army.  He  was  appointed,  but  sent  to  West  Louis- 
iana. He  says  Huger  has  been  assigned  to  duty  with  only  his  rank 
of  colonel  in  the  Confederate  Army,  his  provisional  grade  of  major- 
general  having  been  abated.  Magruder  is  charged  with  incompetency 
and  loss  of  head,  and  much  blame  attached  both  to  his  and  Huger’s 
slowness. 

D.  H.  Hill  told  Toombs  on  the  field  either  to  move  up  or  resign  his 
brigade  into  hands  that  had  the  nerve  to  lead  it.  Toombs  challenged 
Hill;  he  declined  on  religious  grounds.  Toombs  has  a divided  judg- 
ment as  to  his  course,  and  halts,  as  an  ass  between  two  bundles  of  hay, 
whether  to  resign  and  cowhide  Hill,  or  resign,  make  some  facile  Geor- 
gia member  of  Congress  resign,  take  his  place  and  overturn  the  Govern- 
ment from  the  floor  of  Congress.  I had  but  little  chance  to  talk  with 
Taylor,  and  did  not  have  a chance  to  hear  more  Bichmond  news. 

The  war  is  rapidly  drifting  to  the  black-flag  pb ase.  W e cannot  escape 
it  if  the  new  system  prescribed  in  Pope’s  orders,  and  already  inaugu- 
rated in  my  native  county  (Page)  and  village  (Luray)  is  not  stopped. 
We  must  Accept  the  gauntlet  thrown  to  us — accept  the  war  as  tendered 
to  us,  and  the  sooner  the  better.  The  letter  of  the  President  and  the 
orders  are  in  the  right  direction,  but  not  radical  enough.  Private  sol- 
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diers,  as  well  as  officers,  must  not  go  with  impunity.  Already  officers 
urge  that  acts  are  done  despite  their  efforts  to  repress  disorder. 

Even  if  you  don’t  choose  to  report  for  duty,  don’t  you  think  it  were 
well  for  you  to  make  your  way  up  into  this  mountain  region?  It  is  a 
more  bracing  atmosphere. 

The  London  Post  (Palmerston’s  organ)  has  a most  significant  article, 
indicating  our  early  recognition  in  plain  terms  as  inevitable.  Lyndsay’s 
resolution  of  recognition  was  withdrawn  from  the  House  of  Parliament 
at  the  request  of  Lord  Palmerston,  who  begged  that  the  matter  should 
be  left  to  the  Government.  All  the  signs  indicate,  I think  unmistak- 
ably, an  early  action  on  the  part  of  England  and  France,  but  you  will 
remember  that  I have  always  said  the  same — yes,  I have  always  held 
that  it  was  inevitable  and  the  only  way  that  this  war  could  be  ended. 
Europe,  be  assured,  will  not  permit  it  to  be  carried  on  much  longer, 
especially  on  the  destructive,  savage  basis  inaugurated  by  Pope — a 
modern  imitation  of  the  course  of  Attila,  the  Hun. 

Excuse  this  long  letter,  which  I presume  you  would  have  preferred 
in  installments.  Captain  Deslonde  was  here  to-day;  said  he  would 
write  to  you  soon.

General  : I regard  it  my  duty  to  submit  the  following  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  War  Department: 

Many  of  the  regiments  of  this  army  are  mere  skeletons,  but  with  com- 
plete regimental  organization,  which  makes  them  costly  without  corre- 
sponding benefits  to  such  a degree  as  to  call  for  a speedy  and  radical 
remedy.  There  are  two  methods  by  which  the  evil  may  be  cured : The 
weaker  regiments  may  be  broken  up  ; the  men,  with  a limited  or  re- 
stricted choice  between  regiments  and  companies,  may  be  permanently 
distributed  among  the  troops  of  the  same  State  and  the  officers  dis- 
charged ; or  such  regiments  may  be  temporarily  broken  up,  the  men 
assigned  for  the  time  to  such  other  regiments  as  may  most  require  them, 
and  the  supernumerary  officers  detached  to  assist  in  collecting  and  en- 
rolling conscripts  and  establishing  and  conducting  camps  of  instruc- 
tion, from  which  men  shall  be  drawn  to  fill  up  the  regiments  in  the 
service,  and  to  reorganize  the  old  regiments,  in  which  case  all  the  old 
soldiers  scattered  in  other  regiments  shall  be  restored. 

To  the  first  plan,  which  has  been  partially  authorized  in  this  depart- 
ment, there  are  some  patent  objections  in  operation.  By  it  very  many 
incapable,  inefficient  officers  are  retained  and  some  of  the  best  officers 
in  the  army  are  necessarily  discharged.  Injustice  is  done  to  some 
worthy,  zealous  officers,  and  material  injury  wrought  to  the  service, 
which  can  ill  afford  to  lose  one  capable  officer  at  this  juncture.  In  sev- 
eral instances,  in  view  of  an  existing  deleterious  condition,  I have  rec- 
ommended resort  to  this  plan,  but  am  satisfied  some  better  one  must  be 
sought.  That,  I think,  will  be  found  in  the  second  remedy  proposed, 
namely,  the  temporary  breaking  up  of  all  these  skeleton  regiments,  the 
dispersion  of  the  men  among  the  several  regiments  from  the  same  State, 
and  the  retention  and  employment  of  all  effective,  competent  officers, 
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with  a view  to  the  ultimate  restoration  of  men  and  officers  to  their  reg- 
iments when  recruited  from  conscripts  and  volunteers.  This  method 
appears  to  be  in  harmony  with  the  spirit  of  the  act  approved  April  16, 
and  I feel  assured  will  have  all  the  advantages  with  none  of  the  defects 
of  the  other  plan,  while  it  will  be  more  satisfactory  to  officers  and  men. 
To  continue  these  costly  skeleton  organizations  in  the  field  I trust  will 
not  be  thought  of,  and  I cannot  hesitate  to  ask  that  I may  at  once  be 
invested  with  authority  to  inaugurate  the  proposed  system  of  reform. 

In  connection  with  this  I must  suggest  another  and  much-needed  re- 
form measure:  The  rolls  of  every  regiment  are  encumbered  with  officers 
absent  sick,  many  of  whom  have  been  absent  for  months.  Men  thus 
absent  unfit  for  duty  would  be  discharged  on  surgeon’s  certificate,  and 
there  can  be  no  good  reason  why  the  same  rule  should  not  apply  to 
officers,  and  a regulation  established  requiring  the  discharge  of  all  field 
and  company  officers  who  remain  unfit  for  duty  (except  from  wounds  in 
battle)  for  the  period  of  ninety  days.  Such  a regulation  would  work 
no  hardship  to  the  officers,  and  be  fruitful  of  benefits  to  the  service  and 
a great  contribution  to  the  efficiency  of  our  arms  in  the  field.

No.  109.  1 Chattanooga , Tenn .,  August  8,  1862. 

I.  Until  otherwise  ordered  the  forces  in  this  department,  when  taking 
the  field,  will  be  provided  with  the  following : 

Means  of  transportation. — One  wagon  for  cooking  utensils,  &c.,  for 
100  men ; one  wagon  for  extra  ammunition,  &c.t,  for  400  men ; one  wagon 
for  each  regimental  headquarters ; one  ambulance  (or  light  two-horse 
wagon)  for  300  men ; one  wagon  each  for  brigade  and  division  head- 
quarters ; two  wagons  for  headquarters  Army  Corps. 

Camp  equipage. — One  tent  to  each  regiment  for  medical  department ; 
one  tent  to  regimental  headquarters ; two  tents  to  brigade  headquarters ; 
two  tents  to  division  headquarters  ; six  tent-flies  for  every  100  men. 

Ammunition. — One  hundred  rounds  ammunition  of  proper  description 
for  small-arms  ; a full  supply  for  artillery,  and  100  rounds  for  infantry 
and  50  rounds  for  the  artillery  (extra),  to  be  transported  by  the  ordnance 
train. 

II.  All  surplus  wagons  and  teams  and  other  means  of  transportation 
not  prescribed  in  the  first  paragraph  of  these  orders  will  be  turned  in 
immediately  to  the  quartermaster’s  department. 

III.  All  surplus  tents  will  be  transferred  to  the  division  quartermas- 
ters, to  be  turned  into  the  nearest  depot  quartermaster,  or  for  disposi- 
tion by  the  chief  quartermaster  of  the  forces. 

IV.  Division  and  brigade  commanders  will  be  held  responsible  for 
the  prompt  and  faithful  execution  of  the  foregoing  orders.  They  will 
have  a thorough  inspection  made  before  taking  the  field  of  every  regi- 
ment, company,  and  man  to  see  that  these  and  previous  orders  fixing 
the  marching  outfit  of  officers  and  soldiers  are  complied  with. 

V.  All  quartermasters  will  be  required  on  the  march  to  remain  habit- 
ually with  the  rear  of  their  trains,  unless  specially  detached,  moving 
promptly  along  to  the  front  whenever  the  train  is  interrupted,  to  ascer- 
tain and  correct  the  difficulty  if  in  their  trains.

Secretary  of  War  : 

Sir:  Your  letter  of  July  22  has  just  been  received,  having  been* to 
Tupelo  and  returned.  My  reply  to  a telegram  from  the  President  must 
have  removed  an  erroneous  impression  in  regard  to  the  proportion  be- 
tween troops  and  generals  in  this  command.  In  your  letter  you  en- 
tirely ignore  one-half  of  Yan  Dorn’s,  the  whole  of  Forney’s,  and  a large 
portion  of  Price’s  commands,  not  organized  into  brigades  or  divisions 
for  want  of  commanders.  I inclose  a tabular  statement*  of  the  whole 
command,  showing  what  its  organization  should  be  and  the  number  of 
general  officers  we  have  and  the  number  required. 

The  fact  that  some  of  the  generals  are  absent  from  sickness  and  other 
causes  does  not  remove  the  difficulty,  for  a greater  proportion  of  the 
troops  are  also  absent  from  similar  causes.  The  presence  of  both  would 
compel  a large  increase  in  the  number  of  brigades  and  divisions. 

In  reference  to  the  want  of  qualifications  in  some  general  officers  I 
alluded  particularly  to  Major-Generals  Crittenden,  McCown,  and  Cheat- 
ham, and  Brigadiers  Carroll,  Trapier,  and  Hawes,  as,  in  my  judgment, 
unsuited  for  their  responsible  positions,  and,  as  far  as  I can  learn,  not 
recommended  from  here. 

The  practice  of  giving  command  of  divisions  and  brigades  to  senior 
brigadiers  and  colonels  does  not  work  well,  and  at  times  is  fraught  with 
great  danger. 

The  recent  exchange  of  prisoners  will  restore  some  of  our  generals 
and  remove  to  that  extent  my  embarrassments.

Sir  : I have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the 
21st  ultimo,  iDclosing  copy  of  communication  from  the  acting  Postmas- 
ter-General to  you.  In  reply  I will  state  that  the  Post-Office  Depart- 
ment is  misinformed.  No  military  possession  or  control  of  the  telegraph 
lines  in  my  department  has  been  assumed  by  me.  General  Johnston 
and  afterwards  General  Beauregard,  my  predecessors,  had  a telegraph 
operator  of  honesty  and  skill  as  superintendent  for  the  regulation  of 
such  matters.  The  same  officer  and  the  same  system  have  been  con- 
tinued by  me.  The  operator  is  regarded  as  any  other  member  of  my 
staff — as  an  agent  simply  to  see  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties 
of  his  department.  He  requires  the  revenues  of  the  lines  erected  by 
military  funds  to  be  properly  collected  and  accounted  for.  He  also 
audits  the  accounts  of  telegraph  companies  against  the  Government, 
and  by  his  action  in  this  particular  a large  number  of  fraudulent  charges 
against  the  Government  have  been  detected  and  rejected.  Had  the 
Postmaster-General,  under  the  recent  act  of  Congress,  applied  for  the 
control  of  the  lines  in  my  department  he  would  have  encountered  no 
opposition  from  me.  The  extent  of  the  department  and  the  importance 
of  military  operations  in  it,  in  my  opinion,  made  it  his  duty  to  assume

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control  of  these  lines.  Having  failed  to  discharge  this  duty  it  is  not 
graceful  in  him  to  withhold  necessary  supplies  for  me  to  do  it  for  him. 

It  is  but  justice  that  I should  be  furnished  with  the  name  of  the  man 
who  makes  this  false  report  to  the  Post-Office  Department.  If  my  sus- 
picions are  correct  it  will  be  found  that  a certain  telegraph  operator 
or  agent  of  that  department — a notorious  Dr.  Morris,  the  corrupt  tool 
and  representative  of  a Yankee  corporation — will  figure  in  the  result. 
I am  credibly  informed  by  an  operator  on  the  line  that  my  official  dis- 
patches from  Tupelo  were  never  permitted  to  pass  until  inspected  by 
this  man  Morris  and  approved  by  him.  This  may  account  for  the  non- 
reception by  General  Smith  at  this  point  of  some  important  dispatches 
from  Tupelo,  by  which  our  very  important  operations  here  are  very 
much  retarded.  Had  I really  assumed  the  control  of  the  lines  to  the 
extent  imputed  by  the  Postmaster-General  it  might  have  been  unsafe 
for  this  tool  of  the  Yankees  to  have  played  the  spy — if  not  traitor— as 
to  my  military  dispatches. 

I would  respectfully  suggest  that  an  imaginary  error  of  mine  would 
not  justify  the  suspension  of  telegraph  operations  in  this  department, 
by  which  our  cause  might  be  greatly  jeopardized  if  not  lost.  It  may 
be  important  for  the  Post-Office  Department  to  get  control  of  the  tele- 
graph, but  it  is  equally  important  for  us  to  keep  up  communications 
with  our  troops  and  defeat  the  enemy.

Tupelo , Miss.,  August  9,  1862. 


Governor  : I have  the  honor  to  state  that  I have  been  compelled, 
in  view  of  resuming  offensive  operations,  immediately  t@  withdraw  the 
regiment  which  has  been  guarding  the  valuable  public  stores  and  work- 
shops at  Gainesville,  in  your  State,  and  to  request  you  to  order  out  a 
sufficient  number  of  the  militia  to  take  its  place.  I cannot* wait  for 
the  regiment  to  be  relieved  by  the  State  troops,  but  must  withdraw  it 
on  Monday,  the  11th  instant,  and  orders  to  that  effect  have  been  already 
issued.  I hope  that  Your  Excellency  will  act  without  delay.  Col. 
Thomas  H.  Rosser,  commanding  the  post,  can  inform  Your  Excellency 
as  to  the  number  of  troops  that  will  be  required.  I presume  500  will 
suffice.  Governor  Pettus  has  promptly  responded  to  a similar  call  by 
ordering  2,000  of  the  militia  to  garrison  the  several  posts  in  this  State, 
from  which  I am  withdrawing  the  garrisons.  1 most  respectfully  beg 
Your  Excellency  to  organize  a sufficient  militia  force  to  garrison  such 
other  posts  as  it  may  become  necessary  for  us  to  establish  in  Alabama 
as  we  advance  northward. 

Relying  confidently  upon  your  desire  to  co-operate  with  me  vigor- 
ously in  the  effort  which  I am  about  to  make — to  drive  the  Federal 
armies  from  this  State  and  Alabama — and  upon  the  patriotism  of  the 
people  of  your  State,  I shall  myself  move  steadily  forward. 

Major  John  Tyler,  one  of  my  staff  officers,  will  present  this  letter  to 
you  and  explain  my  views  more  fully  to  Your  Excellency.

Major  : Pursuant  to  instructions  I have  established  my  headquar- 
ters at  this  place,  and  have  nearly  all  of  my  brigade  encamped  in  ad- 
vance of  me.  Wirt  Adams’  cavalry  nor  the  Arkansas  regiment  have 
yet  arrived.  The  Fourth  Mississippi  Cavalry  reported  five  companies 
present  last  evening,  but  not  more  than  three  of  them  armed.  Their 
horses  are  in  good  condition,  but  the  officers  have  seen  no  service. 
Will  it  be  possible  to  have  the  ordnance  officer  at  Columbus  directed  to 
have  all  cavalry  arms  sent  to  Yerona  or  Tupelo,  where  I can  draw  them 
to  arm  these  companies  ? The  train  came  up  yesterday,  but  the  quar- 
termaster failed  to  send  any  forage.  My  whole  brigade  is  to-day  with- 
out any.  A train  of  corn  every  day  might  be  sent  up.  It  is  impossible 
to  obtain  it  in  any  other  way.  I hope,  major,  that  some  exertion  on  the 
part  of  the  quartermaster’s  department  will  be  made  to  furnish  what  I 
ask  for,  as  it  will  be  useless  to  keep  my  brigade  together  without  it.  I 
respectfully  request  that  the  telegraph  line  be  put  in  working  order  to 
this  place,  as  it  would  save  much  riding  and  express  duty.

Are  you  advised  as  to  Rosecrans  crossing  to  join  Buell?  We  have  such 
report.

It  will  be  two  weeks  before  I can  do  anything.  Yery  important  to  se- 
cure mouth  of  Red  River.  Can  you  not,  therefore,  send  Breckinridge  a 
brigade  to  make  sure?  They  can  then  go  with  me  to  Grand  Junction 
and  rejoin  you  there.  Answer.  If  yes,  when  will  be  here?  Bragg  can- 
not move,  I think,  in  three  weeks  yet.

Maj.  Gen.  Earl  Yan  Dorn, 

Commanding  Army  of  the  Mississippi  : 

General:  In  view  of  the  operations  from  here  it  is  very  desirable 
to  press  the  enemy  closely  in  West  Tennessee.  Y/e  learn  their  forces 
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there  are  being  rapidly  reduced,  and  when  our  movements  become  known 
it  is  certain  they  must  throw  more  forces  into  Middle  Tennessee  and 
Kentucky  or  lose  those  regions.  If  you  hold  them  in  check  we  are  sure 
of  success  here  $ but  should  they  re-enforce  here  so  as  to  defy  us  then 
you  may  redeem  West  Tennessee  and  probably  aid  us  by  crossing  to 
the  enemy’s  rear. 

I cannot  give  you  specific  instructions,  as  circumstances  and  military 
conditions  in  your  front  may  vary  materially  from  day  to  day.  To  move 
your  available  force  to  Holly  Springs  by  railroad,  thence  into  West 
Tennessee,  co-operating  with  General  Price  (who  will  move  soon  toward 
Corinth),  or  to  move  to  Tupelo  by  rail  and  join  Price,  are  suggestions 
only.  Positive  instructions,  except  to  strike  at  the  most  assailable 
point,  cannot  be  given  when  so  little  is  known  and  when  circulnstances 
may  change  daily.  Of  course  when  you  join  Price  your  rank  gives  you 
the  command  of  the  whole  force. 

I inclose  a copy  of  Captain  Jones’  inspection  report.*  Many  of  the 
points  in  it  require  your  immediate  attention.  First  and  most  impor- 
tant is  the  prompt  reduction  of  your  light  artillery.  You  have  enough 
for  an  army  of  100,000  men.  It  is  impossible  to  keep  it  all  up  and  be 
effective.  To  keep  it  all  ineffective  must  be  avoided.  Eight  batteries 
of  four  guns  each  is  ample  for  your  present  force.  As  you  cannot  dis- 
charge the  companies  without  authority  from  the  War  Department  I 
suggest  that  you  dismount  them,  giving  such  horses  and  material  as 
they  have  to  make  other  corps  effective  and  transfer  the  officers  and 
men  to  your  heavy  batteries,  relieving  infantry ; or  you  could  arm  them 
as  infantry  and  put  them  in  the  field.  Some  companies,  I see,  are  still 
being  equipped.  Put  a stop  to  it  immediately.  Other  parts  of  the 
report,  too,  require  your  prompt  consideration,  especially  in  the  staff 
departments. 

The  reports  from  the  medical  inspector  coming  in  are  equally  unsat- 
isfactory. Your  short  time  in  command  and  close  engagement  at  Vicks- 
burg have  allowed  you  but  little  time  for  these  matters,  but  I trust  you 
will  be  able,  through  intelligent  and  effective  staff  officers,  in  correcting 
some  of  the  evils  soon. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  I see  you  lose  General  Villepigue,  as  I consider 
him  equal  to  any  officer  in  our  service. 

Brigadier-General  Duncan,  and  perhaps  others,  exchanged,  will  soon 
be  with  us,  when  you  shall  be  attended  to.

Sir  : I have  instructed  odfe  of  my  staff,  Dr.  Luke  P.  Blackburn,  to 
wait  upon  you  for  the  purpose  of  endeavoring  to  obtain  from  the  De- 
partment for  the  troops  of  the  Army  of  the  West  a portion  of  the  im- 
proved small-arms  which  have  lately  come  into  the  possession  of  the 
Government  by  capture  and  otherwise.  Many  of  my  troops  are  very 
badly  armed,  and  some  of  the  new  regiments  have  no  arms  at  all.  I 
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expect,  however,  to  arm  these  with  inferior  arms  from  the  arsenal  at 
Columbus.  Governor  Pettus  has  also  ordered  2,000  of  the  militia  to  re- 
port to  me  to  relieve  the  troops  which  I am  withdrawing  from  the  posts 
within  the  district,  and  which  are  guarding  the  railroad.  These  will 
need  arms.  General  Yan  Dorn  alsd  telegraphs  to  me  that  about  15,000 
of  the  exchanged  prisoners  will  soon  be  at  Vicksburg,  and  that  many 
of  them  may  be  ordered  to  his  army  and  this,  and  he  asks  whether  I 
can  supply  them  with  arms.  I hope,  too,  that  as  we  advance  into  Ten- 
nessee accessions  to  our  ranks  will  also  occasion  a want  of  arms. 

For  all  these  reasons  I respectfully  ask  that  you  will  be  pleased  to 
furnish  me  for  the  use  of  these  troops  such  portion  of  the  arms  in  your 
possession  as  may  not  be  more  wanted  elsewhere.

Commanding  Distriot  of  Tennessee : 

General  : I have  received  copy  of  your  letter  to  General  Yan  Dorn 
asking  co-operation  in  your  advance  upon  the  enemy,  and  have  in- 
structed him  by  telegraph  to-day.  I write  and  herewith  inclose  you  a 
copy  of  my  letter.*  'The  details  of  your  movements  I must  leave  to 
your  own  judgment  and  intelligence,  relying  on  your  patriotism  for  a 
cordial  co-operation.  General  E.  K.  Smith  is  now  on  march  to  turn  the 
Cumberland  Gap,  and  we  hope  to  destroy  General  Morgan,  who  holds 
that  with  about  10,000.  As  soon  as  my  transportation  comes  up  we 
shall  move  into  Middle  Tennessee,  and,  taking  the  enemy’s  rear,  strike 
Nashville,  or  perhaps,  leaving  that  to  the  left,  strike  for  Lexington  and 
Cincinnati,  both  of  which  are  entirely  unprotected.  The  fortifications 
the  enemy  are  throwing  up  at  Huntsville,  Stevenson,  &c.,  then  giye  us 
but  little  concern.  In  this  move  you  can  see  how  important  it  is  for  us 
to  be  sustained  in  West  Tennessee,  even  with  a division.  I hope  the 
enemy  will  so  weaken  himself  as  to  enable  you  to  do  more;  but  you 
must  be  cautious  and  not  allow  him  to  strike  you  a fatal  blow.  I re- 
gret to  learn  General  Parsons  has  failed  to  cross  the  Mississippi.  Now 
that  our  navy  is  entirely  defunct  in  the  loss  of  the  Arkansas  I fear  the 
prospect  of  getting  him  over  at  all  is  but  slim.  Yet  let  us  trust  we  may 
open  some  other  route  to  Missouri. 

We  are  getting  prisoners  and  deserters  daily  from  the  enemy,  and  a 
captured  letter  from  Nelson  to  Buell  of  the  8th  says  if  something  is  not 
done  to  prevent  our  sending  paroled  men  back  to  his  lines  it  will  de- 
moralize his  whole  command.  “Fortunately,”  he  says,  “they  do  not 
parole  the  officers.”  In  future  let  us  do  it,  except  in  exceptional  cases. 
This  has  been  a favorite  scheme  with  me,  and  it  seems  is  bearing  good 
fruit.  Our  prospects  are  bright.

Sir  : In  inclosing  copies  of  the  inspection  reports  of  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Hallonquist  and  Captain  Jones  for  the  information  of  the  War 
Department,  I beg  to  call  attention  to  the  absence  of  proper  organiza- 
tion and  to  the  great  disparity  of  numbers  in  the  arms  of  the  service  in 
General  Van  Dorn’s  command.  The  enormous  amount  of  field  artil- 
lery— ninety-four  guns — for  an  effective  infantry  of  16,000  is  a palpable 
absurdity  and  evil  I shall  proceed  to  abate  by  all  legal  means  in  my 
power.  No  treasury  could  long  stand  such  expenditures,  and  the  re- 
sources of  no  country  could  supply  material  for  guns,  ammunition,  har- 
ness, horses,  and  forage ; besides,  it  would  effectually  destroy  the  effi- 
ciency of  any  force  to  be  thus  encumbered  by  the  most  unwieldy  of 
arms.  As  this  organization  was  in  existence  before  Major-General  Van 
Dorn  took  the  command  he  is  probably  not  responsible  for  it,  though 
his  recent  requisitions  call  for  means  to  keep  up  and  even  increase  the 
artillery.  The  commands  of  Major-General  Breckinridge  and  Brigadier- 
Generals  Buggies  and  Villepigue  appear  to  be  homogeneous  and  in 
proportion,  but  those  of  Brigadiers  Smith  and  Beall  are  worse  than  in- 
cumbrances. A very  large  portion  of  this  artillery  I recommend  be  at 
once  converted  into  infantry. 

Attention  is  especially  called  to  the  very  comprehensive  and  thorough 
report  of  Captain  Jones.  It  shows  great  industry,  zeal,  and  professional 
ability,  and  proves  the  author  worthy  of  a higher  position  in  the  serv- 
ice. Many  points  relating  to  the  staff  departments  and  officers  are 
worthy  of  the  early  attention  of  the  War  Department.

General  G.  T.  Beauregard  : 

My  Dear  General  : I had  written  you  some  days  ago  a long  letter, 
which  I hope  has  reached  you  before  this,  explaining  why  I had  not 
written  sooner.  Until  1 reached  here  I was  without  my  usual  office 
assistance,  and  hence  so  much  occupied  that  I could  not  write  as  satis- 
factorily to  the  Savannah  Republican  as  I wished ; and  as  the  matter 
in  question  is  one  purely  of  history  now  I thought  time  of  no  moment 
compared  with  the  effect  I desire  to  make  when  I do  write.  I have 
written  a paper  on  the  points  suggested  in  your  notes,  with  some  points 
(which  I know  you  will  approve)  added.  I have  been  calm,  avoided 
epithets,  and  stated  facts  as  I knew  them,  in  simple  language,  without 
assailing  P.  W.  A.,  if  for  no  other  reason  than  that  there  is  higher 
game  to  fly  at  some  day,  as  I will  explain  when  we  meet.  I prefer  to 
deal  gently  with  P.  W.  A.  as  a dupe,  which  I know  to  be  the  case,  while 
I see  clear  traces  of  the  intrigues  of  others.  The  fact  is,  there  was  a 
hard-working  party  in  the  Army  of  the  Mississippi  engaged  in  under- 
rating you — men  in  various  ways  connected  with  the  Army  of  Pensa- 
cola. These  are  the  men  to  be  watched,  tracked,  and,  in  due  time,  un- 
covered; not  mere  newspaper  men  like  Alexander,  who  can  be  taken 
arnty  from  them.  These  fellows — I have  my  eye  on  them — are  toad- 
eaters,*  sycophants,  who  think  they  do  service  to  another  high  officer 
by  intimating  detraction  of  you,  and  some  of  them  are  staff  officers.  I 
see  exactly  the  secret  springs  at  work,  and  some  others  help  me  to  see 
what  my  own  powers  of  vision  cannot  reach.  Be  assured  we  are  not 
mistaken.  One  of  the  first  steps  was  to  get  rid  of  your  staff  after  you 
left.  It  was  partially  done,  and  those  who  have  been  retained  are  ob- 
jects of  incessant  petty  jealousy — so  much  so  that  I should  only  remain 
a little  while  longer.  I shall  wait,  hoping  that  you  may  obtain  service. 
If  not,  I shall  seek  command  of  a brigade  of  Virginia  troops  in  Virginia. 

By  the  way,  have  you  seen  an  article  in  a Montgomery  paper  based 
on  a letter  from  Slaughter  to  the  editor,  with  the  reply  of  the  editor, 
T.  G.  Reid,  addressed  to  General  Bragg?  The  letter  of  Slaughter,  to 
say  the  least,  is  weak  and  unfortunate ; that  of  the  editor  unmerciful 
and  as  cold  as  an  avalanche  of  ice.  It  is  a great  pity  that  such  matters 
should  get  into  our  papers  or  be  in  any  way  provoked.  This  is  the 
second  time  Slaughter  has  written  injudicious,  vulnerable  letters  for 
General  Bragg.  He  means  well,  but  has  neither  the  education  nor 
natural  ability  for  the  important  place  he  holds. 

It  is  possible  I may  go  to  Vicksburg  to  arrange  the  final  exchange  of 
our  prisoners,  in  which  event  I shall  try  to  see  you,  as  I do  not  desire 
to  resume  my  duties  on  my  return. 

I shall  have  the  copies  made  of  the  papers  which  you  want  and  hand 
them  to  vou. 
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I will  write  directly  to  Pollard,  the  writer  or  compiler  of  “The  First 
Year  of  the  War,”  and  let  him  know  in  a private  note  the  facts,  besides 
which  I will  reach  him  through  a friend  in  Richmond.  You  know  he 
is  an  editor  of  the  Examiner,  a paper  become  quite  friendly  to  you  of 
late  out  of  opposition  to  Mr.  Davis. 

Possibly  our  troops  may  begin  to  cross  on  Saturday.  They  have 
noble  opportunities — or,  as  you  say,  “ten  strikes” — before  them,  but  I 
fear  some  advantages  have  been  lost  by  delay. 

Since  the  foregoing  was  written  General  Bragg  has  assigned  to  me 
the  special  service  of  going  to  Vicksburg  to  supervise  the  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  paroled  and  exchanged  men  into  regiments  and  to  assign 
them  to  army  corps  at  my  discretion,  hence  I shall  be  able  to  see  you 
before  you  enter  on  duty.  As  the  commissioner  who  will  represent  the 
Government  is  not  here  yet,  I shall  not  leave  at  once ; besides  I am  not 
well  enough  to  travel,  having  rheumatism.

I.  The  following  modification  is  made  in  Paragraph  I,  General  Orders, 
No.  109,  Headquarters  Department  No.  2,  Chattanooga,  August  8, 1862; 
One  wagon  for  the  extra  ammunition  for  tvery  300  instead  of  400  men. 

II.  In  addition  to  the  allowance  indicated  in  Paragraph  I,  general 
orders  specified  above,  there  shall  be  provided  for  the  medical  depart- 
ment one  two-horse  wagon  for  each  wing,  division,  and  brigade  of  the 
forces  in  the  field. 
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III.  No  officer  or  soldier  will  be  permitted  to  take  a trunk  into  the 
field  ; soldiers  shall  be  restricted  to  a knapsack  and  officers  to  a carpet- . 
sack  or  small  valise. 

IY.  Whenever  prisoners  are  captured  by  our  troops  the  ranking  offi- 
cer of  the  capturing  detachment  will  immediately  forward  to  these  head- 
quarters a descriptive  list  of  the  prisoners,  giving  their  names,  rank, 
ages,  regiments,  and  companies. 

Y.  Whenever  prisoners  are  paroled  the  paroles  will  be  forwarded  to 
these  headquarters  and  a duplicate  copy  (compared  and  certified)  re- 
tained by  the  officer  who  may  grant  the  parole.  In  taking  paroles, 
officers  will  be  careful  to  have  them  signed  if  practicable ; but  if  not 
signed  by  the  prisoners  paroled,  a certified  list  stating  their  names,  rank, 
ages,  regiments,  and  companies  should  be  attested  by  an  Abolition  offi- 
cer if  one  be  present.  In  the  absence  of  an  Abolition  officer  the  list  must 
be  certified  by  the  Confederate  officer  who  grants  the  parole.  These 
lists  must  be  made  in  duplicate  if  practicable,  one  copy  to  be  retained 
by  the  officer  taking  the  parole  and  the  other  to  be  forwarded  to  these 
headquarters  without  delay.

1 
have  so  instructed  the  enrolling  officers  of  Mississippi,  and  must  request 
that  you  will  bring  to  their  notice  all  violations  of  the  law  and  of  the 
President’s  order  that  come  to  your  knowledge,  and  that  you  will  in- 
struct your  subordinate  officers  to  do  the  same. 

The  officers  charged  with  the  enrollment  of  conscripts  receive  their 
orders  from  the  Department,  and  have  been  instructed  to  distribute  the 
conscripts  of  each  State  among  the  regiments  of  the  State  in  proportion 
to  their  deficiencies.

Major  : I have  the  honor  to  report  that  I have  started  with  about 
1,600  men  of  my  brigade,  and  encamp  to-night  3 miles  south  of  Bir- 
mingham. I will  move  to-morrow  in  the  direction  of  Holly  Springs. 
After  reaching  that  vicinity  I shall  push  rapidly  forward  toward  Grand 
Junction  and  northward.  I shall  move  rapidly  through  that  country 
and  strike  at  any  point  that  may  be  assailable.  I send  a strong  scout 
north  from  Ellistown  toward  Ripley,  thence  in  toward  Booneville  and 
back  to  Guntown,  where  they  will  report  to  Lieutenant-Colonel  Lewis, 
whom  I have  left  in  command  of  about  1,200  effective  men,  with  instruc- 
tions to  keep  the  pickets  on  the  same  line  from  Ellistown  to  Bay  Springs. 
Captains  Sanders  and  Mann  are  at  the  latter  place.  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Lewis,  commanding  cavalry  at  Guntown,  has  been  ordered  to  report 
until  my  return  to  Brigadier-General  Little.  My  quartermaster  and 
commissary  of  subsistence  remain  at  Guntown. 

I wrote  to  Colonel  Falkner  to  push  in  toward  Chewalla.  He  will  have 
about  400  men.  An  express  can  reach  me  via  Holly  Springs.

Adjutant-General  : 

Sir  : I inclose  you  a ''copy  of  a dispatch  from  Major-General  Price, 
indicating  that  the  enemy  are  about  to  fall  back  from  West  Tennessee. 
They  are  already  on  the  move  back  from  the  Memphis  and  Charles- 
ton Railroad  toward  Nashville.  Large  bodies  have  moved  toward  Mc- 
Minnville in  the  last  two  days,  and  my  impression  is  they  are  concen- 
trating at  or  near  Nashville.  General  Buell  is  certainly  there  now. 

The  latter  part  of  General  Price’s  dispatch  requires  prompt  attention. 
The  agent  of  the  Post-Office  Department  is  making  an  effort,  it  seems, 
to  work  our  telegraph  lines  in  that  section,  and  the  execution  of  my 
order  to  discharge  operators  employed  by  military  authority  must  work 
serious  inconvenience.  We  are  very  fearful  that  competent  operators 
in  sufficient  numbers  cannot  be  had  by  the  present  post-office  agent, 
who  is  specially  obnoxious  to  all  of  the  best  known  to  me,  and  they  re- 
fuse to  work  under  him.  Only  three  lines  which  pay  good  dividends 
have  yet  been  taken  possession  of  by  him,  and  the  general  impression 
prevails  that  we  are  in  the  hands  of  the  u money-changers.”  If  the  ob- 
ject of  the  agent  of  the  Post-Office  Department  was  to  embarrass  com- 
manders and  military  operations  in  this  department  he  could  not  more 
successfully  accomplish  it.

Hon.  George  W.  Randolph, 

Secretary  of  War : 

Sir  : I feel  that  it  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  apologize  to  you  for  the 
frequency  with  which  I request  you  to  do  such  acts  as  seem  to  me  cal- 
culated to  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  army  under  my  command,  but 
that  it  is  my  duty  to  make  such  requests  as  often  as  the  occasion  ar- 
rives. 1 therefore  call  your  attention  to  the  deficiency  of  general  officers 
in  the  Army  of  the  West,  and  to  the  unfortunate  consequences  which 
necessarily  result  from  this  fact. 

My  troops  are  distributed  into  two  divisions  and  a cavalry  brigade, 
commanded,  respectively,  by  Brigadier-Generals  Little  and  Maury  and 
acting  Brigadier-General  Armstrong.  Little’s  division  (which  is  much 
the  larger  at  present  by  reason  of  the  recent  addition  of  six  regiments 
of  Mississippi  troops)  consists  of  four  brigades,  commanded  by  Brigadier- 
Generals  Hubert  and  Green  and  Colonels  Gates  and  Martin ; Maury’s 
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division  consists  of  three  brigades,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier- 
General  Moore  and  Majors  Cabell  and  Phifer,  the  last  two  having  been 
assigned  by  General  Van  Dorn  months  ago  to  the  command  of  their 
respective  brigades  as  acting  brigadier-generals.  Colonel  Armstrong, 
who  is  an  acting  brigadier-general  by  appointment  of  General  Bragg, 
commands  the  cavalry  brigade,  which  consists  of  five  regiments  and 
three  battalions.  I do  not  think  it  will  be  advisable  to  lessen  the  num- 
ber of  these  brigades,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  General  Bragg 
has  informed  me  of  his  purpose  to  strengthen  my  army  by  ordering  to 
it  several  thousand  of  the  exchanged  troops. 

You  will  perceive  from  this  statement  that  the  two  divisions  are 
each  commanded  by  brigadier-generals,  while  five  of  the  eight  brigades 
are  commanded  by  colonels  and  majors.  This  anomalous  condition 
of  things  not  only  deprives  regiments  of  their  proper  commanders 
and  brigades  of  their  appropriate  staff  officers,  but  gives  rise  to  rivalry 
and  jealousy,  which  are  extremely  prejudicial  to  the  harmony  and  dis- 
cipline of  the  army,  and  which  would  not  otherwise  exist.  The  exist- 
ence of  these  within  this  army  has  been  brought  to  my  knowledge 
for  the  first  time  since  the  decision  of  the  department  in  the  cases  of 
Majors  Cabell  and  Phifer  has  been  made  known.  That  decision  dis- 
closed the  fact  that  there  were  five  vacant  brigadierships  in  this  army, 
and  the  knowledge  of  that  fact  has  given  rise  to  efforts  which  are 
tending  to  disturb  the  good  feeling  which  has  hitherto  characterized  it. 
X hope  that  it  may  be  your  pleasure  to  put  a summary  end  to  all  this 
by  assigning  brigadier-generals  to  the  command  of  the  several  brigades. 
I do  not  feel  that  I ought,  nor  do  I desire,  to  express  any  opinion  as  to 
the  filling  of  these  vacancies,  though  I will  do  so  if  such  is  your  wish 
or  the  will  of  the  President. 

I may,  however,  be  permitted  to  say  that  I hope  that  Generals  Little 
and  Maury  will  not  be  superseded  in  the  command  of  their  respective 
divisions,  except  by  officers  of  acknowledged  ability,  and  I very  respect- 
fully submit  to  you  the  impolicy  of  placing  either  of  them  under  the 
command  of  any  officer  who  was  their  junior  in  the  United  States  Army, 
unless  he  has  particularly  distinguished  himself.  X may  also  express 
the  wish  that  General  Little  be  appointed  major-general.  He  hap- 
pened to  be  in  Missouri  when  the  war  broke  out.  He  at  once  resigned 
his  position  in  the  United  States  Army  and  tendered  his  services  to 
me.  I placed  him  upon  my  staff  as  assistant  adjutant-general,  in  which 
capacity  he  continued  to  serve  until  I began,  some  nine  months  ago, 
to  organize  a brigade  of  Missouri  troops  for  the  Confederate  service. 
I assigned  him  to  the  command  of  these.  He  organized,  drilled,  and 
disciplined  them,  and  has  remained  in  command  of  them  ever  since. 
They  constitute  the  First  Brigade  of  his  division,  and  are  as  well  disci- 
plined and  as  efficient  as  any  troops  in  the  Confederate  service.  Gen- 
eral Little  commanded  this  brigade  during  my  retreat  from  Spring- 
field  and  at  the  battle  of  Elkhorn,  and  on  both  occasions  displayed  dis- 
tinguished coolness,  courage,  and  skill,  and  military  ability  of  a very 
high  character,  thus  demonstrating  his  ability  not  only  as  an  organizer 
and  disciplinarian  but  as  a commander  upon  the  field.  His  officers  and 
men  place  the  greatest  confidence  in  him,  and  every  one  from  Missouri 
has  appeared  willing  to  yield  precedence  to  him,  though  he  is  not  and 
has  never  been  a resident  of  that  State.  I cannot  commend  him  too 
highly  nor  urge  the  President  too  strongly  to  appoint  him  major-general. 
X would  regret  very  much  to  see  him  superseded  by  any  less  distin- 
guished officer,  particularly  if  he  be  totally  unknown  to  the  troops. 

Brigadier- General  Maury,  who  commands  the  other  division,  has  been 
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with  this  army  ever  since  the  battle  at  Elkhorn,  and  was  placed  in  his 
present  position  by  General  Van  Dorn  during  the  retreat  from  Corinth. 
He  is  a brave,  gallant,  intelligent,  and  skillful  officer,  attentive  to  all 
his  duties,  devoted  to  the  well-being  of  his  troops,  and  in  every  way 
worthy  of  promotion  and  of  retention  in  his  present  command. 

I repeat  that  I have  no  suggestions  to  make  with  reference  to  the 
vacant  brigadiefships,  and  that  it  is  my  only,  as  it  is  my  very  earnest, 
wish  that  the  President  will  be  pleased  to  assign  able  and  efficient  offi- 
cers to  them  without  delay,  so  that  the  troops  may  be  at  once  placed 
under  those  who  are  to  command  them  in  the  impending  campaign,  and 
that  all  causes  which  tend  to  the  disturbance  of  its  harmony  and  disci- 
pline may  be  removed  from  my  army. 

Brigadier-General  Bowen  has  not  yet  reported  for  duty.  I fear  that 
he  ranks  both  Generals  Little  and  JMaury,  neither  of  whom  ought  to 
be  superseded  by  him.  I shall  be  glad  to  obtain  the  assistance  of  so 
excellent  an  officer,  if  it  can  be  done  without  injury  to  the  service  or 
manifest  injustice  to  those  gentlemen  who  have  been  so  long  associated 
with  and  who  are  so  favorably  known  to  the  army.

Sir  : I have  to  report  that  on  yesterday  the  enemy  came  down  to 
Paden’s  Mill,  10  miles  north  of  Bay  Springs,  on  an  incendiary  excursion. 
Paden’s,  Robinson’s,  and  Vauter’s  Mill  and  eight  dwelling-houses  and 
all  their  contents  were  burned,  with  all  the  corn  and  meal.  The  van- 
dals would  not  permit  the  women  to  even  save  their  bedding.  The 
force  consisted  of  60  cavalry,  and  after  destroying  the  property  and 
arresting  all  the  men  they  could  find  returned  in  the  direction  of  Iuka. 

It  was  10  o’clock  in  the  morning  when  I first  heard  that  the  Federals 
were  at  Robinson’s  Mill.  My  first  information  was  that  they  were  in 
strong  force,  with  infantry  and  artillery.  I immediately  dispatched  the 
news  to  Captain  Mann,  and  sent  Lieutenant  Coffey,  of  my  command, 
with  a small  scout  to  the  mill  to  ascertain  the  actual  strength  of  the 
enemy.  They  had  finished  burning  and  started  back  before  Lieutenant 
Coffey  reached  them.  The  lieutenant  followed  them  until  he  ascer- 
tained their  strength  and  that  they  had  returned  to  Iuka. 

My  first  information  was  received  from  some  men  who  were  acting  as 
scouts,  with  passes  approved  by  General  Price.  These  fellows,  in  nine 
cases  out  of  ten,  run  when  they  hear  of  the  enemy,  and  never  stay  to 
learn  the  number  or  character  of  their  forces,  and  I want  to  know  what 
I must  do  with  them  when  they  run  in  here  making  false  reports.  The 
fact  is  some  of  them  have  been  lying  around  doing  nothing  ever  since  I 
have  been  here,  and  I gave  it  out  that  if  they  did  not  go  to  work  I 
would  arrest  them  and  send  them  to  headquarters.  Since  that  time 
they  keep  outside  my  pickets  and  pretend  to  be  at  work  scouting. 

There  was  one  Yankee  killed  and  another  wounded  on  Thursday  last 
at  or  near  Robinson’s  Mill,  and  that  is  the  reason  assigned  by  the  Fed- 
erals for  the  depredations  committed  yesterday.  The  Yankee  that  was 
killed  and  his  partner  were  out  “ guerrillaing,”  and  were  shot  by  two  of 
our  scouts.  These  are  the  facts  as  I have  them.  If  you  can  relieve  me 
of  picket  duty  and  let  me  remain  here  I will  take  the  contract  to  put  a 
stop  to  all  such  little  excursions  as  that  of  the  enemy  on  yesterday. 

My  scout  from  Iuka  last  night  still  report  the  enemy  moving  east 
and  crossing  the  river  at  Eastport.

General  : I acknowledge  with  a great  deal  of.pleasure  the  receipt  of 
your  letter  of  the  24th  instant,  and  am  glad  that  you  agree  to  my  propo- 
sition to  unite  our  forces  for  ati  aggressive  campaign.  1 fully  concur 
in  the  opinion  that  we  should  move  our  combined  armies  through  West- 
ern Tennessee  toward  Paducah,  and  thence  wherever  circumstances  may 
dictate.  It  seems  to  me  that  we  should  first  drive  the  enemy  from  his 
position  at  and  near  Corinth,  so  as  to  retain  control  of  the  railroad.  I 
fear  that  my  own  forces  are  hardly  sufficient  to  accomplish  this,  as  the 
enemy  are  equal  to  them  in  numbers  and  strongly  intrenched,  and  I am 
not  willing  to  risk  a doubtful  engagement  under  present  circumstances. 
I therefore  think  that  it  is  decidedly  better  that  we  should  concentrate 
our  forces  at  or  near  this  point  for  the  purpose  of  attacking  the  enemy 
at  Corinth.  This  ought  to  be  done  straightway,  so  as  to  hinder  and 
delay  the  re  enforcements  of  Buell  as  much  as  possible,  and  also  to  an- 
ticipate any  re-enforcemeuts  which  may  be  on  their  way  to  Corinth.  In 
both  of  these  views  speedy  action  is  very  important.  Having  driven 
the  enemy  from  Corinth  we  may  then  decide  upon  the  future  conduct 
of  the  campaign,  lhave  sent  General  Frank  C.  Armstrong,  with  almost 
2,000  cavalry,  upon  an  intended  reconnaissance.  He  has  probably 
reached  Grand  Junction.  He  will  make  the  circuit  of  Corinth,  striking 
at  whatever  points  may  appear  most  available.  I will  be  able  to  advise 
you  more  particularly  as  to  the  enemy’s  strength  and  position  after 
hearing  from  him.  Let  us  meanwhile  hasten  our  preparations  to  move. 
I can  have  my  army  ready  within  five  days.  Our  success  must  depend 
in  a great  measure,  and  may  depend  altogether,  upon  the  rapidity  of 
our  movements.  We  must  attack  the  enemy  before  they  begin  to  re- 
ceive their  new  levies  and  while  they  are  still  discouraged  by  their  late 
reverses.  We  ought  to  avail  ourselves,  too,  of  the  moral  force  which 
we  would  gain  by  participating  in  the  great  forward  movement  which 
our  armies  are  now  making  everywhere.  An  advance  on  our  part  would 
put  the  whole  line  in  movement  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Territories,  for 
we  alone  are  stationary.  The  dispatches  this  afternoon  announce  that 
the  enemy  are  falling  back  from  the  line  of  the  Tennessee.  Let  us  keep 
them  moving.

General  : We  move  from  here  immediately,  later  by  some  days  than 
expected,  but  in  time,  we  hope,  for  a successful  campaign.  Buell  has 
certainly  fallen  back  from  the  Memphis  and  Charleston  Bailroad,  and 
will  probably  not  make  a stand  this  side  of  Nashville,  if  there.  He  is 
now  fortifying  at  that  place.  General  E.  K.  Smith,  re-enforced  by  two 
brigades  from  this  army,  has  turned  Cumberland  Gap  and  is  now  march- 
ing on  Lexington,  Ky.  General  Morgan  (Yankee)  is  thus  cut  off  from 
all  supplies.  General  Humphrey  Marshall  is  to  enter  Eastern  Kentucky 
from  Western  Virginia.  Wre  shall  thus  have  Buell  pretty  well  disposed 
of.  Sherman  and  Bosecrans  we  leave  to  you  and  Van  Dorn,  satisfied 
that  you  can  dispose  of  them,  and  we  shall  confidently  expect  to  meet 
you  on  the  Ohio  and  there  open  the  way  to  Missouri.

Maj.  Thomas  L.  Snead, 

Chief  of  Staff,  District  of  the  Tennessee  : 

Major:  I arrived  here  yesterday.  By  my  request  General  Ville- 
pigue  met  me  here,  and  after  consulting  with  him  I am  satisfied  there 
are  not  more  than  4,000  of  the  enemy  at  Bolivar,  still  a smaller  force  at 
Jackson,  and  about  1,500  at  Somerville.  The  enemy  have  repaired  the 
road  from  Bolivar  to  Fort  Pillow,  and  are  moving  everything  in  that 
direction.  We  are  both  of  the  opinion  that  they  will  in  a day  or  two 
evacuate  Bolivar  completely.  The  force  at  Somerville  is  only  to  cover 
their  movements  west.  Our  cars  run  above  this  place.  I shall  move 
with  my  command  and  about  1,100  men,  under  Colonel  Jackson,  threaten 
Bolivar,  and,  if  possible,  take  Jackson  and  destroy  the  Mobile  and  Ohio 
Bailroad.  General  Villepigue  has  positive  information  that  the  enemy 
are  moving  their  supplies  and  troops  to  Fort  Pillow,  and  have  also 
strengthened  Memphis  from  Bolivar  and  Jackson.  The  cotton  they  had 
gathered  in  Bolivar  and  Jackson  has  all  been  shipped,  and  they  refuse 
to  receive  any  more  after  to-day.  If  the  cavalry  at  Gun  town  could  be 
pushed  forward  above  Booneville  and  Bienzi  threatened  I think  I can 
do  the  balance  in  Tennessee.  It  would  prevent  depredations  and  I am 
confident  hasten  their  departure.

General:  Your  dispatches  from  Holly  Springs  by  Dr.  Webb  and 
from  La  Grange  by  telegraph  have  been  received,  and  the  major-general 
commanding  instructs  me  to  say  that  measures  will  be  promptly  taken 
to  give  an  efficient  support  to  the  movement  suggested  in  his  dispatch 
of  the  27th  to  you,  and  adopted  in  yours  of  the  28th  instant.  He  is  con- 
firmed in  the  opinion  that  that  is  the  proper  movement,  but  he  does  not 
make  his  instructions  imperative.  He  expects  you,  however,  to  keep 
him  fully  advised  of  your  whereabouts.  Colonel  Falkner  reports  that 
he  inflicted  a severe  loss  upon  the  enemy  in  his  late  operations,  with 
the  loss  of  only  one  man  captured.

General  : I am  directed  by  General  Price  to  instruct  you  to  assume 
command  in  tbe  absence  of  General  Armstrong,  or  until  further  orders, 
of  all  the  cavalry  of  this  army,  including  Partisan  Bangers.

You  will, 
in  order  to  support  him,  move  one  of  your  brigades  to  Baldwyn,  and 
push  the  cavalry  to,  or  as  near  as  practicable  to,  Booneville,  making 
such  disposition  of  your  other  brigades  as  may  in  your  opinion  be 
proper.  You  are  expected  to  keep  a vigilant  watch  for  General  Arm- 
strong and  to  render  him  prompt  and  efficient  support  whenever  and 
wherever  it  may  be  required.

That  portion 
of  my  cavalry  which  did  not  accompany  General  Armstrong  has  been 
ordered  forward  to  Booneville,  and  General  Little  is  moving  his  division 
to  Guntown  and  Baldwyn.  I hope  nothing  will  prevent  you  from  com- 
ing forward  without  delay  with  all  your  disposable  troops.  Be  pleased 
to  telegraph  your  determination,  in  such  way,  however,  that  it  will  not 
be  understood  by  others,  and  to  write  to  me  fully  by  my  aide-de-camp, 
Lieutenant  Wood,  who  will  hand  this  to  you. 

I inclose  for  your  information  copies  of  a letter  from  General  Bragg, 
dated  August  27,  and  of  a dispatch*  from  General  Armstrong,  announc- 
ing the  result  of  an  engagement  in  front  of  Bolivar.

Commanding  Army  of  the  West : 

General  : Your  dispatches  by  the  hands  of  Captain  Wood,  aide-de- 
camp,  have  been  received.  I shall  move  all  the  troops  I have  to  Holly 
Springs  on  Saturday,  and  will  probably  be  ready  to  march  on  the  12th. 
If  Rosecrans  remains  at  Corinth  we  had  better  join  forces  west  of  him 
and  maneuver  him  out  of  that  strong  place,  and  at  the  same  time  pre- 
vent Grant  and  Sherman  from  joining  him.  I think  it  would  be  well 
even  to  turn  your  column  as  far  as  Grand  Junction  to  join  me,  and  then 
march  in  a northeast  direction  across  the  Tennessee  and  Cumberland 
Rivers,  if  Rosecrans  does  not  move  at  once.  If,  however,  he  moves  off 
you  will  have  to  follow  him  to  the  river  and  bring  him  at  bay  until  I 
can  join  you,  which  I will  do  with  all  possible  dispatch.  Separated  we 
can  do  but  little ; joined  we  may  do  much.  Let  us  join  between  the 
forces  of  the  enemy,  somewhere  between  Grand  Junction  and  Corinth; 
then  bearing  off  toward  his  line  of  supplies  we  will  compel  him  to 
fly  toward  Nashville  or  north  of  that  city  without  being  able  to  receive 
forces  of  Sherman  or  Grant.  These  will  then  fall  back  up  the  river  and 
we  will  follow  Rosecrans.  Keep  me  advised,  will  you  not,  of  your  move- 
ments? I will  go  to  Holly  Springs  Sunday;  will  join  you  as  soon  as 
possible.  Do  not  leave  me  and  go  east  if  you  can  avoid  it ; we  can  do 
more  together  west  of  the  Tennessee,  for  awhile  at  least.  We  should 
try  and  shake  them  loose  from  all  points  in  West  Tennessee;  then  march 
to  join  Bragg,  if  necessary.  We  will  have  10,000  more  men,  too,  in  a 
short  time;  these  would  join  by  way  of  Grand  J unction  or  Corinth. 

I am  not  very  well  to-day  and  will  beg  you  to  pardon  this  poorly 
written  paper.  Will  write  again  in  a day  or  two.

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I feel  that  General  Bragg’s  instructions  and  the  situation  of  affairs  within 
my  district  alike  compel  me  to  keep  near  the  line  of  this  road.  If  I 
move  toward  Holly  Springs,  as  you  suggest,  I not  only  endanger  the 
safety  of  the  road,  which  is  essential  to  the  supply  of  my  army,  but  I 
expose  my  supplies  of  every  kind  and  the  valuable  workshops  and  public 
property  at  Columbus  and  Gainesville  to  destruction  by  the  enemy.  I 
learn  that  a cavalry  force  of  theirs,  1,700  strong,  is  even  now  within 
forty-eight  hours’  march  of  Columbus.  General  Bragg’s  orders  also 
compel  me  to  keep  a close  watch  upon  Rosecrans,  and  I hear  that  he  is 
now  at  Iuka  and  crossing  his  army  at  Eastport.  I am  therefore  push- 
ing my  army  slowly  forward,  and  shall  remove  my  own  headquarters  to 
Guntown  on  Sunday.  I shall  then  determine  by  what  route  to  advance. 
I shall  keep  you  fully  advised  of  my  movements,  so  that  we  may  co- 
operate or  unite  our  forces,  as  may  be  most  advisable.

The  honorable  Secretary  of  War  having  announced  to  the  general 
commanding  the  district  that  martial  law  can  only  be  declared  by  the 
President,  and  that  it  has  not  been  declared  by  him  in  Mississippi,  Gen- 
eral Orders,  No.  9,*  from  these  headquarters,  dated  Vicksburg,  July  4, 
1862,  and  all  other  orders  arising  under  the  declaration  of  martial  law 
in  this  district,  are  hereby  revoked.  All  provost-marshals  will  be  dis- 
charged, and  all  prisoners,  other  than  soldiers,  will  be  turned  over  to 
the  proper  civil  authorities.  The  general  commanding  in  declaring 
martial  law  was  influenced  to  do  so  only  by  what  he  considered  the 
best  interests  of  the  country,  and  not  by  any  desire  to  accumulate 
power.  A soldier  of  more  than  twenty  years  in  their  service,  he  had  no 
ambition  to  play  the  tyrant  over  the  citizens  of  his  own  State,  whom 
he  was  sent  to  defend.  The  exigencies  of  the  times  seemed  to  him  to 
call  for  the  interposition  of  a stronger  and  more  prompt  hand  than  the 
civil  authorities  were  able  to  hold  out  against  the  abuses  incident  to  the 
times,  and  with  numerous  precedents  for  doing  so,  he  declared  martial 
law.  The  general  commanding  hopes  that  throughout  his  district  the 
efficiency  of  the  civil  authority  will  demonstrate  that  his  judgment  has 
been  at  fault  and  that  there  exists  no  necessity  for  martial  law.  He 
takes  this  occasion  to  say,  however,  that  he  fears  this  wjll  not  be  the 
case,  at  least  in  some  parts  of  the  district,  and  to  inform  the  civil  au- 
thorities that  he  will  cheerfully  co-operate  with  them,  and  will  come  to 
their  aid  with  the  forces  under  his  command  whenever  legally  called 
upon  to  do  so.

General  : Your  letter  of  September  5 has  been  received.  I have 
requested  Major  Wright  to  go  and  confer  with  you  in  regard  to  the 
matter  now  claiming  our  attention. 

If  Rosecrans  has  crossed  the  Tennessee  and  got  beyond  your  reach 
do  you  not  think  it  would  be  better  for  us  to  join  forces  at  Jackson, 
Tenn.,  clear  Western  Tennessee  of  the  enemy,  and  then  push  on  to- 
gether into  Kentucky,  along  the  Ohio  River  ? We  together  would  have 
a force  to  oppose  any  one  there.  If  Rosecrans  is  much  ahead  of  you 
he  could  join  Buell  and  meet  Bragg  before  you  could  aid  him.  On  the 
other  hand  Bragg  could  form  a junction  with  Smith  and  Marshall  south- 
west of  Lexington  and  defeat  Buell  and  Rosecrans  combined.  You 
would  not  be  in  the  contest.  We,  joined  on  the  Ohio,  would  be  between 
Buell’s  army  and  the  forces  from  the  west  and  prevent  junction,  or  by 
crossing  eastward  from  the  Ohio  behind  Buell  could  join  Bragg  and  aid 
him  in  case  of  need. 

This  is  suggested  in  the  event  that  Rosecrans  is  over  the  river  and 
out  of  reach.  If  he  is  still  on  this  side  and  standing  I will  join  you  from 
Holly  Springs  and  attack  him  with  you;  push  him  hard  with  our  left 
and  force  him  back  on  the  river,  and  prevent  junction  with  Sherman 
and  McClernand,  who  would  then  retire  on  and  up  the  Mississippi. 
Rosecrans  would  be  disposed  of.  I presume,  however,  he  is  gone.  At 
all  events,  general,  I will  be  in  a short  distance  of  Grand  Junction  in  a 
few  days,  and  we  will  confer  by  couriers.  I will  join  you  if  needed.  If 
you  go  olf  at  once  after  Rosecrans  can  I not  take  your  5,000  returned 
prisoners  with  me  ? There  will  be  no  necessity  for  them  behind  you. 
With  them  I can  put  an  army  in  the  field  to  cope  with  the  Western 
troops  of  the  enemy,  and  will  push  on  and  upward  with  the  great  line 
of  advance  with  the  same  colors  that  wave  over  you  and  the  brave 
troops  of  the  Army  of  the  West. 

However  all  this  may  turn  out,  I shall  always  be  happy  to  be  found 
associated  with  you  in  this  noble  struggle,  and  I pray  God  you  may  be 
victorious  wherever  you  may  go.

General  Tilghman 
anxious  about  his  arms.  None  have  arrived  up  to  this  date  at  Colum- 
bus. He  will  need  all  of  the  15,000  asked  for.  •

General  : Major  Wright  has  handed  me  your  letter  of  the  8th  in- 
stant. I am  sorry  to  say  that  I feel  General  Bragg’s  repeated  instruc- 
tions compel  me  to  move  without  any  further  delay  toward  Nashville. 
I was  very  anxious  to  place  myself  and  my  army  under  your  command, 
so  that  we  might  together  liberate  West  Tennessee,  and  regain  control 
of  the  Mississippi.  General  Bragg  has,  however,  just  ordered  me  to 
u move  rapidly  for  Nashville,”  and  I must  obey  his  orders.  I shall 
therefore  move  hence  for  Iuka  Thursday  morning,  the  11th  instant.  I 
am  sure  that  you  will  do  what  you  can  to  facilitate  the  movement.  It 
will  give  you  an  opportunity  to  strike  the  enemy  heavily.  I have  just 
learned  that  they  are  evacuating  Corinth  and  Rieuzi,  destroying  the 
former  place  by  fire. 

I regret  that  this  change  of  plan  also  forces  me  to  refuse  your  request 
to  give  you  the  exchanged  prisoners  that  were  ordered  to  report  to  me. 
Moving  as  I will  across  the  Tennessee  in  pursuit  of  Rosecrans,  I shall 
need  every  man  that  I can  get.  General  Bragg,  too,  who  ordered  them 
to  report  to  me,  will  unquestionably  count  upon  their  addition  to  the 
army  which  I am  taking  to  him.  The  War  Department  has  also  just 
sent  me  4,000  stand  of  arms  with  which  to  arm  them.  Under  all  these 
circumstances  I cannot  accede  to  your  request,  but  must  ask  you  to 
urge  General  Tilghman  to  rapidly  forward  my  share  of  the  exchanged 
prisoners  to  Tupelo,  where  they  will  be  armed  and  equipped. 

Of  course  nothing  could  please  me  more  than  that  you  should  unite 
your  army  to  mine  and  move  in  command  of  the  combined  armies  for 
Nashville.

Colonel  : You  will  put  your  regiment  in  marching  order  to  morrow, 
so  that  it  may  move  thoroughly  armed  and  with  three  days’  cooked 
rations  on  the  morning  of  the  13th  instant.  The  officers  at  the  post 
have  been  ordered  to  fill  your  requisitions  promptly.  You  will  send 
your  wagons  forward  with  your  baggage  to  or  near  the  point  at  which 
the  Tupelo  and  Saltillo  road  intersects  the  Saltillo  and  Bay  Springs 
road,  and  move  your  men  by  railway  to  Saltillo  as  early  as  possible  the 
next  morning,  so  that  you  may  overtake  your  wagons  and  make  a full 
day’s  march  upon  the  13th.  From  Saltillo  you  will  follow  the  road 
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taken  by  Maury’s  division,  which  you  will  join  without  any  unnecessary 
delay  and  report  your  command  to  General  Maury,  who  will  assign  it 
to  Moore’s  brigade.  If  the  militia  do  not  arrive  in  time  to  permit  you 
to  leave  on  the  13th,  or  if  any  other  unforeseen  circumstance  shall  pre- 
vent you  from  leaving  Tupelo  that  day,  you  will  leave  as  soon  thereafter 
as  possible,  sending  forward  meanwhile  a courier  to  General  Maury  to 
advise  him  of  the  detention.  You  will  also,  if  the  quartermaster  can 
provide  transportation,  take  at  least  two  days’  uncooked  rations  in  your 
wagons.  The  cooked  rations  may  be  carried  either  on  the  person  or  in 
the  wagons.  The  general  directs  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  great 
importance  of  your  overtaking  his  army  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 
The  two  companies  of  artillery  from  Columbus  will  march  with  you  as 
attached  to  your  regiment  until  you  join  the  army,  when  they  will  re- 
port to  the  major-general  commanding.

Your  dispatches  received.  I know  nothing  of  Mississippi  regiments 
at  Gainesville  not  in  my  command.  In  regard  to  Partisan  Rangers  I 
respectfully  recommend  that  they  be  disbanded  and  that  all  of  con- 
scripts enrolled  be  turned  over  to  regiments  in  the  field.  Curtis’  army 
at  Helena,  going  up  river.  Seventeen  transports  passed  Memphis. 
Memphis  being  evacuated,  as  reported  this  morning  by  scouts.  I have 
a regiment  of  cavalry  between  the  Mississippi  River  and  the  Yazoo. 
No  particular  necessity  for  troops  there,  but  if  the  company  is  com- 
posed of  men  not  liable  to  conscription,  may  answer  purpose  proposed. 
Isolated  companies  of  Partisan  Rangers  have  no  discipline  and  cannot 
be  depended  upon.  I am  near  Grand  Junction  with  Breckinridge  and 
Villepigue;  Price  near  Corinth.  He  proposes  to  follow  Rosecrans  to- 
ward Nashville.  I propose  to  clean  out  West  Tennessee,  now  occupied 
by  enemy  in  some  force,  and  then  go  across  Tennessee  and  Cumberland 
into  Kentucky;  therefore  there  can  be  no  co-operation.  If  you  decide 
I shall  join  him  I will  do  so,  but  I think  it  best  to  clear  the  west.  Give 
me  the  returned  prisoners  and  I can  do  so  without  Price.  I hope  soon 
to  occupy  Memphis.  I shall  be  active,  but  hope  you  will  give  me  more 
means.

Commanding  Army  of  the  West  in  the  Field : 

General  : I sent  you  a telegram  in  reply  to  yours  of  the  14th  instant 
from  Iuka,  in  which  you  stated  that  you  were  ready  to  co-operate  with  me 
in  an  attack  on  Corinth.  I am  ignorant  of  your  exact  position,  but  pre- 
sume that  your  troops  are  near  Iuka.  I propose  that  you  march  to 
Eienzi  and  from  thence  toward  Pocahontas,  so  that  we  may  join  our 
forces  and  attack  without  loss  of  time.  There  is  now  at  Bolivar  a force 
of  about  12,000  or  15,000  men,  evidently  preparing  to  move.  It  may  be 
impossible  to  form  a junction  at  Pocahontas  or  that  vicinity  before  these 
Bolivar  troops  join  Eosecrans.  At  all  events,  the  move  I propose  seems 
to  me  to  be  the  best.  It  may  be  that  Eosecrans  will  move  and  join  the 
Bolivar  troops  at  Jackson  and  make  a stand  there.  If  they  form  a junc- 
tion at  Corinth  we  must  attack  from  the  west  and  southwest,  and  the 
position  I have  proposed  is  right;  if  they  move  toward  Jackson  it  is 
still  right ; and  if  they  leave  a force  at  Corinth  it  is  still  right.  When 
you  get  to  the  line  of  wires  telegraph  me  and  I will  reply  by  couriers 
across  the  country.  Send  a courier  to  telegraph  when  you  will  reach 
Eienzi,  and  when  you  may  be  expected  to  reach  the  vicinity  of  Poca- 
hontas. I have  but  about  35  miles  to  march,  and  can  reach  you  with 
10,000  men  in  three  days.  I will  be  ready  to  march  by  the  time  that  I 
should  do  so.  My  wagons  are  coming  up.  Eosecrans  is  a quick,  skill- 
ful fellow,  and  we  must  be  rapid  also.  You  can’t  reach  Eienzi  too  soon. 
If  he  were  to  move  this  way  rapidly  and  order  down  the  Bolivar  forces 
on  me  I would  be  in  a bad  way  just  at  this  time.  I have  been  acting 
under  the  impression  that  he  had  crossed  the  Tennessee  and  had  evac- 
uated Corinth.  You  see  my  position — close  to  Grand  Junction,  with 
only  9,000  or  10,000  men ; my  depot  at  this  place ; my  wagons  not  up. 
I have  ordered  out  scouts  to  Eipley  and  in  the  direction  of  Corinth,  and 
shall  watch  closely. 
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Sherman  received  nine  transports  of  troops  (new  levies)  day  before 
yesterday  at  Memphis,  and  now  has  about  6,000  men  (probably  a little 
more) ; Hurlbut,  at  Bolivar,  has  12,000  or  15,000 ; 2,000  at  Jackson ; 
and  then  there  are  garrisons  at  Fort  Pillow  and  Columbus.  Bosecrans 
has  probably  15,000.  All  that  combined  will  give  them  about  35,000 
men  in  West  Tennessee.  Curtis  is  within  short  time  of  Memphis,  at 
Fort  Pillow,  with  about  15,000 ; and  so  you  see  we  must  be  quick  in 
our  movements  when  we  start  the  campaign ; take  them  in  detail  and 
strike  rapidly.  Eosecrans  and  Hurlbut  have  about  our  force.  We 
must  whip  them  combined.  We  may  take  them  in  detail  if  they  are 
not  wary ; but  once  combined  we  will  make  a successful  campaign, 
clear  out  West  Tennessee,  and  then 

I have  directed  the  exchanged  prisoners  assigned  to  you  to  be  sent 
off  as  fast  as  they  arrive.  Can  you  not  spare  some  arms  for  mine  ¥ I 
have  none  yet ; none  have  been  sent  to  me  that  I have  heard  of. 

General,  I think  you  had  better  send  forward  quite  a cavalry  force 
in  the  direction  northeast  of  Eipley  from  Eienzi  in  advance  of  you,  or 
as  soon  as  possible.  I do  not  feel  secure  here  by  any  means.  My  depot 
here  might  be  destroyed  by  a cavalry  dash  from  Corinth.  Villepigue’s 
brigade  and  most  of  my  cavalry  are  now  toward  Memphis.  They  have 
been  ordered  in,  but  still  I am  not  secure.  I have  also  to  observe 
toward  Memphis. 

Congratulating  myself,  general,  that  I shall  be  once  more  thrown 
with  you  in  the  glorious  struggle  for  our  country,  and  with  assurances

General:  The  army  will  get  here  to-morrow.  Will  be  ready  to 
move  in  two  days,  as  suggested  by  you.  Surplus  arms  will  be  sent  at 
once  to  Jackson.  Movement  from  Iuka  made  in  perfect  order,  without 
the  loss  of  a wagon. 

The  battle  on  Friday  afternoon  between  the  enemy’s  right,  under 
Rosecrans,  and  two  brigades,  under  Hubert  and  Martin,  was  very 
bloody.  General  Little  was  killed;  Colonels  Whitfield,  Mabry,  and 
Gilmore  wounded.  We  drove  them  back  about  600  yards,  capturing 
nine  pieces  of  artillery  and  about  50  prisoners,  and  slept  on  the  field. 
Our  loss  was  nearly  300  in  killed,  wounded,  and  missing;  the  enemy’s 
greater.  Finding  that  the  enemy  were  receiving  heavy  re-enforcements 
from  Bolivar,  Corinth,  and  Jacinto,  and  that  our  position  was  very  bad, 
General  Price  determined  to  carry  out  the  marching  orders  which  he 
had  previously  published,  and  we  left  the  town  after  sunrise,  bringing 
away  everything  but  the  badly  wounded.  Colonels  Whitfield  and  Gil- 
more are  with  us.  General  Price  will  get  here  to-day.

They  are  preparing  for  some  moves;  can’t  learn  yet  what  intention. 
This  move  was  made  in  consequence  of  my  advance  toward  that  point. 
I send  Jackson  with  1,100  cavalry  to-day  to  cut  railroad  between  Cor- 
inth and  Jackson,  Tenn.  He  may  thus  take  them  in  detail.  One  of 
my  scouts  reports  quite  a large  force  at  Bienzi.  Would  you  have  trans- 
portation for  the  5,000  returned  prisoners  if  they  should  join  you  at 
Baldwyn  or  Guntown  ? Have  you  their  arms  with  you  l Waul’s  Texas 
Legion  will  soon  join  me — 2,000  men.  I get  8,000  prisoners,  but  no  arms 
yet.

General  : One  of  my  brigades  has  marched  and  will  encamp  to-night 
at  Salem,  on  the  Bipley  road ; the  others  will  march  to-morrow  morn- 
ing. I will  probably  reach  Bipley  a day  or  two  before  you.  As  you 
suggest,  it  is  important  that  we  should  unite  our  forces.  No  better 
place  than  Bipley.  The  enemy  are  stronger  than  I had  supposed,  and 
it  may  be  necessary  for  us  to  await  the  arrival  of  some  of  the  exchanged 
prisoners. 
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I made  a demonstration  on  Bolivar  pending  the  arrival  of  my  trains, 
and  have  succeeded  in  withdrawing  Ross’  division  from  Corinth.  I send 
Jackson  now  to  cut  the  railroad  between  Jackson  and  Corinth.  After 
doing  this  he  will  join  me  on  the  enemy’s  right  flank. 

Your  courier  reaches  me  as  I now  write.  Your  telegraph  came  this 
morning.  I meet  you  at  Ripley  on  the  28th. 

Have  you  transportation  for  your  exchanged  prisoners  should  they 
arrive  at  Baldwyn  1 I will  receive  8,000;  you  5,000.  I get  also  Waul’s 
Texas  Legion,  which  will  arrive  at  Holly  Springs  in  a few  days.  I must 
send  a regiment  or  two  to  Port  Hudson.  We  will  have  accession  there- 
fore of  about  14,000  men.  I now  have  7,000.  If  it  becomes  necessary 
to  wait  it  will  not  be  unfortunate,  as  we  are  holding  a large  force  in 
check;  later  we  will  defeat  them,  free  West  Tennessee,  and  penetrate 
Kentucky  or  cross  the  Ohio.  I do  not  think  it  necessary  to  act  hur- 
riedly. On  the  contrary,  a little  delay,  attacking,  as  it  were,  en  echelon 
from  Maryland  to  West  Tennessee  and  Arkansas,  seems  to  me  advisable. 

If  Bragg  and  Smith  are  successful  the  enemy  in  our  front  will  with- 
draw. We  will  follow  and  re-enforce  Bragg.  However,  it  is  not  neces- 
sary here  to  discuss  this.  I will  meet  you  at  Ripley  on  the  28th. 

In  regard  to  the  (Governor’s  dispatch  I know  of  no  lost  dispatches  be- 
tween us.  I am  satisfied  the  enemy  know  nothing  of  our  intentions,  or 
they  would  not  have  re-enforced  Bolivar  from  Corinth.  We  are  in  fine 
spirits  and  in  good  health.

Major-General  Van  Dorn  : 

General  : We  have  driven  and  drawn  the  enemy  clear  back  to  the 
Ohio.  Push  your  columns  to  our  support,  and  arouse  the  people  to  re- 
enforce us.  We  have  thousands  of  arms  without  people  to  handle  them. 
Nashville  is  defended  by  only  a weak  division ; Bowling  Green  by  only 
a regiment.  Sweep  them  oil  and  push  up  to  the  Ohio.  Secure  the 
heavy  guns  at  these  places  and  we  will  secure  the  Tennessee  and  Cum- 
berland Bivers.  All  depends  on  rapid  movements.  Trusting  to  your 
energy  and  zeal  we  shall  confidently  expect  a diversion  in  our  favor 
against  the  overwhelming  force  now  concentrating  in  our  front.

For  the  three  brigades  of  returned  prisoners  (8,000  men),  Second 
Division,  have  no  major-general,  and  but  one  brigadier  (Tilghman)  for 
the  three  brigades ; and  [for]  First  Division  (7,000  men)  I have  but  two 
brigadiers  ; General  Lovell  commands  division.  General  officers  pres- 
ent: Lovell,  Ruggles,  Tilghman,  Smith,  Beall,  Villepigue,  and  Rust; 
Ruggles  in  charge  of  district ; Smith  in  command  of  brigade  at  Vicks- 
burg; Beall  in  command  at  Port  Hudson;  Pillow  absent,  but  may  re- 
turn. I shall  want  therefore  five  general  officers,  or  six  if  I put  Lovell 
in  command  of  corps.  All  I ask  is  that  some  of  the  officers  sent  me 
may  not  be  the  doubtful  cases  awaiting  orders.  I will  venture  to  rec- 
ommend Cols.  J.  P.  Major  and  W.  H.  Jackson  as  two  of  the  brigadiers 
and  General  D.  H.  Maury  as  major-general.  Price  will  require  two 
major-generals  also  and  several  brigadiers.  Little  killed ; Phifer  and 
Cabell  rejected  by  President.

His  Excellency  Isham  G.  Harris, 

Governor  of  Tennessee : 

Governor:  I have  just  received  your  communication  of  the  20tli 
instant,  dated  from  Lebanon.* 

In  obedience  to  instructions  from  General  Bragg  I started  with  my 
army  for  Nashville,  intending  to  cross  the  Tennessee  River  at  or  near 
Eastport.  I proceeded  without  interruption  to  Iuka,  where  I captured 
a large  quantity  of  stores,  the  enemy’s  force  there  having  evacuated 
and  gone  in  the  direction  of  Corinth.  At  Juka  I found  myself  threat- 
ened by  a force  of  the  enemy  more  than  double  my  own  and  was  un- 
able to  proceed  farther.  I was  attacked  in  the  evening  by  the  enemy, 
with  heavy  loss  on  both  sides.  The  numbers  and  positions  of  the  enemy 
were  such  that  the  preservation  of  my  army,  as  well  as  that  under  Ma- 
jor-General Van  Dorn,  required  that  the  two  armies  should  be  joined 
together,  and  I accordingly  moved  my  forces  to  this  place  by  way  of 
Baldwyn. 

I will  add — as  the  Northern  account  so  grossly  misrepresents  the 
matter — that  in  the  battle  of  the  19th  the  enemy  wTas  driven  from  the 
field,  leaving  in  my  hands  nine  pieces  of  artillery,  which  we  carried 
into  Iuka  and  there  destroyed,  not  having  any  means  of  bringing  them 
-away.  We  were  not  attacked  on  the  following  day,  and  I moved  off 
with  my  whole  army  and  stores,  including  those  captured  at  Iuka, 
without  any  loss. 

General  Van  Dorn’s  forces  met  me  here  to-day,  and  with  the  com- 
bined armies  we  will  at  once  proceed  northward,  endeavoring  to  over- 
come the  enemy  in  front  of  us;  with  what  success  I cannot,  of  course, 
tell,  but  we  have  every  confidence  in  our  ability  to  defeat  him. 

Your  Excellency  may  rest  assured  that  I most  earnestly  desire  the 
liberation  of  your  State,  and  shall  leave  nothing  undone  to  secure  it. 
The  enemy  having  much  larger  force  in  the  vicinity  of  Corinth  than 
was  anticipated  by  us  has  alone  prevented  me  from  carrying  out  Gen- 
eral Bragg’s  orders.

In  compliance  with  Special  Orders,  No.  74,  * of  Major-General  Van 
Dorn,  I report  myself  at  this  place,  where  I shall  await  his  orders.  On 
my  return  from  his  headquarters  I addressed  a dispatch  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  War,  of  which  I inclose  you  a copy.  The  object  of  this  dispatch 
was,  without  loss  of  time,  to  take  ten  of  the  skeleton  Tennessee  regiments 
and  proceed  at  once  to  some  portion  of  Tennessee  and  by  volunteer 
recruits  to  fill  them  up.  I sent  the  dispatch  to  the  Secretary,  under- 
standing from  my  interview  with  General  Van  Dorn  that  he  did  not  feel 
authorized  to  make  any  order  in  regard  to  the  return  prisoners  until 
General  Tilghman  had  reported  the  whole  of  them  organized.  I inclose 
the  Secretary’s  reply.  The  construction  I place  upon  the  reply  is  that 
the  Secretary  approves  of  the  suggestion,  but  leaves  the  whole  matter 
to  General  Van  Dorn’s  judgment. 

By  order  of  General  Albert  Sidney  Johnston  I was  placed  in  com- 
mand of  a division  of  ten  regiments,  and  was  in  command  of  that  divis- 
ion when  suspended.  General  Buckner,  having  arrived  at  Chattanooga 
on  the  eve  of  General  Bragg’s  advance,  was  placed  in  command  of  my 
division,  and  when  I was  ordered  by  General  Bragg  to  report  to  General 
Van  Dorn  I supposed  it  was  that  I should  take  command  of  his  divis- 
ion; but,  inasmuch  as  some  of  General  Buckner’s  regiments  were  Ken- 
tuckians, which  could  be  more  promptly  filled  by  a Kentucky  general,  I 
proposed  to  take  Tennessee  regiments  only,  believing  I could  promptly 
fill  them  by  volunteer  recruits.  If  the  suggestion  in  my  dispatch  to  the 
Secretary  of  War  meets  with  General  Van  Dorn’s  approval  I make  the 
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application  to  him.  Inasmuch  as  the  Secretary  of  War  has  (that  being 
the  construction  I place  on  his  reply)  referred  the  whole  matter  to  him 
I respectfully  submit  it  to  his  judgment.  By  detailing  an  officer  from 
each  company  of  each  regiment  to  proceed  to  different  portions  of  Ten- 
nessee, and  with  a knowledge  of  the  fact  that  the  recruits  would  be 
united  with  Tennessee  regiments,  and  would  come  under  my  command, 
I am  confident  I could  fill  the  regiments  in  a very  short  time.  If  Gen- 
eral Van  Dorn  should  grant  the  application  I would  be  gratified  if  he 
would  assign  Captain  Humes’  company  of  artillery  to  my  command,  so 
that  I might,  while  filling  the  regiments,  procure  horses,  &c.,  so  as  to 
fit  a battery  of  light  artillery  for  the  field.

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Bragg,  for  the  purpose  of  permitting  him  to  command  the  forces  ordered 
to  advance  into  West  Tennessee.  You  will  turn  your  attention  imme- 
diately to  the  defense  of  the  States  of  Mississippi  and  Louisiana  east 
of  the  Mississippi  River,  and  consider  the  successful  defense  of  those 
States  as  the  first  and  chief  object  of  your  command. 

You  will  also  organize  the  troops  in  your  department  and  prepare 
them  for  the  field,  and  give  such  assistance  to  the  officers  charged  with 
the  enrollment  of  conscripts  as  they  may  require.  The  commandants 
of  the  camps  of  conscripts  are  charged  with  the  duty  of  enrolling  and 
assigning  them.

Major-General  Van  Dorn, 

Commanding  Army  in  the  Field  : 

General  : I have  the  honor  to  state  for  your  information  that  so  far 
as  we  have  received  advices  of  the  enemy’s  strength  and  intentions  we 
are  bound  to  consider  Vicksburg  and  Port  Hudson  both  threatened  by 
land  as  well  as  by  water.  The  defenses  at  Vicksburg  are  of  course  well 
known  to  you,  and  I need  only  send  you  the  copy  of  a letter  just  re- 
ceived from  Brigadier-General  Smith*  to  insure  your  consideration  of 
the  necessity  of  retaining  an  adequate  force  there  to  meet  probable 
contingencies.  It  is  the  current  opinion  that  the  enemy  has  at  Helena, 
Ark.,  at  the  least  15,000,  and  some  say  20,000  men.  It  is  reported,  how- 
ever, since  writing  the  above,  that  General  Curtis’  army  is  moving  up 
the  Mississippi  and  that  only  one  division  remains.  I doubt  its  cor- 
rectness. The  defenses  at  Port  Hudson  are  far  from  completion  for  the 
want  of  guns  and  ammunition. 

There  is  also  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  requisite  negro  labor  there  as 
well  as  at  Vicksburg.  The  10-inch  columbiad  from  Richmond  has 
reached  here  without  the  ammunition,  which  has  been  left  behind  at 
Mobile.  The  movements  of  the  enemy  along  the  river  border  in  the 
vicinity  of  Helena  have,  I doubt  not,  come  within  your  knowledge,  and 
the  influence  resulting  fully  appreciated  by  you.  I have  found  it  neces- 
sary to  call  on  the  Governor  of  Mississippi  for  militia,  as  follows,  viz : 
A battalion  of  200  for  service  as  guards, patrols,  &c.,  at  Jackson, Miss.; 
a regiment  at  Haines’  Bluff,  on  the  Yazoo,  to  replace  other  troops  al- 
lowed by  the  Governor  to  return  home.  A battalion  will  also  concen- 
trate at  Woodville,  Miss.,  available  at  Port  Hudson  and  Natchez. 

A regiment  is  already  concentrated  at  Panola  with  the  prospective 
increase  of  a battalion.  It  is  questionable  whether  the  Governor  can 
supply  a sufficient  militia  force  to  afford  substantial  aid  for  defensive 
operations. 

I send  this  letter  by  Colonel  Sandidge,  a member  of  my  staff,  to  in- 
sure its  prompt  and  safe  delivery,  especially  as  General  Smith’s  letter 
ought  not  to  be  committed  to  the  mail.

General:  I have  the  honor  to  forward,  for  the  information  of  the 
War  Department,  a communication  from  Brig.  Gen.  M.  L.  Smith  re- 
specting the  defenses  at  Yicksburg,  under  his  immediate  command,  a 
subject  which  I recommend  to  special  consideration.  There  is  reason 
to  believe,  however,  that  Curtis7  army  has  been  withdrawn,  in  part  at 
least,  from  Helena,  reputed  to  have  gone  northward,  though  some  plun- 
dering expeditions  have  landed  in  Mississippi  opposite  to  Helena,  pene- 
trating as  far  as  Swan  Lake,  and  at  Gaines7  Landing,  on  the  Arkansas 
side,  below.  The  withdrawal  of  the  Federal  forces,  it  is  believed,  is 
temporary,  and  that,  in  conjunction  with  the  gunboat  fleet  still  remain- 
ing, and  which  it  is  represented  will  be  soon  strengthened  by  the  addi- 
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tion  of  light-draught  iron-clad  gunboats  now  being  constructed  on  the 
Ohio,  a formidable  demonstration  against  Vicksburg  will  be  made  at  no 
distant  day.  The  magnitude  of  the  interest  which  impels  the  Federal 
Government  to  persevere  in  the  endeavor  to  break  through  this  barrier 
to  the  commerce  of  the  Northwest  has  been  apprehended  by  many — has 
not  been  fully  appreciated  by  the  Confederate  Government.  I have  felt 
it  my  duty  to  direct  a careful  examination  and  report  of  the  existing 
defenses  of  Vicksburg,  with  the  view  of  strengthening  them  by  the  ad- 
dition of  such  auxiliary  works  as  it  might  be  expedient  to  establish. 

The  report  of  the  chief  engineer,  herewith  transmitted,  indicates  that 
it  is  scarcely  expedient  to  establish  a battery  at  the  bend  of  the  river 
above,  in  consequence  of  the  labor  involved,  the  additional  force  neces- 
sary to  protect  it,  and  the  long  reach  of  the  arm  of  the  river  above  the 
bend.  It  is  well  understood,  as  a military  principle,  that  the  protec- 
tion of  the  town  is  of  minor  importance  in  comparison  with  the  obstruc- 
tion of  the  navigation  of  the  river,  on  which  point  the  report  is  not  en- 
tirely explicit.  There  is  reason  to  believe  that  a held  work  of  consider- 
able magnitude  placed  at  the  neck  of  the  bend  opposite  Vicksburg,  with 
two  detached  batteries  flanking  the  river  above  and  below,  would  prove 
of  very  great  service  as  an  auxiliary  to  the  defense.  The  establishment 
of  these  works,  however,  would  involve  the  necessity  of  having  a land 
force  of  from  5,000  to  10,000  men  to  man  them  and  defend  that  bank  of 
the  river,  especially  the  canal,  which  has  been  in  part  already  opened 
by  the  enemy.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  importance  which  the  enemy 
attaches  to  the  question  of  the  unobstructed  navigation  of  the  Missis- 
sippi has  received  due  consideration,  and  that  early  measures  will  be 
taken  to  perfect  the  details  connected  with  the  defense.  The  defense 
of  the  Yazoo  River  and  the  extensive  fertile  region  embraced  between 
it  and  the  Mississippi  River  is  a matter  of  great  importance,  requiring 
prompt  action  and  consideration.  Details  connected  with  this  district 
will  be  forwarded  at  an  early  moment.  The  defensive  position  assumed 
at  Port  Hudson,  La.,  has  been  fortified  as  rapidly  as  possible  with  the 
means  provided.  Some  fifteen  heavy  guns  are  already  in  position  on 
the  east  bank  of  the  river,  and  other  guns  with  ammunition  are  being 
forwarded  as  rapidly  as  possible.  The  position  is  naturally  strong,  and 
easily  defended  from  attacks  by  water  and  favorable  for  defensive  dis- 
position by  land.  I respectfully  recommend  that  an  auxiliary  force  of 
1,000  infantry,  one  battery  of  field  guns,  and  100  cavalry  be  placed  on 
the  right  bank  to  co-operate  with  the  defenses  on  the  left,  especially 
at  any  period  when  an  immediate  attack  of  the  enemy  is  anticipated. 
The  accompanying  map  will  show  the  outline  of  the  position.  The  ac- 
companying requisition  for  guns  and  munitions  is  recommended  to 
favorable  consideration.  The  intervening  portion  of  the  Mississippi 
River  between  Vicksburg  and  Port  Hudson,  as  well  as  the  Red  River 
remaining  in  our  uninterrupted  possession,  will  prove  of  the  greatest 
importance  to  the  Confederate  Government  connected  with  the  transit 
of  supplies,  especially  subsistence  from  the  west. 

Before  leaving  the  District  of  East  Louisiana  I directed  Colonel  Ma- 
rigny  to  establish  a temporary  camp  in  Ascension  Parish,  some  35  miles 
below  Baton  Rouge,  with  the  view  of  overcoming  the  reputed  demorali- 
zation of  the  people  controlling  intercourse  with  the  enemy,  filling  up 
our  ranks  with  conscripts  and  volunteers,  and  as  a preliminary  measure 
in  any  plan  connected  with  operations  having  in  view  the  recovery  of 
New  Orleans.  The  present  campaign  on  the  Northern  Mississippi 
border  involves  so  many  important  considerations  coming  under  the 
special  jurisdiction  of  the  commanding  general  of  the  army  in  the  field 
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that  I will  merely  say  that  every  effort  has  been  made  here  to  second 
his  plans  and  enablehim  to  carry  them  into  a successful  execution.

Commanding  Army  of  the  West  : 

General:  I have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  pursuance  of  your 
orders  I have  delivered  over  8,000  stand  of  arms  to  Brigadier-General 
Tilghman’s  ordnance  officer  at  Jackson,  Miss.  Out  of  the  whole  lot  on 
hand  at  present  I think  I can  assort  500  or  1,000  stand  of  serviceable 
arms,  mostly  flint-lock  muskets,  which  I will  retain  for  the  present, 
having  heard  of  your  late  desperate  battle  and  fearing  that  you  may 
need  them  to  replace  such  arms  as  may  have  been  lost  on  the  field.  I 
will  proceed  to  Crawford  to-morrow  to  stop  any  further  shipment  from 
that  place  until  I can  hear  from  you.  In  the  mean  time  I will  have 
bayonets  fitted  on  the  guns,  as  many  as  possible,  and  have  them  pre- 
pared for  shipment  as  rapidly  as  possible.  I know  you  must  need  am- 
munition after  so  much  fighting,  especially  for  your  cannon.  I have  a 
tolerable  supply  of  small  arm  ammunition  on  hand  and  some  for  can- 
non, but  I will  telegraph  to  Columbus  to  have  a large  lot  of  assorted  am- 
munition for  cannon  and  small-arms  in  readiness  immediately.  I have 
been  trying  to  get  all  the  musket-caps  I could  to  supply  the  deficiency 
in  that  particular,  and  have  succeeded  in  getting  several  lots  from  Rich- 
mond and  other  places.  Captain  Kennerly  will  be  in  readiness  to  issue 
what  stores  we  have  on  hand  at  Tupelo.  I will  leave  nothing  undone 
that  can  be  done  to  refit  the  army  with  stores  from  my  department.  I 
am  informed  by  the  commandant  of  this  post  that  there  are  now  in  this 
place  about  1,200  convalescents  who  are  without  arms;  and  had  I 
known  this  fact  sooner  I should  have  stopped  the  last  shipment  of  1,400 
stand  of  arms  to  Jackson,  although  my  orders  are  to  ship  all  the  serv- 
iceable arms  within  the  district  to  that  place.  I hope  the  ordnance 
officers  of  divisions  will  be  sent  forward  immediately  with  their  requisi- 
tions, so  that  I may  be  informed  more  particularly  what  is  needed  at 
the  earliest  day  possible.  /

General  : I have  the  honor  to  inclose  for  your  consideration  a copy 
of  a letter  I addressed  to  your  predecessor  in  command  on  the  9tli  in- 
stant. 

The  crews  of  the  gunboat  Mobile  and  of  the  late  ram  Arkansas  are  at 
Yazoo  City  in  readiness  to  man  any  batteries  that  may  be  constructed 
for  the  defense  of  the  raft  and  the  protection  of  the  vast  amount  of  pub- 
lic and  private  property  upon  the  river  Yazoo  and  its  adjacent  banks. 
Great  and  increasing  difficulties  are  encountered  in  the  purchase  of  food 
for  those  men,  about  200  in  number,  and  I respectfully  ask  that  you 
will  authorize  your  chief  commissary  of  subsistence  to  fill  requisitions, 
approved  by  the  commanding  naval  officer  of  the  station,  bills  for  which 
will  be  liquidated  on  presentation  to  Paymaster  Nixon,  of  the  Confed- 
erate Navy,  whose  office  is  in  this  city.

Commanding  Military  District  of  the  Mississippi : 

General  : In  the  expectation  of  being  relieved  from  this  station  I 
beg  leave  to  submit  the  fruits  of  my  observation  as  to  the  protection 
of  the  naval  works  on  the  Yazoo,  participating  in  which  protection  are 
twenty-three  large  river  steamers  and  an  immense  amount  of  cotton 
upon  the  river  and  its  adjacent  banks. 

Apart  from  its  position  as  commanding  the  right  flank  of  the  defenses 
of  Vicksburg,  Haines’  Bluff,  if  properly  fortified,  would  control  the 
mouths  of  the  Yazoo  and  its  tributaries,  the  Great  and  Little  Sunflower 
Rivers. 

Besides  a battery  of  heavy  guns,  with  a protecting  force  therefor,  an 
efficient  barricade  in  the  channel  of  the  river  abreast  is  indispensable ; 
otherwise  the  battery  will  prove  but  a slight  impediment  to  the  upward 
passage  of  iron-clad  vessels. 

There  is  a barricade  formed  of  sunken  vessels  and  a raft  of  logs  at 
Liverpool,  on  the  Yazoo  River,  above  which  lies  the  vast  amount  of 
property  to  which  I have  alluded. 

It  would  be  unwise  to  open  that  barricade  even  after  the  river  is  ob- 
structed below,  but  perfect  madness  to  attempt  to  open  it  under  present 
circumstances.  On  the  contrary,  a sluice  worn  upon  the  right  bank 
should  be  blocked  up  by  sinking  one  of  the  steamers  now  in  the  Upper 
Sunflower  River,  which  can  be  brought  around  on  the  first  temporary 
rise  of  water.  I take  the  liberty  of  speaking  earnestly  on  this  point 
because  during  my  late  visit  to  the  banks  of  the  Yazoo  some  parties, 
claiming  to  act  by  your  authority,  professed  the  intention  of  opening 
the  barricade  at  Liverpool,  professedly  for  the  egress  of  some  of  the 
steamers  lying  above.  They  could  exhibit  no  authority  and  I ordered 
the  commander  of  the  gunboat  Mobile  to  sink  any  vessel  attempting  to 
pass,  until  I received  official  notification  of  the  sanction  of  such  an  at- 
tempt. 

I ha  ve  ordered  the  officers  and  crew  of  the  late  ram  Arkansas  to  the 
Yazoo,  and  if  you  can  divert  a few  heavy  guns  from  other  points  and 
allow  them  to  be  placed  in  position  at  Liverpool,  those  officers  and  men, 
if  a force  be  at  hand  to  prevent  the  battery  from  being  flanked,  will 
protect  the  barricade  against  any  force  that  may  assail  it. 

There  are  but  two  light  smooth-bore  32-pounders  mounted  at  Liver- 
pool in  the  place  of  the  four  heavy  guns  taken  away  by  General  Van 
Dorn,  and  subsequently  destroyed  by  the  enemy.  As  soon  as  intelli- 
gence of  their  destruction  reached  me  I applied  to  the  Naval  Ordnance 
Bureau  for  other  guns  of  like  caliber,  but  the  reply  then,  as  well  as  to 
a subsequent  application,  was  that  the  bureau  had  not  one  such  gun  at 
its  disposal. 

Once  within  the  barrier  of  the  Yazoo  the  enemy  would  control  150 
miles  of  inland  navigation,  and  after  destroying  a vast  amount  of  public 
and  private  property  be  enabled  to  strike  the  Great  Northern  Railroad 
at  various  accessible  points. 

If  you  knew  how  deeply  I feel  the  importance  of  preparation  and  how 
much  I grieve  for  the  loss  of  every  moment  I am  sure  that  you  would 
excuse  the  liberty  I take  in  addressing  you.

If  you  cannot  come 
at  once  will  you  inform  me  if  you  desire  that  I should  resist  the  occu- 
pation and  fortifying  of  La  Grange  or  Grand  Junction?

I.  All  the  cavalry  of  this  army,  both  regular  and  partisan,  will  report 
immediately  to  Col.  W.  H.  Jackson,  who  is  hereby  announced  as  chief 
of  cavalry.  He  will  make  his  reports  direct  to  the  headquarters  of  the 
army. 

II.  This  army  will  hereafter  be  known  as  Army  of  West  Tennessee, 
and  will  be  divided  into  two  army  corps,  to  be  commanded  respectively 
by  Major-Generals  Lovell  and  Price.  The  commanding  officers  of  army 
corps  will  arrange  their  commands  into  brigades  and  divisions. 

III.  The  general  commanding  has  repeatedly  called  the  attention  of 
officers  to  the  irregularities  existing  in  the  army,  especially  in  regard 
to  straggling  from  the  various  camps,  and  depredations  committed  on 
property  of  citizens  living  in  the  vicinity  of  the  camps.  He  has  often 
appealed  to  the  commanding  officers  of  brigades,  regiments,  and  com- 
panies to  aid  him  in  keeping  good  order  among  the  troops;  but  still 
complaints  are  daily  made — property  is  destroyed,  fences  torn  down 
and  burnt,  gardens  robbed,  corn  fields  laid  waste,  and  even  thefts  com- 
mitted with  impunity  by  worthless  stragglers,  who  openly  bring  their 
plunder  into  camp.  These  things  bring  disgrace  to  the  good  soldiers 
as  well  as  to  those  who  commit  them,  and  it  is  somewhat  surprising 
that  the  good  soldier  allows  such  things  to  be  done  by  men  who  are 
associated  with  him.  Should  the  army  be  a terror  to  our  own  country  ? 

Generals  commanding  corps  will  at  once  organize  j>roper  guards  and 
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patrols  to  prevent  such  irregularities,  and  the  troops  nearest  the  prop- 
erty of  any  citizen  who  may  suffer  loss  will  be  held  responsible  for  it, 
and  the  brigade  commanders  will  cause  the  amount  of  damage  to  be 
stopped  on  the  first  pay-rolls  of  his  troops,  whenever  the  offender  or 
offenders  cannot  be  discovered. 

IV.  The  articles  of  war,  under  the  direction  of  brigadier-generals  com- 
manding brigades,  will  be  read  to  all  the  troops  of  this  army  at  9 o’clock 
a.  m.  on  the  19th  instant,  and  it  is  hoped  that  all  officers  will  be  made 
to  feel  the  responsibility  of  their  positions,  and  that  they  will  properly 
appreciate  their  duties  and  faithfully  discharge  them.

His  Excellency  Jefferson  Davis,  Richmond  : 

DeAr  Sir  : Permit  me  to  make  known  to  you  the  Rev.  Mr.  Taylor 
and  his  young  friend  Mr.  William  Hume,  both  among  the  most  respect- 
able of  our  citizens.  They  have  been  commissioned  to  deliver  you  a 
memorial  adopted  at  a town  meeting  to-day,  asking  the  protection  of 
the  Confederate  Government  against  marauders  from  the  Northwest, 
who  are  daily  committing  the  most  gross  outrages  upon  our  citizens, 
briefly  set  forth  in  the  memorial,  and  will  be  more  fully  explained  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Taylor,  who-  is  conversant  with  the  facts,  and  who  is  a 
gentleman  of  undoubted  integrity  and  possesses  the  entire  confidence 
of  this  community  and  a thorough  knowledge  of  the  operations  of  our 
armies  in  this  section,  embracing  the  valleys  of  the  Cumberland 'and 
Tennessee  Rivers,  which  can  and  will  furnish  an  immense  quantity  of 
provisions  for  the  Confederate  armies  if  they  can  be  made  secure  from 
the  depredations  of  these  jay  hawkers  from  Iowa  and  Northern  Illinois. 
I am  confident  there  are  not  less  than  50,000  or  60,000  barrels  of  flour  in 
the  mills  in  this  immediate  neighborhood,  and  immense  crops  of  corn 
ready  for  gathering.  Two  or  three  regiments  of  these  thieves  and  rob 
bers  are  stationed  at  Forts  Henry,  on  the  Tennessee,  and  Donelson,  on 
the  Cumberland,  who  are  daily  visiting  and  destroying  everything  that 
comes  in  their  way  and  seem  likely  to  lay  waste  the  whole  section. 
Our  immediate  neighborhood  has  furnished  three  regiments  for  the 
Confederate  service — the  Fourteenth,  Forty-ninth,  and  Fiftieth — who 
have  taken  most  of  the  arms  in  the  country  and  left  us  entirely  without 
the  means  of  defense.  Unless  some  protection  can  be  afforded  before 
the  winter  freshets  in  our  rivers  take  place  most  of  the  citizens  will  be 
compelled  to  abandon  their  homes  and  seek  protection  in  other  sections 
not  within  the  reach  of  their  gunboats. 

There  is  but  little  difference  among  our  citizens,  indeed  I may  say 
none,  upon  the  great  questions  now  in  contest  between  the  North  and 
the  South,  and  therefore  the  Federals  more  willingly  harass  and  op- 
press us  than  in  other  sections  less  united.

Clarksville,  Tenn.,  October  17, 1862. 

At  a meeting  of  some  of  the  citizens  of  Clarksville,  held  this  day  for 
the  purpose  of  apprising  the  War  Department  of  the  Confederate  States 
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of  America  of  the  manner  in  which  the  people  of  this  portion  of  the 
country  have  been  treated  by  Ool.  [W.  W.]  Lowe,  and  Col.  A.  C.  Hard- 
ing, of  the  Eighty-third  Illinois  Reginfent,  and  other  Federal  officers 
commanding  at  Fort  Donelson,  on  motion  the  Hon.  Cave  Johnson  was 
called  to  the  chair  and  Rev,  Dr.  McMullan  was  appointed  secretary. 

The  following  statement  of  facts  was  then  made  and  unanimously 
adopted  by  the  meeting  as  an  expression  of  a part  of  the  outrages  that 
have  been  committed  as  above  mentioned : 

The  commanders  above  named  and  others  have  been  and  still  are 
engaged  in  arresting  many  of  the  citizens  of  this  portion  of  country  and 
placing  them  in  a loathsome  dungeon  and  keeping  them  there  unless 
they  take  the  oath  of  allegiance,  these  citizens  being  in  no  way  con- 
nected with  the  Confederate  Army.  They  have  gone  to  the  premises  of 
many  citizens,  seizing  them,  and  destroying  or  carrying  away  all  their 
property  of  every  description.  In  some  cases  they  burn  everything  be- 
fore them.  They  have  taken  away  many  hundreds  of  negroes.  They 
have  visited  houses,  insulting  ladies,  and  threatening  to  shoot,  stab, 
bayonet,  or  even  burn  them.  They  have  robbed  them  of  their  ward- 
robes, not  only  those  of  men,  but  even  those  of  women  and  children. 
They  are  in  the  habit  of  taking  all  the  negroes  wherever  they  go  and 
also  all  the  horses.  They  have  burned  the  rolling-mill  of  Woods,  Lewis 
& Co.,  destroying  everything,  and  taking  away  240  negroes.  They  have 
also  broken  up  or  destroyed  the  various  iron  mills  and  furnaces  in  this 
region  of  country,  so  that  this  interest,  so  important  to  the  Govern- 
ment, is  now,  and  until  we  can  be  protected  must  remain,  wholly  inop- 
erative. We  in  this  city  have  been  visited  by  these  men  and  treated  in 
a savage  and  brutal  manner,  and  they  daily  threaten  that  they  will  re- 
turn and  utterly  destroy  the  city  and  imprison  all  the  citizens  who  do 
not  take  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  Federal  Government.  The  afore- 
said Harding  visited  a church  in  the  country  and  arrested  two  ministers 
of  the  Gospel  and  placed  them  in  prison,  where  they  still  are.  He  also 
took  the  horses  and  carriages  from  the  congregation,  and  required  the 
persons  present,  both  male  and  female,  to  take  the  oath  or  go  to  prison, 
and  he  proclaims  that  every  man  in  the  country  shall  be  arrested  and 
either  take  the  oath  or  go  to  the  dungeon.  This  is  our  present  condi- 
tion. Now,  we  are  wholly  unprepared  to  repel  these  insults  and  op- 
pressions. It  is  true  there  are  still  many  men  here  who  are  willing  to 
meet  them,  but  we  are  wholly  destitute  of  both  arms  and  ammunition, 
nor  is  there  any  military  force  in  this  vicinity  that  is  able  to  repel  them. 

We  think  it  will  appear  to  the  Department,  as  it  is  perfectly  manifest 
to  ourselves  here,  that  unless  these  marauders  can  be  driven  from  this 
region  of  country  this  whole  region  will  soon  be  devastated  by  them. 

We  earnestly  call  >the  attention  of  the  War  Department  to  this  sub- 
ject iu  the  hope  that  whatever  can  be  done  for  the  suppression  and  pre- 
vention of  these  evils  will  soon  be  accomplished. 

In  order  that  the  whole  matter  may  certainly  and  speedily  be  laid  be- 
fore the  Department  we  send  this  paper  by  William  Hume,  as  our  spe- 
cial agent  and  messenger.

This  information,  coming  from  reliable  sources,  seems  to  justify  the 
outlawry  that  has  been  denounced  against  Pope  and  others.

General  Pemberton: 

Enemy  have  not  left  Oorintli.  There  seems  to  be,  as  far  as  I can  yet 
learn,  no  indication  of  evacuation ; on  contrary,  there  are  indications 
of  preparations  for  advance.  Have  sent  1,000  cavalry  to  force  informa- 
tion. Disarrangement  of  subsistence  department  at  Jackson  grows  out 
of  leave  of  absence  given  to  Captain  Colby,  who  had  all  instructions 
from  my  chief  where  arrangements  had  been  made  and  who  was  re- 
sponsible for  the  supply ; he  was  relieved,  and  now  the  responsibility 
must  rest  at  Jackson.  My  chief  has  been  directed  to  communicate  our 
wants  to  the  chief  subsistence  officer  at  Jackson,  acting  under  your 
order.  I advise  that  a supply  of  at  least  ten  days’  subsistence  be  kept 
continually  on  hand  here.

upon  Major  Blythe  with  his  command  to  co-operate  with  you,  together 
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with  such  Skate  troops  as  may  be  available)  with  great  caution,  arriv- 
ing within  about  1 mile  of  the  enemy  at  dusk  in  the  evening,  dismount- 
ing and  making  proper  disposition  of  your  troops  between  that  time 
and  daylight,  about  which  time  it  would  be  best  to  make  the  attack. 
You  wiil  proceed  as  cautiously  as  possible,  endeavoring  by  such  means 
to  capture  or  destroy  the  enemy.

The  enemy  do  not  seem  to  be  advancing : on  the  contrary,  have  fallen 
back  to  original  line  on  Wolf  River.  Keep  out  infantry  pickets  on  road 
in  front  and  right  flank.

My  Dear  General  : I have  your  dispatch  notifying  me  of  the  re- 
ported movement  of  the  enemy  on  your  position  at  Holly  Springs.  I 
immediately  ordered  a force  of  cavalry,  in  North  Alabama,  near  Tus- 
cumbia,  to  examine  the  enemy  at  Corinth,  and,  if  he  moved,  to  harass 
his  rear  and  destroy  his  trains.  This  was  all  that  we  could  do  directly 
for  your  aid.  We  are  moving  our  available  forces,  as  rapidly  as  possi- 
ble, into  Middle  Tennessee,  to  resume  the  offensive  against  the  enemy 
there.  This  throws  us  in  the  rear  of  your  opponents,  and  ought  to 
create  some  diversion.  I would  prefer  striking  the  enemy  in  rear,  at 
Corinth,  were  it  practicable,  but  the  Tennessee  is  a barrier  we  cannot 
overcome.  It  has  occurred  to  me  that  you  are  exposing  your  important 
depot  at  Columbus,  Miss.,  to  great  danger  by  removing  your  whole  force, 
if  I am  correctly  informed,  to  Holly  Springs.  The  depot  containing 
machinery  and  stores  we  cannot  replace ; so  that  its  loss  would  be  great 
and  irreparable.  The  position,  too,  at  Holly  Springs  is  not  as  strong 
and  defensible  as  one  farther  to  the  rear,  behind  the  Tallahatchie  River; 
but  of  all  this  of  course  you  have  informed  yourself.  I only  throw  out 
the  suggestions  as  having  occurred  to  my  mind  when  in  that  country.

General  : The  honorable  Secretary  of  War  informed  me  by  tele- 
graph under  date  28th  October  that  I was  authorized  to  detain  seven 
regiments  unarmed  Texans  which  had  been  ordered  to  General  Lee, 
and  also  that  arms  were  being  sent  me.  Up  to  this  date  I have  heard 
nothing  further  of  either  the  troops  or  arms.  I am  greatly  in  need  of 
both.  In  fact,  I have  now  nearly  5,000  unarmed  men.  About  this  num- 
ber of  muskets  needing  repairs  (at  present  unserviceable)  are  at  Briars- 
field  Arsenal,  Columbus,  Miss.  I have  sent  some  fifty  gunsmiths  to 
expedite  their  repair,  but  it  will  be  a long  time  before  they  will  be 
available  to  any  considerable  extent.  Ammunition  for  small-arms  as 
well  as  for  field  artillery  is  also  much  needed.  I shall  be  very  glad  to 
receive  the  two  30- pounder  Parrott  guns  and  all  other  heavy  guns  that 
can  be  sent  me.  Neither  Vicksburg  nor  Port  Hudson  is  as  strong  as  I 
desire  to  make  them. 

It  is  very  important  also  that  some  heavy  artillery  be  placed  in  posi- 
tion at  Snyder’s  Mill,  on  the  Yazoo,  where  an  obstruction  is  now  being 
arranged.  Soon  after  my  arrival  here  I applied  to  Chief  of  Ordnance 
for  twenty  siege  guns  from  12  to  24  pounders  for  the  land  defenses  of 
Vicksburg  and  Port  Hudson.  In  answer  Colonel  Ehett,  Ordnance  De- 
partment, inquired  whether  24-pounder  howitzers  and  12-pounder  bronze 
guns  would  answer  my  purpose ; but  as  I have  heard  nothing  further 
from  him  I do  not  know  whether  to  expect  them  or  not. 

This  army  generally  is  very  deficient  in  clothing,  shoes,  and  blankets. 
I am  using  every  exertion  to  provide  them.  The  process  is  slow,  and 
in  the  mean  time  the  men  suffer  greatly.  I should  be  very  glad  if  some 
assistance  could  be  rendered  from  other  points  in  that  way. 

The  ordinary  source  of  supplies  for  the  medical  purveyor’s  depart- 
ment having  been  interrupted  by  the  execution  of  my  instructions  to 
prevent  trade  with  points  in  possession  of  the  enemy  renders  it  neces- 
sary that  other  means  be  employed  to  provide  the  medical  department. 
Surgeon  Potts,  purveyor,  proposes  to  obtain  supplies  by  contract  by 
way  of  Texas  from  Mexico,  and  is  confident  of  his  ability  to  do  so.  I 
have  approved  plan  and  shall  authorize  him  to  carry  it  out,  but  in  the 
mean  time  the  small  stock  in  his  hands  will  be  inadequate  to  the  de- 
mands of  this  department,  and  I hope  the  Purveyor-General  may  be 
able  to  supply  deficiencies.

General  Pemberton  telegraphed  on  the  19th  that  twelve  transports 
with  three  gunboats  loaded  with  troops  passed  Friar’s  Point  on  the  17th, 
supposed  for  Vicksburg.  Large  numbers  of  troops  are  reported  to 
have  left  Helena  by  transports,  and  artillery  and  cavalry  moving  down 
the  river  by  land.  He  asks  for  re-enforcements  at  once.  General 
Pemberton  is  under  your  command,  and  you  must  do  what  in  your 
judgment  is  necessary  to  save  Vicksburg  from  capture.

Sir  : As  the  season  of  the  year  is  approaching  rapidly  when  we  can 
but  expect  a rise  in  the  waters  of  the  Mississippi  River,  and  with  it  the 
approach  of  the  enemy,  I deem  it  a matter  of  the  greatest  importance 
to  purchase  all  the  stores  that  can  be  had  in  that  section  of  country 
most  likely  to  be  subject  to  the  raids  of  the  enemy.  In  view  of  this 
fact  I now  have  my  agents  purchasing  corn,  meal,  pease,  and  potatoes 
in  the  parishes  west  of  and  lying  on  the  west  bank  of  the  Mississippi 
River.  But  pressed  as  I am  with  the  duties  of  my  office  I am  unable 
to  give  to  this  matter  that  personal  attention  which  its  importance 
justly  entitles  it  to.  Hence  I have  to  ask  your  aid  and  assistance  to 
enable  me  to  fully  carry  out  my  object.  You  are  therefore  hereby  fully 
authorized  to  take  the  full  supervising  control  of  the  matter,  subject  to 
such  orders  and  instructions  as  you  may  from  time  to  time  receive  from 
me.  I will  direct  all  my  agents  to  report  to  you,  that  you  may  be  fully 
advised  of  their  acts,  &c. 

I am  informed  that  a number  of  mills  can  be  procured  in  that  section. 
I wish  them  to  be  immediately  put  to  work ; that  the  meal  obtained  from 
them  be  shipped  to  Port  Hudson  and  Vicksburg  for  immediate  use,  so 
as  to  enable  us  to  retain  the  corn  for  future  use;  from  these  mills  an 
abundant  supply  of  meal  can  be  obtained.  The  command  at  Port  Hud- 
son requires  about  8,000  bushels  per  month,  which  you  will  cause  to  be 
shipped  to  them  by  steamboats.  You  will  see  that  ample  transportation 
is  had  both  to  get  these  stores  up  the  river  to  Vicksburg,  and  when  it 
arrives  see  that  they  are  at  once  unloaded.  To  facilitate  this  matter 
you  had  better  call  on  the  quartermaster  to  have  wagons,  &c.,  ready, 
as  I am  informed  that  he  is  not  properly  supplied,  and  that  drays  are 
employed  at  very  high  rates.  I will  send  to  Vicksburg  an  agent  to  aid 
you  in  the  shipment  of  these  stores.  I also  deem  it  advisable  that  all 
stores  that  can  be  procured  from  North  Louisiana  be  also  purchased 
before  our  communication  with  that  section  is  interrupted.  To  accom 
plish  this  I will  send  an  agent  or  agents  to  that  section  of  which  I will 
advise  you. 

You  can  but  see,  major,  the  greatest  importance  in  obtaining  stores 
from  the  west  bank  of  the  river  before  it  is  too  late;  hence  it  is  needless 
in  me  to  urge  upon  you  great  exertions  to  obtain  them.  I therefore 
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trust  that  you  will  give  me  your  full  co-operation  and  that  you  will  give 
the  matter  your  personal  attention,  as  I intrust  it  to  you.  It  is  not  with 
an  intention  that  all  these  stores  remain  at  Vicksburg,  but  that  they 
be  shipped  to  this  place,  at  least  a large  proportion  of  them.  You  will 
keep  me  by  reports  duly  advised  of  your  acts  in  the  premises.

Sir  : Since  writing  you  on  yesterday  it  has  occurred  to  me  that  per- 
haps my  letter  of  instructions  was  not  as  full  as  I intended  that  it 
should  be ; hence  I again  write. 

I wish  you  to  take  all  necessary  measures  to  obtain  and  accumulate 
at  Vicksburg  all  army  stores  that  can  be  procured,  and  that  you  obtain 
them  from  any  points  where  they  can  be  procured.  I also  deem  it  a 
matter  of  the  greatest  importance  to  secure  mills  within  the  lines  of 
defenses  at  Vicksburg,  to  grind  meal  in  case  the  enemy  cut  off  the  sup- 
ply from  other  points.  You  are  therefore  particularly  charged  to  attend 
this  matter  and  secure  the  mills.  I deem  it  most  advisable  to  contract 
for  the  grinding  of  the  meal;  but  if  this  cannot  be  done,  then  you  must 
secure  a Government  mill.

Sir  : I had  the  honor  this  afternoon  to  receive  Special  Orders,  No. 
275,  of  this  date. 

If  I have  been  correctly  informed  the  forces  which  it  places  under  my 
command  are  greatly  inferior  in  number  to  those  of  the  enemy  opposed 
to  them,  while  in  the  Trans-Mississippi  Department  our  army  is  very 
much  larger  than  that  of  the  United  States.  Our  two  armies  on  this 
side  of  the  Mississippi  have  the  further  disadvantage  of  being  separated 
by  the  Tennessee  River,  and  a Federal  army  (that  of  Major-Geo eral 
Grant)  larger  probably  than  either  of  them.  Under  such  circumstances 
it  seems  to  me  that  our  best  course  would  be  to  fall  upon  Major-General 
Grant  with  the  troops  of  Lieutenant-Generals  Holmes  and  Pemberton, 
united  for  the  purpose,  those  of  General  Bragg  co-operating  if  prac- 
ticable. 

The  defeat  of  Major-General  Grant  would  enable  us  to  hold  the  Mis- 
sissippi and  permit  Lieutenant-General  Holmes  to  move  into  Missouri. 
As  our  troops  are  now  distributed  Vicksburg  is  in  danger.

Lieut.  Gen.  J.  0.  Pemberton: 

General  : Herewith  you  will  receive  the  copy  of  a letter  from  Maj. 
Gen.  Sterling  Price,  which  has  been  addressed  direct  to  this  Depart- 
ment. From  it  you  will  perceive  General  Price  is  urgent  to  be  trans- 
ferred with  his  command  to  the  Trans-Mississippi  Department,  and 
sustains  his  request  by  reference  to  the  past  engagements  of  this  De- 
partment. The  only  specific  engagement  known  to  me  is  that  contained 
in  the  passage  from  a letter  of  my  predecessor,  cited  by  General  Price, 
and  is  expressly  limited  and  guarded.  The  Department  now  as  then 
would  be  pleased  to  gratify  the  wish  of  General  Price,  but  must  have 
primary  reference  to  the  exigencies  of  the  service  and  the  public  safety. 
You  will  therefore  report  whether,  consistently  with  the  safety  of  your 
command  and  the  success  of  your  proposed  operations,  General  Price 
with  his  command  can  be  spared  to  the  Trans-Mississippi  Department. 
Should  such  be  your  conclusion,  without  further  instructions  from  this 
Department  you  will  order  him  to  cross  the  river  with  his  command 
and  report  to  General  Holmes,  commanding  that  military  department. 
Should  you  conclude  that  the  command  of  General  Price  cannot  now 
be  spared  you  will  consider  and  report  the  practicability  and  expedi- 
ency of  effecting  an  exchange  with  General  Holmes  of  a like  command, 
and  thus,  without  weakening  your  own  force,  gratify  the  wish  of  Gen- 
eral Price  to  be  transferred  with  his  command.  The  attention  of  Gen- 
eral Holmes  will  be  invited  to  such  exchange,  and  it  is  hoped  such  an 
arrangement  may  be  effected  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  interested  and 
without  detriment  to  either  command.  Whenever,  in  your  opinion, 
feasible  and  judicious,  such  arrangement,  if  made  with  General  Holmes, 
may  be  accomplished  by  you  without  further  reference  to  this  Depart- 
ment.

Secretary  of  War : 

Sir  : In  a communication  which  you  addressed  to  me  on  the  24th 
June  you  said : 

Your  division  has  been  already  retained  longer  than  the  President  contemplated 
when  it  was  ordered  across  the  Mississippi,  and  General  Bragg  will  order  it  to  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  Trans-Mississippi  Department  so  soon  as  it  can  be  safely  spared.  The 
time  of  transfer  will  of  course  depend  on  the  possibility  of  throwing  troops  across  the 
river  in  its  present  stage  or  on  the  military  operations  now  in  progress,  in  which  you 
have  expressed  a wish  to  co-operate. 

Nearly  five  months  have  passed  since  that  promise  was  made.  The 
military  operations  then  in  progress  have  been  completed.  The  troops 
can  be  spared  with  as  much  safety  at  this  as  at  any  time  in  the  imme- 
diate future,  and  the  possibility  of  throwing  them  across  the  river  is 
likely  to  diminish  daily,  and  the  officers  and  men  (I  speak  of  the  Mis- 
souri troops  constituting  the  division  referred  to)  are  clamorous  for  the 
fulfillment  of  your  promise.  I do  hope  that  you  will  not  delay  its  ful- 
fillment any  longer. 
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I have  been  informed  that  a law  has  been  recently  passed  which  au- 
thorizes the  President  to  commission  general,  field,  and  other  officers  to 
recruit  and  organize  troops  in  Missouri,  and  that  he  is  urged  to  make  a 
great  many  appointments  under  that  law.  He  will  pardon  me  for  sug- 
gesting that  he  could  n'ot  better  execute  that  law  than  by  sending  the 
officers  of  my  old  division  with  the  remnants  of  their  commands  upon 
that  duty. 

Those  officers  have  shown  themselves  upon  many  battle-fields  to  be 
able,  brave,  and  fit  to  command.  They  are  experienced  and  tried  gen- 
tlemen, deserving  and  enjoying  the  confidence  of  their  troops.  They 
have  won  their  commands  by  hard  service,  in  which  they  have  demon- 
strated their  merit.  Whom  could  the  President  more  fitly  or  more 
justly  send  to  Missouri  to  recruit  and  organize  troops  than  these  very 
officers'?  Their  presence  there  with  their  war-worn  veterans  would  not 
excite  the  prejudice  and  feeling  which  are  likely  to  be  aroused  against 
those  who,  owing  their  commissions  to  presidential  favor,  shall  present 
themselves  in  Missouri  to  supersede  the  gentlemen  who  have  been  rais- 
ing troops  there  and  who  have  not  made  themselves  known  to  His  Ex- 
cellency or  his  advisors  bjT  pressing  their  claims  to  office.  Every  one 
knows,  too,  that  these  old  regiments  and  batteries  would  if  recruited 
be  far  more  efficient  than  twice  the  number  of  new  regiments.  I am, 
moreover,  of  opinion  that  no  officers  could  recruit  troops  in  Missouri  as 
rapidly  as  these  would.  I am  sure  that  the  people  of  that  State  would 
more  gladly  enlist  in  these  old  regiments,  which  have  won  immortal 
renown  by  their  prowess  on  many  fields  and  which  are  commanded  by 
known  and  experienced  officers,  than  in  any  new  regiment  whatever. 

These  facts  are  too  plain  to  require  elucidation.  The  President  must 
admit  the  desirableness  of  executing  the  law  referred  to  in  this  mode, 
provided  these  troops  can  be  safely  spared  from  this  point.  I do  not 
feel  at  liberty  to  discuss  that  question.  I am  certain  that  they  can  be 
spared  as  safely  now  as  at  any  time  within  my  prospect,  and  that  the 
President  ought  not  to  hesitate  any  longer  to  order  them  across  the 
river,  in  fulfillment  of  his  and  your  promises.  A statement  of  their  num- 
bers is  the  best  argument  on  this  point.  The  Missouri  troops  consist 
of  six  regiments  of  infantry,  one  regiment  and  one  battalion  of  dis- 
mounted cavalry,  one  battalion  of  cavalry,  and  seven  light  batteries. 

The  present  effective  total  of  the  infantry  and  dismounted  cavalry  is 
only  2,662;  the  aggregatepresent  only  3,283,  or  less  than  350  men  to  the 
regiment.  There  are  about  500  men  in  the  batteries  and  about  250  men 
in  the  cavalry  battalion.  These  are  the  remnants  of  a force  of  nearly 
10,000  men  which  have  been  fighting  the  battles  of  the  Confederacy  for 
the  last  eleven  months.  Their  comrades  have  fallen  in  the  many  bloody 
battles  which  their  courage  has  prominently  illustrated,  or  have  been 
consigned  to  their  graves  or  the  hospitals  by  the  casualties  of  war  and 
the  pestilential  atmosphere  of  the  Mississippi  swamps.  I cannot  believe 
that  the  safety  of  this  point  can  be  endangered  materially  by  the  with- 
drawal of  so  insignificant  a force;  but  this  is  a matter  upon  which  I 
ought  not  to  express  my  opinion  to  the  President,  who  is  of  course  bet- 
ter informed  as  to  the  position  of  affairs  here  than  I can  possibly  be. 

There  are,  however,  Mr.  Secretary,  several  points  to  which  I desire 
to  very  respectfully  call  the  particular  attention  of  yourself  and  His  Ex- 
cellency. The  Missouri  troops  were  enlisted  in  the  Confederate  serv- 
ice upon  my  assurance  to  them  that  the  President  had  declared  to  the 
commissioners  who  negotiated  the  militia  treaty  between  Missouri  and 
the  Confederate  Government  in  October,  1861,  that  while  he  would  not 
stipulate  to  that  effect  in  the  treaty  it  was  neither  his  wish  nor  expecta- 
tion even  to  take  away  the  Missouri  troops  from  their  own  State.  They 
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enlisted  under  that  assurance,  and  were  instantly  ordered  to  this  side  of 
the  Mississippi  River.  When  I called  the  President’s  attention  to  that 1 
fact  last  June  he  expressed  his  regret  that  they  had  been  withdrawn 
and  promised  to  send  them  back,  as  was  subsequently  more  explicitly 
stated  in  your  communication. 

When  I returned  to  the  army  those  promises  were  made  known  to 
my  officers  and  men.  They  have  relied  upon  those  promises  and  are 
anxiously  awaiting  the  fulfillment  of  them.  I have  been  told  that  the 
President  expresses  his  astonishment  that  troops  professing  to  be  pa- 
triotic and  obedient  should  insist  as  these  troops  do  upon  being  sent  to 
a particular  point. 

The  position  of  Missouri  is  peculiar,  and  that  peculiarity  ought  to  be 
recognized.  It  explains  the  conduct  of  her  people  and  troops.  The 
State  is  and  has  been  for  nearly  a year  in  the  actual  military  possession 
of  the  enemy,  and  it  is*but  natural  that  her  people  should  begin  to  fear 
that  a treaty  of  peace  will  leave  her  in  the  Union  and  drive  such  of 
them  as  take  up  arms  into  exile.  It  is  that  belief  which  prevents  them 
from  entering  the  Confederate  service.  To  do  so  is  only  to  devote  them- 
selves and  theirs  to  ruin.  They  believe,  however,  that  if  the  Govern- 
ment would  make  an  earnest  effort  to  achieve  the  independence  of  Mis- 
souri it  would  succeed  and  bind  it  to  the  Confederacy  in  any  contin- 
gency. Those  of  them  who  are  in  the  army  are  therefore  anxious  that 
such  an  effort  should  be  made.  They  insist  that  they  at  least  may  be 
permitted  by  the  Government  to  make  it.  Is  there  anything  unreason- 
able in  this  request  % In  other  words,  the  Missourians  insist  upon  fight- 
ing in  Missouri  not  only  because  their  ruined  home  is  there  and  their 
unprotected  and  oppressed  families,  but  because  they  believe,  and  with 
too  much  cause,  that  unless  they  go  there,  and  that  right  speedily,  to 
fight  for  her  independence  her  doom  is  sealed,  and  that  all  their  suffer- 
ings and  the  blood  of  their  comrades  will  have  only  brought  ruin  on 
their  wives  and  children  and  desolation  on  their  homes.  It  is  not  just 
to  say  that  the  soldiers  from  other  States  have  as  much  right  to  ask  to 
be  sent  to  their  own  States.  The  case  is  entirely  different.  The  Missis- 
sippian,  wherever  he  fights,  knows  that  he  is  fighting  for  his  own  home 
and  his  own  liberty,  for  his  State  must  necessarily  form  part  of  the  Con- 
federacy ; but  this  is  not  the  case  with  the  Missourian  ; he  cannot  fight 
under  any  such  cheering  belief  except  upon  his  own  soil.  These  are 
facts  the  Government  ought  to  recognize.  The  troops  here  feel  them  so 
acutely  that  they  are,  as  I have  said,  clamoring  to  be  led  back  to  Mis- 
souri ; their  terms  of  service  begin  to  expire  next  month  ; they  do  not 
admit  the  right  of  the  Government  to  conscript  them ; they  will  claim 
their  discharges.  The  Government  may  choose  to  force  them  to  con- 
tinue in  the  service.  I confide  in  its  wisdom  not  to  do  so.  It  will  be  far 
better  to  act  justly,  and  in  a spirit  of  conciliation  to  order  myself  and 
the  troops  under  my  command  back  to  Missouri  in  accordance  with  your 
and  the  President’s  promises.

Sir  : As  you  seem  to  have  misunderstood  the  nature  of  my  letter  of 
the  24th  instant,  I beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  especially  to  the  fol- 
lowing points : 

Under  instructions  from  Lieutenant-General  Pemberton,  commanding 
department,  communicated  to  me  through  Major-General  Smith,  com- 
manding this  district,  I am  required  to  collect  very  large  amounts  of 
commissary  stores  at  this  point,  and  as  I am  dependent  for  corn,  meal, 
pease,  &c.,  on  the  river  above  and  below  this  point,  it  is  absolutely  neces- 
sary that  I should  have  at  least  two  steamboats,  which  will  be  kept  run- 
ning constantly,  in  order  to  secure  all  I can  in  places  which  are  likely  to 
be  cut  off*  by  the  raids  of  the  enemy.  I applied  for  the  steamboat  Louis 
D’Or  some  days  ago,  and  on  ascertaining  that  she  was  needed  tem- 
porarily for  special  service  elsewhere,  I stated  I must  have  another.  You 
will  therefore  please  turn  over  to  me  for  immediate  use  the  steamboats 
Louis  D’Or  and  Home,  which  will  be  immediately  sent  for  corn  and 
meal  already  engaged  and  awaiting  transportation. 

I am  also  ordered  to  construct  houses  in  which  to  secure  supplies,  and 
as  it  is  important  to  furnish  them  without  delay  I must  urge  you  to  use- 
all  dispatch  in  securing  lumber  and  nails  necessary.  I will  need  about 
70,000  feet  of  lumber  and  six  or  eight  kegs  of  nails.

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The  reduction  of  force  at  Helena  must  make  it  impossible  for  the  en- 
emy to  move  upon  Little  Rock,  but  rather  exposes  Helena  to  capture 
by  your  forces,  the  importance  of  which  is  even  greater  now  than  be- 
fore. You  will  perceive  the  necessity  for  successful  defense  at  Vicksburg. 

Is  not  your  force  sufficient  under  these  circumstances  to  make  a de- 
tachment, as  heretofore  proposed,  to  re-enforce  General  Pemberton 
before  a rise  in  the  Arkansas  and  White  Eivers  ? That  detachment 
might  again  return  to  west  side  of  river.  Whatever  can  be  done  should 
be  executed  with  the  utmost  rapidity.

It  is  evident  also  that  another  expedition 
is  preparing  against  Port  Hudson.  This  army  does  not  exceed  24,000 
effectives  of  all  arms.

In  respect,  to  General  Sibley’s  brigade,  which  he  had  some  time  since 
ordered  to  Virginia  in  answer  to  my  early  telegraph  to  send  five  Texas 
regiments  to  Virginia  on  the  suggestion  of  Senator  Wigfall,  but  which 
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I countermanded  by  telegraph  two  days  after,  I infer  from  a telegram 
received  by  General  Sibley  at  Mobile,  announcing  that  his  order  to  come 
to  Washington  was  countermanded,  that  General  Holmes  had  revoked 
the  order  for  the  movement  of  Sibley’s  brigade  to  Virginia. 

It  is  too  early  to  receive  an  answer  to  my  telegraph  to  General  Holmes 
sent  to  him  on  yesterday ; that  telegraph  reiterated  a call  on  him  to  send 
re-enforcements  to  Vicksburg.

Hon.  James  A.  Seddon, 

Secretary  of  War : 

Sir:  I respectfully  return  herewith  telegram  from  Maj.  G.  U.  Mayo, 
chief  of  ordnance  for  General  Pemberton,  to  His  Excellency  the  Presi- 
dent, with  your  indorsement  thereon.  I send  you  memorandum  show- 
ing arms,  &e.,  sent  to  General  Pemberton  since  29th  of  October,  by 
special  messengers.  I sent  a messenger  from  here  some  time  since  to 
hasten  forward  all  arms  on  any  of  the  railroads,  and  on  Sunday,  at  my 
request,  the  Quartermaster-General  telegraphed  to  his  officers  controll- 
ing transportation  to  urge  forward  all  arms  and  munition  for  General 
Pemberton.  1 have  ordered  Major  Childs,  at  Charleston,  to  send  to  him 
all  small-arms  that  could  be  spared  from  that  arsenal. 

There  is  a large  number  of  arms  at  Columbus,  Miss.,  needing  repairs, 
and  some  time  since  I directed  the  commanding  officer  there  to  repair 
these  as  rapidly  as  possible  and  send  them.  This  morning  I have  a 
telegram  from  him  in  which  he  says,  “Am  sending  about  600  arms  per 
week  to  General  Pemberton.” 

In  a letter  just  received  from  Lieutenant-Colonel  Oladowski,  chief  of 
ordnance  for  General  Bragg’s  army  (dated  November  23, 1862),  he  says: 

To  Atlanta,  in  addition  to  2,220  arms  sent  previously,  I forwarded  800  more,  and  by 
order  of  General  Bragg  I instructed  Major  Wriglit  as  soon  as  these  will  be  repaired  to 
issue  them  to  General  Pemberton,  500  of  which  are  already  forwarded. 

I have  authorized  Colonel  Stockton,  commanding  arsenal  at  Jackson, 
Miss.,  to  call  upon  all  contiguous  arsenals  for  ammunition,  &c.,  to  sup- 
ply General  Pemberton.

Sir  : I must  again  call  your  attention  to  the  importance  of  shipping 
supplies  of  salt,  bacon,  flour,  coffee,  and  candles  to  this  place.  The  last 
three  articles  I am  aware  can  only  be  sent  in  limited  quantities  for  the 
use  of  hospitals  and  filling  of  requisitions  in  special  cases,  but  it  is  im- 
portant for  me  to  secure  the  amount  of  same  necessary  for  the  time  fixed 
in  the  order  of  the  lieutenant-general  commanding  the  department,  viz, 
five  months.  The  major-general  commanding  the  district  has  again 
called  upon  me  in  regard  to  these  things,  and  is  urging  me  to  get  them 
here  so  that  they  will  be  on  hand  whenever  the  necessity  should  arise 
of  being  independent  of  outside  supplies.  He  especially  urges  me  to 
see  to  the  beeves  intended  for  this  command,  and  wishes  to  know  what 
you  intend  to  do  in  order  to  keep  up  the  supplies  necessary  for  our  sub- 
sistence during  the  five  months,  say  six  months,  from  this  time.  It  will 
require  8,000  beeves,  averaging  400  pounds  each,  to  supply  us,  and  they 
should  be  within  our  own  lines,  so  that  in  case  we  are  cut  off  we  can  be 
independent.  We  ought  also  to  get  our  salt  here  without  delay,  and 
as  the  time  has  about  arrived  when  we  may  expect  the  commencement 
of  hostilities  at  this  place  I need  only  lay  the  facts  before  you  to  let  you 
see  how  great  is  the  necessity  for  exertion  and  activity  in  order  to  put 
everything  here  that  is  needed,  a list  of  which  I send  at  foot.  We  will 
want  the  following  supplies : Eight  thousand  beeves,  250  casks  bacon, 
1,200  boxes  soap,  1,000  sacks  salt,  300  tierces  rice,  675  barrels  of  vine- 
gar, 1,500  barrels  of  flour,  70  sacks  coffee,  100  boxes  candles,  and  such 
an  amount  of  whisky  as  will  be  necessary  for  men  at  batteries  and 
where  they  are  exposed  on  special  service  to  extra  duty.  Corn,  meal, 
pease,  sugar,  and  molasses  I will  make  every  effort  to  get  in  sufficient 
quantities  here  and  from  the  river  above  and  below  here ; but  the 
other  rations  enumerated  above  I must  call  on  you  to  supply  and  urge 
you  to  commence  shipping  at  once.  Please  send  orders  in  regard  to 
the  rations  of  beef  and  meal,  fixing  it  at  125  pounds  per  100  rations  per 
day.

Dear  Sir  : X have  been  instructed  by  the  major-general  commanding 
to  accumulate  large  amounts  of  commissary  stores  here,  and  in  order 
to  preserve  them  properly  it  will  be  necessary  to  construct  rough  houses 
in  which  to  store  them.  The  corn,  pease,  and  meal  are  now  arriving 
here,  and  it  is  very  important  to  have  them  hauled  from  the  river  bank 
and  put  under  shelter  as  rapidly  as  possible.  I have  applied  to  the 
quartermaster  here  frequently,  but  can  get  no  lumber  nor  nails,  and 
must  call  your  attention  to  the  necessities  of  the  department  and  urge 
upon  you  the  great  importance  of  sending  these  things  on  speedily  as 
possible.  A telegram  from  Major-General  Smith  went  this  morning  to 
you  requesting  shipment  of  sixty  mules  and  harness  complete  in  order 
to  move  the  stores  from  the  river  bank.  I inclose  approved  requisition 
for  same,  and  hope  they  will  come  to  hand  immediately,  as  the  trans- 
portation question  is  a very  serious  one  at  this  time  and  is  becoming 
more  important  every  day.  Please  see  to  getting  lumber  and  nails  im- 
mediately.

Sir  : I have  received  this  morning  your  telegram  of  yesterday  inform- 
ing me  that  Lieutenant-General  Pemberton  is  falling  back  before  a very 
superior  force ; that  Lieutenant-General  Holmes  has  been  pjeremptorilv 
ordered  to  re-enforce  him,  but  that  as  General  Holmes’  troops  may  be  too 
late  the  President  urges  on  me  the  importance  of  sending  a sufficient 
force  from  General  Bragg’s  command  to  the  aid  of  Lieutenant-General 
Pemberton. 

Three  railroad  accidents  delayed  my  journey  so  much  that  I did  not 
reach  this  place  until  after  12  last  night ; consequently  your  dispatch 
was  delivered  to-day  too  late  for  communication  with  General  Bragg 
before  to-morrow,  when  I shall  visit  his  headquarters. 

I do  not  know  General  Pemberton’s  late  positions.  His  march,  I sup- 
pose, will  be  toward  Vicksburg,  where  General  Holmes’  troops  must 
cross  the  river.  His  movements  therefore  are  facilitating  the  junction, 
while  they  daily  render  that  of  General  Bragg  with  him  more  difficult. 
The  enemy,  too,  is  exactly  between  the  latter  and  himself.  It  seems  to 
me  consequently  that  the  aid  of  General  Holmes  can  better  be  relied  on 
than  that  of  General  Bragg.  I therefore  respectfully  suggest  that  that 
officer  be  urged  to  the  utmost  expedition.  Should  the  enemy  get  pos- 
session of  Vicksburg  we  cannot  dislodge  him.  The  Tennessee  River  is 
a formidable  obstacle  to  the  expeditious  march  of  General  Bragg’s  troops 
into  Mississippi.  He  may,  besides,  be  compelled  to  take  a circuitous 
route;  of  this,  however,  I am  not  fully  informed,  nor  have  I learned  the 
enemy’s  attitude  in  Tennessee.  It  is  to  be  presumed  that  all  such  in- 
formation can  be  acquired  at  General  Bragg’s  headquarters,  which  I 
shall  reach  to-morrow.

Two-thirds  of  my  force  is  in  Northwest  Arkansas  to  meet  a heavy 
advance  there  from  Springfield,  Mo.  I expect  a fight  daily.  Not  a 
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soldier  has  left  Helena,  but  it  has  been  re-enforced  by  two  divisions. 

rhere  are  now  there  25,000  men.  T 

Except  the  regiment  for  the  defense  on  the  fortifications  on  the  Lower 
Arkansas  and  White  Rivers  I have  but  6,000  infantry  to  defend  this 
valley.  The  distance  to  Vicksburg  is  300  miles,  with  no  supplies  on  the 
road.  I could  not  get  there  in  twenty-five  days,  and  all  would  be  lost 
here  before  I could  return.

Adjt.  and  Insp.  Gen.y  G.  S.  Army , Richmond , Va. : 

General  : Since  the  receipt  of  your  first  dispatch,  desiring  me  to. 
send  10,000  men  to  Vicksburg,  the  enemy  have  made  two  strong  dem- 
onstrations on  this  frontier — one  from  the  northwest,  m which  General 
Hindman’s  cavalry  division  were  driven  back  14  miles  from  Cane  Hill,. 
Ark.  leaving  the  enemy  in  possession  of  that  part  of  the  State  and  hall 
the  Cherokee  Nation,  to  reclaim  which  General  Hindman  is  now  ad- 
vancing with  his  entire  force;  the  other,  from  Helena,  with  9,000  men., 
on « the  Post  of  Arkansas,  was  made  by  land  and  water.  It  tailed  be- 
cause the  low  water  prevented  concert  of  action  between  the  two  in- 
tended attacks.  This  expedition  is  the  force  that  General  Pemberton 
supposed  had  left  Helena.  It  returned  there  three  days  after,  and  since 
then  Generals  Steele’s  and  Osterhaus’  divisions  have  been  added  to 
the  garrison,  where  there  are  now  not  less  than  25,000  men,  with  sixty 
pieces  of  artillery.  To  oppose  this  force  I have  2,500  to  defend  the 
fortifications  at  the  Post  of  Arkansas  and  at  Saint  Charles,  on  White 
River,  and  twelve  infantry  regiments,  numbering  about  6,000  fighting 
men,  near  Brownsville,  with  three  regiments  of  cavalry  at  Devalls. 
Bluff,  on  White  River. 

This  was  the  precise  state  of  affairs  when  your  telegrams  of  the  28th 
and  29th  reached  me  this  evening.  If  I withdraw  the  infantry  as  di- 
rected there  will  be  nothing  to  prevent  the  enemy’s  coming  to  Little 
Rock.  The  whole  valley  of  the  Arkansas  will  be  stampeded,  and  the 
political  party  which  has  constantly  cried  out  that  the  country  is  de- 
serted by  the  Government  will  pave  the  way  to  dangerous  disloyalty 
and  disgust.  Besides  this,  if  this  river  goes,  the  entire  trans  Mississippi 
region  goes  with  it,  for  the  country  between  this  and  Red  River  is  de- 
nuded of  supplies,  and  the  valley  of  the  Red  River  is  so  crowded  with 
slaves,  carried  there  from  Mississippi,  Louisiana,  and  Arkansas,  that  it 
is  doubtful  whether  its  abundant  crops  will  more  than  feed  its  popula- 
tion for  another  year. 

Under  these  circumstances,  and  with  the  greatest  reluctance,  I hesi- 
tate to  obey  your  last  order,  because  it  presupposes  the  safety  of  this 
river ; besides  this,  I could  not  reach  Vicksburg  in  less  than  thirty  days, 
as  I should  have  to  carry  my  supplies,  and  the  streams,  now  much 
swollen,  would  cause  delay  that  could  not  be  avoided,  the  distance  be- 
ing over  300  miles  and  the  troops  unaccustomed  to  marching.  I believe 
my  information  is  certain  that  it  will  not  be  attacked  until  the  army  in 
Mississippi  is  destroyed,.  Por  this  purpose  they  have  landed  immense 
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forces  at  Memphis,  coming  from  the  Ohio  River,  and  except  at  Helena 
there  is  not  a Federal  soldier  below  there.  If  I had  left  here  when  first 
directed  to  do  so  this  valley  would  now  have  been  in  their  possession. 
If  I leave  here  now  it  will  be  so  in  less  than  thirty  days. 

I expect  General  Hindman  to  attack  Schofield  at  Cane  Hill  to-morrow 
morning  at  daylight.  If  he  succeeds,  that  part  of  Arkansas  and  the 
Indian  country  will  be  free.  If  he  fails,  it  must  be  abandoned,  as  the 
supplies  for  an  army  there  would  have  to  come — the  bread  stuffs  from 
here  and  the  beef  from  Texas.  If  I erred  in  not  moving  at  once  to 
Vicksburg  it  was  because  all  your  telegrams  presupposed  the  safety  of 
Arkansas.  Sibley’s  brigade  was  to  have  gone  as  infantry  and  had  been 
strengthened  by  two  regiments.  General  Taylor  had  not  informed  me 
of  his  urgent  necessity  in  Louisiana,  and  I supposed  they  could  be  spared. 
I have  no  other  infantry  troops  than  those  above  disposed  of.

General  : Your  telegram  of  the  4th  instant  reached  me  at  a late  hour 
last  night,  and  a brief  message  was  forwarded  in  reply,  indicating  my* 
present  position. 

The  large  re-enforcements  received  by  the  enemy  in  West  Tennessee 
within  the  last  few  weeks,  and  his  concentration  of  forces  to  the  amount, 
I believe,  of  not  less  than  60,000  at  La  Grange,  Grand  Junction,  and 
other  points  between  my  position  on  Tallahatchie  and  his  base,  rendered 
it  more  than  doubtful  whether  I should  be  able  to  hold  so  long  a line 
with  the  very  small  force  at  my  disposal.  I was  aware  also  that  a con- 
siderable force  (not  much  less  than  my  own)  had  been  landed  on  the 
east  bank  of  the  Mississippi  River,  at  Friar’s  Point  and  Delta.  About 
the  27th  November  the  enemy  commenced  a simultaneous  movement  of 
his  armies  in  my  front  and  from  the  Mississippi  River,  threatening  my 
rear.  Gunboats  and  transports  loaded  with  troops  were  also  reported 
descending  the  river  toward  Vicksburg,  and  a demonstration  from  be- 
low was  made  at  the  same  time  against  Port  Hudson,  on  the  successful 
holding  of  which  point,  together  with  Vicksburg’s  defenses,  depends  the 
navigation  of  the  Mississippi  River. 

Port  Hudson  is  an  isolated  position,  not  naturally  strong  by  its  laud 
approaches,  and  at  any  time  open  to  attack  from  below.  It  is  by  this 
time  strongly  intrenched  and  garrisoned  by  about  5,500  effectives.  Port 
Hudson  is  distant  58  miles  from  the  railroad  depot  at  Tangipahoa. 
These  troops  are  not  available  on  a sudden  emergency  for  any  other  point 
nor  can  it  be  readily  re-enforced.  Vicksburg  is  strongly  intrenched,  and 
about  6,000  of  all  arms  are  held  in  immediate  vicinity  for  its  defense. 
My  army  on  the  Tallahatchie,  including  artillery  and  cavalry,  num- 
bered about  22,000  effectives,  most  of  the  cavalry  being  in  advance  and 
covering  both  flanks. 

Under  the  circumstances  narrated  above,  I determined  to  withdraw 
from  the  Tallahatchie  and  to  establish  my  line  behind  the  Yalabusha 
River.  The  movement  was  commenced  on  the  morning  of  the  1st  of 
December,  the  advance  guard  as  a reconnoitering  party  of  the  enemy 
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consisting  of  five  regiments  of  infantry,  two  of  cavalry,  and  two  field 
batteries  having  advanced  to  skirmishing  distance  from  our  advanced 
works. 

By  the  gross  misconduct  of  the  authorities  of  the  Mississippi  Central 
Railroad,  and  the  positive  disobedience  by  them  of  my  orders,  a small 
amount  of  public  property,  say  300  rounds  field  ammunition,  a few  tents, 
&c.,  were  burned  before  leaving. 

The  enemy’s  cavalry  and  some  mounted  infantry  have  followed  up 
our  movement,  occasionally  skirmishing  with  our  rear  guard,  without, 
however,  delaying  our  march,  which  has  progressed  without  the  loss  of 
a wagon  or  any  description  of  property. 

General  Price’s  corps  is  now  being  established  between  this  point  and 
the  Tuscahoma  Ferry.  Van  Dorn  will  occupy  the  ground  on  his  right. 

The  heavy  rains  which  have  fallen  will,  I believe,  enable  me  to  hold 
this  position  with  my  small  force  unless  a movement  is  made  by  the 
enemy  to  turn  my  right  by  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  Railroad.

I have  no  hope  of  any  assistance 
from  General  Holmes,  and  have  telegraphed  fully  on  that  subject  to 
Richmond  some  days  since.

Tell  Major  Mayo  to  have 
small-arm  ammunition  ready  if  needed,  particularly  ball,  and  ball  and 
buck,  caliber  .69.

killed  and  wounded  quite  a number.

I.  By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  hereafter  this  army  will  be 
denominated  Army  of  the  Department  of  Mississippi  and  East  Louis- 
iana, to  consist  of  two  corps,  designated  First  and  Second  Corps,  and 
will  be  commanded  respectively  by  Maj.  Gen.  Earl  Van  Dorn  and  Maj. 
Gen.  S.  Price. 

The  above  designations  will  be  used  in  all  official  communications 
emanating  from  the  headquarters  of  said  corps.  In  the  absence  of  the 
lieutenant-general  commanding  the  senior  officer  present  will  exercise 
the  immediate  command  of  the  army. 

II.  Each  corps  will  consist  of  two  divisions,  to  be  denominated  the 
First  and  Second  Divisions  j and  each  division  to  consist  of  two  bri- 
gades, First  and  Second  Brigades  of  such  division  of  such  corps. 

III.  Commanders  of  corps  will  organize  the  divisions  at  once  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  above,  observing  so  to  arrange  the  brigades  that  there 
shall  be  at  least  one  brigadier-general  by  commission  to  each  division. 

IV.  All  officers  who  may  be  relieved  from  command  of  brigades  by 
this  order  and  all  acting  staff  officers  attached  to  their  headquarters 
will  immediately  rejoin  their  respective  regiments  and  companies. 

V.  Major-General  Van  Dorn  resuming  command  of  the  First  Corps 
of  this  army,  Maj.  Gen.  Mansfield  Lovell  is  relieved  thereby,  and  not 
having  been  assigned  to  duty  by  the  War  Department  will  await  further 
orders.

General  S.  Cooper: 

The  movement  from  Helena  reported  by  General  Pemberton  October 
27  was  no  doubt  a part  of  a force  that  about  that  time  made  a strong 
demonstration  against  the  Post  of  Arkansas.  It  was  to  have  been  com- 
bined with  a land  force  that  actually  reached  White  Eiver,  within  12 
miles  of  the  Post.  The  water  movement  failed  and  the  whole  withdrew. 
Helena  has  been  re-enforced  and  is  now  occupied  by  25,000  of  the  enemy. 
Hindman  reported  he  would  be  engaged  by  dawn  to-day  near  Cane  Hill. 
McCulloch  has  but  6,000  effectives,  and  these  are  the  only  troops  that 
can  possibly  be  sent  away.  Withdraw  him  (McCulloch)  and  the  country 
is  open  from  Helena,  unless  we  occupy  it  by  General  Hindman’s  forces, 
in  which  case  Fort  Smith  and  the  Indian  country  will  be  open  to  the 
forces  now  in  front  of  Hindman. 

It  will  take  thirty  days  for  McCulloch  to  reach  Vicksburg,  as  much 
to  return,  and  so  long  as  may  be  required  to  be  of  effect  there  for  two 
months  and  a half.  Then  the  enemy  has  us  at  his  discretion. 

With  the  above  information  before  him,  does  the  President  insist  on 
the  order  of  the  29th  ultimo.  McCulloch  is  now  engaged  in  prepara- 
tions to  march,  and  will  be  ready  by  the  time  I get  your  reply.  Solemnly, 
under  the  circumstances,  I regard  the  movement  ordered  as  equivalent 
i to  abandoning  Arkansas. 
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The  above  is  unanimously  concurred  in  by  the  general  and  staff  officers 
whom  I have  had  in  consultation  with  me,  and  this  dispatch  is  intended 
to  take  the  place  of  the  one  I forwarded  to  you  last  night.

Commanding  Department  of  the  Mississippi  : 

General  : The  Navy  Department  having  instructed  me  to  discon- 
tinue work  on  the  gunboats  at  this  place  unless  the  defenses  of  the 
Yazoo  River  should,  in  my  opinion,  be  sufficient  to  keep  the  enemy 
from  ascending  that  stream,  I beg  leave  respectfully  to  submit  a note 
on  these  defenses  for  your  consideration : 

They  now  consist  of  batteries  mounting  one  light  8-inch  gun,  one 
heavy  8-inch,  rifled,  and  a 24-pounder ; one  smooth-bore  32-pounder, 
one  rifled  32-pounder,  two  heavy  12 -pounders,  rifled,  and  two  siege  24- 
pounders,  besides  field  artillery. 

Of  these  guns  I do  not  think  more  than  two  would  be  available  against 
the  enemy’s  armor-plated  vessels.  The  raft  is  a strong  barrier,  impass- 
able, in  my  opinion,  to  ships,  so  long  as  the  enemy  can  be  kept  from  land- 
ing on  it  to  destroy  it,  and  this  may  be  prevented  if  firm  men  are  placed 
at  the  howitzers  and  with  rifles  in  the  rifle-pits  overlooking  this  im- 
portant work.  But  I consider  necessary  to  the  completion  of  the  whole 
defenses  at  least  one  10-inch  gun,  so  that  when  the  enemy’s  progress 
shall  be  arrested  at  the  raft  he  may  be  there  destroyed.  Without  such 
addition  to  our  batteries  there  I fear  the  enemy  might  lay  under  them 
with  but  little  risk. 

I beg  leave  to  add  that  this  note  will  be  handed  to  you  by  Mr.  John 
McFarland,  a citizen  of  Yazoo  City,  a gentleman  who  has  been  long, 
zealously,  and  efficiently  engaged  in  pushing  on  our  public  defenses,  and 
one,  permit  me  to  add,  who  is  every  way  worthy  of  a patient  hearing 
from  you  regarding  the  defenses  of  the  Yazoo  Valley.

Hon.  Jefferson  Davis: 

Dear  Sir  : I doubt  not  you  have  ascertained  from  more  authentic 
sources  the  unhappy  condition  of  affairs  in  this  State.  The  army,  if  I 
am  correctly  informed,  is  in  a most  deplorable  state  as  to  its  morale  and 
organization  ; bad  enough  before,  its  retreat  from  Abbeville,  where  so 
much  labor  has  been  done  and  which  was  supposed  to  be  so  strong  a 
position,  has,  I fear,  put  the  finishing  touch  to  its  inefficiency.  Pem- 
berton has  not  impressed  himself  either  upon  the  people  or  the  army ; 
while  the  flank  movement  from  Friar’s  Point,  by  which  his  retreat  was 
forced,  and  which,  it  is  declared,  might  have  been  prevented,  has  dealt 
a staggering  blow  upon  those  who  desired  to  brace  him  with  the  public 
confidence.  It  seems  that  but  few  even  know  that  General  Pemberton 
is  at  the  head  of  the  army,  and  his  want  of  prominence  of  itself  at  such 
a crisis  depresses  the  spirit  of  the  people.  It  is  yet  called  u Van  Dorn’s 
Army;”  and  the  universal  opprobrium  which  covers  that  officer,  and  the 
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“lower  than  the  lowest  deep”  to  which  he  has  fallen  in  the  estimation 
of  the  community  of  all  classes,  you  cannot  be  aware  of.  He  may  be  but 
an  illustration  of  the  truth  of  the  proverb,  “Give  a dog  a bad  name,” 
&c. ; but  so  it  is,  and  the  fact,  not  its  justice  or  its  truth,  must  be  con- 
fronted. He  is  regarded  as  the  source  of  all  our  woes,  and  disaster,  it 
is  prophesied,  will  attend  us  so  long  as  he  is  connected  with  this  army. 
The  atmosphere  is  dense  with  horrid  narratives  of  his  negligence,  whor- 
ing, and  drunkenness,  for  the  truth  of  which  I cannot  vouch ; but  it  is 
so  fastened  in  the  public  belief  that  an  acquittal  by  a court-martial  of 
angels  would  not  relieve  him  of  the  charge.  I know  you  have  confi- 
dence in  him — you  believe  he  has  merit — high  merit,  I heard  you  so 
declare,  and  it  may  be  true  ; but,  not  to  criticise  his  actions  with  refer- 
ence to  the  foundation  of  your  good  opinion,  that  opinion  is  not  held, 
far  from  it,  by  those  whose  estimation  of  his  character  more  immedi- 
ately affects  our  common  welfare.  I know  I hazard  nothing  in  saying 
that  Van  Dorn’s  removal  from  the  army  with  which  he  is  now  associated 
would  benefit  it.  The  army,  I believe,  have  no  respect  for  him — have 
lost  confidence  in  themselves,  and  will  not  fight  under  him.  A gentle- 
man from  the  West  stated  yesterday  that  the  country  between  Houston 
and  Oxford  was  full  of  straggling  troops,  who  openly  declared  that  they 
had  abandoned  the  army  and  never  designed  to  return  UDtil  they  were 
placed  under  officers  fit  to  command  them. 

The  present  alarming  crisis  in  this  State,  so  far  from  arousing  the 
people,  seems  to  have  sunk  them  in  listless  despondency.  The  spirit 
of  enlistment  is  thrice  dead.  Enthusiasm  has  expired  to  a cold  pile  of 
damp  ashes.  Defeats,  retreats,  sufferings,  dangers,  magnified  by  spir- 
itless helplessness  and  an  unchangeable  conviction  that  our  army  is 
in  the  hands  of  ignorant  and  feeble  commanders,  are  rapidly  producing 
a sense  of  settled  despair,  from  which,  if  not  speedily  dissipated  by  some 
“ bright  event  or  happy  change,”  the  most  disastrous  consequences  may 
be  apprehended. 

I imagine  but  one  event  that  could  awaken  from  its  waning  spark  the 
enthusiastic  hopes  and  energy  of  Mississippians.  Plant  your  own  foot 
upon  our  soil,  unfurl  your  banner  at  the  head  of  the  army,  tell  your  own 
people  that  you  have  come  to  share  with  them  the  perils  of  this  dark 
hour,  and  appeal  to  every  Mississippian  who  is  not  “ so  base  that  would 
be  a bondman”  to  rally  to  your  side  in  rolling  back  the  insolent  foe  who 
invades  our  homes,  and  I believe  a shout  would  welcome  your  presence 
and  a multitude  respond  to  your  appeal  that  would  make  the  invader 
quail  before  the  uproar  of  such  a popular  tempest.  If  ever  your  presence 
was  needed  as  a last  refuge  from  an  “ Iliad  of  woes”  this  is  the  hour. 
It  is  not  a point  to  be  argued.  It  may  be  you  would  admit  Pemberton 
to  be  even  an  abler  general  than  yourself.  All  such  suggestions  may  be 
truth,  but  it  does  not  then  change  the  fiction,  as  available  as  fact  to 
the  popular  sentiment,  that  you  can  save  us  or  help  us  save  ourselves 
from  the  dread  evils  now  so  imminently  pending. 

If  those  evils,  so  threateningly  near,  can  be  averted  by  your  presence 
I need  not  pause  to  imagine  and  reply  to  objections  based  upon  your 
required  presence  at  Richmond  as  President  of  the  Republic.  That  can, 
may,  must  be  obviated.  There  is  a multitude  of  thoughts  which  arise 
in  my  mind  by  which  I could  enforce  the  step  I suggest,  but  they  will 
be  more  than  compassed  by  your  own  reflections  give  them  but  ample 
range.  Its  contemplation  makes  me  feel  eloquent,  but  I am  conscious 
my  ardor  and  fervency  would  appear  but  “dribbled  chilliness  reflected 
through  the  inky  portraiture  of  cold  white  paper.”  “Think  ou  these 
things.” 
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A vast  amount  of  commissary  stores  are  reported  to  have  been  de- 
stroyed at  Abbeville.  If  so,  God  only  knows  where  the  sustenance  of 
the  army  is  to  be  obtained.  Our  State  is  now  barely  able  to  feed  itself 
In  fact,  want  is  now  severely  felt  in  certain  portions.  Even  in  this  rich 
and  usually  abundant  section  everything  is  scarce;  small,  lean  pork  is 
20  cents,  and  but  little  to  sell  at  that. 

Why  is  it  the  conscript  acts  are  so  inefficiently  enforced  ? So  far  as 
I could  learn  in  the  course  of  my  travels,  conscription  is  a mere  farce. 
Two  months  had  elapsed  since  the  enemy  evacuated  Northern  Alabama 
and  yet  no  enrolling  officer  had  been  there.  Crowds  of  men  subject  to 
duty  are  everywhere — on  cars,  boats,  in  the  streets,  stores,  &c.;  but  the 
subject  of  their  conscription  seems  not  to  have  entered  their  heads.  The 
enrolling  officers,  now  as  important  as  President,  so  far  as  I see  or  hear, 
are  young  men  utterly  unfit  for  that  sacred,  stern  duty,  whom  nobody 
fears,  for  whom  nobody  cares,  and  who  exercise  their  discretion  as  to 
exemptions  with  unblushing  partiality  and  indifference.  I believe  the 
enforcement  of  the  act  in  this  State  and  Alabama,  where  I have  been, 
to  be  an  utter  failure.  Instead  of  being,  as  it  ought  to  be,  a measure 
that  saved  the  country,  it  threatens  to  be  the  cause  of  its  subjugation. 
It  arrested  all  volunteering,  &c.,  and  assumed  by  force  the  augmenta- 
tion of  the  army,  and  now  failing  to  do  so  our  “last  end  is  worse  than 
the  first.”  I had  a talk  with  Governor  Shorter,  of  Alabama,  upon  the 
subject.  He  gives  an  account  of  the  correspondence  between  Mr.  Ran- 
dolph  and  himself,  which  left  the  matter  in  confusion,  and  he  admits  the 
enforcement  of  the  act  in  Alabama  is  a humbug  and  farce.  Surely  the 
most  stern,  sober,  substantial  men  should  be  selected  for  enrolling  offi- 
cers. If  not  enforced,  as  they  ought  to  be,  with  iron  and  unrelenting 
firmness,  our  cause  is  lost.  You  cannot  imagine  the  open,  bold,  unblush- 
ing attempts  to  avoid  getting  in  and  to  keep  out  of  the  army.  All  shame 
has  fled  and  no  subterfuge  is  pretended,  but  a reckless  confession  of  an 
unwillingness  to  go  or  to  remain.  All  that  gave  attractive  coloring  to 
the  soldier’s  life  has  now  faded  into  “cold,  gray  shadow”  with  nine 
tenths  of  the  army,  and  if  permitted,  in  my  opinion,  would  dissolve  to- 
morrow, heedless  of  the  future.  Let  an  iron  band  be  welded  around 
it ; for  the  pressure,  take  my  word  for  it,  is  nearly  overwhelming.  There 
are  many  plausible  reasons  for  this  desire  to  get  away  which  I need  not 
detail.  A rigorous  enforcement  of  the  conscription  would  tend  to  allay 
this  spirit  of  discontent.  Reorganize  the  whole  system,  and  let  popu- 
lar attention  be  started  and  attracted  by  the  prominent,  rich,  and  in- 
fluential men  being  swept  into  the  ranks. 

Never  did  a law  meet  with  more  universal  odium  than  the  exemption 
of  slave-owners.  Its  injustice,  gross  injustice,  is  denounced  even  by 
men  whose  position  enables  them  to  take  advantage  of  its  privileges. 
Its  influence  upon  the  poor  is  most  calamitous,  and  has  awakened  a 
spirit  and  elicited  a discussion  of  which  we  may  safely  predicate  the 
most  unfortunate  results.  I believe  such  a provision  to  be  unnecessary, 
inexpedient,  and  unjust.  I labored  to  defeat  if  and  predicted  the  con- 
sequences of  its  enactment.  It  has  aroused  a spirit  of  rebellion  in  some 
places,  I am  informed,  and  bodies  of  men  have  banded  together  to  re- 
sist ; whilst  in  the  army  it  is  said  it  only  needs  some  daring  man  to  raise 
the  standard  to  develop  a revolt.  As  I opposed  the  provision  vio- 
lently, predicted  the  consequences,  and  believe  they  have  occurred,  I 
hope  you  will  satisfy  yourself  of  the  truth  with  reference  to  the  recom- 
mendations of  your  message.  I shall  offer  a bill  to  repeal  it  the  first 
day  of  the  session. 

I am  satisfied  that  the  whole  policy  of  admitting  substitutes  is  wrong. 
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The  reasons  I need  not  detail.  Let  me,  however,  suggest  one.  In  case 
of  large  pay  it  causes  a certain  class  of  men  to  seek  exemption  on  their 
own  account,  straining  to  reach  beyond  the  age,  to  be  regarded  as  me- 
chanics, &c.  Again,  it  causes  men  who  are  liable  to  be  ever  on  the 
search  to  find  some  man  to  take  their  place,  and  therefore  never  become 
imbued  with  the  spirit  of  the  soldier  nor  buckle  on  the  harness  for  reg- 
ular duty.  A bill  nearly  abolishing  the  whole  system  did  pass  the 
Senate  but  was  lost  in  the  House  by  having  been  foolishly  and  uncon- 
stitutionally linked  with  another  measure.  I shall  offer  to  abolish  it  in 
toto , and  wish  you  could  give  it  the  benefit  of  your  recommendation. 

How  is  it  that  such  numbers  of  paroled  men  are  traveling  all  over 
the  country,  to  their  homes  and  otherwise  ? Not  a tithe  of  them  will 
ever  again  be  heard  of.  Mere  general  orders  that  they  shall  report  at 
some  place  amount  to  nothing.  If  permitted  to  scatter  at  all,  orders 
never  reach  them  j if  published  in  a few  smutted  lines  in  small  type  in 
the  corner  of  a newspaper,  a reading  man  may  read  the  sheet  and  never 
see  the  order.  But  not  even  the  paper  ever  falls  into  the  hands  of  one  in 
a thousand  for  whom  it  was  intended 5 and  when  once  sheltered  in  the 
coves  and  mountains  of  the  country  or  lost  in  the  general  population 
they  are  gone  forever.  A man  has  but  to  say  he  is  a paroled  soldier 
and  the  question  is  settled.  Paroled  men  ought  never  to  be  permitted 
to  go  at  large,  if  I may  use  the  term.  Each  army  ought  to  have  a camp 
or  place  where  they  are  required  to  report,  and  no  such  soldier  be  per- 
mitted to  travel  without  arrest,  except  in  going  to  such  camp.  1 don’t 
know  exactly  how  the  remedy  is  to  be  applied,  but  I assure  you  the  evil 
is  a great  one.  Give  it  your  attention. 

There  was  a most  important  financial  measure  passed  unanimously 
by  the  Senate  last  session,  which  I had  supposed  also  passed  the  House, 
but  certain  facts  have  suggested  a doubt.  It  proposed  to  the  States  to 
issue  their  bonds,  sell  them  for  Confederate  notes,  and  to  invest  the 
notes  so  obtained  in  Confederate  bonds.  It  is  the  most  safe,  certain, 
and  prompt  means  of  retiring  a portion  of  our  circulation  that  has  been 
suggested.  I have  never  heard  it  submitted  to  an  intelligent  mind  that 
did  not  at  once  heartily  approve  it.  If  properly  pressed  upon  and  ex- 
plained to  the  respective  Legislatures  I am  satisfied  the  scheme  would  be 
adopted.  The  Legislature  was  in  session  in  Montgomery,  and  I inquired 
whether  the  measure  had  been  brought  to  its  attention  by  the  members 
. from  Alabama.  I was  informed  that  it  had  not  nor  was  any  member  ad- 
vised of  the  existence  of  such  a law.  Governor  Shorter  informed  me  he 
had  received  no  communication  from  yourself  on  the  subject.  The  Gov- 
ernors of  Georgia  and  North  Carolina  make  no  reference  to  such  a law, 
and  I must  therefore  suppose  the  act  did  not  pass.  Did  it  or  not  ? Ad- 
vise me  by  telegraph  at  Jackson.  The  Assembly  convenes  on  the  17th, 
and  I desire  to  be  there. 

The  Alabama  Legislature  passed  an  act  declaring  militia  officers  liable 
to  conscription  under  the  Confederate  laws.  I urged  the  passage  of  a 
similar  act  in  relation  to  justices  of  the  peace,  &c.  Several  leading  men 
agreed  to  try  and  do  so,  but  I am  not  informed  as  to  the  result.  Ought 
not  every  State  to  pass  such  an  act  ? 

The  number  and  character  of  men  scattered  through  the  country  and 
army,  and  in  some  way  connected  with  it,  but  without  guns  in  their 
hands,  is  a subject  of  severe  criticism  and  of  loud  complaint.  Young 
men  in  groups  are  u hangers-on”  around  every  officer  of  any  rank,  doing 
nothing  but  exciting  discontent  among  the  working  soldiery,  whilst  every 
sort  of  office,  great  and  small,  is  filled  with  such  vermin.  It  seems  as 
if  nine  tenths  of  the  youngsters  of  the  land  whose  relatives  are  con- 
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spicuous  in  society,  wealthy,  or  influential  obtain  some  safe  perch 
where  they  can  doze  with  their  heads  under  their  wings.  Partiality, 
favoritism,  perhaps  bribery  and  corruption,  sustain  this  acknowledged 
evil.  It  exists  at  least  to  an  enormous  extent,  and  should  be  dug  up 
and  cast  out  by  the  roots. 

Again,  why  cannot  men  over  forty -five  act  as  teamsters,  wagon  guard, 
&c.,  and  other  details,  instead  of  taking  hundreds  of  younger  soldiers 
from  the  ranks  and  thus  weakening  the  line  ^ 

But  I am  extending  this  letter  too  far.  May  God  have  you  in  his 
holy  keeping.

Commanding , Ac..  Vicksburg  : 

Dear  Sir  : In  accordance  with  your  instructions  I proceeded  y ester-* 
day  to  the  headquarters  of  the  forces  on  the  Yazoo  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  the  establishment  of  a depot  for  commissary  stores  there  for 
the  troops,  and  to  appoint  a post  commissary  for  the  accumulation  of  a 
sufficient  amount  to  prevent  suffering  in  case  the  communications  be- 
tween here  and  there  were  cut  off  by  the  enemy. 

I consulted  with  Col.  Edward  Higgins,  senior  officer  in  command,  and 
also  with  Colonel  Withers,  of  the  First  Mississippi  Artillery,  and  we 
have  agreed  it  would  be  best  to  appoint  a commissary  at  once  and  to 
have  a sufficient  supply  of  provisions  to  last  the  command  there  thirty 
days  in  advance.  In  order  to  secure  all  the  corn,  pease,  and  such  other 
necessary  articles  of  subsistence  as  can  be  had  from  the  country  above 
there,  and  satisfy  planters  that  they  will  not  only  find  a market  for  their 
produce  by  bringing  it  there  but  that  they  will  be  safe  in  doing  so,  I 
ordered  the  construction  of  a flat-boat  and  purchased  one  other  already 
completed  for  the  establishment  of  a Government  ferry  at  a point  on 
the  Yazoo  Biver  very  near  or  at  Haines’  Bluff,  where  it  will  be  entirely 
out  of  the  range  of  fire  in  the  event  of  an  engagement  on  the  river  below 
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the  raft.  I also  ordered  the  construction  of  such  rough  log  houses  as 
may  be  necessary,  convenient  to  the  command,  for  storage  of  heavy  ar- 
ticles, such  as  sugar,  bacon,  rice,  and.  molasses,  and  have  secured  the 
use  of  such  houses  on  the  place  of  Mr.  Ben.  Roach  as  are  necessary  for 
storage  of  such  articles  as  will  be  better  to  have  kept  there.  I also 
made  arrangements  with  him  to  grind  corn  and  furnish  a sufficient 
amount  of  meal  for  all  the  troops.  He  also  agrees  to  furnish  pasturage 
for  150  to  200  head  of  beeves.  He  will  act  as  a Government  agent 
under  the  post  commissary  to  assist  in  purchasing  and  storing  such 
supplies  as  can  be  had  near  and  above  the  Yazoo  forces,  and  thus  avoid 
the  necessity  for  transporting  them  by  land  from  this  place.

I.  The  major-general  commanding  has  learned  with  very  profound  re- 
gret that  the  troops  of  Green’s  brigade  are  greatly  disaffected  by  reason 
of  their  being  kept  upon  this  side  of  the  Mississippi  Eiver,  and  particu- 
larly by  the  detention  in  the  service  beyond  their  original  term  of  enlist- 
ment. He  has  been  informed  that  there  is  danger  that  some  of  them 
may  under  the  impulse  of  this  disaffection  (which  has  been  artfully  in- 
tensified by  designing  men)  do  acts  which  will  not  only  bring  disgrace 
upon  themselves  and  their  families  but  upon  their  comrades  and  their 
State,  and  which  may  bring  disaster  and  ruin  upon  the  cause  for  which 
they  have  done  and  suffered  so  much.  He  therefore  asks  them  to  listen 
to  a few  words  of  counsel  and  advice. 

He  admits  they  have  much  seeming  cause  to  be  discontented.  They 
were,  most  of  them,  enlisted  under  his  assurance  that  they  would  not  be 
brought  away  from  Missouri,  but  would  be  permitted  to  fight  there  for 
the  independence  of  their  own  State  and  for  the  defense  or  the  recovery 
of  their  own  homes.  He  believes  that  without  that  assurance  they  would 
have  preferred  to  fight,  as  they  had  theretofore  fought,  an  unpaid  soldiery 
under  that  flag  of  Missouri,  beneath  whose  folds  they  had  never  suffered 
defeat,  but  under  which  they  had  won  victories  which  will  never  be 
forgotten  so  long  as-  valor  and  patriotism  shall  be  honored  among  men. 
He  gave  that  assurance  in  perfect  good  faith,  believing  then,  as  he 
believes  now,  that  he  was  authorized  to  give  it.  The  men  who  had  en- 
listed under  that  assurance  were  nevertheless  immediately  transferred 
to  this  side  of  the  Mississippi  Eiver,  far  away  from  their  invaded  homes 
and  their  hapless  families,  and  they  had  hardly  been  brought  hither  be-

fore  they  were  impressed  as  it  were  into  the  service  beyond  the  period 
of  their  original  and  voluntary  enlistment. 

He  admits  that  these  facts  have  given  them  too  much  seeming  cause 
to  believe  that  the  Government  has  designedly  entrapped  them  into  its 
service;  and  artful  men  hav^,  he  has  been  told,  used  these  facts  to  con- 
vince them  that  they  have  been  wronged  and  outraged  by  it,  and  that 
they  ought  to  resist  its  attempts  to  hold  them  in  its  service. 

If  the  major-general  commanding  believed  this,  and  that  the  Govern- 
ment had  acted  thus  basely,  he  would  place  himself  at  your  head  and 
lead  you  back  to  the  State  of  your  devotion  and  his  love,  and  no  obstacle 
should  prevent  him.  But,  soldiers,  he  does  not  believe  it.  The  Gov- 
ernment may  have  erred;  it  has  not  willfully  or  intentionally  wronged 
you. 

The  major-general  commanding  has  never  ceased  to  urge  your  trans- 
fer back  to  the  Trans-Mississippi  Department.  He  has  never  since  this 
war  begun  lost  sight  of  the  smoke  of  your  camps  but  once,  and  then  he 
left  you  reluctantly  to  go  to  Richmond  in  order  to  entreat  the  President 
to  send  you  and  him  back  to  Missouri  to  battle  there  for  the  Confed- 
eracy. He  has  recently  forwarded  other  urgent  entreaties  to  the  same 
effect  and  one  of  his  staff  is  even  now  in  Richmond  awaiting  the  Presi- 
dent’s answer  to  them,  and  he  has  been  informed  that  the  President 
says  that  you  shall  be  sent  back  to  Missouri  as  soon  as  you  can  be 
spared  from  this  place.  Await  his  answer  with  that  patient  forbearance 
which  becomes  the  good  citizen  as  well  as  the  brave  soldier. 

The  major-general  commanding  has  carefully  examined  the  laws  re- 
lating to  this  subject,  and  he  thinks  that  there  can  be  no  doubt  that 
the  terms  of  enlistment  of  all  the  Missouri  troops  in  this  corps  between 
the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty  years  have  been  extended  by  the  pro- 
visions of  those  acts  to  three  years  from  their  date  of  enlistment  in  the 
Confederate  service,  if  the  war  shall  last  so  long. 

The  law  of  April  16  says  in  so  many  words  that  “ all  the  persons 
aforesaid  (that  is  to  say,  all  white  men  who  are  residents  of  the  Confed- 
erate States  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  thirty-five  years)  who  are 
now  in  the  armies  of  the  Confederacy,  and  whose  term  of  service  will 
expire  before  the  end  of  the  war,  shall  be  continued  in  the  service  for 
three  years  from  the  date  of  their  original  enlistment,  unless  the  war 
shall  have  been  sooner  ended/’  and  no  subsequent  act  in  his  opinion 
changes  that  provision  except  to  extend  the  age  to  forty  years. 

This  may  and  doubtless  does  seem  hard  to  you,  but  it  is  a hardship 
which  bears  upon  the  citizens  of  every  State  alike,  and  surely  you,  who 
have  shown  yourselves  to  be  so  brave  and  patriotic,  will  not  claim  ex- 
emption from  a law  which  has  been  manfully  submitted  to  by  the  citi- 
zens of  every  State  in  the  Confederacy. 

Soldiers  of  Missouri!  be  patient;  be,  as  you  have  heretofore  been, 
long-suffering  and  obedient.  Remember  what  you  owe,  not  only  to 
yourselves  and  to  your  families  but  to  the  memory  of  the  brave  com- 
rades who  have  already  fallen  in  this  death  struggle.  Remember  that 
they  have  died  that  you  may  be  free. 

You  have  by  your  exalted  patriotism  and  your  glorious  services  not 
only  won  for  yourselves  the  respect  of  the  world  and  the  love  of  the 
Southern  people,  but  you  have  made  the  name  of  Missouri  honored 
wherever  the  history  of  your  deeds  has  been  told.  Throw  not  away  by 
an  act  of  cowardly  desertion  all  that  you  have  so  hardly  and  so  glori- 
ously won,  and  bring  not  disgrace  upon  the  name  which  you  have  made 
so  honored  just  at  the  day  and  perhaps  at  the  hour  when  you  may  be 
reaching  the  wished-for  goal  of  all  your  struggles  and  all  your  hopes. 
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Remember  that  you  are  the  inheritors  and  should  be  the  defenders  of 
the  honors  and  glories  which  cluster  about  the  old  State  Guard.  Hold 
the  old  banner  still  aloft  and  trail  it  not  home  in  disgrace. 

Ho  past  services,  however  glorious,  can*  save  from  dishonor  him  who 
meanly  deserts  his  country  and  his  comrades  in  the  hour  of  danger  nor 
shield  his  wife  and  children  from  the  shame  and  ignominy  which  cling 
ever  after  to  the  deserter’s  family.  But  if  there  be  among  you  one 
cowardly  enough  to  desert  let  him  consider  the  difficulties  which  ob- 
struct his  path  and  remember  the  fate  which  awaits  him.  From  that 
fate  the  major-general  commanding  cannot  save  him  if  he  would. 

Be  then  patient  for  awhile.  Every  effort  is  being  made  to  accomplish 
your  wishes  and  to  take  you  back  to  your  homes.  Thwart  not  those 
efforts  by  mutinous  behavior  or  dastardly  desertion. 

The  major-general  commanding  claims  the  right  to  speak  to  you 
plainly.  He  has  never  deceived  you.  He  has  never  hesitated  to  share 
your  every  discomfort  and  your  every  danger.  He  might  at  any  time 
have  gone  back  to  Missouri  to  command  a new  army  had  he  been  will- 
ing to  part  from  you.  He  might  go  there  to-morrow  if  he  would  con- 
sent to  leave  you ; but  he  will  never  abandon  the  brave  soldiers  and 
long-suffering  men  whom  he  has  led  from  the  beginning,  who  have 
always  followed  him  so  nobly,  and  who  have  won  for  him  all  the  honor 
and  glory  which  a partial  people  has  lavished  upon  him.  He  asks  that 
you  will  continue  to  stand  by  him  as  he  has  stood  by  you  and  as  he 
will  stand  by  you  to  the  end.

Enemy  reported  in  two  columns, 
one  from  Corinth,  other  from  Oxford ; column  from  Corinth  3,000  strong.  No  am- 
munition here  at  arsenal ; must  have 20,000  rounds  musket  and  shot-gun  ammunition; 
also  an  additional  force  from  Jackson  or  some  point ; cannot  hold  this  place  against 

5,000  of  enemy.  My  effective  force  only  about  600  strong.  All  machinery  is  still  at 
arsenal.  Large  amount  of  quartermaster  and  commissary  stores  here.

Dear  Sir  : It  is  impossible  for  me  to  carry  out  the  orders  of  the 
generals  commanding  the  department  and  district  to  lay  in  supplies  for 
six  months,  according  to  my  letters  to  you  of  the  2d  and  4th  instant, 
without  assistance  from  you,  as  I must  rely  on  your  post  for  some  of 
the  stores  needed.  I must  again  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of 
sending  them  forward  as  soon  as  possible.  Of  the  stores  named  that 
will  be  required  here,  in  my  letters  alluded  to,  I have  only  received  notice 
of  shipments  of  some  500  small  sacks  salt  and  200  tierces  rice,  only  a 
small  portion  of  which  have  yet  been  received.  Keep  me  fully  advised 
of  the  stores  to  be  sent  here  and  what  I can  rely  on.  This  matter  is 
very  important,  and  if  there  is  to  be  any  failure  to  comply  with  orders 
the  responsibility  must  attach  where  it  properly  belongs.

Mr.  President  : From  such  information  as  I have  been  able  to  ob- 
tain I think  that  we  shall  require,  to  hold  this  department  and  the  Mis- 
sissippi River,  an  active  army  of  about  40,000  men  to  oppose  the  troops 
of  Grant  and  Banks,  and  garrisons  at  Vicksburg  and  Port  Hudson  ca- 
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pable  of  holding  those  places  against  combined  attacks  until  succored 
by  the  active  army. 

Major-General  Smith  has  about  5,900  artillery  and  infantry  for  duty 
to  defend  a line  of  10  miles,  exclusive  of  the  position  of  Snyder’s  Mill, 
which  requires  three  of  his  eight  regiments.  Should  the  enemy  attack  by 
land  as  well  as  by  water,  which  is  highly  probable — almost  certain — we 
would  require  at  least  eight  more  regiments  of  500  or  600  men  each. 

I have  not  seen  Port  Hudson,  but  a map  of  the  ground  gives  me  the 
opinion  that  it  requires  a garrison  as  strong  as  that  necessary  here.  It 
now  amounts  to  about  5,500  of  all  arms,  so  that  an  addition  of  as  many 
more  will  be  required  there,  in  all  11,000  or  12,000  men. 

For  the  active  force  we  have  now  21,000  men  near  the  Yalabusha. 
About  9,000  have  been  ordered  to  this  department  from  Lieutenant- 
General  Smith,  and  it  is  supposed  that  an  equal  force  is  on  its  way 
from  Arkansas. 

No  more  troops  can  be  taken  from  General  Bragg  without  the  danger 
of  enabling  Bosecrans  to  move  into  Virginia  or  to  re-enforce  Grant. 
Our  great  object  is  to  hold  the  Mississippi.  The  country  beyond  the 
river  is  as  much  interested  in  that  object  as  this,  and  the  loss  to  us  of 
the  Mississippi  involves  that  of  the  country  beyond  it.  The  8,000  or 
10,000  men  which  are  essential  to  safety  ought  therefore,  I respectfully 
suggest,  to  be  taken  from  Arkansas,  to  return  after  the  crisis*  in  this 
department. 

I firmly  believe,  however,  that  our  true  system  of  warfare  would  be 
to  concentrate  the  forces  of  the  two  departments  on  this  side  of  the 
Mississippi,  beat  the  enemy  here,  and  then  reconquer  the  country  be- 
yond it  which  he  might  have  gained  in  the  mean  time. 

I respectfully  ask  Your  Excellency’s  attention  to  the  accompanying 
letter*  of  Major-General  Smith,  in  relation  to  the  inadequacy  of  the 
garrison  of  Vicksburg,  begging  you  to  take  his  estimate  of  the  force 
needed  instead  of  mine,  as  his  is  based  upon  accurate  calculation.!

Dear  Sir:  Maj.  Theodore  Johnson,  commissary  of  subsistence  at 
Jackson,  has  called  on  me  to  ship  him  20,000  bushels  corn  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible, for  the  use  of  the  troops  above  and  below  that  place;  he  desires  as 
much  of  this  as  can  be  spared  in  meal.  He  says  he  can  have  the  corn 
ground  at  Jackson  if  the  meal  cannot  be  sent.  Under  your  order  I am 
now  using  every  effort  to  accumulate  five  months’  supplies  at  this  post, 
which  I construe  to  mean  that  five  months’  supplies  must  be  stored  here 
to  rely  upon  and  render  the  troops  independent  entirely  of  any  outside 
resources  after  hostilities  shall  have  commenced,  and  that  there  must 
be  a sufficient  supply  for  the  daily  current  demands  of  the  troops  in- 
dependent of  the  amount  stored. 

Under  date  of  November  20,  1862,  Lieutenant-General  Pemberton 
orders  that  rations  be  kept  on  hand  for  10,000  men  for  five  months;  this 
order  was  sent  me  through  Maj.  John  G.  Devereux,  who  indorsed  on  it, 
“The  10,000  men  are  additional  to  those  now  here,”  as  the  number  of 
men  at  that  time  was  about  7,500.  I at  once  made  an  estimate  of  the 
rations  that  would  be  required  for  10,000  more  men,  allowing  for  one 
month’s  supplies  additional,  which  would  be  consumed  from  day  to  day 
previous  to  commencement  of  hostilities ; thus  I estimate  for  at  least 

15.000  men  for  six  months.  Major  Johnson  informs  me  that  the  orders 
are  to  provide  for  10,000  men  for  five  months,  and  for  that  reason  wants 
to  get  any  surplus  we  may  have  now  or  may  yet  receive.  Another 
difficulty  in  the  way  of  answering  his  demand  is  the  scarcity  of  sacks. 
We  now  need  10,000  more  than  we  have,  and  if  the  few  we  have  are  sent 
away  from  the  post  it  may  be  several  weeks  before  we  can  again  secure 
the  use  of  them.  He  sent  a telegram  on  yesterday  morning  ordering 
200  bushels  of  salt  to  be  shipped  to  the  commissary  at  Port  Hudson. 
We  have  not  much  more  than  two  months’  supply  on  hand,  and  as  we 
will  need  much  of  this  article  in  order  to  put  up  beef  and  pork  I will 
wait  orders  from  you  before  doing  anything  in  the  premises.  We  have 
secured  by  extreme  exertion  a small  amount  of  bacon  and  flour,  and  as 
these  articles  (as  well  as  salt)  are  scarce,  and  if  sent  from  here  I might 
not  be  able  to  replace  them,  I would  like  to  receive  your  instructions 
in  regard  to  my  course  when  I may  be  called  on  to  ship  them  to  other 
places.  Please  inform  me  on  all  these  points,  and  what  answer  I shall 
make  to  Major  Johnson  especially  in  regard  to  the  corn  and  salt. 

I inclose  statement  of  stores  on  hand,  besides  which  we  have  about 

30.000  bushels  of  corn,  which  are  now  on  the  levee  and  in  machine-shops. 
You  can  see  by  comparing  these  items  with  inclosed  estimate  of  stores 
required  what  our  condition  is,  and  what  can  be  sent  away.

I expect 
to  hear  to-morrow  definitely.  Our  scouts  report  that  the  Fed^rals  say 
that  Memphis  was  attacked  on  the  22d  at  three  different  points  by  cav- 
alry, supposed  to  be  Van  Dorn’s.  No  result  given  except  that  a large 
quantity  of  supplies  was  destroyed.  Seventy  transports  with  troops 
left  Helena  and  Memphis  on  Sunday  and  Monday,  12,000  remaining  to 
follow.  Memphis  papers  say  Forrest  broke  up  the  track  between  Hum- 
boldt and  Carroll  Station  on  the  19th,  cutting  off  Grant’s  supplies  and 
preventing  the  trains  passing  between  Jackson  and  Columbus.

Lieutenant-General  Pemberton: 

Helena  and  Memphis  expedition  left  for  Vicksburg  Sunday  night  and 
Monday.  From  30,000  to  40,000  troops  gone  down  the  river.  About 
12,000  at  Helena  still,  and  General  Alcorn  says  they  are  going  to  march 
by  mouth  of  Cold  water.  No  troops  on  this  side  of  the  river.  From 
good  authority  I learn  that  Helena  is  soon  to  be  evacuated  and  Fort 
Curtis  dismantled.  Yankees  report  Memphis  attacked  from  three  direc- 
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tions  on  Monday  last,  22d  instant,  by  rebel  cavalry.  They  state  that 
we  captured  a large  amount  of  supplies.  Sixteen  pickets  killed  west  of 
Helena  yesterday  morning,  and  25  or  30  wounded  and  captured. 

Expedition  down  the  river  took  about  seventy  transports.  Yankees 
from  all  quarters  report  a great  loss  at  Fredericksburg — greater  than 
in  any  former  battle.  Report  reached  me  this  evening  that  General 
Grant  was  falling  back  toward  Memphis.  Can’t  vouch  for  its  truth,  for 
I have  not  been  to  see;  will  go  to-morrow. 

General  Alcorn  ought  to  know  the  destination  of  the  12,000  troops, 
though  I doubt  their  going  by  mouth  of  Coldwater  on  accouill;  of  bad 
roads. 

Report  would  have  been  sent  earlier,  but  those  sent  on  to  Helena  were 
arrested  and  not  released  until  late  yesterday  evening.

General  : The  President  has  referred  to  me  your  letter  to  him  dated 
at  Vicksburg,  December  22;  also  Maj.  Gen.  M.  L.  Smith’s  letter  to  you 
of  the  same  date;  both  in  reference  to  the  defenses  of  Vicksburg. 
These  communications  are  accompanied  by  one  from  the  President  on 
the  same  subject,  and  expressing  the  hope  that  the  condition  of  affairs 
in  this  State  would  justify  me  in  detaching  some  portion  of  my  forces 
for  the  purpose  of  re-euforcing  the  garrison  of  that  city. 

Fully  concurring  with  all  that  has  been  urged  as  to  the  great  impor- 
tance of  holding  Vicksburg,  which  can  scarcely  be  exaggerated,  you 
can  understand  how  inexpressibly  painful  it  has  been  to  me  to  have 
failed,  from  whatever  cause,  to  render  the  desired  assistance,  and  how 
imperative  1 considered  it  to  retain  all  my  small  force  for  the  defense 
of  the  valley  of  the  Arkansas.  The  belief  as  to  my  ability  to  render 
such  assistance  I must  believe  has  grown  out  of  very  erroneous  impres- 
sions of  my  strength,  which  my  repeated  reports  to  the  War  Depart- 
ment it  seems  have  not  been  able  to  correct.  At  no  time  have  I had 
more  than  22,000  effective  men  in  this  State,  and  several  regiments  of 
these  were  Indians,  upon  whom  no  reliance  can  be  placed.  This  small 
force,  now  reduced  by  an  alarming  amount  of  sickness,  by  desertions 
and  the  casualties  of  battle,  to  but  little  over  16,000  men,  not  including 
the  troops  in  the  fortifications,  is  my  entire  dependence  to  resist  largely 
superior  forces  of  the  enemy  threatening  us  in  the  north,  west,  and  east. 

At  the  time  the  demand  was  first  made  upon  me  for  troops  to  re- 
enforce Vicksburg  the  enemy  was  moving  with  a heavy  force  upon  Van 
Buren  and  Fort  Smith.  General  Hindman,  taking  the  initiative,  had 
crossed  the  Boston  Mountains  to  attack  him.  The  forces  of  the  enemy 
were  so  superior  that  it  seemed  too  much  to  expect  a favorable  result, 
and  I could  not  think  it  justifiable  in  me  to  send  General  McCulloch’s 
division,  my  only  reserve,  toward  Vicksburg,  which  it  would  require 
nearly  a month  in  reaching,  during  which  time  the  enemy  might  be 
quietly  taking  possession  of  the  valley  of  the  Arkansas,  the  key  of  the 
department. 

Under  such  circumstances  I do  not  believe  that  either  the  President 
or  yourself  would  have  desired  me  to  send  away  nearly  one-half  of  my 
entire  effective  strength  could  you  have  known  all  the  circumstances. 

General  Hindman  met  the  enemy  at  Prairie  Grove  and  fought  them 
with  very  favorable  results;  and  I had  hoped  and  confidently  expected 
that,  in  consequence  of  his  losses  in  battle  and  the  utter  destitution  of 
the  northwestern  counties  of  this  State  of  all  supplies  for  supporting 
his  army,  the  enemy  would  not  make  an  attempt  to  advance  again  this 
winter.  Yesterday,  however,  I received  information  from  General  Hind- 
man that  the  enemy  were  advancing  in  force  upon  Van  Buren,  and  at 
noon  were  within  20  miles  of  the  Arkansas  River.  General  Hindman’s 
whole  force,  reduced  by  sickness  and  casualties  to  about  10,000  men,  is 
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on  the  south  side  of  the  Arkansas  River  and  is  therefore  safe,  but  is  too 
weak  to  make  any  successful  resistance  to  the  enemy,  whose  forces  num- 
ber about  20,000,  and  the  crisis  which  I hoped  had  been  deferred  at 
least  two  months  is  thus  unexpectedly  upon  us.  Under  these  embar- 
rassing circumstances  would  it  be  justifiable  to  strip  this  country  of  its 
only  means  of  defense,  thereby  allowing  the  enemy  to  overrun  the  State 
and  win  a wavering  people  from  their  loyalty  to  us  by  the  seductive 
promises  of  peace  and  protection,  while  at  the  same  time  it  is  a matter 
of  extreme  doubt  whether  the  troops  thus  sent  away  could  reach  Vicks- 
burg in  time,  or  rather  with  the  almost  certainty  that  they  would  not 
do  so  ? 

My  information  from  Helena  is  to  the  effect  that  a heavy  force  of 
the  enemy  has  passed  down  the  Mississippi  on  transports,  doubtless  for 
the  demonstration  upon  Vicksburg.  Corroboratory  of  this  I received 
a telegram  last  night  from  General  Blanchard  at  Monroe,  La.,  inform- 
ing me  of  the  landing  of  a large  force  of  the  enemy  at  Milliken’s  Bend 
and  the  destruction  of  the  railroad  depot  at  Delhi  and  the  bridge  over 
Bayou  Macon.  Thus  it  seems  very  certain  that  any  force  I can  now 
send  from  here  would  not  be  able  to  reach  Vicksburg,  and  if  at  all  not 
before  such  a re-enforcement  would  be  useless,  while  such  a diversion 
would  enable  the  enemy  to  penetrate  those  portions  of  the  Arkansas 
Valley  where  the  existence  of  supplies  of  subsistence  and  forage  would 
afford  them  leisure  to  overrun  the  entire  State  and  gradually  reduce 
the  people  to  a dependence  upon  the  Federal  Government.

In  saying,  “want  all  the  troops  I can  get,”  I mean  that  if  the  enemy 
continues  to  increase  his  force,  and  I have  no  doubt  he  will,  that  all 
the  troops  ordered  to  re-enforce  me  will  be  absolutely  necessary  to  in- 
sure the  safety  of  Vicksburg  and  Port  Hudson.  I cannot  entirely  aban- 
don Grenada.  The  heavy  rain  will  relieve  the  approach  from  Skip- 
with’s  Landing.  Have  accordingly  ordered  troops  from  Vaughan’s  to 
Snyder’s  Mill  via  Yazoo  River,  an  important  position.  Relief  for  men 
in  trenches  is  necessary ; they  have  been  now  three  days  in  them.  So 
far  we  have  held  all  advanced  points  with  very  considerable  loss  to 
enemy  and  small  to  ourselves. 

The  enemy  will  strengthen  at  Baton  Rouge.  Their  strength  is  8,000. 
If  necessary,  troops  can  be  returned  from  there.  This  is  the  vital  point. 
The  enemy  is  persevering.  I desire  to  work  with  you.

In  addition  to  the  statements 
heretofore  forwarded  of  scouts  from  the  vicinity  of  Yazoo  Pass,  I have 
the  following  statement  from  a Mr.  Pearce,  who  resides  14  miles  east  of 
Friar’s  Point  and  18  miles  south  of  General  Alcorn’s,  and  vouched  for 
as  a reliable  man. 

He  states  that  he  left  home  on  Sunday  morning,  the  28th ; that  there 
were  3,000  of  the  enemy’s  cavalry  encamped  opposite  Alcorn’s,  thence  to 
Barron’s  place.  There  were  also  twelve  pieces  of  artillery,  between  500 
to  1,000  infantry,  at  Friar’s  Point.  The  Coldwater  road  is  not  all  block- 
aded, nor  is  there  any  timber  felled  in  the  Yazoo  Pass.  The  cavalry 
and  artillery  have  been  camped  at  Alcorn’s  since  Thursday,  25th.  Said 
they  were  waiting  for  the  infantry  to  join  them,  to  move  in  force.

General  : I respectfully  request  you  to  communicate  to  me  the  sub- 
stance of  all  the  orders  you  may  give  for  movement  of  troops,  and  as 
much  as  practicable  to  confer  with  me  before  giving  them.  The  tele- 
graph will  prevent  loss  of  time.  Your  position  at  Vicksburg  is  most 
important,  however  it  interferes  with  the  supervision  of  other  parts  of 
the  department.  You  are  aware,  I believe,  that  I was  brought  here  by 
the  President  to  assist  you.  My  great  object  is  to  do  so. 

Colonel  Marigny  reports  that  Banks  brought  about  8,000  men  to 
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New  Orleans  from  Ship  Island,  and  that  ten  transports  and,  I think, 
fourteen  gunboats  are  at  Baton  Rouge.  E.  Hiriart,  to  whom  you  gave 

permission  to  trade  for  Josephs  and , reports  the  number  brought 

from  Ship  Island  at  3,000 — 8,000  being  left  on  the  island,  destined  for 
other  service. 

A letter  forwarded  by  General  Buckner  from  Mobile  gives  35,000  as 
Banks’  force.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  safest  to  send  troops  to 
Port  Hudson  from  here.  I have  informally  authorized  Major-General 
Van  Dorn  to  visit  his  family.  You  will  oblige  me  by  directing  Major 
Armstrong  to  report  to  Major-General  Van  Dorn.

These  articles  are  much  needed,  and  I have  made  every  effort 
to  procure  the  required  amounts,  but  have  not  yet  succeeded.  I will 
make  out  and  remit  to  you  as  soon  as  possible  a statement  of  the 
amounts  on  hand  and  the  amounts  wanting  to  fill  the  estimate,  and  I 
do  hope  you  will  try  to  supply  the  wants  of  this  post  at  once.

Jackson  [Columbus],  Miss.,  January  1, 1863. 
The  inclosed  is  a report  of  all  the  troops  at  this  post,  except  the  Mis- 
sissippi State  troops.  Of  these  there  are  here  the  Fifth  Regiment,  ag- 
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gregate,  384;  for  duty,  178;  the  Third  Battalion,  aggregate,  399;  for 
duty,  197  (at  the  time  they  were  detached  from  this  post).  They  were 
sent  to  Vicksburg  by  order  of  Lieutenant-General  Pemberton  of  date  No- 
vember 28, 1862,  and  are  now  there  in  the  actual  service  of  the  Confed- 
erate States.  These  troops  never  were  mustered  into  the  service  of  the 
Confederate  States,  but  have  been  and  still  are  performing  guard  and 
other  duties  at  this  post.  In  obedience  to  Special  Orders,  No.  33,  from 
General  Price’s  headquarters,  dated  Headquarters  District  of  Tennes- 
see, Tupelo,  September  5,  1862,  I have  furnished  to  these  troops  sub- 
sistence, camp  and  garrison  equipage,  arms,  and  ammunition,  upon  the 
receipts  of  Brigadier- General  Harris,  commanding. 

The  State  troops  are  styled  by  the  Governor  Minute-Men;  have  offi- 
cers detailed  to  drill  and  instruct  them  ; have  consequently  arrived  at 
a certain  degree  of  proficiency,  and  will  compare  favorably  with  Con- 
federate States  troops  of  the  same  length  of  service. 

Colonel  Burgin,  who  left  this  post  in  command  of  the  battalion  of 
Minute-Men,  is  stationed  at  Snyder’s  Bluff,  and,  I learn,  in  command  of 
a brigade.  These  troops  are  armed  with  muskets,  caliber  .69,  most  of 
them  altered  percussion-lock. 

The  Fifth  Begiment  is  stationed  1J  miles  north  of  Columbus,  on  the 
military  road  near  the  fortifications. 

Captain  Bice’s  company  of  heavy  artillery  is  stationed  1J  miles  north 
of  Columbus,  on  the  Aberdeen  road.  They  have  no  battery ; they  have 
30  percussion  muskets,  10  Enfield  rifles,  4,000  buck-and-ball  cartridges, 
5,000  musket-caps  and  all  necessary  accouterments;  2 horses,  2 mules, 
and  1 wagon ; all  in  good  condition.  This  company  is  to  serve  the  guns 
on  the  fortifications. 

Captain  Thrall’s  company  of  heavy  artillery  is  stationed  1 J miles  north 
of  Columbus,  on  the  Aberdeen  road.  They  have  one  32-pounder  siege 
gun,  one  3-inch  rifle  gun,  and  one  6-pounder  smooth-bore  gun,  with 
equipments ; 103  rounds  12- pounder  blank  cartridges,  30  rounds  12- 
pounder  Bead  shot,  40  rounds  12-pounder  canister,  51  percussion  mus- 
kets and  accouterments,  4,000  musket-cartridges,  and  4,000  percussion 
caps;  all  in  good  condition.  This  company  is  also  to  serve  guns  on  the 
fortifications. 

Captain  Owens’  company  of  light  artillery  is  stationed  1£  miles  north 
of  Columbus,  on  the  military  road.  They  have  five  6-pounder  guns 
(bronze),  limbers  and  caissons  for  same ; one  3.3-inch  rifle  (bronze),  limber 
and  caisson ; one  battery  wagon  and  limber,  one  battery  forge  and  limber, 
500  solid  shot,  fixed ; 400  spherical-case,  fixed;  80  canister,  fixed  (all for 
6-pounders);  100  3.3-inch  rifle  Bead  shot,  100  3.3-inch  rifle  shell,  240 
blank  cartridges;  equipments  nearly  complete ; all  in  good  condition. 
They  also  have  100  horses,  16  mules,  and  3 baggage  wagons.  The  men 
are  all  in  good  condition,  well  clothed,  &c. 

Maj.  W.  A.  Hewlett’s  battalion  Partisan  Bangers  is  stationed  at 
Buttahatchee  Bridge,  12  miles  north  of  Columbus,  on  the  Aberdeen 
road.  They  have  307  double-barrel  guns  and  accouterments,  320  sa- 
bers and  belts,  45  flint-lock  pistols,  8,320  rounds  of  cartridges,  4,320 
percussion  caps ; all  in  good  condition. 

Captain  White’s  cavalry  company  is  stationed  4£  miles  northwest  of 
Columbus,  on  the  road  to  Buttahatchee  Bridge.  They  have  113  double- 
barrel  guns  (some  of  them  inferior),  60  holster -pistols,  113  cavalry  sa- 
bers, with  necessary  accouterments  for  guns,  pistols,  and  sabers,  camp 
equipage,  &c. ; one  wagon  and  6 mules ; all  in  good  condition.  This 
company  is  engaged  particularly  in  outpost  and  scouting  duty. 

The  battalion  of  heavy  artillery,  composed  of  the  companies  com- 
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manded  by  Captains  Lynch,  Johnson,  and  Bains,  was  sent  to  Vicksburg 
by  order  of  Lieutenant-General  Pemberton,  dated  November  28,  1862, 
and  are  now  on  detached  service  at  that  place.  Their  aggregate  when 
they  left  this  post  was  304. 

The  ordnance  officer  of  this  post  reports  on  hand  the  following:  Five 
hundred  friction  primers,  11,000  buck-and-ball  cartridges,  7,000  buck- 
shot cartridges,  24,000  musket-ball  Cartridges,  3(5,000  musket-caps,  1,000 
sporting-caps,  and  5 kegs  of  powder ; 97  sabers  and  belts,  29  shoulder- 
straps,  2 cartridge  boxes  and  belts,  4 bayonet  scabbards,  21  haver- 
sacks, 28  canteens,  and  74  gun-slings. 

The  arsenal,  with  all  its  machinery,  works,  stores,  &c.,  is  being  re- 
moved from  this  post  by  direction  of  authorities  at  Bichmond. 

As  to  the  fortifications,  defenses,  &c.,  at  this  post  1 beg  leave  to  re- 
port : The  city  of  Columbus  is  inclosed  on  the  west  by  the  Tombigbee 
Biver,  on  the  east  and  south  by  the  Looxapalila,  on  the  north  and 
west  by  a chain  of  breastworks  and  rifle-pits  over  5 miles  in  length. 

On  the  Looxapalila  there  are  three  bridges  and  four  fords,  upon  all 
of  which  I have  placed  heavy  works.  The  Tombigbee  is  a natural  de- 
fense, except  at  two  points,  at  which  there  are  defenses. 

There  is  now  in  process  of  construction  an  entire  line  of  defenses  for 
the  northern  approaches  about  4 miles  from  the  city,  running  from  the 
Looxapalila  across  the  military  and  Aberdeen  roads  to  the  Tombigbee 
Biver.  These  works  are  a series  of  bastions  and  redoubts,  with  breast- 
works to  command  the  ravines.  The  outer  works,  commanding  the 
approaches  by  the  Aberdeen  and  military  roads,  are  constructed  on 
eminences  which  give  an  uninterrupted  view  north  and  northeast  of 
some  3 or  4 miles,  the  intervening  distance  between  these  roads  being 
about  4 miles. 

There  is  also  being  constructed  on  the  outer  spurs  which  command 
the  plains  in  front  a series  of  works  which  command  all  approaches, 
roads,  ravines,  &c.  One-fifth  of  these  is  already  completed.  The  number 
of  hands  that  have  been  employed  is  between  950  and  960.  The  num- 
ber of  guns  mounted  is  thirteen,  viz : One  32-pounder,  one  12-pounder, 
(siege),  nine  6-pounders  (field),  and  two  3-inch  rifle  (field).  T^he  officers 
engaged  in  the  departmeht  are  Lieuts.  A.  B.  De  Saulles,  Topp,  Law, 
and  Labor. 

For  the  better  understanding  of  this  report,  the  localities  referred  to, 
&c.,  you  are  referred  to  the  accompanying  map  of  Columbus  and  its 
surroundings.  It  is  respectfully  requested  that  this  map  be  forwarded 
to  General  Johnston. 

The  quartermaster  and  commissary  stores  a,re  being  removed  from 
this  post  to  Jackson,  Miss.,  by  direction  of  Lieutenant-General  Pem- 
berton. Their  reports,  together  with  the  report  of  the  post  surgeon, 
are  attached  hereto.

Captain  Marsh  reports  the  following  ordnance  on  hand : Fifty-six  mus- 
kets (2  unserviceable) ; 6 musket-bayonets,  20  Enfield  rifles,  20  Enfield- 
rifle  bayonets,  2,240  rounds  musket-cartridges,  2,300  musket-caps,  780 
Enfield-rifle  caps,  800  Enfield-rifle  cartridges,  70  knapsacks,  and  70 
canteens. 

Captains  Hutton’s  and  Bolen’s  companies  have  been  furnished  with 
muskets  to  use  while  acting  as  guards  at  this  post.

Mr.  President  : General  Pemberton  continues  to  command  at  Vicks- 
burg ; he  has  asked  for  all  the  troops  here,  after  being  re-enforced  by 
Maury’s  division,  in  addition  to  those  brigades  agreed  upon  between 
us.  The  line  of  12  miles  to  Snyder’s  Mill  probably  requires  them  all;  I 
fear  difficulty  of  subsisting  them,  however.  A report  just  handed  in 
by  the  inspecting  officers  shows  that  the  supply  of  provision  is  much 
smaller  than  General  Pemberton  supposed.  The  place  may  be  reduced 
I fear  in  consequence  of  this ; or  should  it  be  invested  we  shall  not  have 
a sufficient  force  to  break  the  investment. 

Grant  is  still  on  the  Tallahatchie,  so  that  the  remainder  of  Loring’s 
and  Price’s  troops  cannot  be  withdrawn  from  Grenada.  From  his  halt- 
ing I suppose  he  is  repairing  the  railroad.  The  force  at  Grenada  (about 
11,000  effective)  is  too  weak  to  do  more  than  delay  the  passage  of  the 
river  by  the  enemy.  My  hope  of  keeping  him  back  is  in  Van  Dorn, 
under  whom  I propose  to  unite  all  the  available  cavalry  when  Forrest 
and  Koddey  can  be  found. 

Should  Grant  join  Sherman  at  Vicksburg  it  would  be  very  embar- 
rassing ; for  as  he  could  reach  the  place  from  Memphis  as  soon  as  we 
could  learn  whether  he  was  embarking  or  moving  along  the  railroad  to 
Grenada  it  could  be  invested  by  the  combined  armies.  We  could  not 
break  the  investment  with  11,000  men,  but  it  would  be  necessary  to  try. 

The  necessity  of  holding  the  Yazoo  as  well  as  Vicksburg  employs  a 
large  force  too  widely  distributed  to  be  in  condition  for  the  offensive. 

We  have  no  news  from  Arkansas,  which  proves  I think  that  we  are 
to  get  no  help  from  that  side  of  the  Mississippi.  The  Legislature  has 
done  nothing  yet. 

We  require  about  20,000  men,  the  number  you  have  asked  for  from 
Arkansas,  to  make  headway  against  both  Grant  and  Sherman.  Will 
the  great  victory  at  Fredericksburg  enable  General  Lee  to  spare  a part 
of  his  force? 

Should  the  enemy’s  forces  be  respectably  handled  the  task  you  have 
set  me  will  be  above  my  ability.  But  the  hand  of  Almighty  God  has 
delivered  us  in  times  of  as  great  danger.  Believing  that  He  is  with  us 
I will  not  lose  hope.

Colonel  : I reconnoitered  the  country  in  the  vicinity  of  Warrenton 
on  yesterday,  and  I am  of  the  opinion  that  with  the  force  here  we  cannot 
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prevent  the  enemy  from  landing  at  that  distance  from  the  city,  as  the 
country  above  Warren  ton  for  a short  distance  and  below  it  for  many 
miles  affords  easy  landings.  A single  battery  at  any  one  point  would 
therefore  be  of  no  effect. 

I shall  not  commence  the  work  directed  on  yesterday  until  I receive 
further  instructions  from  the  lieutenant-general  commanding. 

The  left  of  our  line  is  decidedly  the  weak  point,  and  I respectfully  sug- 
gest that  works  be  thrown  up  there  as  rapidly  as  possible,  that  the  in- 
trenchments  to  surround  the  city  be  completed  on  the  left,  and  a suita- 
ble line  selected  in  advance  of  them  for  rifle-pits  from  which  to  meet 
the  enemy,  should  they  land  below.  Will  you  please  instruct  General 
Smith  to  give  his  attention  at  once  to  that  part  of  the  line.  As  many 
negroes  as  can  be  obtained  slipuld  be  kept  constantly  at  work. 

If  it  is  intended  to  hold  Vicksburg  to  the  last  extremity  I respectfully 
ask  to  be  permitted  to  prepare  for  any  emergency  by  collecting  forage 
for  animals  and  packing  beef  for  subsistence.  This  cannot  be  done  in 
a few  days,  and  I apprehend  that  the  quartermaster  and  subsistence 
departments  are  moving  too  slowly  therein.  Please  give  me  authority 
to  purchase  and  boat  corn  on  the  Yazoo  to  Snyder’s  Bluff,  to  be  trans- 
ported therefrom  by  our  wagon  trains,  and  to  purchase  salt  and  pack 
beef  for  sixty  days’  rations  for  this  command.

The  commissary  at  Columbus,  Major  Guy,  has  quite  a good  supply  of 
provisions  on  baud,  and  with  two  or  three  days’  notice  can  readily  col- 
lect whatever  supplies  may  be  necessary  to  sustain  an  army  in  its  march 
over  the  country.  The  same  may  be  said  of  Major  Anderson,  the  quarter- 
master, who  informs  me  that  with  two  or  three  days’  notice  he  can  read- 
ily establish  depots  on  the  line  of  traval  for  foraging  the  animals.  I am 
now  on  my  way  to  Decatur  to  see  what  facilities  can  be  had  for  crossing 
the  river,  and  have  been  laid  over  here  to-day  by  missing  the  connec- 
tion. 

I sent  you  this  afternoon  by  express  a whole  venison  and  a can  of 
very  fine  oysters.  I telegraphed  Barbour  to  look  out  for  them,  and  told 
him  to  take  a portion  of  the  venison  for  his  mess.  I expect  to  be  able 
to  reach  Jackson  Saturday.

Camp  on  Deer  Creek,  January  15, 1863. 

Brigadier-General  Hubert, 

Commanding  at  Snyder’s  Bluff : 

We  have  had  thirty-six  hours  of  constant  rain,  and  this  morning  the 
snow  and  sleet  has  commenced  falling  rapidly.  Our  march  has  been 
temporarily  arrested  by  this  weather  and  the  almost  impassable  condi- 
tion of  the  roads. 

From  a reliable  source  I learned  yesterday  that  the  Yankee  fleet  was 
seriously  troubled  for  fuel  on  its  upward  passage.  It  was  delayed  two 
days  chopping  wood  and  packing  off  fence  rails.  I had,  when  here  be- 
fore, fortunately  burned  about  10,000  cords  of  wood  on  the  river  bank 
near  Greenville.  They  stopped  at  that  point  and  gathered  every  stray 
stick  remaining.  It  was  whilst  engaged  in  this  work  for  two  days  near 
Greenville  that  General  Reynolds,  of  the  Federal  Army  (who  is  from 
Missouri,  I think),  restored  to  Mrs.  Polk,  wife  of  Dr.  Thomas  Polk,  a 
pair  of  carriage  horses,  stolen  from  her  as  the  expedition  against  Vicks- 
burg was  descending.  He  denounced  in  the  strongest  terms  those  acts 
of  pillage  of  private  [property],  and  discussed  with  much  freedom  and 
force  the  present  war  and  the  objects  of  its  promotion.  He  states  that 
the  people  of  the  West  had  engaged  in  this  contest  solely  for  the  pres- 
ervation of  the  Union  and  the  unrestricted  navigation  of  the  Mississippi 
River.  That  Lincoln’s  emancipation  proclamation  of  1st  of  January  had 
converted  the  war  into  an  abolition  crusade,  which  would  not  be  approved 
by  the  people  of  the  West,  and  would  entirely  estrange  them  from  the 
Lincoln  Government.  The  recent  attack  upon  Vicksburg  had  resulted 
in  a bloody  repulse  and-  they  were  fully  convinced  of  the  utter  impossi- 
bility of  reducing  the  place ; that  the  men  had  refused  to  renew  the 
attack  and  were  prepared  to  throw  down  their  arms  if  it  had  been  in- 
sisted on.  He  went  on  further  to  say  that  a union  of  New  England 
with  the  West  was  impossible ; that  the  natural  and  proper  allies  of  his 
section  were  the  Southern  States,  and  to  them  they  would  cling. 

These  are  strange  utterances  for  a Federal  general  and  may  indicate 
a radical  change  of  Western  sentiment  and  action.  To  be  sure  it  may 
be  they  were  the  inspirations  of  the  Vicksburg  reverse,  but  still  he 
would  scarcely  have  ventured  upon  such  declarations  without  the  con- 
viction of  strong  support  among  his  own  people. 

After  Lieutenant  Bradford’s  visit  to  Milliken’s  Bend  he  proceeded  by 
my  instructions  directly  up  the  river  as  far  as  Greenville.  He  has  not 
yet  returned  to  the  command.  I will  write  you  fully  the  result  of  his 
observations. 

The  roads  above  the  Rolling  Fork  of  Deer  Creek,  leading  in  the  di- 
rection of  the  Yazoo,  are  utterly  impassable.  In  addition  to  their  recent 
obstruction  I learn  that  the  rain-water  has  accumulated  so  rapidly  that 
it  is  now  swimming  to  a horse. 

A retiiTped  prisoner  observe^  on  a map  of  this  river  district^  hanging 
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in  the  commanding  general’s  office  at  Memphis,  a mark  on  Greenville 
with  a corresponding  foot-note  to  the  effect  that  this  region  abounded 
in  corn  and  large  amounts  of  Government  cotton.  So  they  do  not  lack 
information.

Dear  Sir  : I have  large  quantities  of  corn,  mostly  in  the  shuck,  lying 
on  the  banks  of  the  river  at  Ship’s  Bayou,  Ashwood,  Upton’s  Landing, 
Gibson’s  Landing,  King’s  Landing,  Saint  Joseph,  and  Waterproof.  All 
of  this — enough  to  load  four  steamboats — is  liable  to  damage  from  ex- 
posure to  the  weather,  and  should  be  brought  away  to  this  point  as  soon 
as  possible.  Please  furnish  transportation  for  it.

Sir  : The  President,  since  his  return  from  his  recent  visit  to  the 
armies  south,  has  communicated  to  me  the  apprehension  entertained  by 
you  that  recent  contracts  made  by  this  Department  with  certain  parties, 
expecting  to  fulfill  them  by  supplies  illicitly  drawn  from  within  the 
Federal  lines,  had  caused  already  some  and  tended  to  produce  much 
unlawful  trading  with  the  enemy  and  a consequent  demoralization  of 
the  people  of  your  department.  I feel  it,  therefore,  due  to  inform  you 
of  the  motives  inducing  such  contracts  and  the  views  entertained  by

the  Department  in  relation  to  them.  The  contracts  were  of  course  made 
reluctantly,  but  under  a strong  conviction  of  the  necessity  of  resorting 
to  such  means  of  obtaining  adequate  supplies,  especially  of  shoes  and 
blankets,  for  the  army. 

When  I assumed  direction  of  this  Department  I found  that  internal 
resources  of  supplies  for  these  articles  had  either  not  been  judiciously 
managed  or  were  deficient;  that  of  late  exports  from  abroad  had  been 
so  interrupted  by  several  captures  by  the  enemy  as  to  render  that  mode 
of  supply  too  precarious  for  reliance,  and  that  actual  suffering  was  be- 
ing experienced  by  the  Army  of  Northern  Virginia,  in  Tennessee,  and 
1 was  informed  by  an  officer  of  General  Price’s  staff,  then  visiting  Rich- 
mond, in  the  Southwestern  Army  likewise,  from  the  want  of  adequate 
supplies  of  such  articles.  Resolving  that  the  armies  were  to  be  main- 
tained in  comfort  and  efficiency  at  any  cost  or  sacrifice,  I embraced  their 
irregular  modes  of  supply  as  the  only  resource.  Since,  greater  success 
in  running  the  blockade  has  diminished  the  imperative  need  existing 
and  apprehended  at  the  time;  but  still  supplies  without  the  aid  ex- 
pected from  these  contracts  must  prove  scant  and  precarious.  They 
must,  therefore,  if  practicable,  be  carried  out  to  the  extent  made,  both 
from  the  want  they  supply  and  from  the  faith  of  the  engagements  made 
by  the  Department ; but  since  hearing  of  the  mischievous  effects  you 
suppose  to  have  followed  from  them,  I have  abstained  from  making 
any  more.  I very  much  fear,  however,  it  will  be  absolutely  necessary 
for  the  subsistence  of  the  army  that  contracts  for  the  supply  of  meat 
(bacon  and  pork)  of  a similar  character  must  be  entered  into  if  they 
can  still  be  made  available,  to  a considerable  amount.  In  deference  to 
your  views,  1 shall  forbear  from  them  as  long  and  make  them  as  small 
as  necessity  will  allow ; but  should  they  be  made  shall  expect  from 
you  such  co-operation  and  countenance  as  will  make  them  effective. 

I may  add  that,  in  your  laudable  desire  to  prevent  all  illicit  trade, 
especially  in  cotton,  with  the  enemy,  you  may  have  given  an  exagger- 
ated influence  to  the  effect  of  these  contracts.  In  truth,  in  a country 
where  cotton  is  almost  the  sole  product  for  sale,  and  is  habitually  looked 
to  as  the  means  of  supply  of  all  comforts  and  necessaries,  it  is  impossible 
to  expect  that  trading  in  it  with  the  enemy  will  not  be  indulged  in  to  a 
considerable  extent.  Even  the  most  loyal  people  are  apt  to  yield  to 
the  pressure  of  want,  to  the  extent  at  least  of  supplying  their  families 
and  plantations.  To  this  cause,  and  not  to  the  influence  of  a few  con- 
tracts made  by  the  Government  for  army  supplies,  with  all  deference,  I 
think  the  trade  so  deprecated  by  you  is  ascribable.  It  would  have 
equally  occurred  without  them. 

I learn,  however,  that  you  fear  the  privilege  accorded  of  passing  the 
cotton,  to  be  paid  for  by  the  receiver,  will  be  abused  and  made  the  cover 
lor  carrying  into  the  enemy’s  lines  much  larger  quantities.  I cannot 
see  how  this  can  well  occur,  as  the  parties  contracting  are  known;  do 
not  purchase  the  cotton  at  all,  but  only  receive  it  when  delivered  in 
payment  by  the  officers  of  the  Government,  and  then  are  allowed  to 
remove  only  that  quantity  under  special  permit  which  may  even  limit 
the  quantity  at  such  transmission.  The  moral  influence  may  be  injurious, 
but  surely  due  precaution  will  effectually  guard  against  abuse  or  exten- 
sion of  the  permit.  I shall  be  pleased,  however,  to  have  your  views 
fully  on  this  subject,  and  any  suggestions  you  deem  advisable  to  guard 
against  abuse,  in  case  further  contracts  for  meat  become  indispen- 
sable.

Colonel  : I have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  my  in- 
spection of  the  Army  of  Mississippi,  stationed  at  and  near  Grenada, 
Miss. : 

In  consequence  of  the  weather  and  the  high  water  generally  I was 
induced  to  put  off  an  inspection  of  the  troops ; but  from  conversations 
with  corps  and  division  commanders  and  an  inspection  of  their  papers 
I am  enabled  to  give  a tolerable  account  of  the  condition  of  the  army. 

With  regard  to  the  departments  I gave  them  a minute  examination 
and  find  their  condition  as  follows,  viz : 

quartermaster’s  department. 

This  department  is  under  the  charge  of  Maj.  E.  A.  Banks,  who  ap- 
pears to  be  an  active,  efficient,  and  business-like  man.  The  department 
has  evidently  been  in  a state  of  great  chaos  and  confusion,  but  it  is  now 
being  administered  in  a systematic  manner  under  its  present  head. 

Maj.  George  A.  Turner  is  quartermaster  at  the  post,  having  just  been 
assigned  to  this  duty.  He  has  three  assistants,  all  active  and  appar- 
ently efficient  officers. 

Major  Banks  has  also  established  agencies  at  Cofteeville,  Yaiden, 
Oakland,  and  other  depots  on  the  Mississippi  and  Tennessee  Railroad. 
Officers  of  judgment  have  been  selected  for  these  points  with  instruc- 
tions to  throw  out  all  their  agents  in  the  country  adjacent  and  com- 
mence at  once  the  purchase  and  collection  of  commissary  and  other 
stores  at  convenient  points  accessible  to  the  Central  road,  in  order  that 
they  may  be  shipped  to  Grenada. 

The  disbursements  of  money  for  this  army  are,  I am  informed,  always 
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made  by  regularly  commissioned  and  bonded  officers,  the  money  in- 
tended for  this  army  being  turned  over  to  Major  Banks  and  distributed 
by  him  to  quartermasters  throughout  the  command. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  POST. 

There  is  no  property  on  hand  for  distribution  at  the  post,  with  the 
exception  of  a few  supplies  now  being  transferred  to  the  different  com- 
mands. Every  demand  of  the  hospital  and  commissariat  is  readily  met, 
and  every  effort  made  to  work  harmoniously  with  these  departments. 

GENERAL  CONDITION  OF  THE  COMMAND. 

The  quartermasters  of  the  army  are  said  to  be  efficient  and  good  ex- 
ecutive officers,  and,  from  the  examination  I was  enabled  to  make,  have 
rendered  regular  returns  of  their  accountability  to  Richmond. 

MEANS  OF  OBTAINING  SUPPLIES. 

Agents  are  scattered  throughout  the  country  purchasing,  collecting, 
and  shipping  grain,  while  for  other  quartermasters’  property  the  army 
is  dependent  upon  Jackson,  where  three  armies  have  to  be  supplied  with 
their  wants.  It  is  in  my  opinion  impossible  for  one  post,  situated  at 
Jackson  and  dependent  simply  upon  the  resources  of  the  Mississippi,  to 
meet  such  demands.  The  grain  in  the  section  of  country  around  Gren- 
ada is  rapidly  diminishing,  and  the  quartermaster  and  commissary  ap- 
pear to  be  apprehensive  lest  they  fail  to  sustain  themselves  there  much 
longer.  The  building  of  the  bridges  across  the  two  railroads  which 
branch  at  this  point  is  earnestly  recommended.

COMMISSARY  DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  is  under  the  control  of  Maj.  William  M.  Strickland, 
who  appears  to  be  well  fitted  for  the  post  he  fills.  This  department  is 
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well  arranged  and  the  officers  under  Major  Fickland  properly  assigned. 
The  difficulty  of  procuring  supplies  is  great  in  a country  abounding  in 
but  few  of  the  articles  needed  to  subsist  an  army.  Agents  are  selected 
and  sent  through  the  country,  ancl  by  their  energy  and  industry  they 
have  thus  far  been  enabled  to  meet  the  necessary  current  supply. 

There  is  here  storage  for  the  lighter  articles  sufficient  to  secure  ra- 
tions of  forty  days  for  an  army  of  25,000  troops,  and  two  large  Govern- 
ment pork-houses,  capable,  if  floored,  of  containing  a large  amount  of 
more  bulky  articles. 

The  commissaries  are  generally  bonded,  and  have  rendered  their  pa- 
pers up  to  date. 

I counted  the  moneys  of  all  at  the  post — some  seven  or  eight  in  num- 
ber; looked  into  their  accounts;  found  them  all  right.  Candles,  coffee, 
and  soap  are  much  needed.  Major  Fickland  reports  that  at  the  sugges- 
tion of  General  Johnston  an  application  was  made  by  him  to  Major 
Mason,  assistant  adjutant- general,  for  the  stores  at  Gainesville,  Ala.,  in 
charge  of  Maj.  F.  F.  Jackson,  assistant  commissary  of  subsistence. 
Nothing  has  ever  been  heard  of  this  application,  and  he  begs  to  refer  it 
again  to  the  consideration  of  the  general  commanding. 

ORDNANCE  DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  is  under  the  charge  of  Capt.  L.  R Evans,  an  intelli- 
gent young  officer,  under  whose  direction  system  and  order  in  this 
branch  of  the  army  seem  to  have  been  well  established. 

The  total  number  of  field  guns  in  this  army  is  fifty- six,  as  follows : 
One  James  rifled  gun,  caliber  3.70  inches ; one  Parrott  rifled  gun,  cali- 
ber, 3.67  inches ; nine  Parrott  rifled  guns,  caliber  3 inches ; two  24- 
pouuder  howitzers  (bronze),  sixteen  12-pounder  howitzers  (bronze),  two 
12 -pounder  guns  (bronze),  twenty -five  6-pounder  guns  (bronze). 

Thirty  of  the  above-named  guns  are  in  the  First  Army  Corps ; twenty- 
six  in  the  Second.  The  gun  designated  as  Parrott  rifled,  caliber  3.67 
inches,  is  of  Yankee  origin.  It  was  captured  in  the  outer  intrench- 
ments  before  Corinth  on  the  3d  October,  1862,  by  the  brigades  of  Brig- 
adier-Generals Rust  and  Bowen.  Its  caliber  has  been  named  above. 
Its  weight  is  1,695  pounds.  The  gun  wifch  its  carriage  is  in  perfect  con- 
dition. A caisson  has  been  remodeled  to  convey  ammunition  for  the 
piece,  and  horses  and  harness  have  been  recently  procured  to  transport 
it.  All  the  guns  are  reported  in  serviceable  condition,  a limited  amount 
of  implements  and  equipments  being  required.  The  supply  of  ammu- 
nition is  ample  for  the  guns  of  smooth-bore,  consisting  of  over  200 
rounds  for  each  piece.  The  small-arms,  all  of  which  are  in  the  hands 
of  the  troops,  number  11,438;  bayonets  for  same,  5,854.  You  will  ob- 
serve the  great  deficiency  in  bayonets.  There  is  also  a limited  defi- 
ciency in  the  various  commands  occasioned  by  the  recent  arrival  of 
troops  and  return  of  convalescents.  The  arms  in  use  are  of  various 
calibers,  embracing  the  Mississippi  rifle,  caliber  .54 ; Enfield,  caliber 
.57 ; Minie,  caliber  .58 ; the  musket,  caliber  .69,  and  the  Belgian  rifle 
and  British  musket,  caliber  .70. 

Of  wagons  for  the  composition  of  ordnance  trains  there  are  26  in  the 
Second  Corps,  21  in  the  Second  Division,  First  Corps,  and  2 in  the  First 
Division,  First  Corps. 

It  is  designed  to  keep  all  reserved  ordnance  stores  for  this  army  at 
Duck  Hill,  12  miles  south  of  Grenada,  on  the  railroad,  where  a depot 
has  been  established.  At  that  point  and  at  Grenada  there  are  now  on 
hand  5,200  rounds  fixed  cannon  ammunition,  430,000  cartridges  for 
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small-arms,  and  1,800  sets  infantry  accouterments.  Captain  Evans  has  , 
no  assistant  ordnance  officer,  and  consequently  the  duty  of  depot  ord- 
nance officer  is  imposed  upon  him.  I recommend  that  an  assistant  be 
given  him  as  soon  as  practicable. 


MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  appears  to  be  well  regulated,  and  is  under  the  charge 
of  Dr.  G.  A.  Moses.  He  reports  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  army  as 
better  than  it  has  been  during  the  past  year.  In  hospital  at  the  post 
there  are  450  sick,  many  of  whom  are  the  wounded  of  pickets  in  some  of 
the  late  skirmishes  at  Coffeeville.  In  camp,  1,002  are  reported  sick. 
Of  these,  8 are  affected  with  small-pox.  The  whole  army,  excepting 
the  cavalry,  have  been  vaccinated  during  the  past  month.  Ambu- 
lances are  much  needed,  there  being  only  38  in  the  entire  army.  The 
commands  are  generally  well  supplied  with  medicines,*  but  in  case  of  a 
great  increase  of  disease  the  present  quantity  will  be  insufficient.  Dr. 
Moses  says  any  quantity  of  medical  stores  could  be  obtained  from  Mem- 
phis in  return  for  cotton,  and  warmly  recommends  that  it  be  done.  I 
think  it  would  be  unwise  to  do  so  myself.  Many  medical  officers  are 
emploved  either  by  the  assignment  of  colonels  of  regiments  or  contract. 
These  are  being  relieved  of  duty  as  rapidly  as  commissioned  surgeons 
and  assistants  arrive.  Men  are  not  allowed  to  leave  the  army  on  sur- 
geon’s certificate  without  the  approval  of  the  medical  inspector,  and 
at  the  post  a board  of  surgeons  decides  upon  discharges  and  leaves  of 
absence  for  those  in  hospital.  The  hospitals— two  in  number— are  kept 
neat  and  clean  and  appear  to  be  well  regulated  generally.  Surgical  in- 
struments are  much  needed  in  this  army ; but  ambulances,  particularly, 
are  required,  and  ought  if  possible  to  be  supplied. 

I inclose  herewith  a list  of  divisions,  brigades,  and  regiments  attached 
to  the  two  corps  of  the  army.*  It  will  be  observed  that  out  of  a paper 
force  of  20,517,  12,058  are  present,  making  number  of  absentees  8,459. 

Division  and  brigade  commanders  unite  in  saying  the  condition  of 
their  several  commands  is  good,  and  the  commanding  general  reports 
the  army  generally  in  good  fighting  order. 

A large  proportion  of  these  troops  are  from  the  adjacent  counties ; 
hence  the  number  of  absentees.

General  Orders,  > Hdqrs.  Dept,  of  Miss,  and  East  La., 

No.  33.  ( Vicksburg , February  1,  1863. 

I.  A court  of  inquiry  having  assembled  at  Grenada,  Miss.,  pursuant 
to  Special  Orders,  No.  21,  current  series,  Headquarters  Army  of  Missis- 
sippi, for  the  purpose  of  investigating  the  circumstances  attending  the 
burning  of  tents  in  General  Tilghman’s  division  at  the  time  of  the 
retreat  of  the  army  from  Abbeville,  Miss.,  &c.,  and  having  found  as 
follows — 

That  there  was  not  sufficient  transportation  belonging  to  Brigadier-General  Tilgh- 
man’s  division  to  haul  said  tents,  and  that  they  were  burned  and  destroyed  in  compli- 
ance with  and  in  obedience  to  an  order  issued  by  Lieutenant-General  Pemberton,  dated 
“Headquarters  Department  of  Mississippi  and  East  Louisiana,  Abbeville,  Miss.,  No- 
vember 30,  1862;”  and  those  that  were  destroyed  on  the  march  in  compliance  with 
and  in  obedience  to  a verbal  order  issued  by  Major-General  Lovel-l  to  Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Tilghman  to  throw  out  sufficient  tents,  as  they  were  wet  and  heavy,  to  enable 
the  wagons  to  pass  over  the  bad  roads  and  keep  up  with  the  train ; and  in  the  opinion 
of  the  court  Brig.  Gen.  L.  Tilghman  is  fully  exonerated  from  all  censure  in  relation  to 
the  burning  and  destroying  of  said  tents,  and  we  recommend  that  no  further  proceed- 
ings be  had  in  relation  thereto  against  him — 

the  decision  of  the  lieutenant-general  commanding  the  department  is  as 
follows : 

That  the  order  dated  “Headquarters  DepartmentMississippi  and  East  Louisiana, 
Abbeville,  Miss.,  November  30, 1862,”  required  the  stores  that  could  not  be  transported 
to  be  destroyed,  and  it  does  not  clearly  appear  to  him  that  the  transportation  of  the 
stores  was  impracticable,  and  their  destruction  consequently  necessary. 

II.  The  court  of  inquiry  appointed  by  Special  Orders,  No.  21,  Head- 
quarters Army  Mississippi,  “for  the  purpose  of  investigating  the  cir- 
cumstances attending  the  burniug  of  tents  in  General  Tilghman’s  divis- 
ion,” is  hereby  dissolved.

The  President  : 

My  apology  for  addressing  you  this  communication  is  in  the  fact  that 
you  were  pleased  to  invite  it.  Conscious  of  my  inability  to  impart  any 
information  upon  a subject  with  which  you  are  already  familiar,  all  I 
can  hope  to  do  is  to  quicken  the  interest  and  action  of  the  military 
authorities  upon  a matter  of  acknowledged  and  urgent  importance. 

How  the  rebellion  may  be  most  speedily  and  effectually  put  down 
involves  an  inquiry  as  to  the  methods  best  adapted  to  that  end.  Orig- 
inating, as  it  did,  in  the  Cotton  States,  and  believing  that  the  sentiment 
which  still  sustains  it  more  inveterate  in  those  States  than  in  any  others, 
I would  carry  the  war  into  their  heart,  not  only  for  the  purpose  of  crush- 
ing the  rebellion  itself,  but  as  the  quickest  and  surest  way  to  reopen 
the  Mississippi  River ; indeed,  the  reopening  of  that  river  is  one  of  the 
first  steps  i would  take  in  subduing  the  rebellion.  Both  in  a military 
and  commercial  aspect  this  step  is  eminently  important.  It  is  impor- 
tant in  a military  view,  first,  because  it  would  afford  the  means  of  cheap 
aud  easy  communication  between  our  troops  disposed  at  different  points 
on  the  Mississippi  River  and  its  navigable  tributaries,  and  because  it 
would  facilitate  the  concentration  of  them  at  any  one  or  more  of  those 
points  ; secondly,  because  it  would  cheapen  the  cost  of  supplying  our 
men  and  animals  at  or  near  New  Orleans  with  provisions  and  forage. 
It  would  do  that  by  substituting  the  overflowing  granaries  of  the  North- 
west for  the  remoter  sources  of  such  supplies  in  the  East,  and,  thirdly, 
because,  in  securing  to  us  the  command  of  the  Mississippi  River,  it  would 
enable  us  to  stop  the  communication  between  the  revolted  States  and 
their  armies  east  and  west  of  that  river,  thus  isolating  each  section  as 
to  the  other,  destroying  the  unity  of  their  plans  and  combinations,  and 
cutting  off  the  rebel  forces  east  of  the  river  from  their  wonted  source 
of  supplies  in  Texas. 

Commercially,  the  whole  nation  is  deeply  interested  in  the  measure, 
and  particularly  so  the  people  inhabiting  the  Mississippi  Valley.  They 
are  painfully  anxious  upon  the  subject.  They  have  not  yet  complained 
that  the  hostile  obstacles,  shutting  them  and  their  commerce  out  from 
New  Orleans  and  the  Gulf,  and  so  the  commerce  of  Europe  by  the  same 
channel  from  that  valley,  and  virtually  turning  the  Mississippi  into  a 
dry  bed,  have  not  yet  been  removed.  They  have  appreciated  the  diffi- 
culties surrounding  the  National  Government,  and,  while  emulating  the 
most  zealous  and  liberal  in  supporting  it,  have  patiently  waited  for  the 
auspicious  period  when  theit  great  interests  would  be  liberated.  Nay, 
they  are  grateful  for  what  the  Government  has  done,  rather  than  com- 
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plaining  for  what  it  has  not  done.  Yet  it  is  none  the  less  true  that  the 
Mississippi  River  and  its  tributaries,  affording  an  inland  navigation  of 
10,000  miles  in  extent,  and  floating  an  annual  commerce  of  the  value  of 
$150,000,000  in  time  of  peace,  is  now  locked  against  all  egress  or  in- 
gress to  or  from  the  ocean  by  a small,  indeed  comparatively  insignifi- 
cant garrison  at  Vicksburg,  or  that  the  products  of  agriculture  mean- 
time have  been  accumulating  in  the  hands  of  producers  until  they  have 
become  well-nigh  worthless. 

Foreseeing  that  the  continuance  of  this  evil  must  ultimate  in  indi- 
vidual bankruptcy  and  the  enervation  of  the  Government  itself,  by 
withholding  from  the  people  the  means  of  supplying  its  wants,  it  is  not 
surprising  that  large  assemblages  should  be  now  earnestly  calling  upon 
the  Government  for  relief — the  relief  which  would  be  afforded  by  the 
reopening  of  the  Mississippi  River.  Such  relief  would  be  hailed  as  a 
benefaction  at  home  and  abroad.  Without  it,  must  we  not  fear  an 
ultimate  reaction  of  feeling  and  opinion  in  the  Mississippi  Valley 
unfavorable  to  the  success  of  our  army  and  the  cause  which  they  are 
upholding  ? 

In  order,  then,  to  liberate  the  navigation  of  the  Mississippi,  I would 
have  a force  of  at  least  60,000  men  to  descend  the  river  in  transports 
convoyed  by  gunboats  to  the  mouth  of  the  Yazoo  River,  and  ascend  it 
to  the  first  eligible  landing  on  its  south  bank,  perhaps  to  Drumgould’s 
Bluff. 

Both  geographers  and  river  pilots  bear  testimony  to  the  remarkable 
character  of  this  river.  It  is  said  that  it  is  hardly  “ surpassed  in  navi- 
gable waters  by  any  river  of  its  size  in  the  world,  as  steamboats  can 
ascend  it  from  its  mouth  to  its  Origin  in  all  stages  of  water  and  in  all 
seasons  of  the  year.”  If  any  impediment  exists,  it  is  in  the  bar  at  the 
mouth  of  the  river,  a passage  through  which  could  be  readily  made  by 
a dredging  machine  or  even  by  a steam  propeller  directing  the  action 
of  its  screw  against  it.  This  obstacle,  only  existing  in  a low  stage  of 
water,  having  been  overcome,  gunboats  might  ascend  and  cover  the 
debarkation  of  troops  at  the  bluffs  named. 

The  Gulf  column  having  thus  disembarked,  should,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  march  upon  Vicksburg,  and,  aided  by  the  gunboats,  seize  that 
place,  and,  after  fortifying  and  garrisoning  it,  hasten  to  Jackson,  the 
capital  of  the  State  of  Mississippi,  only  45  miles  distant,  and  having  in 
like  manner  fortified  and  garrisoned  Jacksou  and  reopened  the  railroad 
to  Vicksburg,  an  armed  force  might  be  detached  to  reopen  the  railroad 
from  Jackson  to  New  Orleans,  if  it  should  be  deemed  expedient.  In 
the  accomplishment  of  the  latter  object,  our  forces  at  New  Orleans 
might  lend  assistance,  or,  if  the  enemy  should  concentrate  in  any  con- 
siderable force  on  that  road,  it  would  only  remain  to  attack  and  defeat 
him  there,  instead  of  another  place.  It  is  believed,  however,  that  he 
would  not  do  so  while  Jackson,  New  Orleans,  and  the  Mississippi  River 
remained  under  our  control,  thus  surrounding  him  on  three  sides,  and 
leaving  him  no  other  chance  of  obtaining  re- enforcements  or  escaping, 
except  by  a long  march,  obstructed  by  the  numerous  streams  traversing 
the  extensive  district  west  of  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  Railroad. 

Securing  Jackson,  as  already  mentioned,  the  column  should  next  push 
forward  to  the  junction  of  the  Southern  Mississippi  and  the  Mobile  and 
Ohio  Railroad,  at  the  town  of  Meridian,  75  miles  east  of  Jackson.  Ar- 
rived at  that  place,  the  column  would  be  within  threatening  distance 
both  of  Mobile  aud  Montgomery,  the  capital  of  the  State  of  Alabama, 
and  would  be  guided  in  its  movement,  whether  first  to  the  one  or  the 
other  of  those  places,  by  circumstances.  If  the  enemy  had  concentrated 
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at  Mobile,  the  column  should  march  upon  him  there,  and,  conjointly  with 
our  fleet,  attack  and  destroy  him,  or,  if  he  had  concentrated  at  Mont- 
gomery, he  should  be  attacked  and  destroyed  there;  but  in  either  case 
Mobile  should  be  secured  as  a new  and  more  favorable  base  for  opera- 
tions farther  eastward. 

Having  secured  Meridian,  Montgomery,  and  Mobile,  and  reopened  the 
railroads  connecting  these  places  with  each  other,  a depot  of  military 
stores  should  be  established  at  Mobde,  which  is  only  165  miles  by  rail 
from  Montgomery,  and  from  which  our  forces  at  or  east  of  Montgomery 
could  readily  obtain  supplies,  while  the  garrisons  in  the  rear  could 
obtain  them  either  from  the  same  place  or  from  Yicksburg.  At  Mont- 
gomery the  advancing  column  would  only  be  75  miles  by  rail  from  Ope- 
lika, near  the  western  boundary  of  Georgia.  In  a military  view,  this  is 
a most  important  place.  Here  the  whole  railroad  system  of  the  Southern 
Atlantic  States,  including  Georgia,  converge  into  the  Montgomery  and 
West  Point  Eailroad,  which  forms  one  of  the  two  links  connectiug  that 
system  by  rail  with  the  Gulf  system  of  railroads.  Hence,  seizing  that 
place,  the  Atlantic  communication  by  rail  between  the  revolted  States 
east  and  west  would  be  severed. 

As  a measure  tending  to  the  success  of  the  enterprise,  I would  also 
recommend  that  a Federal  force  be  advanced  from  Port  Eoyal,  on  the 
coast,  in  an  interior  direction,  and  that  naval  demonstrations  should  be 
made  at  the  principal  points  along  the  Southern  Atlantic  and  Gulf 
coasts;  but  I must  forbear  to  dwell  upon  those  matters. 

In  combination  with  the  movement  from  Vicksburg,  the  noticeable 
railroad  triangle,  of  which  Boyce  and  Dalton,  on  the  Memphis  and 
Charleston  Eailroad,  are  the  base,  and  Cleveland,  on  the  Tennessee  and 
Georgiy  Eailroad,  is  the  apex,  should  be  seized.  This  should  be  done 
by  advancing  the  forces  now  in  West  Tennessee  or  a portion  of  those 
in  Kentucky,  or  conjunctively  by  both. 

This  co-operative  movement  is  indispensable,  unless  the  Gulf  column 
be  increased  to  more  than  60,000  men.  In  executing  it,  the  left  flank 
of  that  column  during  its  advance  would  be  protected  against  any 
formidable  attack  from  the  north.  The  seizure  of  the  triangle  men- 
tioned would  not  only  give  us  possession  of  the  remaining  or  interior 
link,  connecting  by  rail  the  Southern  Atlantic  and  Gulf  States,  but 
place  a Federal  army  in  a favorable  position  to  march  south  upon  Eome, 
in  Georgia,  the  site  of  one  of  the  principal  arsenals  and  manufactories 
of  arms  in  the  revolted  States,  and  to  Atlanta,  in  the  same  State,  one 
of  the  principal  railroad  centers  in  those  States ; or  northeast  to  and 
beyond  Knoxville,  in  Tennessee,  in  co-operation  with  any  more  easterly 
Federal  movement  directed  against  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee  Eail- 
road or  the  enemy  on  or  near  it.  The  absence  of  any  railroad  south  of 
Vicksburg,  running  east  and  west,  would  secure  the  right  flank  of  the 
column  against  any  serious  danger  from  the  south. 

Incidentally,  the  two  great  railroad  systems  of  the  revolted  States 
have  been  noticed.  By  reference  to  the  map  of  those  States,  a more 
complete  and  satisfactory  idea  of  those  systems  may  be  formed.  The 
one,  which  may  be  called  the  eastern  system,  ramifies  itself  along  the 
eastern  coast;  the  other,  which  may  be  called  the  western  system,  ra- 
diates from  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  or  the  Mississippi  Biver,  and  runs  in 
great  uniform  lines  at  wide  intervals,  either  parallel  or  at  right  angles 
with  that  river. 

These  two  systems,  as  I have  already  said,  are  onty  connected  by  two 
links,  one  being  the  road  leading  from  Montgomery  to  Opelika,  and  the 
other  being  the  more  extended  road  leading  from  Lynchburg,  in  Vir- 
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ginia,  southwest  to  Knoxville,  and  connecting  with  the  railroad  triangle 
before  mentioned.  These  two  roads  are  the  umbilical  cords  of'  the  two 
systems,  and  form  their  only  bond  of  unity ; cutting  them,  a serious 
and  disastrous  blow  is  struck  at  the  rebellion,  the  effect  of  which  must 
be  greatly  aggravated  by  the  fact  of  the  comparative  destitution  of 
work  animals  and  wagons,  and  the  want  of  skill  and  experience  in 
working  iron  and  wood  in  the  South.  A separation  of  the  eastern  and 
western  revolted  States  would  result,  depriving  each  of  the  means  of 
succoring  the  other. 

Experience  has  proven  that  a border  warfare  will  not  serve  to  extin- 
guish the  rebellion,  and  that  the  dispersion  of  our  troops  along  exterior 
lines  must  continue  to  invite  guerrilla  raids  and  attacks  by  the  enemy 
in  overwhelming  numbers.  Five  hundred  thousand  armed  rebels  now 
in  the  field,  and  inspired  by  confidence,  cannot  be  conquered  by  such  a 
mode  of  warfare.  It  must  and  can  only  be  done  by  destroying  the  en- 
emy’s railroad  communications,  cutting  him  off  from  his  sources  of 
supplies,  and  by  invasive  war  and  interior  attacks  upon  his  vital  parts. 

Where  those  parts  are  is  well  understood.  They  are  in  the  Gulf 
States,  the  home  and  first  love  of  the  arch  traitors  who  initiated  our 
present  national  afflictions.  Strike  home  a deadly  blow  in  those  States, 
and  the  rebellion  will  have  been  virtually  subdued.  This  is  what  I 
propose  by  the  plan  thus  hastily  and  imperfectly  delineated.  If,  how- 
ever, it  should  be  the  determination  of  the  Government  to  give  the  move- 
ment from  Vicksburg  a westerly,  rather  than  an  easterly,  direction,  that 
could  be  easily  done,  and  with  good  effect.  Arkansas  has  already  been 
entered  overland  by  a column  marching  from  Missouri,  and  might  also 
be  penetrated  by  a co-operating  force  ascending  the  Arkansas  and  other 
rivers.  Northern  Louisiana  may  be  penetrated  by  the  railroad  leading- 
west  from  Vicksburg,  and  to  Western  Louisiana  and  Northeastern  Texas 
by  the  Red  River. 

Texas  has  some  300  miles  of  railroad  concentrating  at  Houston,  on  the 
Buffalo  Bayou,  which  empties  into  Galveston  Bay,;  hence  the  capture 
of  Galveston  would  give  us  control  of  all  those  roads;  also  of  the 
Trinity  River,  which  is  navigable  for  some  distance.  But  it  is  thought 
the  principal  movement  upon  Texas  should  be  up  the  Red  River,  and 
from  Indianola,  on  Matagorda  Bay.  With  the  Mississippi  under  our 
control,  and  the  advance  of  the  Federal  column  from  Missouri  into  the 
heart  of  Arkansas,  no  hostile  force  capable  of  offering  serious  resistance 
would  be  left  to  oppose  the  advance  up  the  Red  River,  and  Indianola 
being  unfortified,  might  be  easily  taken.  Moving  a column  from  In- 
dianola to  Austin,  the  capital  of  Texas,  the  disaffected  portion  of  the 
State  in  the  southeast  would  be  separated  from  the  western  portion,  in- 
habited by  friendly  Mexicans  and  Germans,  while,  if  the  loyal  popula- 
tion in  Northwestern  Texas  should  rise,  as  it  is  said  they  would  do,  the 
State  would  be  delivered,  and  soon  after  Louisiana  and  Arkansas  would 
fall  for  want  of  intrinsic  ability  to  sustain  themselves  in  their  isolated 
condition.  In  short,  as  a consequence  of  the  plan  proposed — 

1st.  The  Mississippi  River  would  again  be  liberated,  and  the  interests 
of  commerce,  at  home  and  abroad,  promoted. 

2d.  The  extensive  railroad  system  and  numerous  rivers  of  the  Gulf 
States  would  be  reopened  to  lawful  and  peaceful  uses. 

3d.  An  extensive  district,  fruitful  of  cotton,  sugar,  and  corn,  would 
be  opened  to  accustomed  markets  and  the  wants  of  our  armies. 

4th.  The  ax  would  be  laid  at  the  root  of  the  rebellion  by  dividing  and 
distracting  the  enemy’s  forces,  and  striking  a blow  at  the  very  heart  of 
the  rebellion,  or,  if  this  plan  should  exceed  the  present  capabilities  of 
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the  Government,  then,  as  a limited  alternative,  I propose  a smaller  force, 
whose  immediate  purpose,  in  conjunction  with  the  Mississippi  fleet, 
should  be  to  capture  Vicksburg  and  Baton  Rouge,  and  simply  reopen 
the  Mississippi  River,  waiting  for  a more  favorable  period  for  the  execu 
tion  of  the  more  extensive  plan. 

Accompanying  this  communication  is  a map  illustrating  the  views  it 
embodies,*  all  of  which  is  here  deferentially  submitted.

The  General-in-Chief  : 

At  the  instance  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  with  whom  I have  con- 
versed upon  the  subject,  I address  you  this  communication. 

Advised  that  an  expedition  of  land  and  naval  forces  will  be  imme- 
diately set  on  foot,  for  the  purpose  of  opening  the  Mississippi  River, 
and  that  the  land  force  will,  presently,  consist  of  30,000  men,  1 would, 
in  view  of  the  character  of  the  service  contemplated,  organize  it  into 
the  different  arms  as  follows  : 24,000  infantry,  1,000  sharpshooters,  400 
sappers  and  miners,  3,000  cavalry,  1,500  light  artillery,  and  100  heavy 
artillery. 

1 think  ten  batteries  of  six  guns  each  might  be  very  properly  assigned 
to  the  artillery  arm,  these  batteries  to  consist  of  guns  of  different  cali- 
ber, as  follows:  fourteen  10-pounder  Parrott  guns,  twenty-eight  Napo 
leon  guns,  six  24-pounder  howitzers  (brass),  eight  6-pounder  smooth- 
bore guns  (brass),  and  four  12-pounder  howitzers  (brass).  I would  also 
add  twelve  siege  pieces,  as  follows  : eight  30-pounder  Parrott  guns  and 
four  10-inch  mortars.

Col.  D.  C.  Anthony,  Provost-Marshal , Memphis : 

Sir  : The  publication  of  my  General  Orders,  No.  90,  imposing  on  you 
new  and  additional  labor  and  responsibility,  makes  the  occasion  proper 
forme  to  express  my  high  appreciation  of  the  manner  you  have  hitherto 
performed  the  delicate  and  important  duties  of  your  office.  Memphis 
is,  in  my  judgment,  a most  important  point  in  a military  sense,  designed 
as  a base  for  operating  on  the  Mississippi  River  and  in  the  interior  of 
Mississippi  and  Arkansas.  It  should  be  made  as  secure  as  Cincinnati, 
Louisville,  or  Saint  Louis.  To  this  end  the  quiet  and  good  order  of  the 
city  itself  is  necessary.  This  has  been  admirably  accomplished  by  you, 
with  as  little  interference  with  the  people  as  possible.  1 have  observed 
always  that,  however  severe  your  measures  were,  all  persous  conceded 
to  you  generous  and  courteous  treatment,  and  the  suspicion  of  fraud  ami 
peculation,  as  connected  with  the  handling  of  large  amounts  of  confis- 
cated property  and  custody  of  prisoners,  has  never  been  imputed  to 
you  or  officers  under  your  charge.  You  possess  my  undivided  confidence, 
and  in  the  discharge  of  your  new  duties  you  may  feel  assured  that  I will 
sustain  you  with  my  whole  power.  Your  regiment  is  not  stationed  here, 
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nor  is  it  under  my  command,  and  I have  feared  you  would  be  called 
away. 

General  Orders,  No.  140,  from  the  War  Department,  provides  for  the 
organization  of  a special  department  for  provost  marshals,  with  a head 
in  Washington  to  supervise  and  control  the  acts  of  all.  This  is  doubt- 
less intended  to  render  uniform  the  practice  of  all  such  officers  through- 
out the  United  States,  and  will  doubtless  embrace  the  district  of  Mem- 
phis. If  you  are  willing  to  accept  such  an  office,  in  preference  to  the 
commission  you  now  hold  in  the  volunteer  service,  it  will  afford  me 
pleasure  to  urge  your  appointment  with  all  the  influence  I or  my  friends 
possess.  You  are  already  familiar  with  the  past  history  of  Memphis, 
and  well  acquainted  with  its  prominent  citizens,  and  with  an  established 
reputation  for  firmness,  courtesy,  and  decision  of  character  that  entitles 
you  to  the  office  if  you  wish  it. 

Please  examine  General  Orders,  140,  and  advise  me  what  you  prefer 
to  do.  A lieutenant-colonel  of  an  active  regiment,  you  will  sooner  or 
later  be  called  away,  and  I think  the  interests  of  the  Government  re- 
quire you  to  remain  here  at  your  present  post.

Memphis , October  29,  1862. 

Maj.  Gen.  W.  S.  Roseorans: 

My  Dear  General  : I have  been  intending  to  write  you,  conveying 
my  hearty  congratulations  at  the  magnificent  victory  at  Corinth.  I 
know  it  to  have  been  one  of  the  most  important  achievements  of  the 
war.  Its  effect  was  felt  by  rebels  over  the  whole  valley  of  the  Missis- 
sippi, and  completely  disconcerted  their  plans  in  Tennessee  and  Ken- 
tucky. A man  named  Keagg  came  here  yesterday,  bearing  your  letter 
of  October  20,  and  I have  ordered  a horse,  saddle,  &c.,  to  be  given  him 
that  he  may  pursue  his  journey  to  the  south.  I have  pretty  accurate 
information  from  that  quarter  all  the  time  through  people  who  come  to 
Memphis.  Holly  Springs  is,  of  course,  their  headquarters.  Pemberton 
arrived,  but  found  Van  Dorn  and  Lovell  his  seniors.  His  orders  to  the 
Department  of  Mississippi  and  Louisiana  contemplated  Van  Dorn  and 
Lovell  in  Tennessee,  but  you  disappointed  them  in  this,  so  there  is  a 
row  in  that  family.  Report  has  said  that  to  obviate  this  difficulty  Van 
Dorn  and  Lovell  are  to  be  ordered  to  Richmond  ; but  last  Friday  Van 
Dorn  and  Lovell  were  at  .Holly  Springs,  and  Pemberton  had  gone  back 
to  Jackson,  Miss.  All  hands  at  Holly  Springs  are  busy  reorganizing. 
A large  force  of  cavalry  is  near  Holly  Springs ; as  near  as  I cau  make 
out,  fifteen  regiments,  under  General  [ W.  H.]  Jackson.  The  infantry  are 
so  scattered  that  it  is  hard  to  estimate  them,  but  they  have  the  same 
force  that  attacked  you,  re-enforced  by  conscripts,  also  WauPs  brigade 
of  Texans,  about  4,000;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  Villepigue’s  brigade 
has  been  sent  to  Meridian.  All  their  dispositions  are  defensive.  They 
would  like  to  have  Memphis,  but  you  taught  them  to  respect  heavy 
batteries,  and  I have  here  a pretty  line,  with  twenty-five  heavy  guns  in 
position  and  about  fifty  small  guns.  My  division  is  now  in  good  drill, 
and  I would  like  them  to  attempt  m37  position.  1 occasionally  send  my 
cavalry  into  their  lines,  and  it  makes  them  very  angry. 

The  evening  papers  just  announced  your  appointment  to  the  Army 
of  Kentucky.  I congratulate  you,  and  assure  you  of  my  best  wishes 
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for  your  success  in  every  sphere  of  action.  The  importance  of  the  com- 
mand cannot  be  exaggerated  ; I do  not  like  departments;  each  line  of 
operations  should  be  intrusted  to  one  mind,  but  the  problem  will  work 
itself  out.  I hope  you  will  soon  be  down  to  this  latitude  again.

Maj.  John  A.  Rawlins, 

Assistant  Adjutant- General : 

Sir  : Inclosed  please  find  a report  of  all  the  troops  in  this  division 
of  my  own  corps,*  as  well  as  companies  attached,  called  for  in  your  dis- 
patch of  the  24th,  received  yesterday.  I have  sent  to  Vicksburg  my 
prisoners  of  war  and  exchanged  them,  but  at  various  times  prisoners 
have  been  paroled.  I will  make  up  a list  of  such  and  send  you  as  soon 
as  I can  get  the  data  from  the  provost- marshal.  I have  had  several 
persons  in  from  the  interior  who  report  that  Pemberton  reached  Holly 
-Springs,  but  finding  Van  Dorn  and  Lovell  there,  his  seniors,  he  has  re- 
turned to  Jackson,  Miss.  The  supposition  is  that  he  was  ordered  to 
the  command  in  Mississippi  on  the  supposition  that  Van  Dorn’s  com- 
mand would  be  on  its  way  to  Nashville.  Rumor  says  now  that  Van 
Dorn  and  Lovell  are  to  be  ordered  to  Richmond,  to  make  way  for  Pem- 
berton. 

Waul’s  brigade,  from  Texas,  is  reported  to  have  passed  Jackson  to 
join  the  army  at  Holly  Springs,  said  to  be  4,000  strong.  Detachments 
of  drafted  men  are  represented  to  be  arriving  at  Holly  Springs  daily, 
who  are  assigned  to  the  old  regiments.  The  army  is  being  reorganized 
and  extensive  changes  made.  Villepigue’s  brigade  is  said  to  be  ordered 
to  Meridian.  Whole  force  at  Holly  Springs  estimated  at  40,000  men,  of 
which  15,000  are  cavalry,  surplus  of  artillery. 

Colonel  Grierson’s  expedition  toward  the  Hatchie  was  perfectly  suc- 
cessful ; he  moved  'by  night  to  Colliersville,  coming  upon  a party  of 
guerrillas,  whom  he  dispersed.  He  then  turned  to  the  north,  to  Shelby 
Depot,  where  he  met  Stuart’s  regiment  of  infantry;  then  he  crossed  the 
Loosahatchee,  and  scoured  the  country  all  the  way  to  Randolph,  killing 
7 guerrillas,  wounding  14,  and  bringing  in  17  prisoners.  He  captured 
20  horses  and  destroyed  a great  number  of  shot-guns;  he  returned  to 
Memphis  in  steamboats  I had  placed  at  Randolph,  having  lost  not  a 
single  horse  or  man  on  the  trip. 

Stuart’s  regiment  also  destroyed  the  Shelby  Depot  and  several  build- 
ings used  as  rendezvous  and  haunts  of  the  guerrillas.  The  enemy, 
hoping  to  intercept  Grierson  on  his  return,  interposed  a heavy  cavalry 
force  at  Germantown,  their  scouts  coming  in  as  far  as  White’s  Station, 
and  was  duly  astonished  to  hear  all  had  safely  returned  by  the  river. 

The  enemy  is  busy  in  preventing  cotton  coming  to  market,  and  I hear 
the  people  are  getting  very  tired  of  them,  and  threaten  to  fight  their  way 
in.  They  cannot  get  supplies  here  unless  they  bring  in  cotton  and  other 
produce.  Troops  in  fine  health  and  everything  doing  well.  No  new 
attacks  on  steamboats.

Brigadier-General  Hovey, 

Commanding  United  States  Forces , Helena : 

Dear  Sir  : I was  pleased  to  hear  that  you  had  succeeded  to  the 
command  at  Helena.  We  should  keep  up  a correspondence  of  ideas,  for 
although  we  are  in  different  departments,  we  are  near  together. 

An  officer  of  your  command  has  come  up  for  some  lumber.  There  is 
none  here.  My  own  regiments  have  made  requisitions  on  requisitions  for 
tent  floors,  cook  sheds,  &c.,  but  I have  made  them  get  along  with  make- 
shift bricks  and  puncheons.  Bricks  are  abundant  here ; laid  in  mud, 
they  answer  for  walls  and  chimneys,  and  some  of  the  soldiers  have  made 
tasteful  huts ; but  boards  are  very  scarce,  except  coarse  stuff  3 inches 
thick,  most  of  which  we  have  used  for  gun  platforms. 

I wish  you  could  come  and  see  us.  Our  fort  is  very  well  advanced, 
and  I think  it  is  a good  piece  of  work.  We  have  about  6,000  negroes 
here,  of  which  2,000  are  men — 800  on  the  fort,  240  in  the  quartermaster’s 
department,  and  about  1,000  as  cooks,  teamsters,  and  servants  in  the 
regiments.  I have  enlarged  the  Overton  Hospital  so  as  to  accommodate 
about  1,000  patients ; most  of  those  are  from  your  command,  and  I dis- 
charge all  the  surgeon  in  charge  recommends.  My  notion  is  that  when 
a soldier  gets  into  a general  hospital,  unless  he  is  wounded,  he  is  lost  to 
the  service.  Two  new  regiments  have  passed  down  to  Helena,  and  I 
suppose  you  will  have  quite  a force  there.  They  all  seem  to  think  I 
have  plenty  of  men  here  to  make  all  sorts  of  detachments,  but  my  pres- 
ent strength  is  less  than  yours ; but  they  are  well  provided,  and  in  good 
discipline  as  to  drill.  They  do  rob  and  steal  occasionally,  to  my  morti- 
fication, but  on  the  whole  behave  pretty  well. 

I am  now  living  in  a house  on  Tennessee  street,  near  the  fort,  and 
have  all  the  departments  inside,  with  a shop  to  repair  arms,  and  will 
gradually  enlarge  so  as  to  have  it  quite  a depot.  If  you  should  be 
threatened,  I could  send  a force  across  to  Madison,  which  would  divert 
attention,  but  I must  be  careful,  as  our  enemy  has  a large  force  at 
Holly  Springs,  estimated  at  40,000.  I cannot  hear  that  any  have  come 
over  from  Arkansas,  but  I hear  of  the  arrival  of  Waul’s  brigade,  from 
Texas.  The  reaction  in  favor  of  the  civil  over  the  military  rule,  in  the 
whole  South,  will  strip  the  people  of  the  terror  that  has  held  them 
down  so  hard,  but  still  we  know  the  people  are  generally  united  in 
spirit  and  feeling  against  us,  and  must  not  count  on  any  reaction  until 
the  safety  of  property  changes  their  feeling,  their  political  opinions,  and 
Southern  prejudices. 

Many  military  changes  are  indicated  north  of  us,  but  none  iu  our 
immediate  neighborhood.  I shall  always  be  pleased  to  hear  from  you, 
and  to  see  you  when  I can.

To  commanders  of  regiments  and  companies  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States : 

Generosity  and  benevolence  to  the  poor  and  distressed  are  character- 
istics of  good  soldiers.  I tell  you  that  there  are  many  poor  families  in 
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and  about  Memphis,  who,  unless  aided,  will  suffer  for  wood,  clothing, 
and  provisions.  Government  provides  all  these  to  our  soldiers  boun- 
teously, and  I know  that,  by  the  exercise  of  reasonable  economy,  every 
company  can  and  does  save  a proportion  of  their  allowance.  What 
better  disposition  can  be  made  of  a part  of  this  surplus  than  by  giving 
it  to  the  poor  ? I recommend  to  all  who  have  spare  bread,  flour,  meat, 
rice,  coffee,  sugar,  or  anything  needed  by  poor  and  sick  families,  that 
they  send  it  to  the  officers  of  the  Central  Relief  Committee,  in  Jeffer- 
son Block,  Second  street,  where  it  will  be  receipted  for  by  an  agent, 
and  by  him  distributed  to  the  worthy.  By  this  process  charity  is  done 
to  the  best  advantage.  I know  that  all  our  soldiers  want  is  to  know 
how  to  dispense  their  charity,  and  the  above  method,  in  my  judgment, 
will  accomplish  the  greatest  amount  of  good.

Assistant  Adjutant- General,  Jachson,  Tenn.  : 

Dear  Sir  : I received  last  night,  at  the  hands  of  Colonel  Hilly er,  the 
general’s  communication  of  October  29. 

I think  the  attitude  of  things  with  our  enemy  has  changed  since  the 
writing  of  that  letter.  I have  seen  several  persons  who  were  in  Holly 
Springs  up  to  Wednesday  afternoon  at  4 o’clock.  At  that  time  both  Van 
Dorn  and  Price  were  in  Holly  Springs,  and  their  troops  camped  all 
round  about  in  such  a way  that  an  estimate  of  numbers  was  out  of  the 
question.  There  were  no  signs  by  which  one  could  judge  of  their  inten- 
tions. They  have,  like  ourselves,  all  sorts  of  camp  rumors,  most  of 
which  are  to  the  effect  that  Kentucky  is  their  destination.  Doubtless 
Kentucky  was  their  destination,  if  they  could  have  passed  Iuka  or 
Corinth.  A woman,  whose  accounts  agree  with  those  of  others,  insists 
that  the  railroad  cars  from  Holly  Springs  south  are  all  engaged  in  carry- 
ing artillery.  She  persists  in  her  assertions  that  she  saw  for  two  days 
the  cars  loaded  with  guns,  carriages,  and  horses,  and  the  rumors  from 
the  south  are  that  Holly  Springs  is  being  evacuated.  There  is  no  doubt 
in  my  mind  that  the  Confederate  Government  mistrusts  Van  Dorn,  and 
that  there  is  some  conflict  of  authority  between  him  and  Pemberton, 
who  has  been  specifically  assigned  to  the  Department  of  Mississippi 
and  Louisiana.  Villepigue’s  brigade  has  gone  to  Meridian,  but  the  great 
bulk  of  the  force  collected  at  Holly  Springs  is  there,  or  was  there  on 
Wednesday.  I hardly  think  they  would  move  to  the  Mississippi  or 
Memphis,  or  any  point  above,  as  they  and  their  communications  would 
be  at  your  mercy.  They  would  hardly  venture  to  attack  you  or  Corinth 
if  it  be  true  they  sent  off  their  artillery.  I have  a man  of  high  intel- 
ligence who  started  yesterday  for  Grenada  and  thence  to  Holly  Springs, 
who  has  promised  to  send  me  an  account  of  what  he  sees.  We  can 
better  judge  of  their  intentions  from  facts  than  from  their  say  so.  It  is 
barely  possible  they  are  sending  surplus  artillery  to  Mobile  and  their 
field  artillery  round  to  Chattanooga,  intending  to  make  a junction  with 
Bragg’s  forces.  I confess  myself  at  a loss  to  divine  their  plans  from 
any  reliable  facts  in  my  possession. 

Colonels  H illy  er  andLagow,of  your  staff,  now  here,  will  better  describe 
things  than  I can  do  by  letter.  I have  requested  the  former  to  look  to 
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our  forts,  warehouses,  &c.,  and  they  can  tell  you  all  about  them.  Mem 
phis  is  admirably  adapted  as  a point  for  assembling,  forming,  and  or- 
ganizing a force  of  operations  on  the  Mississippi  River,  as  well  as  for 
invading  the  States  of  Arkansas  and  Mississippi,  and  I will  undertake 
to  put  in  good  order  any  number  of  troops  you  may  send  here.  Of  course 
I would  much  prefer  to  have  recruits  to  fill  up  our  present  regiments  to 
having  new  regiments,  but  we  must  take  what  we  can  get. 

The  collection  of  rents  proceeds  favorably.  Some  appeals  have  been 
taken,  and  I send  with  this  one  case — that  of  Wickersham,  a neutral, 
native  of  Ohio,  whose  post-office  was  used  by  the  Confederates,  and  the 
theater,  which  was  vacant.  The  papers  I send  you  give  a full  history  of 
the  case,  and  I hope  the  Secretary  of  War  will  sanction  our  acts.  I cer- 
tainly do  have  less  sympathy  for  this  class  of  middle  men  than  for  the  out 
and  out  secessionist.  I do  not  know  but  that  I should  send  my  answer  to 
the  Secretary  through  you,  but  he  referred  the  case  to  me  direct,  calling 
for  a full  and  prompt  report.  If  the  copy  of  my  report  herewith  does  not 
accord  fully  with  your  views,  please  write  to  the  Secretary.  My  project 
for  taking  care  of  the  destitute  has  met  a ready  response.  Ward  com- 
mittees and  a central  board  have  been  organized  composed  very  fairly 
of  representatives  of  all  interests.  1 have  given  them  the  use  of  a vacant 
building,  an  order  for  25  cords  of  wood  a month  (cut  by  contrabands  and 
hauled  by  our  teams),  an  order  for  prescriptions  of  medicines  out  of  con- 
fiscated drugs,  and  $1,000  in  money  out  of  the  collection  of  rents;  also 
have  made  a recommendation  to  companies  to  send  to  the  depot  a part 
of  their  company  savings  in  kind.  This  is  liberal,  and,  with  the  contri- 
butions of  merchants  in  kind,  by  theaters,  and  families,  will  enable  the 
central  board  to  provide  for  all  the  destitute  and  distressed.  A special 
tax  on  secessionists  would  accomplish  the  end  less  effectually,  for  indeed 
all  the  public  contributions  above  indicated  come  exclusively  out  of  our 
enemies.  . 

I shall  enforce  the  banishment  of  the  proscribed  families,  because  if 
we  must  fight  for  the  river  we  cannot  afford  to  do  it  for  the  benefit  of 
the  families  of  men  in  open  hostility.  X have  thrown  the  onus  on  them. 

I note  the  general’s  allusion  to  Rosecrans,  and  was  somewhat  sur- 
prised, though  convinced.  I hope  Hurlbut  and  McPherson  will  be  re- 
tained in  the  department.

Geor&e  D.  Prentice,  Esq.: 

Dear  Sir  : I have  just  placed  your  note  in  the  hands  of  one  of  my 
staff,  to  make  inquiries  into  the  affairs  and  condition  of  that  railroad  in 
which  you  unfortunately  own  stock.  As  to  incomes  from  such  property 
during  the  war,  I know  you  have  made  up  your  mind,  but  I believe  the 
railroad  is  substantially  uninjured,  and  in  time  will  be  valuable,  but  of 
this  I will  write  when  I am  better  posted  on  the  u collaterals.”  Of  course, 
I will  ever  do  my  best  to  save  your  interests  and  fulfill  your  wishes. 

I still  see  no  clear,  well-defined  issue  to  this  war.  We  are  groping  in  a 
mist,  and,  in  spite  of  the  teachings  of  history,  we  seem  to  mistrust  our 
only  compass  of  safety,  viz,  the  written  compact  of  Government — our 
Constitution.  Our  people,  impatient,  find  fault  with  individuals,  and 
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think  by  displacing  leaders  they  can  produce  results.  This  is  natural, 
but,  I fear,  will  do  no  real  good.  I hope  the  people  of  Kentucky  have 
had  enough  of  secesh  rule  to  judge  which  is  best,  the  old  government 
of  laws  or  the  orders  of  irresponsible  captains  and  colonels. 

In  discussing  the  arbitrary  acts  of  our  enemies  and  selves,  I have  fre- 
quently asserted  that  the  Southern  military  leaders  were  the  first  to  take 
the  slaves  of  loyal  masters  and  wagons  and  horses  of  our  people.  It  was 
so*  represented  to  me  in  Kentucky  that  long  before  we  permitted  a slave 
to  come  into  our  military  camps,  the  secession  leaders  pressed  slaves 
to  work  on  the  forts  at  Columbus  and  Bowling  Green,  and  that  in  many 
instances  loyal  masters  did  not  get  their  slaves  back.  Also  that  Buck- 
ner, Johnston  (Albert  Sidney),  Polk,  and  Pillow  all  helped  themselves 
to  wagons  and  horses,  corn,  wheat,  &c.,  of  farmers,  without  asking  tlieir 
consent.  Am  I not  right  in  this  ? My  opinion  is  that  the  adherents 
of  the  Southern  cause  have  instituted  principles  of  warfare  that,  when 
applied  to  themselves,  will  be  destructive  of  material  interests,  and  that 
if  we  retaliate  they  are  estopped  by  their  own  practice.

General  : Brooks  has  gone  to  Helena,  and  thence,  I suppose,  to  the 
interior.  Of  course,  I do  not  suppose  Joe  Johnston  to  be  in  Arkan- 
sas; Holmes  commands  there.  I can,  and  will,  send  a man  to  White 
River  and  Little  Rock,  and  advise  you  of  any  authentic  facts.  1 have 
pretty  good  evidence  that  a part  of  the  rebel  army,  formerly  in  Arkan- 
sas, has  been  sent  down  to  Vicksburg,  and  thence  a part  has  come  to 
Holly  Springs  and  balance  gone  to  Port  Hudson,  Miss. 

I also  have  reason  to  believe  that  a movement  of  our  forces  has  been 
made  from  New  Orleans  to  Bayou  Manchac,  mouth  of  Pontchartrain,but 
what  for,  or  what  its  destination,  I cannot  make  out.  To  counteract  it, 
the  rebels  are  assembling  a force  at  Port  Hudson ; also  they  design  to 
fortify  the  mouth  of  Yazoo  River.  This  will  seriously  interfere  with  a 
movement  on  Vicksburg.  I do  really  think  that  your  forces  under  Scho 
field  and  Steele  could  reach  Fort  Smith  and  Little  Rock  without  serious 
opposition.  If,  then,  Rosecrans’  army  should  regain  the  latitude  of 
Huntsville,  the  expedition  down  the  Mississippi  could  easily  go  down. 

I have  here  only  my  own  division,  but  think  my  defenses  are  good 
against  any  force  that  can  be  brought  against  us.  The  force  of  the 
enemy  at  Holly  Spriugs  must  be  about  30,000,  with  a large  proportion 
of  cavalry.  Of  course,  the  secessionists  continue  to  talk  of  taking  Mem- 
phis, but  their  time  has  passed. 

I do  not  understand  you  want  me  to  supply  affidavits  that  Uriel 
Wright,  Senator  [Trusten]  Polk,  [D.  M.]  Frost,  Brown,  [Bowen  (?)]  and 
others,  of  Missouri,  are  at  Holly  Spriugs.  I can  do  it,  if  you  cannot 
make  proof  there.  It  would  be  profitable  if  you  could  get  the  courts 
to  accept  other  evidence,  which  you  can  procure  on  the  spot.

Mrs.  Valeria  Hurlbut,  Memphis : 

Dear  Madam  : Your  letter  of  October  — was  duly  received.  I did  not 
answer  it  at  that  time,  as  I had  already  instructed  Colonel  Anthony,  pro- 
vost-marshal, to  suspend  the  execution  of  the  order  expelling  certain 
families  from  Memphis,  for  fifteen  days,  to  enable  them  to  confer  with 
the  Confederate  authorities  upon  the  cause  of  that  order,  viz,  the  firing 
from  ambush  on  our  boats  carrying  passengers  and  merchandise  by  bands 
of  guerrillas  in  the  service  of  our  enemies. 

In  war  it  is  impossible  to  hunt  up  the  actual  perpetrators  of  a crime. 
Those  who  are  banded  together  in  any  cause  are  held  responsible  for  all 
the  acts  of  their  associates.  The  Confederate  Government,  in  resisting 
what  we  claim  to  be  the  rightful  prerogative  and  authority  of  our  Gov- 
ernment, by  armies  in  the  field  and  bands  of  armed  men  called  guer- 
rillas or  partisan  rangers,  claims  for  these  latter  all  the  rights  of  war, 
which  means  that  the  Confederate  Government  assumes  the  full  respon- 
sibility of  the  acts  of  these  Partisan  Hangers.  These  men  have,  as  you 
know,  fired  on  steamboats  navigating  the  Mississippi  River,  taking  the 
lives  and  endangering  the  safety  of  peaceful  citizens  who  travel  in  an 
accustomed  way,  in  no  wise  engaged  in  the  operations  of  war.  We  re- 
gard this  as  inhuman  and  barbarous,  and  if  the  Confederate  authorities 
do  not  disavow  them,  it  amounts  to  a sanction  and  encouragement  of  the 
practice.  We  must  stop  this,  and  no  measures  would  be  too  severe.  The 
absolute  destruction  of  Memphis,  New  Orleans,  and  every  city,  town, 
and  hamlet  of  the  South  would  not  be  too  severe  a punishment  to  a 
people  for  attempting  to  interfere  with  the  navigation  of  the  Mississippi. 
I have  commenced  mildly  by  requiring  the  families  of  men  engaged  in 
this  barbarous  practice  to  leave  and  go  to  their  own  people.  Certainly 
there  can  be  no  hardship  for  the  wife  and  children  going  to  their  own 
husbands  and  families.  They  ought  to  be  glad  of  the  opportunity,  and 
the  measure,  instead  of  being  severe,  is  very  mild.  How  would  they  like 
it  if  we  were  to  fire  through  the  houses  of  their  wives  and  families,  as 
they  do  through  the  boats  carrying  our  wives  and  families'?  If  any  per- 
son will  look  at  this  question  who  feels  for  our  people,  he  or  she  will  per- 
ceive that  the  measure  of  retaliation  is  mild,  and  I do  not  promise  by  any 
means  that  in  future  cases  I will  be  so  easy.  Misplaced  kindness  to 
these  guerrillas,  their  families,  and  adherents  is  cruelty  to  our  people. 
Were  you  to  travel  on  a boat  and  have  the  bullets  whistle  and  hear  the 
demon  yells  of  these  Confederate  partisans,  you  would  not  feel  so  kindly 
disposed  to  those  who  approve  the  act. 

I have  given  them  time  to  disavow  the  attack  on  the  Gladiator;  they 
have  not  done  it.  They  therefore  approve,  and  I say  not  only  shall  the 
families  go  away,  but  all  the  Confederate  allies  and  adherents  shall  feel 
the  power  of  an  indignant  Government.

Maj.  Gen.  U.  S.  Grant, 

Gomdg.  Department  of  West  Tennessee , La  Grange , lenn. : 

Dear  General  : Yours  of  November  6,  from  La  Grange,  was  brought 
to  me  by  Captain  Newell,  Third  Michigan  Cavalry,  last  night,  he  having 
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ridden  by  circuitous  routes  and  reached  me  without  serious  opposition ; 
yet  1 tear  his  return  might  be  hazardous,  and  I have  ordered  Colonel 
Grierson,  Sixth  Illinois  Cavalry,  to  escort  him  back  with  about  300 
select  cavalry,  and  in  going  and  returning  to  do  certain  things  that  will 
be  of  advantage  to  the  service.  He  will  show  you  his  instructions. 

I have  not  yet  received  the  instructions  via  Columbus,  referred  to  in 
yours  of  November  6,  but  am  prepared  on  short  notice  to  do  anything 
you  may  require. 

As  yet  but  one  regiment  has  reported  to  me,  the  Thirty-second  Wis- 
consin, Colonel  Howe,  a strong  regiment,  of  good  material,  well  armed 
and  equipped. 

By  the  reduction  of  transportation  under  recent  orders,  I will  have 
enough  wagons  for  double  my  force,  and  since  the  incursions  of  Morgan 
and  Kirby  Smith  into  Kentucky  and  Stuart’s  raid  into  Pennsylvania, 
in  which  they  took  horses  of  private  owners,  we  should  no  longer  hesi- 
tate to  replenish  our  stock  in  the  country  we  operate  in,  giving  owners 
simple  receipts,  to  be  settled  for  at  the  conclusion  of  hostilities,  accord- 
ing to  the  circumstances. 

I deem  it  good  policy  now  to  encourage  the  non-combatant  population 
to  trade  with  Memphis  their  cotton  and  corn  for  such  articles  of  groce- 
ries and  clothing  as  they  need  for  their  families  and  servants.  Many 
of  thpm  are  justly  indignant  at  their  own  armies  and  partisans  for  burn- 
ing their  cotton,  by  the  sales  of  which  alone  they  can  realize  the  means 
of  purchase  of  the  articles  they  absolutely  need  to  maintain  their  suffer- 
ing families,  and  I would  like  some  expression  of  opinion  from  you  on 
this  policy.  Of  course,  a part  of  these  supplies  will  fall  into  improper 
hands,  but  the  time  must  come  when  the  inhabitants  must  choose  their 
rulers,  and  even  now  I do  not  fear  their  choice  if  protected  from  their 
Confederate  armies  and  bandits.  Some  of  them,  of  course,  make  loud 
complaints  against  our  troops  burning  rails  and  stealing  potatoes,  &c., 
but  I tell  them  plainly  these  are  the  inevitable  accompaniments  of 
armies,  for  which  those  who  provoke  war  and  appealed  to  it  are  respon- 
sible, and  not  we.  I am  satisfied  a change  of  opinion  is  rapidly  grow- 
ing here,  which  I endeavor  to  foster  and  encourage.  On  Monday  next 
a Union  club  will  come  out  in  public ; will  decorate  their  houses  with  our 
flag,  and  have  a public  procession,  speeches,  &c.  I will  attend,  of  course, 
and  aid  them  with  every  means  to  produce  effect.  The  advance  of  your 
army  to  La  Grange  will  have  an  admirable  effect. 

All  my  information  goes  to  the  belief  that  the  force  at  Holly  Springs 
is  reduced  by  detachments  to  the  south,  so  that  it  no  longer  threatens 
West  Tennessee.  Some  farmers  just  in  report  Holly  Springs  evacuated, 
but  I am  not  satisfied  on  that  point.  I have  out  two  good  men,  who 
ought  to  be  back  in  a day  or  two,  whose  report  I will  get  through  to 
you  by  some  safe  means. 

I will  keep  my  force  well  in  hand,  but  will  make  a demonstration 
toward  Coldwater  to-morrow,  &c.,  to  gain  information  and  withdraw 
attention  from  you.  I do  not  believe  that  there  is  in  Arkansas  a force  to 
justify  the  armies  of  Schofield,  Steele,  and  Hovey  (at  Helena)  remaining 
quiet,  and  would  advise  the  latter  to  threaten  Grenada  and  Yazoo  by 
all  means. 

I will  rapidly  organize  brigades,  and  equip  all  regiments  coming  to 
me,  and  be  prepared  to  act  with  promptness  the  moment  I learn  the 
part  you  design  me  to  play.  Colonel  McDowell,  Sixth  Iowa,  Stuart, 
Fifty-fifth  Illinois,  and  Buckland,  Seventy-second  Ohio,  are  fully  coin 
petent  to  take  brigades,  and  I will  so  dispose  of  them,  unless  you  send 
me  brigadiers  duly  commissioned. 
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Colonels  Hillyer  and  Lagow,  of  your  staff,  recently  here,  will  tell  you 
fully  of  all  figures,  numbers,  and  facts  that  I deem  imprudent  to  trust 
by  this  route. 

I have  already  ordered  one  officer  of  every  Ohio  regiment  to  proceed 
with  dispatch  to  Columbus,  Ohio,  to  bring  back  the  drafted  men  for  the 
Ohio  regiments,  seven  in  number. 

Health  of  troops  good,  and  everything  as  well  as  T could  wish.  I will 
write  to  General  Hovey,  at  Helena,  telling  him  of  your  movements, 
and  asking  him  to  gather  all  information  he  can  of  the  country  toward 
Grenada. 

Deserters  come  in  constantly ; one  just  now  from  Coldwater,  where 
he  was  on  picket.  He  did  not  know  you  were  at  La  Grange,  and  said 
he  deserted  because  he  did  not  wish  to  go  farther  south.  Heard  that 
Price  was  to  go  to  Jackson,  but  had  not  been  to  Holly  Springs  for  five 
days.

Admiral  David  D.  Porter, 

Commanding  United  States  Naval  Forces , Cairo  : 

Dear  Sir  : Yours  of  the  7th  instant  was  duly  received. 

I regret  that  we  cannot  prevent  the  erectiou  of  a fort  at  the  mouth  of 
Yazoo,  as  it  will  force  us  to  fight  across  the  Yazoo  above  its  mouth,  un- 
less we  can  land  troops  on  its  east  bank.  Still,  as  you  say,  we  must  fight 
it  out,  and  we  must  take  the  Mississippi  and  Yazoo  this  winter.  I have 
been  studying  the  condition  of  things  hence  to  Grenada.  Now,  the  roads 
are  good  and  practicable,  but  as  soon  as  rain  falls  the  black  alluvion  is 
terrible  with  heavy  trains  of  wagons.  General  Grant  is  at  La  Grange 
and  Grand  Junction,  50  or  53  miles  due  east  of  Memphis.  The  Cold- 
water  and  Tallahatchie  form  the  Yazoo,  and  both  must  be  crossed  by 
us  in  an  advance.  The  enemy  now  lies  behind  the  Coldwater,  but  every 
indication  is  that  he  will  fall  behind  the  Tallahatchie,  and  possibly  be- 
hind the  Yalabusha,  near  Grenada,  before  he  fights.  A demonstration 
on  the  Yazoo,  opposite  the  railroad  below  Grenada,  would  have  a mag- 
nificent effect,  which  I know  you  are  fully  aware,  and  that  when  you 
make  it,  it  will  be  well  done.  Now,  my  information  is  that  eleven 
large,  fine  steamboats  are  in  the  Yazoo  below  Honey  Island ; nine  in 
one  group  and  two  a little  farther  down.  All  there  are  the  large  elegant 
packets  formerly  used  as  the  New  Orleans,  Mobile,  and  Vicksburg 
lines — Magenta,  Natchez,  General  Quitman,  &c.  I will  send  you  a full 
list  of  their  names  and  location  as  soon  as  I can  inquire  of  a person  not 
now  present.  A person  living  on  the  Yazoo  tells  me  there  are  4 feet  of 
water  on  the  bars  below  Yazoo  City,  and  that  several  of  the  smaller 
Red  River  packets  have  been  got  out  and  are  now  running  in  a regular 
line  from  Vicksburg  to  the  mouth  of  Red  River  and  back,  bringing- 
sugar,  cattle,  and  produce  from  Louisiana.  My  informant,  whose  name 
I withhold  for  the  present,  assures  me  that  many  planters  along  Yazoo 
are  tired  of  war,  and  are  actually  praying  for  the  coming  of  your  fleet,  but 
of  this  I do  not  profess  to  have  much  faith.  At  the  same  time  it  is  not 
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impossible,  for  their  deprivation  of  the  usual  necessities  of  families  is 
felt  all  over  the  country,  and  they  are  getting  tired  of  the  burning  of 
their  cotton  and  the  consumption  of  tbeir  corn,  potatoes,  cattle,  &c. 

My  fort  here  is  well  constructed,  and  I have  twenty -eight  heavy  guns 
well  mounted,  besides  nine  good  field  batteries ; but,  as  1 will  soon  take 
the  field,  I will  leave  the  heavy  guns — 24-pouuders,  32-pounders,  and 
8-inch  columbiads— with  a garrison  to  hold  it.  I expect  to  have  here 
some  twenty-four  regiments  of  infantry,  three  or  four  of  cavalry,  and 
about  ten  batteries  of  field  guns,  in  going,  I would  probably  leave  five 
regiments  of  infantry  and  one  field  battery. 

I hope  you  are  in  correspondence  with  General  Grant,  and  that  you 
will  be  able  to  be  at  the  Yazoo  by  the  time  he  approaches  Grenada. 
Of  course,  we  must  expect  heavy  blows  before  we  can  reach  Jackson 
and  appear  behind  Vicksburg.  The  Helena  affairs  are  doubtless  well 
reported  to  you.  I will  in  a day  or  two  give  you  the  names  of  the  boats 
in  the  Yazoo,  with  a sketch  of  their  positions.  We  could  easily  reach 
them  by  a march  across  from  the  main  river,  but  I suppose  the  destruc- 
tion of  this  fleet  is  reserved  to  you.

Hon.  Judge  Swayne,  Memphis : 

Sir  : You  expressed  yourself  hurt  this  morning  at  the  severe  terms 
in  which  1 indulged  in  commenting  on  the  charge  you  made  the  grand 
jury.  It  is  now  late  at  night,  and  I am  worn  out  with  writing  purely 
official  matter,  and  now,  hastily  and  candidly,  wish  to  convey  to  you  my 
serious  thoughts. 

I concede  to  you  the  highest  order  of  personal  character,  talents,  and 
education,  and  will  not  pretend  to  argue  with  you  constitutional  or  legal 
questions.  I have  repeatedly  asserted,  and  now  repeat  my  belief,  that 
you  are  honest  in  your  opinions  and  practice,  but  must  say  that,  in 
iny  judgment,  you  are  unintentionally  drifting  your  country  and  people 
to  ruin,  misery,  and  death.  In  the  first  place,  I regret  that,  in  prepar- 
ing your  opinion  or  charge  to  the  jury,  the  main  part  was  omitted, 
and  only  that  part  published  to  the  world  which  treats  of  the  sworn 
duty  of  the  grand  jury  to  find  bills  under  the  enumerated  laws  ot  Ten- 
rnessee  touching  slaves,  utterly  ignoring  the  laws  of  Congress  and  the 
state  of  war. 

Thus  take  the  statutes  you  quote,  Nos.  26, 58,  59,  60,  61,  63,  64,  82,  <&e. 
How  can  any  one  of  them  be  executed  here  without  an  absolute  relin- 
quishment of  all  that  has  been  done  in  this  war  ? Will  the  United  States 
stultify  herself  by  allowing  a criminal  court  of  a county  to  nullify  the 
acts  of  the  Congress  and  of  armies  raised  at  the  expense  of  the  blood 
and  treasure  of  the  nation  t What  is  the  law  of  Congress  on  this  point  ? 

Act  No.  1G0. — AN  ACT  to  suppress  insurrection,  to  punish  treason  and  rebellion,  to  seize  and  con- 
fiscate the  property  of  rebels,  and  for  other  purposes. 


Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted , That  all  slaves  of  persons  who  shall,  atter  proclama- 
tion giviug  sixty  days’ notice,  be  engaged  in  rebellion  against  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  or  who  shall  in  any  way  give  aid  or  comfort  thereto,  escaping  from  such 
persons  and  taking  refuge  within  the  lines  of  the  army,  and  all  slaves  captured  from 
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such  persons,  or  deserted  by  them  and  coming  under  the  control  of  the  Government 
of  the  United  States,  and  all  slaves  of  such  persons  found  or  being  in  any  place  occu-  i 
pied  by  rebel  forces  and  afterward  occupied  by  the  forces  of  the  United  States,  shall 
be  deemed  captives  of  war,  and  shall  be  for  ever  free  of  their  servitude,  and  not  again 
held  slftVGS 

Sec.  10.  * * * And  no  person  engaged  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the 

United  States  shall,  under  any  pretense  whatever,  assume  to  decide  on  the  validity 
of  the  claim  of  any  person  to  the  service  or  labor  of  any  other  person,  or  surrender 
up  any  such  person  to  the  claimant,  on  pain  of  being  dismissed  from  the  service. 

Approved  July  17, 1862. 

Such  is  the  law  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  which  I caused 
to  be  published  many  successive  days  in  all  the  newspapers  of  Mem- 
phis  as  soon  as  received ; and  yet  you  made  no  mention  of  it  in  your  j 
charge  to  the  jury.  Certainly  you  must  admit  a state  of  war ; that  j 
Memphis  was  a place  held  by  the  Confederate  troops  in  June  last  and  I 
now  in  our  military  possession,  and  that  during  the  pendency  of  war 
I am  held  by  our  Government  as  responsible  for  all  that  occurs  in 
this  district,  and  as  much  accountable  for  acts  done  by  persons  subordi- 
nate to  my  authority,  as  though  done  by  myself.  Therefore,  in  charg- 
ing the  jury,  you  could  not  but  have  foreseen  it  would  raise  a direct 
conflict.  I admit  that  in  our  conversation  you  contended  that  your  high 
sense  of  the  character  of  a judge  demanded  you  should  announce  the 
law,  but  that  in  doing  so  you  qualified  it  by  the  expression — 

If  in  regard  to  the  slavery  laws  of  the  State,  or  any  of  the  recited  or  other  statutory 
or  common  law  offenses,  the  jury  should  find  themselves  physically  prevented  by  the 
circumstances  about  them — in  other  words,  by  the  insufficiency  of  the  power  of  the 
county — from  the  performance  of  their  high  duties  as  defined  by  the  law,  in  that  case 
their  failure  to  perform  these  duties  will  be  no  dereliction  on  their  part. 

Now  I hold,  and  so  will  every  reader  of  your  charge  infer,  that  the 
jury  is  bound  to  hear  and,  on  their  oatb,  find  bills  against  every  person 
who  has  received,  harbored,  or  employed  a fugitive  slave.  No  physical 
power  will  hinder  them  from  finding  such  bills  any  more  than  it  did  you 
in  making  your  charge ; on  the  contrary,  1 would  look  for  discreet  action 
and  a full  and  comprehensive  laying  down  of  the  law  to  the  learned  and 
intelligent  judge  rather  than  the  jury  who  are  bound  to  receive  the  law 
as  he  gives  it  to  them  to  apply  to  the  cases  that  may  come  to  their 
hearing. 

I say  the  grand  jury  are  bound  to  indict  every  man,  woman,  or  child 
in  the  county  of  Shelby  who  has  been  governed  by  the  laws  of  the  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States,  instead  of  those  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  late 
in  open  rebellion  to  the  mild  and  generous  sovereign  of  the  whole  country. 
Thus  I contend  that,  when  your  community  is  already  bound  down  by 
the  afflictions  of  stern  war,  you  have  insisted,  from  what  I deem  a too 
delicate  sense  of  your  official  obligations,  in  bringing  a direct  conflict 
between  the  State  and  National  authority.  I had  in  my  former  conver- 
sations with  you  expressed  an  earnest  desire  that,  while  armed  thou- 
sands of  strong  men  were  arrayed  against  each  other,  ready  at  any  mo- 
ment to  engage  in  deadly  struggle,  the  common  machinery  of  Govern- 
ment might  be  preserved,  to  protect  the  old  and  young,  feeble  and  help- 
less, against  the  murderous  robbers,  thieves,  and  villains  that  are  sure 
to  take  advantage  of  the  complications  of  war  to  do  their  hellish  work. 

I wanted  of  all  things  the  criminal  court  of  Shelby  County  to  meet  and  j 
punish  crime — that  class  of  crime  known  all  the  world  over  as  malum 
in  se , common  to  the  codes  of  all  civilized  people — and  reserve  this  ques- 
tion of  slavery,  this  dire  conflict  between  National  and  State  authority, 
to  be  fought  "out  by  the  armies  now  arrayed  for  that  purpose.  Per 
sonally,  I have  no  hostility  to  slavery  or  any  of  your  local  laws.  I would 
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they  had  never  been  disturbed  ; that  Federal  and  State  authority  had 
been  mutually  respected  by  the  parties  to  this  strife  ; but  this  event 
almost  convinces  me  that  they  are  utterly  irreconcilable,  when  Judge 
Swayne,  with  the  din  of  arms  in  his  ears,  with  bayonets  glistening  at 
each  street  corner,  with  messengers  coming  and  going  with  the  cruel 
news  of  the  mangling  of  hundreds  and  thousands  of  our  common  citi- 
zens in  deadly  strife,  charges  a grand  jury  under  the  old  law  of  Ten- 
nessee as  though  there  was  no  war,  and  utterly  ignores  the  laws  made 
by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States.  I wanted,  and  still  want,  you 
to  hold  your  court  and  punish  the  many  malefactors  that  infest  the 
country,  but  you  must  respect  the  laws  of  our  common  Government. 

I do  not  want  to  dictate  to  you ; I appeal  to  your  reason.  You  cannot 
administer  the  laws  you  quote,  but  there  is  plenty  you  can  do,  and,  to 
make  the  matter  emphatic,  I have  instructed  my  provost-marshal  and 
officers  that  if  the  criminal  court  of  Shelby  or  any  other  county  attempts 
by  writs  or  otherwise  to  enforce  those  State  laws,  in  contradiction  with 
the  plain  laws  of  the  United  States,  they  must  treat  the  sheriff  or  con- 
stable as  in  u contempt.”  I admit  , there  is  a direct  issue  between  the 
United  States  and  the  State  of  Tennessee  in  this  matter  ; but  a county 
criminal  court  is  not  the  place  to  adjudicate  it.  There  is  a tribunal  pro- 
vided by  our  fundamental  law — our  Constitution — viz,  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States,  fit  and  proper  to  pass  on  such  momentous 
issues.  Until  that  tribunal  makes  its  decision,  I shall  obey  the  plain 
law  of  Congress  and  the  order  of  the  President  of  the  United  States 
under  it,  and  my  army  shall  be  used  to  enforce  it. 

1 wish  I had  seen  your  charge  before  it  was  delivered,  as  I believe 
you  would  have  modified  it;  at  all  events,  that  you  would  not  have 
given  such  prominence  to  the  impracticable  statutes  you  quote.  I wish 
to  repeat  that  I appreciate  the  sense  of  duty  that  actuated' you  to  assert 
what  you  believed  to  be  the  only  law,  and  I hope  you  will  award  to  me 
similar  zeal  when  you  allow  for  the  sudden  and  stern  conclusions  to 
which  military  minds  sometimes  attain  by  a rapid  intuition  or  judgn  ent. 

I also  repeat  that  I am  still  anxious  you  should  continue  your  court, 
and  constitutionally  and  judiciously  enforce  the  law  against  the  many 
mischievous  persons  that  infest  your  community.  For  God’s  sake,  don’t 
let  this  accursed  question  of  slavery  blind  your  mind  to  the  thousand 
other  duties  and  interests  that  concern  you  and  the  people  amoug  whom 
you  live. 

As  you  can  perceive,  I throw  off  these  ideas,  leaving  you  to  fill  up 
the  logical  picture.  In  my  seeming  leaning  toward  mi  n of  your  char- 
acter, I have  risked  my  reputation  and  ability  for  good.  Do  not  force 
me  to  conclude  the  conflict  to  be  u irreconcilable,”  as  you  surely  will  if 
you  or  your  grand  jury  or  the  officers  of  your  court  insist  on  enforcing 
the  statutes  of  Tennessee  touching  negroes  at  this  terrible  crisis  of  our 
history.

United  States  Commissioner , Memphis  : 

Sir:  Yours  of  yesterday  is  received.  The  military  authorities  of  the 
United  States  have  other  business  to  attend  to  besides  administering 
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the  criminal  law  of  Shelby  County.  I find  it  difficult  to  spare  compe- 
tent officers  to  try  even  the  offenses  against  the  military  law. 

Let  the  gabbling  fools  of  Memphis  draw  tbeir  own  conclusions  as  to 
our  seeming  concessions  to  the  people.  Our  minds  are  operating  in 
other  points  at  this  time. 

When  the  Confederate  armies  in  the  field  are  defeated,  then  we  can 
give  the  stay-at-home  people  a chance  to  choose  between  their  lawful 
government  and  banishment.  In  the  mean  time,  if  any  tribunal  will 
fairly  try  criminals  and  dispose  of  them,  let  it  do  so ; but  Judge  Swayne 
knows  if  he  uses  his  court  for  political  purposes,  so  as  to  nullify  the  laws 
of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  he  will  himself  change  places 
with  the  criminal  at  the  bar.  If,  however,  he  will  confine  himself  and 
court  to  the  punishment  of  the  murderers,  thieves,  and  scoundrels  that 
infest  the  country,  I will  not  be  very  critical  as  to  the  means  by  which 
such  an  end  is  to  be  attained. 

The  points  you  make  are  easily  answered.  Applicants  for  naturaliza- 
tion papers  can  easily  be  accommodated  by  enlisting  in  any  one  of  our 
regiments.  Criminals  can  easily  be  transported  to  the  penitentiary  at 
Nashville. 

Appeals  may  come  to  us,  and  I will  certify  them,  to  await  the  future, 
sending  the  criminal  in  the  mean  time  to  a safe  place  of  custody,  viz, 
the  penitentiary.  No  law  of  Tennessee,  in  conflict  with  the  law  of  the 
United  States,  is  the  law,  and  if  any  lawyer  or  judge  thinks  differ- 
ent, the  quicker  he  gets  out  of  the  United  States  the  safer  his  neck 
will  be. 

We  have  confidence  enough  in  our  power  to  allow  a little  blowing  off 
of  surplus  steam.  Things  are  progressing  fast  enough,  and  those  who 
think  Tennessee  is  a sovereign  power  on  earth  will  change  their  minds 
in  time.

Secretary  of  War , W asldngton  City , D.  C. : 

Mr.  Montgomery,  late  editor  of  the  Vicksburg  Whig,  informs  me,  upon 
the  authority  of  his  mother,  just  arrived  from  Vicksburg,  that  Pem- 
berton, Smith,  and  Villepigue,  with  only  5,000  men,  are  at  that  place, 
and  that  they  are  repairing  the  portion  of  the  railroad,  18  miles  in 
length,  leading  from  a point  opposite  Vicksburg  across  the  Mississippi 
bottom,  particularly  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  the  introduction  of 
supplies  from  the  Washita  country-. 

He  also  says  the  enemy-  are  fortifying  Haines7  Bluff,  on  the  Yazoo 
River,  12  miles  from  Vicksburg,  and  communicating  with  that  place  by 
a ridge  road ; also  that  the  enemy  are  fortifying  Port  Hudson,  below 
Bayou  Sara,  declaring  that  they  will  make  that  point  more  difficult  to 
pass  than  Vicksburg.  Would  it  not  be  advisable  that  the  gunboats 
below  that  point  should  be  ordered  to  frustrate  this  design,  if  practi- 
cable ? 

The  way  cleared  from  New  Orleans  to  Vicksburg,  it  would  be  expe- 
dient that  transports,  under  convoy  of  gunboats,  should  be  sent  up  the 
Mississippi  to  a point  as  near  Vicksburg  as  might  be  found  safe  to  meet 
the  contingency  of  a determination  to  cross  our  troops  over  the  river 
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below  it,  after  having  disembarked  them  above  and  marched  them 
around. 

Having  already  given  my  views  as  to  the  importance  of  dispatch  in 
setting  the  proposed  expedition  for  opening  the  Mississippi  in  motion, 
I will  not  consume  your  valuable  time  by  adding  anything  more  on  that 
subject.

Sir  : Yours  of  November  12  is  just  received,  and  though  very  busy 
receiving  and  disposing  of  troops,  I hasten  to  answer  as  well  as  to  fill 
my  former  promise  to  send  you  a sketch  of  the  Yazoo  country.  Inclosed 
is  a map*  compiled  by  my  engineers  of  the  best  data  at  hand.  I have 
another  map  not  well  scaled,  which  makes  the  mouth  of  Yazoo  some- 
what different  from  the  one  inclosed.  Somewhat  thus :

I am  not  sure  on  this  point,  as  at  times  I hear  of  eleven,  and  again 
some  say  as  many  as  forty,  but  all  agree  as  to  the  large  boats,  Natchez, 
Magnolia,  Peytona,  Magenta,  &c. 

My  opinion  is  that  a perfect  concert  of  action  should  exist  between 
all  the  forces  of  the  United  States  operating  down  the  valley;  and  I 
apprehend  some  difficulty  may  arise  from  the  fact  that  you  control 
on  the  river,  Curtis  on  the  west  bank,  and  Grant  on  the  east  bank. 
Were  either  one  of  you  in  absolute  command,  all,  of  course,  would  act 
in  concert.  Our  enemies  are  now  also  disconcerted  by  divided  coun- 
sels; Van  Ddrn  and  Lovell  are  superior  in  lineal  rank  to  Pemberton, 
and  yet  the  latter  is  in  command  of  the  Department  of  Mississippi  and 
Louisiana. 

I think  the  forces  now  under  Grant  are  able  to  handle  anything  in 
Mississippi ; and  our  men  are  now  confident  and  pretty  well  drilled. 
We  can  advance  southward,  striking  Grenada  and  interposing  between 
Vicksburg  and  Jackson,  but  your  fleet  should  be  abreast  or  ahead  of 
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the  army.  You  invite  these  suggestions,  and  I think  General  Halleck 
would  order  a concert  of  action  any  time  you  are  prepared. 

The  possession  of  the  river,  with  an  army  capable  of  disembarking 
and  striking  inland,  would  have  a mighty  influence. 

I know  that  the  people,  though  full  of  Southern  ardor,  are  getting 
tired  of  the  devastations  of  war.  Our  new  troops  came  with  ideas  of 
making  vigorous  war,  which  means  universal  destruction,  and  it  requires 
hard  handling  to  repress  excesses. 

I take  freely  of  corn,  horses,  wood  and  lumber,  brick,  everything  for 
the  Government,  but  allow  no  individual  plunder. 

I was  very  anxious  to  see  you  before  departing  for  the  interior,  but 
now  expect  soon  to  be  off,  acting  under  Grant,  but  hope  we  may  meet 
below.  I have  admirable  maps  of  Memphis  and  country  round  about, 
of  which  I could  give  you  copies ; but  as  your  operations  are  by  water, 
these  would  be  of  little  service.

Memphis , Tenn.: 

Dear  Sir  : Yours  of  November  14  has  been  before  me  some  days. 
I have  thought  of  the  subject-matter,  and  appreciate  what  you  say,  but 
for  the  present  think  best  not  to  tamper  with  the  subject.  Money  is  a 
thing  that  cannot  be  disposed  of  by  an  order.  Were  I to  declare  that 
Tennessee  money  should  not  be  quoted  higher  than  greenbacks,  my 
order  would  do  no  good,  for  any  person  having  cotton  to  sell  has  a 
right  to  barter  it  for  anything  he  pleases ; thus  he  might  trade  it  for 
Tennessee  money  at  50  cents  per  pound,  and  for  greenbacks  at  52 
cents,  thereby  making  the  discount.  Money  will  seek  its  value,  and  no 
king  or  president  can  fix  value  by  a decree  or  order.  It  has  been  tried 
a thousand  times,  always  without  success  ; but  let  money  alone  and  it 
finds  its  true  value. 

The  reason  why  Tennessee  money  has  been  above  greenbacks  was, 
and  is,  because  that  kind  of  money  was  in  demand  for  cotton.  Now,  is 
it  our  interest  to  encourage  the  bringing  in  of  cotton  ? If  so,  must  we 
not  let  the  owner  barter  it  for  what  he  pleases ! When  we  answer 
these  questions  in  the  affirmative,  we  must  let  the  owner  of  the  cotton 
sell  it  as  he  pleases.  Those  who  own  cotton  do  not  insult  our  Govern- 
ment by  preferring  Tennessee  money  to  greenbacks.  Tennessee  money 
suits  their  individual  purposes  better  than  greenbacks,  and  it  pleases 
me,  as  I see  they  want  their  money  for  local  home  use,  and  not  to  send 
abroad  for  munitions  of  war. 

Let  these  things  regulate  themselves.  War,  and  war  alone,  can  in- 
spire our  enemy  with  respect,  and  they  will  have  their  belly  full  of  that 
very  soon.  I rather  think  they  will  in  time  cry,  u Hold,  enough!”  Till 
then,  let  Union  men  feel  confident  in  their  real  strength,  and  determina- 
tion of  our  Government,  and  despise  the  street  talk  of  Jews  and  seces- 
e sionists.

Dear  Sir:  The  resolutions  of  November  16  are  before  me.  I heard 
them  read  at  the  time,  and  the  debate  on  them,  but  then  did  not  make 
known  what  was  in  progress,  nor  can  I now  tell  all,  but  the  Union  men 
may  rest  assured  that  no  insult  shall  be  made  to  our  Government  by 
Judge  Swayne  or  anybody  else,  and  stand  unrebuked.  Secessionists, 
when  in  power,  may  be  tyrants  and  villains,  but  we  must  be  men.  We 
must  heed  the  lessons  of  history  and  counsels  of  wise  men,  who  have 
gone  before  us.  They  in  rebellion  use  terror  and  force;  we  can  afford 
to  do  right.  They  keep  up  clamors  and  rumors,  boasts  and  arrogance; 
we,  knowing  ourselves  to  be  right,  can  pursue  “the  even  tenor  of  our 
way,”  calm  and  conscious  of  ultimate  success. 

Now,  finding  ourselves  (the  military)  in  Memphis  firmly  established, 
I naturally  wanted  to  see  order  established  among  the  people  of  your 
town.  Among  all  nations,  murder,  arson,  burglary,  robbery,  and  per- 
sonal violence  are  deemed  crimes  against  human  nature,  and  there;  is 
always  a tribunal  speedily  appointed  to  try  all  such  cases.  These  tri- 
bunals have  no  political  power,  and  therefore  in  war  remain  unimpaired, 
and  pursue  their  business,  although  all  the  rest  of  government  might 
be  in  wreck  and  confusion.  We  all  know  that  in  Memphis  you  have  a 
good  deal  of  crime,  too  much,  and  somebody  must  punish  it.  The  mil- 
itary is  here  to  vindicate  the  right  and  dignity  of  the  General  Govern- 
ment, not  to  take  care  of  the  people.  We  have  enough  to  do  if  we 
mind  our  own  business,  so  that  somebody  else  must  punish  murder,  &c., 
among  citizens.  Finding  a criminal  court  here,  I conferred  with  Judge 
Swayne,  and  explained  to  him  that  whilst  we  were  determined  the  flag 
of  our  country  and  the  just  authority  of  the  Government  should  be  re- 
spected all  over  the  world,  we  wanted  the  people  of  Memphis  protected 
against  the  criminals  in  their  midst,  and  that  he  might  hold  his  court. 

He  has  organized  it,  and  appointed  his  grand  jury,  and  has  let  off 
some  secession  and  State’s  rights  nonsense.  When  a man  makes  big- 
professions  and  falls  far  short  in  practice,  what  is  the  judgment  of  men? 
So  when  a judge  makes  a magnificent  manifesto,  and  then  tries  a few 
pickpockets  and  loafers,  what  may  we  infer?  Instead  of  being  a sub- 
ject of  dread  and  fear,  he  becomes  an  object  of  ridicule.  A criminal 
court  is  rather  a small  affair  to  make  trouble  among  honest  men,  and 
this  criminal  court,  what  can  it  do?  It  may  indict  criminals  that  every 
Union  man  would  like  to  see  punished,  but  can  they  hurt  any  honest 
man?  No;  they  must  punish  crime,  but  dare  not  attempt  to  execute 
any  law  of  Tennessee  in  opposition  to  the  laws  of  Congress.  Let  them 
attempt  to  indict  a Union  man  for  his  opinion,  or  attempt  to  punish 
others  for  hiring  a runaway  slave,  or  let  the  court  attempt  the  exercise 
of  any  foolish  or  despotic  power,  and  Judge  Swayne  and  that  grand 
jury  would  learn  a lesson  in  politics  that  would  last  them  to  their  dying- 
day.  If  this  court  minds  its  own  business,  and  punishes  crime,  I will 
help  them ; but  if  they  attempt  to  convert  a petty  criminal  court  into  a 
political  machine,  I will  promptly  interfere. 

Judge  Swayne  and  the  grand  jury  know  my  opinions,  and  I think 
the  Union  Club  will  have  no  reason  to  fear  evil  consequences.  The 
Union  people  are  not  yet  able  to  compose  the  necessary  courts  and  ma- 
chinery of  Government.  Who  are  your  judges?  Who  are  your  law- 
yers ? These  you  must  have,  before  you  can  make  county  courts,  district 
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and  supreme  courts,  and  it  behooves  Union  men  to  think  of  these  things, 
for  it  is  far  more  easy  to  destroy  than  build  up  a government,  and  you 
must  be  prepared,  as  the  military  goes  on,  to  build  up  your  own  gov- 
ernment. You  are  not  now  prepared,  but  I have  no  doubt  that,  by 
patience,  prudence,  and  forbearance,  you  will  in  time  be  enabled  to 
overcome  the  secesh,  not  only  in  arms,  but  law.  Reason,  justice,  and 
all  the  attributes  of  a good  and  great  Government  are  on  your  side  of 
the  question.

Assistant  Adjutant- General,  La  Grange: 

Sir  : Inclosed  is  a communication  of  Lieut.  Gen.  J.  0.  Pemberton, 
Confederate  Army,  dated  Jackson,  Miss.,  November  12,  1862,  received 
by  me  at  the  hands  of  a flag  of  truce  night  before  last.  I replied  yes- 
terday, and  send  you  herewith  a copy.  I ought  not  to  have  answered, 
but  the  time  to  be  consumed  in  referring  it  to  you  would  have  endan- 
gered the  safety  of  the  four  men  enumerated  by  General  Pemberton. 
It  seems  he  acts  on  orders  from  the  Government  at  Richmond,  and  I 
thought  proper  to  show  him  how  certain  retaliation  by  them  would  en- 
tail on  their  own  prisoners  certain  destruction.  To  enable  you  to 
answer  fully  and  conclusively,  I subjoin  a short  history  of  the  case. 

On  the  4th  of  September  last,  I sent  Colonel  Grierson,  with  a detach- 
ment of  the  Sixth  Illinois  Cavalry,  toward  Hernando,  to  break  up  a 
rendezvous  of  guerrillas,  after  accomplishing  which  his  orders  were  to 
proceed  over  to  the  Pigeon  Roost  road,  and  break  up  certain  other  par- 
ties there  forming  near  Coldwater.  He  accomplished  the  first-named 
purpose,  taking  10  prisoners,  whom  he  dispatched  back  toward  Mem- 
phis, with  an  escort  of  15  of  his  men,  commanded  by  Lieut.  Nathaniel  B. 
Cunningham.  This  party  returned  along  the  main  road,  and,  when  near 
White’s,  about  three-fourths  of  a mile  south  of  the  State  line,  and  distant 
from  Memphis  about  13  miles,  the  party  was  fired  on  from  ambush,  and 
Lieutenant  Cunningham  and  a Confederate  prisoner  were  killed.  The 
party  was  scattered,  and,  as  soon  as  intelligence  reached  the  camp  of  the 
Sixth  Illinois  Cavalry,  Captain  Boicourt  took  a small  party  of  25  men  and 
hastened  to  the  spot.  Before  reaching  White’s,  they  met  a wagon  com- 
ing into  Memphis  with  the  body  of  Lieutenant  Cunningham,  and  learned 
the  names  of  five  men  of  the  country  who  were  engaged  in  the  attack  on 
this  party.  I subsequently  sent  Major  Stacy,  of  the  Sixth  Illinois  Cav- 
alry, with  100  men,  to  punish  the  actors.  They  met  Captain  Boicourt 
near  White’s,  and  all  the  mention  he  made  of  the  killing  of  White  is 
that  u one  man  was  killed  while  running  from  the  advance  guard.”  Sub- 
sequently, the  mother  and  wife  of  Mr.  White  came  to  see  me,  and  re- 
ported that,  hearing  the  firing  near  their  house,  they  went  to  the  road, 
and  assisted  in  burying  the  dead  Confederate,  and  saw  the  body  of 
Lieutenant  Cunningham  taken  up  by  a passing  wagon  and  carried  toward 
Memphis  ; that  soon  after,  Captain  Boicourt  and  party  of  cavalry  came 
to  the  house,  arrested  Mr.  White,  represented  as  twenty-three  years 
old,  delicate  in  health,  and  never  a guerrilla,  but,  on  the  contrary, 
peacefully  disposed  aud  of  Union  sentiments;  but  Captain  Boicourt 
represented  that  he  was  concerned  in  the  killing  of  Cunningham,  muti- 
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lating  his  person  and  stripping  it  of  money  and  clothing,  the  sight  of 
which  exasperated  the  men.  When  White  was  taken  in  custody,  he 
was  taken  out  through  the  yard,  and,  when  near  the  gate,  resisted,  and 
finally  attempted  to  escape,  when  he  was  killed,  partly  with  blows  and 
shots.  The  house  of  White  was  burned  down. 

Of  course,  I cannot  approve  the  killing  of  any  citizen  on  mere  suspi- 
cion, but  the  firing  from  ambush  near  White’s  house,  and  the  fact  that 
Lieutenant  Cunningham  was  mutilated  and  stripped  of  money  and 
clothing,  were  circumstances  calculated  to  inflame  the  minds  of  sol- 
diers. The  neighborhood,  too,  was,  aud  is,  infamous,  so  that  I charge 
the  whole  on  the  system  of  guerrilla  warfare  adopted,  approved,  and 
encouraged  by  the  Confederate  authorities.  Whatever  claims  the  family 
and  friends  of  White  may  have  on  the  magnanimity  of  our  Government 
I would  recognize,  but  would  make  no  concessions  to  the  authorities  of 
that  Government  which  has  turned  loose  bands  of  men  without  uni- 
forms— without  any  marks  of  a soldier’s  calling — to  do  their  will. 

The  killing  of  White  was  the  natural  consequence  of  the  shooting  of 
Lieutenant  Cunningham,  of  which  General  Pemberton  makes  no  men- 
tion. White  was  a citizen — not  a Confederate  soldier  or  a partisan.  On 
what  rule  General  Pembertou  or  his  associates  propose  to  retaliate  on 
the  persons  of  four  of  our  soldiers,  I do  not  understand.  Of  course,  it  is 
not  for  me  to  say  what  we  should  do  should  these  four  men  suffer  death, 
but  we  should  demand  their  exchange  promptly,  under  the  cartel,  and, 
if  not  accorded  to,  and  they  carry  out  their  threats,  we  should  make 
them  feel  our  power  and  vengeance.  Shall  I not  withhold  all  their  pris- 
oners for  exchange  until  this  threat  is  withdrawn  ? Strange  that  these 
partisans  hang,  kill,  and  shoot  on  any  and  all  occasions,  and  yet  we  are 
threatened  with  retaliation  for  such  a case  as  White’s.  I await  your 
instructions.

The  General  Officer  Commanding  United  States  Forces , Memphis,  Tenn. : 

Sir  : I am  credibly  informed  that  on  or  about  the  11th  day  of  Sep- 
tember, 1862,  Mr.  William  H.  White,  a citizen  of  De  Soto  County,  Mis- 
sissippi, was  inhumanly  murdered  in  the  presence  of  his  mother  and 
his  wife  near  his  residence  on  the  Hernando  and  Memphis  plank  road, 
about  13  miles  from  Memphis ; I am  also  informed  that  this  murder 
was  perpetrated  by  a party  of  Illinois  cavalry  (said  to  be  the  Sixth),  in 
the  service  of  the  United  States  Government,  and  under  the  immediate 
command  of  one  Captain  Boicourt.  It  is  further  stated  that  Boicourt 
himself  inflicted  the  first  wound  upon  the  murdered  man. 

In  view  of  the  reported  facts,  I have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that, 
by  direction  of  my  Government,  I have  taken  by  lot  from  the  United 
States  prisoners  of  war  captured  by  our  forces  the  four  whose  names 
follow  : James  E.  Gaddy,  Company  E,  Sixth  Illinois  Cavalry ; Bernard 
Collins,  Company  E,  Thirty-ninth  Ohio  Infantry;  A.  W.  Shipman,  Com- 
pany D,  Forty-third  Ohio  Infantry,  and  Michael  Hart,  Company  C,  Sev 
enth  Iowa  Infantry. 

I am  also  directed  to  inform  you  that  if  the  account  of  the  murder  be 
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true,  retaliation  will  be  made  on  prisoners,  unless  the  murderers  are 
punished. 

The  case,  sir,  is  very  plainly  before  you  ; there  is  not  a shadow  of 
doubt  that  the  account  of  the  murder  is  true,  and  I await  your  decision 
as  to  who  shall  suffer  the  penalty. 

I have  directed  Maj.  Gen.  Earl  Van  Dorn  to  forward  this  communica- 
tion through  flag  of  truce.

Lieut.  Gen.  J.  0.  Pemberton, 

Commanding  Confederate  Forces , Jackson,  Miss. : 

Sir  : Your  letter  of  November  12,  dated  Jackson,  Miss.,  is  before  me. 
General  Grant  commands  the  department  which  embraces  Memphis, 
and  I will  send  him  your  letter,  that  he  may  answer  it  according  to  the 
interests  and  honor  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States. 

You  recite  the  more  aggravated  parts  of  the  story  of  Mrs.  White, 
concerning  the  killing  of  her  husband  by  a party  of  the  Sixth  Illinois 
Cavalry,  but  you  do  not  recite  the  attending  circumstances. 

In  the  early  part  of  September  last  the  xmblic  highway  hence  to  Her- 
nando was  infested  by  a parcel  of  men  who  burned  the  cotton  of  the 
people  and  depredated  on  their  property.  A party  of  the  Sixth  Illinois 
Cavalry  was  sent  to  capture  them,  but  on  approach  they  fled  and  only 
10  prisoners  were  taken.  They  were  dispatched  back  toward  Memphis, 
in  charge  of  a lieutenant  and  10  men.  As  this  party  was  on  the  road 
near  White’s,  they  were  tired  on  from  ambush.  The  lieutenant  and  the 
Confederate  soldier  at  his  side  were  killed,  one  or  more  wounded,  and 
the  party  scattered.  As  soon  as  the  intelligence  reached  the  camp  of 
the  Sixth  Illinois  Cavalry,  in  Memphis,  Captain  Boicourt  started  to  the 
rescue,  with  a small  detachment  of  his  men.  On  the  way  out  they  met 
the  dead  body  of  the  lieutenant  being  brought  in,  punctured  by  six 
balls,  from  which  the  story  was  started  of  barbarous  treatment,  viz, 
his  being  shot  while  lying  on  the  ground.  They  also  heard  enough  to 
connect  the  people  of  the  neighborhood  with  this  filing  from  ambush 
and  mutilating  their  dead  lieutenant,  the  taking  of  White,  the  accu- 
sation of  his  being  concerned,  his  resistance,  his  attempt  to  escape,  and 
all  matters  asserted  and  denied ; and  no  one  deplores  more  than  I do 
that  you  have  torn  to  pieces  the  fabric  of  our  Government,  so  that  such 
acts  should  ever  occur,  or,  if  they  did,  that  they  should  not  be  promptly 
punished.  White’s  house  is  almost  on  the  line  between  Mississippi  and 
Tennessee,  but  this  affair  occurred  on  the  Mississippi  side  of  the  line. 
If  the  State  of  Mississippi  was  in  a condition  and  should  make  due  in- 
quiry, and  demand  the  jiarties  for  a fair  trial,  there  would  be  some  ap- 
pearance of  law  and  justice;  but  what  shadow  of  right  you  have  to 
inquire  into  the  matter,  I don’t  see. 

White  was  not  a Confederate  soldier,  not  even  a guerrilla,  and  some 
contend  that  he  was  a good  Union  man.  I assert  that  his  killing  was 
unfortunate,  but  was  the  legitimate  and  logical  sequence  of  the  mode 
of  warfare  chosen  by  the  Confederate  Government — by  means  of  guer- 
rillas or  partisan  rangers. 

Captain  Boicourt  has  answered  for  his  conduct  to  the  Government  of 
the  United  States,  and,  it  may  be,  will  to  the  civil  authorities  of  Missis- 
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sippi,  when  peace  is  restored  to  her,  but  not  to  the  Confederate  Gov- 
ernment or  its  officers.  You  now  hold  for  retaliation  four  United  States 
soldiers,  whose  names  you  say  were  ascertained  by  lot.  We  hold  here 
thirty-odd  wounded  Confederate  soldiers,  left  by  your  companions  on 
the  field  of  Corinth.  They  receive  kind  treatment  at  the  hands  of  our 
surgeon.  I expect  a boat-load  of  other  prisoners  in  a day  or  so  from 
above,  en  route  for  Vicksburg,  to  be  exchanged  according  to  the  solemn 
cartel  made  between  the  two  contracting  parties.  Under  the  terms  of 
that  cartel,  we  shall  expect  at  Vicksburg  the  four  men  you  have  named, 
and  should  they  not  be  at  Vicksburg,  the  officer  in  charge  of  your  pris- 
oners will  have  his  orders.  Our  armies  now  occupy  many  Southern 
States  5 even  Northern  Mississippi  is  in  our  possession.  Your  guerrillas 
and  partisan  rangers  have  done  deeds  that  I know  you  do  not  sanction. 
Do  not  make  this  war  more  vindictive  and  bloody  than  it  has  been,  and 
will  be,  in  spite  of  the  most  moderate  counsels.  If  you  think  a moment, 
you  will  admit  that  retaliation  is  not  the  remedy  for  such  acts  as  the 
killing  of  White ; but  the  same  end  will  be  attained  by  regulating  your 
guerrillas.  This  I know  you  are  doing,  and  for  it  you  have  the  thanks 
of  your  Southern  Rights  people,  who  were  plundered  and  abused  by 
them.  General  Grant  commands  this  department,  and  you  had  better 
await  his  answer  before  proceeding  to  extremities.  All  I can  now  do 
is  to  see  that  the  terms  for  the  exchange  of  prisoners  of  war  be  faith- 
fully executed,  by  your  exchanging  the  four  men  you  have  in  custody 
before  we  will  send  to  Vicksburg  any  more.

The  Officer  Commanding  Guard  on  Board  Steamer  Metropolitan: 

Sir  : I am  officially  advised  by  Lieut.  Gen.  J.  0.  Pemberton,  com- 
manding Confederate  forces  at  Jackson,  Tenn.,  that  he  holds  four  of  our 
prisoners  of  war,  viz,  James  E.  Gaddy,  Company  E,  Sixth  Illinois  Cav- 
alry ; Bernard  Collins,  Company  E,  Thirty-ninth  Ohio  Infantry ; A.  W. 
Shipman,  Company  D,  Forty-third  Ohio  Infantry,  and  Michael  Hart, 
Company  C,  Seventh  Iowa  Infantry,  on  whom  he  proposes,  by  order  of 
the  Confederate  Government,  to  make  retaliation  for  the  killing  of  a 
citizen  named  White,  of  De  Soto  County,  Mississippi,  in  September  last. 
I have  answered  him  at  length  by  a flag  of  truce,  and  now  inform  you 
that  it  is  not  a case  for  retaliation,  and  have  the  honor  to  request  that, 
on  arrival  at  Vicksburg,  you  make  specific  demand  for  these  prisoners, 
and,  if  they  be  not  forthcoming,  that  you  withhold  from  exchange  four  of 
like  rank  privates,  to  be  ascertained  by  lot,  and  that  you  bring  them  to 
Memphis  to  await  the  action  of  our  Government.  I regard  this  as  a 
fair  breach  of  the  cartel.  White  was  not  a Confederate  soldier,  or  even 
guerrilla,  and  if  the  Confederate  authorities  want  to  offset  the  killing 
of  White,  you  can  quote  plenty  of  private  murders  committed  by  their 
adherents.

Major-General  Grant,  Comdg.  Department  of  West  Tennessee : 

Dear  General  : As  soon  as  I arrived  here  I dispatched  an  aide  to 
Helena,  who  brings  me  back  an  answer  perfectly  satisfactory  from  Gen- 
eral Steele,  who  has  reached  Helena  with  Osterhaus’  division,  which, 
added  to  the  force  there,  makes  a heavy  command.  1 send  you  his 
letter,  which  assures  us  that  he  will  send  Hovey,  with  a large  force,  on 
Grenada,  from  Friar’s  Point,  reaching  the  Tallahatchie  about  Charles- 
ton on  next  Monday ; from  that  point  they  attack  or  threaten  Grenada 
about  Monday,  Tuesday,  and  Wednesday. 

I will  march  to-morrow  (Wednesday),  according  to  orders,  Denver’s 
division  (two  brigades — nine  regiments  of  infantry  and  three  batteries 
of  artillery),  on  Pigeon  Boost  road,  to  Byhalia,  and  thence  south  to  Chu- 
lahoma,  reaching  Byhalia  Thursday  and  Chulahoma  Sunday  ; Smith’s 
division  to  Germantown,  Byhalia,  and  Chulahoma  (same  force  as  Den- 
ver’s). Lauman’s  division  (eight  regiments  of  infantry,  three  batteries, 
and  four  companies  of  cavalry)  will  take  the  Hernando  road,  and  turn 
east  and  join  Denver  at  Byhalia.  I will  accompany  the  center  column, 
keeping  with  me  Grierson,  with  eight  companies  of  cavalry.  Hurlbut 
has  joined ; has  been  assigned  command  of  the  post,  garrisoned  by  four 
regiments,  one  battery,  and  Thielemann’s  two  companies  of  cavalry.  I 
will  instruct  him  to  organize  into  brigades  and  divisions  all  troops 
arriving  ready  to  move  inland,  if  called  for.  I leave  as  a part  of  the 
garrison  the  sick  and  helpless  of  the  moving  column,  may  be  1,000  men 
in  all ; better  behind  a parapet  than  in  a general  hospital.  1 have  a 
very  intelligent  man  in  from  Jackson,  who  has  been  to  Abbeville, 
Grenada,  Mobile,  Vicksburg,  everywhere;  no  doubt  of  the  fact;  some 
little  doubt  of  his  sincerity,  but  I believe  he  has  large  interests  on  the 
Yazoo  which  he  is  anxious  to  cover  up.  He  wants  to  get  his  cotton  out 
safe.  He  brings  me  late  papers,  which  I send  you.  He  says  a court  of 
inquiry  acquitted  Van  Dorn,  and  that  he  commands  the  Army  of  the  Tal- 
lahatchie, Pemberton  commanding  department  at  Jackson,  Miss. ; Van 
Dorn  over  Price,  Tilghman,  Bowen,  and  Jackson.  Not  a word  of  any 
of  Bragg’s  or  Holmes’  forces.  He  describes  much  feeling  against  Van 
Dorn,  for  bad  management  or  bad  luck.  They  are  fortifying  all  fords 
and  ferries  of  the  Tallahatchie,  especially  about  the  railroad  crossing, 
and  to-day  they  are  ordered  to  commence  at  Panola ; but  all  this  will 
cease  when  they  hear  of  Hovey  coming  across  from  Helena.  His 
strength  and  purpose  will  be  magnified.  Mr.  H.  thinks  that  the  aggre- 
gate force  of  Van  Dorn  does  not  reach  30,000,  although  he  admits  they 
are  so  scattered  that  it  is  hard  to  estimate.  Van  Dorn’s  headquarters 
are  at  Abbeville,  and  the  Tallahatchie  is  their  line. 

I send  this  and  inclosures  by  a special  bearer  of  dispatches.  I hear 
of  a rebel  cavalry  regiment  at  Somerville,  but  suppose  they  will  fall 
back  as  we  advance.  I have  only  Grierson’s  cavalry  with  me.

The  Mayor  and  Council , City  of  Memphis  : 

Gentlemen  : I regret  to  notice  that  you  propose  to  issue  a species 
of  currency  of  denomination  as  low  as  10  cents  (“  shinplasters  ”)  to  swell 
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the  amount  of  bad  money  with  which  your  community  is  already  suffi- 
ciently afflicted. 

The  issuing  of  bills  of  credit  by  way  of  money  is,  in  my  judgment,  in 
direct  violation  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  I think 
Congress  at  the  last  session  passed  a bill  prohibiting  all  issues  below 
$1,  and  provided  a species  of  currency  called  the  “ post-office  currency,” 
which  will  soon  gradually  supplant  the  worthless  trash  which  now  is  a 
disgrace  to  the  name  of  money.  As  soon  as  possible,  enough  of  this 
post-office  money  will  come  here  and  suffice  for  the  wants  of  the  people. 

Inasmuch  as  we  seem  to  be  imitating  the  example  of  Mexico,  rather 
than  those  high  models  of  ancient  and  modern  times  that  we  were  wont 
to  do  in  times  past,  I would  suggest  a simpler  and  better  currency  for 
the  times.  In  Mexico  soap  is  money,  and  t]he  people  do  their  marketing 
through  the  medium  of  cakes  of  soap. 

Why  can  you  not  use  cotton  for  money  ? It  has  a very  convenient 
price — 50  cents  a pound.  Put  it  up  in  pounds  and  fractions  and  it  will 
form  a far  better  currency  than  the  miserable  shinplasters  you  propose 
to  issue.  If  cotton  is  king,  it  has  the  genuine  stamp  and  makes  money, 
is  money;  therefore  I suggest  that,  instead  of  little  bits  of  paper,  you  set 
to  work  and  put  up  cotton  in  little  parcels  of  5,  10,  25,  and  50  cents. 

If  it  be  my  last  act,  I wish  to  spare  the  people  of  Memphis  from  the 
curse  of  any  more  bad  money.

Commanding  United  States  Forces , Helena : 

Dear  Sir  : Yours  of  yesterday  is  before  me.  I wish  I had  met  you 
going  down,  but  somehow  we  passed  each  other.  The  mode  of  attack- 
ing and  threatening  the  flank  of  the  enemy,  detailed  by  you,  is  excel- 
lent ; nothing  better.  I march  to  morrow  with  my  whole  force  toward 
Chulahoma,  about  20  miles  southwest  of  Holly  Springs.  Grant  will  at 
same  time  be  at  Lumpkin’s  Mills,  south  of  Holly  Springs.  If  Hovey 
can  reach  the  river,  near  Charleston,  about  Sunday  or  Monday,  the 
effect  will  be  good.  If  the  cavalry  force  can  break  that  road  good, 
anywhere  between  Coffeeville  or  Grenada,  the  enemy  is  forced  to  fight 
or  retreat  eastward.  I know  that  General  Hovey’s  heart  is  in  it,  and 
that  he  will  succeed ; nothing  but  heavy  rains  can  prevent  full  success. 
I will  send  your  letter  to  General  Grant. 

My  news  from  the  enemy  places  them  at  Tallahatchie,  near  Abbe- 
ville, fortifying  all  the  crossing  places.

General  Gorman,  Helena : 

Dear  Sir  : Captain  McCoy  arrived  this  morning  with  your  letter  of 
the  13th,  and  I thank  you  truly  for  the  interest  you  manifest  in  the 
proposed  expedition  down  the  river.  As  usual,  we  have  all  overesti- 
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mated  our  real  force,  but  doubtless  tbe  enemy  will  also,  and  we  can  use 
the  idea. 

I will  endeavor  to  embark  here  on  the  18th,  with  20,000,  and  send  in 
advance  ten  or  twelve  good  boats,  which,  in  addition  to  those  you  have, 
will  carry  the  troops  you  designate.  I will  carry  about  a million  of 
rations,  and  as  much  fuel,  coal  and  wood,  as  can  possibly  be  obtained. 

I suggest  that  you  keep  afloat  all  provisions  and  ammunition  designed 
for  this  expedition.  General  Steele  can  easily  regulate  details ; five 
wagons  per  regiment  will  be  sufficient,  as  it  is  not  proposed  to  operate 
far  from  our  boats. 

I have  a letter  from  Admiral  Porter,  perfectly  satisfactory.  I expect  i 
him  every  moment  from  above,  and  feel  assured  we  will  co-operate  most 
cordially. 

General  Frank  P.  Blair  is  here,  and  will  be  with  you  as  soon  as  this 
letter.  Three  of  his  regiments  have  already  passed  down,  and  two  more 
will  be  at  Helena  before  the  18th.  I have  also  written  to  General  Curtis 
a letter  that  will  be  telegraphed  him  from  Columbus,  telling  him  every- 
thing essential,  so  that  I feel  assured  you  will  receive  from  him  full 
official  sanction  for  all  you  may  do.  Indeed,  we  have  every  reason 
to  feel  satisfied  at  the  hearty  and  cordial  concurrence  of  all  minds  in 
this  expedition.  Should  Generals  Grant  and  Halleck  deem  the  force 
with  which  I start  insufficient,  they  can  easily  re-enforce  from  the  rear 
in  time  to  take  part  in  case  we  come  to  heavy  blows. 

1 take  it  for  granted  that  Hindman  will  not  expose  the  west  of  Arkan- 
sas and  the  Indian  Territory  by  withdrawing  his  forces  eastward,  and 
I am  informed  another  column  is  moving  from  Iron  Mountain  road 
toward  Little  Rock.  Your  force  at  Helena  will  exceed  that  left  with 
Major-General  Hurlbut  at  Memphis,  but  I admit  you  are  more  exposed 
there,  because  Memphis  is  substantially  covered  by  Grant’s  army  at 
Oxford. 

As  soon  as  I learn  that  the  fleets  of  boats  from  above  are  coming,  I 
will  send  you  ten  or  twelve  good  boats,  and  would  like  to  know  if  you 
will  need  provisions  and  ammunition  to  complete  the  required  quanti- 
ties, viz,  thirty  days’  rations  and  forage,  200  rounds  of  small-arm  ammu- 
nition, and  500  per  gun. 

Blair  brings  with  him  two  good  field  batteries.  Can  you  not  give 
Steele  three  batteries  instead  of  two  ? 

Thanking  you  again  for  the  prompt  and  handsome  manner  in  which

General  Gorman,  Commanding  District  of  Eastern  Arkansas , Helena : 

Dear  Sir  : Knowing  the  plans  and  purposes  of  General  Grant,  I 
have  the  honor  to  express  ray  entire  satisfaction  with  the  force  you 
have  assigned  to  compose  part  of  the  present  expedition. 

One  thing  more  only  is  suggested.  General  Grant  wants  a diverting 
force  connecting  the  Mississippi  Eiver  at  or  near  Delta  or  Friar’s  Point 
with  him  between  Oxford  and  Grenada.  He  suggested  that  a regiment 
of  infantry  and  a section  of  artillery  should  be  posted  at  Delta  or  Friar’s 
Point,  covering  their  camp  with  a breastwork  of  earth  or  fallen  timber. 
This  is  for  the  base  of  operations  for  the  cavalry,  which  should  have  a 
perfect  roving  commission.  If  the  roads  become  impassable  to  us,  they 
will  be  also  to  the  enemy.  This  cavalry  can  study  the  roads,  creeks, 
farms,  and  country  generally,  making  their  appearance  at  unexpected 
times  at  the  Coldwater,  Tallahatchie,  or  even  the  Yazoo,  down  as  far 
as  Honey  Island.  The  object  of  such  a force  will  suggest  itself  to  the 
mind  of  any  intelligent  commander,  who  could  so  mystify  his  movements 
as  to  disconcert  all  the  calculations  of  an  enemy.  For  the  present  I 
would  not  advise  any  such  force  to  go  below  Honey  Island,  but  as  soon 
as  intelligence  reaches  them  that  Grant  is  below  Grenada,  they  might 
threaten  Yazoo  City.  But  the  general  plan  of  our  enemy  has  been  to 
operate  with  their  cavalry  on  our  communications,  and  it  is  to  guard 
against  this  that  a cavalry  force  is  necessary  to  cover  our  rear  and  flanks. 
This  cavalry  force  should  communicate  by  any  chance  to  any  of  our  forces 
whom  they  approach  or  hear  of.  The  sooner  this  is  done  the  better. 

I will  be  down  as  far  as  Gaines’  Landing  to  morrow,  and  by  or  before 
Christmas  will  be  at  the  mouth  of  Yazoo.  You  know  about  my  present 
strength.  As  to  moving  your  whole  command  to  Napoleon,  I admit  it 
strikes  me  forcibly,  but  think  General  Curtis  should  be  consulted,  as 
he  may  base  some  plan  for  other  forces  on  the  fact  that  you  are  at  He- 
lena. I would  be  obliged  if  you  would  write  to  the  commanding  officer 
at  Columbus,  Ky.  (General  Davies),  the  moment  you  make,  these  dispo- 
sitions, with  a request  that  he  telegraph  the  same  to  General  Grant, 
wherever  he  may  be.

P.  S. — I addressed  a note  to  Admiral  Porter  this  morning,  asking  his 
opinion  as  to  the  dispositions  to  be  made  of  any  boats  that  the  cavalry 
force  on  the  other  side  might  find  in  the  Tallahatchie,  Sunflower,  or 
Yazoo.  His  answer  is,  “I  would  advise  the  capture  of  all  boats  up  the 
Yazoo,  but  not  their  destruction.  The  steam  pipes  can  be  taken  off  and 
the  cylinder-heads  also,  which  will  render  them  useless.  We  may  want 
them.  Still,  if  the  force  is  not  going  to  stay  there,  it  is  better  to  destroy 
them.’’  Therefore,  if  the  cavalry  should  find  a boat  hid  away,  instruct 
them  to  cripple  the  boat  in  such  a way  as  to  render  it  useless  to  them, 
yet  valuable  to  us.  In  case  we  get  complete  possession  of  the  Yazoo, 
all  flats  and  ferries  should  be  destroyed,  but  steamers  only  disabled.

Dear  Sir  : The  commencement  of  rain  and  non -arrival  of  General 
A.  J.  Smith’s  division  makes  a modification  of  my  plan  necessary.  I 
will  move  the  three  columns  as  before  indicated,  but  will  send  Steele, 
with  two  brigades,  to  Blake’s  levee,  at  the  mouth  of  Chickasaw  Creek — 

1st.  To  enfilade  and  threaten  the  levee  along  the  Yazoo,  behind  which 
the  enemy  works  his  torpedoes. 

2d.  To  follow  the  levee  along  Chickasaw  Bayou,  back  to  the  hills,  to 
secure  a lodgment. 

The  gunboats  could  then  threaten  Haines’  Bluff  battery.  It  may  be- 
come necessary  for  us  to  use  Chickasaw  Bayou  to  boat  up  stores  to  its 
head.  Please  cause  an  examination  of  its  mouth  when  our  forces  are 
in  possession  of  both  shores.

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a modification  of  my  plan  of  yesterday  [necessary].  There  is  a high,  good 
levee  back  from  the  Yazoo  River,  along  the  Chickasaw  Bay  on,  to  the  high 
land.  This  levee  reaches  the  river  about  half  a mile  up  the  Yazoo,  and 
runs  back  to  the  high  land,  while  the  other  follows  the  Yazoo  up  to  the 
bluff  on  which  the  enemy  has  a battery.  Leave  Blair  where  he  is,  and 
send  him  instructions  to  follow  the  directions  in  the  order  of  yesterday, 
viz,  to  advance  on  Morgan’s  right  and  act  with  him.  You  will  come 
together  at  the  main  bluff’,  where  Blair  can  join  you.  Embark  your 
other  two  brigades,  without  the  wagons  or  other  incumbrances,  run  up 
to  the  mouth  of  the  bayou  and  disembark  under  the  cover  of  the  gun- 
boats, and  operate  back  along  that  levee  toward  the  bluff,  keeping  as 
near  as  you  can  abreast  of  Morgan,  and  effect  a junction  with  him  as 
soon  as  you  can.  While  you  are  thus  moving,  a part  of  your  forces  may 
operate  along  the  levee  up  toward  Haines’  Bluff,  to  drive  off  the  men  who 
work  the  torpedoes.  Instead  of  being  the  center,  you  thus  become  the 
left  flank.  Morgan  will  be  notified  of  it,  and  act  accordingly.  Admiral 
Porter  is  also  advised,  and  will  dispatch  the  Benton  up  in  advance  of 
you.  Captain  Gwin,  of  the  Benton,  will  give  you  full  information  of 
the  levees  which  he  has  reconnoitered.

Admiral  David  D.  Porter  : 

Dear  Sir  : I am  satisfied,  had  our  troops  been  a little  more  experi- 
enced, we  should  have  secured  possession  of  the  hill  opposite  the  head 
of  Chickasaw  Creek,  which  appears  to  be  strongly  connected  with  the 
ridge  leading  to  Vicksburg.  After  a close  personal  reconnaissance  in 
person  to  day,  I am  satisfied  to  cross  the  bayou  through  the  narrow 
paths  and  abatis  will  be  fatal  to  a large  proportion  of  my  command. 
Of  course,  Vicksburg  is  the  prime  object,  but  the  Yazoo  River  is  equally 
important,  looking  to  connection  with  General  Grant,  whom  1 expected 
to  be  near  enough  on  our  arrival  to  influence  the  fate  of  this  movement. 

After  a dark  and  rainy  night  the  sky  is  again  clear,  and  the  bayous 
are  little  changed.  I think  there  must  be  a point  of  disembarkation  for 
troops  this  side  of  Haines’  Bluff,  from  which  that  battery  could  be 
stormed  without  the  exposure  that  marks  all  the  crossing  places  here. 
If  you  concur,  and  permit  all  the  iron-clads  to  ascend  and  engage  the 
battery,  I will  order  10,000  of  my  best  troops  to  embark  by  night,  and, 
as  secretly  as  possible,  proceed  to  attack  that  battery  by  assault,  at  the 
same  time  opening  all  my  batteries  here  on  the  opposite  bank,  and,  if 
possible,  make  a new  attempt.  Haines’Bluff  in  our  possession,  we  have 
a firm  footing  on  terra  fir ma,  which  we  have  not  here.  Unless  Grant 
be  near  at  hand,  i cannot  promise  success  in  a direct  assault  on  Vicks- 
burg. My  troops  are  all  up  to  the  bayou,  with  guns  covering  the  cross- 
ings, only  two  of  which  are  passable,  but  I have  not  succeeded  in  mak- 
ing a lodgment.  My  jnckets  on  the  right  reach  the  Mississippi  River 
near  the  bend,  from  which  they  have  a plain  view  of  all  the  forts,  court- 
house, &c.,  but  the  intervening  space  is  one  mingled  web  of  fallen 
timber  of  great  size,  filled  with  sharpshooters,  with  whom  ours  are  con- 
stantly skirmishing.  The  enemy  has  thrown  some  shell,  but  manifestly 
spares  his  ammunition ; we  do  the  same,  I would  solicit  a speedy  an- 
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swer,  and  we  must  act  with  great  expedition  if  unsupported  in  this  move 
by  either  Grant  or  Banks,  both  of  whom  should  now  be  heard  from.

Dear  Sir  : I was,  of  course,  greatly  disappointed  at  our  luck  this 
morning,  when  General  Steele  reported  the  fog  too  heavy  to  admit  of 
the  execution  of  our  plan  of  attack  on  the  bluff. 

As  we  are  forced  to  lie  by  to-day,  I would  suggest  that  a small  gun- 
boat ascend  Steele’s  Bayou  to  reconnoiter.  On  my  maps  Steele’s  Bayou 
enters  the  Mississippi  at  Eagle  Landing,  and  it  is  called  Cypress  Bayou 
opposite  our  landing.  I would  like  to  ascertain  if  they  connect.  Gen- 
eral Steele  will  send  on  board  a party  of  infantry,  if  you  wish  it.

Major  : In  compliance  with  your  request,  I have  the  honor  to  sub- 
mit the  following  statement  in  regard  to  the  late  spiking  of  guns,  dis- 
mantling of  batteries,  and  destruction  of  ammunition  at  this  post : 

On  the  morning  of  December  25  last,  a messenger  came  to  Major 
Jones,  then  in  command  here,  with  a written  order  from  Brigadier-Gen- 
eral [T.  A.]  Davies,  commanding  District  of  Columbus,  to  this  effect : 

Spike  all  your  guns,  destroy  all  tlie  ammunition,  burn  all  the  carriages  and  wood- 
work belonging  to  the  guns.  Spike  them  all.  Be  quick. 

This  order  was  in  a few  words,  written  on  a small  piece  of  paper  about 
2 or  3 inches  square.  The  man  who  brought  it  had  come  down  in  a skiff 
during  the  night.  He  stated  that  it  was  dangerous  for  a steamboat  to 
run  lower  down  than  Hickman  ; that  he  had  been  carried  to  within  a 
mile  or  two  of  that  place,  where  a skiff  was  furnished  him.  He  was 
under  the  influence  of  liquor,  and  appeared  much  excited,  as  if  he  had 
performed  a perilous  journey.  He  brought  with  him  a bundle  of  rat- 
tail  files,  which  he  said  the  general  had  sent  to  be  used  on  our  guns. 
At  this  time  we  had  no  notice  of  an  enemy  being  nearer  than  Union 
City,  and  our  position  was  perfectly  impregnable  to  any  attack.  The 
order  was  so  unaccountable,  Major  Jones  could  not  believe  it  emanated 
from  any  Federal  general,  but  was  inclined  to  think  it  a ruse  of  the 
rebels  to  have  us  destroy  our  defenses.  He  accordingly  put  the  man 
under  arrest,  and  at  once  sent  a messenger  to  Columbus  with  a dispatch, 
a copy  of  which  you  will  find  inclosed.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day 
the  steamer  O’Brien  brought  down  another  written  order,  more  full  than 
the  first  one,  but  in  substance  the  same.* 

Major  Jones  still  hesitated  to  execute  what  appeared  to  him  a most 
uncalled-for  destruction  of  property.  Thus  matters  continued  until  the 
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evening  of  the  26th,  when  the  messenger  he  had  sent  returned  with 
verbal  orders,  confirming  the  previous  ones,  and  urging  immediate  com- 
pliance. The  major  did  not  even  yet  feel  warranted,  from  his  knowledge 
of  the  circumstances,  to  obey.  There  was  no  attack  threatened,  and 
had  there  been,  he  felt  confidence  in  his  ability  to  successfully  resist  it. 
But  the  orders  were  so  peremptory,  he  directed  a portion  of  the  dis- 
mounted guns  to  be  spiked.  Those  in  position  he  allowed  to  remain 
untouched,  together  with  the  ammunition. 

On  the  morning  of  the  27th,  Captain  Julius  Lovell,  assistant  adjutant- 
general  on  General  Davies’  staff,  brought  still  further  orders,  and  under 
circumstances  that  they  could  not  be  disobeyed.  The  guns  in  battery 
were  consequently  dismounted  and  spiked,  and  a portion  of  the  am- 
munition, about  600  rounds,  destroyed.  The  gun  carriages  were  not 
burned,  and  300  rounds  of  powder  were  preserved. 

The  written  orders  I have  alluded  to  are  in  possession  of  Maj.  R.  B. 
Jones,  Thirty-fourth  Indiana  Infantry,  who  was  relieved  from  command 
a short  time  since,  with  orders,  after  a fifteen  days’  leave  of  absence,  to 
report  to  his  regiment.

Commanding  District  of  Columbus : 

Sir  : This  morning  I received  a dispatch  from  you  at  the  hands  of 
one  G.  R.  Heubach,  directing  me  to — 

Destroy  all  the  ammunition ; burn  all  the  wood- work  belonging  to  guns ; spike  them 
all.  Be  quick. 

The  dispatch  comes  in  such  a questionable  shape  I very  much  doubt 
its  genuineness,  and  am  at  a loss  how  to  act.  We  are  well  fortified 
here,  and  I think  can  resist  any  attack.  In  this  state  of  affairs,  I do  not 
feel  authorized  to  destroy  any  Government  property  unless  1 am  con- 
vinced beyond  a doubt  it  is  by  your  order.  Heubach  came  down  from 
Columbus  in  a skiff,  according  to  his  story,  and  brought  with  him  a 
number  of  spikes,  to  be  used  on  our  guns.  We  shall  hail  all  boats 
coming  from  above,  and  prevent  their  landing  until  they  send  out  a 
yawl  to  assure  us  it  is  all  right.  Wit  you  inform  me  at  once  what  fur- 
ther action  I shall  take  ?

The  order  I sent  you  last  evening  to  “destroy  ammunition,  and  burn 
gun-carriages,  and  spike,”  I hope  you  have  carried  out.  Send  up  by 
the  O’Brien  500  rounds  of  canister  $ 8-inch  if  you  have  it.  The  object 
I have  in  view  is  so  to  cripple  the  armament  there  that  it  will  not  be 
available  to  the  enemy  as  a point  of  defense  in  case  they  should  capture 
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it.  You  can  save  such  of  the  guns  as  will  be  serviceable  for  your  own 
defense,  but  be  careful  not  to  retain  too  much  ammunition.

Commanding  Mississippi  Squadron  : 

Dear  Sir  : The  Northern  press,  stimulated  by  parties  here,  have 
sown  broadcast  over  our  country  the  most  malicious  charges  and  insin- 
uations against  me  personally,  in  consequence  of  my  failure  to  reduce 
Vicksburg.  I have  some  friends  that  will,  I know,  be  sadly  troubled 
by  these  reports.  You  observed  the  embarkation  of  my  troops,  their 
movement  to  the  point  of  attack,  and  their  re-embarkation ; you  know 
whether  I took  all  possible  means  to  gain  information,  and  whether  I 
acted  with  promptness  or  otherwise. 

For  the  satisfaction  of  my  brother,  John  Sherman,  in  the  Senate,  I 
would  solicit  a few  lines  from  you  on  the  matter  generally,  whether  to 
your  knowledge  I brought  my  forces  in  good  condition  and  well  sup- 
plied to  Young’s  Point ; whether  I delayed  unnecessarily ; whether  the 
point  of  disembarkation  was  not  the  best  and  only  one  afforded  me, 
and  whether  I did  not  meet  all  difficulties  promptly  as  they  arose ; 
whether  I did  not  propose  to  you  the  attack  on  the  Post  of  Arkansas, 
as  the  best  possible  use  we  could  make  of  time  whilst  awaiting  the  ar- 
rival of  Grant  and  Banks,  and  generally  whether  I acted  the  part  of 
an  intelligent  officer  or  that  of  an  insane  fool.

Maj.  Gen.  W.  T.  Sherman: 

General  : I have  received  your  letter  of  February  1.  I have  read 
with  much  indignation  and  surprise  the  malicious  attacks  of  the  Northern 
press.  The  same  indignation  is  felt  by  all  under  my  command.  We 
understand  perfectly  the  motives  by  which  newspaper  reporters  are 
actuated  in  these  matters,  viz,  your  order  to  prevent  any  improper 
and  unauthorized  agents  of  the  press  following  the  army  and  furnish- 
ing the  enemy  with  accounts  of  our  anticipated  movement.  I recognize 
in  your  order  the  wisdom  of  a military  leader.  I take  the  liberty  of  in- 
closing some  reports*  I made  to  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 
If  I have  made  any  mistake  therein  in  relation  to  the  assault  at  Vicks- 
burg, it  was  owing  to  information  I received  from  several  quarters, 
and  from  my  desire  that  you  should  have  full  credit  for  your  untiring 
efforts  to  take  Vicksburg.  From  tbe  day  I became  acquainted  with  you 
at  Memphis  until  our  embarkation  at  Yazoo  River  for  Arkansas  Post,  I 
have  to  remark  that  I never  saw  anything  more  promptly  or  better  con- 
ducted, and  I do  not  believe  that  any  expedition  of  such  magnitude  was 
ever  conducted  with  more  order  or  system.  It  was  the  remark  of  my- 

* The  accompanying  inclosures,  taken  from  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy,  are  probably  the  documents  referred  to. 
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self  and  all  those  about  me,  and  we  predicted  the  best  results  at  Vicks- 
burg from  seeing  things  commence  so  auspiciously.  The  landing  at 
Johnson’s  place,  and  the  taking  position  under  the  hills  of  Vicksburg, 
are  all  matters  you  will  find  mentioned  in  my  report,  and  as  it  was  all 
written  previous  to  any  attack  on  you  by  the  press,  and  merely  in  ac- 
cordance with  my  duties,  no  one  can  suppose  me  influenced  by  what 
has  since  taken  place. 

As  to  the  Arkansas  Post  affair,  it  originated  with  yourself  entirely, 
and  you  proposed  it  to  me  on  the  night  you  embarked  the  troops,  and 
before  it  was  known  you  had  been  relieved  and  that  General  McCler- 
naud  had  arrived.  Whatever  disposition  was  made  of  the  troops  after 
landing,  your  plans,  at  least,  were  carried  out,  as  far  as  the  state  of 
the  woods  and  country  would  admit  of,  and  the  position  you  took  so 
promptly,  under  adverse  circumstances,  and  without  any  knowledge  of 
the  country,  would  have  enabled  you  to  cut  off  five  times  the  number 
of  the  enemy  had  they  been  there. 

In  conclusion,  general,  permit  me  to  say  that  I feel  as  indignant  as 
you  can  be  at  the  attacks  made  on  you.  They  would  hardly  be  worth 
notice,  except  for  the  satisfaction  of  your  friends.  As  I am  sure  you 
have  no  political  aspirations,  you  can  well  afford  to  pass  without  notice 
what  is  said  by  the  press,  which  is  not  in  all  cases  the  most  loyal.  You 
possess  in  an  eminent  degree  the  confidence  and  love  of  your  soldiers, 
who  will  follow  you  anywhere,  and  in  saying  that,  I pay  you  the  highest 
compliment  that  can  be  paid  a general.

Hon.  Gideon  Welles, 

Secretary  of  the  Navy,  Washington , D.  G. : 

Sir  : This  morning  we  commenced  early  the  work  of  removing  the 
torpedoes.  The  boats  worked  under  a brisk  fire  from  the  concealed 
riflemen  in  pits,  but  the  enemy  gradually  receded  before  our  vessels, 
and  by  3 o’clock  in  the  evening  we  had  worked  up  to  within  half  or 
three-quarters  of  a mile  of  the  batteries,  the  strength  of  which  it  was 
desirable  to  feel.  The  army,  in  the  mean  time,  advanced  toward  the 
heights.  My  object  was  to  draw  off  a large  portion  of  the  troops  from 
Vicksburg,  to  prevent  our  ascent  of  the  Yazoo,  by  which  we  could 
throw  iroops  on  the  Milldale  road.  At  2.30  the  forts  commenced  firing 
briskly  at  our  boats  with  eight  heavy  guns,  without  driving  them  in. 
The  way  being  apparently  clear  of  torpedoes,  the  channel  having  been 
thoroughly  dragged  with  all  sorts  of  contrivances,  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Gwin,  at  3 o’clock,  advanced  to  the  farthest  point  where  the 
boats  had  finished  their  work,  which  was  about  1,200  yards  from  the 
forts,  and  opened  his  batteries.  The  other  vessels  were  also  ordered 
up,  all  of  which  were  lying  close  behind.  The  river  was,  however,  too 
narrow  at  that  point  to  get  even  two  vessels  abreast,  and  the  Benton 
bore  the  brunt  of  the  fight.  It  lasted  two  hours,  during  which  time  the 
Benton  was  much  cut  up,  but  nothing  happened  to  impair  her  efficiency. 
Her  armor  was  shot-proof  when  it  was  struck,  except  on  deck,  but  still, 
I regret  to  say,  there  were  some  serious  casualties.  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Gwin  was  most  seriously  wounded  by  a rifle-shot  striking  him 
on  the  right  breast  and  carrying  away  the  muscle  of  the  right  arm.  He 
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refused  to  enter  the  shot-proof  pilot-house,  saying  that  a captain’s  place 
was  on  the  quarter-deck.  While  there  is  life  there  is  hope,  and  I trust 
the  life  of  this  gallant  officer  may  be  spared  to  us.  The  country  can  ill 
afford  to  lose  his  services.  Mr.  Lord,  the  executive  officer  of  the  vessel, 
was  wounded  severely  in  the  foot,  but  fought  the  vessel  gallantly  after 
the  captain  had  been  carried  below,  and  retired  when  the  batteries  were 
all  unmasked,  and  when  the  object  was  accomplished  for  which  the  ves- 
sels went  up.  I had  three  of  the  iron  clads,  and  the  Lexington,  the 
Marmora,  and  the  ram  Queen  of  the  West  lying  as  a reserve,  but  none 
of  them  were  struck,  though  in  action,  except  the  Cincinnati  (Lieutenant 
[George  M.]  Bache),  by  which  no  material  damage  occurred  to  the  vessel. 

The  army  advanced  at  the  same  time  we  were  attacking  the  forts, 
making  the  enemy  believe  we  were  going  to  force  the  river  forts.  This 
induced  them  to  draw  off'  a large  part  of  their  forces  from  Vicksburg, 
and  their  cavalry  were  kept  employed  driving  the  men  back  to  their 
guns. 

I send  you  a sketch  of  the  present  position  of  affairs.  The  fighting 
is  going  on  now,  but  with  what  success  I know  not.  Our  troops,  though, 
are  gaining  at  every  step,  and  I am  in  hopes  that  by  morning  General 
Sherman  will  cut  the  communication  between  Vicksburg  and  Milldale, 
which  should,  by  rights,  end  the  affair.  The  railroads  have  all  been 
cut  leading  into  Texas,  and  there  will  be  no  hoph  of  supplies,  even  if 
Vicksburg  can  hold  out  for  a short  time. 

The  enemy  cannot  approach  the  left  wing  of  our  army  until  they  reach 
the  heights  without  coming  in  range  of  our  gunboats.  At  that  point  the 
army  will  have  all  the  fighting  to  do  themselves. 

The  following  is  a list  of  the  killed  and  wounded  : Lieut.  Commander 
William  Gwin,  severely  wounded  on  the  right  breast,  lacerating  the 
pectoral  muscles  extensively,  and  also  tearing  away  a portion  of  the 
muscles  of  the  right  forearm ; George  P.  Lord,  executive  officer,  severe 
contusion  of  the  foot ; Elias  Beese,  executive  officer  of  the  Marmora, 
slightly  wounded 5 K.  B.  Willetts,  gunner,  severely  wounded;  Bobert 
Bhoyal,  master-at-arms,  killed;  Thomas  Smith,  seaman,  mortally 
wounded  ; Alexander  W.  Lynch,  seaman,  severe  contusion  of  the  head; 
Alexander  Campbell,  seaman,  severely  wounded ; Stephen  Moss, 
slightly  wounded,  and  George  Collender  (boy),  slightly  wounded.

Hon.  Gideon  Welles, 

Secretary  of  the  Navy , Washington , D.  C.  : 

Sir  : I have  already  written  you  a hurried  report  of  the  attack  on  the 
Yazoo  batteries  by  the  Benton,  and  have  the  honor  to  relate  occurrences 
up  to  this  date. 

On  the  27th  instant,  Lieutenant-Commander  [John  G.]  Walker,  of  the 
Baron  De  Kalb,  had  cleared  the  fiver  Yazoo  of  torpedpes  nearly  to  the 
place  where  the  Cairo  was  sunk,  and  had  obtained  possession  of  two 
landiugs.  The  enemy,  to  the  number  of  2,000,  were  contesting  every 
inch  of  ground  from  rifle-pits  and  from  behind  levees,  where,  from  high 
overhanging  banks,  they  could  fire  on  our  vessels  almost  with  impu- 
nity. The  light-draught  iron-clads  Signal,  Juliet,  and  Borneo  were  very 
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serviceable  in  performing  this  duty,  being  perfectly  bullet-proof  all  over, 
except  in  their  upper  cabins,  which  were  pretty  badly  cut  up. 

I did  not  deem  the  landings  already  secured  sufficiently  good,  and, 
on  the  23d  instant,  Lieutenant-Commander  Gwin,  according  to  order, 
proceeded  up  the  river  in  the  Benton,  accompanied  by  the  Tyler, 
Lieutenant-Commander  [James  M.]  Pritchett;  Lexington,  Lieutenant- 
Commander  [James  W.]  Shirk;  ram  Queen  of  the  West,  Capt.  E.  W. 
Sutherland ; ram  Lioness,  Master  T.  O’Reilly ; Signal,  Acting  Master 
Scott;  Borneo,  Acting  Ensign  [Robert  P.]  Smith,  and  the  Juliet,  Acting 
Volunteer  Lieutenant  [Edward]  Shaw. 

The  24th,  25th,  and  26th  were  occupied  in  getting  up  the  torpedoes, 
of  which  there  were  a great  many ; but,  as  the  water  had  risen  in  the 
river,  our  vessels  were  enabled  to  keep  off  the  sharpshooters,  and  the 
boats,  being  well  covered,  drove  them  back  when  they  came  in  small  num- 
bers. Thus  the  work  continued  until  the  boats  turned  the  bend  in  the 
river,  where  a series  of  forts,  dotted  all  around  the  hills,  and  a heavy  raft, 
covered  with  railroad  iron,  seemed  to  forbid  all  further  progress.  I 
directed  the  work  to  go  on  in  the  boats  as  near  to  the  forts  as  possible, 
and  they  proceeded  until  the  forts  opened  on  them  at  a distance  of  1,200 
yards. 

Though  much  annoyed  by  the  fire,  on  the  27th  the  boats  continued 
their  work,  and  the  Benton  closed  up  to  cover  them.  It  was  blowing 
very  hard  at  the  time,  and  the  current  being  checked  by  the  wind,  the 
Benton,  at  all  times  an  unmanageable  ship,  had  a tendency  to  turn  head 
or  broadside  to  wind,  in  consequence  of  which  she  had  to  be  tied  to  the 
bank.  Then  the  enemy  opened  fire  on  her,  almost  every  shot  hitting 
her  somewhere.  Seven  or  eight  heavy  guns  were  firing  from  the  dif- 
ferent forts— 50-pounder  rifles  and  64-pounder  solid.  After  she  made 
fast  to  the  bank  she  was  hit  thirty  times.  Whenever  the  shots  hit  the 
pilot-house  or  the  defense  on  her  sides  they  did  but  little  harm,  in  some 
places  scarcely  leaving  a mark ; but  whenever  they  struck  her  deck, 
they  went  through  everything,  killing  and  wounding  10  persons ; among 
the  latter  Lieutenant-Commander  Gwin.  The  wind  blew  so  hard  that 
the  other  iron  clads  were  unmanageable,  and,  though  they  brought  their 
batteries  to  bear  (as  did  the  Lexington  and  Tyler)  as  well  as  the  very 
narrow  stream  would  permit,  they  could  not  fire  very  effectually.  Two 
of  the  guns  in  the  forts  were  silenced,  and  the  boats  being  unable  to 
work  any  longer,  the  vessels  dropped  back  around  the  point  out  of  fire. 
The  object  of  the  firing  was  only  to  cover  the  boats,  as  the  forts  can 
only  be  taken  by  a landing  party,  and  a very  strong  one  at  that. 

The  Benton  was  not  rendered  inefficient  in  the  least,  though  two  of 
her  guns  were  damaged  so  that  they  are  no  longer  serviceable,  having 
been  hit  with  shot. 

On  the  28th,  General  Sherman  had  advanced  his  forces  within  skir- 
mishing distance  of  the  enemy,  and  I sent  up  a strong  force  to  make  a 
feint  on  the  forts,  and  to  fire  across  on  the  Milldale  road,  to  prevent  re- 
enforcements from  being  sent  that  way  from  the  Yazoo  forts  to  Vicks- 
burg. Owing  to  late  heavy  rains,  General  Sherman  found  the  ground 
almost  impassable,  and  was  headed  off  at  every  step  by  innumerable 
bayous.  On  the  29th,  the  assault  was  to  commence  on  the  hills  behind 
Vicksburg,  provided  the  army  could  find  an  opening  through  the  abatis, 
which  was  piled  up  before  them  in  all  directions,  and  thousands  of 
sharpshooters,  in  rifle-pits,  picking  off  the  officers  at  every  step.  I 
brought  up  the  only  two  mortars  I had  been  able  to  get  down  here,  and 
placed  them  in  x^osition  (backed  by  the  gunboats)  to  shell  the  woods  on 
the  right  and  left  of  our  army,  to  prevent  the  enemy  from  doubling  on 
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either  wing ; also  placing  a portion  of  them  at  different  points,  to  pro- 
tect the  transports.  The  battle  commenced  early  in  the  day  on  the 
29tb,  and  our  troops,  with  great  heroism,  went  to  the  assault.  One 
division  succeeded  in  getting  into  the  batteries  on  the  hill,  and  drove 
the  enemy  out;  but  one  of  the  two  divisions  that  were  to  assault  being 
behind  time,  the  assault  was  unsuccessful.  The  men  had  to  retire 
again,  and  lay  on  their  arms  that  night  in  a cold,  heavy  rain,  that  must 
have  decimated  the  army. 

My  opinion  is  that  the  present  rain,  which  is  heavy,  will  render  any 
attempts  of  our  army  to  enter  Vicksburg  in  that  way  useless.  They 
could  scarcely  move  the  artillery  at  first ; it  will  be  doubly  troublesome 
now.  In  the  mean  time  the  rebels  are  receiving  re -enforcements  by 
every  train,  and  are  almost,  if  not  quite,  as  numerous  as  our  troops. 
Our  army  will  have  to  intrench  themselves  until  the  ground  will  enable 
them  to  move.  We  have  a good  position,  and  the  gunboats  cover  the 
army  in  a semicircle  of  8 miles.  Since  I came  below,  the  commanders 
of  the  different  posts  have  all  urgently  demanded  gunboats,  many  of 
them  holding  positions  where  they  could  drive  oft*  three  or  four  times 
their  number.  At  Island  No.  10  I have  been  notified  that  the  com- 
mander had  been  ordered  to  abandon  that  post  and  spike  his  guns.  I 
have  ordered  the  Pittsburg  up  there  to  hold  it,  and  t o break  up  the 
guns,  as  they  are  old  ones  and  fit  for  nothing;  still,  the  rebels  might 
get  them  in  some  of  these  stampedes.  The  commanding  officer  at  Co- 
lumbus hears  that  40,000  men  are  advancing  on  him,  and  wants  a gun- 
boat. I sent  him  the  New  Era,  and  ordered  Commander  Pennock  to 
fit  32-pounders  on  the  old  mortar  rafts,  and  plant  them  in  front  of  Co- 
lumbus and  Hickman.  General  Curtis  calls  for  a large  force  of  gunboats, 
to  meet  General  Gorman  on  the  5th  of  January,  1863.  General  Curtis 
has  ordered  movements  from  the  east  up  the  Arkansas,  on  Little  Pock. 
General  Gorman  wants  two  gunboats  at  Helena.  He  says  he  is  utterly 
powerless,  with  5,000  infantry  and  2,000  cavalry.  I suppose  I must 
raise  them.  The  General  Bragg  is  stationed  at  Memphis  to  protect 
that  place  and  repair  her  machinery.  I have  sent  the  Conestoga  to  the 
mouth  of  Arkansas  Piver,  to  protect  the  troops  about  to  be  stationed 
there,  and  to  prevent  any  intercourse  up  or  down  the  Arkansas.  As 
the  light-draughts  are  finished  they  will  be  stationed  at  different  points 
on  the  river. 

What  our  future  operations  will  be  here  I cannot  yet  tell.  We  ex- 
pected that  General  Grant  would  have  been  in  the  rear  of  Vicksburg 
by  this  time,  and  that  General  Banks  would  have  been  at  Port  Hudson, 
both  of  which  movements  were,  I believe,  part  of  the  plan  of  operations. 
We  hear  nothing  of  either  of  these  generals. 

The  rebels  are  going  to  throw  a powerful  force  in  Vicksburg,  to  hold 
it  at  all  hazards,  and  the  heavy  rains  at  this  time  will  cause  a change 
in  the  military  operations.  General  Sherman  is  quite  equal  to  the  emer- 
gency, and  nothing  daunted  by  his  want  of  success.  Part  of  the  pro- 
gramme of  the  rebels  is  to  threaten  our  river  ports,  to  make  us  draw 
off  our  troops  from  here,  but  with  the  position  held  by  the  commanders 
of  these  ports  they  can  defy  any  force  brought  against  them  if  they  do 
their  duty  and  keep  dispatch  boats  ready  to  notify  the  gunboats  that 
will  soon  be  stationed  on  the  river.  If  there  is  a delay  it  will  enable 
us  to  get  down  our  iron-clads  from  above,  of  which  I see  no  prospect  at 
present. 

Five  light-draught  steamers,  under  Lieutenant-Commander  Fitch,  are 
up  the  Tennessee  Piver,  and  will  be  able  to  operate  there,  now  that  the 
water  is  rising.  We  will  soon  have  two  others  on  the  Ohio.  Everything 
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in  the  squadron  in  the  shape  of  a steamer  has  a gun  of  some  kind 
mounted  on  her,  and  our  vessels  pass  up  and  down  without  molestation. 

The  vessels  now  here  are  the  Black  Hawk,  Benton,  Baron  de  Kalb, 
Carondelet,  Louisville,  Cincinnati,  Mound  City,  Lexington,  Tyler,  Signal, 
Borneo,  Juliet,  Forest  Bose,  Battler,  Marmora ; rams  Monarch,  Queen 
of  the  West,  Switzerland,  Lioness  ; storeship  Sovereign  ; ordnance  ves- 
sels Judge  Torrence  and  Great  Western ; floating  smithery  Samson  ; 
tug  boat  Champion,  and  six  small  tugs  and  two  mortars,  water-logged. 

The  health  of  the  squadron  is  improving.  The  hospital  ship  is  on 
her  way  down  here.

Hon.  Gideon  Welles, 

Secretary  of  the  Navy,  Washington , 1).  C. : 

Sir  : The  army  has  changed  its  position,  which  it  was  obliged  to  do, 
owing  to  the  heavy  rains.  The  men  have  been  without  shelter  for  five 
days,  the  rain  at  times*coming  down  in  torrents.  It  was  impossible  for 
any  army  to  work  under  the  circumstances.  They  failed  in  the  first 
assault  only  because  the  supporting  division  did  not  come  up  to  its  work, 
and  the  reserve  fired  (it  is  said)  into  our  own  men.  Could  the  first  di- 
vision have  held  the  batteries  which  they  took  for  three  minutes  longer, 
our  army  could  have  commanded  the  hills  back  of  Vicksburg.  So  des- 
perate were  the  rebels  that  they  fired  grape  and  canister  into  and 
through  their  own  retreating  men,  and  mowed  them  down  by  the  dozens. 
The  point  of  attack,  at  one  time  practicable,  was  no  longer  so  after  the 
assault  of  our  army.  It  was  rendered  impassable  by  abatis  and  stock- 
ades. It  was  then  determined  by  General  Sherman  and  myself  to  at- 
tempt the  forts  on  the  Yazoo,  at  Drumgould’s  Bluff,  by  a night  attack. 
Ten  thousand  men  were  to  have  been  thrown  right  at  the  foot  of  the 
cliffs,  risking  the  loss  of  the  transports,  while  all  the  iron-clads  were  to 
open  fire  on  the  batteries  and  try  and  silence  them  temporarily.  The 
ram  Lioness,  under  Colonel  Ellet,  was  fitted  with  an  apparatus  for 
breaking  torpedo  wires,  and  was  to  go  ahead  and  clear  the  way.  Colo- 
nel Ellet  was  also  provided  with  fifteen  torpedoes,  to  blow  up  the  raft 
and  enable  the  vessels  to  get  by,  if  possible.  This  desperate  duty  he 
took  upon  himself  cheerfully,  and  no  doubt  would  have  performed  it 
well  had  the  opportunity  occurred. 

The  details  of  the  expedition  were  left  to  me,  and  it  was  all  ready  to 
start  at  3.30  a.  m.  A dense  fog  unfortunately  set  in  at  midnight  and 
lasted  until  morning,  when  it  was  too  late  to  start.  It  was  so  thick 
that  vessels  could  not  move : men  could  not  see  each  other  at  10  paces. 
The  river  is  too  narrow  for  operations  in  clear  weather,  much  less  in  a 
fog.  After  the  fog,  there  was,  in  the  afternoon,  every  indication  of  a 
long  and  heavy  rain.  The  general  very  wisely  embarked  his  whole 
army,  without  being  disturbed  by  the  enemy,  and  is  now  lying  5 miles 
above  Vicksburg,  waiting  for  good  weather  and  for  McClernand  to  take 
command.  The  latter  arrived  before  the  army  left  its  position,  and  ap- 
proved the  change.  As  we  left,  the  rain  poured  down  in  torrents,  and 
will  continue  to  do  so  for  some  time  longer,  rendering  land  operations 
perfectly  impracticable.  While  the  army  leaders  are  deciding  what  to 
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do,  I have  enough  employment  for  the  vessels  here  to  patrol  the  river 
and  occupy  those  posts  which  have  been  partially  deserted,  or  where 
apprehension  of  invasion  is  felt.

White  River , January  18,  1863. 
Hon.  Gideon  Welles,  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

Sir  : The  army  will  move  to-morrow  on  Vicksburg,  with  re-enforce- 
ments furnished  by  General  Grant,  who,  I believe,  will  accompany  the 
expedition  as  commauder-in-chief.  Had  the  combinations  been  carried 
out  in  our  last  expedition,  General  Grant  advancing  by  Grenada,  Gen- 
eral Banks  up  the  river,  and  General  Sherman  down  the  river,  the 
whole  matter  would  have  assumed  a different  aspect ; but  General  Sher- 
man was  the  only  one  on  the  ground.  The  army  of  General  Grant  had 
been  cut  off  from  its  supplies  ; General  Banks  never  came  up  the  river; 
and  General  Sherman,  having  attempted  to  take  the  enemy  by  surprise, 
lost  about  700  wounded,  300  killed,  and  about  400  prisoners.  All  this 
was  owing  to  Colonel  De  Courcy  (who  has  since  resigned)  not  following 
General  Blair,  who  had  no  difficulty  in  getting  into  the  works  of  the 
enemy.  Had  our  troops  been  able  to  hold  these  works  for  three  min- 
utes, Vicksburg  would  have  been  ours;  but  that  chance  was  lost  and 
will  not  offer  again.  The  enemy  crowded  in  20,000  men  from  Grenada 
and  10,000  from  Jackson,  and  outnumbered  us  two  to  one.  The  rain 
forced  General  Sherman  to  embark,  and  we  did  so  without  the  enemy 
being  aware  of  it  until  everything  was  on  board.  Not  a thing  of  con- 
sequence was  left  behind.  When  the  enemy  did  discover  it,  they  sent 
down  three  regiments,  with  field  pieces,  to  attack  the  line  of  transports, 
which  was  covered  at  every  point  by  the  gunboats  and  light-draughts. 
The  Lexington,  Marmora,  Queen  of  the  West,  and  Monarch  opened  on 
the  enemy  with  shrapnel,  and  cut  them  up  very  severely,  causing  them 
to  fly  in  all  directions,  and  not  losing  a man  on  our  side.  This  is  a short 
history  of  this  affair.  The  operations  to  come  will  be  of  a different 
character.  It  will  be  a tedious  siege — the  first  step,  in  my  opinion,  to- 
ward a successful  attack  on  Vicksburg,  which  has  been  made  very 
strong  by  land  and  water.  I have  always  thought  the  late  attempt  was 
premature,  but  sometimes  these  dashes  succeed,  and  certain  it  is  that, 
but  for  the  want  of  nerve  in  the  leader  of  a brigade,  the  army  would  have 
succeeded. 

The  operations  of  the  Navy  in  the  Yazoo  are  worthy  to  be  ranked 
amongst  the  brightest  events  of  the  war.  The  officers  in  charge  of  get- 
ting up  the  torpedoes  and  clearing  8 miles  of  the  river  distinguished 
themselves  by  their  patient  endurance  and  cool  courage  under  a gall- 
ing fire  of  musketry  from  well-protected  and  unseen  riflemen,  and  the 
crews  of  the  boats  exhibited  a courage  and  coolness  seldom  equaled. 
The  Navy  will  scarcely  ever  get  credit  for  these  events.  They  are  not 
brilliant  enough  to  satisfy  our  impatient  people  at  the  North,  who  know 
little  of  the  difficulties  attending  an  expedition  like  the  one  mentioned, 
or  how  much  officers  and  men  are  exposing  themselves,  while  they  won- 
der why  we  do  not  demolish  mountains  of  granite. 

The  Department  may  rest  assured  that  the  navy  here  is  never  idle. 
The  army  depends  on  us  to  take  entire  charge  of  them  on  the  water, 
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and  it  employs  every  vessel  I have.  I have  none  too  many.  The  light- 
draught  vessels  have  only  half  crews.  I am  making  up  deficiencies 
with  contrabands  as  fast  as  I can.  We  expect  to  disembark  the  troops 
opposite  Vicksburg  in  four  or  five  days.  In  the  mean  time  I want  to 
gather  up  the  fleet  which  are  operating  at  different  points  with  fhe  army. 
My  opinion  is  that  Vicksburg  is  the  main  point.  When  that  falls,  all 
subordinate  posts  will  fall  with  it.  Arkansas  is,  or  will  be,  quiet  for 
the  present,  and  all  smaller  expeditions  should  be  attached  to  the  large 
one  at  Vicksburg.  This  will  enable  me  to  employ  the  gunboats  to  bet- 
ter advantage,  which  I cannot  do  now.  The  commander  of  every  post 
requires  a gunboat,  but  I do  not  encourage  them  always  in  their  expec- 
tations, as  it  makes  them  very  careless  about  defending  themselves.

Admiral  David  D.  Porter,  Commanding  Mississippi  Squadron  : 

Dear  Sir  : I thank  you  most  heartily  for  your  kind  and  considerate 
letter,  February  3,  received  this  day,  and  am  more  obliged  than  you 
can  understand,  as  it  covers  many  points  I had  neglected  to  guard 
against.  Before  Vicksburg,  my  mind  was  more  intent  on  the  enemy  in- 
trenched behind  those  hills  than  on  the  spies  and  intriguers  in  my  own 
camp  and  “ at  home.” 

The  spirit  of  anarchy  seems  deep  at  work  at  the  North,  more  alarm- 
ing than  the  batteries  that  shell  at  us  from  the  opposite  shore.  I am 
going  to  have  the  correspondent  of  the  New  York  Herald  tried  by  a 
court-martial  as  a spy,  not  that  I want  the  fellow  shot,  but  because  I 
want  to  establish  the  principle  that  such  people  cannot  attend  our 
armies,  in  violation  of  orders,  and  defy  us,  publishing  their  garbled 
statements  and  defaming  officers  who  are  doing  their  best.  You  of  the 
Navy  can  control  all  who  sail  under  your  flag,  whilst  we  are  almost  com- 
pelled to  carry  along  in  our  midst  a class  of  men  who  on  Government 
transports  usurp  the  best  state-rooms  and  accommodations  of  the  boats, 
pick  up  the  drop  conversations  of  officers,  and  report  their  limited  and 
tainted  observations  as  the  history  of  events  they  neither  see  nor  com- 
prehend. This  should  not  be,  and  must  not  be.  We  cannot  prosper  in 
military  operations  if  we  submit  to  it,  and,  as  some  one  must  begin  the 
attack,  I must  assume  the  ungracious  task.  I shall  always  account 
myself  fortunate  to  be  near  the  officers  of  the  old  Navy,  and  would  be 
most  happy  if  I could  think  it  possible  the  Navy  and  the  Army  of  our 
country  could  ever  again  enjoy  the  high  tone  of  honor  and  honesty 
that  characterized  them  in  the  days  of  our  youth.

General  Orders,  ) Hdqrs.  Dept,  of  the  Tennessee, 

No.  13.  1 Young’s  Point , La .,  February  19,  1863. 

I.  Before  a general  court-martial,  which  convened  at  Young’s  Point, 
La.,  February  5,  1863,  pursuant  to  Special  Orders,  No.  34,  dated  Head- 
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quarters  Department  of  the  Tennessee,  February  3, 1863,  and  of  which 
Brig.  Gen.  J.  M.  Thayer,  TJ.  S.  Volunteers,  is  president,  was  arraigned 
and  tried  Thomas  W.  Knox. 

Charge  1st. — Giving  intelligence  to  the  enemy,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly. 

Specification  1st. — In  this,  that  Thomas  W.  Knox,  citizen  and  camp- 
follower,  did,  while  following  and  attending  the  Army  of  the  United 
States,  on  board  a chartered  transport  in  the  service  of  the  United  States, 
write  for  publication,  and  cause  to  be  published  in  the  New  York  Her- 
ald, of  date  January  18, 1863,  a certain  article  purporting  to  be  a history 
of  the  operations  of  the  army  before  Vicksburg,  dated  Steamer  Conti- 
nental, Bight  Wing,  Thirteenth  Army  Corps,  Milliken’s  Bend,  January 
3,  1863,  in  which  he  gives  the  names  of  commanders  of  corps,  divisions, 
and  brigades  comprising  said  army,  with  the  number  and  description  of 
the  regiments  composing  one  of  said  divisions,  thereby  indirectly  convey- 
ing to  the  enemy  an  approximate  estimate  of  its  strength,  in  direct 
violation  of  the  Fifty-seventh  Article  of  War. 

Specification  2d. — In  this,  that  the  said  Thomas  W.  Knox,  citizen  and 
camp-follower,  did  publish  or  cause  to  be  published  in  the  New  York 
Herald,  under  date  of  January  18, 1863,  a certain  article  purporting  to 
be  a history  of  the  operations  of  the  army  before  Vicksburg,  dated 
Steamer  Continental,  Bight  Wing,  Thirteenth  Army  Corps,  Miliikeffis 
Bend,  January  3, 1863,  in  direct  violation  of  General  Orders,  No.  67, 
dated  War  Department,  Adjutant-General’s  Office,  Washington,  Au- 
gust 26,  1861. 

Charge  2d. — Being  a spy. 

Specification  1st. — That  said  Thomas  W.  Knox,  being  a citizen  and 
camp  follower,  and  having  no  authority,  leave,  or  consent  to  attend  the 
army,  did,  at  Helena,  Ark.,  on  or  about  the  21st  day  of  December,  1862, 
get  on  board  the  transport  Continental,  and  did  remain  on  board  said 
transport  until  about  the  3d  day  of  January,  1863,  acting  as  a spy,  in 
direct  violation  of  General  Orders,  No.  8,  dated  Headquarters  Bight 
Wing,  Thirteenth  Army  Corps,  Memphis,  Tenn.,  December  18,  1862, 
Paragraph  VI,  as  follows  : 

Any  person  whatever,  whether  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  or  transports, 
found  making  reports  for  publication  which  might  reach  the  enemy  giving  them  in- 
formation and  comfort,  will  be  arrested  and  treated  as  spies. 

Which  orders  were  published  in  the  public  newspapers  of  Memphis, 
and  their  purport  known  to  the  said  Knox,  on  or  about  the  3d  day  of 
January,  1863,  about  which  time  he  wrote  for  publication  a letter  of 
January  3,  1863,  which  was  published  in  the  New  York  Herald  of  Jan- 
uary 18,  1863,  containing  all  he  pretended  to  know  of  the  organization 
and  strength  of  said  army,  and  detracting  from  the  merits  of  many  offi- 
cers high  in  command  of  said  army,  thereby  giving  information  and 
comfort  to  the  enemy. 

Specification  2d. — That  said  Thomas  W.  Knox  did,  whilst  so  acting  as  a 
spy,  publish  or  cause  to  be  published  in  the  New  York  Herald,  under 
date  of  January  18,  1863,  sundry  and  various  false  allegations  and  ac- 
cusations against  the  officers  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  to  the 
great  detriment  of  the  interest  of  the  National  Government  and  comfort 
of  our  enemies,  to  wit : 

To  bis  right  was  General  Stuart,  busy  erecting  a bridge  over  the  bayou,  and  on  the 
extreme  right  was  General  A.  J.  Smith,  within  1*£  miles  of  Vicksburg,  frittering  away 
his  time  in  preparing  to  throw  a bridge  across  a place  where  his  troops  could  readily 
march  through.  This  was  the  situation  up  to  the  latter  part  of  the  forenoon  of  the 
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29th.  With  General  Sherman’s  permission,  rather  than  by  his  order,  General  Morgan 
made  preparations  for  assaulting  the  hill.  General  Sherman  had  issued  no  order 
appointing  a certain  time  for  the  assault  upon  the  batteries,  and  there  was  no  com- 
mon understanding  among  the  various  generals  of  divisions  and  brigades.  Colonel 
Williamson’s  regiment  was  fast  falling  before  the  concentrated  fire  of  the  rebels,  and, 
with  an  anxious  heart,  General  Thayer  looked  around  for  aid.  Down  the  hill,  crouched 
in  the  line  of  rifle-pits  near  the  base,  lay  the  Twenty-second  Kentucky  and  the  Six- 
teenth Ohio,  the  only  regiments  of  Morgan  that  had  attempted  to  make  the  assault. 
General  Thayer  rushed  down  to  where  these  two  regiments  lay.  In  vain  he  implored, 
urged,  ordered,  and  entreated  them  to  go  to  his  assistance.  Move  they  would  not, 
alleging  as  an  excuse  that  the  brigade  commander  (Colonel  De  Courcy)  was  not 
there  to  command.  While  General  TTaYer  was  begging  them  to  go  to  his  assistance, 
he  was  joined  by  General  Blair  on  the  same  errand,  the  latter  going  to  Colonel  De 
Courcy  in  person.  Their  conjoined  efforts  were  alike  fruitless  to  move  Colonel  De 
Courcy  or  his  men. 

By  some  criminal  oversight,  there  had  been  little  preparation  for  battle  on  the 
part  of  Sherman’s  medical  director,  and  the  hospitals  were  but  poorly  supplied  with 
many  needed  stores.  Since  the  battle,  General  Sherman  has  persistently  refused  to 
allow  a hospital  boat  to  go  above,  though  their  detention  in  this  region  is  daily  fatal 
to  many  lives.  The  only  known  reason  for  his  refusal  is  his  fear  that  a knowledge 
of  his  mismanagement  will  reach  the  papers  of  the  North. 

As  soon  as  the  assault  of  the  29th  had  been  concluded,  General  Sherman  decided  to 
make  another  attack  on  the  same  day.  General  Blair’s  brigade  was  moved  from  the 
north  side  of  the  bayou,  and  its  place  taken  by  the  brigade  of  General  Hovey.  The 
latter  officer  was  to  attack  the  hill  in  his  front,  and  was  to  be  supported  by  General 
Thayer,  General  Blair,  and  General  Morgan.  Twice  the  order  wras  given  to  advance 
up  the  hill,  when  it  w as  countermanded  by  General  Sherman.  Once  General  Hovey 
had  given  the  command  ‘‘Forward!”  but  before  he  uttered  the  word  “march!”  a 
messenger  came  from  General  Sherman,  ordering  him  to  postpone  his  advance. 

Finding  that  his  own  plan  of  attack  had  proved  a failure,  General  Sherman  now 
gave  attention  to  the  suggestions  of  his  subordinates.  General  Steele  had  from  the 
first  advocated  the  ascent  of  the  Yazoo  as  near  as  possible  to  Haines’  Bluff.  The 
troops  were  to  be  landed  just  out  of  the  range  of  the  guns  of  the  forts,  and  as  soon  as 
they  could  be  thrown  on  shore  they  were  to  storm  and  carry  the  position,  said  to  be 
defended  by  but  a few  hundred  men.  The  plan  was  approved  by  all  the  other  officers 
of  the  army,  and  finally  obtained  the  sanction  of  the  commander-in-chief.  For  some 
unaccountable  reason  General  Sherman  issued  an  order  that  no  whj^tle  should  be 
blown  or  bell  rung  on  any  of  the  boats  for  twenty-four  hours  under  pain  of  death. 
General  Sherman  issued  orders  for  the  erection  of  batteries  along  the  bayou  in  front 
of  the  enemy’s  works,  and,  from  the  moment  of  the  repulse,  he  appeared  anxious  to 
change  his  tactics,  and  act  on  the  defensive. 

At  the  time  we  entered  the  Yazoo,  it  is  certain  that  there  were  not  more  than  10,000 
or  12,000  men  in  and  around  Vicksburg.  Had  we  struck  promptly  at  the  batteries,  it 
is  probable  that  we  could  have  taken  possession  of  the  high  ground,  and  had  an  open 
road  into  Vicksburg.  One  of  the  commissaries  had  recently  taken  50,000  rations  to  a 
depot  in  rear  of  the  battle-field,  only  1£  miles  from  the  landing.  General  Sherman 
ordered  these  destroyed,  by  rolling  them  into  the  bayou,  as  there  was  no  time  for  their 
removal.  A part  of  the  supplies  was  tumbled  into  the  bayou  in  obedience  to  instruc- 
tions. Captain  Smith,  brigade  commissary  to  General  Blair,  went  out  with  a wagon 
train  as  the  troops  were  being  withdrawn,  and  brought  in  what  had  not  already  been 
destroyed.  General  Sherman  also  ordered  commissary  stores  destroyed  by  General  A. 
J.  Smith’s  division,  and  there  was  much  waste  in  consequence.  All  these  stores  might 
have  been  saved,  and  would  have  been,  had  General  Sherman’s  orders  been  less  per- 
emptory. The  embarkation  was  covered  by  the  gunboats,  so  that  the  enemy  would 
not  be  able  to  get  to  the  bank  before  we  could  get  away.  Everything  was  hurry. 

And  many  and  other  similar  false,  malicious  imputations  and  charges 
against  officers  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  calculated  to  weaken 
their  authority  and  to  give  aid  and  comfort  to  the  enemy. 

Charge  3d. — Disobedience  of  orders. 

Specification  1st. — In  this,  that  Thomas  W.  Knox  did,  knowingly  and 
willfully,  disobey  the  lawful  command  of  the  proper  authority,  as  con- 
tained in  General  Orders,  No.  8,  dated  Headquarters  Eight  Wing,  Thir- 
teenth Army  Corps,  Memphis,  Tenn.,  December  18, 1862,  by  accompany- 
ing the  expedition  down  the  Mississippi  from  Helena,  Ark.,  about  De- 
cember 21,  1862. 
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Specification  2d. — In  this,  that  said  Thomas  W.  Knox  did,  knowingly  and 
willfully,  disobey  and  directly  violate  General  Orders,  No.  67,  dated  War 
Department,  Adjutant- General’s  Office,  Washington,  August  26,  1861, 
by  writing,  printing,  or  causing  to  be  printed  in  the  New  York  Herald, 
under  date  of  January  18,  1863,  correspondence  and  communication  re- 
specting operations  of  the  army  or  military  movements  of  the  army  near 
Vicksburg,  Miss.,  without  the  authority  and  sanction  of  the  general  in 
command. 

To  all  of  which  charges  and  specifications,  except  the  second  specifi- 
cation to  second  charge,  which  was,  on  motion  of  the  prisoner,  stricken 
out  by  the  court,  the  prisoner  pleaded  as  follows : 

To  1st  specification  of  1st  Charge,  “ Not  guilty.” 

To  2 d specification  of  1st  Charge,  “ Not  guilty.” 

To  1st  Charge,  “ Not  guilty.” 

To  ls£  specification  of  2d  Charge,  “ Not  guilty.” 

To  2d  Charge,  “ Not  guilty.” 

To  1st  specification  of  3d  Charge,  “ Not  guilty.” 

To  2d  specification  of  3d  Charge,  “Not  guilty.” 

To  3d  Charge,  “Not  guilty.” 

The  court,  after  mature  deliberation  upon  the  testimony  adduced, 
finds  the  accused  as  follows  : 

Of  1st  specification  of  1st  Charge,  “ Guilty,  except  the  words, 
4 thereby  conveying  to  the  enemy  an  approximate  estimate  of  its 
strength,  in  direct  violation  of  the  Fifty-seventh  Article  of  War.*” 

Of  the  2 d specification  of  1st  Charge,  44  Guilty.” 

Of  the  1st  Charge,  44  Not  guilty.”  • 

Of  1st  specification  of  2d  Charge,  44  Not  guilty.” 

Of  2d  Charge,  “Not  guilty.” 

Of  ls£  specification  of  3d  Charge,  the  court  finds  the  facts  proven, 
but  attaches  no  criminality  thereto. 

Of  the  2 d specification  of  3d  Charge,  44  Guilty.” 

Of  3d  Charge,  “ Guilty.” 

And  the  court  does  therefore  sentence  him,  Thomas  W.  Knox,  to  be 
sent  without  the  lines  of  the  army,  and  not  to  return  under  penalty  of 
imprisonment. 

Findings  and  sentence  approved,  and  will  be  carried  into  effect. 

The  general  court-martial,  of  which  Brig.  Gen.  J.  M.  Thayer  is  presi- 
dent, is  hereby  dissolved.

Col.  John  A.  Kawlins, 

Assistant  Adjutant- General,  Department  of  the  Tennessee: 
Colonel  : General  Orders,  No.  13,  from  your  headquarters,  of  date 
February  19,  1863,  involves  certain  principles  that  I think  should  be 
settled  by  the  highest  authority  of  our  Government,  and  I beg  most 
respectfully  their  reference,  through  the  Judge  Advocate-General,  to 
the  Commander-in-Chief. 

The  findings  on  the  third  charge,  first  specification,  are,  “the  facts 
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proven  as  stated,  but  attaches  no  criminality  thereto,”  viz,  that  the 
accused  knowingly  and  willfully  disobeyed  the  lawful  command  of  the 
proper  authority  by  accompanying  the  expedition  down  the  Mississippi 
below  Helena.  The  inference  is  that  a commanding  officer  has  no  right 
to  prohibit  citizens  from  accompanying  a military  expedition,  or,  if  he 
does,  such  citizens  incur  no  criminality  by  disregarding  such  command. 
The  finding  of  the  first  specification,  first  charge,  u Guilty,  except  the 
words  1 thereby  conveying  to  the  enemy  an  approximate  estimate  of  its 
strength,  in  direct  violation  of  the  Fifty-seventh  Article  of  War,*”  in- 
volves the  principle  that  publication  of  army  organization  and  strength 
in  a paper  having  the  circulation  South  and  North  of  the  New  York 
Herald  does  not  amount  to  an  indirect  conveyance  of  intelligence  to 
an  enemy. 

I regard  these  two  points  as  vital  to  our  success  as  an  army  contend- 
ing against  an  enemy  who  has  every  advantage  of  us  in  position  and 
means  of  intelligence.  I do  not  expect  that  any  court-martial  or  any 
officer  should  do,  or  attempt  to  do,  an  unlawful  act,  but  I do  believe 
the  laws  of  Congress  and  of  war  clearly  cover  both  these  points,  and 
believing  that  the  true  interest  of  the  Government  and  of  our  people 
demand  a radical  change  in  this  respect,  I avail  myself  of  this  means 
to  invite  their  earnest  consideration  of  the  issues  involved. 

If  a commanding  officer  cannot  exclude  from  his  camp  the  very  class 
of  men  which  an  enemy  would  select  as  spies  and  informers,  and  if  to 
prove  the  conveyance  of  indirect  information  to  the  enemy  it  be  neces- 
sary to  follow  that  information  from  its  source  to  the  very  armies  arrayed 
against  us,  whose  country  thus  far  our  hundreds  of  thousands  of  men 
have  been  unable  to  invade,  and  yet  whose  newspapers  are  made  up 
of  extracts  from  these  very  Northern  papers,  then  it  is  fruitless  to 
attempt  to  conceal  from  them  all  the  data  they  could  need  to  make 
successful  resistance  to  our  plans,  and  to  attack  our  detached  parties 
and  lines  of  communication.  To  this  cause  may  well  be  attributed  the 
past  reverses  to  our  armies  and  the  failure  of  almost  every  plan  devised 
by  our  generals.  I believe  this  cause  has  lost  us  millions  of  money, 
thousands  of  lives,  and  will  continue  to  defeat  us  to  the  end  of  time, 
unless  some  remedy  be  devised.

I should  be  pleased  to  receive  your  assent  in  the  present  subject-mat- 
ter. The  eyes  of  the  wThole  North  are  now  turned  upon  Vicksburg,  and 
the  history  of  the  events  soon  to  culminate  in  its  fall  will  be  watched 
with  great  eagerness.

Whereas  it  appears  to  my  satisfaction  that  Thomas  W.  Knox,  a cor- 
respondent of  the  New  York  Herald,  has  been,  by  the  sentence  of  a 
court-martial,  excluded  from  the  military  department  under  command 
of  Major-General  Grant,  and  also  that  General  Thayer,  president  of 
the  court-martial  which  rendered  the  sentence,  and  Major-General  Mc- 
Clernand,  in  command  of  a corps  of  that  department,  and  many  other 
respectable  persons,  are  of  opinion  that  Mr.  Knox’s  offense  was  technical 
rather  than  willfully  wrong,  and  that  the  sentence  should  be  revoked ; 
now,  therefore,  said  sentence  is  hereby  so  far  revoked  as  to  allow  Mr. 
Knox  to  return  to  General  Grant’s  headquarters,  and  to  remain  if  Gen- 
eral Grant  shall  give  his  express  assent,  and  to  again  leave  the  depart- 
ment if  General  Grant  shall  refuse  such  assent.

Correspondent  New  York  Herald : 

The  letter  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  authorizing  you  to 
return  to  these  headquarters,  and  to  remain  with  my  consent,  or  leave 
if  such  consent  is  withheld,  has  been  shown  me. 

You  came  here  first  in  positive  violation  of  an  order  from  General 
Sherman.  Because  you  were  not  pleased  with  his  treatment  of  army 
followers,  who  had  violated  his  order,  you  attempted  to  break  down  his 
influence  with  his  command,  and  to  blast  his  reputation  with  the  public. 
You  made  insinuations  against  his  sanity,  and  said  many  things  which 
were  untrue,  and,  so  far  as  your  letter  had  influence,  calculated  to  affect 
the  public  service  unfavorably. 

General  Sherman  is  one  of  the  ablest  soldiers  and  purest  men  in  the 
country.  You  have  attacked  him  and  been  sentenced  to  expulsion  from 
this  department  for  the  offense.  Whilst  I would  conform  to  the  slightest 
wish  of  the  President,  where  it  is  formed  upon  a fair  representation  of 
both  sides  of  any  question,  my  respect  for  General  Sherman  is  such  that 
in  this  case  I must  decline,  unless  General  Sherman  first  gives  his  con- 
sent to  your  remaining.

Correspondent  New  York  Herald , Steamer  Continental  : 

Sir  : Yours  of  April  6,  inclosing  a copy  of  President  Lincoln’s  in- 
formal decision  in  your  case,  is  received. 
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I certainly  do  regret  that  Generals  McClernand  and  Thayer  regard 
the  disobedience  of  orders  emanating  from  the  highest  military  source 
and  the  publication  of  willful  and  malicious  slanders  against  their 
brother  officers  as  mere  technical  offenses,  and  notwithstanding  the 
President’s  indorsement  of  that  conclusion,  1 cannot  so  regard  it.  After 
having  enunciated  to  me  the  fact  that  newspaper  correspondents  were 
a fraternity  bound  together  by  a common  interest  that  must  write  down 
all  who  stood  in  their  way,  and  that  you  had  to  supply  the  public  de- 
mand for  news,  true  if  possible,  but  false  if  your  interest  demanded  it, 
I cannot  be  privy  to  a tacit  acknowledgment  of  the  principle. 

Come  with  a sword  or  musket  in  your  hand,  prepared  to  share  with 
us  our  fate  in  sunshine  and  storm,  in  prosperity  and  adversity,  in  plenty 
and  scarcity,  and  I will  welcome  you  as  a brother  and  associate ; but 
come  as  you  now  do,  expecting  me  to  ally  the  reputation  and  honor  of 
my  country  and  my  fellow- soldiers  with  you,  as  the  representative  of 
the  press,  which  you  yourself  say  makes  so  slight  a difference  between 
truth  and  falsehood,  and  my  answer  is,  Never.

Major-General  Grant  : 

Dear  Sir  : I received  last  night  the  copy  of  your  answer  to  Mr. 
Knox’s  application  to  return  and  reside  near  your  headquarters.  I 
thank  you  for  the  manner  and  substance  of  that  reply.  Many  regard 
Knox  as  unworthy  the  notice  he  has  received.  This  is  true ; but  I send 
you  his  letter  to  me  and  my  answer.  Observe  in  his  letter  to  me,  sent 
long  before  I could  have  heard  the  result  of  his  application  to  you,  he 
makes  the  assertion  that  you  had  no  objection,  but  rather  wanted  him 
back,  and  only  as  a matter  of  form  required  my  assent.  He  regretted  a 
difference  between  a “portion  of  the  army  and  the  press.”  The  in- 
solence of  these  fellows  is  insupportable.  I know  they  are  encouraged, 
but  1 know  human  nature  well  enough,  and  that  they  will  be  the  first 
to  turn  against  their  patrons.  Mr.  Lincoln,  of  course,  fears  to  incur  the 
enmity  of  the  Herald,  but  he  must  rule  the  Herald  or  the  Herald  will 
rule  him;  he  can  take  his  choice. 

I have  been  foolish  and  unskillful  in  drawing  on  me  the  shafts  of  the 
press.  By  opposing  mob  law  in  California,  I once  before  drew  down 
the  press ; but  after  the  smoke  cleared  off,  and  the  people  saw  where 
they  were  drifting  to,  they  admitted  I was  right.  If  the  press  be  allowed 
to  run  riot,  and  write  up  and  write  down  at  their  pleasure,  there  is  an 
end  to  a constitutional  government  in  America,  and  anarchy  must  result. 
Even  now  the  real  people  of  our  country  begin  to  fear  and  tremble  at 
it,  and  look  to  our  armies  as  the  anchor  of  safety,  of  order,  submission 
to  authority,  bound  together  by  a real  Government,  and  not  by  the 
clamor  of  a demoralized  press  and  crowd  of  demagogues.

Mr.  Halsted,  Cincinnati: 

Sir  : As,  unhappily,  I am  singled  out  of  a great  mass  of  men  who 
think  as  I do,  but  who  have  either  bowed  to  the  storm  or  been  more 
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lucky  in  steering  tlieir  barks  clear  of  the  rock  of  danger,  I take  the 
liberty  of  sending,  through  Mrs.  Sherman,  copies  of  a short  correspond- 
ence which  involves  a high  moral  and  political  principle.  The  whole 
will  be  plain  to  you  at  a glance,  and  I now  propose  to  call  your  atten- 
tion to  one  phase  of  it,  and  trace  the  logical  sequence. 

Knox,  a citizen,  entitled  to  all  the  rights  of  a citizen  of  any  and  every 
kind,  a strong,  stalwart  man,  capable  of  handling  a musket,  comes  into 
the  camp  of  a major-general  whom  he  never  saw  in  person,  conversed 
with,  or  knew  anything  about,  in  open  and  known  violation  of  his  orders, 
and,  dating  his  matter  from  the  headquarters  of  a part  of  this  very  com- 
mand, publishes  a string  of  falsehood,  abusive  of  every  servant  of  the 
Government,  except  a small  knot  of  44  cunning  and  knowing  ones  bred 
in  the  same  litter.”  These  were  heroes;  all  else  were  knaves,  fools,  cow- 
ards, everything,  and  the  major-general  in  command,  with  commissions 
from  a cadet  all  the  way  up  to  major-general,  tested  by  twenty  years’ 
service  in  every  part  of  this  continent,  who  has  managed  all  manner  of 
business  without  a stain  heretofore,  is  declared  by  this  youngster  and 
stranger  as  a mere  ass,  yea,  insane.  When  called  on  in  person  to  explain 
his  motive — 44  Of  course,  General  Sherman,  I had  no  feeling  against  you 
personally,  but  you  are  regarded  the  enemy  of  our  set,  and  we  must  in 
self-defense  write  you  down.” 

When  a court-martial  banishes  him,  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
upon  the  personal  application  of  this  man,  fortified  by  44  respectable 
persons,”  sends  him  back,  subject  to  a condition  not  dependent  on  me. 
Does  Knox  exhibit  any  sign  of  appreciating  the  real  issue?  He  44  re- 
grets” the  unhappy  difference  between  a portion  of  the  army  and  him- 
self. The  whole  44 press”  and  the  sheet,  the  New  York  Herald,  which 
he  represents  will  appreciate  the  fact  of  my  humbling  myself  to  its  agent, 
to  my  tamely  submitting  to  its  insults. 

When  Mr.  Calhoun  announced  to  General  Jackson  the  doctrine  of 
secession,  did  he  bow  to  the  opinion  of  that  respectable  source  and  the 
vast  array  of  people  whom  he  represented?  No.  He  answered,  Seces- 
sion is  treason,  death.  Had  he  yielded  an  inch,  the  storm  would  then 
have  swept  over  this  country. 

Had  Mr.  Buchanan  met  the  seizure  of  our  mints  and  arsenals  in  the  same 
spirit,  he  would  have  kept  this  war  within  the  limits  of  actual  traitors ; 
but,  by  temporizing,  he  gave  the  time  aud  opportunity  for  the  organiza- 
tion of  a rebellion  of  half  the  nation.  So  in  this  case.  The  assertion  of 
the  principle  that  the  44  press”  has  a right  to  keep  paid  agents  in  our 
camps,  independent  of  the  properly  accredited  commanders  appointed 
by  law,  would,  if  successful,  destroy  any  army,  and  the  certain  result 
would  be  not  only  an  open,  bold,  and  determined  rebellion,  but  dissen- 
sion, discord,  and  mutiny  throughout  the  land  and  in  our  very  camps. 
In  this  point  I may  be  in  error,  but,  for  the  time  being,  I am  the  best 
judge.  I am  no  enemy  to  freedom  of  thought,  freedom  of  the  44  press” 
and  speech,  but  in  all  controversies  there  is  a time  when  discussion 
must  cease  and  action  begin.  That  time  has  not  only  come,  but  has 
been  in  plain,  palpable  existence  for  two  years.  No  amount  of  argu- 
ment will  move  the  rebellious.  They  have  thrown  aside  the  pen  and 
taken  the  sword.  Though  slow  to  realize  this  fact,  though  vacillating 
in  preparation  and  act,  the  North  must  do  the  same  or  perish  and  be- 
come the  contempt  of  all  mankind.  Persons  at.  a distance,  who  can 
look  back  upon  the  North,  see,  with  pain  and  sorrow,  the  dissensions 
and  vain  discussions  which  are  kept  alive  by  a free  press.  In  it  they 
see  the  exercise  of  an  undoubted  right — the  same  that  a man  has  in  his 
own  household  to  burn  his  books,  destroy  his  fqrniture,  abuse  his  family,, 
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offend  his  neighbor — and  fear  lest  he  continue  in  the  exercise  of  the 
same  glorious  privilege  to  maintain  his  right  to  personal  freedom  by 
burning  his  house  with  all  its  contents.

General  : In  the  excitement  and  absorbing  interest  of  events  at  a 
distance,  I am  seriously  apprehensive  that  the  safety  of  this  important 
point  may  be,  and  actually  is,  overlooked.  My  conviction  is  that  this 
command  is  to-day  at  the  mercy  of  the  army  at  Helena,  provided  such 
an  attack  is  made  against  it  as  their  abundant  means  of  transporta- 
tion enables  them  to  make.  Their  unaccountable  inertness  has  saved

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Vicksburg  from  succumbing,  for,  since  the  departure  of  General  Breck- 
inridge’s division,  there  has  never  been  a day  on  which  a successful 
land  attack  might  not  have  been  made  by  the  force  at  Helena  ; but  it 
is  not  right  to  calculate  that  they  will  continue  inactive,  nor  fair  to  the 
interests  involved  to  hold  the  place  by  sufferance. 

The  case  is  as  follows : Above  us,  and  within  thirty  hours’  easy  run 
of  this  place,  are  encamped  15,000  meu,  commanded  by  an  experienced 
officer  of  the  Begular  Army,  with  a naval  force  at  his  control  of  some 
seven  shot-proof  rams  and  fourteen  to  eighteen  gunboats  positively 
known  to  be  present,  and  doubtless  more  that  could  be  obtained.  Ac- 
cording to  information,  there  could  be  spared  from  New  Orleans  at  this 
present  time  8,000  men  for  any  expedition  undertaken,  and  this  force 
might  reach  here  in  four  days  from  the  time  known  to  have  started. 
Suppose  either  of  these  expeditions  start  for  this  point,  what  is  there 
to  oppose  them  here?  1 have  about  1,800  infantry,  200  cavalry,  and 
six  light  batteries  (two  of  these  under  orders  to  march),  all  partially 
drilled,  but  none  ever  under  fire  on  the  field.  If  attacked,  this  force 
could  be  increased  in  five  or  six  days  by  400  cavalry  of  like  discipline, 
and  about  the  same  number  of  State  Minute-men.  If  not  threatened 
from  New  Orleans,  a small  increase  might  be  expected  from  the  direc- 
tion of  Lake  Pontchar train,  say  500  men ; in  a word,  if  I can  keep 
seven  times  my  number  at  bay  for  nearly  a week,  a re-enforcement  of 
1,500  may  be  expected — making  3,500  against  15,000. 

Now,  I am  willing  to  run  any  risk  with  my  command  the  times  de- 
mand, and,  if  it  is  necessary  to  guard  this  exposed  point  with  a handful 
of  men,  there  is  nothing  more  to  be  said  ; but  I repeat  that,  in  my  opin- 
ion, the  interests  involved  here  are  too  great  to  be  left  to  chance,  and 
it  is  felt  as  a duty  to  represent  in  decided  terms  that  this  point  is  in 
danger,  and  that  we  can  be  literally  overwhelmed  by  the  enemy  at  any 
moment.  Should  there  be  a combined  attack  from  above  and  below, 
there  is  not  a possibility  of  saving  it,  and  but  a faint  probability  if 
attacked  only  from  above. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  the  foregoing  statement  leaves  no  infantry 
force  to  cover  the  heavy  batteries,  if  attacked  by  the  gunboat  fleet  and 
a landing  attempted.

Maj.  Gen.  Earl  Van  Dorn: 

Sir  : I have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
army  under  your  command  is  now  rapidly  improving.  The  exposure 
incidental  to  the  late  exhausting  marches  and  terrific  battles  did  in 
great  measure  produce  considerable  sickness.  Most  of  the  sick  have 
been  removed  to  the  general  hospitals  in  the  rear,  on  and  convenient  to 
the  railroads.  The  conduct  of  the  medical  department  has  not  been 
such  as  I would  altogether  desire,  but  allowance  must  be  made  for  the 
great  confusion  incidental  to  the  rapid  organization  ot‘  your  command, 
its  celerity  of  movement  to  the  attack,  and  the  disorganization  which 
ensued  from  the  engagements  of  the  3d,  4th,  and  5th  of  the  present 
month.  Proper  returns  are  now  completed,  and  will  be  forwarded  to 
the  Surgeon -General’s  Office  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment.  Not- 
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withstanding  the  great  numbers  of  wounded,  it  affords  me  unalloyed 
pleasure  to  state  that  the  majority  of  the  wounds  are  slight,  and  the 
recipients  thereof  will  in  a very  short  period  of  time  be  able  to  report 
for  duty.  The  destructiveness  of  the  enemy’s  artillery  was  very  great; 
hence  the  apparent  increase  in  the  proportion  of  the  killed,  which  is 
usually  about  one  eighth  or  ninth.  The  total  number  killed  and  wounded 
was  2,655,  of  which  number  512  were  killed  and  2,143  wounded. 

The  loss  in  officers  was  absolutely  frightful,  being  more  than  one-sixth 
of  the  whole  number,  which  speaks  in  thunder- tones  of  the  heroism  and 
self-devotion  of  a band  of  brothers  worthy  of  imitation,  and  always  to 
be  remembered  by  a grateful  country.  Many  of  them  now  sleep  the 
sleep  of  the  brave,  and  as  the  silent  tear  of  regret  starts  from  its  grief- 
bed,  the  memories  of  their  deeds  will  stand  forth  entwined  with  the 
recollections  of  their  soldier  companions  in  arms  who  fell,  as  they  fol- 
lowed through  the  storm  of  death,  as  monuments  of  Southern  valor  and 
devotedness  more  durable  than  marble  and  more  brilliant  than  polished 
gold.

General  : I am  sorry  that  the  reports  sent  you  by  myself  have  not 
reached  you.  While  I am  in  command  of  all  the  cavalry,  it  is  impossi- 
ble for  me  to  be  with  all  at  the  same  time.  I directed  Colonel  [J.  T.] 
Wheeler,  commanding  on  the  Salem  road,  to  report  to  you  regularly, 
and  then  send  the  dispatch  to  me.  Colonel  [W.  F.]  Slemons  has  been 
commanding  on  La  Grange  road,  and  to  hear  from  both  commands  I 
took  a position  at  Hudsonville.  It  is  unfortunate  for  me  that  I have 
to  deal  with  rather  inferior  officers,  and  by  virtue  of  their  rank  have  to 
place  them  in  command. 

I have  forwarded  several  dispatches  to  you  to-day,  general,  which 
may  not  have  reached  you.  I sent  my  adjutant  this  afternoon  to  order 
Colonel  Wheeler  to  discover  the  enemy’s  exact  position,  and  make  them 
show  their  hands.  I was  going  to  attend  to  it  in  person,  when  I heard 
the  tiring  on  La  Grange  road,  and  turned  back.  The  enemy  occupy 
Lamar  to-night.  The  force  at  La  Grange  and  Junction  is  about  15,000 
infantry  and  two  regiments  of  cavalry.  The  force  from  Corinth,  which 
is  now  about  Saulsbury,  from  all  I can  learn,  is  between  20,000  and 
25,000.  I think  40,000  will  cover  their  entire  force.

The  enemy  is  reported  skirmishing  with  our  cavalry  about  4 miles 
from  here,  on  the  Coffeeville  road  from  Oxford,  and  Jackson  sends  word, 
at  9.40  p.  m.,  that  they  are  “ advancing  in  force  ” on  the  Sarepta  road, 
and  are  this  side  of  Oxford,  and  moving.  General  Price’s  train  is  just  in 
front  of  me,  and  the  rear  of  it  has  not  attempted  to  move  since  noon  to- 
day. If  you  can’t  get  him  along,  we  must  stand  still  with  our  train,  ex- 
posed to  be  lost.  Part  of  Maury’s  force  is  in  our  rear,  on  Coffeeville 
road,  and  part  on  Sarepta  road.  The  rear  of  my  train  has  not  crossed 
the  Yocony,  on  the  Sarepta  road.  Price’s  train  (its  rear)  is  not  3 miles 
from  where  it  camped  last  night.  No  one  appeared  to  push  it  along. 
If  I could  get  to  the  Spring  Dale  road,  I would  turn  my  column  to  the 
right.  General  Pemberton  will  understand  the  road  I mean.  I sketch 
the  position.

Maj.  Gen.  Earl  Yan  Dorn: 

My  Dear  General  : I am  encamped  on  this  creek,  about  9 miles 
from  Grenada.  Some  of  Bowen’s  division  are  4 miles  below  me.  Be- 
tween me  and  Grenada  (2  miles  above  me)  the  Troy  road  crosses  the 
river,  and  has  a practicable  ford.  There  is  another  ford  near  here.  The 
Troy  road,  leading  direct  from  Charleston,  should  be  well  guarded,  and 
I am  about  to  ride  up  and  look  for  an  encampment  there.  ' 

In  my  opinion,  we  should  all  be  concentrated  about  Grenada  with 
our  “staves  in  our  hand  and  our  loins  girt  about,”  and  ready  for  a quick 
exodus.  . Why  should  we  scatter  our  division  in  this  way  when  no  one 
division  is  strong  enough  to  fight,  and  when  it  is  not  intended  to  fight? 

If  the  engineer  in  charge  of  the  works  will  have  the  railroad  iron  taken 
up,  and  will  make  his  parapets  of  them,  he  will  make  quicker  and  better 
work  of  it.  Those  we  have  on  the  Potomac  would  resist  a 10-inch  shell, 
and  they  give  a great  sweep  to  the  gun,  being  so  thin. 

My  family,  including  Dr.  Holland,  arrived  safely  at  Aberdeen  on 
Thursday.  Don’t  forget  to  order  the  payment  of  that  claim.  I am  the 
more  anxious  about  it  because,  with  a small  amount  she  has  besides,  it 
will  enable  her  to  purchase  three  or  four  Confederate  bonds,  which  will 
be  for  the  present  her  sole  means  of  support. 

Can’t  I get  [S.  W.]  Ferguson  to  command  this  Texas  cavalry  ? Sug- 
gest him  to  General  Pemberton.
